CHINESE FESTIVALS AND OBSERVANCES 



Fete of Chang Tao-ling (A.D. 34), ancient head of the Tauist sect. His de- 
scendants still continue to claim the headship. It is said " the succes* 
sion is perpetuated by the transmigration of the soul of each successor of 
Chang Tao-ling, on his decease, to the body of some youthful member of the 
family, whose heirship is supernaturally revealed as soon as the miracle 
is effected. Fete of Shakyamuni Buddha, the founder of Buddhism. 

Fete of Lu Pan, the god of carpenters and masons. 
Fete of the goddess of mercy. 

Anniversary of Kwan Ti's ascent to heaven. F^te of Chuh Yung, the spirit 
of fire ; and of the god of thunder. 

First day of the seventh moon. During this moon is held the festival of all 
souls, when Buddhist and Tauist priests read masses to release souls from 
purgatory, scatter rice to feed starving ghosts, recite magic incantataon^ 
accompanied by finger play imitating^ mystic Sanskrit characters which 
are supposed to comfort souls in purgatory^ bum paper clothes for tha 
benefit of the souls of the drowned, and visit family shrines to pray oil 
behalf of the deceased members of the family. Exhibitions of groupt 
of statuettes, dwarf plants, silk festoons, and ancestral tablets are oom^ 
bined with these ceremonies, which are enlivened by music and fireworki« 
F6te day of Lao Tszu, the founder of Tauism. 

Fdte of the god of Ursa Major, worshipped by scholars, and of the sevea 
goddesses of the Pleiades, worshipped by women. 

F^te of Chung Yuen, god of the element earth. 

Fdte of the three gods of heaven, of earthy and of water, and of the fiv« 
attendant sacrificial spirits. 

T^te of Chang Fi, A.D. 220. A leader of the wars during the Three King^ 
doms. He is said have been at first a butcher and wine seller. Aftet 
many heroic exploits, he perished by the hand of an assassin.

F^te of Kwan Ti, the god of war; kite-flying day. F6te of Tung, a ruler in Hades^

Chinese philosophers whose comment^ies on the Chinese classics have 
formed for centuries the recognized standard of orthodoxy.

Fdtes of the god of wealth ; of Koh Hung, one of the most celebrated of Tauist 

doctors and adepts in alchemy ; and of the golden dragon king. 
F6te of Tsu Shdng, one of the reputed inventors of writing. 
FSte day of Hwa Ewang, the god of fire, and Ma, a deified physician. 

Fdte of the three brothers San Mao. 

FStes of Ha Yuen, the god of water ; of the god of small-pox ; and of the 
god and goddess of the bedstead. 

National f^to of Confucius (bom 661 B.C.), the founder of Chinese et'aics 
and politics. 

F^te day of Yuh Hwang, the higher god of the Tauist pantheon. 
Tauist feast day of Chang Sin> extensively worshipped for male issue. 
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CHINESE WEIGHTS AND MEASURES, MONEY. 



Weights 

Chinese weights are m )stly decimal. Although English weights and m easures are 
used to a considerable extent in trade with foreigners, being legalised in Hongkong for 
that purpose, the following are also recognised by Ordinance 8 of 1886: — 

1 fan, or candareen _ *01d3 oz. avoir. 
10 fan = 1 tsin, ur mace = 'ISSS oz. avoir. 
10 Uin = 1 leung, or iael = H oz. avoir.* 

16 leung = I kan, or catty = IJ lb. avoir. 
100 kan = 1 tkm, or picul = 133i lb. avoir. 

The words can lareen, m ice, tael, catUj, picul, are not Chinese. 

Almost all commodities, even liquids, are sold by the above weights amongst 
Chinese. 

Measures 

English measures are legal, but so are also the Chinese: — 

10 fan = 1 tsiin, or inch = about 1.46 English inch. 
10 tsiin = 1 chek, or foot = about 14| English inch. 

The Treaty of Tientsin fixes the ch'eung at 141 English inches. 

1 li, or mile = i mile English. 
10 li = I p6, or league = 3 miles English (about). 

Land is measured by the mau or acre, equal to about of an English acre. 

Money 

This is almost entirely represented by weights of silver, accounts being kept in leuftg^ 
tsiuy /any and li (taels, mace, candareens, and cash t) as given above. Not one of these 
weights is represented by any coin, unless we may take the cash to represent the value 
of a li of silver. The value of the tael may be taken as 91.36. 

Silver is used uncoined, in ingots or shoes, sometimes called st/cee. Small sums are paid 
in what is called broken silver. At the Treaty Ports this generally consists of the 
fragments of Mexican or Spanish dollars, hammered to pieces by the Shrofis in their 
process of chopping. This broken silver is weighed by means of small steel-yards called 
Li'tang. The silver coins issued by the Canton Mint were legalised as current 
throughout China by Imperial Decree in 1890. 

Cash might be said before 1890 to be the coin of China J. The Chinese call them 
tsin. They are bronze coins, not unlike thin farthings with a square hole in the centre 
for stringing together. The Hongkong Government cash or mils are smaller, and the 
hole is round. The value of cash fluctuates greatly, and is very much a matter of 
bargain. About 1,200 to a Mexican dollar is an average quotation. 

Hongkong Money 

A legal tender in Hongkong consists of Hongkone or Mexican dollars; 50, 20, 10, or 6 
cent silver pieces to an amount not exceeding two dollars; or bronze cents or mils to 
an amount not exceeding one dollar. Japanese yen, American, Spanish, and South 
American dollars are also in circulation, and tlie 10, 20, and 50 cent pieces of the Straits 
Settlements and of the Canton Mint, which are accepted indifiFerently with those of 
Hongkong. Japanese small coin is also accepted at a small discount. 

The value of the dollar during 1893 ranged from 2s. Sjd. to 2s. 3J^. sterling. 

Mexican dollars weighed at 7.1.7. mean coins which contain 7 mace, 1 candareen, and 
7 li of silver (see weights given above). Clean coins of this weight command a premium, 
lighter ones are taken at a discount.

In the event 
of a contract mail arriving after the ordinary business hours, the office is opened for the 
delivery of correspondence as soon as possible after the mails have been landed, and 
will be kept open for one hour. 

Holidays. 

3. — Sundays and all Public and Government Holidays are observed as Post Office 
Holidays, except as notified in the foregoing paragraph, and except the departure of a 
contract mail happens to be fixed for a Public or Government Holiday, when the Office 
wiU be kept open for the purpose of despatching the mail. 

Deliveries. 

4. — The following are the hours at which delivery of correspondence takes place 
from the General Post Office 

In Town, 8 a,m., 10 a.m., noon, 2 p.m., 4 p.m., 6 p.m. 
In the Suburbs, 9 a.m., noon, 5 p.m. 
At Kowloon and the Peak, noon, 4 p.m. 
On Sundays and Holidays deliveries are eflFected at 9 a.m. in the town and 
suburbs. There is no Sunday delivery at Kowloon or the Peak. 

Contract mails are, however, delivered as soon as possible after arrival. The 
ordinary deliveries may be retarded by the contract mails. 

To Shipjnng, 

5. — As a general rule correspondence for shipping in harbour is delivered to the 
agents, but if desired it will be delivered on board at noon and 4 p.m.

11 — Circulars, Dividend Warrants, Invitations, Cards, Patterns, Bills, Almanacs. &c., 
for addressees in Hongkong, or the Ports of China, but not for Macao, in batches of not 
less than ten of uniform size and weight, may be sent to the Post Office unstamped, the 
postage, at the rate of one cent each, being paid in cash or charged to the sender's 
account. Special accounts may be opened with non-boxholders for the delivery of 
considerable numbers of such articles. 

1?. — Such covers, when addressed to places other than Hongkong or China, must be 
prepaid two cents each in stamps. 

13. — Circulars, &c., must not exceed 2 ounces each in weight. Patterns, Ahnanacs, 
4c., must be under 4 ounces each in weight. Heavier articles are charged ordinary rates. 

14. — Envelopes containing patterns, Ac, may be wholly closed if the nature of the 
cont'ents be first exhibited or stated to the Postmaster-General, as he may consider 
necessary, and approved by him. Printed Circulars may be inserted in such Pattern 
Packets. 

1 6. — Addresses must be complete. That is to say, on such covers as are not addressed 
to heads of houses, the addressee's residence or place of business must be added. In- 
completely addressed covers are returned to the sender for address. 

Mail Routes and Oppoetunities. 

16. — All ordinary correspondence is sent on by the best opportunity of which the 
prepayment admits, unless especially directed or apparently prepaid for some other 
route. 

17. — Correspondence specially directed for any particular steamer is sent by her 
(failing any request to the contrary), however many times her departure may be 
postponed. If it is postponed »inf die^ the correspondence is sent on by the next 
opportunity. 

18. — Correspondence from the Coast marked vid Brindui or vid Marmlles is krpt 
FOR THE ROUTE TNmcATED even though that may involve a fortnight's detention. Unless 
this is intended, therefore, the safest direction is By fir^i mail, 

19. — Letters from the Coast forwarded unthout prepayment are not delivered until the 
Hongkong Office has time to deal with them; paid covers are delivered at once. Unpaid 
papers are returned to the senders. 

20. — It is not necessary to pay postage on covers from the Coast containing stamped 
correspondence for the homeward mails or local delivery. 

21. — It is sometimes possible to overtake the French packet at Singapore by means 
of a direct private steamer. When this can be done Coast correspondence which arrived 
too late is so sent on. 

22. — Mails njay also be forwaitied to London and ports of call by the tea steamers 
leaving China, either direct, or to catch the next contract mail at Singapore or Suez. 
Except by special request, only letters are sent in these mails. 

23. — Newspapers for China posted in the United Kingdom and paid only Id. each 
instead of 1 W., which is the proper postage, or over 4 ounces in weight and paid one rate 
only, are sent out by private steamers instead of by the contract mails. 

Avstralia, 

24. — ^There are two routes to Australia, viz., vid Torres Straits and vid Colombo. . 
The Torrrw Straits route is the best for Eastern Australia as far as Sydney; for New 
Zealand, Tasmania and Fiji. All correspondence for these places is thus sent unless 
otherwise directed. Correspondence for Adelaide and Perth may be sent by this route. 

25. — The route vid Colombo is best for Western and Southern Australia. Each home- 
ward Frenoli Packet connects at Colombo with the P. k O. steamer which leaves that 
port for King George's Sound, Adelaide, Melbourne, and Sydney. 

Canada^ the San Frand^co Route^ itc. 

26. — The routes by Vancouver or San Francisco can be freely used for ordinary or 
re^tered coirespondence for Union or Non-union countries. The making up of mails 
vid San FSiincisco at Shanghai is left t/) the United States and Japanese Post Offices. 

27. — Wlion it is desired to forward letters to the United States by a sailing ship not 
notified as carrying a maU, all that is necessary is to post the letters in the ordinary 
way, Qiaiked with the name of the ship, and prepaid 10 cents per half ounce as usual. 
The Post Office th^n undertakes the duty of obtaining notice of departure and despatch- 
ing the correspondence. 

Mail Time Tables. 

28. — Tables showing the dates of the departure of the contract mails and the dates 
When replies to letters are due in Hongkong are published separately, and may be^ 
obtained on application. 
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Mail Notices, 

29. — The dates and hours of closing all mails in the General Post Office are also 
published twice daily, except on Sundays and Holidays, in a Special Mail Notice. 

FORBIDBEN ArTICXES. 

30. — The following articles cannot be sent through the post : — 

(a) Samples of merchandise having a saleame value. 

(b) Samples and other articles which, from their nature, may expose the postal 
officials to danger, or soil or damage the correspondence. 

(c) Explosive, inflammable^ or dangerous substances. 
( a) Ammals or insects living or dead. * 

(e) Any indecent or obscene print, painting, photograph, lithograph, engrav- 
ing, book, or card, or any other indecent or obscene article, or any letter, 
newsjmper, or publication, packet or card, having thereon any words, marks 
or designs, of an indecent, obscene, libellous or grossly offensive character. 

31. — It is forbioden to insert in ordinary or registered correspondence consigned to 
the post :— 

(a) Current coin. 

(b) Articles liable to Customs duty. 

(c) Gold or silver bullion, precious stones, jewellery, and other precious 
articles, but only in case their insertion or transmission is forbidden by the 
legislation of the countries concerned. 

Requests for IIedirection. 

32. — Requests for the redirection of correspondence, or to have it stopped in Hong 
kong, must be in writing. The precise address of the correspondence must be given. 

33. — Requests should also state whether private letters or those for the writer's firm 
are required, and to how many mails the request applies. 

34. — When the correspondence is required in Hongkong an address must be given 
to which it may be sent. Under no circuvistances iviU it be delivered at the Post Office 
windows. If the applicant persists in applying for it instead of waiting till it is sent to 
him, his request will be cancelled. 

35. — No notice can be taken of requests sent in after any mail is signalled with 
reference to that particular mail. 

36. — Requests of a complicated nature cannot be entertained. 

37. — Correspondence directed to care of boxholders in Hongkong must, without 
exception, be delivered as addressed. 

38. — Every request is understood to refer to letters only; papers will not be 
intercepted unless special reasons be shewn to the satisfaction of the Postmaster- 
General. 

39. — There is no charge foi; redirection of sufficiently prepaid correspondence 

40. — The marine officers are not allowed to deliver correspondence at Singapore. 

41. — Letters for a firm will not be intercepted without the written authority of 
that firm. 

42. — Correspondence from the Continent for Northern Ports by French packet 
cannot be intercepted, nor can that for Yokohama by any mail. 

43. — No request is acted on for moi^e than three months, at the end of which time 
the correspondence resumes its usual course. The period of three months allowed will 
give time to have correspondence directed as it is to be delivered. Should it be desired 
that the correspondence should resume its ordinary course earlier, it will be necessary 
to inform the Postmaster-Gteneral. 

44. — The interception of letters is promised only when possible. Sometimes it is not 
possible, and the omission in any case to intercept them must not be regarded as matter 
tor complaint. 

Complaints. 

45. — All complaints, or representations of matters which cannot be adjusted locally, 
•hould be addressed to the rostmaster-General, Hongkong, and, if marked On Postal 
Business, will be forwarded free by any Postmaster or Aeent. 

46. — ^The cover of anv correspondence about whicn complaint is made should if 
possible be forwarded witn such complaint. Neglect of this generally renders enquiry 
impossible. 

47. — When correspondence has been mis-sent or delayed (both of which are liable to 
happen occasionally) all that the complainant need do is to write on the cover. Sent to 

, or Delivered at , or Not received till the ,.,th instant^ or as the case may be. 

and forward it, without any note or letter whatever, to the Postmaster-GJeneral, 
Attention to this weuld save much writing and needlasa trouble. 

* Live bees maj be sent if enclosed iu boxes so conatmcted as to AToid aU danger and allow the conte&ti to b« 
saertamed. 
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Private Boxes. 

48.— Private boxes may be rented in the offices at Hongkong and Shanghai. The 
fee is $10 a year payable in advance. 

4fi. — Each boxholder is supplied with an account book free, but must himself provide 
at least two stout bags (Shanghai firms reouire four) marked with his name in English 
and Chinese on both sides. Chinese Nankin makes the best bags for this purpose. 
They should be without strings, but have a couple of iron rings at the mouth for 
suspending. Boxholders should insist on their coolies returning tnese bags to the Post 
Office €Ls soon as emptitdj or at aiw rate not later than next morning. The only safe way 
to empty a bag is to turn it inside out, 

50. — Each Doxholder's coolie must be provided with a stout ticket or badge of wood, 
metal; or pasteboard, bearing his employer's name in English and Chinese. This will 
enable him to obtain letters whenever a mail arrives. 

51. — The advantages of renting a box are many. It secures a quicker and more 
accurate delivery of correspondence. Unpaid letters are delivered to boxholdei's with- 
out the delay of demanding payment, change, Ac, as they are charged to his account. 
The boxholders of Hongkonar and Shanghai send bags down in the mail steamer to be 
filled by the marine officer. Boxholders are allowed to post their letters in sealed boxes* 
and to mark their Postage Stamps. They receive f I'ee copies of all notices issued by the 
Post Office, Tables of Rates, <fec. Many inconveniences are saved to them by the facility 
for charging their accounts ^^^th small deficiencies of postage, when there is no time to 
return a short-paid letter. This, however, is only done as an exception, when the letter 
cannot go on unpaid, no boxholder being allowed to make a practice of sending short- 
paid correspondence or letters to be stamped. Boxholders are also allowed certain 
privileges as to posting local correspondence unstamped (see paragraph 11). 

52. — Boxholders' books are sent out for settlement on the first day of each month, 
Mid should be returned proraptlv. As a general rule no information can be given as to 
the correspondence charged in these accounts, where it came from, <fec. There is only 
one way to obtain such information, and that is to Jile the covers of all unpaid corre- 
spoTidence received. Entries On Board hse for unpaid correspondence dealt with by the 
marine officer on his way up from Singapore. 

Post Restante. 

53. — All articles superscribed " To be kept till called for," " To await arrival," or in 
any similar way, and also articles addressed " Post Office," are held to fall under the 
head "Poste Restante." 

54. — Poste Re-stante letters, &c., can be obtained at any time during the office hours. 
The persons applying for them must furnish satisfactory evidence that they are parties 
to whom the correspondence should be delivered. 

66. — Poste Restante correspondence is kept for the following periods, after which it 
ift regarded as " Dead," and is returned to the office of origin : — 

Local letters are kept for 1 month Letters for steamers are kept for 3 months 

International „ „ 2 months „ sailing vessels „ 4 „ 

56. — The Poste Restante is intended for the accommodation of strangers and 
travellers who have no permanent abode in Hongkong. 

67. — When correspondence is received addressed to parties in " Hongkong," but 
without a full address, it is placed in the Poste Restante if no request has been received 
from the addressee regarding it, or his name does not appear in the Directory. 

Letters. — Dimensicms. 
58. — There is no limit to the weight of letters, but, unless to or from a Government 
Office, they must not exceed 2 feet in length and 1 foot in width and depth. 

Address to be complete, 
96. — Addresses should be as complete as {)Ossible in order to facilitate delivery, and 
in order that, in the event of the letter becoming from any cause uudeliverable, it may be 
returned to the writer unopened, it is recommended that the sender's name and address 
be also superscribed on the cover. 

Unpaid Letters ; Loose Letters. 
60. — The general rule as to insufficiently paid letters is to double the deficient 
postage. If tne despatching office has not indicated how much the deficiency is, it is 
taken to be 10 cents per half ounce, and the letter is consequently charged 20 cents per 
half ounce. Any foreign postage stamps affixed are neglected in making this chaise. 
Hence letters sent loose on board ship are treated as wholly unpaid, however many 

* The boxes should be closed with some recogniuible seal. Locked boxes oasnot be ailowed. A receipt book 
iMld be wmX with each box, but as the receiving officer cannot andertak^ to count the correepondenoe sent, he only 
ft Noeipt for One Bos, Ho attention is promised to anything written in the book— 2*o je«y«s«#r«tf . for inatuoiw 
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stamps of other countries they may bear. This practice is based on international rules, 
and IS required by Treaty. Nothing can be sent wholly unpaid except letters. The 
prepayment of postage on local letters is compulsory. 

Consignees^ Letters, 

61. — Consignees' letters, being privileged bv law, need not be sent to the Post Office 
at all, but if they are sent they are liable to ordinary rates of postage. 

62. — In the event of an unpaid letter becoming a dead letter, the sender is liable, 
according to international rules, to pay the deficient postage and the fine. 

Soldiers^ and Sailors^ Letters, 

63. — Privates in H. M. Army or Navy, Non-commissioned Officers*, Bandmasters, 
School-masters (not Superintending or First Class), Writers, or School-mistresses may 
send HALF-OUNCE letters to the United Kingdom by the English Mail at the rate of two 
cents each, or by the French Mail at the rate of four cents each. The postage must be 
prepaid in Hongkong stamps. 

64. — To other places not beyond Great Britain, such as India, Malta, <kc., the postage 
is 2 cents. 

65. — -The same privileges apply to letters addressed to the Privates and Non- 
commissioned Officers named above. 

66. — The letters must not exceed half an ounce. No handkerchiefs, jewellery, Ac, 
can be sent, even with the ends open. 

67. — If j^aw a Soldier or Sailor his class and description must be stated in full on 
the letter, the cover of which must be signed by the Commanding Officer, with name of 
regiment, ship, Ac, in full. If to a Soldier or Sailor, his class and description, with name 
of regiment, ship, &e., must be stated in full. 

68. — Soldiers and Sailors have no privileges with regard to books, papers, or parcels. 

Newspapers. 

69. — A newspaper is a printed paper containing news. It must not exceed four 
ounces in weight, or it is Usable to an additional rate of postage. It may be prepaid as 
a book at the option of the sender. The Union rate of postage is 2 cents each. 

70. — A bundle of newspapers may be prepaid at so much each (and each one must 
count, however small), or tne whole may be paid at book rate. 

71. — Two newspapers must not be folded together as one, nor must anything 
tohatever be inserted except bond fide supplements of the sarne paper and same date. 
Printed matter may, however, be enclosea if the whole be paid at book rate. 

72. — A newspaper must be open at the ends. If it contain any written communica- 
tion whatever it will be charged as a letter. It should be folded with the title outwards. 

Books. 

73. — Books are charged at so much per two ounces The Union rnte is 2 cents. 

74. — The term " books includes almost all kinds of printed or written matter not of 
the nature of an actual or personal correspondence, with whatever is necessary for its 
illustration or safe transmission, as maps, rollers, binding, <fec., but a book must contain 
no communication whatever of the nature of a letter. Printers' copy ; authors' manuscripts ; 
diaries, but not letters in diary foim; press copies of any documents not letters; law 
papers; deeds; bills of lading; invoices; insurance papers; cctpicd music, <fec., may all be 
sent at book rates. But stamps of any kind, whether obliterated or not, or any papers 
representing monetary value, such as coupons, drafts, lottery tickets, &c., must be sent 
at letter rates. 

75. — A book may contain an inscription presenting it, notes or marks t inferring to 
the. text, or such writing as With the author^s complimmts^ die. 

76. — The packet must be open at the ends, and the contents \'isible, or easily to be 
rendered visible. Packets which are sealed are treated as letters even though the ends 
may be open. 

77. — The weight of a book packet is limited as follows :— 

To British Offices 5 lbs. To other Offices 4 lbs. 

78. — Book packetsfor non-British offices must not exceed 18 inches measurement in 
any one direction^ but such objects as maps, pictures, plans, nhotographs, ike, if made 
up into rolls of no great thickness and not exceeding 31 inches in length, may be so 
forwarded to any country. 

Patterns. 

79. — Samples of merchandise must possess no saleable value, nor bear any writing 
or printing on or in the packet except the name of the sender or that of his firm, the 
address ot the addressee, a manufacturer's or trade mark, numbers, prices, and indi- 

* But not Warrant Officers, ABsistant Engineeri, GunnerB, Boatswains, or Carpenters. 

I 
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cations relative to weight or size, or to the quantity to be disposed of, or such as are 
necessary to determine the origin and the nature of the goods. 

Liquids, 

80. — Liquids, oils, and fatty substances easily liquified must be enclosed in glass 
bottles hermetically seale<i. Each bottle must be placed in a wooden box adequately 
furnished with sawdust, cotton, or spongy material in sufficient quantity to absorb the 
liquid in case the bottle be broken. Finally the box itself must be enclosed in a case 
of metal, of wood with a screw-top, or of strong and thick leather. 

Ointments. 

8L — Fatty substances which are not easily liquified, such as ointments, soft soap, 
resin, &c., must be enclosed in an inner cover (box, linen bag, parchment, <fec.), which 
itself must be placed in a second box of wood, metal, or strong and thick leather. 

Dri/ Powders. 

82. — Dry powders, whether dyes or not, must be placed in cardboard boxes which 
themselves are enclosed in a bag of linen or parchment. 

83. — Packets of patterns and samples must be packed so as to admit of easy 
inspection. 

84. — Such packets for places in the Postal Union must not exceed 12 inches in 
length, 8 inches in width and 4 inches in depth. 

85. — The maximum weight for packets of patterns or samples of merchandise posted 
in Hongkong or its agencies for the undermentioned places is 12 ounces (350 grammes).

Prices Current and Circulars. 

86. — A circular is a communication of which copies are addressed, in identical terms 
or nearly so, to a number of persons. It may be either written or printed, or partly 
written and partly printed. A price current or circular may be paid as a newspaper 
or as a book. 

87. — A bundle of prices current or circulars may be paid as so many newspapers 
(each one counting) or the whole may be paid at book rate. The Union rate of postage 
is 3 cents each. For the Cape, 5 cents. 

88. — Prices Current or Circulars forwarded in closed envelopes with the comers 
cut ojf, or unth notcJitd ends^ are charged letter rates^ as they are not really open to 
inspection. 

89.. — Prices Current and Circulars arriving in such large quantities as to retard the 
delivery of the mails are allowed to stand over till there is time to deal with them. 

Post Cards 

90. — The following values are issued : — 

For local circulation (see paragraph 13) 1 cent 

To Union Countries generall^r 3 cents 

„ „ with reply paid 3 cents 

91. — Nothing must be written or printed on the stamped side of the card but the 
address and, if aesired, the sender's address. Any communication whatever, whether 
of the nature of a letter or not, may be written or printed, or partlv written and partly 
printed on the other side. But no card will be forwarded on which anything libellous, 
msulting, or indecent has been written, printed, or drawn. 

92. — ^rfothing must be attached to a Post Card, nor may it be folded, cut, or otherwise 
altered. If so, it will be charged as a letter. Thin paper, smaller than the card, may, 
however, be pasted smoothly on it. 

93. — In r^ard to hours for posting, late fees, &c., Post Cards are submitted to the 
same rules as letters. 

94. — A card of insufficient value may be fully prepaid by the addition of an adhesive 
stamp of proper amount. 

Registration. 

95. — Every description of paid correspondence may be registered, except such as is 
addressed in pencil, or is addressed to initials or fictitious names, or is not properly 
fastened and secured. The fee is 7 cents to the United Kingdom, local 5 cents, 
elsewhere 10 cents. The sender of any registered article may obtain an acknowledg- 
ment of its delivery to the addressee on paying an extra fee of 5 cents. 
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96. — Letters to be registered should be handed to the receivingofficerattheproper win- 
dow, and a receipt obtained. The hour of registry will be marked on the receipt if specially 
requested. Whoever presents an article for registry must ask (orally) por a seceipt. 
Nothing written on the letter or elsewhere can replace this indispensable precaution. 

97. — The Post Office is not legally responsible for the safe delivery of r^stered 
correspondence, but wUl be prepared to make good the value of such correspondence if 
Ibst wnile passing through the Post^ to the extent of $10, in certain cases, provided : — 

(a) That the sender duly observed all the conditions of registration. 

(b) That thecorrespondence wassecurely enclosed ina reasonably strongenvelope. 

(c) That application was made to the Postmaster-General of Hongkong 
immediately the loss was discovered, and within a year at the most from 
the date of posting such correspondence. 

(d) That the Postmaster-General is satisfied the loss occurred whilst the 
correspondence was in the custody of the British Postal administration in 
China ; that it was not caused by any fault on the part of the sender ; by 
destruction by fire, or shipwreck ; nor by the dishonesty or negligence of 
any person not in the employment of the Hongkong Post Office. 

98. — No compensation can be paid for mere damage to fragile articles such as portraits, 
watches, handsomely boimd books, <fec., which reach their destination, although in a broken 
or deteriorated condition, nor on account of alleged losses of the contmts of registered 
covers which safely reached their (destinations, nor on account of any article for which 
the addressee has signed a receipt. 

99. — The Post Office declines all responsibility for unregistered letters containing 
bank notes, or jewellery, and where registration has been neglected will make no 
enquires into alleged losses of such letters. 

100. — A postcard enclosed in a packet of correspondence, for return to the sender by 
way of receipt, will not under any circumstances be admitted as evidence that any 
particular article reached the Post Office. 

101. Registration in China extends to Hoihow, Canton, Swatow, Amoy, Foochow 
Ningpo, Shanghai, and Hankow only. 

Miscellaneous. 

102. — Contraiy to general usage the Hongkong Post Office will rive a receipt of the 
kind given for a boxholder's box for an ordinary letter, to assure the sender his corre- 
sponoence has not been stolen on the way to the Post. But this receipt is not intended 
to be used against the Post Office in case the correspondence goes astray. Some few Offices 
grant acknowledgments of posting on payment of a hafipenny or so for each letter 
acknow^ledged, and even then thev decline to admit that any such acknowled^ent refers 
to any particular letter. Others nave abandoned the practice of gi'ving receipts even on 
payment. It is obvious therefore that this Office cannot allow its free receipts to be used 
to found complaints on. If that is intended the correspondence should be registered. 

103. — It is no part of the duties of the Post Office to affix stamps to correspondence, 
or to see that servants purchase or affix the proper amounts, nor can the officers of the 
Department, under any circumstances, undertake to do this. 

104. — Any article of correspondence duly prepaid and posted becomes the property of 
the addressee, and cannot be returned to the sender, nor can it be detained, without the 
written authority of the Governor of Hongkong or of Her Majesty s Consul at the Port> 
on an application stating fully the reasons for the request. 

Parckl Post. 

105. — A receipt will be given for each Parcel. 

106. — 1^0 the United Kin(idom ami Places heyond, — Parcels are forw^arded by P. 4; O. 
packet only, and arrive in London about eight days later than the mail. No further 
charge is made on delivery except for Customs dues.

Parcels may be sealed, but any Parcel, 
even though sealed, is liable to be opened for examination. Dangerous or perishable 
eoods, opimn, articles likely to injure the mails, liquids (unless securely packed), and 
&agile packages are prohibited. No parcel must exceed $250 in value. A Parcel may 
contain a letter to the same address as that of the Parcel itself (except in cases 
where enclosure of letters is prohibited) or another Parcel to that address^ but no other 
enclosure. Declarations of Contents must be complete and accurate. Everything in 
the Parcel should be entered. False declarations expose the Parcel to the risk of 
confiscation.

124. — The purchaser of any Postal Note may. before parting with it, fill in the name 
of the Payee, and also the name of the Office where payment is to be made ; if this is 
not done the Note is payable (within six months) to bearer at any of the above places. 

125. — Every person to whom a Postal Note is issued should keep a record of the 
number, date, and name of Office of issue, to facilitate enquiry if the rfote should be 
lost, and should register the letter in whieh it is forwardea. 

126. — If a Postal Note be lost or destroyed, no duplicaie ikerevf can he imtcd. This 
regulation cannot be departed from in any ci»^e whatever, tor the reason that every 
Postal Note is payable to bearer and that no specified person can therefore satisfactorily 
establish the fact of his ownership in a lost Note which is not filled in, and which, ft 
found at anv time, would be payable to bearer. 

127. — If a Postal Note be crosse d & Co. payment will only be made 
through a Banker, and if the name of a Banker is added payment will only be made 
through that BanKer. 

128. — After a Postal Note has once been paid, to whomsoever it is paid, the 
Government will not be liable for any further claim. 

129. — If any erasure or alteration be made, or if the Note is cut, defaced or 
mutilated, pfiynient may be refused. 

130. — The Officer in charge of a Post Office may delay or refuse the payment of a 
Note, but he must at once report his reasons for so doing to the Postmaster General. 

131. — After the expiration of six months from the last day 'of the month of issue, a 
Postal Note will be payable only on payment of a commission, equal to the amount of 
the original commission, but after twelve months it will become invalid and not payable. 

This edition of the Postal Guide has been re-arranged in a form which it is hoped 
will be found more convenient for reference than that previously existing. It is 
requested that any difficulty experienced in using it may be notified, with a view to the 
improvement of future issues. 

This reprint supersedes all previous issues of the Postal Guide, and is the 
only authorised complete summary of Postal regulations. Whilst always willing to 
supply infonnation in other ways, the Department declines responsibility for errore in 
replies to (yt^al applications (especially if addressed to Chinese) or notes to subordinate 
officers.

TREATY BETWEEN HER MAJESTY AND THE EMPEROR OF CHINA 



Signed, in thb English and Chinese Languages, at Nanking, 

29th August, 1842 



BatificatioTis Exchanged ai Hongkong^ 2Qth June^ 1843 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Elingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
and His Majesty the Emperor of China, being desirous of putting an end to the 
misunderstandings and consequent hostilities which have arisen between the two 
countries, have resolved to conclude a treaty for that purpose, and have therefore 
named as their Pletiipoientiaries, that is to say : Her Majesty the Queen of Great 
Britain and Ireland, Sir Henry Pettinger, Bart., a Major-General in the Service of 
the East India Company, Ac. ; and His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China, 
the High Commissioners' Ee-ying, a Member of the Imperial House, a Guardian of 
the Crown Prince, and General of the Garrison of Canton : and Ilipoo, ot the Imperial 
Kindred, graciously permitted to wear the insignia of the first rank, and the distinc- 
tion of a peacock's feather, lately Minister and Governor*General, &c., and now 
Lieut-Oenoral commanding at Cbapoo — ^Who, after having communicated to each 
o!her their respective full powers, and found them to be in good and due form, have 
agreed upon and concluded the following Articles: — 

Art. I. — There shall heuc»^forward be peace and friendship between Her Majesty 
the Queen of the Unite ! Kingdom or Great Britain and Ireland and His Majesty the 
Emperor of China, and between their respective subjects, who shall enjoy full security 
and protection for their persons and property within the dominions of the other. 

Art II. — His Majesty the Emperor of China agrees that British subjects, with 
their families and establishments, shall be allowed to reside, for the purpose of carry- 
ing on their mercantile pursuits, without molestation or restraint, at the cities and 
towns of Canton, Amoy, Poochow-foo, Ningpo, and Shanghai ; and Her Majesty the 
Queen of Great Britain, &c., will appoint superintendents, or consular officers, to 
reside at each of the above-named cities or towns, to be the medium of communication 
between the Chinese authorities and the said merchants, and to see that the just 
duties and other dues of the Chinese Government, as hereinafter provided for, are 
duly discharged by Her Britannic Majesty's subjects. 

Art. III. — It being obviously necessary and dt sirable that British subjects should 
have some port whereat they may careen and refit their ships when required, and keep 
stores for that purpose. His Majesty the Emperor of China cedes to Her Majesty the 
Queen of Great Britain, Ac, the Island of Hongkong to be possessed in perpetuity 
by Her Britannic Majesty, her heirs, and successors, and to be governed by such laws 
and regulations as Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain, &c., shall see tit to direct. 

Alt. IV. — The Emperor of China agrees to pay the sum of six millions of dollars, 
as the value of the opium which was delivered up at Canton in the month of March, 
1839, as a ransom for the lives of Her Britannic Majesty's Superintendent and sub- 
jects who had been imprisoned and threatened with death by the Chinese high officers. 

A rt. V. — ^Thc Government of China having compelled the British merchants trading 
at Canton to deal exclusively with certain Chinese merchants, called Hong merchants (or 
Co-Hong), who had been licensed by the Chinese (Government for this purpose, the 
Emperor of China agrees to abolish that practice in future at all ports where British 
merchants may reside, and to permit them to carry on their mercantile transactions 
with whatever persons they please; and His Imperial Majesty further agrees to pay to 
the British Government the sum of ihree millions of dollars, on account of debts due 
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to British subjects by some of the said Hong merchants, or Co-Hong, who have become 
insolvent, and who owe very large sums of money to subjects of Her Britannic Majesty. 

Art. VI, — The Government of Her Britannic Majesty having been obliged to send 
out an expedition to demand and obtam redress for the violent and unjust proceedings 
of the Chinese high authorities towards Her Britannic Majesty's oflB^cers and subjects, 
the Emperor of China agrees to pay the sum of twelve miUions of dollars, on account 
of expenses incurred ; and Her Britannic Majesty's plenipotentiary voluntarily agrees, 
on behalf of Her Majesty, to deduct from the said amount of twelve millions of 
dollars, any sums which may have been received by Her Majesty's combined forces, 
as ransotij for cities and towns in China, subsequent to the Ist day of August, 1841. 

Art. VII, — It is agreed that the total amount of twenty-one millions of dollars, 
described in the three preceding articles, shall be paid as follows : — 

Six millions immediately. 

Six millions in 1843 ; that is, three millions on or before the 30th June, and 
three millions on or before 31st of December. 

Five millions in 1884 ; that is, two millions and a half on or before the 30th of 
June, and two millions and a half on or before the 81st of December. 

Four millions in 1845 ; that is, two millions on or before 30th of June, and 
two millions on or before the 31st of December. 

And it is further stipulated, that interest, at the rate of 5 per cent, per annum, 
shall be paid by the Government of China on any portion of the above sums that are 
not punctually discharged at the periods fixed. 

Art. Vin. — The Emperor of China agrees to release, unconditionally, all subjects 
of Her Britunnic Majesty (whether natives of Europe or India), who may be in con- 
finement at this moment in any part of the Chinese Em))ire. 

Art. IX. — The Emperor of China agrees to publish and promulgate, under his 
impeiial sign manual and seal, a full and entire amnesty and act of indemnity to all 
subjects of China, an account of their having resided under, or having had dealings 
and intercourse with, or having entered the service of Her Britannic Majesty, or of 
Her Majesty's officers; and His Imperial Majesty further engages to release all 
Chinese sul Jects who may be at this moment in confinement for similar reasons. 

Art. X. — His Majesty the Emperor of China agrees to establish at all the 

E)rts which are, by Article II. of this treaty, to be thrown open for the resort of 
ritish merchants, a fair and regular tariff of export and import customs and other 
dues, which tariff shall be publicly notified and promulgated for general information ; 
and the Emperor further engages that, when British merchandise shall have once 
paid at any of the said ports the regulated customs and dues, agreeable of the tariff 
to be hereafter fixed, such merchandise may be conveyed by Chinese merchants 
to any province or city in the interior of the empire of China, on paying a further 

amount as transit duties, which shall not exceed per cent, on the tariff value of 

such goods. 

Art. XI. — ^It is agreed that Her Britannic Majesty's chief high oflBcer in China 
shall correspond with the Chinese high officers, both at the capital and in the provinces, 
under the term'*' communication;" the subordinate British officers and Chinese high 
officers in the provinces under the term " stiitement,** on the part of the former, and 
on the part of the latter, " declaration," and the subordinates of both countries on a 
footing of perfect equality ; merchants and others not holding official situations, and 
therefore not included in the above, on both sides for use the term " representation " 
in all papers addressed to, or intended for, the notice of the respective govern- 
ments. 

Art. Xn. — On the assent of the Emperor of China to this treaty being received, 
and the discharge of the first instalment of money, Her Britannic Majesty's forces 
will retire from Nanking and the Grand Canal, and will no longer molest or stop the 
trade of China. The military post at Chinhae will also be withdrawn ; but the island 
of Koolangsoo, and that of Chusan, will continue to be held by Her Majesty's foices 
until the money payments, and the arrangements for opening the ports to British 
merchants, be completed. 
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Art. XI II. — ^The ratifications of this treaty by Her Majesty the Queen of Great 
Britain, Ac, and His Majesty the Emperor of China, shall be exchanged as soon 
as the great distance which separates England from China will admit; but, in the 
meantime, counterpart copies of it, signed and sealed by the plenipotentiaries on 
behalf of their respective sovereigns, shall be mutually delivered, and all its provisions 
and arrangements shall take effect. 

Done at Nanking, and signed and sealed by the plenipotentiaries on board Her 
Britannic Majesty's ship ComwalliB, this 29th day of August, 1842 ; corresponding 
with the Chinese date, tnenty-fourth day of the seventh month, in the twenty-second 
year of Taou Kwaog.

Eaiifications Exchcmged at Peking^ ZUh October^ 1860 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
and His Majesty the Emperor of China, being desirous to put an end to the existing 
misunderstanding between the two countries and to place their relations on a more 
satisfactory footing in future, have resolved to proceed to a revision and improvement 
of the Treaties existing^between them ; and« for that purpose, have named as their 
Plenipotentiaries, that is to say: — 

Her Majesty the Qaeen of Great Britain and Ireland, the Right Honourable the 
Earl of Elgin and Kincardine, a Peer of the United Kingdom, and Knight of the 
Most Ancient and Most Noble Order of the Thistle ; 

And His Majesty the Emperor of China, the High Commissioner Kweiliang, a 
Senior Chief Secretary of State, styled of the East Cabinet, Captain-General of the 
Plam White Banner of the Manchu Banner Force, Superintendent-General of the 
Administration of Criminal Law ; and Hwashana, one of His Imperial l^Iajesty's 
Expositors of the Classics, Manchu President of the olBSce for the regulation of the 
Civil Establishment, Captain- General of the Bordered Blue. Banner of the Chinese 
Banner Force, and Visitor of the Office of Interpretation : 

Who, after having communicated to each other their respective fall powers, and 
foond them to be in good and due form, have agreed upon and concluded the following 
Articles : — 

Art. L — The treaty of Peace and Amity between the two nations signed at 
Nanking on the twenty-ninth day of August, in the year eighteen hundred and forty- 
two, is hereby renewed and confirmed. 

The Supplementary Treaty and General Regulations of Trade having been 
amended and improved, and the substance of their provisions having been incorpor- 
ated in this Treaty, the said Supplementary Treaty and General Regulations of 
Trade are hereby abrogated. 

Art, II. — For the better preservation of harmony in future, Her Majesty the 
Queen of Great Britain and His Majesty the Emperor of China mutually agree that, 
b accordance with the universal practice of great and friendly nations, Her Majesty 
the Queen may, if she see fit, appoint Ambassadors, Ministers, or other Dipl omatic 
Agents to the Court of Peking ; and His Majesty the Emperor of China may, in like 
manner, if he see fit, appoint Ambassadors, Ministers, or other Diplomatic Agents 
to the Court of St. James. 
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Art. ni. — His Majesty the Emperor of China hereby agrees that the Ambassador, 
Minister, or other Diplomatic Agent, so appointed by Her Majesty the Queen of 
Great Britain, may reside, with his family and establishment, permanently at the 
capital, or may visit it occasionally at the option of the British Govern roent. He 
shall not be called upon to perform any ceremony derogatory to him as representing 
the Sovereign of an independent nation on a footing of equality with that of China. 
On the other hand, he shall use the same forms of ceremony and respect to His 
Majesty the Emperor as are employed by the Ambassadors, Ministers, or Diplomatic 
Agents of Her Majesty towards the Sovereigns of independent and equal European 
nations. 

It is further a^preed, that Her Majesty's Government may acquire at Peking a 
site for building, or may hire houses for the accommodation of Her Majesty's Mission, 
and the Chinese Government will assist it in so doing. 

Her Majesty's Representative shall be at liberty to choose his own servants and 
attendants, who shall not be subject to any kind of molestation whatever. 

Any person guilty of disrespect or violence to Her Majesty's Representative, or to 
any member of his family or establishment, in ^leetl or word, shall be seveiely punished. 

Art. IV. — It is further agreed that no obstacle or diflSculty sh ill be made to the 
free movements of Her Majesty's Representative, and that he and the persons of his 
suite may come and go, and travel at their pleasure. He shall, moreover, have full 
liberty to send and receive his correspondence to and from any point on the sea-coast 
that he may select, and his letters and effects shall be helj sacred and inviolable. 
He may employ, for their transmission, special couriers, who shall meet with the same 
protection and facilities for travelling as the persons employed in carrying despatches 
tor the Imperial Government; and, generally, he shall enjoy the same privileges as 
ai'e accorded to officers of the same rank by tne usage and consent of Western nation. 

All expenses attending the Diplomatic Mission of Great Britain shall be boms 
by the British Government. 

Art. V, — His Majesty the Emperor of China agrees lo nominate one of the 
Secretaries of State, or a President of one of the Boards, as the high officer with 
whom tjie Ambassador, Mini>ter, or other Diplomatic Agent of Her Majesty the Queen 
shall transact business, either personally or in writing, on a footing of perfect equality. 

Art. VI. — Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain agrees that the privileges 
hereby secured shall be enjoyed in her domimcns by the Ambassador, Minister, or 
Diplomatic Agent of the Emperor of China, accredited to the Court of Her Majesty. 

Art. VII. — Her Majesty the Queen may appoint one or more Consuls in the 
dominions of the Emperor of China ; and such Consul or Consuls shall be at liberty 
to reside in any of the open ports or cities of China as Her Majesty the Queen may 
consider most expedient for the interests of British commerce. They shall be treated 
with due respect by the Ciiinese authorities, and enjoy the same privileges and 
immunities as the Consular Officers of the most favoured nation. 

Consuls and Vice-Consuls in charge shall rank with intendants of Circuit ; Vice- 
Consuls, Acting Vice-Consuls, and Interpreters, with Prefects. They shall have access 
to the official residences of these officers, arid communicate with them, either personally 
or in writing, on a footing of equalitv, as the interests of the public service may require. 

Art. VIII. — The Christian religion, as professed by Protestants or Roman 
Catholics, inculcates the pra<:tice of virtue, and teaches man to do as he would be 
done by. Persons teaching it or professing it, theref^'re, shall alike be entitled to the 
protection of the Chinese authorities, nor ^hall any such, peaceably pursuing their 
calling and not otfendin^ against the laws, be persecuted or interfered with. 

Art IX. — British subjects are hereby authorised to travel, for their pleasure or 
for purposes of trade, to all parts of the interior under passports which will be issued 
by their Consuls, and countersigned by the local authorities. These passports, if 
demanded, must be produced for examination in the localities passe 1 through. If 
the nassport be not irregular, the bearer will be allowed to proceed, and no opposition 
shall be offered to his hiring persons, or hiring vessels for the carriage of his baggage 
or merchandise. If be b« without a passport, or if he commit any^oftence against the 
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law, he shall be handed over to the nearest Consul for punishment, but he must not 
be subject to any ill-usage in excess of necessary restraint. No passport Deed be 
applied for by persons going on excursions from the ports open to trade to a distance 
not exceeding 100 Zi, and for a period not exceeding five days. 

The provisions of this Article do not apply to crews of ships, for the due restraint 
of whom regulations will be drawn up by the Consul and the local authorities. 

To Nanking, and other cities, disturbed by persons in arms against the Govern- 
ment, no pass shall be given, uutU they shall have been recaptured. 

Art. X. — British merchant ships shall have authority to trade upon the Great 
Eiver (Tangtsze). The Upper and Lower Valley of the river being, however, 
disturbed by outlaws, no port shall be for the present opened to trade, with the 
exception of Chinkiang, which shall be opened in a year from the date of the signiug 
of this Treaty. 

So soon as peace shall have been restored, British vessels shall also be admitted 
to trade at such ports as far as Hankow, not exceeding three in number, as the British 
Minister, after consvdtation with the Chinese Secretary of State, may determine shall 
be ports of entry and discharge. 

Art. XI. — In addition to the cities and towns of Canton, Amoy, Poochow, Ningpo 
and Shanghai, opened by the Treaty of Nanking, it is agreed that British subjects 
may frequent the cities and ports of Newchwang, Tangchow (Chefoo), Taiwan 
(Formosa), Chao-chow (Swatow), and Kiung-chow (Hainan). 

They are permitted to carry on trade with whomsoever they please, and to proceed 
to and fro at pleasure with their vessels and merchandise. 

They shall enjoy the same privileges, advantages, and immimities at the said 
towns and ports as they enjoy at the ports already opened to trade, includinja: the 
right of residence, buying or renting houses, of leasing land therein, and of building 
churches, hospitals, and cemeteries. 

Art. XII. — British subjects, whether at the ports or at other places, desiring to 
bnild or open houses, warehouses, churches, hospitals, or burial grounds, shall nxake 
their agreement for the land or buildings they require, at the -rates prevailing among 
the people, equitably and without exaction on either side. 

Art. XIII. — The Chinese Government will place no restrictions whatever upon 
the employment, by British subjects, of Chinese subjects, in any lawful capacity. 

Art. XrV. — British subjects may hire whatever boats they please for the 
transport of goods or passengers, acd the sum to be paid for such boats shall be settled 
between the parties themselves, without the interference of the Chinese Qt)vernment. 
The number of these boats shall not be limited, nor shall a monopoly in respect either 
of the boats or of the porters or coolies engaged in carrying the goods be granted to 
any parties. If any smuggling takes place in them the offenders will, of course, be 
punished according to law. 

Art. XV. — All questions in regard to rights whether of property or person, arising 
between British subjects, shall be subject to the jurisdiction of the British authorities. 

Art. XVI. — Chinese subjects who may be guilty of any criminal act towards 
British subjects shall be arrested and punished by the Chinese authorities according 
to the laws of China. 

British subjects who may commit any crime in China shall be tried and punished 
by the Consul, or other public functionary authorised thereto, according to the laws 
of Great Britain. 

Justice shall be equitably and impartially administered on both sides. 

Art. XVII. — A British subject, having reason to complain of Chinese, must 
proceed to the Consulate, and state his grievance. The Consul will inquire into the 
merits of the case, and do his utmost to arrange it amicably. In like manner, if a 
Chinese have reason to complain of a British subject, the Consul shall no less listen 
to his complaint, and endeavour to settle it in a friendly manner. If disputes take 
place of such a nature that the Consul cannot arrange them amicably, then he shall 
request the assistance of the Chinese authorities, that they may together examine 
into the merits of the case, and decide it equitably. 
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AtL XViU. — The Chinese authorities shall at all times afford the fullest 
protection to the persons and property of British subjects, whenever these shall have 
been subjected to insult or violence. In all cases of incendiarism or robbery, the 
local authorities shall at once take the necessary steps for the recovery of the stolen 
property, the suppression of disorder, and the arrest of the guilty parties, whom they 
will punish according to law. 

Art XIX. — If any British merchant- vessel, while within Chinese waters, be 
plundered by robbers or pirates, it shall be the duty of the Chinese authorities to use 
every endeavour to capture and punish the said robbers or pirates and to recover the 
stolen property, that it may be handed over to the Consul for restoration to the 
owner. 

Art. XX. — ^If any British vessel be at any time wrecked or stranded on the coast 
of China, or be compelled to take refuge in any port within the dominions of the 
Emperor of China, the Chinese authorities, on being apprised of the fact, shall 
immediately adopt measures for its relief and security ; the persons on board shall 
receive friendly treatment and shall be furnished, if necessary, with the means of 
conveyance to the nearest Consular station. 

Art. XXI. — If criminals, subjects of China, shall take refuge in Hongkong or 
on board the British ships there, they shall, upon due requisition by the Chinese 
authorities, be searched for, and, on proof of their guilt, be delivered up. 

In like manner, if Chinese offenders take refuge in the houses or on board the 
vessels of British subjects at the open ports, they shall not be harboured or concealed, 
but shall be delivered up, on due requisition by the Chinese authorities, addressed to 
the British Consul. 

Art. XXII. — Should any Chinese subject fail to discharge debts incurred to a 
British subject, or should he fraudulently abscond, the Chinese authorities will do their 
utmost to effect his arrest and enforce recovery of the debts. The British authorities 
will likewise do their utmost to bring to justice any British subject fraudulently 
absconding or failing to discharge debts incurred by him to a Chinese subject. 

Art. XXm. — Should natives of China who may repair to Hongkong to trade 
incur debts there, the recovery of such debts must be arranged for by the English 
Court of Justice on the spot ; but should the Chinese debtor abscond, and be known 
to have property real or personal within the Chinese territory, it shall be the duty of 
the Chinese authorities, on application by, and in concert with, the British Consul^ 
to do their utmost to see justice done between the parties. 

Art, XXIV. — It is agreed that British subjects shall pay, on all merchandise 
imported or exported by them, the duties prescribed by the tariff; but in no case shall 
they be called upon to pay other or higher duties than are required of the subjects 
of anv other foreign nation. 

Art. XXV. — Import duties shall be considered payable on the In-Ti^ling of the 
goods, and duties of export on the shipment of the satne. 

Art. XXVI. — Whereas the tariff fixed by Article X. of the Treaty of Nanking, 
and which was estimated so as to impose on imports and exports a duty of about 
the rate of five per cent, ad valor em, has been found, by reason of the fall m value of 
various articles of merchandise therein enumerated, to impose a duty upon these 
considerably in excess of the rate originally assumed, as above, to be a fair rate, it is 
agreed that the said tariff shall be revised, and that as soon as the Treaty shall have 
been signed, application shall be made to the Emperor of China to depute a high 
officer of the Board of Revenue to meet, at Shanghai, officers to be deputed on behalf 
of the British (xovernment, to consider its revision together, so that the tariff, as 
revised, may come into operation immediately after the ratification of this Treaty. 

Art. XXVII. — It is agreed that either of the high contracting parties to this 
Treaty may demand a further revision of the tariff, and of the Commercial Articles of 
this Treaty, at the end of ten years ; but if no demand be made on either si<le within 
six months after the end of the first ten years, then the tariff shall remain in force for 
ten years more, reckoned from the end of the preceding ten years, and so it shall 
be at the end of each successive ten years. 
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Art. XXVin. — Whereas it was agreed in Article X. of the Treaty of Nanking 
that British imports, having paid the tariff duties, should be conveyed into the interior, 
free of all further charges, except a transit duty, the amount whereof was not to 
exceed a certain percentage on tariff value ; and whereas, no accurate information 
having been furnished of the amount of such duty, British merchants have constantly 
complained that charges are suddenly and arbitrarily imposed by the provincial 
authorities as transit duties upoii produce on its way to the foreign market, and on 
imports on their way into the interior, to the detriment of trade ; it is agreed that 
within four months from the signing of this Treaty, at all ports now open to British 
trade, and within a similar period at all ports that may hereafter be opened, the 
authority appointed to superintend the collection of duties shall be obliged, upon 
appUcatioD of the Consul, to declare the amount of Juties leviable on produce between 
the place of production and the port of shipment, upon imports between the 
Consular port in question and the inland markets named by the Consul; and 
that a notification thereof shall be published in English and Chinese for general 
information. 

But it shall be at the option of any British subject desiring to convey produce 
purchased inland to a port, or to convey imports from a port to an inland market, to 
clear his goods of all transit duties, by payment of a single charge. The amount of 
this charge shall be leviable on exports at the first barrier they may have to pass, or, 
on imports, at the port at which they are landed ; and on payment thereof a certificate 
•hall be issued, which shall exempt the goods from all further inland charges whatsoever. 

It is further agreed that the amount of the charge shall be calculated, as nearly 
as possible, at the rate of two and a half per cent, ad valorem, and that it shall be fixed 
for each article at the conference to be held at Shanghai for the revision of the tariflF. 

It is distinctly understood that the payment of transit dues, by commutation or 
otherwise, shall in no way affect the tariff duties on imports or exports, which will 
continue to be levied separately and in full. 

Art. XXIX. — British merchant vessels, of more than one hundred and fifty tons 
burden, shall be charged tonnage-dues at the rate of four mace per ton ; if of one 
hundred and fi.fty tons and under, they shall be charged at the rate of one mace per ton. 

Any vessel clearing from any of the open ports of China for any other of the open 
port^, or for Hongkong, shall be entitled, on application of the master, to a special 
certificate from the Customs, on exhibition of which she shall be exempted from all 
further payment of tonnage dues in any open ports of China, lor a period of four 
months, to be reckoned fi-om the port-clearance. 

Art. XXX, — The master of any British merchant-vessel may within forty-eight 
hours after the arrival of his vessel, but not later, decide to depart without breaking 
bulk, in which case he will not be subject to pay tonnage-dues. But tonnage-dues 
shall be held due after the expiration of the said forty-eight hours. No other fees or 
charges upon entry or departure shall be levied. 

Art. XXXI. — No tonnage-dues shall be payable on boats employed by British 
subjects in the conveyance of passengers, baggage, letters, articles of provision, or 
other articles not subject to duty, between any of the open ports. All cargo-boats, 
however, conveying merchandise subject to duty shall pay tonnage-dues once in six 
months, at the rate of four mace per register ton. 

Art. XXXIL — The Consuls and Superintendents of Customs shall consult together 
regarding the erection of beacons or lighthouses and the distribution of buoys and 
lightships, as occasion may demand. 

Art. XXXIII. — Duties shall be paid to the bankers authorised by the Chinese 
Government to receive the same in its behalf, either in sycee or in foreign money,, 
according to the assay made at Canton on the thirteenth of July, one thousand eight 
hundred and forty-three. 

Art. XXXIV, — Sets of standard weights and measures, prepared according to 
the standard issued to the Canton Custom-house by the Board of Revenue, shall be 
delivered by the Superintendent of Customs to the Consul at each port to secure 
uniformity and prevent confusion. 

f^r^f^nlf> Orrgmaifrom 
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Art. XXXV, — Any British merchant vessel arriving at one of the open ports 
shall be at liberty to enf^ge th^ services of a pilot to take her into port. In like 
manner, after she has discharged all legal dues and duties and is ready to take her 
departure, she shall be allowed to select a pilot to conduct her out of port. 

Art. XXXVI. — Whenever a British merchant vessel shall arrive off one of the 
open ports, the Superintendent of Customs shall depute one or more Customs officers 
to guard the ship. They shall either live in a boat of their owu, or stay on board the 
ship, as may best suit their convenience. Their food and expenses shall be supplied 
them from the Custom-house, and they shall not be entitled to any fees whatever 
from the master or consignee. Should they violate this regulation, they shall be 
punished proportionately to the amount exacted. 

Art. XXXVII. — Within twenty-four hours after arrival, the ship's papers, 
bills of lading, Ac, shall be lodged in the hands of the Consul, who will within a 
further period of twenty-four hours report to the Superintendent of Customs the name 
of the ship, her register tonnage, and the nature of her cargo. If, owing to neglect 
on the part of the master, the a' »ove rule is not complied with within forty-eight 
hours after the ship's arrival, he shall be liable to a fine of fifty taels for every day's 
delay ; the total amotmt of penalty, however, shall not exceed two hundred taels. 

The roaster will be responsible for the correctness of the manifest, which shall 
contain a full and true atcoimt of the particulars of the cargo on board. For 
resenting a false manifest, he will subject himself to a fine of five hundred taels; but 
e will be allowed to correct, within twenty-four hours after delivery of it to the Customs 
officers, any mistake he may discover in his manifest without incurring this penalty. 

Art. XXXVIII. — After receiving from the Consul the report in due form, the 
Superintendent of Customs shall grant the vessel a permit to open hatches. If the 
master shall open hatches, and begin to discharge any goods without such permission, 
he shall be fined five hundred taels, and the goods discharged shall be confiscated 
wholly. 

Art. XXXIX. — Any British merchant who has cargo to land or ship must apply 
to the Superintendent of Customs for a special permit. Cargo landed or shipped 
without such permit will be liable to confiscation. 

Art. XL. — No transhipment from one vessel to another can be made without 
special premission, under pain of confiscation of the goods so transhipped. 

Art. XLI. — When all dues and duties shall have been paid, the Superintendent 
of Customs shall give a port-clearance, and the Consul shall then return the ships* 
papers, so that she may depart on her voyage. 

Art. XLII. — With respect to articles subject, according to the tariff, to an ad 
valorem duty, if the British merchant cannot agree with the Chinese officer in affixing 
a value, then each party shall cull two or three merchants to look at the goods, and 
the highest price at which any of these merchants would be willing to purchase them 
shall 1 e assumed as the value of the goods. 

Art. XLIII. — Duties shall be charged upon the net weight of each article, 
making a deduction for the tare, weight of congee, Ac. To fix the tare of any articles, 
such as tt'a, if the British menjhant cannot agree with the Custom-house officer, then 
each party shall choose so many chosts out of every hundred, which being first 
weighed in gross, shall afterwards be tared, and the average tare upon these chests 
shall be assumed as the tare upon the whole ; and upon this principle shall the 
tare be fixed upon other goods and packages. If there should be any other points in 
dispute which cannot be settled, the British merchant may appeal to his Consul, who 
will communicate the particulars of the case to the Superintendent of Customs, that 
it may be equitably arranged. But the appeal must be made within twenty-four 
hours or it will not be attended to. While such points are still unsettled, the 
Superintendent of Customs shall postpone the insertion of the same in his books. 

Art. XLIV. — Upon all damaged goods a fair reduction of duty shall be allowed, 
proportionate to their deterioration. If any disputes arise, they shall be settled in 
the manner pointed out in the clause of this Treaty having reference to articles which 
pay duty ad valorem, 

i\r^nl{> Orrgmaifronn 
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Art. XLV. — British merchants who may have imported merchandise into any of 
the open ports, and paid the duty thereon, if they desire to re-export the same, shall 
be entitled to make application to the Superintendent of Customs, who, in order to 
prevent fraud on the revenue, shall cause examination to be made by suitable officers, 
to see that the duties paid on such goods, as entered in the Custom-house books, 
corres|)ond with the representation made, and that the goods remain with their 
original marks unchanged. He shall then make a memorandum of the port-clearance 
of the goods, an<1 of the amount of duties paid, and deliver the same to the merchant, 
and shall also certify the facts to the officers of Customs of the other ports. All which 
being done, on the arrival in port of the vessel in which the goods are laden, every- 
thing being found on examination there to correspond, she shall be permitted to break 
bulk, and land tlie said goods, without being subject to the payment of any additional 
duty thoreon. But if, on such examination, the Superintendent of Customs shall 
detect any fraud on the revenue in the case, then the goods shall be subject to con- 
fiscation by the Chinese Grovemment. 

British merchants desiring to re-export duty-paid imports to a foreign country 
shall be entitled, on complying with the same conditions as in the case of re-exporta- 
tion to another port in China, to a drawback certificate, which shall be a valid tender 
to the Customs in payment of import or export duties. 

Foreign grain brought into any port of China in a British ship, if no part thereof 
has been landed, may be re-exported without hindrance. 

Art. XL VI. — The Chinese authorities at each port shall adopt the means they 
may judge most proper to prevent the revenue suflFering from fraud or smuggling. 

Art. XL VII. — British merchant- vessels are not entitled to resort to other than 
the ports of trade declared open by this Treaty ; they are not unlawfully to enter other 
ports in China, or to carry on clandestine trade along the coast thereof. Any vessel 
violating this provision shall, with her cargo, be subject to confiscation by the Chinese 
Government. 

Art. XLVin. — If any British merchant- vessel be concerned in smuggling, the 
goods, whatever their value or nature, shall be subject to confiscation by the Chinese 
authorities, and the shi[) may be prohibited from trading furth.er, and sent away as 
soon as her account shall have been adjusted and paid. 

Art. XLIX. — All penalties enforced, or confiscations made, under this Treaty 
shall belong and be appropriated to the public service of the Government of China. 

Art. L. — All official communications, addressed by the Diplomatic and Consular 
Agent of Her Majesty the Quern to the Chinese Authorities, shall, henceforth, be writ- 
ten in English. Th«»y will for the present be accompanied by a Chinese version, but it 
is understood that, in the event of there being any diflFerence of meanino^ between the 
Enghsh and Chinese text, the EngUsh Government will hold the sense as expressed in 
the English text to be the correct sense. This provision is to apply to the Treaty now 
negotiated, the Chinese text of which has been carefully corrected by the English originaL 

Art. LL — It is agreed that henceforward the character "I" (barbarian) shall not 

beappUed to the Government or subjects of Her Britannic Majesty in any Chinese official 
docmnent issued bv the Chinese authoiities, either in the capital or in the provinces. 

Art LII. — British ships ot war coujing for no ho&tile purpose, or being engaged 
in the fiur&uit of pirates, shall be at liberty to visit all ports within the dominions of 
the Emperor of China, and shall receive every facility for the purchase of provisions, 
procuring water, and, if occasion require, for the making of repairs. The commanders 
of such ships shall hold intercourse with the Chinese authorities on terms of equality 
and courtesy. 

Art. LIU. — In consideration of the injury sustained by native and foreign 
commerce from the prevalence of piracy in the seas of Chiua, the high contracting 
parties agree to concert nx^asuies for its suppression. 

Art. LIV. — The British Government and its subjects are hereby confirmed in all 
privileges, immunities, and advantages conferred on them by previous Treaties : and 
it is hereby expressly stipulated that the British Government and its subjects will be 
allowed fret aud equal participation in all privileges, immunities and advantages that

may have been, or may be hereafter, granted by His Majesty the Emperor of China 
to the Government or subjects of any other nation. 

Art. LV. — In evidenc5e of her desire for the continuance of a friendly under- 
standing, Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain consents to include in a Separate 
Article, which shall be in every respect of equal validity with the Articles of this 
Treaty, the conditio:! affecting indemnity for expenses incurred and losses sustained 
in the matter of the Canton question. 

Art. LVI. — The ratifications of this Treaty, imder the hand of Her Majesty the 
Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, and of His Majest)? the Emperor of China, respec- 
tively, shall be exchanged at Peking, within a year from this day of signature. 

In token whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed and sealed this 
Treaty. Done at Tientsin, this twenty-sixth day of June in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eis<ht hundred and fifty-eiirht; corresponding with the Chinese date, the 
sixteenth day, fifth moon, of the eighth year of Hien Fimg.

Separate Article annexed to the Treaty concluded between Cheat Britain and China on the 
twenty-sixth day of June^ in the year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Fifty-eight 

It is hereby agreed that a sum of two millions of taels, on account of the losses sus- 
tained by British subjects through the misconduct of the Chinese authorities at Canton, 
and a further sum of two millions of taels on account of the Military expenses of the ex- 
pedition which Her Majesty the Queen has been compelled to send out for the purpose of 
obtaining redress, and of enforcing the observance of Treaty provisions, shall be paid 
to Her Majesty ' s Representatives in China by the authorities of the Kwangtung province. 

The necessary arrangements with respect to the time and mode of effecting 
these payments shall be determined by Her Majesty*s Eepresentative, in concert with 
the Chinese authorities of Kwangtmig, 

When the above amounts shall have been discharged in full, the British forces 
will be withdrawn from the city oi Canton. Done at Tientsin this twenty-sixth day of 
June in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty -eigbt, corresponding 
with the Chinese date, the sixteenth day, fifth moon, of the eighth year of Hien Fung.

CONVENTION OP PEACE BETWEEN HER BRITANNIC MAJESTY AN1> 

THE EMPEROR OF CHINA 
SioNKD AT Peking 24th Ocfober, 1860 
Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland and His Imperial Majestjr 
the Emperor of China, being alike desirous to bring to an end the misunderstanding 
at present existing between their lespective Governments, and to secure their relations 
against further interruption, have for this purpose appointed Plenipotentiaries, that 
is to say : — 

Her Maie>ty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, the Earl of Elgin and 
Kincardine; and His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China, His Imperial Highness 
the Prince of Kung ; who having met and communicated to each other their full 
powers, and finding these to be in proper form, have agreed upon the following^ 
Convention, in Nine Articles : — 

Art. I. — A breach of friendly relations having been occasioned by the act of the- 
Garrison of Taku, which obstructed Her Britannic Majesty's Eepresentative when on 
his way to Peking, for the purpose of exchanging the ratifications of the Treaty of 
Peace concluded at Tientsin in the month of June, one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-eight, His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China exprcbses his deep regret at 
the misunderstanding so occasioned. 
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PEKING CONVENTION, 1860 18 

Art. n. — It is further expressly declared, that the arrangement entered into at 
Shanghai, in the month of October, one thousand eight hundred and fifty-eight, 
between Her Britannic Majesty's Ambassador, the Earl of Elgin and Kincardine, 
and His Imperial Majesty's Commissioners Kweiliang and Hwashana, regarding the 
residence of Her Britannic Majesty's Representative in China, is hereby cancelled, 
and that, in accordance with Article III. of the Treaty of one thousand eight hundred 
and fifty-eight. Her Britannic Majesty's Eepi-esentative will henceforward reside, 
permanently or occasionally, at Peking, as Her Britannic Majesty shall be pleased to 
decide. 

Art. nL — It is agreed that the separate Article of the Treaty of one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-eight is hereby annulled, and that in lieu of the amount of 
indenanity therein specified, His Imperial Majestv the Emperor of China shall pay 
the sum of eight millions of taels, in the following proportions or instalments, namely 
— at Tientsin, on or before the 30th day of November, the sum of five hundred 
thousand taels ; at Canton, on or before the first day of December, one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty, three hundred and thirty* three thousand and thirty-three 
taels, less the sum which shall have been advanced by the Canton authorities toward 
the completion of the British Factory site of Shameen ; and the remainder at the 
ports open to foreign trade, in quarterly payments, which shall consist of one-fifth 
of the gross revenue from Customs there collected ; the first of the said payments 
being due on the thirty-first day of December, one thousand eight hundred and sixty 
for the quarter terminating on that day. 

It is further agreed that these moneys shall be paid into the hands of an oflBcer 
whom Her Britannic Majesty's Sepresentative shall specially appoint to receive them, 
and that the accuracy of the amount shall, before payment, be duly ascertained by 
British and Chinese officers appointed to discharge this duty. 

In order to prevent future discussion it is moreover declared that of the eight 
xnillions of taels herein guaranteed, two millions will be appropriated to the 
indemnification of the British Merchantile Community at Canton for losses sustained 
by them ; and the remaining six millions to the liquidation of war expenses. 

Art. rV. — It is agreed that on the day on which this Convention is signed, His 
Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China shall open the port of Tientsin to trade, and 
that it shall be thereafter competent to British subjects to reside and trade there, 
under the same conditions as at any other port of China by treaty open to trade. 

Art. V. — ^As soon as the ratifications of the Treaty of one thousand eight hundred 
and fifty-eight shall have been exchanged, His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of 
China will, by decree, command the high authorities of every province to proclaim 
throughout tneir jurisdictions that Chinese, in choosing to take service in British 
Colonies or other parts beyond sea, are at perfect liberty to enter into engagements 
with British subjects for that purpose, and to ship themselves and their families on 
board any Brilish vessels at the open ports of China ; also, that the high authorities 
aforesaid shall, in concert with Her Britannic Majesty's Representative in China» 
frame such regulations for the protection of Chinese emigrating as above as the 
circumstances of the different open ports may demand. 

Art- VI. — With a view to the maintenance of law and order in and about the 
harbour of Hongkong, His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China agrees to cede to 
Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, Her heirs and successors, to 
have and to hold as a dependency of Her Britannic Majesty's Colony of Hongkong, 
that portion of the township of Kowloon, in the province of Kwangtung, of which a 
lease was granted in perpetuity to Harry Smith Parkes, Esquire, Companion of the 
Bath, a Member of the Allied Commission at Canton, on behalf of Her Britannic 
Maje^y's Government by Lau Tsung-kwang, Governor-General of the Two Kwang, 

It is further declared that the lease in question is hereby cancelled, that the 
claims of any Chinese to property on the said portion of Kowloon shall be duly 
investigated by a mixed Commission of British and Chinese officers, and that 
compensation shall l>e awarded by the British Government to any Chinese whose 
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claim sliall be by that said Commission established, should his removal be deemed 
necessar; by the British Gk)vernment. 

Art. Vn. — It is agreed that the provisions of the Treaty of one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-eight, except in so far as they are modified by the present 
Convention, shall without delay come into operation as eoon as the ratifications of 
the Treaty aforesaid shall have been exchanged. It is further ajrreed, that no separate 
ratification of the present Convention shall be necessary, but that it shall take effect 
from the date of its signature, and be equally binding with the Treaty above men- 
tioned on the high contracting parties. 

Art. Vni. — It is agreed that, as soon as the ratifications of the Treaty of the 
year one thousand eight hundred and fifty-eight shall have been exchanged, His 
Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China shall, by decree, command the high autho- 
rities in the capital, and in the provinces, to print and publish the aforesaid Treaty 
and the present Convention for general information. 

Art. IX. — It is agreed that, as soon as the Convention shall have been signed, 
the ratifications of the Treaty of the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty-eight 
shall have been exchanged, and an Imperial Decree respecting the publication of the 
said Convention and Treaty shall have been promulgated, as provided for by Article 
VIII. of the Convention, Chusan shall be evacuated by Her Britannic Majesty^s 
troops there stationed, and Her Britannic Majesty's force now before Peking shall 
commence its march towards the city of Tieutsiu, the forts of Taku, the north coast 
of Shantung, and the city of Canton, at each or all of which places it shall be at the 
option of Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland to retain a force 
until the indemnity of eight millions of taels, guaranteed in Article TIT., shall have 
been paid. 

Done at Peking, tu the Court of the Board of Ceremonies, on the twenty-fourth 
day of October, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and sixty.

AGREEMENT IN PURSUANCE OF ARTICLES XXVI, AND X XV Iir OP 

THE TREATY OP TIENTSIN 

SiaNED AT Shanghai, 8th November, 1858 
Whereas it was provided, by the Treaty of Tientsin, that a conference should be 
held at Shanghai between Officers deputed by the British Government on the one part, 
and by the Chinese Government on the other part, for the purpose of determining the 
amount of tariff duties and transit dues to be henceforth levied, a conference has been 
held accordingly ; and its proceedings having been submitted to the Right Honourable 
the Earl of Elgin and Kincardine, High Commissioner and Plenipotentiary of Her 
Majesty the Queen on the one part ; and to Kweiliang, Hwashana, Ho Kwei-tsing, 
Ming-shen, and Twan Ching-shih, High Commissioners and Plenipotentiaries of His 
Imperial Majesty the Emperor, on the other part, these High Officers have agreed 
and determined upon the revised TariflF hereto appended, the rate of transit dues 
therewith declared, together with other Rules and Regulations for the better explana- 
tion of the Treaty aforesaid ; and do hereby agree that the said TariflF and Rules — 
the latter being in ten Articles, thereto appended— shall be equally binding on the 
Governments and subjects to both countries with the Treaty itself. 
In witness whereof they hereto affix their Seals and Signatures. 
Done at Shanghai, in the province of Kiangsu, this eighth day of November in 
the year of our Lord eighteen hundred and fifty-eight, being the third day of the 
tenth moon of the eighth year of the reign of Hien Fung.

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Rule I. — Unenumerated Goods. — Articles not enuineiuted in the list of exports, 
but onum»»rated in the list of imports, when exported, will pay the emount of duty 
set against them in the list of imports ; and, similarly, articles not enumerated in 
the fibt of imports, but enumerated in the list of exports, when imported, will pay 
the amount of duty set against thpm in the list of exports. 

Articles not enumerated in either list, nor in the list of duty-free goods, will pay 
an ad valorem duty of 5 per cent., calculated on their market value. 

Rule II. — Duty free goods. — Gold and silver bullion, foreign coins, flour, Indian 
meal, sago, biscuits, preserved meats and vegetables, cheese, butter, confectionery, 
foreign clothing, jewellery, plated-ware, perfumery, soap of all kinds, charcoal, 
firewood, candles (foreign), tobacco (foreign), cigars (foreign), wine, beer, spirits, 
household stores, ship's stores, personal baggage, stationery, carpeting, druggeting, 
cutlery, foreign medicines, k'^ss, and crystal ware. 

The above pay no import or export duty, but if transported into the interior 
will, with the exception of personal baggage, gold and silver bullion, and foreign coins, 
pay a transit duty at the rate of 2| per cent, ad valorem. 

A freight or part freight of duty-free commodities (personal baggage, gold and 
silver bullion, and foreign coins excepted) will render the vessel carrying them, though 
no other cargo be on board, liable to tonnage dues. 

Rule HI. — Contraband Ooods. — Import and export trade is alike prohibited in 
the following articles: Gunpowder, shot, cannon, fowling-pieces, rifles, muskets, 
pistols, and all other munitions and implemeiits of war; and salt. 

Rule IV. — Weights and Measures. — In the calculation of the Tariff, the weight 
of a picul of one hundred catties is held to be equal to one hundred and thirty-three 
and one-third pounds avoirdupois ; and the length of a chang of ten Chinese feet, to 
be equal to one hundred and forty-one English inches. 

One Chinese chih is held to be equal to fourteen and one-tenth inches English ; 
and four yards English, less three inches, to equal one chang. 

Rule V. — Regarding certain Commodities heretofore Contraband. — The restrictions 
affecting trade in opium, cash, grain, pulse, sulphur, brimstone, saltpetre, and spelter 
are relaxed, under the following conditions : — 

1. — *Opium will henceforth |*ay thirty taels per picul import duty. The importer 
will sell it only at the port. It will be carried into the interior by Chinese only, and 
only as Chinese property ; the foreign trader will not be allowed to accompany it. 
The provisions of Ariicle IX. of the Treaty of Tientsin, by which British subjects 
are authorized to proceed into the interi »r with |)assports to trade, will not extend 
to it, nor will those of Article XXVIIL of the same treaty, by whicli the transit-dues 
are regulated. 'I he transit-dues on it will be arranged as the Chinese Government 
see fit ; nor in future revisions of the Tariff is the same rule of revision to be applied 
to opium as to other goods. 

2. — Copper Cash. — The export of cash to any foreign port is prohibited ; but it 
shall be lawful for British subjects to ship it at one of the open ports of China to another, 
on compliance with ihe following regulation : — The shipper shall give notice of the 
amount of cash he desires to ship, and the port of its destination, and shall bind 
himself, either by a bond with two suflScient sureties, or by depositing such other 



* ¥or duty od Opium see Convention signed in 1885. 
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security as may be deemed by the Customs satisfactory, to return, within six months 
from the date of clearance, to the collector at the port of shipment, the certificate, 
issued by kim, with an acknowledgment thereon of the receipt of the cash at the |>ort 
of destination by tbe collector at tbat port, who shall thereto affix his se^ ; or, failing 
the production of the certificate, to forfeit a sum equal in value to the cash shipped. 
Cash win pay no duty inwards or outwards ; but a freight or part freight of cash, 
thoQgli no other cargo be on board, will render the vessel carrying it liable to 
pay tonnage dues. 

3. — The export of rice and all other grain whatsoever, native or foreign, no 
matter where grown or whence imported, to any foreign port, is prohibited ; but these 
conunodities may be carried by British merchants from one of the open ports of China 
to another, under the same conditions in ri-spect of security as cash, on payment at 
the port of shipment of the duty specified in the Tariff. 

No import duty will be leviable on rice or prain ; but a freight "r part freight of 
rice or grain, though no other cargo be on board, will render tbe vessel importing it 
liable to tonnage dues. 

4. —* The export of pulse and beancakefrom Tung-ehau and Newcbwang, under 
the British flag, i» pronibited. From any other of the ports they may be shipped, on 
payment of the tariff duty, to other ports of Chinn, or to foreign countries. 

5. — Saltpetre, sulphur, brimstone, and spelter, being munitions of war, shall not 
be imported by British subjects, save at the requisition of the Chinese Government, or 
for sale to Chinese duly authorized to purchase them. No permit to land them will 
be issued until the Customs have proof that the necessary authority has been given to 
the purchaser. It shall not be lawful for British subjects to carry these commodities 
up the Yang-tsze-kiang, or into any port other than those open on the seaboard, nor 
to accompany them into the interior on behalf of Chinese. They must be sold at 
the ports only, and, except at the ports, they will be regarded as Chinese property. 

Infractions of the conditions, as above set forth, under which trade in opium, 
cash, grain, pulse, saltpetre, brimstone, sulphur, and spelter may be henceforward 
carried on, will be punishable by confitscation of all goods concerned. 

BiTLfi VI. — Liability of Vessels entering Ports. — To the prevention of misunder- 
standing, it is agreed th it the term of twi nty-foni hours, within which British vessels 
must be reported to the Consul under Article XXXVII. of the Treaty of Tientsin, 
shall be understood to commence from the time a British vessel comes within the limits 
ol the port ; as also the term of forty-eight hours allowed her by Article XXX. of the 
same Treaty to remain in port without payment of tonnage dues. 

The limits of the ports shall be defined by the Customs, with all consideration 
for the convenience of trade compatible with due protection of the revenue ; also the 
limits of the anchorages within which lading and discharging is permitted by the 
Customs ; and the same shall be notified to the Consul for public information. 

EuLB \T1.— Transit Dues.— It is agreed that Article XXVIII. of the Treaty of 
Tientsin shall be interpreted to declare the amounts of transit-dues legally leviable 
upon merchandise imported or exported by British subjects, to be one-half of the tariff 
duties,except in the case of the duty-free goods liable to a transit duty of 2\ per cent, 
od valorem^ as provided in Article II. ot these Kules. Merchandise shall be cleared 
of its transit dues under the following conditions : — 

In the case of Imports. — Notice being given at the port of entry, from which the 
Imports are to be forwarded inland, of the nature and quantity of the goods, the ship 
from which they have been landed, and the place inland to which they are bounti,

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with all other necessary particulars, the Collector of Customs will, on due inspection 
made, and on receipt of the transit-duty due issue a transit-duty certificate. This 
must be produced at every barrier station, and vised. No further duty vdll be leviable 
upon imports so certificated, no matter how distatit the place of their destination. 

In the case of Exports, — Produce purchased by a British subject in the interior 
will be inspected, and taken account of, at the first barrier it passes on its way to the 
port of shipment. A. memorandum showing the amount of the produce and the port 
at which it is to be shipped will be deposited there by the person in charge of the 
produce; he will then receive a certificate, which must be exhibited and vised at every 
barrier on his way to the port of shipment. On the arrival of the produce at the 
barrier nearest the port notice must be given to the Customs at the port, and the 
transit-dues dae there )n being paid, it will be passed. On exportation the produce 
will pay the tariff-duty.* 

Any attempt to pass goods inwards or outwards otherwise than in compliance 
with rule here laid down will render them liable to confiscation. 

Unauthorised sale, in transitu, of goods that have been entered as above for as 
port, will render them liable to confiscation. Any attempt to pass goods in excess 
of the quantity specified in the certificate will render all the goods of the same 
denomination, named in the certificate, liable to confiscation. Permission to export 
produce, which cannot be proved to have paid its transit-dues, will be refused by the 
Customs until the tiansit-dues shall have been paid. The above being the arrange- 
ment agreed to regarding the transit-dues, which will thus be levied once and foi all, 
the notification required under Article XXVIII. of the Treaty of Tientsin, for the 
informatio n of British and Chinese subjects, is hereby dispensed with. 

EuLE VLLI. — Peking not open to Trade. — It is agreed that Article IX. of the 
Treaty of Tientsin shall not be interpreted as authorising British subjects to enter the 
capital city of Peking for purposes of trade. 

Rule EX. — Abolition of the MeUage Fee. — It is agreed that the percentage of one 
tael two mace, hitherto charged in excess of duty payment to defray the expenses of 
melting by the Chinese Government, shall be no longer levied on British subjects* 

EuLE X, — Collection of Ihdies under one System at all Ports. — It being by Treaty 
at the option of the Chinese Government to adopt what means appear to it best suited 
to protect its revenue accruing on British trade, it is agreed that one uniform system 
Bhall be enforced at every port. 

The high officer appointed by the Chinese Government to superintend foreigrn 
trade will, accordingly, from time to time, either himself visit, or will send a deputy 
to visit the diflferent ports. The said high officer will be at liberty, of his own choice^ 
and independently of the suggestion or nomination of any British authority, to select 
any British subject he may see fit to aid him in the administration of the Customs 
levenue, in the prevention of smuggling, in the definition of port boundaries, or in 
discharging the duties of harbour master ; also in the distribution of lights, buoys, 
beacons, and the like, the maintenance of which shall be provided for out of the 
tonnage-dues. 

The Chinese Government will adopt what measures it shall find requisite to 
prevent smuggling upon the Yang tsze-kiang, when that river shall be opened to 
trade. 

Done at Shanghai, in the province of Kiang-su, this eighth day of November, in 
the year of our Lord eighteen hundred and fifty-ei^ht, being the third day of the 
tenth moon of the eighth year of the reign of Hien Fung.

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RULES FOR JOINT INVESTIGATION IN CASES OP CONFISCATION 
AND FINE BY THE CUSTOM HOUSE AUTHORITIES * 



Agreed to and Promulgated by the British Minister at Peking, Slst May, 1868 

Rttlb I. — It shall be the Rule for all business connected with the Custom House 
Department to be in the first instance transacted between the Commissioner of 
Customs and the Consul, personally or by letter ; and procedure in deciding cases 
shall be taken in accordance with the following Regulations. 

Rule II. — Whenever a ship or goods belonging to a foreign merchant is seized 
in a port in China by the Custom House officers, the seizure shall be reported without 
delay to the Kien-tuh, or Chinese Sui erinten lent of Customs. If he considers the 
seizure justifiable, he will depute the Shwui-wu-sze, or foreign Commissioner of 
Customs, to give notice to the p irty to whom the ship or goods are declai ed to belong 
that they have been seized because such or such an irregularity has been committe^l, 
and that they will be confiscated, unless, before noon on a certain day being the sixth 
day from the delivery of the notice, the Custom House authorities receive from the 
Consul an official application to have the case fidly investigated. 

The merchant to whom the ship or goods belong, if prepared to maintain that 
the alleged irregularity has not been committed, is free to appeal, within the limited 
time, directly to the Commissioner, who is to inform the Superintendent. If satisfied 
with his explanation, the Superintendent will direct the release of the ship or goods ; 
otherwise, lE the merchant elect not to appeal to the Customs, or if after receiving 
his explanation the Superintendent still declines to release the ship or goods, he may 
ap{>eal to his Consul, who will inform the Superintendent of the particulars of this 
appeal, and request him to name a day for them both to investigate and try the case 
publicly. 

Rule HI. — The Superintendent, on receipt of the Consults communication, will 
name a day for meeting at the Custom House ; and the Consul will direct the merchant 
to appear with his witnesses there on the day named and will himself on that day 
proo^'to the Custom House. The Superintendent will invite the Consul to take 
his seat with him on the bench ; the Commissioner of Customs will also be seated to 
assist the Superintendent. 

Proceedings will be opened by the Superintendent, who will call on the Customs 
emplo^ds who stized the ship or goods to state the circumstances which occasioned 
the seizure, and will question them as to their evidence. Whatever the merchant 
may have to advance in contradiction of their evidence he will state to the Consul 
who w.U cross-examine them for him. Such will be the proceedings in the interest 
of truth and equity. The Consul and Superintendent may, if they see fit, appoint 
deputies to meet at the Custom House in their stead, in which case the order of 
proceeding will be the same as if they were present in person. 

Rule IV. — Notes will be taken of the statements of all parties examined, a copy 
of which will be signed and sealed by the Consul and Superintendent. The room 
will then be cleared, and the Superintendent will inform the Consul of the course he 
proposes to pursue. If he proposes lo confiscate the vessel or goods, and the Consul 
dissents, the merchant may appeal, and the Consul having given notice of the appeal 
to the Superintendent, they will forward certified copies of the above notes to Peking, 
—the former to his Minister, and the latter to the Foreign Office — for tiieir decision. 

If the Consul agrees with the Superintendent that the ship o goods ought to be 
confiscated, the merchant will not have the right of appeal ; an I in no case will the 
release of ship or goods entitle him to claim indemnity for their seizure, whether they 
be released after the investigation at the Custom House, or after the appeal to the 
high authorities of botii nations at Peking. 

Rule V. — The case having been referred to supprior authority, the merchant 
interested shall be at liberty to give a bond, binding himself to pay the full value of

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the ship or goodd attached should the ultimate decision be against him ; which honi 
being sealed with the Consular seal and deposited at the Custom House, the Super- 
intendent will restore to the merchant the ship or goods attached ; and when the 
superior authorities shall have decided whether so much money is to be paid, or the 
whole of the property seized be confiscated, the merchant will be called on to pay 
accordingly. If he decUne to give the necessary security, the ship or merchandise 
attached will be detained. But whether the decision of the superior authorities be 
favourable or not, the appellant will not be allowed to claim indemnity. 

Rule VL — When the act of which a merchant at any port is accused is not one 
involving the confiscation of ship or cargo, but is one which, by Treaty or Regulation, 
is punished by fine, the Commissioner will report the case to the Superintendent^ 
and at the same time cause a plaint to be entered in the Consular Court. The Consul 
will fix the day of the irial, an<l inform the Commissioner that he may then appear 
with the evidence and the witnesses in the case. And the Commissioner, either 
personally or by deputy, shall take his seat on the bench, and conduct the case on 
behalf of the prosecution. 

When the Treatjr or Regulations aflSx a specific fine for the offence, the Consul 
shall on conviction give judgment for that amount, the power of mitigating the 
sentence resting with the Superintendent and Commissioner, If the defendant is 
acquitted, and the Commissioner does not demur to the decision, the ship or goods,, 
if any be under seizure, shall at once be r leased, and the circumstances of the case 
be communicated to the Superintendent. The merchant shall not be put to any 
expense by delay, but he shall have no claim for compensation on account of hindrance 
in his business, for loss of interest, or for demurrage. If a difference of opinion 
exist between the Commissioner and Consul, notice to that effect shall be given to 
the Superintendent, and copies of the whole proceedings forwarded to Peking for the 
consideration of their respective high authorities* Pending their decision, the owner 
of the property must file a bond in the Consular Court to the full value of the pro- 
posed fine, which will be sent to the Custom House authorities by the Consul, and 
the goods or ship will be released. 

Rule Vll. — If the Custom House authorities and Consul cannot agree as to 
whether certain duties are leviable or not, action must he taken as Rule V. directs,, 
and the merchant must sign a bond for the value of the duties in question. The 
Consul will affix his seal to this document, and send it to the Custom House autho- 
rities, when the Superintendent will release the goods without receiving the duty ; 
and these two functionaries will respectively send staiements of the case to Peking, — 
one to his Minister, the other to the Foreign Office. 

If it shall be decided there that no duty shall be levied, the Custom House 
authorities will return the merchant's bond to the Consul to be cancelled ; but if it 
be decided that a certain amount of duty is leviable, the Consul shall require the 
merchant to pay it in at the Custom House. 

Rule VIII. — If the Consul and the Custom House authorities cannot agree as 
to whether confiscation of a ship, or a cargo, or both of them together, being the 
property of a foreign merchani, shall take place, the ca^^e must be referred to Peking 
for the decision of the Foreign Office and the Minister of his nation. Pending their 
decision, the merchant must, in accordance with Rule V., sign a bond for the amount, 
to which the Consul will affix his seal, and send it for depobit at the Custom House. 

As difference of opinion as to the value [of ship or goods] may arise, the 
valuation of the merchant will be decisive ; and the Custom House authorities may, 
if they see fit, take over either at the price aforesaid. 

If after such purchase it be decided that the property seized ought to be 
confiscated, the merchant must redeem his bond by paying in at the Custom House 
the original amount of the purchase- ntoney. If the decision be against confiscation, 
the bond will be returned to the Consul for transmission to the merchant, and the 
case then be closed. The sum paid by the Custom House authorities or ship or 
goods being regarded as their proper price, it will not be in the merchant's power, 
by a tender of the purchase-money, to recover them.

Agreement negotiated between Sir Thomas Wade, K.C.B., Her Britannic 
Kajestj's Envoj Extraordinary and Minister PleoipoteDtiar j at the Court of duna, 
and Li, Minister Plenipoteotiarj of His Majesty the Emperor of China, Senior Grand 
Secretary, Goyemor-GeDeral of the Province of Chih-li, (f the Flr^t Class of the 
Third Order of Nobility, 

The negotiation between the Ministers above named has its origin in a despatch 
received by Sir Thomas Wade, in the Spring of the present year, from the Earl of 
Derby, principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, dated 1st January, 1876. 
This contaiDed instructions regarding the disposal of three questions : first, a satis- 
factory settlement of tbe Yunnan affair; secondly, a faithful fulfilment of engagements 
of last year respecting intercourse between the high officf rs of the two Governments; 
thirdly, the adoption of a uniform system in satisfaction of the understanding arrived 
at in the month of September, 1876 (8th moon of the 1st year of the reign Kwang 
Su), on the subject of rectification of conditions of trade. It is to this despatch that 
Sir Thomas Wade has referred himself in discussions on these questions with the 
Tsung-li Taraen, further reference to which is here omitted as superfluous. The 
conditions now agreed to between Sir Thomas Wade and the Grand Secretary are as 
follow : — 

Section I. — SettlemefU of the Yunnan Case. 
1- — A Memorial is to be presented to the Throne, whether by the Tsung-li 
Yamen or by the Grand Secretary Li is immaterial, in the sense of the memorandum 
prepared by Sir Thomas Wade. Before presentation the Chinese text of the Memorial 
IS to be shown to Sir Thomas Wade. 

2. — The Memorial having been presented to the Thrt*ne, and the Imperial Decree 
in reply received, the Tsung-li Yamen will conmiunicate C( pies of the Memorial and 
Imperial decree of Sir Thomas Wade, together with copy of a letter from the 
Tsung-li YamSn to the Provincial Governments, instructing tbem to issue a proclama- 
tion that shall embody at length the above Memorial and Decree. Sir Thomas Wade 
win thereon reply to the effect that for two years to come officers will be sent by the 
British Minister to different places in the provinces to see that the proclamation is 
posted. On application from the British Minister or the Consul of any port instructed 
by him to make application, the high officers of tbe provinces will depute competent 
officers to accompany those so sent to the places which they go to observe. 

3. — In order to the framing of such regulations as will be needed for the conduct 
^ the frontier trade between Burmah and Yunnan, the Memorial submitting the 
proposed settlement of the Yiinnan affair will contain a request that an Imperial 
Decree be issued directing the Governor-General and Governor, whenever the British 
-Government shall send officers to Yunnan, to select a competent officer of rank to 
-oonfer with them and to conclude a satisfactory arrangement. , 
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4. — The British Government will be free for five years, from the 1st January 
next, being the 17th day of the 11th moon of the 2nd year of the rei^^n of Kwang Sa,. 
to station oflScers at Ta-li Fu, or at some other suitable plare in Yunnan, to observe 
the conditions of trade ; to the end that they may have information upon which to- 
base the regulations of trade wh* n these have to be discussed. For the consideration 
and adjustment of any matter afifectinoj British oflBcers or subjects, these officers will 
be free to address themselves to the authorities of the province. The opening of the 
trade may lie proposed by the British Government as it may find best at any time 
within the term of five years, or upon expiry o\ the t^rm of five years. 

Passports having been obtained last year for a Mission from India into Yunnan, 
it is open to the Viceroy of India to send such Mission at any time he may see fit. 

5. — Tlie amount of indemnity to be paid on account of the families of the officers 
and others kilUd in Yunnan, on account of the expenses which the Yunnan case has 
occasione 1, and on account ot claims of Britifah merchants arising out of the action 
of officers of the Chinese Government up to the commencement of the present year. 
Sir Thomas Wade takes upon himself to fix at two hunJred thousand taels, payable 
on demand. 

6. — When the case is closed an Imperial letter will be written expressing regret 
for what has occurred in Yiinnan. The Mission bearing the Imperial letter will 
proceed to England immediately. Sir Thomas Wade is to be informed of the 
constitution of this Mission for the information of his Government. The text of the 
Imperial letter is also to be communicated to Sir Thomas Wade by the Tsung-li 
Yainen. 

Section II. — Official Intercourse. 
Under this heading are included the conditions of intercourse between high 
officers in the capital and the provinces, and between Consular officers and Chinese 
officials at the p»>rts ; also the conduct of judicial proceedings in mixed cases. 

1. — In the Tsung-li Yauien's Memorial of the 28th September, 1875, the Prince of 
Kung and the Ministers stated that their object in presenting it had not been simply 
the transaction of business in which Chinese and Foreigners might be concerned ; 
missions abroad and the question of diplomatic intercourse lay equally within their 
prayer. 

To the prevention of further misunderstanding upon the subject of intercourse 
and correspondence, the present conditions of both having caused complaint in the 
capital and in the provinces, it is agreed that the Tsung-li Yamen shall address a 
circular to the Legations, inviting Foreign Representatives to consider with them a 
code of etiquette, to the end that foreign officials in China, whether at the ports or 
elsewhere, may be treated with the same regard as is shown them when sorving- 
abroad in other countries and as would be shown to Chinese agents so serving abroad. 

The fact that China is about to establish Missions and Consulates abroad renders 
an understanding on these points essential* 

2. — The British Treaty of 1858, Article XVI., lays down that "Chinese subjects 
who may be guilty of any criminal act towards British subjects shall be arrested and 
punished by Chinese authorities according to the laws of China. 

" Biitish subjects who may commit any crime in China shall be tried and punished 
by the Consul, or any other public functionary authorised thereto, according to the 
laws of Great Britain, 

"Justice shall be equitably and impartially administered on both sides." 

The words "functionary authorised thereto" are translated in the Chinese text 
" British Government." 

In order to the fulfilment of its Treaty obligation, the British Government has 
established a Supreme Court at Shanghai, with a special code of rules, which it is 
now about to revise. The Chinese Government has established at Shanghai a Mixed 
Court ; but the officer presiding over it, either from lack of power or dread of 
impo|»ularitv, constantly fails to eufoice his judgments. 

It is Bow understood that the Tsung-li YamSu will wite a circular to the Lega* 
tions, inviting Foreign Bepresentatives at once to consider with the Tsung-li Yamdn 
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the n easure^ needed for the more effective adniinistration of juv^-tice at the Porta 
open to Trade. 

3. — It is agreed that, whenever a crime is committed affecting the per?on or 
property of a British subject, whelher in the interior or at the 0| en p(»rts, the British 
Ministei shall be free to send ofiBcers to the spot to lie present at the investigation. 

To the prevent on of misundersanding on this point, Sir Thomas Wacie will 
write a Note to the above effect, to which the Tsung-li Tamen will reply, aflBrmicg 
that this is the course of proceeding to be adhered to for the time to come. 

It is further unilcrstood that so long as the laws of the t^^ o countries differ from 
«ach other, there can be but one principle to guide judicial pit ceedings in mixed cases 
in China, namely, that the case is tried by the oflScial of the defendant's nationality ; 
the official of the plaintiff's nationality merely attending to wutch the proceedings m 
the interejit of justice. If the officer so attending be dissatisfied with the proceedings, 
it wiD be in his power to protest against them in detail. The law administered will 
be the Lw of the nationality of the officer trying th6 case. This is the meaning of 
the words hni fung, indicating combined action in judicial proceedings, in Article 
XVL of the Treaty of Tientsin ; and this is the course to be respectively followed by 
the officers of either nationality. 

Section III. — Trade. 

1. — With reference to the area within which, according to the treaties in force, 
lekin ought not to be collected ou foreign goods at the open ports, Sir Ti omas Wade 
agrees to move his Government to allow the ground rented be foreigners (the so-call^ 
Concessions) at the different ports, to be regarded a- tin area of exemption from 
feitm; and the Government of China will thereupon allow I-ch*ang, in the province 
of Hu-pi ; Wu-hu, in An-hui ; Wen-chow, in Che-kiang ; and Pe%hai (Pak-hoi), 
in Kwang-tung to be added to the number of ports open to trade and to become 
Consular stations. The British Government, will farther, be free to send officers to 
reside at Ch'ung-k'ing to watch the conditions of British trade in Ssu-ch'uen. 
British merchants will not be allowed to reside at Ch'ung-k'ing, or to open establish- 
ments or warehouses there, so long as no steamers have access to the port. When 
steamers have succeeded in ascending the river so far, further arrangements can be 
taken into consideration. 

It is further proposed as a measure of compromise that at certain points on the 
shore of the Great River, namely, Ta-t'ung and Ngan-Ching in the province of An- 
hui; Ho-Kou, in Kiang-si; Wu-sueh, Lu-chi kou, and Sha-shih in Hu-Kwang; 
these being all places of trade in the interior, at which, as they are not open ports, 
foreign merchants are not legally authorised to land or ship goodj^, steamers shall be 
allowed to touch for the purpose of landing or shipping passengers or goods ; but in 
all instances by means of native boats only, and subject to the regulations in force 
affecting native trade. 

Produce accompanied by a half-duty certificate may be ►hipped at such points 
by the steamers, but may not be landed by them for sale. And at all such points, 
except in the ca-e of imports accompanied by a transit duty certificate or exports 
similarly certificated, which will be severally passed free of lekin on exhibition of such 
certificates, leki7i will be duly collected on all goods whatever by the native authorities. 
Foreign merchants will not be authorised to reside or open houses of business or 
warehouses at the places enumerated as port's of call. 

2. — ^At all ports open to trade, whether by earlier or later agreement, at which no 
settlement area has been previously defined, it will be the duty of the British Consul, 
acting in concert with his colleagues, the Consuls of other Powers, to come to an 
miderstanding with the local authorities regarding the definition of the foreign 
settlement area. 

3. — On Opium, Sir Thomas Wade will move his Government to sanction an 
arrangement different from that affecting other imports. British merchants, when 
opium is brought into f ort, will be obliged to have it taken cognisance of by the 
-Customs, and deposited in bond, either in a warehouse or a receiving hulk, uutil such 
time as there i«« a -ale for it. The importer will then pay the tariff duty upon it, 
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and the purchasers the lekin ; in order to the prevention of evasiori of the treaty. The 
amount of lekin to be collected will be decided hj the different Provincial GoTern- 
ments according to the circumstances of each. 

4. — The Chinese Government agree that Transit Duty Certific ates shall be 
framed under one rule at all pjrt^, no difference being mad > in the conditions set forth 
therein ; and that, so far as imports are concerned, the nationality of the person 
possessing and carrying the>e is immateriil. Native produce carried from an inland 
centre t j a port of shipment, if bond fide intend d for shipment to a foreign port, 
may be, by treaty, certified by the British 8u*)ject interested, and exempted by 
payment of the half duty from all charg >s demanded uj>on it en route. If produce be 
not the property of a British subject, or is being carri jd to a port not for exportation, 
it is no' entitled to the exemption that would bi secured it by the exhibition of a 
transit duty certificate. The British Minister is prepared to agree with the Tsung-li 
Yamen upon rules that will secure the Chinese Government against abuso of the 
privilege as affecting produce. 

Tt»e words nei'ti, inland, in the clause of Article VIL of the Rules appended to- 
the Tariff, regarding carriage of imports inland, and of native produce purchased 
inland, apply as much to places on the sea coasts and river shores, as to places in the 
interior not open to foreign trade; the Chinese Government having the right to make 
arrangements for the prevention of abuses thereat. 

5. — Article XLV. of the Treaty of 1858 prescribed no limit to the term within, 
which a drawback may be claimed upon duty paid imports. The British Minister 
agrees to a term of three y^^ars, after expiry of which no drawback shall be claimed^ 

6. —The foregoing stipulation, that certain ports are to be opened to foreign tra le^. 
and that landing and shipping of goods at six places on the Great Biver is t) be 
sanctioned, shall be given effect to within six m)nths after receipt of the ImperiaL 
Decree approving the memorial of the Grand Sacretary Li. Th » date for giving effect 
to the stipulations affecting exemption of imports from lekin taxation within the^ 
foreign settlements and the coDection of lekin upon opium by the Customs Inspec- 
torate at the same time as the Tariff Duty upon it, will be fixed as soon as the^ 
British Government has arrived at an understanding on the subject with other foreigai 
Governments. 

7. — The Governor of Hongkong having long complained of the interference of 
the Canton Customs Revenue Cruisers with the junk trade of that C dony, the Chinese 
Government agrees to the appointment of a Commission, to consist of a British Consul, 
an officer of the Hongkong Government, and a Chinese official of equal rank, in order 
to the establishment of some system that shall enable the Chinese Government to* 
protect its revenue without prejudice to the interests of the Colony. 

Separaie Article, 

Her Majesty's Government having it in contemplation to send a Mission of 
Exploration next vear by way of Peking through Kan-su and Koko-Nor, or by way of 
8su-chuen, to Thil>et, and thence to India, the Tsung-li YamSn, having due regard 
to the circumstances, will, when the time arrives, issue the necessary passports, and 
will address letters to the high provincial authorities and to the Besident in Thibet. 
If the Mission should not be sent by these routes, but should be proceeding across 
the Indian frontier to Thibet, the Tsung-li YamSn, on receipt of a communication to 
the above effect from the British Minister, will write to the Chinese Resident in 
Thibet, and the Resident, w.th due regard to the circumstances, will send officers to 
take due care of the Mission; and passports for the Mission will be issued by the 
Tsimg-li Yamen, that its passage be not obstructed. 

Done at Chefoo, in the province of Sau-tung, this Thirteenth Day of September^ 
in the year of Our Lord One Thousand Eight Hundred and Seventy-six,

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Additional Articles to the Agreement between Great Britain and China 
Signed at Che/oo on the 13M September, 1876. 

Signed at London, 18th July, 1885. 



The Qoveraments of Great Britain and of China, considering that the arrange- 
ments proposed in clauses 1 and 2 of Section III. of the Agreement between Great 
Britain and China, signed at Chefoo on the 13th Septetnber, 1876 (hereinafter 
referred to as the " Chefoo A^^reement in relation to the area within which lUhin 
ought not to be collected oq foreign goods at the open ports, and to the d» finition of 
the Foreign Settlement area, require further consideration ; also that the therms of 
clause 3 of the same section are not sufficiently explicit to serve as an efficient regula- 
tion for the traffic in opium, and recognizing the desirability of placing restrictions 
on the consumption of opium, have agreed to the present Additional Article. 

1. — As regards the arrangements above referred to and proposed in clauses 1 
and 2 of Section III. of the Cheloo Agreement, it is agreed that they shall be reserved 
for further consideration between the two Governments. 

2. — In lieu of the arrangement respecting opium proposed in clause 3 of Section 
TIT, of the Chefoo A^^reement, it is agreed that foreign opium, when imported into 
China, shall be taken cognizance of by the Imperial Maritime Customs, and shall be 
deposited in bond, either in warehouses or receiving-hulks which have been approved 
of by the Customs, and that it shall not be removed thence imtil there shall have 
been paid to the Customs the Tariff duty of 30 taels per chest of 100 catties, and also 
a sum not exceeding 80 taels per like chest as li kin, 

8. — It is agreed that the aforesaid import and li-hin duties having been paid, the 
owner shall be allowed to have the opium repacKed in bond under the supervision of 
the Customs, and put into packages of suchassorte 1 sizes as he may select from such 
sizM as shall have been agreed upon by the Customs authorities and British Consul 
at the port of entry. 

The Customs shall then, if required, issue gratuitously to the owner a transit cer- 
tificate for each such package, or one for any number of packages, at option of the owner. 

Such certificate shall free the opium to which it applies from the imposition of 
any further tax or duty whilst in transport in the in^-erior, provided that the package 
has not been opened, and that the Customs seals, marks, and numbers on the packages 
have not been effaced or tampered with. 

Such certificates shall have validity only in the hands of Chinese subjects, and 
shall not enti le foreiL'uers to convey or accompany any opium in which they may 
be interested into the interior. 

4. — It is agreed that tlie Regulations under which the said certificates are to be 
issued shall be the same for all the ports, nnd that the form shall be as follows : — 

" Opium Transit Certificate. 
" This is to certify that Tariff and luhin duties at the rate of taels per chest 
of 100 catties have been paid on the opium marked and numbered as under ; and 
that, in conformity with the Additional Article signed at London the 18th July, 1886, 
and appended to the Agreement between Great Britain and China signed at Chefoo 
the 13th September, 1876, and approved by the Imperial Decree printed on the back 
thereof, the production of this certificate will exempt the opium to which it refers, 
wherever it may be found, from the imposition of any further tax or duty whatever, 
provided that the packages are unbroken, and ti)e Customs seals, marks, and numbers 
have not been effaced or tampered with. 
"Mark, No. 
X — 00 packages 

Port of entry,

5. — The Chinese Government undertakes that when the packages shall have been 
opened at the place of consumption, the opium shall not be subjected to any tax or 
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contributicrn, direct or indirect, other than or in excess of such tax or contribution 
as is or raay hereafter be levied on native opium. 

In the event of such tax or contribution being calculated ad valorem^ the 8<\me 
rate, value for value, shall be assessed on foreign and native opium, and in ascertaining 
for this purpose the value of foreign opium the amount paid on it for li-kin at the 
port of entry shall be deducted from its market value. 

g. — It is agreed that the present Additirnal Article shall be considered as forming 
part of the Chefoo Agr< ement, and that it shall have the same force and validity as 
if it were inserted therein word for word. 

It shall come into operation six months after its signature, provided the ratifica- 
tions have then been exchanged, or if they have not, then on the date at which such 
exchange takes place. 

7. — The arrangement respecting opium contained in the present Additional Article 
shall remain binding for four years, after the expiration of which period either 
Government may at any time give twelve months' notice of its desire to determine it, 
and such notice being given, it shall terminate accordingly. 

It is, however, agreed that the Government of Great Britain shall have the right 
to terminate the same at any time should the transit certificate be found not to confer 
on the opium complete exemption from all taxation whatsoever whilst being carried 
from the port of entry of the place of consumption in the interior. 

In the event of the termination of the present Additional Article the arrange- 
ment with regard to opium now in force under the regulations attached to the 
Treaty of Tientsin shall revive. 

8. — The High Contracting Parties may, by common consent, adopt any modifica- 
tions of the provisions of the present Additional Article which experience may show 
to be desirable. 

9. — It is underfctood that the Commission provided for in clause 7 of Section III. 
of the Chefoo Agreement to inquire into the question of prevention of smuggling 
into China from Hongkorg shall be appointed as soon as possible. 

10. — The Chefoo Agreement, together with, and as ipodificd by, the present 
Additional Article, shall be ratified, and the ratifications shall be exchanged at London 
as soon as possible. 

In witness whereof the Undersigned, duly authorized thereto by their respective 
Governments, have signed the present Additional Article, and have aflixed thereto 
their seals. 

Done at London, in quadruplicate (two in English and two in Chinese), this 
18th day of July, 1886, being the seventh dax of the sixth moon in the eleventh year 
of the reign of Kwang-su. 



In reply to your Lordship's note of this date, I have the honour to state that 
the Imperial Government accept the following as the expression of the xmderstanding 
which has "been come to between the Governments of Great Britain and China in 
regard to the Additional Article to the Chefoo Agreement relative to opium, which 
has been si^ed this day : — 

1, — It IS understood that it shall be competent for Her Majesty's Gbvemment at 
once to withdraw from his new arrangement, and to revert to the system of taxation 
for opium at present in operation in China, in case the Chinese Government shall &il to 
bring the other Treaty Powers to conform to the provisions of the said Additional Article. 

2. — It is further understood that, in the event of the termination of the said 
Additional Article, the Chefoo Agreement, with the exception of clause 3 of Section 
in., and with the modifications stipulated in clause 1 of the said Additional Article^ 
shall nevertheless remain in force.

My Lord, 
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Memoraodum of the basis of Agreement arrived at after discussion between Mr. 
James Russell, Puisne Judge of Hongkong; Sir Robert Hart, K.C.M.G., luspector- 
General of Customs, and Shao Taotai, Joint Commissioners for China ; and Mr. 
Byron Brenan, Her Majesty's Consul at Tientsin, in pursuance of Article 7 Section 
HL of the Agreement l>etween Great Britain and China, signed at Chefoo on the 16th 
September, 1876, and of Section 9 of the Additional Article to the said Agreement, 
signed at London on the 18th July, 1885. 

Mr. Russell undertakes that the Government of Hongkong shall submit to the 
Legislative Council an Ordinance • for the regulation of the trade of the Colony in 
Eskw Opium subject to conditions hereinafter set forth and [iroviding : — 

1. — For the prohibition to the import and export of Opium in qu£tntities less than 1 chest. 

2. — For rendering illegal the possession of Raw Opium, its custody or control, in quan- 
tities less than one che.'^t, except by the Opium Farmer. 

3. — That all Opium arriving in the Colony be reported to the Harbour Master, and that 
no Opium shnll be transhipped, landed, stored or moved from one store to another, or re- 
exported without a permit from the Harbour Mast er, and notice to the Opium Farmer. 

4— For the keeping by Importers, Exporters, and Goddwn Owners, in euch form as 
the Governor may require, books shewing the movements of Opium. 

5. — For taking stock of quantities in the stores, and search for deficiencies by the 
Opium Fanner, and for furnishing to the Harbour Master returns of stocks. 

6. — For amendment of Harbour Regulations, as to the night clearances of junks. 

The condi ions on which it is agreed to submit the Ordinance are : — 

1. — That China arranges with Macao for the adoption of equivalent measures. 

2. — ^That the Hongkong Government shall be entitled to repeal the Ordinance if it 
be found to be injurious to the Revenue or to the legitimate tra le of the Colony. 

3. — That an Ofiice un'ier the Foreign Inspectorate shall be established on Chinese 
Territory at a convenient spot on the Kowloon side for sale of Chinese Opium Duty 
Certificates, which shall be freely sold to all comers^ and for such quantities of 
Opium as they may require. 

4. — That Oj ium accompanied by such certificates, at the rate of not more than Tla. 
110 j>er picul, shall be free from all further imposts of every sort, an 1 have all the 
benefits stipulated for by the Additional Article on behalf of Opium on which duty 
has been paid at one of the }>orts of China, and that it may be made up in sealed 
parcels at the option of rhe purchaser. 

5. — That jimks trading between Chinese ports and Hongkong and their cargoes shall 
not be subject to any dues or duties in excess of those leviable on jimks and their 
cargoe:^ trading between Chinese ports and Macao, and that no dues whatsoever 
shall be demanded from junks cominy: to Hongkong from ports in China, or pro- 
ceeding from Hongkong to ports in China, over and above the dues paid or pajable 
at the jiorts of clearance or destination. 

6. — That the Officer of the Foreign Inspectorate, who wiU be responsible for the 
management of the Eowloon Office, shall investigtite and settle any complaints 
made by the junks trading with Hongkong against the Native Customs Revenue 
Stations or Crui ers in the neighbourhood, and that the Governor of Hongkong, if 
he deems it advisable, shall be entitled to send a Hongkong Officer to be present at 
and assist in the investigation and decision. 

If, however, they do not agree a reference may be made to the Authorities at 
Peking for joint decision. 

Sir Robert Hart undertakes on behalf of himself and Shao Taotai (who was com- 
pelled by unavoidable circumstances to leave before tt e sittings of the Commission 
were terminated) that the Chinese (Government shall sgree to the above conditions. 

The undersigned are of opinion that if these arrangements are fully carried out, 
a fairly satisfactory solution of the questions couLected with the so-called Hong- 
kong Blockade will have been arrived at.

BRITAIN AND CHINA OF SEPTEMBER 13th, 1876

The Governments of Great Britain and China, being desirous of settling in an 
amicable spirit the divergence of opinion which has arisen with respect to the first 
clause of the third section of the Agreement concluded at Chefoo in 1876, which 
stipulates that " The British Government will be free to send officers to reside at 
Chungking to watch the conditions of British trade in Szechuan, that British mer- 
chants will not be allowed to reside at Chungking, or to open establishments or 
warehouses there, so long as no steamers have access to the port, and that when 
steamers have succeeded in ascending the river so far, further arrangements can be 
taken into consideration,*' have agreed upon the following Additional Article : — 

I. — Chungking shall forthwith be declared open to trade on the same footing as 
any other Treaty port. British subjects shall be at liberty either to charter Chinese 
vessels or to provide vessels of the Chinese type for the traffic between Ichang and 
Chungking. 

II. — Merchandize conveyed between Ichang and Chungking by the above class 
of vessels shall be placed on the same footing as merchandize carried by steamer 
between Shanghai and Ichang, and shall be dealt with in accordance with Treaty* 
Tariff Rules, and the Yangtsze Eegulations. 

III. — All regulations as to the papers and flags to be carried by vessels of the 
above description, as to the repackage of goods for the voyage beyond Ichang, and 
as to the general procedure to be observed by those engaged in ihe traffic between 
Ichang and Chungking with a view to insuring convenience and security, shall be 
drawn up by the Superintendent of Customs at Ichang, the Taotai of the Ch'uan 
Tung Circuit, who is now stationed at Chungking, and the Commissioners of Customs 
in consultation with the British Consul, and shall be liable to any modifications that 
may hereafter prove to be desirable and may be agreed upon by common consent. 

rV, — Chartered junks shall pay port dues at Ichang and Chungking in accor- 
dance with the Yangtsze Eegulations ; vessels of Chinese type, if and when entitled 
to carry the British flag, shall pay tonnage dues in accordance with Treaty 
Eegulations. It is obligatory on both chartered junks and also vessels of Chinese 
type, even when the latter may be entitled to carry the British flag, to 
take out at the Maritime Custom-house special papers and a special flag 
when intended to be employed by British subjects in the transport of goods 
between Ichang and Chungking, and without such papers and flag no vessels 
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of either class shall be allowed the privileges and immunities granted under this 
Additional Article. Provided with special papers and flag, vessels of both classes 
shall be allowed to ply between the two ports, and they and their cargoes shall be 
dealt with ia accordance with Treaty Eules and the Yangtsze Eegulations All other 
vessels shall be dealt with by the Native Customs. The special papers and flag 
is3ued by the Maritime Customs must alone be used by the particular vessel for 
which they were originally issued, and are not transferable from one vessel to 
amother. The use of the British flag by vessels the property of Chinese is strictly 
prohibited. Infringement of these Regulations will, in the first instance, render 
the offender liable to the penalties in force at the ports hitherto opened under Treatk, 
and should the offence be subsequently repeated, the vessel's special papers and flag 
\vill be withdrawn, and the vessel herself refused permission thenceforward to trade 
between Ichang and Chungking. 

Art. V. — When once Chinese steamers carrying cargo run to Chungking, British 
steamers shall in like manner have access to the said port. 

Art. VI. — It is agreed that the present Additional Article shall be considered as 
forming part of the Chefoo Agreement, and as having the same force and validity as 
if it were inserted therein word for word. It shall be ratified, and the ratifications 
exchanged at Peking, and it shall come into operation six months after its signature, 
provided the ratifications have then been exchanged, or if they have not, then on 
the date at which such exchange takes place. 

Done at Peking in triplicate (three in English and three in Chinese), this 
thiry-first day of March, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety, being the eleventh day of the Second Intercalary Moon of the sixteenth year 
of Euang Hsu.

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L TREATY OP PEACE, PEIENDSHIP, COMMERCE, AND NAVIGATION 
BETWEEN PRANCE AND CHINA

His Majesty the Emperor of the Prench and His Majesty the Emperor of China, 
being desirous to put an end to the existing misunderstanding between the two 
Empires, and wishing to re-establish and improve the relations of friendship, com- 
merce, and navigation between the two powers, have resolved to conclude a new 
treaty base! on the (•x)niman interest of the two countries, and for that purpose have 
named as their plenipotentiaries, that is to say : — 

His Majesty the Emperor of the Prench, Baron Gros, Grand OflBcer of the Legion 
of Honour, Grand Cross of the Order of the Saviour of Greece, Commander ef the 
Order of the Conception of Portugal, &c., &c., &c. 

And His Majesty the Emperor of China, Eweillang, Imperial High Commis- 
sioner of the Ta-Tsing Dynasty, Grand Minister of the East Palace, Director- General 
of the Council of Justice, Ac, &c., Ac; and Hwashaua, Imperial High Commissioner 
of the Ta-Tsing Dynasty, President of the Board of Pinance, Gederal of the Bordered 
Blue Banner of the Chinese Banner Force, &c., Ac., &c, ; 

Who, having exchanged their full powers, which they have found in good and 
due form, have agreed upon the following Articles : — 

Art. I. — There shall be perpetual peace and friendsliip between His Majesty the 
Emperor of the Prench and His Majesty the Emperor of Cnina, and between the 
subjects of the two Empires, two shall enjoy equally in the respective states of the 
nigh contracting parties full and entire protection for their persons and property. 

Art. n. — la order to maintain the peace so happily re-established between the 
two empires it has been agreed between the high contracting parties that, following 
in this respect the practice amongst Western nations, the duly accredited diplomatic 
agents of His Majesty the Emperor of the Prench of His Majesty the Emperor of China 
shall have the right nf resorting to the capital of the empire when important affairs 
call them there. It is agreed between the high contracting parties that if any one 
of the powtTs having a treaty with China obtains for its diplomatic agents the right 
of permanently residing at Peking, France shall immediately enjoy the same riijht. 

The diplomatic agents shall reciprocally enjoy, in the place of their residence, 
the privileges and immunities accorded to item by international law, that is to say, 
that their persons, their families, their houses, and their correspondence, shall be 
inviolable, that they may take into their service such employes, couriers, interpreters, 
servants, Ac, Ac., bs shall be necessary to them. 

The expense of every kind occasioned by the diplomatic mission of Prance in 
China shall be defrayed by the Prench Government. The diplomatic agents whom 
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it shall please the Emperor of China to accredit to His Majesty the Emperor of 
the French, shall be received in Prance with all the honours and prerogatives which 
the diplomatic agents of other nations accredited to the court of His Majesty the 
Emperor of the French enjoy. 

Art. m. — ^The official communications of the French diplomatic and consular 
agents with the Chinese authorities shall be written in French, but shall be accom* 
paniedy to facilitate the service, by a Chinese translation, as exact as possible, until 
such time as the Imperidl Gk)vemment at Peking, having interpreters speaking 
and writing French correctly, diplomatic correspondence shall be conducted in this 
language by the Fr ench agents and in Cliinese by the officers of the empire, 
It is agreed that until then, and in case of difference in tha interpretation, in 
reference to the Fri nch tnxt and Chinese text of the clauses h'^retofore agreed upon 
in the conventions made by common accord, it shall always bo the original text and 
not the translation which shall be held correct. This provision applies to the 
presents treaty, and in the communications between the authorities of the two 
countries it shall always be the original text, not the translation, which shaU be 
held correct. 

Art. rV. — Henceforth the official corr<^spondrace between the authorities and the 
officers of the two countrii s shall be rf gulated according to their respective ranks and 
oonditi'*ns and upon the basis of the most absolute reci[>rocity^. This correspondence 
shall take place between the high French officers and high Chinese officers, in 
the capital or elsewhere, by dispatch or communication ; between the French sub- 
ordinate officers and the high authorities in the provinces, on the part of the former 
by statement, and on the part of the latter by de -laration. 

Betwt en the officers of lower rank of the two nations, as above provided, on 
the footing of a perfect equality. 

Merchants and generally all persons not having an official character shall on both 
sides use the form of representation in all documents addressed lo or intended for the 
notice of the respective authorities. 

Whenever a French- subject shall have recourse to the Chinese authority, his 
i^presentation shall first be submitted to the Consul, who, if it appears to him 
reasonable and properly addressed, shall forward it ; if it be otherwise, the Consul 
shall cause the tenour lo be modified or refuse to transmit it. The Chinese, on their 
part, when they have to address a consulate, shull follow a similar course towards 
the Chinese authority, who shall act in the same manner. 

Art. V, — His Majesty the Emperor of the French may appoint Consuls or Con- 
sular Agents in the coast and river ports of the Chinese empire named in Article VI. 
of the present treaty to conduct the business between the Chinese authorities and 
French merchants and subjects and to see to the strict observance of the stipulated 
rules. These officers shall I e treaLod with the considerarion and regard which are 
due to them. Th^ir rel itions with the authorities of the place of their residence 
shall be established on the footing of the most perfect equali y. If they shall have 
to complain of the proceedings o£ the isaid authorities, they may address the superior 
authority of the province direct, and shall immediately advise the Miuistei Plenipo- 
tentiary of the Emperor thereof. 

In case of the absence of the French Consul, captains and merchants shall be 
at liberty to have reeour :>e to the intervention of the Consul of a friendly power, or, 
if this he impossible, ihey shall have recourse to the chief of the Customs, who shall 
advise as to the means of assuring to the said captains and merchants the benefits of 
the present treaty. 

Art. VI- — Experience having demonstrated that the opening of new ports to 
foreign commence is one of the necessities of the age, it has been agreed that the 
ports of Kiung-chow and Chao-chovv in the province of Kwangtung, Taiwan and 
Tamsui in the island of Formosa (province of Fohkien), Tang-chow in the pro- 
vince of Shantung, and Nanking in the province of Kiangsu, shall enjoy the same 
privileges as CantoUi Shanghai, Ningpo, Amoy, and Foocohow. With regard to 
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Nanking, the French agents in China shall not deliver passports to their nationals 
for this city until the rebels have been expelled by the Imperial troops. 

Art. YIL — French subjects and their fanulit'S may establish themselves and 
trade or pursue their avocations in all security, and without hindrance of any kind, 
in the ports and cities enumerated in the preceding article. 

They may travel freely between them if they are provided with passports, but 
it is expressly forbidden to them to trade elsewhere on the coast in search of 
clandestine markets, under pain of confiscation of both the ships and goods used in 
such operations, and this confiscation shall b3 for the benefit of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, who, however, before the seizure and confiscation can be legally pronounced, 
must advise the French Consul at the nearest port. 

Art. VilL — French subjects who wish to go to interior towns, or ports not open 
to fori ign vessels, may do so in all security, on the express condition that they are 
provided with passports written in French and Chinese, legally delivered by the 
diplomatic agents or consuls of France in China and vised by the Chinese authorities. 

In case of the loss of his passport, the French subject who cannot present it 
when it is legally required of him, shall, if the Chinese authorities of the place refuse 
him permission to remain a sufiKcient time to obtain an(>ther passport from the 
Consul, be conducted to the nearest consulate and shall not be maltreated or insulted 
in any wap. 

As is stipulated in the former treaties, French subjects resident or sojourning 
in the ports open to foreign trade may travel without passports in their immediate 
neighbourhood and there pursue their occupations as freely as the natives, but they 
must not pass certain limits which shall be agreed up6n between the Consul and the 
local authority. The French agents in China shall deliver passports to their 
nationals onlv for the places where the rebels are not established at the time the 
passport shall be demanded. 

These passports shall be delivered by the French authorities only to persons 
who offer every desirable guarantee. 

Art. IX. — All changes made by common consent with one of the signatory powers 
of the treaties with China on the subject of amelioration of the tariff now in lorce, or 
which mao hereafter be in force, as also all rights of customs, tonnage, importation, 
transit, and exportation, shall be immediately applicable to French trade and mer- 
chants by the mere fact of their being placed in execution. 

Art. X. — Any French subject who, conformably to the stipulations of Article 
VI. of the present treaty, shall arrive at one of the ports open to foreign trade, may, 
whatever may be the length of his sojourn, rent houses and warehouses for the 
disposal of his merchandise, or lease land and himself build houses and warehouses. 
French subjects may, in the same manner, establish churches, hospitals, religious 
houses, schools, and cemeteries. To this end the local authority, after having 
agreed with the Consul, shall designate the quarters most suitable for the residence 
of the French and the sites on which the above mentioned structures may have 
place. 

The terms of rents and leases shall be freely discussed between the interested 
parties and regulated, as far as possible, according to the average local rates. 

The Chinese authorities shall prevent their nationals from exacting or requiring 
exorbitant prices, aud the Consul on his side shall see that French subjects use no 
violence or constraint to force the consent of the proprietors. It is further under- 
stood that the number of houses and the extent of the ground to be assigned to 
French subjects in the ports open to foreign trade shall not be limited, and that they 
shall be determined according to the needs and convenience of the parties. If Chinese 
subjects injure or destroy French churches or cemeteries, the guilty parties shall be 
punished with all the rigour of the laws of the country. 

Art. XI. — French subjects in the ports open to foreign trade may freely engage, 
on the terms agreed upon between the parties, or by the sole intervention of the 
Consul, compradores, interpreters, clerks, workmen, watermen, and servants. They 
shall also have the right of engaging teachers in older to learn to speak and write 
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"the Chinese language and any other language or dialect used in the empire^ 
as also to Eeiure weir aid in scientific or literary works. Equally ihey may teach to 
Chinese subjects their own or foreign languages and sell without obstacle French 
books or themselves purchase Chinese books of all descriptions. 

Art. XII. — Property of any kind appertaining to French subjects in the Chinese 
empire shall be considered by the Chinehe inyiolable and shall always be respected 
by them. The Chinese authorities shall not, under any circumstances whatever^ 
place French vessels under embargo nor put ihem under requisition for any seivice, 
be it public or private. 

Art XIII. — The Christian religion having for its essential object the leading of 
men to virtue, the members of all Christian communities shall enjoy entire security 
for their persons and property and the free exercise of their religion, and efficient 
protection shall be given the missionaries who travel peaceably in the interior 
furnished with passports as provided for in Article VIII. 

No hindrance shall be offered by the authorities of the Ch'nese Empire to the 
recognised right of every individual in China to embrace, if he so pleases, Chris- 
tianity and to follow its practices without being liable to any punishment therefor. 

All that has previously been written, pi<w 'v mod, or published in China by 
order of the Government against the Christian religion is completely abrogated and 
remains null and void in all provinces of the empire. 

Art. XIV. — No privileged commercial society shall henceforward be established 
in China, and the same shall apply to any organised coalition having for its end the 
exercise of a monopoly of trade. In case of ihe contravention of the present article 
the Chineee Authorities, on the representation of the Consul or Consular Agent, 
shall advise as to the means of dissolving such associations, of which they are also 
bound to prevent the existence by the preceding prohibitions, so as to remove all that 
may stand in the way of fr^e competition. 

Art. XV, — "When a French vessel an ives in the waters of one of the ports open 
to foreign trade she shall be at liberty to engage any pilot to take her immediately 
into the port, and, in the same manner, when, having discharged all legal charges 
she bhall be ready to put to sea, she shall i ot be refused pilots to enable her to 
leave the port without hindrance or delay. 

Any individual who withes to exercise the profession of pilot for Fiench vessels 
may, on the presentation of three certificates frcm captains of thips, he commissioned 
by the French Ccnfeul in the tame manner as shall be in use wiih other nations. 

The remuneration payalle to pilots shall be equitably regulated for each parti- 
cular port by the Consul c r Consular Agent, ^ho shall fix it having regard to the 
distance and circumstances of the navigation. 

Art. XVI. — After the pilot has brought a French trading ghip into the port, 
the Superintendent of Customs shall depute one or two officers to guard the ship and 
prevent fraud. These officers may, according to their convenience, remain in their 
own boat or stay on board the ship. 

Their pay, food, and expenses shall te a charge on the Chinese Customs, and 
they shall not demand any fee or remuneration whatever frc m the captain or ccntignee. 
Every contravention of this provision shall entail a punishu ent proportionate to the 
amount exacted, which also sball be returned in full. 

Art. XVn. — Within the twenty- four hours following the arrival of a French 
merchant vessel in ore of the ports open to foreign trade, the captain, if he be not 
unavoidably prevented, and in his default the supercargo or consignee, shall report 
at the French Consulate ard place in the hands of the Contul the chip's papers, the 
bills of lading, and the n an f est. Within the twenty-four hours rext following the 
Consul shall send to the Superintendent of Customs a detailed note indicating the 
name of the vessel, the articles, the tonnage, and ihe nature of the cargo ; if, in 
coDfequence of the negligence of the captain this cannot le accomplished wiihin ihe 
foity-eight hours following the arrival of the vef eel, the captain shall le liable to a 
penally of 60 dollars for each day's delay, lo the profit of the Chinese Government, 
iut the said penalty shall in no case exceed the sum of 200 dollars. 
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Immediately after th 3 rec^^ptio ) of the consular note the Superintendent of 
Customs shall give a permit to opsn hatches. If the captain, before having received 
the said permit, shall havt^ oj^ened hatches and commenced to discharge, he may 
be fined 500 dollars, and thi goods discharged may be seized, the whole to the profit 
of the Chinese Government. 

Art. XVIII. — French captains ajid merchants may hire whatever boats and 
lighters they please for th 3 transport of goods and passengers, and the sum to be 
paid for such boats shall be settled between the parties themselves, without the 
intervention of the Chinese authority, and consequently without its guarantee in ease 
of accident, fraud, or disappearance of the said boats. The number of these boats 
shall not be liuiited, nor shall a monopoly in respect either of the boats or of the 
carriage of merchandise by porters be granted to any one. 

Art. XIX. — Whenever a French merchant shall have merchandise to load or 
discharge he shall first remit a detailed note of it to the Consul or Consular Agent, 
who -will immediately charge a recognised interpreter to the Consulate to communicate 
it to the Superintendent of Customs. The latter shall at once deliver a permit for 
shipping or landing the goo Is. He will then proceed to the verification of the goods 
in such m uioer that there shall be no chance of loss to any party. 

The French merchant must cause himself to be represented (if h? do?s not prefer 
to attend himself) at the place of the verificilion by a person possessing the requisite 
inowlelge to protect his interest at the time when the verification for the liquida- 
tion of the dues is made ; otharwise any after claim will be null and of no effect. 

With respect to goods subject to an ad valorem duty, if th> merchant cannot 
agree with the Chinese offic-^rs as to their value, then each party shall call in two or 
three merchants to examine the goods, and the his^hest price which shall be offered 
by any of them shall be assumed as the value of the said goods. 

Duties shall be charge! on the net weight; the tare will therefore be deducted. 

If the French merchant cannot agree with the Chinese officer on the amount 
of tare, each party sh dl choose a certain number of chests and bales from among the 
fjoods respecting which there is a dispute ; these shall be first weighed gross, then 
tared and the average tare of ih'?se shall be taken as the tare for all the oth«*r3. 

If during the course of verifi ation nny difficulty arises which cannot be settled, 
the French merchant may cl lim th^ intervention of 'he Consul, who will immedi itelj 
bring the subject of dispute to the notice of the Superintendent of Customs, and both 
will endeavour to arrive at an .unicable arrangement, but the claim must be n:Lide 
within twenty-four hours ; olliersvise it will not receive atti*ntion. So long as the 
result of the di^jpute remains pending, tli ^ Superintondont of Customs shall not enter 
the matter in his books, thus leaving every latitude for the examination and solutioa 
of the difficulty. 

On g«>od- imporfed wh'cli have sustained damage a roductii n of duiies propor- 
tionate to their depreciation . li-ill bt' made. This shall be equitably deterniineJ, and, 
if necessary, in the manu'^r ab )ve ^tipulat^d for the fixing of ad valorem duties. 

Art. XX.— Any v^^ss M h iving ent Ted one of the ports of China, and which has 
not y<'t used the permit to o]>v.mi hatches mentioned in Article XIX., may within two 
days of arri\'al quit that p rr an/1 procr'iMl to anotlier without having to pay either 
tonnnge dues or customs duiics, but will discliarre \\\? w ultimately in the port where 
sale of tlip goods is effected. 

Alt. XXI, — It is establishod by common consent that import duti*^s shall be 
discharged by the captains or French merchants aft r the landing and verification 
of the goaJs. Ex| orb duties shall in the same manner bo paid on the shipment of 
the goods. ^Vhen all tonnage dues and Customs duti(^s shall have been paid in full 
by a Freu'-h vessel the Superintendent of Customs shall give a general quittance, on 
the exhibition of which the Consul shall return the ship's papers to the captain and 
permit him in dejKxrt on his voyage. The Su)u>riutendent of Customs shall name 
one or several banlc^^, which shall be authorised to receive the sum due by French 
merchants on account of the Government, and the recei|.>ts of these banks for all 
payments which have been made to them shall be considered as receipts of the 
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'Okinese Government. These payments may be made in ingots or foreign money, 
the relative value of which to sycee shall be determined by agreement between the 
Coniul or Consular Agent and the Superintendent of Customs in the different ports, 
according to time, place, and circumstances. 

Art. XXII. — * After the expiration of the two days named in Art. XX., and 
before proceeding to discharge her cargo, every vessel shall pay tonnage-dues accord- 
ing to ttie following scale :— Vessels of one hundred and fifty tons and upwards at 
the rata of four mace per ton ; vessels of less than one hundred and fifty tons mea- 
surement at the rate of one mace per ton. 

Any vessel clearing from any of the open ports of China for any other of the 
open ports, or trading between China and such ports in Cochin China as belong to 
IVance, or any port in Japan, shall be entitled, on application of the master, to 
a special certificate from the Superintendent of Customs, on exhibition of which 
the said vessel shall be excempted from all further payment of tonnage-dues in any 
open port of China for a period of four months, to be reckoned from the date of 
her port-clearance ; out after the expiration of four months she shall be required to 
pay tonna^dues again. 

Small French vessels and boats of every class, whether with or without sails, 
shall be reckoued as coming within the category of vessels of one hundred and fifty 
tons and under, and shall puy tonnage-dues at the rate of one mace per ton once in 
every four months. 

Native craft chartered by French merchants shall in like manner pay tonnage- 
dues once in every four months. 

Art. XXIII. — All French goods, after having discharged the Customs duties 
according to the tariff in one of the ports of China, may be transported into the interior 
without b^ing subjected to any further charge except the transit dues according to 
the amended scale now in force, which dues shall not be augmented in the future. 

If the Chinese Customs Agents, contrary to the tenour of the present Treaty, 
make illegal exactions or levy higher dues, they shall be punished according to the 
laws of the empire. 

Art. XXIV. — ^Any French vessel entered at one of the ports open to foreign 
trade and wishing to discharge only a part of its goods there, shall pay Customs dues 
only for the part discharged ; it may transport the remainder of its cargo to another 
port and sell it there. The duty shall then be paid. 

French 8ubj(*cts having paid in one port the duties on their goods, wishing to 
reexport them and send them for sale to another port, shall notify the Consul or 
Consular Agent. The latter shall inform the Superintendent of Customs, who, after 
having verified the identify of the goods and the perfect integrity of the packages, 
ehall send to the claimants a declaration attesting that the duties on the said goods 
have been paid. Provided with this declaration, the French merchants on their 
Jurival at the other port shall only have to present it through the medium of the 
Consul or Superintendent of Customs, who will deliver for this part of the cargo, 
without deduction or charge, a permit for discharge free of duty ; but if the autho- 
rities discover fraud or anything contraband amongst the goods so re-exported, these 
«hall be, after verification, confiscated to the profit of the Chinese Government. 

Art. XXV. — Transhipment of goods shall take place only by special permission 
and in case of urgency; if it be indispensable to effect this operation, the Consul 
shall be referred to, who will deliver a certificate, on view of which the trantfhipment 
shall be authorised by the Superintendent of Customs. Ihe latter may always 
delegate an employ^ of his administration to be present. 

Every unauthorised transhipment, excej t in case of peril by delay, will entail 
the confiscation, to the profit of the Chinese Government, of the whole of the goods 
ilHcitly transhipped. 

Art. XXVI. — In each of the ports open to foreign trade the Superintendent of 
Customs shall receive for himself, and shall deposit at the French Consulate, legal 
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scales for goods and silver, the weights and measures a^jreeing exactly with the 
weights and measures in use at the Canton Custom-house, and bearing a stamp and 
seal certifying this authority. These scales shall be the base of all liquidations of 
duties and of all payments to be made to the Chinese Government. They shall be 
referred to in case of dispute as to the weights and measures of goods, and the decree 
shall be according to the results they show. 

Art. XXVn. — Import and export duties levied in China on French commerce 
shall be regulated according to the tariff annexed to the present treaty under the 
seal and signature of the respective plenipotentiaries. This tariff may be revised 
every seven years in order to be in harmony with the changes brought about by time 
in the value of the products of the soil or industry of the two empires. 

By the payment of these duties, the amount of which it is expressly provided 
shall not be increased nor augmented by any kind of charge or surtax whatever, 
French subjects shall be free to import into China, from French or foreign ports, and 
equally to export from China, to any destination, all goods which shall not be, at the 
date of the signing of the present treaty and according to the classification of the 
annexed tariff, the object of a special prohibition or of a special monopoly. The 
Chinese Government renouncing therefore the right of augmenting the number of 
articles reputed contraband or subjects of a monopoly, any modification of the 
tariff shall be made only after an understanding has been come to with the French 
Government and with its full and entire consent. 

With regard to the tariff, as well as (?very stipulation introduced or to be in- 
troduced in the existing treaties, or those which may hereafter be concluded, it 
remains well and duly established that merchants and in general all French subjects 
in China shall always have the same rights and be treated in tho same way as the 
most favoured nation. 

Art. XXVIII. — The publication of the regular tariff doing away henceforth with 
all pretext for smuggling, it is not to be presumed that any act of this nature may 
be eouamitted by French vessels in the ports of China. If it should be otherwise, 
all contraband goods introduced into these ports by French vessels or merchants 
whatever their value or nature, as also all prohibited goods fraudulently discharged, 
shall be seized by the local authority and confiscated to the profit of the Chinese 
Government. Further, the latter may, if it see fit, interdict the re-entry to China of 
the vessel taken in contravention and compel it to leave immediately after the settle* 
ment of its accounts. 

If any foreign vessel fraudulently makes use of the French flag the French 
Government shall take th^ necessary measures for th? repression of this abuse. 

Art. XXIX. — His Majesty the Emperor of the French may statitm a vessel of war 
in any principal port of the empire where its presence may be considered necessary to 
maintain good order and discipline amongst the crews of merchant vessels and to 
facilitate the exercise of the Consular authority ; all necessary measures shall be taken 
to provide that the preseuce of these vessels of war shall entail no inconvenience, and 
their commanders shall receive orders to cause to be ex^ 'uted the provisions of 
Article XXXIII. in respect of the communications with the land and the policing of 
the crem. Vessels of war shall be subject to no duty. 

Art. XXX. — Every Fre jch vessel of war cruising for the protection of commerce 
shall be received as a friend and treated as such in all the ports of China which it 
shall enter. These vessels may thore procure the divers articles of refitting and 
victualling of which they shall have need, and, if they have suffered damage, may 
repair there and purchase the materials necessary for such repair, the whole without 
the least opposition. 

The same shall apply to French trading ships which in consequence of great 
damage or any other reason may be compelled to seek refuge in any port whatsoever 
of China. 

If a vessel be wrecked on the coast of China, the nearest Chinese authority, on 
being informed of the occurrence, shall immediately send assistance to the crew, 
provide for their present necessities, and take the measures immediately necessary 
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for the salvage of the ship and the preservation of the cargo. The whole shall then 
be brought to the knowledge of the nearest Consul or Consular Agent, in order that 
the Utter, in concert with the competent authority, may provide means for the 
relief if the crew and the salvage of the debris of the ship and cargo. 

Alt. XXXI. — Should China be at war with another power, this circumstance 
shall net in any way interfere with the free trade of French with China or with the 
opposing nation. French vessels may always, except in the case of effective blockade, 
sail without obstacle from the ports of the one to the ports of the other, trade in the 
ordinary nanner, and import and export every kind of merchandise not prohibited. 

Art. KXXII. — Should sailors or other persons desert from French ships-of-war, 
or leave Erench trading vessels, the Chinese authority, on the requisition of the 
Consul, or failing the Consul that of the captain, shall at once use every means to 
discover an4. restore the aforesaid fugitives into the hands of one or the other of them. 

In the lame manner, if Chinese deserters or persons accused of any crime take 
refuge in French houses or on board of French vessels, the local authority shall 
address the Consul, who, on proof of the guilt of the accused, shall immediately take 
the measures necessary for their extradition. Each party ehall carefuUy avoid 
concealment and connivance. 

Art. XXXIII. — When sailors come on shore they shall be under special dis- 
ciplinary regulations framed by the Consul and communicated to the local authority, 
in order to prevent as far as possible all occasion of quarrel between French sailors 
and the people of the country. 

Art. XXXIV. — In case of French trading vessels being attacked or pillaged by 
pirates within Cliinese waters, the civil and military authorities of the nearest place, 
upon learning of the occurrence, shall actively pursue the authors of the crime and 
shall neglect nothing to secure their arrest and punishment, according to law. The 
pirated goods, in whatever place or state they may be found, shall be placed in the 
hands of the Consul, who shall restore them to the owners. If the criminals cannot 
be seizod, or the whole of the stolen property cannot be recovered, the Chinese officials 
shall suffer the penalty inflicted by the law in such circumstances, but they shall not 
be held pecuniarily responsible. 

Art. XXXV.— When a French subject shall have a complaint to make or claim 
to bring against a Chinese, he shall first state his case to the Consul, who, after 
having examined the affair, will endeavour to arrange it amicably. In. the same 
manner, when a Chinese has to complain of a French subject, the Consul shall 
attentively hear his claim and endeavour to bring about an amicable arrangement. 
But if in either case this be impossible, the Consul shall invoke the assistance of a 
coTDpetent Chinese official, and these two, after having conjointly examined the affair, 
shall decide it equitably. 

Art. XXXVI. — If hereafter .French subjects suffer damage, or are subjected 
to any insult or vexation by Chinese subjects, the latter shall be pursued by the 
local authority, who shall take the necessary measures for the defence and pro- 
tection of French subjects ; if ill-doers or any vagrant part of the population com- 
mence to pillage, destroy, or bum the houses or warehouses of French subjects or 
any other of their establishments, the same authority, either on the requisition of the 
Consul or of its own motion, shall send as speedily as possible an armed force to 
disperse the riot and to arrest the criminals, and shall deliver the latter up to the 
severity of the law; the whole without prejudice of the claims of the French subjects 
to be indemnified for proved losses. 

Art. XXX VII.— If Chinese become, in future, indented to French captains or 
merchants and involve them in loss by fraud or in any other manner, the latter shall 
no longer avail themselves of the combination which existed under the former state 
of things ; they may address themselves only through the medium of their Consul to 
the local authority, who shall neglect nothing after having examined the affair to 
compel the defaulters to satisfy their en^^agements according to the laws of the 
country. But, if the debtor cannot be found, if he be dead, or bankrupt, ajid is not 
able to pay, the French merchants cannot claim against the Chinese authority. 
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In case of fraud or non-payment on the part of French merchants, the Consul 
shall, in the same manner, aSord every assistance to the claimants, but neither ha 
nor his Govemment shall in any manner be held responsible. 

Art. XXXVIIL — If unfortunately any fight or quarrel occurs between French 
ajid Chinese subjects, as also if during the course of such quarrel one or more persons 
be killed or wounded, by firearms or otherwise, the Chinese shall be arrested by the 
Chinese authority, who will be responsible, if the charge be proved, for their punish- 
ment according to the laws of the country. With regard to the French, they shall 
be arrested at the instance of the Consul, who shall take the necessary measures that 
they may be dealt with in the ordinarv course of French law in accordance vith the 
forms and practice which shall be afterwards decided by the French Government. 

The same course shall be observed in all similar circumstances not enumerated 
in the present convention, the principle being that for the repression of crimes and 
offences committed by them in China French subjects shall be dealt with according 
to the laws of France. 

Art. XXXTX. — Disputes or differences arisirg between French subjects in China 
shall, equally, be settled by the French authorities. It is also stipulated that the 
Chinese authorities shall not in any manner interfere in any dispute between French 
subjects and other foreigners. In the same way they shall not exercise any authority 
over French vessels ; these are responsible only to the French authorities and the 
oaptain. 

Art. XL. — If the Government of His Majesty the Emperor of the French shall 
consider it desirable to modify any of the clauses of the present treaty it shall be at 
liberty to open negotiations to this effect with the Chinese Government after an 
interval of ten years from the date of the exchange of the ratifications. It is also 
understood that no obligation not expressed in the present convention shall be 
imposed on the Consuls or Consular Agents, nor on their nationals, but, as is 
stipulated, French subjects shall enjoy all the rights, privileges, immunities, and 
guarantees whatsoever which have been or shall be accorded by the Chinese Govem- 
ment to other powers. 

Art. XLI. — His Majesty the Emperor of the French, wishing to give to His 
Majesty the Emperor of China a proof of his friendly sentiments, agrees to stipulate 
in separate articles, having the same force and effect as if ihey were inserted in the 
present treaty, the arrangements come to between the two governments on the 
matters antecedent to the events at Canton and the ex[)en8e caused by them to the 
Govemment of His Majesty the Emperor of the French. 

Art. XLII. — The ratifications of the present treaty of friendshit>, commerce, and 
navigation shall be exchanged at Peking within one year after the date of signature, 
or sooner if possible. 

Aiter the exchange of ratifications, the treaty shall be brought to the 
knowledge of all the superior authorities of the Empire in the provinces and in the 
capital, in order that its publication may be well established. 

In token whereof the respective plenipotentiaries have signed the present treaty 
and affixed their seals thereto. 

Done at Tientsin, in four copies, this twenty-seventh day of June, in the year of 
grace one thousand eight hundred and fifty- eight, corresponding to the seventeenth 
4ay of the fifth moon of the eighth year of Hien Fung.

His Majesty the Emperor of the Prench and Hia Majesty the Emperor of China^ 
being iesiroos to put an end to the difference which has arisen between the two 
Em ^ms, a:id to re-establish and assure for ever the relations of peace and amity which 
before existed and which regrettable events have interruptetl^ have named as their 
respective Plenipotentiaries : — 

His Majeitty the Emperor of the French, Sieur Jean Baptiste Louis, Baron Gros, 
Senator of the Empire, Ambassador and High Commissioner of Prance in China, 
Grand Oftc^'r of the Imperial Order of the Legion of Honour, £night Grand Cross 
of several Orders, etc., etc., etc. ; 

And His Majesty the Emperor of China, Prince Kung, a member of the Imperial 
Family and High Commissioner ; 

Who, having exchanged their full powers, found in good and due form, have 
agreed upon the following articles : — 

Art. I. — His Majesty the Emperor of China has regarded with pain the conduct 
of the Chinese military authorities at the mouth of the Tientsin river, in the month of 
Jane last year, when the Ministers Plenipotentiary of France and England arrived 
there on their way to Peking to exchange the ratifications of the Treaties of Tientsin. 

Art. IL — ^When the Amt>assador, the High Commissioner of His Majesty the 
Emperor of the Prench, shall be in Peking for the purpose of exchanging the ratifica- 
tions of the Treaty of Tient in, he shall be treated during his stay in the capital with 
the honours due to his rank, and all possible facilities shall be given him by the 
Chinese Authorities in order that he m ly without obstacle fulfil the high mission 
confided to him. 

Art. III. — The treaty signed at Tientsin on the 27th June, 1858, shall be faith- 
fully placed in execution in all its clauses immediately after the exchange of the 
ratifications referred to in the preceding article, subjoct to thi3 modifications introduced 
by present the Convention. 

Art. IV. — Article IV. of the Secret Treaty of Tientsin, by which His Majesty the 
Emperor of China undertook to pay to the Prench Government an indemnity of two 
million taels, is ai}nul ed and replaced by the present Article, which increases the 
amount of the indemnity to eight million taels. 

It is agreed that the sum already paid by the Canton Customs on account of the 
sum of two million taels stipulated by the Treaty of Tientsin shall be considered as 
Laving been paid in advance and on account of the eight million taels referred to in 
the present article. 

The provisions of the Art'cle of the Secret Treaty of Tientsin as to the mode of 
payment of the two million taels are annulled. Payment of tli^ remainder of the sum 
of eight million taels to be paid by the Chinese Government as provided by the present 
Convention shall be ma^le n quarterly instalments consisting of one-fifth of the gross 
Cu-toms revenues at the poits open to forei^^n trade, the first t rm tommencinf; on 
the 1st October of the pn sent year, and finishing on the 31st December following. 
This sum, specially reserved for the payment of the indemnity due to Prance, ^haXl be 
paid into the hands of the Minist er for Prance or of his delegates in Mexican dollars 
or in bar silver at the rate of the day of payment. 

A sum of five hiindre<l thousand taols shall, however, be paid on account in advance 
at one time, and at Tientsin, on the 3Cth November next, or sooner if the Chinese 
Government judges if convenient. 

A Mixed Commission, appointed by the Minister of Prance and by the Chinese 
Authorities, shall determine the rules to be followed in effecting the payment of the 
whole of the indemnity, the ver fication of the amount, the giving of receipts, and in 
short fulfilling all the formalities required in such case. 

Art. V. — The sum of eight million taels is allowed to the Prench Government to 
liquidate the expenses of its armament against China, as also for the indemnification 
of Prench subjects and proteges of Prance who sustained loss by the burning of the^ 
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factories at Canton, and also to compensate the Catholic missionaiies who har 
suffered in their persons or property. The French Government wili divide this Bum 
between the parties interested, after their claims shall have been legally established, 
in satisfaction of such claims, and it is understood between the contracting parties 
that one million of taels shall be appropriated to the indemnification of French subjects 
or protdges of France for the losses they have sustained or the treatment to which 
they have been subjected, and that the remaining seven million taels shall be applied 
to the liquidation of the expenses occasioned by the war. 

Art. VI. — In conformity with the Imperial edict issued on the 20th March, 1856, 
by the August Emperor Tao Kwang, the religi»)U8 and charitable establishments which 
have been confiscated durinpr the persecutions of the Christians shall be icstored to 
their proprietors through the Minister of France in China, to whom the Imperial 
Government will deliver them, with the cemeteries and edifices appertaining to them. 

Art. VII. — The tcivm and port of Tientsin, in the province of Pechili, shall be 
opened to foreign trade on the same conditions as the other towns and ports of the 
Empire where such trade is permitted, and this from the date of the signature of the 
present Conventiou, which shall be obligatory on the two nations without its being 
necessary to exchange ratifications, and which shall have the same force as if it were 
inserted word for word in the Treaty of Tientsin. 

The French troops now occupying this town shall, on the payment of the five^ 
hundred thousand taels provided by Article IV. of the present Convciition, evacuate 
it and proceed to occupy Taku and the north- east coast of Shantung, whence they 
shall retire on the same conditions aa govern the evacuation of the other points 
occupied on the shores of the Empire. The Commanders-in-Chief of the French force 
shall, however, have the right to winter their troops of all arms at Tientsin, if they 
judge it convenient, and to withilraw them only when the indemnities due by the 
Chinese Q-ovemment shall have been entirely paid, unless the Commanders-in-Chief 
shall think it convenient to withdraw them btfore that time. 

Art. VIII. — It is further agrerd that when the present Convention shall hate 
been signed and the ratifications of the Treaty of Tientsin exchanged, the French 
forces which occupy Chusan shall evacuate that island, and that the forces before 
Peking shall retire to Tientsin, to Taku, to the north coast of Shantung, or to 
the town of Canton, and that in aU these places or in any of them the French 
Government may, if it thinks fit, leave troops until such time as the total sum of 
eight million taels shall have been fully paid. 

Art. IX. — It is agreed between the high contracting parties that when the 
ratifications of the Treaty of Tientsin shall Imve been exchanged an Imperial edict 
shaU order the high authorities of all the provinces to permit any Chinese who wishes 
to go to countries beyond the sea to establish himself there or to seek his fortune, to 
embark, himself and his family, if he so wishes, on French ships in the ports of the 
empire open to foreign trade. It is also agreed, in the interest of the emigrants, to 
ensure their entire freedom of action and to safeguard their rights, that the competent 
Chinese authorities shall confer with the Minister of France in China for the making 
of regulations to assure for these engagemeuts, always voluntary, the guarantees of 
morahty and security which ought to govern them. 

Art. X. — It is well understood between the contracting parties that the tonnt^e 
dues which by error were fixed in the French Treaty of Tientsin at five mace per ton 
for vessels of 150 tons and over, and which in the treaties with England and the 
United States signed in 1858 were fixed at four mace only, shall not exceed this 
same sum of four mace, and this without the invocation of the last paragraph of 
Art. XXXII. of the Treaty of Tientsin, which gives to France the formal right to 
claim the sanie treatment as the most favoured nation. 

The present Convention of Peace has been made at Peking, in four copies, on the 
25th October, 1860, and has been signed by the respective plenipotentiaries, who have 
thereto aflSxed their seals and their arms.

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TREATY OP PEACE, PRIENDSHIP, AND COMMERCE BETWEEN 

PRANCE AND CHINA 



Signed at Tientsin, 9th June, 1885. 



The President of the Prench Republic and His Majesty the Emperor of China, 
each animated by an equal desire to bring to an end the diflSculties which have 
giren rise to their simultaneous intervention in the affairs of Annam, and wishing to 
re-establish and improve the relations of friendship and commerce which previously 
eiisteJ between Prance and China, have resolved to conclude a new treaty to further 
the common interest of both nations on the basis of the preliminary Convention 
signed at Tientsin on the 11th May, 1884, and ratified by an Imperial decree of the 
13th April, 1885. 

For that purpose the two high contracting parties have appointed as their pleni- 
poteDtiaries the following, that is to say ; — 

The President of the Prench Republic, M. Jules Patenotre, Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary for Prance in China, Officer of the Legion of Honour, 
Grand Cross of the Swedish Order of the Pole Star, &c., Ac. 

And His Majesty the Emperor of China, Li Hung-chang, Imperial Commissioner, 
Senior Grand Secretary of State, Grand Honorary Preceptor of the Heir Presumptive ; 
Saperintendent of Trade for the Northern Ports, Qi)vemor-General of the Province 
of Chihli, of the Pirst degree of the Third Order of Nobility, with the title of Sou-yi ; 

Assisted by Hsi Chen, Imperial Commissioner, Member of the Tsung-li Yamen, 
President of the Board of Punishments, Administrator of the Treasury at the Ministry 
of Finance, Director of Schools for the Education of Hereditary Officers of the 
Left Wing of the Yellow Bordered Banner ; 

And Teng Chang-su, Imperial Commissioner, Member of the Tsung-li Yamen, 
Director of the Board of Ceremonies ; 

Who having communicated their full powers, which have been found in good 
and due form, have agreed upon the following Articles : — 

Art. I. — France engages to re-establish and maintain order in those provinces of 
Annam which border upon the Chinese empire. Por this purpose she will take the 
necessary measures to disperse or expel the bands of pirates and vagabonds who 
endanger the public safety, and to prevent their collection together again. Nevertheless 
the Prench troops shall not, under any circumstances, cross the frontier which separates 
Tonkin from China, which frontier Prance promises both to respect herself and to 
guarantee against any aggression whatsoever. 

On her part China undertakes to disperse or expel such bands as may take refuge 
in her provinces bordering on Tonkin and to disperse those which it may be attempted 
to form there for the purpose of causing disturbances amongst the populations placed 
under the protection of France ; and, in consideration of the guarantees which have 
been given as to the security of the frontier, she likewise engages not to send troops 
into Tonkin. 

The high contracting parties will fix, by a special convention, the conditions under 
which the extradition of malefactors between China and Annam shall be carried out. 

The Chinese, whether colonists or disbanded soldiers, who reside peaceably in 
Annam, supporting themselves by agriculture, industry, or trade, and whose conduct 
shall give no cause of complaint, shall enjoy the same security for their persons and 
property as Prench prot^g^s. 
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TREATY BETWEEN FEANCE AND CHINA. 



Art. II, — China, beinjx resolved to do nothing which mav imperil the work of 
pacification undertaken by France, engages to respect, both in the present and in the 
future, the treaties, conventions, and arrangements concluded directly between France 
and Annam, or which may hereafter be concluded. 

As regards the relations between China and Annam, it is understood they shall 
be of such a nature as shall in no way injure the dignity of the Chinese empire or 
give rise to any violation of the present treaty. 

Art. III. — Within a period of six months from the signature of the present 
treaty commissioner^^ appointed by the high contracting parties shall proceed to the 
spot in order to define the frontier between China and Tonkin. They shall place 
landmarks wherever necessary to render the line of demarcation clear. In those 
cases where they may not be able to agree as to the location of these landmarks ot ou 
such rectifications of detail as it may be desirable to make, in the interest of the two 
nations, in the existing frontier of Tonkin, they shall refer the difficulty to their 
respective Governments. 

Art. 17. — When the frontier shall have been agree l upon, French or French 
prot^g^s and foreign residents of Tonkin who miy wish to cross it in order to enter 
China shall not be allowed to do s > unless th»^y shall have previously provided them- 
selves with passports issued by the Chinese frontier authorities on the requisition of 
the French authorities. For Chinese subjects an authorisation given by th ^ Imperial 
frontier authorities shall be sufficient. 

Chinese subjects wishing to proceed from China to Tonkin by the land route 
shall be obliged lO provide themselves with regular passports, issued by the French 
authorities on the requisition of the Imperial authorit.es. 

Art. V, — Import and export trade shall be permitted to French or French- 
protected traders and to Chinese traders across the land frontier between Chma and 
Tonkin. It shall, however, be carried on through certain spots which shill be 
settled later, and both the select/on and number of which shall corresiX)n<] with the 
direction and importance of the traffic between the two countries. In th'S respect 
the Eegulations in force in the interior of the Chinese Empire shall be takea into 
account. 

In any case, two of the said spots shall be markfed out on the Chinese frontier, 
the one above Lao-kai, the other beyond Lang-son. French traders shall be at 
liberty to settle there under the same conrJitions, and with the same advantages, as 
in the poits open to foreign trade. The Government of His Majesty the Emperor of 
China shall establish custom- houses there, and the Government of the French Eepublic 
shall be at liberty to maintain Consuls there whose powers and privileges shall be 
identical with those of Agcf.ts of the same rank in the open ports. 

On his part, His Maj'^sty the Emperor of China shiU be at liberty, with the 
concurrence of the French Government, to appoint Consuls in the principal towns of 
Tonkin. 

Art. VI. — A special code of Regulations, annexed to the present Treaty, shall 
define the conditions under which trade shall be carried on by land between Tonkin 
and the Chinese i>rovin(es of Yunnan, of Kwang-si, and of Kwang-tung. Such 
Rf'gulations shall be drawn up by Commissioners, who shall be appointed by the 
High Contracting Parties, within three months from the signature of the present 
Treaty. 

All poods dealt with by such trade shall be subject, on import and export 
between Tonkin and the provinces of Tiinnan and Kwang-si, to duties lower than 
those laid down by the present Tariff for foreign trade. The rednced Tariff shall 
not, however, be applied to goods transported by way of the land frontier between 
Tonkin and Kwang-tung, and shall not be enforced within the ports already open 
by Treaty. 

Trade in arms, engines, supplips, and munitions of war of any kind whatsoever 
shall be subject to the Laws and Eegulations issued by each of the Contracting 
States within its own territory. 
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The export and import of opium shall be governed by special arrangements to 
be inserted in the above-mentioned code of Regulations. 

Trade by sea between China and Annam shall likewise be dealt with by a separate 
code of Segulations. lu the meanwhile, the present practice shall remain unaltered* 

Art. Vn. — With a view to develop under the most advantageous conditions the 
relations of commerce and of good neighbourship, which it is the object of the present 
Treaty to re-establish between France and China, tlie Governiuent of the Republic 
shall construct roads in Tonkin, and shall encourage the construction of railways 
there. 

When China, on her part, shall have decided to construct railways, it is agreed 
that she shall have recourse to French industry, and the Government of the Republic 
shall afford every facility for procuring in France the staff that may be required. It 
is, moreover, understood that t his clause shall not be looked upon as constituting an 
exclusive privilege in favour of France. 

Art. Vin. — The commercial stipulations of the present Treaty and the Regula- 
tions to be agreed upon shall be liable to revision after an interval of ten complete 
years from the date of the exchange of the ratifications of the present Treaty. But 
in case six months before it expires neither one nor other of the High Contracting 
Parties shall have expressed a wish to proceed to a revision, the commercial stipula- 
tions shall remain in force for a fresh period of ten years, and so further in like 
manner. 

♦ Art. TX. — As soon as the present Treaty shall have been signed, the Frt?nch 
forces shall receive orders to retire from Kelung and to cease search, Ac, on the high 
seas. Within one month from the signature of the present Treaty the Island of 
Formosa and Pescadores shall be entirely evacuated by the French troops. 

Art. X. — All stipulations of former Triaties, Agreements, and Conventions 
between Prance and China, which are not modified by the present Treaty, remain in 
full force. 

The present Treaty shall be ratified at once by His Majesty the Emperor of China, 
and after it shall have been ratified by the President of the French Republic, the 
achange of ratifications shall take place at Peking with the least possible delay. 

Done in quadruplicate at Tientsin, this 9th June, 1885, corresponding to the 
27tli day of the 4th moon of the 11th year of Kwang-su.

TRADE REGULATIONS FOR THE ANN AM FRONTIER JOINTLY 
DETERMINED ON BY FRANCE AND CHINA 



Signed at Peking 25th Apeil, 1886 



[Translated from the French Text] 



Whereas in Article VI. of the Treaty between the President of the French Re- 
public and His Majesty the Emperor of China, signed the 9th day of June, 1865, it is 
state 1 that " Regulations for the conduct of overland trade between Tonkin and the 
Chinese provinces of Yiinnan, Kwang-si, and Kwang-tung shall be jointly discussed and 
concluded by Commissioners appointed by the two Powers, and will form a supple- 
ment to the present Treaty and whereas in the tenth article of that agreement it is 
set forth that provisions of former Treaties and Regulations agreed to by France 
and China, except in so far as they are modified by the present agreement, will continue 
to retain their original validity,** the two High Contracting Parties have for this 
purpose named as their plenipotentiaries, that is to say : — 

The President of the French Republic, G. Cogordan, Minister Plenipotentiary 
of France to China, Officer of the Legion of Honour, Knight of the Order of the Crown 
of Italy, Ac, &c., together with E. Bruwaert, Consul of the first class, Assistant 
Commissioner for Treaty negotiations, Knight of the Order of Gustav of Sweden, and 
of the Order of Leopold of Belgium ; 

And His Majesty the Emperor of China, Li, Grand Preceptor of the Heir Ap- 
parent, Grand Secretary of State, Superintendent of Trade for the Northern Seaboard, 
Joint Commissioner of Admiralty, Governor of Chihli, aud a member of the first 
degree of the third order of the hereditary nobility, with the title of Sou-yi ; 

Who after having communicated to each other their respective full powers, and 
found them to be in due form, have concluded the following Articles : — 

Art. 1. — In accordance with the terms of Article V. of the Treaty of the 19th 
June, 1885, the high contracting parties agree that for the present two places shall 
be opened to trade, one to the north of Langson and the other above Lao-kai, China 
will establish Custom Hou^^es there, ami France shall have the right to appoint 
Consuls, who shall enj( y all rights and privileges conceded in China to the Consuls 
of the most favoured nation. 

The work of the Commission charged with the delimitation of the two countries 
not being completed at the time of the signature of the present Convention, the place 
to be opened to trade north of Langson shall be selected and determined in the 
course of the present year by arrangement between the Imperial Government and the 
representative of France at Peking. As to the place to be opened to trade above 
Lao-kai, this will also be determined by common accord when the frontier between, 
the two countries shall have been defined. 

Art. II. — The Imperial Government may appoint Consuls at Hanoi and at 
Haiphong. Chinese Consuls may also be sent later on to other large towns in 
Tonkin by arrangement with the French Government. 

The agents shall be treated in the same manner and have the same rights and 
privileges as the Consuls of the most favoured nation in France. They shall maintain 
official relations with the French authorities charged with the Protectorate. 
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Art. III. — It is agreed, on the one side and the other, that in the places where 
Consuls are appointed the respective authorities will facilitate the installation of these 
agents in suitable residences. 

Prenclnnen may establish themselves in the places opened to trade on the frontier 
of China under the conditions set forth in the Articles VII., X., XI., XII., and others 
of the treaty of the 27th June, 1858. 

Annamites shall enjoy in these places the same privileged treatment. 

Art. rV. — Chinese shall have the right of possessing land, erecting buildings, 
opening commercial houses, and having warehouses throughout Annam. 

They shall receive for their persons, their families, and their goods the same 
protection as the most favoured European nation, and, like the latter, may not be made 
the object of any ill-treatment. The official and private correspondence and telegrams 
of Chinese officials and merchants shall be freely transmitted through the French 
postal and telegraphic administrations. 

Frenchmen will receive from China the same privileged treatment. 

Art. V. — Frenchmen, French proteg^, and foreigners residing in Tonkin may 
cross the frontiers and enter China on condition of being furnished with passports. 
These passports will be given by the Chinese authorities at the frontier, on the 
requisition of the French authorities, who will ask for them only for respectable 
persons; they will be surrendered to be caocelled on the holJer's return. In the case 
of those who have to pass any place occupied by aborigines or savages, it will be 
mentioned in the passport that there are no Chinese officials there who can protect 
them. 

Chinese who wish to come from China to Tonkin by land must in the same 
way be furnished with passports granted by the French authorities on the requisition 
of the Chinese authorities, who will ask for them only on behalf of respectable 
persons. 

The passports so granted on the one side or the other shall serve only as titles 
to travel and shall not be considered as certificates of exemption from taxes for the 
transport of merchandise. 

Chinese authorities on Chinese soil and French authorities in Tonkin shall have 
the right to arrest persons who have crossed the frontier without passports and send 
them back to their respective authorities to be trie J and punished if necessary. 

Chinese residing in Annam may return from Tonkin to China on simply 
obtaining from the Imperial authorities a pass permitting thein to cross the 
frontier. 

^ Frenchmen and other persons established in the open places on the frontier may 
travel without passports to a distance of 60 li (678 metres to the H) around such 
places. 

Art. VI. — Merchandise imported into the places opened to trade on the frontier 
of China by French merchants and French protc^^es may, after payment of the import 
dutie s, be conveyed to the interior markets of China under the conditions fixed by 
Rule Vll. annexed to the Treaty of the 27th June, 1868, and by the general rules of 
the Chinese Imperial Maritime Customs with regard to import transit passes. 

When foreign merchandise is imported into these places a declaration shall be 
made at the Custom House of the nature and quantity of the merchandise, as well as 
of the name of the i)erson by whom it is accompanied. The Customs authorities will 
proceed to verification, and will collect the duty according to the general tariff of the 
Imperial Maritime Customs, diminished by one-fifth. Articles nut mentioned in the 
tariff will remain subject to the duty of 6 per cent, ad valorem. Until this duty has 
been paid the goods may not be taken out of the warehouses to be sent away and sold. 

A merchant wishing to send foreign merchandise into the interior shall make a 
fresh declaration at the Custom House, and pay, without reduction, the tiansit dues 
fixed by the general rules of the Chine{'e Maritime Customs* 

After this payment the Customs will deliver a transit pass which will enable the 
carriers to go to the localities mentioned in the pass for the purpose of disposing of 
the said merchandise.

Under these conditions, no Dew duties will be levied at the interior barriers or 
lekin stations. 

Merchandise for which transit passes have not l een obtained will be liable to all 
the barrier and lekin duties imposed upon indigenous products in the interior of the 
country. 

Art. VII. — Merchandise bought by Frenchmen and persons under French 
protection in the interior markets of China may be brought into the open places on 
the frontier, for the purpose of being from thence exported to Tonkin, under the 
conditions fixed by Rule VEE. annexed to the Treaty of the 27th June, 1858, with 
regard to the transit of merchandise for export. 

When Chinese merchandise for export arrives at these places, declaration 
shall be made at the Custom House as to the nature and quantity of the merchandi^se, 
as well as the name of the person accompanying it. 

The Customs authorities will proceed to verificalion. 

Such of this merchandise as shall h ive been bought in the inteiiorby a merchant 
furnished with a transit pass, and which consequently has not paid any lekin 
or barrier duty, shall in the first place pay the transit duty fixed by the general 
tariff of the Chinese Maritime Customs. 

It shall then pay the export duty diminished by one-third. Articles not named 
in the tariff will remain subject to the duty of 5 per cent, ad valorem. 

After payment of these duties the merchandise will be allowed to pass free, and 
to be sent beyond the frontier. 

The merchant who, not being furnished with a transit pass, has bought goods 
in the interior, shall pay the duties levied at the barriers and lekin stations ; receipts 
shall be delivered to him, and on arriving at the Custom House he shall be exempted 
from payment of the transit dues on presentation of these receijjts. 

French merchants and persons under French protection importing or exporting 
merchandise through the Customs ofiices on the frontiers of Tunnan and Kwangsi, 
and Chinese merchants im[>orting or exporting mercandise to or from Tonkin, 
will not have to pay any toll on their carriages or beasts of burden. On the navigable 
water-courses on the frontier, vessels may, on the one side and the other, be subjected 
to the payment of tonnage-dues, conformably to the rules of the Maritime Customs 
of the two countries. 

As regards the provisions of the present article and the preceding one, it is 
agreed by the high contracting parties that if a new customs tariff should be 
established by common accord between China and a third Power, for trade by land 
on the south-western frontiers of the Chinebe Empire, France shall obtain the 
application of it. 

Art. VIII. — Foreign merchandise which, not having been sold within a period 
of thirty-six months after having paid the import duty at one of the Chinese frontier 
Customs stations, is forwarded to the other frontier Customs station, shall be 
examined at the first of these stations, and if the wrappings are found intact, and 
if nothing has been disturbed or changed, a certificate of exempuon for the amount 
of the first duty collected will be given. The bearer of this certificate will deliver it 
to the other frontier station, in payment of the new duty which he will have to pay. 
The Customs may in like manner give bonds which will be available for payment of 
duties at the Custom House by which they are issued any time within three years. 
Money will never be returned. 

If the same merchandise is re-despatched to one of the open ports of China, it 
will there, conformably to the general rules of the Chinese Maritime Customs, be 
subjected to payment of the import duties, and the certificates or bonds piven at 
the frontier Customs shall nor there be made use of. Neither will it be allowed to 
present there, in payment of dutie*, the quittances delivered by the frontier Customs 
on the first payment. As to transit dues, conformably to the rules in force at the 
open ports, when once they have been paid, bonds or exemption certificates will never 



be given in respect of these. 
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Art. IX, — Chinese merchandi-^e which, after having paid transit and export dues 
at one of the frontii r Customs stations, may be sent to the other frontier Customs 
station to he sold, shall be sulgected on its arrival at the second station only to a 
payment— called a re-imp^rtation duty — of one-half the export duty already collected. 
The merchandise confoimxbly to the rules established in the open ports may not be 
transported into the interior by foreign merchants. 

If this Chinese merchandise be transported to one of the open ports of China, it 
will be assimilated to foreign merchandise, and shall pay a new import duty in full, 
conformably to the general tariff of tie Imperial Maritime Customs. 

This merchandise will bo allowed to pay transit duty on being sent into the in- 
terior. Chinese merchandise imported from a Chine e seaport into an Annainite port 
in order to be transported to the land frontier and then to re-enter Chinese territory, 
will be treated as foreign merchandise and will pay the local import dues. This 
merchandise will be allowed to pay the transit duty on being sent into the interior. 

Art. X — Declarations to the Chinese Customs must be made within t^drty-six 
hours of the arrival to the goods under a penalty of Tls. 50 for each day*s delay; but 
the fine shall not exceed Tls. 200. An inexact declaration of the quantity of ' he goods, 
if it is proved that it has been made with the intention of evading payment of the 
•duties, will entail upon the merchant confiscation of his goods. Goods not provided 
with a permit , from the chief of the Customs, which are clandestinely introduced 
hy by-ways, and unpacked or sold, or which are intentionally smuggled, shall be 
entirely confiscated. In every case of false' declaration or attempt to deceive the 
Customs as regards the quality or the real origin or real destination of goods 
for which transit passes have been applied the goods shall be liable to oon- 
fiscation« The penalties shall be adjudged according to the conditions and proce- 
dure fixed by the Bules of 31st May, 1868. In all cases where confiscation shall 
have been declared, the merchant shall be at liberty to recover his goods on payment 
<rf a sura equivalent to their value, to be duly settled by arrangement with the Chinese 
au.horities. The Chinese authorities shall have every liberty to devise measures to 
be taken in China, along the frontier, to prevent smuggling. 

Merchandise descending or ascending navigable rivers in French, Annamite, or 
Chinese vessels will not necessarily have to be landed at the frontier, unless there is 
an appearance of fraud, or a divergence between the nature of the cargo and the 
declaration of the manifest. The Customs will only send on board the said vessels 
agents to visit them. 

Art, XI. — Produces of Chinese origin imported into Tonkin by the land frontier 
•ball pay the import duty of the Franco-Annamite tariff. They will pay no export 
duty Oil leaving Tonkin. The Imperial Government will be notifie l of the new 
tariff which France w^ill establish in Tonkin. If taxes of exc se, of consumption, or 
of guarantee be established in Toukin on any articl»^s of indigenous production, 
similar Chinese productions will be subjected, on importation, to equivalent taxes. 

Arr. XII. — Chinese merchandise transported across Tonkin from one of the 
two frontier Customs stations to the other, or to an Annamite port to be from thence 
exported to China, shall be subjected to a specific transit duty which shall not exceed 
two per cent, of the value. At the point where it leaves Chinese territory this 
merchandise will be examined by the French Customs authorities on the frontier, 
who win specify its nature, quantity, and destination in a certificate which shall be 
produced when ver required by the French authorities during its transport across 
Tonkin, as well as at the port of shipment. 

In order to guarantee the Franco-Annamite Customs against any possible fraud, 
such Chinese produces, on entering Tonkin, shall paj the import duty. 

A transit permit will accompany the goods to the place of leaving the country 
whether this be the port of transhipment or the land frontier, and the siun paid by 
the proprietor of the merchandise will, after deducting the transit dues, be then 
restored to him in exchange for the receipt delivered to him by the Tonkin Custonos. 

Ererj false declaration or act evidently intended to deceive the French admin- 
i^tration as to th^* quality, quantity, real origin, or real destination of merchandise 
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for which the special treatment appli. able to Chinese products traversing Tonkin in 
transit is asked, will entail the confiscation of such merchandise. In every case 
where confiscation has been declared, the merchant shall be free to recover his goods 
on payment of a sum equivalent to their value, which shall be duly determined by 
an arrangement with the French authorities. 

The same rules and the same transit duty will be applicable in Annam to Chinese 
merchandise despatched from a Chinese port to an Annaniite port in order to get to 
the Chinese frontier Customs by crossing Tonkin. 

Art. Xin. — The following articles, that is to say, gold and silver inpots, foreign 
money, flour, Indian n:eal, sago, biscuits, preserved meats and vegetables, cheese, 
butter, confectionery, foreign clothing, jewellery, plated ware, perfumery, soaps of all 
kinds, charcoal, firewood, candles (foreign), tobacco, wine, beer, spirits, household 
stores, ship's stores, personal baggage, stationery, carpeting, cutlery, drujjs, foreign 
medicines, and glass ware, shall be verified by the Chinese Customs on their entry 
and clearance ; if they are really of foreign origin and intended for the personsd 
use of foreigners, and if they arrive in moderate quantity, a duty exemption certificate 
will be given which will pass them free at the frontier. If these articles are withheld 
from declaration or the formality of an exemption certificate, their clandestine intro- 
duction will render them subject to the same penalty as smuggled goods. 

With the exception of gold, silver, money, and luggage, which will remain exempt 
from duty, the above-mentioned articles destine J for the personal use of foreigners 
and imported in moderate quantity, will f;ay, when they are transported into the 
interior of China, a duty of 2-J per cent, on their value. 

The Franco- Annamiie frontier Customs shall collect no duty on the follovrilng 
articles of personal use which Chinese carry with them, either on entering or leaving 
Tonkin, that is to say, money, luggage, clothes, women's head ornaments, paper, 
hair pencils, Chinese ink. furniture, or food, or on articles ordered by the Chinese 
Consuls in Tonkin for their personal consumption. 

Art. XIV. — The high contracting parties agree to prohibit trade in and trans- 
port of opium of whatsoever origin by the land frontier between Tonkin on the one 
side and Yunnan, Kwang-si, and Ewangtung on the other side. 

Art. XV. — The export of rice and of cereals from China is forbidden. The 
import of the?e articles shall be free of duty. 

The import of the following articles into China is forbidden : — Gunpowder, pro- 
jectiles, rifles and guns, saltpetre, sulphur, lead, spelter, arms, salt, and immoral 
publications. 

In case of contravention these articles shall be entirely confiscated. 

If the Chinese authorities have arms or munitions bought or if merchants 
receive express authority to buy them, the importation will be peimitted under the 
special surveillance of the Chinese Customs. The Chinese authorities may, further- 
more, by arrangement with the French Consuls, obtain for the arms and munitions 
which they wish to have conveyed to China through Tonkin exemption from all the 
Franco- Annamite duties. 

The introduction into Tonkin of arms, munitions of war, and immoral publica- 
tions is also prohibited. 

Art. XVI.— Chinese residing in Annam shall be placed under the same condi- 
tions, with regard to criminal, fiscal, or other j'urisdi<:tion, as the subjects of the most 
favoured nation. Law-suits which may ari^e m China, in the open markets on the 
frontier, between Chin« se subjects and Frenchmen or Annamites shall be decided in 
a Mixed Court by Chinese and French officers. 

With reference to crimes or offences committed by Frenchmen or persons under 
French protection in China, in the places openel »o trade, the procedure shall be in 
conformity with the stipulations of Articles XXXIII. and XXXTV. of the treaty of 
ihe 27th June, 1858, 

Art. XVn. — If in the places opened to trade on the frontier of China Chinese 
deserters or persons accused of crimes against the Chinese law shall take refuge in 
the houses or on board the vessels of Frenchmen or persons under French protection 
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the local authority shall apply to the Consul, ^ ho, on proof of the guilt of the accused, 
shall immediately take the necessary measures in order that they may be given up 
and d^livored to the regular course of the la^v. 

Chinese guilty or accused of crimes or ofiFences who seek refuge in Annam shall, 
on the request of the Chinese authorities and on proof of their guilt, be sought for, 
arresterl, and t'xtrad)ted in all cases where the subjects of the countries enjoying the 
most libeml treatment in the matt- r of extradition might be extradited from France. 

Frenchmen guilty or accused of crim^^s or offences, who seek refuge in China, 
shall, at the request of th * French authorities and on proof of their guilt, be arrested 
and delivered up to the said authorities to be tried according to the regular process 
of law. 

On both sides all concealment and connivance shall be avoided. 

Art. XVin. — ^In any difficulty not provided for in the preceding provisions 
recourse shall be had to the rules of the Maritime Cust ms, which, in conformity 
with existing treaties, are now applied in the open towns or ports. 

Ill case these rules are insufficient the representatives of the two countries 
shall refer the matter to thrir respective Gtovernments. 

In accordance with the terms of Article Vin. of the treaty of the 9th June, 
1885, the present stipulations may be rt^vised ten years after the exchange of the 
ratifications. 

Art XIX. — ^The present Convention of Trade, after having been ratified by the 
Governments, shall be promul<;ated in France, in China, and in Annam. 

Th«^ exchange of the ratifications shall take place at Peking within one year from 
the date of the signature of the Ctmvention, or earlier if possible. 

Done at Tientsin, in four copies, the 25th April, 1886, corresponding to the 22nd 
daj of the third moon of the twelfth year of Kwang-Su.

ADDITIONAL CONVENTION BETWEEN FRANCE AND CHINA, 1887 



(Translated from the Chinese Text) 



His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China and the President of the French 
Sepnblic, desiring ti» strengthen the comm< rcial relations between the two countries 
and also to ratify ar d gire effect to the Treaty signed at Tientsin on the 25th April, 
1886, have appointed Pleni;^otHntiarics to take the necessary stev^s thereto. H.I.M. 
tbe Emperor of China has specially appointed H.I.H. Prince Ching and H.E. Sun 
Yu-wen, member of the Tsung-li Yameu and Vice-President of the Board of Works. 
The President of the Republic has appointed His Excellency Constans, Deputy, 
ex-Mipister of the Interior, and Minister Plenipotentiary in China. Who, having 
exchanged their full powers and established their authenticity in duo form, have 
agreed on the following Articl s : — 

Art. L — Such articles of the Treaty signed at Tientsin as are not affected by this 
Convention shall on the exchant^e of the ratifications be put in force at once. 

Art, II. — Whei eas it was agreed by th 3 Treaty of 1886 that Lungchow in K s^angsi 
and M n>>tzu in Yunnan should be opened to trade, and whereas Manghao, which 
lies between Paosheng and Mengtzu, is on the dirt ct road between the two places bj 
water, it is agreed that this also shall be opened to trade on the same conditions as 
the othfir ports, and that a deputy of the Consul at Mengtzu shall be allowed to 
lende there. 
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Art. III. — In order to develop the trade between China and Tonkin as ripidly 
as possible* the tariff rulf s laid down in Artich s VI. and VII. of the Treaty cf 1886 
are temporarily altered, and it is agreed that foreign goods imported to Yunnan and 
Kwangsi from Tonkin shall pay 70 per cent, of the iujport duties collected by the 
Customs lit the Coast Ports in China, and that produce exported from China to Ton- 
kin, shall pay 60 per cent, of the export duties in force at the Treaty Ports. 

Art. IV. — Chinese produce which has paid import duties under Art. XI. of the 
Treaty of 1886, and is transported through Tonkin to a port of shipment in Cochin- 
Cbina, shall if exported tlience to any other place than China pay export duties accord- 
ing to the Franco-Annamite tariff. 

Art. V. — Trade in Chinese native opium by land is allowed on payment of an 
export duty of Tls. 20 per picul, but French merchants or persons under French pro- 
tection may only purchase it at Lungchow, Mcngtzu, and M mghao, but no more thaji 
Tls. 20 per picul shall be ( xacted from the Chinese merchants as inland dues. When 
opium is sold the seller shall give the buyer a receipt showing that the inland dues 
nave been paid, which the exporter will hand to the Customs when paying export duty. 
It is n greed that opium re-imported to China by the Coast Ports cannot claim the 
privileges accorded other re-imports of goods of native origin. 

Art. VI. — French and Tonkinese vessels ether than men-of-war and vessels 
carrying troops and Government stores plying on the Songkat and Caobang Rivers 
between Langshan and Caobang shall pay a tonnage due of 5 candareens per ton at 
Lungchow, but all goods on board shall pass free. Goods may bo imported to China 
by the Songkat and Caobang Rivers or overland by the Government road, but until 
the Chine^e Government establishes Custom-bouses on the frontier goods taken 
overlai.d must not I e sold at Lungchow until they have paid duty there. 

Art. VII. — It is agreed that should China enter into treat'es with regard to com- 
mercial relations on her southern and south-western frontiers all privileges accorded 
by her to the most favoured nation are at once without further formality accorded to 
France. 

Art. VIII. — The above Articles having been agreed to and translated into 
Chinese, H.I.H.. tlie Prince on behalf of China and H.E. the Minister on behalf of 
France have signed duplicate copies and affixed their seals hereto. 

Art. IX. — When the ratiScations of this Convention and of the Treaty of 1886 
shall have been oxthanged they shall be put in force as if they were one Treaty, 

Art. X. — The ratiii' ations of the Convention shall be exchanged at Peking 
when the assent of His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China and of His Excellency 
the President of the French Republic shall have been signified.

Signed in the Geemax, Febnch, and Chinese Languages at Tientsin, 

2nd September, 1861 

Ratifications Exchanged at Shanghai^ Jantmry^ 1863 

Treaty of Amity, Commerce, and Navigation, between the States of the Geiman 
Customs Union, the Grand Duchies of Mecklenburg-Schwerin and Mecklenburg- 
Strelitz, and the free Hanseatic Towns of Lubeck, Bremen, and Httmburg on the one 
part, and China on the other part. 

His Majesty the King of Prussia, for himself, as also on behalf of the other 
members of the German ZoUverein, that is to say: — The Crown of Bavaria, the 
Crown of Saxony, the Crown of Hanover, the Crown of Wurtemburg, the Grand 
Duchy of Baden, the Electorate of Hesse, the Grand Duchy of Hesse, the Duchy 
of Brunswick, the Grand Duchy of Oldenburg, the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg, the 
Orand Duchy of Saxony, the Duchies of Saxe Meiningen, Saxe Altenburg, Saxe 
Coburg Gotha, the Duchy of Nassau, the Principalities Waldeck and Pyrm »nt, 
the Duchies Anhalt, Dessau, Koethen, and Anhalt Bernburg, the Principalities 
Lippe, the Principalities Schwarzburg Sondershausen and Schwarzborg Rudolsadt, 
Eeuss the Elder Line, and Reuss the Younger Line, the Free City of Frankfort, the 
Grand Baillewick Meisenheim of the Landgravate Hesse, the Baillewick Hamburg 
of the Landgravate He.^se, also the Grand Duchies Mecklenburg-Schwerin and 
Mecklenburg-Strelitz, and the Senates of the Hanseatic Towns, Lubeck, Bremen, and 
Hamburg, cfthe one part, and His Majesty the Emperor of China of the other part 
being sincerely desirous to estabhsh friendly relations between the said States and 
China, have resolved to confirm the same by a Treaty of Friendship and Commerce, 
mutually advantageoui to the '-ubjects of both High Contracting Parties, and for that 
purpose have named f jr their Plenipotentiaries, that is to say : — 

His Majesty the King of Prussia, Frederick Albert Count of Eulenburg, 
Chamberlain, His Majesty's Envoy Entraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary, 
Knight of the Eed Eagle, Knight of St. John, Ac, Ac, &c. ; and His Majesty the 
Emperor of China, Cbeong-meen, a member of the Imperial Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs at Peking, Director-General of Public Supplies, and Im|)erial Commissioner: 
and Chong-hee, Honorary Under-Secretary of State, Superintendent of the three 
Northern Ports, and Deputy Imperial Commissioner, who after having communicated 
to each other their respective full powers, and found the same in good and due form, 
have af^reed upon the following articles : 

Art, L — There shall be perpetual peace and unchanging friendship between the 
contracting States. The subjects of both Stales shall enjoy full protect ion of person 
and property. 

Art. II. — His Majesty the King of Prussia may, if he see fit, accredit a diplomatic 
agent to the Court of Peking, and His Majesty the Emperor of China may, in like 
manner, if he see fit, nominate a diplomntic agent to the Court of Berlin. 

The diplomatic agent nominated by His Majesty the King of Prussia shall also 
represent the other contracting German States, who shall not be permitted to be 
represented at the Court of Peking by diplomatic agents of their own. His Majesty 
the Emperor of China hereby agrees that the diplomatic agent, so appointed by His 
Majesty the King of Prussia, may, with his family and establishment, permanently 
reside at the capital, or may visit it occasionally, at the option of the Prussian 
Government. 

Art. III. — The diplomatic agents of Prussia and China shall, at their respective 
reiidences, enjoy the privileges and immunities accorded to them by Internatii/nal law 
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Their persons, their families, their residence, and their correspondence shall be held 
inviolable. Thej shall be at liberty to select and appoint their own officers, couriers, 
interpreters, servants, and attendants without any kind of molestation. 

All expenses occasioned by the diplomatic missions shall be borne by the respective 
governments. 

The Chinese Government agrees to assist His Prussian Majesty's diplomatic 
agent, upon his arrival at the capital, in selecting and renting a suitable house and 
other buildings. 

Art. IV. — The contracting German States may appoint a Consul-General, and 
for each port or city opened to foreign commerce a Consul, Vice-Consul, or'Consular 
Agent, as their interests may require, 

These officers shall be treated with due respect by the Chinese authorities, and 
' enjay the same privileges and immunities as the Consular officers of the most favoured 
nations. 

In the event of the absence of a Qerman Consular Officer, the subjects of the 
contracting German Stales shall be at hberty to apply to the Consul of a friendly 
Power, or in case of need to the Superintendent of Customs, who shall use all efforts 
to secure to them the privileges of Uiis treaty. 

Art. v. — All official communications addressed by the diplomatic agents of His 
Majesty the King of Prussia, or by the Consular officers of the contracting (German 
States, to the Chinese authorities, shall be written in German. At present and until 
otherwise agreed, they shall be accompanied by a Chinese translation ; but it is hereby 
mutually agreed that, in the event of a diflference of meaning appearing between the 
German and Chinese texts, the German Government shall be guided by the sense 
expressed in the German text. 

In like manner shall all official comniunicaticns addressed by the Chinese autho- 
rities to the Ambassadors of Prussia, or to the Consuls of the contracting German 
States, be written in Chinese, and the Chinese authorities shall be guided by this 
text. It is further agreed that the translations may not be adduced as a proof in 
deciding difference. 

In order to avoid future differences, and in consideration that all diplomatists cf 
Europe are acquainted with the French language, the present treaty has been executed 
in the German, the Chinese, and the French languages. All these versions have the 
same sense and signification ; but the French text shall be considered the original 
text of the treaty, and shall decide wherever the German and Chinese versions differ. 

Art. VI. — The subjects of the contracting German States may, with their 
famihes, reside, frequent, and carry on trade or industry in the ports, cities, and towns 
of Canton, Swatow or Chao-chow,*Amoy, Foochow, Ningpo, Shanghai, Tangchow or 
Chefoo, Tientsin, Newchwang, Chinkiang, Kiukiang; Hankow, Kiungchow (Hainan), 
and at Taiwan and Tamsui in the Island of Formosa. They are permitted to 
procc d to and from these places with their vessels and merchandise, and within 
these localiticij to purchase, rent, or let houees or land, build, or open churches, 
churchyards, and hospitals. 

Art. VII. — Merchant vessels belonging 1o any of the contracting German States 
may not enter other ports than those declared open in this treaty. They must not, 
contrary to law, enter other ports, or carry on illicit trade along the coast. All vessels, 
detected 'n violating this stipulation shall, together with their cargo, be subject to, 
confiscation by the Chinese Government. 

Art. VDI. — Subjects of the contracting German States may make excursions in 
the neighbourhood of the open ports to a distance of one hundred li, and for a time 
not exceeding five days. 

Those desirous of proceeding into the interior of the country must be provided 
with a passport, issued by their respective Diplomatic or Consular authorities, and 
countersigned by the local Chinese authorities. These passports must upon demand 
be exhibited. 

^ The Chinese authorities shall be at liberty to detain merchants and travellers 
subjects of any of the contracting German States, who may have lost their passports 
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until they have procured cew ones, or to convey them to the next Consulate, but they 
slmll not be permitted to subject them to iU-u:sage or allow them to be ill-used. 

If is, however, distinctly understood tl^at no passport may be given to places at 
present oicupied by the rebels until peace has been restored. 

Art. IX. — The subjects of the contracting German States shall be permitted to 
eni?age compradores, interpreters, writers, workmen, sailors, and servants from any 
part of China, upon a remuneration agreed to by both |>arties, as also to hire boats for 
the transport of persons and merchandise. They shall also be permitted to engage 
Chinese for acquiring the Chinese language or dialects, or to instruct them in foreign 
languages. There shall be no restriction in the purchasing of German or Chinese books. 

Art. X. — Pel sons professing or teaching the Christian religion shall enjoy full 
protection of their persons and property, and be allowed free exercise of their religion. 

Art. XI. — Any merchant- vessel of any of the contracting German States arriving 
at any of the open ports shall be at liberty to engage the services of a pilot to take 
her to port. In like manner, after she has discharged all legal dues and duties, and 
is ready to take her departure, she shall be permitted to select a pilot to conduct her 
out of port. 

Art. Xn. — Whenever a vessel belonging to any of the contracting German States 
has entered a harbour, the Superintendent of Customs may, if he see fit, depute one 
or more Customs officers to guard the ship, and to see that no merchandise is 
smuggled. These officers shall live in a boat of their own, or stay on board the ship, 
as may best suit their convenience. Their salaries, food, and expenses shall be defrayed 
by the Chinese Customs authorities, and they shall not be entitled to any fees whatever 
from the master or consignee. Every violation of this regulation shall be pimished 
proportionally to the amount exacted, which shall be returned m full. 

Art. XIII. — Within twenty-four (24) hours after the arrival of the ship, the 
master, unless he be prevented by lawful causes, or in his stead the supercargo or the 
consignee, shall lodge in the hands of the Consul the ship's papers and copy of the 
manifest. 

Within a further period of twenty-four (24) hours the Consul will report to the 
Superintendent of Customs the name of the ship, the number of the crew, her 
registered tonnage, and the nature of the cargo. 

If owing to neglect on the part of the master the above rule be not complied 
with within forty-eight hours after the ship's arrival he shall be liable to a fine of 
fifty (iO) dollars for every day's delay; the total amouut of penalty, however, shall 
not exceed two hundred (200) dollars. 

Immediately after the receipt of the report, the Superintendent of Customs shall 
issue a permit to open hatches. 

If the master shall open hatches and begin to discharge the cargo without said 
permit, he shall be liable to a fine not exceeding five hundred (500) dollars, and the 
goods so discharged w^ithout permit shall be liiible to confiscation. 

Art. XIV. — Whenever a merchant, a subject of any of the contracting Cterman 
States, has cargo to land or ship, he must apply to the Superintendent of Customs for 
a special peimit. Merchandize landed or shipped without such permit shall be subject 
to forfeiture. 

Art. XV. — The subjects of the contracting German States shall pay duties on 
all goods imported or exported by them at the ports open to foreign trade according 
to the tariff appended to this treaty ; but in no case shall they be taxed with higher 
duties than, at present or in future, subjects of the most favoured nations are liable to. 

The commercial stipulations appended to this treaty shall constitute an integral 
part of the same, and shall therefore be considered binding upon both the high con- 
tracting parties. 

Art. XVI. — ^With respect to articles subject to an ad valorem duty, if the 
(krman merchant cannot agree with the Chinese officers as to their value, then each 
party shall call in two or three merchants to examine and appraise the goods, and 
the highest price at which any fif these merchants may declare himself willing to 
purchase them shall be assumed as the value of the goods. 
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Art. XVII. — Duties shall be charged upon thf> net weight of each article ; tare 
therefore to be deducted. If the German merchant cannot agree with the Chinese 
officers on the exact amount of tare, then each partj shall choose from among the 
goods respecting which there is a difference a certain number of chests or bales^ 
which being first weighed gross, shall afterwards be tared and the tare fixed accord- 
ingly. The average tare upon these chests or bales shall constitute the tare upon the^ 
whole lot of packages. 

Art. XVni. — If in the course of verification there arise other points of dispute, 
which cannot be settled, the German merchant may appeal to his Consul, who will 
communicate the particulars of the differences of the case to the Superintendent of 
Customs, and both will endeovour to brin^ about an amicable arrangement. But 
the appeal to the Consul must be made withm twenty-four hours, or it will not be^ 
attended to. 

As long as no settlement be come to, the Superintendent of Customs shall not 
enter the matter at issue in his books, in order that a thorough investigation and the 
final settlement of the difference be not prejudiced. 

Art. XIX. — Should imported goods prove to be damaged, a fair reduction oi 
duty shall be allowed, in proportion to their deterioration. If any disputes arise, 
they shall be settled in the same manner as agreed upon in Art. XYI. of this treaty 
having reference to articles which pay duty ad valorem. 

Art. XX. — Any merchant vessel belonging to one of the contracting German 
States having entered any of the open ports, and not yet opened hatches, may quit 
the same within forty-eight hours after her arrival, and proceed to another port, 
without being subject to the payment of tonnage-dues, duties, or any other fees or 
charges ; but tonnage-dues must be paid after the expiration of the said forty-eight 
hours. 

Art. XXI. — Import duties shall be considered payable on the landing of the 
goods, and duti»)s of export on the shipping of the same. When all tonnage-dues 
and duties shall have been paid, the Superintendent of Customs shall give a receipt 
in full (port-clearance), which being produced at the Consulate, the Consular officer 
shall then return to the captain the ship's papers and permit him to depart on the 
voyage. 

Art. XXn. — The Superintendent of Customs will point out one or more bankers 
authorized by the Chinese Government to receive the duties on his l>ehalf. The 
receipts of these bankers shall be looked upon as given by the Chinese Government 
itself. Payment may be made in bars or in foieign coin, whose relative value to the 
Chinese Svcee silver shall be fixed by special agreement, according to circimistances, 
between the Consular Officers and the Superintendent of Customs. 

Art. XXIir. — Merchant-vessels belonging to the contracting German States of 
more than one hundred and fifty tons burden shall be charged four mace per ton ; 
merchant-vessels of one hundred and fifty tons and under shall be charged at the 
rate of one mace per ton. 

The captain or consignee having paid the tonnage-dues the Superintendent of 
Customs sliall give them a special certificate, on exhibition of which the ship shall be 
exempted from all further payment of tonnage-dues in any open port of China which 
the captain may visit for a period of four months, to be reckoned from the date of 
the port clearance mentioned in Art. XXI. 

Boats employed by subjects of the contracting German States in the convejanc* 
of passengers, baggage, letters, articles of provisions, or articles not subject to duties 
shall not l)e liable to tonnage dues. Any boat of this kind, however, conveying 
merchandize subject to duty, shall come under the category of vessels under one 
hundred and fifty tons, and pay tonnage-dues at the rate of one mace per register ton- 
Art. XXtV. — Goods on which duties have been paid in any of the ports open to 
foreign trade, upon being sent into the interior of the country shall not be subject t# 
any but transit duty. The same shall be paid according to the tariff now existing, 
and may not be raised in future. This also applies to goods sent from the interior 
of the country to any of the open ports. 
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All transit duties on produce brought from the interior to any of the open ports 
or importations sent from any of the open ports into the inteiior of China may he 
paid once for all. 

If any of the Chinese officers violate the stipulations of this article by demanding 
illegal or higher duties than allowed by law, they shall be punished according to 
Chinese law^ 

Art. XXV. — If the master of a merchai t vessel belonging to any of the 
contracting German States, having entertd any of the open ports, should wish to land 
only a portion of his cargo, he shall only pay duties for the portion so landed. He 
may take the rest of the cargo to another port, pay duties there, and dispose of the 
same* 

Art. XXVT. — Merchants of any of the contracting German States, who may have 
imported merchandize into any of the open ports and paid duty thereon, if they desire 
to re-export the same, shall be entitled to make application to the Superintendent of 
Customs, who shall cause examination to be made to satisfy himself of the identity of 
the goods and of tlieir having remained unchanged. 

On such duty-paid goods the Superintendent of Customs shall, on application of 
the merchant wishing to export tliem to any other open port, issue a certificate, 
testifying the payment of all legal duties thereon. 

The Superintendent of Customs of the port to which such goods are brought, 
shall, upon presentation of said certificate, issue a permit for the discharge and 
landing of them free of all duty, without any additional exactions whatever. But if, 
on comparing the goods with the certificate, any fraud on the revenue be detected, 
then the goods shall be subject to confiscation. 

But if the goods are to be exported to a foreign port, the Superintendent of 
Customs of the port from which they are exported shall issue a certificate stating 
that the merchant who exports the goods has a claim on the Customs equal to the 
amount of duty paid on the goods. The certificate shall be a valid tender to the 
Customs in payment of import or export duties. 

Art. XXVII. — No transhipment from one vessel to another can be made without 
special permission of the Superintendent of Customs, under pain of confiscation of 
the goods so transhipped, unless it be proved that there was danger in delaying the 
transhipment. 

Art. XXVIII. — Sets of standard weights and measures, such as are in use at the 
Canton Custom House, hhall be delivered by the Superintendent of Customs to the 
Consul at each port open to foreign trade. Tbese measures, weights, and balances 
shall represent the ruling standard on whici) all demands and payments of duties are 
made and in case of any dispute they shall be referred to. 

Art.. XXIX. — Penalties enforced or confiscations made for violation of this 
Treaty, or of the appended regulations, shall belong to the Chinese Government. 

Art. XXX.— Sbips-of-war belonging to the contracting German States cruising 
about for the protection of trade, or being engaged in the pursuit of pirates, shall be 
at liberty to visit, without discinction, all ports within the dominions of the Emperor 
of China. They shall receive every facility for the purchase of provisions, the 
procuring of water, and for making repairs. The commanders of such ships shall 
liold intercourse with the Chinese authorities on terms of equality and courtesy. 
Such ships shall not be liable to payment of duties of any kind. 

Art. XXXI. — Merchant vessels belonging to any of the contracting German 
States, from injury sustained, or from other causes, compelled to seek a place of 
refuge, shall be permitted to enter any port within the dominions of the Emperor of 
China without being subject to the payment of tonnage dues or duties on the goods, 
if only landed for the purpose of making the necessary repairs of the vessel, and 
jeinaining under the supervision of tLe Superintendent of Customs. Should any such 
vessel be wrecked or. stranded on the coast of China, the Chinese authorities shall 
immediately adoi>t measures for rescuing the crew and for securing the vessel and 
cargo. The crew thus saved shall receive friendly treatment, and, if necessary, abaU 
be furnished with means of conveyance to the nearest Consular station. 
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Art. XXXn. — If sailors or other individuals of ships-of-war or merchant 
vessels belonging to any of the contracting German States desert their ships and take 
refuge in the dominions ot the Emperor of China, the Chinese authorities shall, upoa 
due requisition by the Consular Officer, or by the captain, take the necessary steps for 
the detention of tae d'»sert^r, and hand hitn over to the C . nsular Officer or to the captain. 

In like manner, if Chinese deserters or criminals take reluge in the houses or on 
board ships b*4onginijf to subjects of the contractinoj German States, the local Chinese 
auth >rit'es shall apply to the German Consular Officer, who will take the necessary 
measu'cs for approiiending the said deserter or criminal, and deliver him up to the 
Chinese authorities. 

Art. XXXIII. — If any vessel belonging to any of the contracting Gkrman States^ 
while with n Chinese waters, be plundere l by pirates, it shall be the duty of the 
Chinese authorities to use every means to capture and punish the >aid pirates, to 
recover th»? stolen prop erty where and in whatever condition it may be, and to hand 
the same over to the Consul for restoration to the owner. If the robbers or pirates 
cai»not be apprehendt*d, or the pioperty taken cannot be entirely recovered, th^ 
Chiuf'se authorities shall then he punished in accordance with the Chinese law, but 
they shall not be held pecuniarily responsible. 

Art. XXXIV. — If subjects of any of the contracting German States have any 
occasion to address a communication to the Chinese authorities, they must submit 
the same to their Consular Officer, determine if the matter be just, and th * Ian- 
gu ige De proper and respectful, in which event he shall transmit the same to the proper 
authorities, or return the same for alterations. If Chinese subjects have occasion to 
address a Consul of one of the contracting German States, they must adopt the same 
course, and submit their communication to the Chinese authorities, who will act in 
like manner. 

Art. XXXV. — Any subjects of any of the C' ntracting German States havingreason 
to complain of a Chinese, must first proceed to the Consular Offic r and state his 
grievance. The Consular Officer, havmg inquired int > the merits of the case, will 
endeavour to arrange it amicably. In like manner, if a Chinese have reason ta 
complain of a subject of any of thi' contracting (German States, the Consular Officer 
shall listen to his complaint and endeavour to bring about a friendly settlement. If 
the dispute, howi ver, is of such a nature that the Consul cannot settle the same^ 
amicably, he shall then request the assistance of the Chinese authorities, that I hey 
may conjointly examine into the merits of the case, and decide it equitably. 

Art. XXXVI. — The Chinese authorities shall at all iimi s afford the fullest 
protection to the subjects of the contracting German States, especially when they are 
exp^^sed to insult or violence. In all cases of incendiarism, robbery, or demolition , 
the local authorities shall at once dispatch an armed force to disperse the mob, t(> 
apprehend the guilty, and to punish them with the rigour of the law. Those robbed 
or whose property has been demolished shall have a claim upon the despoilers of 
their propertv for indemnification, proportioned to the injury sustained. 

Art. XXXVIl. — Whenever a subject of His Majesty the Emperor of China fails 
to discharge the debts due to a subject of one of the contracting German States, or 
fraudulently absconds, the Chinese authorities, upon applicat ion by the creditor, will 
do their utmost to effect his arrest and to enforce payment of the debt. In lik© 
manner the authorities of the contracting German Stat< s shall do their utmost to 
enf rce the payment of debts of their subjects towards Chinese 8ul»jects, and to bring 
to justice any who fraudulently abscond. But in no case shall either the Chinese 
Government or the Government of the contracting German States be held responsible 
for the debts incurred by their respective subjects. 

Art. XXXVIIL — Any subject of His Majesty the Emperor of China having 
committed a crime against a subject of one of the contracting German States, shall be 
apprehended by the Chinese authorities and punished acr'ording to the laws of China. 

In like manner, if a subject of the contract ng (German States is guilty of a 
crime against a subject of His Majesty the Emperor of China, the Consular Officer 
lhall arrest him and punish him according to the laws of the State to which he belongs.

Art. XXXIX, — All questions arising between subjects of the contracting Q-erman 
States in refer»'nce to the rights of property or person shall be submitted to the 
jurijidiction of the authorities of their respective States. In like manner will the 
Chinese authorities abstain from interfering in differences that m ly arise betweea 
subjects of one of the contracting Gerjnan States an<l fureign ^rs. 

Art. XL.— The conti acting parties agree that the German States and their 
subjects shall fully and equally pirticipate in all privileges, immunit es, and ad- 
rautA ,es that have been, or may be he ea t>', grange i by His Majesty the Einperor 
of China to the government or subje< ts of any other nation. All chanires made in 
favour of any nation in the tariff, in the customs duties in tonnage and harbour 
dues, in import, t^xport, or trans t «lutits, shall as soon as they take effect, immei 
dintely and without a new treaty, be equally implied to the contracting Gei man States 
and to their mer»'hants, shipowne s, and nav gators. 

Art. XLL — If in future the c-ontract ng <lern.an States desire a modification of 
any stipulation contained in this treaty, t»»ey sh ill be at liberty, after the lai»se of ten 
years, dated from the d ly of the ratitication of this treaty, to open negotiations to that 
effect. Six months b;-fore th ex iratio i of the ten years it must be officially notified 
to theCiiinese Government that modificiitions of the treaty are desired, and in what 
these consist. If no such notification is made, the treaty remains in force for another 
ten years. 

Art, XLII. — The present treaty shall be ratified and the ratifications be exchanged 
within one year, dated from the day of sigature, the exchange of the ratiacations to 
take place at Shanghai or Tientsin, at the option of the Prussian Government. Im- 
mediat ly after the exchange of ratifications has taken place, the treaty shall be brought 
to the knowledge of the Cninese authorities, and be promulgated m the capital and 
throughout the provinces of the Oi inese Empire, for the guidance of the authorities. 

In faith wher of we, the respective Plenipotentiaries of the high contracting 
powers, hrive signed and sealed the present treaty.

SUPPLEMENTARY CONVENTION BETWEEN GERMANY AND CHINA 



Signed at Peking in the Geeman and Chinese Languages, on the 

31st March, 1880 



Ratified I6th Septemher, 1881 



Translated from the German Text 



His Majesty the German Emperor, King of Prussia, &c., in the name of the 
German Empire, and his Majesty the Emperor of China, wishing to secure the more 
perfect execution of the Treaty of the 2nd Se| tember, 1861, have, in conformity with 
Article XLI. of that Treaty, according to the terms of which the High Contracting 
German States are entitled, idur a period of ten years, to demand a revision of the 
Treaty, decided to conclude a Supplementary Convention. 

With this view they have appointed their Plenipotentiaries — viz., His Majesty 
the German Emperor, King of Fi-ussia, Ac, his Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary, Max August Scipio von Brandt; and His Majesty the Emperor 
of China, the Minister of the Tsung-li Tamen, the Secretary of State, Ac, Shen 
Kue-fen ; and the Secretary of State, &c., Chin Lien ; 

Who, after communicating to each other their full powers, and finding them in 
due form, have agreed upon the following Articles : — 

Art. I. — Chinese concessian. — The harbours of Ichang, in Hupei; Wuhu, in 
Anhui; Wenchow, in Chekiang; and Pakhao, in Kwangtimg, and the lancing-places 
Tat'ung and Anking in Anhui; Huk'ow, in Kiangsi; Wusueh, Luchikow, and Shah- 
fihih, in Hukuang, having already been opened, German ships are in future also to 
be permitted to touch at the harbour of Woosung, in the province of Kiangsu, to take 
in or discharge merchandise. The necessary Regulations are to be drawn up by tho 
Taotai of Shanghai and the competent authoritir s. 

German concession, — In the event of special regulations for the execution of 
eoncessions which the Chinese Government may make to foreign Governments being 
attached to such concessions, Germany, while claiming these concessions for herself 
and for her subjects, will equally assent to the regulations attac hed to them. 

Art. XI. of the Treaty of the 2nd September, 1861, is not affected by thi« 
regulation, and is hereby exi>ressly confirmed. 
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Should (Jennan subjects, on the strength to this article, claim privileges, immu- 
lities, or advantages which the Chmese Government may further concede to another 
Power, or the subject of such Power, they will also submit to the regulations whick 
have been agreed upon in connection with such concession. 

Art. II. — Chinese concession. — Gterraan ships, which have already paid tonnage 
does in China, may visit all other open ports in China, as well as all ports not Chinese, 
without exception, wirhout being again obliged to pay tonnage dues, within the givea 
period ot four months. 

German sailing-vessels which remain in the same Chinese harbour for a longer 
period than fourtpen days shall only pay for timo over and above this period half of 
the tonnage dues stiulapted by Treay. 

Oerman concession. — The Chinese Government shall have the right of appointing 
Consuls to all towns of Germany in which the Consuls of other States are admitted, 
rand they shall enjoy the same rights and privileges as the Consuls of the most 
taT0ui*ed nation. 

Art. m. — Chinese concession. — The Chinese Commissioner of Customs, and the 
other competent authorities, shall, after agreeing upon the necessary regulations, 
themselves take measures for the establishment of bonded warehouses in all the opem 
ports of China in which they are requ'red in the interests of foreign com'nerce, and 
where local circumstances would admit of such an arrangement being made. 

Oerman concession.— GtermsLU ships, visiting the open ports of C hitia, shall 
deliver a manifest containing an exact statement as to the quality and quantity of 
their cargoes. Mistakes which may have occurred in the manifests can be rectified 
in the course of twenty-four hours (Sundays and holidays excepted). False state- 
ments as to the quantity and quality of cargo are punishable by confiscation of the 
jfoods and also by a fine, to be imposed upon the captain, but not to exceed the sum 
of Tls. 500. 

Art. IV.' — Chinese concession. — The exp'irt duty on Chinese coal, exp rted by 
Oerman merchants from the open ports, is ro<luced to 3 mace per ton. In lhos# 
ports in which a lower duty on the export of coal has already being fixed upon, the 
lower duty remains in force. 

German concession, — Any one acting as pilot for any kind of craft whatever, 
without bein^ furnished with the regulation certificate, is liable to a fine not to 
eiceed Tls. 100 for each separate case. 

Regulations with a view to ex-'rcising a proper control over sailors are to be 
introduced with the 1 ast possible delay. 

Art. V. — Chinese concession. — German ships in want of repairs in consequence 
of damages sustained within or without the port are not required to pay tonnap^e 
dues during the period necessary for repairs, which is to be fixed by the Inspectorate 
of Customs. 

German concession. — Shij s belonging? to Chinese may not make use of the 
Grerman flag, nor may German ships make use of the Chinese flag. 

Art. VI. — Chinese concession. — In the event of German ships, no longer fit for 
sea, being broken up in any open port of China, the material may be sold without 
any import duty being levied upon it. But if the m iterials are to be brought ashore 
a *' permit of discharge " must first be obtained for them from the Customs Inspec- 
lr>rate, in the same manner as in tht» case of merchandise. 

German concession. — If German subjects travel into the interior for their own 
pleasure without being in possession of a passport issued by the Consul and stamped 
by the proper Chinese authority, the local authorities concerned are entitled to have 
them taken back to the nearest German Consulate, in order that the requisite 
supervision may be exercised over them. The offender is, in addition to this, liable 
lo a fine up to 300 taels. 

Art. Vn. — Chinese concession. — Materials for German docks are free of duty. 
A list of articles whicli may be imporled free of duty in conformity with this 
iiipulation ia to be drawn up and published by the Inspector-General of Custims. 
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GervMu concession. — Passes issued to German subjects for conveying foreign 
merchandise into the interior, as well as passports for the purpose of travelling 
issued to German subjects, are only to remain in force for a period of thirteen Chinese 
months from the day on which they were issued. 

Art. VIII. — The settlement of the question relating to judicial proceedings in 
mixed cases, the t .xation of foreign merchandise in the interior, the taxation of 
Chinese goods in tbe possession of foreign merchants in the interior, and intercourse 
between foreign and Chinese oflScials are to become the subject of special negotiation, 
which both Governments hereby declare themselves ready to enter upon. 

Art. IX. — All the provisions of tbe former Treaty of the 2nd September, 1861, 
which have not been altered by this agreement, are hereby confirmed anew, as both 
parties now expressly declare. 

In the cases of those articles, on the other hand, which are affected by the 
present treaty, the new interpretation *of them is to be considered as binding. 

Art. X. — The present Supplementary Convention shall be ratified by their 
Majesties, and the ratifications exchanged at Peking, within a year from the date of 
its signature. 

The provisions of the agreement come into force on the day of the exchange of 
the ratifications. 

In witness whereof the plenipotentiaries of both the High Contracting Powers 
have signed and sealed with their seals the above agreement in four copies, in the 
German and Chinese texts, which have been compared and found to correspond.

Special Stipulations to the Supplementary Convention 

For the sake of greater cleariicss and completeness, it has seemed fitting to 
append a number of special stipulations to the Supplementary Convention. 

The following stipulations must be observed bj the subjects of both the 
Contracting Parties, in the same way as the stipulations of the Treaty itself. Iti 
proof whereof the plenipotentiaries of the two States have thereto set their seals and 
signatures : — 

1. — In accordance with the newly granted privileges for the port of Woosung, 
in the province of Kiangsu, Qtjrman ships shall be at liberty to take in and to 
unload there merchandise which is either intended for Shanghai or comes from 
Shanghai; and for this purpose the comietent authorities there shall have the right 
of devising regulations in order to prevent frauds on the taxes and irregularities of 
every kind ; which regulations shall be binding for the merchants of both countries. 
German merchants are net at liberty to construct landing-places for ships, merchants* 
houses, or warehouses at the said place. 

2. — An experiment to ascertain whether bonded warehouses can be established 
in the Chinese open ports shall first be made at Shanghai. For this purpose 
the Customs Director at the said place, with the Customs Inspector-General, shall 
forthwith draw up regulations suitable to the local conditions, and then the said 
Customs Director and his colleagues shall proceed to the establishment of such bonded 
warehouse. 

8. — If any goods found on board a German ship, for the discharge whereof a 
written permit from the Customs Office is required^ and not entered in the manifest, 
this shall be taken as proof of a false manifest, no matter whether a certificate of 
tbe reception of such goods on board, bearing the captain's signature, be produced 
or not. 
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4. -^K a German ship, in consequence of damages received in one of the open 
Chinese ports, or outside thereof, needs repair, the time required for such repair 
shall be reckoned in addition to the term after the lapse of which tonnage-dues are 
to be paid. The Chinese authorities have the right to make the necessary arrange- 
ments for this purpose. But if it appears therefrom that this is only a pretext and 
a design to evade the legal payments to the Customs chest, the ship therein concerned 
shall be fined in double the amouat of the tonnage-dues whereof it has tried to evade 
the payment. 

5. - No ships of any kind which belong to Chinese subjects are allowed to make 
use of the German Rag. If there are definite grounds for suspicion that this has 
nevertheless been done, the Chinese authority concerned is to address an official 
communication thereon to the German Consul, and if it should be shown, in con- 
sequence ^.f the investigation instituted by him', that the ship was really not entitled 
to bear tl e German flag, the SLip as well as the goods found therein, so far as they 
belong to Chinese merchants, shall be immediately delivered over to the Chinese 
authorities for further disposal. If it be ascertained that German subjects were 
aware of the circumstances, and took part in the commission of the irregularity, the 
whole of the gi^ods belonging to them found in the ship are liable to confiscation, 
and the people themselves to punishment according to law. 

In case a German ship carries the Chinese flag without authority to do so, then^ 
if it be ascertained through the investigation made by the Chinese authorities that 
the ship was really not entitled to bear the Chinese flag, the ship, as well as the 
goods found therein, so far as they belong to German merchants, shall be imme« 
diately delivered over to the German Consul for further disposal and the punishment 
of the guilty. If it be shown that German owners of goods were aware of the cir- 
cumstance and took part in the commission of this irregularity, all the goods belong- 
ing to them found in the ship shall incur the penalty of confiscation by the Chinese 
authorities. The goods belonging to Chinese may be immediately seized by the 
Chinese authorities- 

6. — ^If, on the sale of the materialis of a German ship which, from unseaworthi- 
ness, has been broken up in one of the open Chinese ports, an attempt be made to 
mix up with them goods belonging to the cargo, these goods shall be liable to con- 
fiscation, and, moreover, to a fine equal to double the amount of the import duty which 
they would otherwise have had to pay. 

7. — If German subjects go into the interior with foreign goods, or travel there^ 
the passes or certificates issued to them shall only be valid for thirteen Chinese 
months, reckoned from the day of their issue, and after the lapse of that term must no 
longer be used. The expired passes and certificates must be returned to the Customs 
authorities in whose official district they were issued in order to 1 e cancelltd. 

N.B. — If a pleasure excursion be undertaken into regions so distant that the 
term of a year a|)pears insufficient, this must be noted on the pass bjr reason of an 
understanding between the Consul and the Chinese authority at the time it is issued. 

If the return of the passport be omitted, no further pass shall be issued to the 
person concerned until it has taken place. If the pass be lost, no matter whether 
within the term or after its expiration, the person concerned must forthwith make a 
formal declaration of the fact before the nearest Chinese authority. The Chinese 
official applied to will then do what else may be necessary for the invalidation of 
the pass. If the recorded declaration prove to be untrue, in case the transport 
of goods be concerned, they will be confiscated ; if the matter relate to travelling, 
the traveller will be taken to the nearest Consul, and be delivered up to him for 
punishment. 

8. — Materials for German docks only enjoy, in so far as they are actually 
employed for the repair of ships, the favour of duty-free importation, in open ports. 
The Customs authority has the right to send inspectors to the dock to convince 
themselves on the spot as to the manner and way in which the materials are being 
used. If the construction of a new ship be concerned, the materials employed for 
this, in so far as they are specially entered in the import or export tariff, wiU be 
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reckoned at the tariff duty, an«] those not entered in the tariflf at a duty of 5 per 
«ent. dd valorem^ and the meicbant concerned will be bound to pay this duty 
subsequently. 

Any one who wishes to lay out a dock is ti f;et from the Customs Office a gratii 
Concession certificate, and to si<^n a written undertaking, the purport and wording 
whereof is to be settled in due form by the Customs office conoerLed. 

9.— Art. XXIX. of the Treaty of the 2nd September, 1861, shall be applicable 
to the fines est iblished by this present Supplementary Convention.

With regard to the stipulation contained i)i the second Article of the Supple- 
mentary Convention concluded on occasion of t*)e Treaty revision, that German 
sailing-ships which lie for a longer time than fourteen days in Chinese ports shall 
•aly pay for the time beyond that term the moiety of the tonnage dues settled 
by Treaty, the Plenipotentiaries of the two contracting parties have agretd and 
declared that the said stipulation shall first of all be introduced Ly way of trial, 
and that in case on carrying it out practical difficulties should arise, another stipula- 
tion may be put in its pLice on the basis of a renewed joint discussion by both 
parties.

Protocol. 

The undersigned, who have been expressly empowered by their Government to 
make the following arrangements, have agreed that the term settled by the Pleni- 
potentiaries of the German Emi>ire and of China in the Supplementary Convention 
concluded at Peking on ti e 31st March this year, for the exchange of the Raiifica- 
tion of the Convention, shall be prolonged till the Ist December, 1881. 

The other stipulations of the Supplementary Convention of the Slst March, this 
year, are not affected by this alteration. 

In witness whereof the undersigned have subscribed with their own hands and 
affixed their seals to this Agreement, in two copies of each of I he German and 
Chinese texts, which have been compared with each other and found to correspond.

Translated from the French Text 



His Majesty the Emperor and Autocrat of all the Eussias and His Majesty the 
Emperor of China, desiring to regulate some questions of frontier and trade touching 
the interests of the two Empires, in order to cement the relations of friendship 
between the two countriesi have named for their plenipotentiaries, to the effect of 
establishing an agreement on these questions : — 

ffis Majesty the Emperjr of all the Eussias : His Secretary of State Nicholas 
de Giers, senator, aclual privy councillor, directing the Imperial Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, and his envoy extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary to His Majesty 
the Emperor of China, Eugene de Butz >w, actual councillor of state. 

And His Majesty ti e Emperor of China: Tbeng, Marquess of Neyong, vice- 
president of the high court of justice, his envov extraordinary and minister plenipo- 
tentiary to His Majesty the Emperor of all the Eussias, furnished with special powers 
to sign the present Treaty in quality of ambassador extraordinary. 

The above named plenipotentiaries, furnished with full powers, which have beea 
found sufficient, have agreed upon the following stipulations : — 

Art. I. — His Majesty the Emperor of all the Eussias consents to the re- 
establishment of the Chinese Government in the country of Hi, temporarily occupied 
iince 1871 by the Eussian Armies. Eussia remains in possession of this country, 
within the limits indicated by Article VII. of the present Treaty. 

Art. 11. — His Majesty the Emperor of China engages to decree the proper 
measures to shelter the inhabitants of the country of Hi, of whatever race and to 
whatever religion they belong, from all prosecution, in tSeir goods or in their persons, 
for acts committed during or after the troubles that have taken place in that country. 

A proclamation in conformity with this engagement will be addressed by the 
Chinese authorities, in the name of His Majesty the Emperor of China, to the popula- 
tion of the country of Hi, before the restoration of this country to the said authorities. 

Art. in. — The inhabitants of the country of Hi will be fn e to remain iu the 
places of their actual residence as Chinese subjects, or to emigrate to Eussia and 
to adopt Eussian dependence. They will be called to pronounce themselves on this 
•ubject before the re-establishment of Chinese authority in the country of Hi, and a 
delay of one year, fro n the (late of the restoration of the country to the Chinese 
authorities, will be accorded to those who show a desire to emigrate to Eussia. The 
Chinese will oppose no impediment to their emigration or to the transportation of 
then: moveable property. 

Art. IV. — Eussian subjects possessing land in the country of Hi will keep their 
rights of property, even after the re-establishment of the authority of the Chinese 
Government in that country. 

This provision is not applicable to the inhabitants of the country of Hi who 
•hall adopt Eussian nationality upon the re-establishment of Chinese authority in 
this country. 

Eussian subjects whose lands are situated without places appropriated to 
Bossian factories, in virtue of Article XIII. of the Treaty of Kuldja of 1851, ought 
to discharge the same taxes and contributions as Chinese subjects. 

Art. V. — ^The two governments will appoint commissioners of Kuldja, who will 
proceed to the restoration on the one part, to the resumption on the other, of 
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the administration of the proyince of Hi, and who will be charged, in general, with 
the execution of the stipulation^ of the present Treaty relating to tbe re-establish- 
ment, in this country, of the Chinese Government. 

The said commissioners will fulfil their commission, in conforming to the 
understanding which will he established as to the mode of restoration on tbe one 
part and of resumption on the other, cf the administration of the country of Ili^ 
between the GoTemor-Gkneral of Turkestan and i he Gt)vernor-General ol Shansi and 
Kansuh, charged by the two governments with th** high direction of the affair. 

The resuu.ption of the country of Hi should be finished within a delay of three 
months or sooner^ if it can he done, duting from ihe day o: the arrival at Tashkend 
of the functionary who \^ill be delegated by the Governor-General of Shansi and 
Kansuh to the Governor-General •^tf Turkestan to notify to him the ratification and 
the promulgation of the pr^ sent Treaty bv His Majesty the Emperor of China. 

Art. VI. — The Government ot His Majesty the Emperor cf Cliina will pay to 
the Russian Governmeiit ihe sum of nine millions of metallc rovhles, designed to cover 
the expenKes occasioned ly the occupation of the country of Hi by the Russian troops 
since 1871, to satisfy all tiie pecuniary claims arising from, up to the present day, the 
losses which Russian subjects have suffered in their goods pillaged on Chinese 
territories, and to furnish relief to the families of Russian subjects killed in armed 
attacks of which tl ey have been victims on Chinese territory. 

The above mentione 1 sum of nine millions of m* tallic roubles will be paid within 
the teim of two years from the date of the exi hai ge of the ratifications <;f the present 
Treaty, accordini? to the order and the conditions agreed upon between the two 
governments in ithe special Protocol annexed to the pr sent Treaty. 

Art. VII. — The western portion of the country of Hi is incorporated with 
Russia, in order to serve as a place of establishment for the inhabitants of this country 
who shall adopt tbe Russian dependence and who, by this action, will have had to 
abandon the lands which they possessed there. 

The Irontier iHjtwe^ n the possessions of Russia and the Chinese province of Hi 
will follow, starting from the mountains Bedjin-taou, tlie course of the nver Ehorgos, 
AS far as the place where this river falls into the river lU, and, ci ossing the latter, 
will take a direction to the south, towards the mountains Ouzoun-taou, leaving to 
the west the villnge of Koldjat. Proceeding from this point it will follow, whilst 
being directed to the south, the delineation fixed by the protocol signed at Tchugut- 
chack in 1864. 

Art. VIII. — A part of the frontier line, fixrd by the protocol signe 1 at Tchugut- 
chack in 1864, at the east of the Lake Zais »n, having been found defective, the two 
governments will name commissioners who will modify, by a common agreement, 
the ancient delineation in such a manner as to remove the defects pointed out and 
to establish an effective separation between the Kirghiz tribes submitted to tje two 
Empires. 

To the new delineation will be given, as much as possible, an inte rmediate direc- 
tion between the old frontier and a straight line leading from the Kouitoun hill 
towards the Saour hills, crossing the Tchemy-Irtysh. 

Art. IX.— The commissioners to be named by the two contracting parties will 
proce d to place posts of demarcation, as well on the delineation fixed by the 
preceding Articles VII. and VIIL, as on the parts of the frontier where posts have 
not yet b< en placed. The time and the place ot meeting of these commissioners 
shall be fixed by an un-ierstandiug between the two governments. 

The two governments will also name commissioners to examine the frontier 
and to place prsts of demarcation between the Russian province of Ferganah and 
the western part of the Chinese provinct' o: Kashgar. The commissioners will take 
for thf base of their work the existing frontier. 

Art. X. — The right recognised by the treaties of the Riissian Government to 
nominate Consuls to Jli, to Tarbagatai, to Kashgar, and to Ourpa is extended, from 
the proseni time, tc» the towns of Soutcheou (Tsia-yu-kwan) and of Turfan. In the 
following towns : Kobdo, Uliassoutai, Ehami, Urumtsi, and Qoutchen, tbe Russian 
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<k>TerDm6nt estabish consulate^ in proportion to the development of commerce, 
after an undt-rstanding with the Chinese Government. 

The Consul ot Scutcheon (Tsia-yu-kwan) and of Turfan will exercise consuhu- 
fbnctions in the n* ighbonring districts, where the ioterests of Bussian subjects 
demand the presence. 

The dispositions contained in Articles V. and VI. of the Treaty conclii<1ed at 
Peking in I860, and relative to the concession of land for the houses for the con» 
^Utes, for Cemeteries, and for pasturage, will apply equally to the towns of Sout- 
cbeou (Tsia-yu-kwan) and of Turfan. The l^cal authorities will aid the Consul to 
find provisional habi aiions until the time when the houses of the consulates shall be 
built. 

The Bussian Consuls in Mongolia and in the districts situated on the two slopes 
of the Tien-shan will make use of, lor their journeys and for their corre spondence, 
the postal insti utions of the government, conformably to the stipula'ions of Ariicle 
XL of the Treaty of Tientsin and of Article XII. of the Treaty of Peking. The 
Chinese authorities, to whom they will address themselves for this purpose, Will lend 
them aid and as^sistonce. 

The town of Turfan not being a locality open to foreign trade, the right of 
establishing a consulate will not be invoked as a precedent to obtain a ris^ht analogous 
to tbe ports of China tor the provinces of the interior and for Manchuria. 

Art. XI. — Eu^sian Consuls will communicate, for affairs of service, either with 
the Iccal authorities of the town of their residence^ or with the superior authorities 
-of the circuit or of the province, according as the interests which aio respectively 
confided to them, the importance of the affairs to be treated of, and their prompt 
expedition shall require. As to the rules of etiquette to be observed at the time 
of their interviews and, in general, in their relations, they will be based upon the 
respect which ^he functionaries of two friendly powers reciprocally owe each other. 

All the affairs which may arise on Chinese territory, on the subject of commer- 
cial or other transactions, between those imder the jurisdiction of the two states, 
will be examined and regulated, by a common agreement, by the consuls and the 
Chinese authorities. 

In lawsuits on commercial matters, the two parties will terminate their difference 
amicably by means of arbitrators chosen by one side and the other. If agreement 
is not established in this way, the affair will be examined and regulated by the 
authorities of the two states. 

Engagements contracted in writing, between Russian and Chinese subjects, 
relative to orders for merchandise, to the transport of it, to the location of shops, 
of houses, and of other places, or relating to other transactions of iChe same kind, 
may be presented for legalisation by the consulates and by the superior local 
administrations, who are bound to legalize the documents wl-ich are presented to 
them. In case of non-execution of the engagements contracted, the consul and the 
Chinese authorities will consult as to the measures necessary to secure the execution 
of these obligations. 

Art. XU. — Bussian subjects are authorized to carry on, as in the past, trad^ 
free of dutirs in Mongolia subject to Ciina, as well in places and aimaks where thcr^ 
is a Chinese administration as in those where there is none. 

Bussian subjects will equally enjoy the right of carrying on trade free of duties 
in th- towns and other localities of the provinces of Ili, of Tarbagatai, of Ka hgar, 
of Ururotsi, and others situat d on the slopes north and south of the chain cf the 
T en-shan as far as the Great Wall. This immunity will be abrogated when the 
de velopment of the trade necessitates the establishment of a customs tariff, conform- 
able to an understanding to be come to by the two Governments. 

Bussian subjects can import into the abovc-nanied provinces of China and 
export from them every description of produce, of whatever origin they nay be. 
They may make purchases and sales, whether in cash, or by way of exchange ; thoy 
mill have the right to make their payments in merchandise of every description. 
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Art. Xin. — In the places where the Eassian Q-ovemment will have the right 
to establish consulates, as well as in the town of Kalgan, Bussian subjects may 
construct houses, shops, warehouses, and other buildings, on the lands which thej 
will acquire bj means of purchase, or which may be conceded to thetn by the local 
authorities, conformably to that which has been established for Hi and Tarbagatai^ 
by Article XIU. of the Treaty of Kuldja of 1851. 

The privileges granted to Eussian subjects, in the town of Kalgan, where there 
will not be a consulate, constitute an exception which cannot be extended to any 
other locality of the interior provinces. 

Art. XIV. — Eussian merchants who may wish to dispatch merchandise from 
Bussia, by land, into the interior provinces of China, c:in, as formerly, direct it 
by the towns of Kalgan and Tungchow, to the port of Tientsin, and from there, to 
the other ports and interior markets, and sell it in those different places. 

Merchants will use this same route to export to Russia the merchandise 
purchased, as well in the towns and ports above name 1 as in the interior markets. 

They will equally have the right to repair, for matters of trade, to Soutcheou 
(Tsia-yu-kwan), the terminal point of the Eussian caravans, and they will enjoy 
there all the rights grantel to Eussian t ade at Tientsin. 

Art. XV. — Trade by land, exercised by Eussian subjects in the interior and 
exterior provinces of China, will be gv>verned by the Eegulations annexed to the 
present Treaty. 

The coumiercial stipulations of the present Treaty, as well as the Eegulations 
which serve as a supplement to it, can be revised after an interval of ten years has 
elapsed from the date of the exchange of ratifications of the Treaty ; but if, in the 
course of six m mths before the expiration of this term, neither of the contracting 
parties manifest a de^iire to proceed to the revision, the trade stipulations as well as 
the Eegulations will remi-n in force for a new term of ten years. 

Trade by sea route of Ra^siau subjects in China will be subject to the general 
regulations establisl ed for foreign maritime commerce in China. If it becomes 
necessary to make modificaticns in these regulations, the two Q-overnments will 
•3tablish an understanding on this subject. 

Art. XVI. — If the de /elopment of Eussian overland trade provokes the necessity 
of the establishment, for goods of export and import in China, of a Customs tariff, 
more in relation than the tariffs actually in force, to the necessities of that trade, 
the Eussian and Chines; Q-ovornments will proceed to an understanding on this 
subject, by adopting as a base for settling the duties of entry and exit the rate of 
five per cent, of the value of the goods. 

Until the establishm mt of this tariff, the export duties on Home kinds of teas of 
inferior quality, actually imposed at the rates established for the tea of superior 

3uali»y, will be diminishel proportionately to their value. The settling of these 
uties will be proceeded with, for each kind of tea, by an understanding between the 
Chinese Government and the envoy of Eussia to Peking, within the term of one year, 
at the latest, from the date of the exchange of the ratifications of tlie present Treaty. 

Art. XVII. — Some divergencies of opinion having arisen hitherto as to the 
application of Article X. of the treaty concluded at Pekmg, in 1860, it is 
established by these presents, that the stipulations of the above-named article, 
relative to the recoveries to ba effected, in case of theft and the harbouring of 
cattle beyon^l the frontier, will be for the future interpreted in this sense, that at 
the time of tho discovery of the individuals guilty of theft or the harbouring of 
cattle, they will be condemned to pay the real value of the cattle which they 
have not restored. It is underst od that in case of the insolvency of the individuals 
guilty of theft of cattle, the indemnity to be paid cannot be placed to the charge of 
the local authorities. 

The frontier authorities of the two States will prosecute, with all the rigour of the 
laws of their country, the individuals guilty of the harbouring of or theft of cattle, 
and should take the measures in their power for the restitution to whom they 
belong of cattle diverted, or which may have passed the frontier. 
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The traces of cattle turned aside or which may have passed the frontier may be 
indicated, not only to the guards of the frontier posts, but also to the elders of the 
nearest villages. 

Art, XVm. — The stipulations of the treaty concluded at Aigoun the 16 h May, 
1858, concerning the rights of the subjects of the two empires to navigate the Amoor, 
the Sungari, and the Oussouri, and to carry on trade with the populations of the 
riTerine localities, are and remain confirmed. 

The two Governments will proceed to the es^ablishrcent of an understanding 
•onceming the mode of application of the said stipulations. 

Art. XIX. — The stipulations of the old tr» aties between Kussia and China, not 
modified by the present Treaty, remain in full vigour. 

Art. XX. — The present Treaty, after having been ratified by the two Emperors, 
will be promulgated in each empire, for the knowledge and governance of each one. 
The exchange of ratifications will take place at St. Pttersburg, within a period of 
sii months counting from the day of the signature of the Treaty. 

Having concluded the above Article, plenipotentiaries of the two contract- 
ing parties have signed and sealed two copies of the present Treaty, in the Russian, 
Chinese, and French languages. Of the three texts, duly compared and found in 
agreement, the French text will be evidence for the interpretation of the present 
Treaty.

Protocol 

In virtue of Article VI. of the Treaty signed to-day by the plenipotentiaries of 
the Russian and Chinese governments, the Chinese Government will pay to the 
Eussian Government the sum of nine millions of metallic roubles, designed to cover 
the expenses of the occupation of the country of Hi by the Rus-ian troops and 
to satisfy divers pecuniary claims of Russian subjects. This sum shall be paid 
within a period of two years counting from the day of the exchange of the ratifica- 
tions of the Treaty. 

Desiring to fix the mode of payment of the aforementioned sura the undersigned 
have agreed as follows : — 

The Chinese Government will pay the equivalent of the sum of nine millions of 
metallic roubles in pounds sterling, say one million four hundred and thirty-one 
thousand six hundred and sixty-lour pounds sterling two shillings to Messrs. 
Baring Brothers & Co. in London, in six equal parts, of two hundred and thirty- 
eight thousand six hundred and ten pounds sterling thirteen shillings and eight pence 
each, less the customary bank charges which may be occasioned by the transfer of 
these payments to London. 

Tho payments shall be scheduled at four months* distance the one from the 
other ; the first shaU be made four months after the exchange of the ratifications of 
the Treaty signed to-day, and the last two years after that exchange. 

The present protocol will have the same force and value as if it bad been 
inserted word for word in the Treaty signed to-day. 

In faith of which the plenipotentiaries of the two Governments have signed the 
present protocol and have placed their seals to it.

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RBGIJLATIONS FOR THE LAND TRADE 



Art. 1. — A trade by fre3 exchange and free of duty (free Irade) between Russiait 
and Chinese subjects is auih >ri3ed wif hin a zone extending for fifty versts (100 li) on 
either side the frontier. The super vision of this trade will rest with the two 
Governments, in accordance with their respective frontier regula ions. 

Art. 11. — Russian subjects proceeding on business to M >ngolia and to the 
districts situated on the northern and southern slopes of the Tian-shan raountaina 
may only cross the frontier at certain points specified in the list annexed to those 
regulations. Tliey must procure from the Russian authorities permits in the Russian 
and Cbinese languages, with Mongolian and Tartar translation. The name of the 
owner of the goods, or that of the leader of the caravan, a specification of the j^oods, 
the number of packages, and the number of heads of cattle mav be indicated in the 
Monorolian or Tartar languages, in the Chinese text of these permits. Merchants, 
on entering Chinese territory, are bound to produce their permits at the Chinese 
post nearest to the frontier, where, after examination, the permit is to be counter- 
signed by the chief of th3 post. The Chinese authorities are entitled to arrest 
merchants who have crossed the frontier without permit, and to deliver them over to 
the Russian authorities nearest to the frontier, or to the competent Russian Consul^, 
for the infliction of a severe penalty. In case of the permit being lost, the owner ia 
bound to give notice to the Russian Consul, in order that a fresh one may be^ 
issued to him, and inform the local authorities, in order to obtain a temporary 
oertifit^ate which will enable him to pursue his journey. Merchandise introduced 
into Mongolia and the districts situated on the slopes of the Tian-shan, but which 
have founJ no sale there, may be forwarded to the towns of Tientsin and Sou - 
tcheou (Tsia-yu-kwan), to be sold or to be sent farther into China. With regard 
to the duties on such merchtudise, to the issue of permits for its carriage, and to 
other Customs formalities, proceedings shall be taken in accordance with the following 
provisions. 

Art. III. — Russian merchants forwarding goods from Kiachta and the Nertchinsk 
country to Tientsin must send them by way of Kalgan, Dounba, and Toun-tcheou. 
Merchandise forwarded to Tientsin from the Russian frontier by Kobdo and 
Kouihoua-tchen is to follow the same route. Merchants must be provided with 
transport permits issued by the Russian authorities, and duly visi by the competent 
Chinese authorities, which mus; give, in the Chinese and Russian languages, the 
name of the owner of the goods, the number of packages, and a description of the 
goods tht*y contain. The ofiicials of the Chinese Custom houses situated on the road 
by which merchandise is forwarded will proceed, vi ithout delay, to verily the number 
of the packages, and to examine the goods, which they will allow to pass onwards, 
after fixing a visa to the p^^rmit. Packages opened in the course of the Customs 
examinations will be closed again at the Cusiom-house, the number of packages 
opened being noted on the permit. The Customs examination is not to last more 
than two hours. The permits are ta be preseuted within a term ot six montha 
at the Tientsin Custom-house to be cancelled. If the owner of the goods finds 
this term insufficient, he must at the proper time and place give notice to the Chinese 
authorities. In case of the permit being lost the merchant must give notice to the 
authorities who delivered it to him to obtain a duplicate and must for that purpose 
make known the number and date of the missing permit. The nearest Custom- 
house on his road, after having ascertained the accuracy of the merchant's declara- 
tions, will give him a provisional certificate, accompanied by which his goods may 
pioceed on their journey. An inaccurate declaration of the quantity of the goods, 
if it be proved that it was int^*nded to conceal sales effected on the road, or to escape 
payment of duty, will render the merchant liable to the infliction of the penalties laid 
down by Art. VIII. of the present regulations. 

Art. IV. — Russian merchants who may wish to sell at Kalgan any portion of 
the goods brought from Russia must make a declaration to that effect to the local 
authorities within the space of five days. Those authorities^ after the merchant has 
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paid the whole of the entrance duties, will furnish him with a permit for the sale of 
the goods. 

Art. V. — Goods brought by Russian merchants by land from Russian to Tientsin 
wiU pay an entrance duty equivalent to two-thirds of the rate established by the 
tariff. Goods brought from Russia to Sou-tcheou (Tsia-yu-kwan) will pay in that 
town the same duties and be suljcct to the same regulations as at Tientsin. 

Art. VI. — If the goods left at Kalgan, having paid the entrance duties, are not 
gold there, their owner may send them on to Toun-tcheou, or to Tientsin, and the 
Customs authorities, without levying fresh duties, will repay to the merchant one- third 
of the entrance duty paid at Kalgan, a note to that effect being made on the permit 
issued by the Kalgan Custom-house. Russian merchants, after paying transit dues, 
t.e., ono-balf of the duty specified in the tariff, may forward to the internal markets 
goods left at Kalgan which have paid the entrance dues, subject only to the general 
regulations established for foreign trade in China. A transport permit, which is to 
be produced at all the Custom-houses and barriers on the road, will be delivered for 
these goods. Goods not accompanied by such permit will have to pay duty at the 
Custom-houses they pass, and lekin at the barriers. 

Art. VII.— Goods brought from Rus ia to Sou-tcheou (Tsia-yu-kwan) may be 
fi rwardfd to the internal markets un«?er the conditions stipulated by Art. IX. of 
these Regulations for goods forwarded from Tientsin destined for the internal 
market 

Art Yili. — If it be ascertained, when the Customs examination of goods brought 
from Russia to Tientsin takes place, that the goods specified in the permit have been 
withdrawn from the packages and replaced by other-^, or that their quantity (after 
deducting what has been left at Kalgan) is smaller than that indicated in the permit^ 
the whole of the goods included in the examination will be confiscated by the Customs 
authorities. It is understood tbat packages damaged on the road, and which, con- 
Bequently, have been repacked, shall not be liable to confiscation, provided always 
that such damage has been duly declared at the nearest Custom-house, and that a 
note to such effect has been made by the office after it has ascertained the untouched 
condition of the goods as at first sent off. Qoods concerning which it is ascertained 
that a portion has been sold on the road will be liable to confiscation. If goods 
have been taken by by-ways in order to evade their examination at the Custom- 
houses established on the routes indicated in Art. III., the owner will be liable to a 
fine equal in amount to the whole entrance duty. If a breach of the aforesaid 
regulations has been committed by the carriers, |! without the knowledge or connivance 
of the owner of the goods, the Customs authorities will take this circumstance 
into consideration in determining the amount of the fine. This provision only appUes 
to localities through which the Russian land trade passes, and is not applicable to 
similar cases arising at the ports and in the interior of the provinces. When goods 
are confiscated the merchant is entitled to release them by paying the equivalent of 
their value, duly arrived at by an understanding ^ith the Chinese authorities. 

Art. IX. — On the exportation by sea from Tientsin to some other Chinese port 
opened to foreign trade by treaty of goods brou^iht from Russia by land, the 
Tientsin Customs w»ll levy on such goods one-third of the tariff duty, in addition to. 
the two-thirds already paid. No duty shall be levied on these goods in other ports. 
Ooods sent from Tientsin or the other ports to the internal markets are subject to 
transit dues (i,e., half of the tariff duty) according to the general provisions laid 
down for foreign trade. 

Art. X. — Chinese goods sent from Tientsin to Russia by Russian merchants 
must be forwarded to Kalgan by the route indicated under Art. III. The entire 
export duty will be levied on th'^se goods when they leave the country. Nevertheless, 
reimported goods bought at Tientsin, as well as those bought in another port and 
forwarded in transitu to Tientsin to be exported to Russia, if accompanied by a 
Customs receipt for the export duty, shall not pay a second time, and the half 
reimportation duty (coasting duty) paid at Tientsin will be repaid to the merchant 
if the goods upon which it has been paid are exported to Russia a year from 
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the time of such payment. For the transport of goods in Russia the Russian ConsulT^ 
will issue a permit indicating in the Russian and Chinese languages the name of the 
owner of the goods, the number of packages, and the nature of the goods thej 
contain. These permits will be vise by the port Custom authorities, and mugt 
accompany the goods for production when they are examined at the Custom-houset 
on the road. The rules given in detail in Article III. will be observed as to the term 
within which the permit is to be presented to the Custom-house to be cancelled, and 
as to the proceed lings in case of the permit being lost. Goods wiU follow the route 
indicated by Article III., and are not to be sold on the road ; a breach of this rule will 
render the merchant liable to the penalties provided for under Article VIII. Goods 
will be eiamined at the Custom-houses on the road in accordance with the rules laid 
down under Article IIL Chinese goods bought by Russian merchants at Sou-tcheou 
(Tsia-yu-kwan), or brought by them from the internal markets to be forwarded to 
Russia, on leaving Sou-tcheou for Russia will have to pay the duty leviable upon 
goods exported from Tientsin, and will be subject to the regulations established for 
that port. 

Art. XI. — Goods bought at Toun-tcheou, on leaving that place for Russia by 
land, will have to pay the lull export duty laid down by the tariff. Goods bought at 
Kalgan will pay in that town, on leaving for Russia, a duty equivalent to half the 
tariff rate. Goods bought by Russian merchants in the internal markets, and brought 
to Toun-tcheou and Kalgan to be forwarded to Russia, will moreover be flubject 
to transit dues, according to the general rules established for foreign trade 
in the internal markets. The local Custom-houses of the aforesaid towns after 
levying the duties will give the merchant a transport permit for the goods. For 
goods leavmg Toun-tcheou this permit v^ill be issued by the Dounba Customs 
authorities, to whom application is to be made for it, accompanied by payment of 
the duties to which the goods are liable. The permit will mention the prohibition 
to sell goods on the road. The rules given in detail in Article III. relative to permits, 
the examination of goods, &c., will apply in Uke manner to goods exported from the 
places mentioned in this Article. 

Art. XII. — Goods of foreign origin sent to Russia by land from Tientsin, Toun- 
tcheou, Kalgan, and Sou-tcheou (Tsia-yu-kwan) will pay no duty if the merchant 
produces a Customs receipt acknovvled*»ing payment of the import and transit duties 
on those goods. If they have only paid entrance duties the competent Custom-house 
will call upon the merchant for the payment of the transit dues fixed by the tariff. 

Art. XIII. — Goods imported into China by Russian merchants, or exported by 
them, will pay Custom duties according to the general tariff for foreign trade with 
China, and according to the additional tariff drawn up for Russian trade in 1862. 

Goods not enumerated in either of those tariffs will be subject to a 5 per cent 
ad valorem duty. 

Art. XIV. — The following articles will be admitted free of export and import 
duty: — Gold and silver ingots, foreign coins, flour of all kinds, sago, biscuits, 
preserved meats and vegetables, cheese, butter, confectionery, foreign clothes, 
jewellery and silver plate, perfumery and soaps of all kinds, charcoal, firewood, 
candles of foreign manufacture, foreign tobacco and c'gars, wine, beer, spirits, 
household stores and utensils to be used in houses and on board ship, travellers* 
luggage, official stationery, tapestries, cutlery, foreign medicines, glass ware, and 
ornaments. The above-mentioned aticles will pass free of duty on entering and on 
leaving by land; but if they are sent from the towns and pons mentioned in these 
regulations to the internal markets they will pay a transit duty of 2| per cent, ad 
valorem. Travellers' luggage, gold and silver ingots, and foreign coins will, however, 
not pay this duty. 

Art. XV. — The exportation and importation of the following articles is prohibited, 
under penalty of confiscation in case of smuggling: — Gunpowder, artillery ammuni- 
tion, cannon, muskets, rifles, pistols, and aD firearms, engines, and ammunition of 
war, salt, and opium. Russian subjects going to China may, for their personal 
^def^nce, have one musket or one pistol each, of which mention will be made in tHe 
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permit they are provided with. The importation by Eussian subjects of saltpetre, 
sulphur, and lead is allowed only under special licence from the Chinese authorities, 
and those articles may only be sold to Chinese subjects who hold a special purchase- 
permit. The exportation of rice and of Chinese copper coin is forbidden. On the 
other hand, the importation of rice and of all cereals may take place duty free. 

Art. XVI. — The transport of goods belonging to Chinese merchants is forbiddem 
to Bu^^sian merchants attempting to pass them off as their own property. 

Art. XVII. — The Chinese autharities are entitled to take the necessary measures. 
agaiDBt smuggling.

*t St. Petersburg, the 12/24 February, 1881. 

After perusal of the respet^tive instruments, which have been acknowledged tex- 
taally conformable to the original act, the exchange of the act ratified by His Majesty 
the Emperor of Russia the 4/16 August, 1881, against the act ratified by His Majesty 
the Emperor of China the 3/15 May, 1881, nas taken place according to custom. 

In faith of which the undersigned have drawn up the present proems- verbal, and 
We affixed to it tbe seal of their arms.

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TEEATT BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES OP AMERICA AND CHINA 



SlOHBD^ IN THB EnQLISH AND CHINESE LANGUAGES, AT TlENTSHT, 

18th June, 1858 



The United States of America and the Ta-Tsing Empire desiritig to maintain 
firm, lasting, and sincere friend?hi|>, have resolved to renew, in a manner clear and 
positive, by means of a Treaty or general co»:vi'ntion of peace, amity, and commorce, 
the rules which shall in future be mutually observed in the interc^^urs** of their 
resf^ective countries ; for which most desirable object the President of the United 
States and the August Sovereign of the Ta-Ts ng Empire have named for their 
Plenipotentiaries, to wit: the President of the Unit d Stites of America, William B. 
Eeed, Envoy Extra »rdinary and Minis wt Plenipotei.tiarp to China; and His 
Majesty the Emperor of China, Kweiliang, a member "f ihe Privy Council and 
Superinten<lent ol the Board of Punishments, and H wa-^hana, President of the Board 
of Civil Office and Major-Oeneral o: the Border»'d Blue Bann* r Division of the 
Chinese Bannermen, both of them beinj; Imperial Com i issioners and Plenipot ntia- 
ries: And the paid Ministers, in virtue of the respective full powers they have received 
from their govemmt nts, have agrt^ed upon th • followii)g articles : — 

Art. I. — There shall be, as there has always been, peace and friendship between 
the United States of America a!id the Ta- lsing Empire, and betiveen their people 
respectively. They shall not insult or 0| pr* ss each other for any trifling cause, so as 
to produce an estrangement between them; and if any oth r nation should act 
unjustly or oppressively, the United States will exert their good offices, on being 
informed of the case, to brin^j: about an amicable arrangement of the question, thus 
showing their friendly feelings. 

Art. II. — In order to perpetuate friendship, on th » exchange of ratifications by 
the President, with the advice and co: sent of the Senate of the United States, and 
by His Majesty the Emperor of China, this Trt^aty shall b<- kept and sacredly guarded 
in this way, viz.: The original Treaty, as ratified by the President of the United 
States, shall be deposited at Pekint?, the capital of His Majesty t ie Emperor of China, 
in charge of the Privy Council; and, as ratified by His Majesty \he Emperor of China, 
shall be deposited at Washington, tho capital of the United States, in charge of the 
Secretary of State. 

Art. III. — In order that the people of the two countries may know and obey the 
provisions of this Treat v, the United States of Ameri*^ agree, immediate- ly on the 
exchange of ratifications, to proclaim the same and publish it bv pn^clamation in the 
Gazi*ttes where the laws of the United States of America are pubii he I by authority; 
and His Majesty the Emperor of China, on the exchange of ratifications, agrees 
immediately to direct the publication of the same at the capital and by the Grovernors 
of all the provinces. 

Art. IV. — In order further to perpetuate friendship, the Minister or Commts- 
sioner, or the highest diplomatic representative of the United Slates of America ns 
China, shall at all times have ihi right to correspond on terms of p -rfect equality anid 
confitlence with the officers of the Privy Council at the c apital, or with the Governor- 
General of the Two Kwang, of Fohkien and Chekiang, or of t e Two Kiang; and 
whenever he desires to have such corresp ndcnce with the Privy Council at the capital 
he shall have li e right to send it through eithei of the said Gover ors-G^neral, or by 

feneral post ; and all such communicatio <s thall be most carefully respected. The 
Vivy Council and Governors-General, as the case may be, shall in all cases consider 
and acknowledge such communications promptly and re pectfuUy. 

Art. V. — The Minister of the United States of America in China, wh^^never he has 
business^ shall have the right to visit and sojourn at the capital of His Majesty the 
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Emperor of China and there confer with a member of the Priyy Council or any other 
bigh oflScer of equal rank deputed for that purpose, on matters of common interest 
and advantage. His visits shall not exce<*d one in each year, and he shall complete 
bis business without unnecessary delay. He shall be allowed to go by land or come 
to the mouth of the Pti-bo, in which he shall not bring sbips-of-war, and he shall 
ijiform the authorities of th it place in order that boats may be provided for him to go 
on his journey. He is not to take advantage of this stipulation to request visits to 
the capital on trivial occasions. Whenever he means to procecni to the capital he 
shall ct^minunicate in writing his intention to the Board of Bites at the capital, and 
thereopon the said Board shuU give the necessary direction to facilitate his journey, 
and give him necessary protection and respect on his way. On liis arrival at the 
capital he shall be furnished with a suitable residence prepared for him, and he shall 
drfmy his own expenses; and his entire suite sh.ill not exceed twenty persons 
eiclus ve of his Chinese attendants, none of whom shall be engaged in trade. 

Art. VI. — If at any time His Majesty the Emperor of China shall, by treaty 
Toluntarily mado, or for anv other reason, permit the representative of any frien lly 
nation to reside at his eapiiil fnr a long or short time, ti)en, without any further 
eoDsultition or express permission, the representative ol the United States in China 
shall have the same privilege. 

Art. VII. — The superior authorities of the United States and of China im 
corresponding together shall do so on t^^rms of equality and m form of mutual 
communication (chiu-htimi). The Consuls aod the local oflBcers, civil and military, 
in ctrrespondiui: together shall likewise employ the style and f<»rm of mutual 
eommunicatiOD (chau-hwut), Wlien interior officers of the one government address 
the superior oflBcers of the other they shall do so in the style and form of memorial 
(skin ehin). Private individuals, in addressing superior offii;ers, shall employ the 
stvle of f-etition (pin-ching). In no case shall any terms or style be used or suffered 
▼hich shEill be offensive or disrespectful to either party. And it is agreed that no 
present, under any pretext .>r form whatever, shall ever be demanded of the United 
States by China, or of China by the Un ted Sta es. 

Art. VIII. — In all future i)ersonal interc »urse between the representative of 
the United States of America and the Governors- Qe r eral or Governors the interviews 
ihall be had at the official residence of the said officers, or at their temporary resi- 
dence, or at the residence of the representative of the United States of Amc^rica,^ 
whii'hever may be agreed upon between them ; nor shall they make any pretext for 
declining tbes^* ii»t*?rvit^ws. Current matters shall be discussed by correspondence, 
«o as not to give the trouble of a personal meeting. 

Art. IX. — ^Whenever national vessels of the United States of America, in cruising 
along the coast and among the ports opened tor trade for the protection of the com- 
merce of their country, or the advancement of science, si. all arrive at or near any 
of the ports of China, the commanders of said ships and the superior local authorities 
of government shall, if it be necessary, hold intercourse on terms of equality and 
conrtesy, in tok n of the friendly relations of their respective nations ; and the said 
Tessek shall enjoy all suitable facilities on the part of the Chinese Government in 
procuring provisions or other suppli»^3, and making necessary repairs. And the 
Uni ed States of Ameri' a agree that in case of the shipwreck of any American vessel 
and its being pillaged ly pirates, or in qsise any American vessel shall be pillaged or 
captured by pirates on the seas adjacent to the coast, without being shipwrecked, th© 
national v^ ssels of the United Siites .•^hall pursue the said pirates, and if captured 
deliver them over for tiial and punis mint. 

Art. X.— The United Stages uf America shall have the right to appoint Consuls 
and o'her commercial agents for the protection of tra e, to reside at such places in the 
domii.ions of China as shall be aj^re. d to be opened, who shall bold official intercourse 
and correspondence with the lo( al officers of the Chinese Government (a Consul or a 
Tice Consul in charge taking rank with an intendant of circuit or a prt'fect), either 
personally or in writing, as occasion may require, on terms of equality and reciprocal 
f^pect. And the Consuls and local officers shall employ the style of mutual 
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eommunicatioD. If the officers of either nation are disrespectfully treated^ or aggrieved 
in any way by the other authorities, they have the right to make representation of 
the same to the 8U|»erior officers of the respective Governors, who shall see that full 
inquiry and strict justice shall be had in the premises. And the said Consuls and 
agents shall carefully avoid all acts of offence to the officers and people of China. 
On the arrival of a Cousul duly accredited at any port in China, it shall be the duty 
of the Minister of the United States to notify the same to the Govemor-Gfeneral of 
the province where such port is, who shall forthwith recognize the said Consul and 
grant him authority to act. 

Art. XI. — All citizens of the United States of America in China, peaceably 
attending to their affairs, being placed on a common footing of amity and good 
will with subjects of China, shall receive and enjoy for themselves and everything 
appertaining to them the protection of the local authorities of Government, who shall 
defend them from all insult or injury of any sort. If their dwellings or property be 
threatened or attacked by mobs, incnndiaries, or other violent or lawless persons, the 
loeal officers, on requisition of the Consul, shall immediately despatch a military force 
to disperse the rioters, apprehend the guilly individuals, and punish them with the 
utmost rigour of the law. Subjects of China guilty of any criminal act towards citizens 
of the United States shall be punished by ihe Chinese authorities according to the laws 
of China, and citizens o\ the United States, either on shore or in any merchant vessel, 
who may insult, trouble, or wound the })eraons or injure the property of Chinese, or 
commit any other improper act in China, shall be punished only by the Consul or other 
public functionary thereto authorized, according to t lie laws of the United States. Ar- 
rests in order t ) trial may be made by either the Chinese or United States authorities. 

Art. XII. — Citizens of the United States, residing or sojourning at any of the 
ports open to foreign commerce, shall be permitted to rent houses and places of 
bu^^iness or hire sites on which they can themselves build houses or hospitals, 
churches, and cemeteries. The parties intereste i can fix the rents by mutual and 
equitable agreement ; the proprietors shall not demand an exorbitant price, nor shall 
the local authorities interfere, unless there be some objections offered on the part of 
the inhabitants respecting the place. The legal fees to th»^ officers for applying their 
seal shall be pai l. The citizens of the United Spates shall not unreasonably insist 
on particular spots, but each party shall conduct themselves with justice and 
moderation. Any desecration of the cemeteries by natives of China shall be soverely 
punished according to law. At the places where the ships of the United State*, 
anchor, or their citizens reside, the merchants, seamen, or others can freely pass and 
repass in the immediate neighbourhood ; but in order to the preservation of the 
public peace, they sljall not go into the country tj the villages and marts to sell t jeir 
goods unlawfully, in fraud of the revenue. 

Art. XIII. — If any vessel of the United States be wrecked or stranded on the 
coast of China and be subjected to plunder or other damage, the proper officers of the 
Government, on receiving information of the f ict, shall immediately adopt measures 
for its relief and security ; the persons on board shall receive friendly treatment, and 
be enabled to repair at once to the nearest port, and shall enjoy all facdlities for 
obtaining supplies of provisions and water. If the merchant vessels of the United 
States, while within the waters over which the Chine-^e Government exercises 
jurisdiction, be plundered by robbers or pirates, then the Ciiinese local authorities, 
eivil and military, on receiving information thereof, shall arrest the said robbers or 
pirates, and punish them according to law, and shall cause all the property which can 
be recovert^d to be restored to the owners, or plate I in the hands of the Consul. If 
by reason of the extent of territory and numerous population of China, it shall in any 
•ase happen that the robbers cannot be apprehended, and the property only in part 
recoverod, the Chinese Government shall not make indemnity for the g^ods lost ; but 
if it shall be proved that the local authorities have been in collusion with the robbers,, 
the same shall be communicated to the superior authorities for memorializing the- 
Throne, and these officers shall be severely punished and their property be confiscated 
to repay the losses. 
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Art. XrV. — The citizens of the United States are permitted to frequent the ports 
and cities of Canton and Chan-chan, or Swatow, in the province of Kwangtung ; Amoj, 
Foochow, and Tai-wan in Formosa, in the province of Puhkien ; Ningpo in the province 
of Chekiang ; and Shanghai in the province of Kiangsu, and any other port or place 
hereafter by treaty with other powers or with the United States opened to commerce ; 
uid to reside with their families and trade there, and to proceed at pleasure with their 
▼easels and merchandise from any of these ports to any otber of them. But said vessels 
shall not carry on a clandestine or fraudulent trade at other ports of C hina, not declared 
to be legal, or along the coasts thereof ; and any vessel under the American flag violating 
this provision shall, with her cargo, be subject to confiscation to the Chinese Govern- 
ment; and any citizen of the United States who shall trade in any contraband article 
of merchandise shall be subject to be dealt with by the Chinese Government, without 
being entitled to any countenance or protection from that of the United States ; and 
the United States will take measures to prevent their flag from being abused by the 
ffubject^ of other nations as a cover for the violation of the laws of the Empire. 

Art. XV. — At each of the ports open to commerce, citizens of the United Statee 
ahall be permitted to import from abroad, and sell, purchase, and export all merchan- 
dise of which the importition or exportation is not prohibited by the laws of the Empire. 
The tariff of duties to be paid by the citizens of the United States, on the export and 
import of goods from and into China, shall be the same as was agreed upon at the 
Treaty of Wanghia, except so far as it may be'modified by treaties with other nations, 
it being expressly agreed that citizens of the United States shall never pay higher 
duties than those paid by the most favoured nation. 

Art. XVT, — Tonnage duties shall be paid on every merchant vessel belonging to 
the United States entering either of the open ports at the rate of four mace per ton of 
forty cubic feet, if she be over one hundred and fifty tons burden ; and one mace per 
ton of forty cubic feet if she be of the burden of one hundred and fifty tons or under, 
according to the tonnage specified in the register ; which, with her other papers, shall, 
on her arrival, be lodged with the Consul, who shall report the same to the Commis- 
sioner of Customs. And if any vessel, having paid tonnage duty at one port, shall 
go to any other port to complete the disposal of her cargo, or being in ballast, to 
purchase an entire or fill up an incomplete cargo, the Consul shall report the same to 
the ComraiBsioner of Customs, who shall note on the port-clearance that the tonnage 
duties have been paid, and report the circumstance to the collectors at the other 
Custom-houses ; in which case, the said vessel shall only pay duty on her cargo, and 
not be charged with tonnage duty a second time. The collectors of Custom at the 
open ports shall consult with the Consuls about the erection of beacons or light- 
houses, and where buoys and light ships should be placed. 

Art. XV^II. — Citizens of the United States shall be allowed to engage pilots to 
take their vessels into port, and, when the lawful duties have all been paid, take them 
out of port. It shall be lawful for them to hire at pleasure servants, compradores, 
Imguii^ts, writers, labourers, seamen, and persons for whatever necessary service, with 
passage < r cargo-boats, for a reasonable compensation, to be agreed upon by the 
parties or determined by the Consul. 

Art. XVIII. — Whenever merchant vessels of the United States shall enter a port, 
the Collector of Customs shall, if he see fit, appoint Custom-house officers to guard 
said vessels, who may live on board the ship or their own boats, at their convenience. 
The local authorities of the Chinese Government shall cause 1o be apprehended all 
mutineers or deserters from on board the vessels of the United States in China on 
Wng informed by the Consul, and will deliver them up to the Consuls or other officers 
for punishment. And if criminals, subjects of China, take reluge in the houses, or on 
Ijoard the vessels of citizens of the United States, they shall not be harboured, but 
shall be dehvered up to justice on due requisition by the Chinese local officers, 
addressed to those of the United States. The merchants, seamen, and other citizena 
of the United States shall be under the superintendence of the appropriate officers of 
their government. If individuals of either nation commit acts of violence or disorder, 
D8e arms to the injury of others, or create disturbances endangering life, the officers of 
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the two governments will exert themselves to enforce order and to maintain the 
public peace, by doing impartial justice in the premises. 

Art. XIX. — Whenever a merchant vessel l>eloD<,dng to the XJnitied Staies shall 
cast anchor in either of toe said ports, the supercargo, master, or consignee, shall, 
within forty-eight hours, deposit the ship's papers in the hands of the Consul or 
person charged with his fui.ctiors, who shall cause to be communicated to the Super- 
intendent of Customs a true report of the nan e and tonnage of such vessel, the number 
of her crew, and the nature of her cargo, which beir g done, he shall give a permit for 
her dischargp. And the master, supercargo, or consignee, if he proc« ed to discharge 
the cargo without such permit, shall incur a fine of five hundred dollars, and the goods 
so discharged without permit shall be 8ubjei:t t > forfeiture to the Chinese Government. 
But if a master of any vessel in port desire to discharge a part only of the cargo, it 
shall be lawiul ior him to do so, paying duty on such part only, and to proceed with 
the remainder to any other ports. Or if the master so de^ire, he ma/ within forty- 
eight hours after the arrival of the vessel, but not later, decide to depart without 
breaking bulk ; in uhich case he shall m t be subjt^ct to pay tonnage or other duties 
or charges, until, on his arrival at another port, he shall proceed to discharge car^o, 
when be shall pay the duties on vessel and cargo, according to law. And the tonnage 
duties shall be held due after the expiration of the said forty-eight hours. In case 
of the absence of the Consul or p* rson charged with his functions, the captain or 
supercargo of tho vessel may have recourse to the consul of a friendly power ; or, if 
he please, directly to the Superintendent of CustomF, who shall do all that is required 
to conduct the ship's business. 

Art. XX. — The Superintendent of Cuptoras, in order to the collection of the 
proper duties, shall, on application made to him through the Consul, appoint suitable 
officers, who shall proc ed, in the presence of the captain, supercargo, or consi^^nee. 
to make a just and fair examination of all goods in the act of being discharged for 
importation, or laden for exportation, on board any merchant vessel of the United 
States. And if disputes occur in regard to the value of goods subject to ad valorem 
duty, or in regard to the amount of tare, and the same cinnot be saiisfactoiily 
arranged by the parties, the question may, within twenty-four homrs, and not after- 
wards, be referred to the said Consul to adjust with the Superintendent of Customs, 

Art. XXI. — Citizens of the United States who may have imported merchandise 
into any of the free ports of China, and paid the duty thereun, if they desire to 
re-export the same in part or in whole to any other of the said ports, shall be entitled 
to make application, through their Consul, to the Superintendent of Customs, who, 
in order to prevent fraud on the revenue, shall cause examination to be made, by 
suitable officers, to see that tho duties paid on such goods as are entered on the Custom- 
house books correspond with the represei.tation made, and that the goods remain 
vnth their original marks unchanged, and shall then make a memorandum in the 
port-clearance of the goods and the amount of duties paid on the j^^ame, and deliver 
the same to the merchant, and shall also certify the facts to the officers of Customs 
at the other ports ; all which being done, on the arrival in port of the vessel in 
which the goods are laden, and everything being found, on examination there, to 
correspond, she shall be permi!ted to break hulk, and land the said goods without 
being subject to the payment of any additi»)nal duty thereon. But if, on such 
examination, the Superinten(-ent of Customs shall detect any fraud on the revenue in 
the case, then the goods shall be subject to forfei:ure and confiscation lo the Chinese 
Government. Foreign grain or rice brought inlo any port of China in a ship of 
the United States, and nut landed, nmy be re-exported without hindrance. 

Art. XXn. — The tonnage duty on vessels of the United States shall be paid on 
their being admitted to entry. Duties of import shall be paid on the discharge of the 
goods, and duties of export on the lading of the same. When all such duties shall 
have been paid, and not before, the Collector of Customs shall give a port-clearanoe, 
and the Consul shall return the ship's papers. The duties shall be paid to the shroffs 
authorized by the Chinese Government to receive the same. Duties shall be paid and 
received either in sycee silver or in^ foreign money^ at the rate of the day. If the 
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Consul permits a sldp to leave the port before the duties and tonnage dues are paid, 
he shall be held responsible th(Tef or. 

Art. XXni. — When goods on board any merchant vessel of the United States 
in port require to be transhipped to another vessel ap[>lication shall be mp.de to the 
Consul, who shall certify what is the occasion therefor to the Superintendent of 
Customs, who may appoint officers to examine into the facts and permit the 
transhipment. And it any goods be transhipped without written permits, they shall 
subject to be forfeited to the Chinese Government. 

Art. XXIV. — Where there are debts due by subjects of China to citizens of the 
Uuited States, tlie latter may seek redress in law ; and on suitable representation being 
made to the local authorities through the Consul, they will cause due examination in 
tbe premises, and take proper steps to compel satisfaction. And if citizens of the 
United States be indebted to subjects of China, the latter may seek redress by 
represeutation through the Consul, or by suit in the Consular Court ; but neither 
government will hold itself responsible for such debts. 

Art. XXV. — It shall be lawful for the officers or citizens of the Unit el States to 
employ scholars and people of any part of China, without distinction of persims, to 
teach any of the languages of the Empire, and assist in literary labours, and the 
[•cnons 80 employed shall not for that cause be subject to any injury on the part 
either of the Government or individuals; and it shall in like manner be lawful for 
citiiens of the United States to purchase all manner of books in China. 

Art. XXVI. — Belations of peace and amity between the United States and China 
being established by this treaty, and the vessels of the United States being adnsitted 
to trade freely to and from the ports of China open to foreign commerce, it is further 
agreed that, in case at any time hereafter China should be at war with anv foreign 
Mtion whatever, and should for that cause exclude such nation from entering her 
ports, still the vessels of the United States shall not the less continue to pursue their 
commerce in freedom and security, and to transport goods to and from the ports of 
the belligerent powers, full respect being paid to the neutrality of the flag of the 
United States, provided that the said flag shall not protect vessels engaged in the 
transportation of officers or soldiers in the enemy's service, nor shall said flag be 
fraudulently used to enable the enemy's ships, with their cargoes, to enter the ports 
of China; but all such vessels so offending shall be subject to forfeiture and confisca- 
tion to the Chinese Government. 

Art XXVII. — All questions in regard to rights whether of property or person, 
arising between citizens of the United States in China, sliall bo subject to the 
jarisdietion and be regulated by the authorities of their own government; and all 
controversies occmring in China between citizens of the United States and the 
RiKjects of any other government shall be regulated bv the treaties existing between 
the United States and such governments respectively, without interference on the 
part of China. 

Art XXVIII. — If citizens of the United States have special occasion to address 
IB? communication to the Ciiinese local officers of Government, th >y shall submit the 
same lo their Consul or other officer, to determine if the language be pro|>er and 
v^^spectfol, ami the matter just and right, in which event be shall transmit the same 
to the appropriate authorities for their consideratiim and action in the premises. If 
»^bject8 of China have occasion to address the Consul of the United Slates they may 
address him directly, at the same time they inform their own officers, representing the 
<2se for his consideration and action in the premist'^s ; and if controversies arise 
t>^een citizens of the United States and subjects of China, which cannot be amicably 
fettled otherwise, the same shall be examined and decided conformably to justice and 
^ity by the public officers of the two nations, acting in conjunction. The extortion 
ot illegal fees is expressly prohibited. Any peaceable persons are allowed to enter 
^ Court in order to interpret, lest injustice be done. 

Art. XXIX. — The principles of the Christian Eeligioa, as professed by the 
Protestant and Roman Catholic Churches, are recognised as teaching men to do good, 
ttd to do to others as thev would have ot lers to do to them. Hereafter those who 
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quietly profess and teach these doctrines soall not be harassed or persecuted on 
account of their faith. Any person, whether citizen of the United States or Chinese 
•onyert, w)io» according; to those tenets, peaceably teaches and practises the principles 
of Christianity, shall in ne case be interfered with or molested. 

Art. XXX. — T^e contracting parties hereby agree that should at any time the 
Ta-Tsins:^ Empire grant to any nation, or the merchants or citizens of any nation, any 
right, privilege, or favour, connected either with navigation, commerce, political or 
other intercourse, which is not conferred by this Treaty, such right, privilege, and 
favour shall at once freely enure to the benefit of the United States, its public officers, 
merchants, and citizens. 

The present Treaty of peace, amity, and commerce shall be ratified by the 
President of the United States, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
within one year, or sooner, if possible, and by the August Sovereign of the Ta-Tsing 
Empire forthwith; and the ratifications shall be exchanged within one year from the 
date of the signature thereof. 

In faith whereof we, the respective plenipotentiaries of the United States of 
America and of the Ta-Tsing Empire, as aforesaid, have signed and sealed these 
presents. 

Done at Tientsin, this eighteenth day of June in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-eight, and the Independence of the United States 
of America the eighty-second, and in the eighth year of Hien Fung, fifth moon, and 
eighth day.

ADDITIONAL ARTICLES TO THE TREATY BETWEEN THE UNITED- 
STATES OF AMERICA AND CHINA OF 18th JUNE, 1868 



Signed, in the English and Chinese Languages, at Washington, 

28th July, 1868 



Ratifications Exchanged at Peking 23rd November^ 1869 



Whereas, since the conclusion of the Treaty between the United Statos of America 
and the Ta-Tsing Rm[are (China) of the 18th June, 1858, circumstances have 
arisen showing the necessity of additional articles thereto : the President of the 
United States and the August Sovereign of the Ta-Tsing Empire have named for 
their Plenipotentiaries: to wit, the President of the United States of America, 
William E. Seward, Secretary of State; and His Majesty the Emperor of China^ 
Anson Burling^me, accredited as his Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary, and Chih-kang and Sun-chia-ku, cf the second Chinese rank, associated 
high Envoys and Ministers of his said Majesty ; and the said Plenipotentiaries, after 
having exchanged their full powers, found to be in due and proper form, have agreed 
upon the following articles : — 

Art. L — His Majesty the Emperor of China, being of the opinion that in making 
concessions to the citizens or subjects of foreign poweis, of the privilege of residing 
on certain tracts of land, or resorting to certain waters of that Empire, for purposes 
of trade, he has by no means relinquished his right of eminent domain or domiaion 
over the said lands and waters, hereby agrees that no such concession or grant shall 
bd construed to give to any power or party which may be at war with or hostile to 
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the United States, the right to attack the citiz* ns of the United States, ( r their 
property, within the said lands or waters : And th»» United States, for themselyes, 
herebj agree to abstain from offensively attacking the citizens or subjects of any 
power or party, or their property, with which they may be at war, on any such tract 
of laod or water of the said Empire. But nothing in this article shall be construed 
to prevent the United States from resisting an attack by any hostile power or party 
upon their citizens or tlieir property. 

It is further agreed that if any right or interest in any tract of land in China, 
has been, or shall hereafter be, granted by the Govi rnment of China to the United 
States or their citizens for purposes of trade or commerce, that grant shall in no 
event be construed to divest the Chinese Authorities of their right of jurisdiction 
oyer persons and property within said tract of land except so far as the right may 
have been expressly relinquished by treaty. 

Art. II. — The United States of America and His Majesty the Emj>er(>r ol China, 
believing that the safety and prosperity of commerce will thereby best bo promoted, 
agree that any privilege or immunity in respect to trade or navigation within the 
Chinese dominions which may not have been stipulated f >r by treaty, shall be subject 
to the discretion of the Chinese Government, and may be regulated by it accordingly, 
but not in a manner or spirit incompatible with the Treaty stipulations of the parties. 

Art, m. — The Emperor of China shall have the nght to appoint Consuls at 
ports of the United States, who shall enjoy the same privileges and immunities as 
those which are enjoyed by public law and treaty in the United States by the Consuls 
of Great Britain and Russia or either of them. 

Art. IV.— The 29th article of the Treaty of the 18th June, 1858, having stipulated 
for the exemption of the Christian citizens of the United St^ites and Chinese converts 
from persecution in China on account of their faith ; it is further agreed that citizens 
of the United Stales in Chini of every religious persuasion, and Chinese subjects in 
the United States, shall enjoy entire liberty of conscience, and shall be exempt from 
all disability or j^ersecution on account of their religious faith or worship in either 
country. Cemeteries for sepulture of the dead, of whatever nativity or nationality, 
shall be held in respect and free from disturbance or profanation. 

Art. V. — The United States of America and the Emperor of China cordially 
recognize the inherent and inalienable right of man to change his home and allegiance, 
and also the mutual advantage of the free migration and emigration of their citizens 
and subjects respectively from the one country to the other for the purposes of curiosity, 
of trade, or as permanent residents. The High Contracting Parties, therefore, join in 
reprobating any other than an entirely voluntary emigration for these purposes. 
They consequently agree to pass laws, making it a penal offence for a citizen of the 
United States, or a Chinese subject, to take Chinese subjects either to the United 
States or to any other foreign country ; or for a Chinese subject or citizen of the 
United States to take citizens of the United States to China, or to any other foreign 
country, without their free and voluntary consent respectively. 

Art. VI. — Citizens of the United States visiting or residing in China shall enjoy 
the same privileges, immunities, or exemptions, in respect to travel or residence as may 
there be enjoyed by the citizens or subjects ot the most favoured nation. And 
reciprocally, Chinese subjects visiting or residing in the United States shall enjoy 
the same privileges, immunitif>s, and exemptions in respect to travel or residence as 
may there be enjoyed by the citizens or subjects of the most favoured nation. But 
nothing herein contained shall be held to confer naturalization upon citizens of the 
United States in China, nor upon tlie subjects of China in the United States. 

Art. VII. — Citizens of the United States shall enjoy all the privileges of the 
public educational institutions under the control of the Government of China ; and 
reciprocally Chinese subjects shall enjoy all the privileges of the public educational 
institutions under the control of the Government of the United States, which are 
•njoyed in the respective countries by the citizens or subjects of the most favoured 
nation. The citizens of the United States may freely establish and maintain schools 
within the Empire of China at those places where foreigners are by treaty permitted 
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to reside; and reciprocally » Chinese subjects may enjoy the same privileges and 
immunities in tbe United States. 

Art, Vm. — The United S atf»s, always disclaiming and disconrdgiBg all prac- 
tices ot unnecessary dictation and int<>rYention hy one nation in the affairs or d' mestio 
administration of an ^ther, do hereby freely lisclaim nnd d savow any inteution or 
right to intervene in the domestic administration of China in regard to the consiruo 
tion of railroads, telegraphs, or other material internal iin|»royements. On the other 
hand, His Majesty the Emperor of China reserves to bimself the right to decide the 
time anJ manner and circumstances of introducing such improvements within his 
dominions. With this mutual understanding it is agreed by the contt acting parties 
that, if at any time he eiifrer his Imperitil Mijesty shall determine to construct, or 
cause to be constructed, v\ orks of the character mentioned within t .e Empire, and 
shall make application to the United States or any otner West**m Power or facilities 
to carry out that policy, the Unite i States will in thit case designate or authorize 
suitable engineers to be employed by the Chinese Government, and will recommeud 
to ot^er nations an eq^al compliance with such applications ; the Chinese Government 
in that case protecting such engineers in their persons ^nd property, and paying 
them a reasonable compensation for their services. 

In faith whereof, the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed this trf^aty and 
thereto affixed the seals (»f their arms. 

Done at Washington^ the 28th day of July, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-etght.

The Tmmigraiion Treaty. 

Whereas, in the eighth year of Hien Fune, Anno Domini 1858, a treaty of peace^ 
and friendship was concluded between the United States of America and China and 
to which were added in the seventh year of Tung Chi, Anno Domini 1868, oerfauu 
snpplea entary articles to the advantage of both parties, which supplementary articles 
were to be perpetually observed and ob»»ved ; and 

Whereas the Government of the United States, because of the constantly in- 
creasing immigration of Chinese labourers to the territ ry of the United States, and 
the embarrassments consequent upon such immigration, now desires to negotiate a 
modification of the existii^g treaties which will not be in direct contravoDtion of their 
spirit; now, therefore, the President of the United States of America appoints James 
B. Angell, of Michigan ; John P. Swift, of California; and William H. Trescott, of 
South Carolina, as bis CommissiomTs PI -nipoientiary ; and His Imperial Majesty 
the Emp« ror ot China has appointed Pao Chun, a ii ember otHis Imperial Maje»tj*» 
Privy Council and Superinterident of the Board of Civil OflSce, and Li Hung Tsao, a 
member of His Imperial Majesty's Pi ivy Council, as his Commissioners Plenipo- 
tentiary; and the said Commis^ioni rs Plenipoteniiary, having conjointly examined 
their full powers, aud having discussed the i oints of poHsible modifications in existing 
treaties, have agreed up«»n the following articles in modification : — 

Art. 1. — Whenever, in the opini n of the Government of the United States, tbe 
coming of Chinese labourers to the United SlaU s, or their residence therein, affects,. 
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orth>«atens »o affect, \h ' int Te-^ta i t that country, or to endanger the go>d or<ier of 
inj locality within the territory thereof, the Government of China agrees that the 
SoTernment of the United St it**8 may re/ulafe, limit, or suspend such coming or 
reaideace, but may not absolutely prohibit it. The limitation or suspension shall be 
reasonable, and sha 1 a|»ply only to Chinese who may go to the United Stages as 
labourers, other classes not bein<? included in the limitation. Legislation in r gard 
to Chinese labourers will be of su^'h a charicter only as is neces.-^ary to enforce the 
regulation, limitation, or suspension ot immigration, and immigrants shall not be 
snbjectto pTsonal m;iltr*'atmert or buse. 

Art. II.— Chinese s\ibje ts, whether proceeding to the United States as traders 
or rtndents, merchants, or fro ai curios ty, togeth ir with their body and housi hold 
lenrants, and Chinese labmrers wh » are n »\v in the Unitei States, shall be allowed 
to go and come < f their own free vvill and acc rd, :ind sh li be accordevi all the rights, 
privileges, immunities, and exemptions which are accorded to the citizens ami subjects 
of the mof t favoured nations. 

Art. 111. — If Chinese labourers, or Chinese of any oth»T cla-s, now either 
fermanetitly * r tempera '•ily residing in th • ti*rri orv of the United States, meet with 
ill-treutfiient at the h mds of any other p^r^ons. the Government of the United States 
will exert all its p wer to devise measures for their protection, and secure to them 
the same rights, privileges, immunities, and exempt ons as may be enjoyed bv the 
citizens or subjects of the most favoured nation, and to which they are entitled by 
treaty. 

Art IV. — ^The high contracting Powers, having agreed upon the foregoing 
Articles, whenever the Governmeut of the Uuited States shall adopt legislative 
measures in accordance therewith, such measures will be communicated to the 
GbTerDmeut of Chini, and if the measures, as effected, are fourid to work hardship 
upoQ th- subjecjs of China, the Chinese Minister at Washington may brmg the 
matter to the notice of the Secre ary of State of the United State , who will consider 
the subject with hi»o, and the Chinese Foreign Office may also bring the matter to 
the notice of the U.S. Minister at Peking and consider the subject with him, to the 
end that mutual an<) unqualified benefit may result. In faith whereof, the Pleuipo- 
tenti ries have signed anti sealed > he foregoing at Peking, in English and Chinese, 
there being three orig nals of each text of even tenor and date, the ratifications of 
which shall be exchanged at Peking within one year from the date of its execution.

The Commercial Treaty. 

The following is the text of the commercial treat signed at the same place land 
time: — 

The PresifTent of the United States of America and His Imperial Majesty the 
Emperor of China, l^ecause of certain points of incompleteness in tne existing treaties 
between the two Governments, have named as their Coaimissioners Plenipotentiary : 
Th' President of the Unite*! States of America, James B. Angell, of Michigan ; John 
P. Swift, of California ; and William H. Treei o t, of South Carolina, as his Com- 
missioiiers Plenipotentiary ; and His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China has 
appoiatf d Pao Chun, a member of His Imperial Majesty's Privy Council and Super- 
intend nt of the Board of Civil Office ; and Li Hung Tsao, a member of His Imperial 
Majesty's Privy Council, as his Commissioners Plenipotentiary ; and the said Com- 
mis8i( ners Plenipotemiary, having conjoii tly examined their full powers, and having 
diacussed the pointa of ['08>ible modification in existing treaties, have agreed upon 
the fullowing additional articles : — 

Art. I. — The Governments if the Utiited S'ates and China, recognizing the 
benefits of their past commercial relation?, and in order to still further promote such 
idatians between the cit zens and subjects of the two Powers, mutually agree to giw 
the most earef ol and favourable attentic n to the represeotationa ot either as to such 
special extension of commercial intercourse as either may desire. 
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Art. II. — The GovemmeDts of China and of the United States mutually agree 
and undertake that Chinese subjects shall not be permitted to import opium in any 
of the ports of the United States, and citizens of the United States shall not be 
permitted to import opium into any of the open ports of China, or transport fr( m one 
open port t% any other open port, or to buy and sell opium in any of the open ports of 
China. This absolute prohibition, which extends to vessels owned by the citizens 
or subjects of either Power, to foreign vessels employed by them, or to vessels owned 
by the citizens or sul ejects of either Power and employed by other persons for the 
transportation of opium, shall be enforced by appropriate legislation on the part of 
China and the United States, and the benefits of the favoured natiou clauses in 
existing treaties shall not be claimed by the citizens cr subjects of either Power as 
against the provisions of this article. 

Art. in. — His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China hereby promises and 
agrees that no other kind or higher rate of tonnage dues or duties for imports or ex- 
ports or coastwise trade shall be imposed or levied in the open ports of China upon 
vessels wholly belonging to citizens of the United States, or upon the produce, manu- 
factures, or merchandise imported in the same from the United States or from any 
foreign country, or upon the produce, manufactures, or merchandise exported in the 
same to the United States, or any foreign country, or transported in the same from 
one open port ot China to another, than are imposed or levied on vessels or cargoes 
of any other nation, or on those of Chinese subjects. The United States hereby pro- 
mises and agrees that no other kind or higher rate of tonnage duties and dues for 
imports shall be imposed or levied in the ports of the United States upon vessels 
wholly belonging to the subjects of his Imperial Majesty, coming either directly or 
by way of any foreign port from any of the ports of China which are open to foreign 
trade to the ports of the United States, or returning therefrom either directly or by 
way of any foreign port to any of the open ports of China, or upon the produce, 
manufactures, or merchandise imported in the same from China, or from any foreign 
country, than are imposed or levied on vessels of any other nations which make no 
discrimi cation against the United States in tonnage dues or duties on imports, 
exports, or coastwise trade, or than are imposed or levied on vessels and cargoes 
of citizens ot the United States. 

Art. IV. — When controversies arise in the Chinese Empire between citizens of 
the United States and subjects of His Imperial Majesty, which need to be examined 
and decided by the public officer of the two nations, it is agreed between the 
Governments of the United States and China that such cases shall be tried by the 
proper official < f the nationality of the defendant. The properly authorized official 
of the plaintiff's nationality shall be freely permitted to attend the trial, and shall 
be trt ated with the courtesy due to his position. He shall be granted all proper 
facilities for watching the proceedings in the interest of justice, and if he so desire, 
he shall have the right to be present and to examine and to cross-examine witnesses. 
If he is dissatisfied with the proceedings, he shall be permitted to protest against 
them in debate. The law administered will be the law of the nationality of the oflBcer 
trying the case. 

In faiih whereof, the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed and sealed the 
foregoing, at Peking, in English and Chines^, there being three originals of each text, 
of even tenor and date, the ratifications of which shall be exchanged at Peking within 
one year from the date of its execution.

His Excellency the President of the Republic of Peru and His Majesty the 
Emperor of China, being sincerely desirous to establish friemily relations between 
the two countries, have resolved to confirm the same by a Treaty of Friendship, Com- 
merce, and Navigation, with the view of laying the foundational of mutual intercourse ; 
and for that purpose have named as their Plenipotentaries, that is to say : — 

His Excellency the President of Peru, Don Aurelio Q-arcia y Garcia, a Post 
Captain in the Peruvian Navy, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of 
that Republic for the Empires of China and Japan ; and 

His Majesty the Emperor of China, Li, Minister Plenipotentiary, Imperial Com- 
missioner, Grand Guardian of the Heir Apparent, Grand Secretary, a President of 
the Board of War, Qx)vemor-General of thu* Province of Chih-li, and invested with 
the dignity of the second order of nobility : 

Who, after having examined and exchanged their respective full powers, have 
together agreed upon the following Treaty for the benefit an<l protection of the 
merchants and people of the two countries : 

Art. I. — There shall be peace and friendship between the Republic of Peru and 
His Majesty the Emperor of China. Their respective citizens and subjects shall 
reciprocally enjoy in the territories of the High Contracting Parties full and perfect 
protection for their persons and property. 

Art. II. — In order to facilitate friendly intercourse in future, His Excellency 
tbe President of Peru may, if he see fit, appoint a Diplomatic Agent to the Court of 
Peking, and His Majesty the Emperor of China may in like manner, if he see fit, 
tppoint a Diplomatic Agent to the Government of Peru. 

His Majesty the Emperor of China hereby a^jrees that the Diplomatic Agent so 
appointed by the Government of Peru may, with his family and the persons of his 
mite, permanently reside at Peking, or may visit it occasionally, at the option of the 
Peruvian Government. 

In like manner, the Diplomatic Agent of China may, with his family and the 
persons of hia suite, permanently reside at Lima, or may visit it occasionally at the 
option of the Chinese Government, 

Art. III. — The Diplomatic Agents of each of tbe Contracting Parties shall, at 
their respective residences, enjoy all privileges and immunities accorded to them by 
iDteroational usage. 

Art. IV. — The Government of Peru may appoint a Consul- General, and for such 
open ports or cities of China where it may be considered most expedient for the 
interest of Peruvian conmierce, Consuls, Vice Consuls, or Consular Agents. These 
officers shall be treated with due respect by the Chinese Authorities, and enjoy the 
ttme privileges and immunities as the Consular officers of the most favoured nation. 
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His Majesty the Emperor of China may appoint a Consul-General, Consuls, 
Vice-Consuls, or Consular Agents at any port or town of Peru where Consular 
Officers of any other Power are admitted to reside. All of l hese officers shall enjoy 
the same rights and privileges as those of the most favoured nation in Peru. 

It is further agreed that the appointment of the said Consular Officers shall not 
be made in merchants residing in the locality. 

Art. V. — Peruvian citizens are at liberty to travel for their pleasure or for 
purposes of trade in all parts of China under the express condition of being provided 
with paspports vnittea in Spanish and Chinese, issued in due form by the Consuls of 
Peru and vise by the Chinese Authorities. These passports, if demanded, must be 
produced for examination in the localities passed through. If the passport be not 
irregular, the bearer will be allowed to proceed, and no opposition shall be oflFered to 
his hiring persons, or hiring vessels or carts for the carriage of his baggage or 
merchandise, and the said merchandise shall be conveyed in accordance with the 
General Eegulations of Foreign Trade. 

If the traveller be without a passport, he shall be handed over to the nearest 
Consul in order to enable him to procure one. The above provision will in like 
manner be applicable to cases of a Peruvian citizen committing any offence against 
the law of China. But he shall in no case be subjected by the Chinese Authorities 
to any kind of ill-treatment or insult. 

The citizens of Peru may go on excursions from the open ports or cities to a 
distance not exceeding 100 li, and for a period not exceeding five days, without bein^ 
provided with a passport. 

The above provisions do not apply to the crews of ships, who, when on shore, 
shall be subject to the disciplinary regulations drawn up by the Consul and the local 
Authorities. 

Chinese subjects shall have the liberty to travel at their pleasure throughout the 
territory of Peru, as long as they behave peaceably and commit no offence a^inst 
the laws and regulations of the country. 

Art. VI. — The Republic of Peru and the empire of China cordially recognize 
the inherent and inalienable right of man to change his home. Their citizens and 
subjects respectively may consequently go freely from the one country to the other 
for the purposes of curiosity, trade, labour, or as permanent residents. The High 
Contracting Parties therefore agree that the citizens and subjects of both countries 
shall only emigrate with their free and voluntary consent; join ia reprobating 
any other than an entirely voluntary emigration for the said purposes, and every act 
of violence or fraud that may be employed in Macao or the ports of China to carry away 
Chinese subjects. The Contracting Parties likewise pledge themselves to punish 
severely, according to their laws, their respec ive citizens and subjects who may 
violate the present stipulations, au«l also to Droceed judicially against their respective 
ships thai rnay be employed in such unlawful operations, imposing the fines which 
for such cases are established by their laws. 

Art. VII. — It is further agreed that for the better understanding and more 
eflScient protection of the Chinese subjects who reside in Peru, the Peruvian Govern- 
ment will appoint official Interpreters of the Chinese language in the Prefectures of 
the Departments of Peru where the great centres of Chinese immigration exist* 

Art. VIII. — The merchant ships belonging to Peruvian citizens shall be permitted 
to frequent all the ports of China open to foreign trade, and to proceed to and fro at 
pleasure with their merchandise, enjoying tbe same rights and privileges as those of 
the most favoured nation. 

In like manner, the merchant ships belonging to Chinese subjects may visit 
all the ports of Peru open to foreign commerce and trade in them, enjoying the samie 
rights and privileges whit.-h in Peru are granted to the citizens or subjects of the 
most favoured nation. 

Art. IX. — Peruvian citizens shall pay at the ports of China open to foreign trade, 
on all the goods imported or exported by them, the duties enumerated in the tariff which 
is now in force for the regulation of foreign commerce ; but they can, in no case, be 
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called upon to pay higher or other duties than those rt quired bow or in future of the 
citizens or subjects c f the most favoured nation. 

No other or higher duties shall be imposed in th*^ ports of Peru on all goods 
imported or exported by Chinese subjects than those whiih are or may be imposed 
in Peru on the commerce of the most favoured nation. 

Art. X. — The ships of war of each country lespectively shall be at liberty to 
visit all the ports within the territorities of the other to which the ships of war of other 
nations are or may be permitted to ct)me. They ^hall enjoy every facility and meet 
no obstacle in purchasing provisions, coahs, procuring water, and making necessary 
repairs. Such ships shall not be liable to the payment of duties of any kind. 

Art. XI. — Any Peruvian vessels, being frcm extraordinary caused compelled to 
feek a place of refuge, shall be permitted to enter any Chinese port whatever, without 
beirg subjtct to the payment of tonnage dues or duties on the goods, if only landed 
for the purpose of making the necessary repairs of the vessels, and remaining under 
the supervision of the Superintt ndent of the Customs. 

Should any such vessels be wrecked or stranded, the Chinese Authorities shall 
immediately adopt measures for rescuing the crew, and for securing the vessel and 
mgo. The crew thus saved shall receive friendly treatment, and, if necessary, shaU 
be furnished with the means of conveyance to the nearest Consular station. 

If any Chinese vessels be wrecked or compelled by stress of weather to seek a 
place of refuge on the coast of Peru, the local marine Authorities shall render to 
them every assistance in their power; the goods and merchandise saved from the 
irreck shall not be subject to duties unless cleared for consumption ; and the ships 
shall enjoy the same liberties which in equal cases are granted in Peru to the ships 
of other nations. 

Art. XII. — Peruvian citizens in China having reason to complain of a Chinese 
shall proceed at once to their Consular Officer and state to him their grievance. The 
Consul will inquire into the case, and do his utmost to arrange it amicably. 

In like manner, if a Chinese have reason to complain of a Peruvian citizen in 
China, the Consular Officer shall listen to his complaint, and endeavour to come to a 
friendly arrangement. 

Should the Consular Officer not succeed in making such arrangement, then he 
shall request the assistance of the competent Chinese Officer, that they may together 
decide the matter according to the principles of equity. 

Art. XIII. — Chinese subjects guilty of a criminal action towards a Peruviaa 
wtizen in China shall be arrested and punished by the Chinese Authorities a^ord- 
ing to Chinese laws. 

Peruvian citizens in China who may commit any crime against a Chinese sub- 
ject shall be arrested and punished according to the laws of Peru, by the Peruvian 
Consular Officer. 

Art. XIV. — All questions in regard to rights whether of propertv or person, 
arising between Peruvian citizens in China, shall be subject to the jurisdiction of the 
Peruvian Authorities. Dispute^ between citizens in Peru and those of other Foreign 
Jfations shall be decided in China according to the Treaties existing between Peru 
and those Foreign Nations. In all cases, however, of Chinese subjects being con- 
cerned in the matter, the Chinese Authorities may interfere in the proceeding 
according to Articles XII, and XIII. of this Treaty. 

Art. XV. — Chinese subjects in Peru shall have free and open access to the 
Courts of Justice of Peru for the prosecution and defence of their just rights; they 
(hall enjoy in this respect the same rights and privileges as native citizens, and shall 
^ be treated in every way like the citizens and subjects of other countries resident 
in Peru. 

Art. XVI. — The Contracting Parties agree that the Government, Public Officers, 
and citizens of the Republic of Peru shall fully and equally participate in all pri- 
vileges, rights, imni unities, jurisdiction, and advantages that may have been, or may 
t« hereafter, granted by His Majesty the Emperor ol China to the Government, 
Public Officers, citizens, or subjects of any other nation. 
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In like manner, the Government, Public Officers, and 8ubj»»ctB of the Empire of 
China hhall enjov in Peru all the rights, privile;jieB, immunities, and adyantag. a of 
every kind which in Prru are enjoyed bj the jovernmerit, Public Officers cit<z ns, or 
Bubjei'ts of the most favoured n:itiorj. 

Art. XVII, In order to prevent for the fu^ire any discussion, Hnd considering 
that the English language, nmong nil foreign langu iges, is the most geiiendly known 
in CliiU't, this Ti&iTy is written in the Spanish, lliineH*% and En;jlish l;i linages, and 
signed in nine C'^pies, fh^e in e cti langutpre. All th(3>e Vi isions have the same 
Ben-e and sigTJ fication, but whenever t* e literpietntion of the Spiinish and Chinese 
versions nmy ditier, then reference shall be made to th English text. 

Art. XVIIL — li in lurure thi High C niraciing Parties desire a modification 
of any stipulaiion contained in thin Treaty, they shall be at l»b«Tty afier the liipse of 
ten years, dated from the day of the exch.«ng ' of the ratifications of this Treaty, lo 
op n ne<ro'iations to that effect. Six months before the expiration of the ten v^ars, 
either of the Contracting Parries may officially notify to th » oth ^-r that modificationr 
of th^' Treaty are desired, ard in what these consist . If no such notification is ma le, 
the Treaty remains in force for another ten years. 

Art. XIX. — The present '1 reaty shuU be ratified by His Excellency the Pre- 
sident of Peiu af t« r being approved by the Peruvian Congress, and by His Majesty 
the Emp ror of China; and the ratifications shall l^e exchanged at Shanghai or Tientsin, 
as soon as possible. 

In token whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed and sealed thia- 
Treatv. 

Done at Tientsin, this twenty-sixth day of the month ol June, in the year of our 
Lord One lhj>nf.and Eight Hundred and Seventy four, corresponding to the Chinese 
daU% the tiiirteenth day of the fifth moon of the thirteenth year of Tung Chi.

Eatijications Exchanged at Shanghai, 9rd June^ 1882 

His Majesty the Emperor of Brazil and ffis Majesty the Emperor of China ^ 
being sinct rely desi ous of affirming th ^ir mutual sen tim nts of friendship and 
concord and of establishinf^ relations of leciprot^al utilit/ between the two countries, 
have resol -ed to conclude a t e;»ty of frien«i8hip, commerce, and navigati m, and have 
for that purpose nnmed as theii Plenipotentiaries, that is to say : — His Majestv the 
Emperor of Brazil, Stnhor Eduardo Callado, gentleman of the Imperial Household, 
Knijzh^. of the Order of the Rose a»:d of the Imperial Turkish Order of the Medjidie, 
His Envoy Extraordinary ar^d Minister PL nipotentiary on a special Mission to China : 

His Majesty tlie Emperor of C'lina, Li, Minister Plenipoteutiaiy, Im|)erial 
Commissioner, Grand Prot ctor to ti e Heir Presumprive, First Grand Secretary of 
Stat«», President of the Board oi War. (jrovemor-(t 'neral of the province ol Chihli, 
and Earl Son-yi of the first, rank, with the hereditary degree of Ivi-tou yi: 

Who, after having exchang. d the r plenary powers, found in good and due form^ 
have agreed upon the following articles: — 

Art, 1. — Tliere shall be perpetual peace arid friendship between the Empire of 
^Brazil and the Empire of China as well as between their respective bubjects. Ibese 
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m»y repair freely to the lesjiective Stat* s of the High Oontractino: Parties «nd reside 
there. They -hall obtain there full Hnd complete prote<tion of their ptTSons, their 
families, and their property, and shall enjoy all the rights, advantages, and priyileges 
accorded to the subjects of the most favoured nation. 

Art. n. — In order to secure the maintenance of amicable lelations betwf:en 
the two States, His Majesty the Emperor of BrazW xiiay, if l:e thinks fit, appoint a 
diplomatic agent to the Court of Peking, and His Majesty ihe Emperor oi China may 
equally, if he thinks fit, appoint a <iipL)matie agent ti) the Court of Kio de Janeiro. 

The diplomatic agonts of each of the High Contiactinj? Parties may, with their 
families and the members of their suitOi reside permanently in the capital of the 
other, or repair there temporarily, according to the desire of the respective Govern- 
ments. 

The diplomatic agents of each of the High Contracting Parties shall enjoy, m 
their resperxive residences, all the prerogatives, exemptions, immunities, nnd privih ges 
accorded to the agents o\ the same category of the loost favoured nation. 

Art. HI. — Each of the High Contracting Part es may iu>minat-e, in the porta and 
towns of the other open to trade, where its interests require, a Consul-Genev al, Consuls^ 
Vice-Consuls, and Consular Agents. 

These shall not enter upon their functions before receiving the ex* quatur rf the 
Government of the country where they are to reside. This exequatur sha l be gi . cn 
gratuitously. 

Merchants shall not be appointed to exerris? Consiibr functions. Consuls should 
be true functionaries, and they -hall be pr hib te.l frcm trading. 

In the poits at»d cities where a Consul h:i8 n<it been i^ppoiitted, a foreiirn Co! aul 
mnj fijlfil the functions, provided that I e is not a trader, 'iho lot s 1 t.utboiitics. iit 
the absentee i»f a Consul, shall provide the meaus of securing to the subjects cf the 
two States the benefits of the present Treaty. 

The Consuls of the High Contracting Parties shall enjoy all the attributes^ 
exemptions, immunities, and privileges coLCcded to the ConsuU of the most favoured 
Daticm in each of the two States. 

The Consuls shall not uphold the pretensions of their nationals should they be 
vexatious or offensive to the authorities and the inhabitants of the locrlity. 

If a Consul conducts himself in a manner oflF nsive to the laws of the country in 
which he resides, the exequatur may be withdrawn from him, according to the generat 
custom. 

Art. IV. — Brazdian subji cts shall be permitted to go into the interior of China 
and to travel there, provided that they are furnished with a passport, issued, at the 
request of the Consul, by the Chinese Taotai. This passport, writteu in the two 
lanpuagesy Portugese and Chinese, must be exhibited upon the demand of the local 
authorities, and shall be given up on return. No obstacle shall be raised to the hire 
by the travellers of men, carriages, boats, &c., necessary for the transport of their 

If the traveller be found not to have a regular passport, or if he commit an 
illegal act, he shall be delivered up to the nearest Consul to be dealt with. The local 
authorities can, in this casei only arrest the traveller, and shall not insult him nor 
subject him to ill usage. 

Brazilian subjects ma^ go on excursions in the m ighbonrhood of the open ports, 
without being furnished with passports, to a distance of a hundred Zt, and for a period 
not exceeding five days. 

The above stipulations are not applicable to the crews of shipe, who shall be 
subjected, when on shore, to the regulations established by the Consuh and the local 
authorities. 

Chinese subjects shall have the liberty of travelling in the whole of the territory 
of Brazil, as long as they conduct themselves peaceably and do not contravene the 
laws and regnlations of the country. 

Art. y. — ^Brazilian subjects may travel with their merchandise and trade in all 
(he ports and places in China where subjects of other nations are permitted to trade. 
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Chinese subjects may equally travel and trade in all localities of Brazil on equal- 
terms with subjects of all other nations. 

It is understood that in the event of one of the High Contracting Parties 
granting, hereafter, with its free consent, to any other nation, advantages subject 
to special conditions, the other Contracting Party may only profit by those advantages 
by Hccuding to the conditions inherent thereto, or to equivalent ones, mutually agreed 
upon. 

Art. VI. — The subjects and merchant ships of either of the High Contracting 
Parties, in the open ports of the other, shall be subjected to the commercial regula- 
tions actually in force for all the other nations, or which may be established in future. 

Tho subjects of the Contracting States shiU not piy higher import and export 
duties than those payable by subjects of the most favoured nation. 

Art. VII. — The ships of war of the Contracting States shall be admitted into the 
ports of the other where it is or shall be permitted to the ships of war of all other nations 
to repair, and they shall be treated there like those of the most favoured nation. 

They shall enjoy every facility for tho purchase of provisions, coal, Ac, as well 
as for the supply of fresh water, and for the repairs of which they may have need. 

Ships of war shall be absolutely exempt from payment of duties either on 
entering or leaving port. 

Tlie commanders of Brazilian vessels of war in China and the local authorities 
shall treat each other on the footing of equality. 

Art. VIII. — Merchant ships of each of the two nations may frequent the ports 
of the other o[)en to trade or which may be hereafter opened, and transport mer- 
chandise to them. They shall be treated in all respects l .ke those of all other nations. 

Ships of one of the High Contracting Parties, having had accidents at sea, n?ar the 
coasts of the other, and bein^r obliged to seek a refuge in some port, are to receive from 
the local nithorities all the assistance which it may be in their power to render them. 

Merchandise salved shall not be subject to any duty unless offered far sale. 

These ships shall be treated on equal terms with those of other nations which 
may be in similar circumstances. 

Art. IX. — Brazilians in China, who may have cause of complaint against 
Chinese, should lay their grievanca before the Brazilian Consul, who shall inquire 
into the merits ot the case tmd exert himself to arrive at an amicable solution. 

In like manner if a Chinese have reason to complain of a Brazilian, in China, 
the Brazilian Consul shall listen to his complaint and endeavour to come to an 
amicable solution. If the Consul cannot reconcile them, the case shall be judged, 
in all equity, only bv the authority to which the accused is subject, without consider- 
ing whether the accuser is Brazilian or Chinese. 

Art. X. — Brazilian subjects, in China, who commit any crime against Chinese 
subjects shall b .* arrested by the consular authorities of Brazil and punished conform- 
ably to the laws of Brazil, by the authority entrusted with the execution of the laws. 

Chinese subjects guilty of a criminal act towards Brazilian subjects in China, 
shall be arrested and punished by the Chinese authorities, conformably to Chinese 
laws. 

In general, evt ry action, civil or criminal, between subjects of the two States, in 
China, can only be judged conformably to the laws and by the authorities of the 
nation ot the defendant or accused. 

The High Contracting Parties shall not be bound to reimburse the sums stolen 
or sums due by a subject of one of the States to a subject of the other. In case of 
theft, proceedings shall be in conformity with the laws ot the country to which the 
culprit belongs, and in the case of debt, the authorities ot the country of the debtor 
shall do all in their power in order that the debtor shall satisfy his engagements. 

If Chinese subjects, in China, principals or accomplices in any crime, take refuge 
in the residences, warehouses, or merchant ships of Brazilian subjects, the Chinese 
authorities shall report the fact to the Brazilian Consular authority and the two 
authorities shall depute agents to effect the arrest of the criminals, who must not be 
protected or concealed. 
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Art. XI. — All questions of right, whether of person or of property, which may 
arise betwe»'n Brazilian subjects in China shall be subject to the sole jtirisdiction of 
the Brazilian authorities. Actions between Bn^zilian subjects and foreigners in 
China shall be subject to ihe authorities only of their countries. 

If any Chinese be involved in law suits, action shall be taken conformably to 
the two preceding articles. 

If in future the Chinese Government shall deem fit to establish, in accord 
with foreign Powers, a Code to regulate the matter of jurisdiction over foreign 
subjects in China, Brazil shall also take part in the accord. 

Art. XII. — In the case of persons, whatever l^e their condition, from on board 
of the ships of one of the Si^h Contractinof Parties, in an open port of the other, 
going on shore, and causing* disturbance's there, they shall be punished conformably 
to the usage followed, in such cases, in each of the two countries. 

As regards actions arising from collisions between vessels of the two countries, 
in the waters of China, such actions shall be heard by the authorities of the 
defendant, conformably to the rogulations about collision in force in nil countries. 

If the complainant will not conform to the sentence, the authorities upon whom 
he is dependent may apply officially to the authorities to whom the defendant is 
subject in order that they may re-hear the suit and pronounce definitely in all 
equity. 

Art. XTn. —Chinese subjects in Brazil shall have free access to the course of 
justice of a country for the defence of their just rights. 

They shall enjoy, in this respect, the same rights and privileges as the Brazilians 
and the subjects of the most favoured nation. 

Art. XIV. — The High Contracting Parties agrej to prohibit to the subjects of 
each of them the importation of opium into the ports of the other open to trade, and 
the traLsport of opium from port to port, whether for their own account or for the 
account of subjects or citizens of any other nation, as well in ships belonging to 
subjects of the High Contracting Parties as in ships belonging to subjects or citizens 
of a third nation. 

The High Contracting Parties further agree to prohibit to their respective subjects 
the opium trade in the ports of the other open to trade. 

1 he most favoured nation clause cannot be invoked against the provisions of this 
article. 

Art. XI. — This Treaty has been drawn up in three languages, Portuguese, 
Chinese, and French. Pour copies have been prepared in each of these languages ; 
the versions have been compared and found to correspond in all points, and to be free 
from errors. 

The Portuguese text shall be authoritative in Brazil, and the Chinese in China. 
In case of diverj^ence in the interpretations, the French text shall decide. 

Art. XVI. — If in future the High Contracting Parties desire to make any 
modifications in this Treaty, they shall have the liberty, after the lapse of ten years, 
dating from the exchange of the ratifications, to open ne«:otiations with this object. 

The official notification of the modifications which either of the High Contracting 
Parties may intend to propose shall always be made six months in advance. 

If no such modification be made, the Treaty shall remain in force. 

Art. XVI[I. — The present Treaty shall be ratified by His Majesty the Emperor 
of Brazil and by His Majesty the Emperor of China. 

1 he exchan<re of ratifications shall be made, within the shortest possible time, at 
Shanghai or at Tientsin ; after which the Treaty shall be printed and published in 
order that the functionaries and subjects of the two Empires may have full know- 
ledge o\ it and submit themselves to it. 

In faith whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed the present Treaty 
and have affixed their seals thereto. 

Done at Tientsin this third day of the month of October, in the year of Gra^e 
one thousand eight hundred and eiithty-one, corresponding to the eleventh day of the 
eighth month of the seventh year of Kwang-su. 
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Peotocol. 

Art. Ist. — A Treaty of friendship and commerce with the most favoured nation, 
clause will be concluded and signed at Peking. 

Art. 2nd. — China coufirms perpetual occupation apd government cf Macao and 
its dependencies by Portugal, as any o her Portugue^^e ]K)S8e8sion. 

Art. 3rd. — Portugal engaj^es never to alienate Macao ai;d its dependencies without 
agreement with China. 

Art. 4th. — Poi tujral engages to co-operate in opium revenue work at Macao in the 
same way as Englai d in Hongkong. 

Done at Lisbon, the 26th March, 1887.

Thb Treaty. 
(BatificatioTis Exchanged at Peking 2&th Aprils 1888.^ 

His Most Paithl'iil Majesty the Kins; ot Portu»ral and the Algarves, and TTis 
Imperial Majesty ihe Emperor or Chin», desiring to draw closer an<l to consoL date the 
ties of friendship which have subsisted for more than three hundred years between 
Portugal aiid China, and havinir agreed in Lisb n on the 26th diy of March, 1887, 2nd 
day of yrd moon of the 13th ye;ir of tho re un of the Em|)eror Kwang su, through 
their n-presentative:*, on x\ Pri»iocol of fi»ur At titles, have now resolved to conclude a 
Treaty of Amity nnd Commerce to lei-ulate the rehitions between the two Stales ; 
for this end th^y have appointed as their Plenipotentiarie--, th»t is to say: — 

His Most Fnithful Mnjesfy the King of Portugal and the Algarves, Thomas de 
Souza Roza, His Envoy Extraordinary ami Minister Plenipoti»ntiary in special mission 
to the Court of Peking, £night of the Order of Nossa Senhora de Conceicao de Villa 
Vicosa, Grand Cross of the Onier of the Rising Sun of Japan and of the Crown of 
Siam, Commander of the Order of Charles lU. and of Isabella the Catholic of Spain, 
and Enight of the Lron Crown of Austria : 

His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China, His Highness Prince Ch*ing, Pre- 
sident of the Tsunsr-H Yam^n, and Sun, Minister oi the Tsung-li Yamdn and Senior 
Vice-President of the Board of Public Works ; 

Whoy after having communicated to each other their respective full |)owers and 
found them to be in good and due form, have agreed upon the following Articles : — 

Art. L — There shall continue to exist constant peace and amity between His Most 
Faithful Majesty the King of Portugal and the A^arves and His Imperial Majesty 
the Emperor of China, whose respective subjects shall equally enjoy in the dominioiifl 
of the &gh Contracting Parties the most complete and decided protection for thdr 
persons and property. 

Art. IL— China confirms in its entirety the second article of the protocol of 
Lbbon, relating to the perpetual occupation and ffovemment of Macao by PortngaL 

It is stipulated that Commissioners appointed by both Governments shall proceed 
* to the delimitation of the boundaries, wnich shall be determined by a special con- 
vention ; but so long as the delimitation of the joundaries is not concluded, every- 
thing in respect to them shall continue as at present, without addition, diminution, or 
. attention by either of the parties. 

Art. m. — ^Portugal confirms, in its entirety, the third article of the protocol of 
^ LisboD, rrii^ting to the engage nent never to alienate Macao without previous agree- 
! ment with China. 

Alt. IV. — Portugal agrees to co-operate with China in the collection of duties oa 
^^ium exported from Macao into China ports, in the same way, and as long as, 
"^EnghMid co-operates with China in the collection of duties on opium exported from 
^ongkong into Chinese pcNrts. 
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The bisis of ihis co-operation will be established bv a « o ivention appended to 
this treaty, which shall he a^ valid and binding to bo h the High Contracting Parties 
as the pres nt treaty. 

Art. V. — His Most Fatithful Majesty the King of Portugal and the AlgarveH may 
appoint Ainb tssa if r, Min st^r, ot other d plomatu! agent t > tlie Court of His Im* 
I)erial Majt sty the Emperor ot i hiiia, and this agent, us well hs the p-r^ons of his 
suite and the r uim iies, will be pertnittt-il, at ihn option of the Portuguese G««vern-- 
ment, to resi'le |»e ma tPuth in Peking, to visit that Oonrt, or to resiile at iiny other- 
place where su h rH8id»'nc- is equ'ily accord d t » the dii loinatic r presentat v • ot other 
natinns. Tho Chinese Govern eutmav hIs", if it 'hiuks tit, app in* an A iibassador^ 
Minister, or oth r diplomuic agent lo reside at L sbon, or to visit that Cour*^ when 
his Grovernment shall order. 

Art. VI. — The d plomatic airents of Portugal and China shall reciprocally enjoy 
in the place t»f their residence all the prerogatives and i mm unities aicord'd bv the 
laws of t.ations; their perdons, families, and houses, as Wvll as their corre:^pondenoe 
shall be invifdate. 

Art. VII. — The official correspondence addn^ssed by Portuguese authorities to 
the Cbiuese authorities shall be written i . the Portuguese language accompanied by 
a translatioQ in Chinese, and each nation shall regard as author ta ive the document 
written in is own language. 

Art. VIII. — The furm of correspondence between the Portuguese and the Chi- 
nese anthorMies wdl be regulated by tht ir respt^ctive rank and position, bas(*d upon 
complete reciprocity. Between the high Portuguese and Chinese functionaries at the 
capital or elsewhere, such c:>rresp )ndence will take the form i f dispatch (Chau-hoei) ; , 
between the subordinate functionaries of Po tugal and the chief an horities of the 
provinces, the form<'r shall make ush of the form of expo.^itiou (Xen-chen) and the * 
latter that of dt.'c!arHtion (Cha-hsiug) ; and the subordinate officers of both nations 
shall corresp ond totrether on lerms »;f pi^rfect e{|Ualitv. M*»rchants and generally all ^ 
others who are nut inv '^ted wi h an official character shall adopt, in addressing the 
aothorities, the f^rm of representation or petition (Pin-ching). 

Ajrt. IX. — His Most Faiihfnl Majesiy the King of Portugal and the Algarves 
^ay appoint Consnls-gen ral, Consuls, Vice-cot; sul:4, or Consular agenis in the ports 
Of other places where it is allowed to other n »ti«»n8 to hav ^ them. Th- se functionaries 
will have powers and attributes similar to those of the Consuls of other n.itions, 
and will enjoy nil the exemptions, privilege^, and immunit ^^s which at any time the 
Consular functiouaries of the most favoured nation may enjoy. 

The Consuls pnd the local authorities will show to each other reci| rocid civilities 
snd correspond with each other on terms ol perfect equality. 

The Consuls and actin g f 'onsuls will rank with Tao-tais, Vicn-Consuls, acting 
Vice-Consul , Consular aprents a id intetpreters-translators, with Prefects. I he 
Consuls must be officinls of the Po tugopse Government an . not mer< hants. The 
"Chinese Government will mwke no ob ection in ease the Portuguese Government 
should iteein it unnecessary to appoint an official Consul at any p«>ri and choose to 
entrust a Consul of some other nation, for iht ti ne being, with the iluties of Portu- 
guese C psul at that port. 

Art. X. — All the im muni ti' s »nd privilege-, as well as all the advanta;^es con* 
c**m iig couimerce and navigation, such as any redact on in the duties o. mivigation^ 
importation, oxportution, iransit or any other, which may have been or may le here- 
alt«r granted by China to any other St-atc or to itg subjects, will be immediately 
extended to Portugal anfl its <u' jects. If any concession is granted by the Chii.ese 
Government to any foreign Government under special conditi*)n8, Portugal, on claim- 
ing the f^ame conc>'Ssion f r hersc 1: and for h r own subjects^ will equally assent to the 
eondittons attached to it.» 

Art XL — Portti«;uesf subjects are allowed to rest^ile at, or frequent, the ports o-f 
China o ♦ ned to foreign co umerce and the e carry on trale or employ hemselves 
freJy. Their boats may navigate without hi Ddranceli>et ween the potts open to foreign 
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comtneice, and they may import and ex|:>ort their mercbandi&e, enjoying all the rights 
and privileges enjcned by the subjects of the most favoured nation. 

Art. XIL — Portuguese subjecte shall pay import and export duties on all mer- 
chandise according to the rates specified in the tariff of 1858, adopted for all the other 
nations; and in no instance shall higher duties be exacted from them than those paid 
by the subjects of any other foreign nation. 

Art. Xni. — P» rtuguese subjects are permitted to hire any descrij tion of boats 
they mav require for the convey ance of cargo or passengers, and the price of said hire 
will be fixed by the contracting parties alone, without interference of the Chinese 
(Government. No limit shall be put to the number of boats, neither will it be per- 
mitted to any one to establish a monopoly of such boats or of the service of coolies 
employed in the carr age of merchandise. 

Should contraband articles be on board any such boats, the guilty parties shall 
immediately be punished according to law. 

Art. XIV. — Portuguese subjects residing in the open ports may take into their 
service Chinese subjects, and employ them in any lawful capacity in China, without 
restrain or hindrance from the Chinese Government ; but shall not engage them for 
foreign countries in contravention of the laws ol China. 

Art. XV. — The Chinese authorities are bound to grant the fullest protection to 
the persons and to the property of Portuguese subjects in China, whenever they may 
be exposed to insult or ^fvrong. In case of robbery or incendiarism, the local authod- 
rities will immediately take the necessary meafcures to recover the stolen property, to 
terminate the disorder, to seize the guilty, and punish them according to the law. 
Similar protection will be given by Portuguese authorities to Chinese subjects in the 
I ossession of Portugal. 

Art. XVI. — Whenever a Portuguese subject intends to build or or en houses, 
Bhops or warehouses, churches, hospitals, or cemeteries, at the Treaty ports, or at 
other places, the purchase, rent, or lease of these \ roperties shall be made out aocord* 
ing to the current terms of the place, with equity, without exaction on either side, 
without offending against the usages of the peoj k, and after due notice given by the 
propr etors to the local authoritv. It is understood, however, that the shops or ware- 
houses above mentioned shall only be allowed at the ports open to trade, and not in 
any place in the interior. 

Art. XVII. — Portuguese subjects con ve} ing merchandise between open ports 
shall be required to take certificates from the Superintendent of the Customs-house, 
such as are sf ecified in the regulations in force with reference to other nationalities. 

But Portuguese subjects, who, without carrying merchandise, would like to go 
to the interior of China, must have passports issued by their Consuls and counter- 
signed by the local authorities. The bearer of the ptt8S[>ort must produce the same 
when demanded, and the passport not being irregular, he will be avowed to proceed 
and no opi osition shall be offered, especially to his hiring persons or vessels for the 
carriage of hb baggage or merchandise. 

If he be without a passport, or if he commits anv offence against the law, he 
shall be handed over to the nearest Consul of Portugal to be punished, but he must 
not be subjected to an op|)ressive measure. Ko passport need be applied for by 
persons going on excursions from the ports open to trade to a distance not exceeding 
100 li and for a period not exceeding five days. 

The provisions of this article do not apply to crews of ships, for the due restraint 
ei whom regulations will be drawn up by the Consul and the local authorities. 

Art. XVni. — In the event of a Portuguese merchant vessel being plundered 
by pirates or thieves within Chinese waters, the Chinese authorities are to emplov 
their utmost exertions to seize and punish the said robbers and to recover the stolen 
goods, whichy through the Consul, shall be restored to whom they belong. 

Art. XIX — If a Portuguese vessel be shipwrecked on the coast of China, or be 
compelled to take refuge in any of the ports of the Empire, the Chinese authorities, 
on receiving notice of the fact, shall provide the necessary protection, affording 
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prompt assistance and kind treatment to the crews and, if necessary, furnishing them 
the means to reach the nearest Consulate. 

Art. XX. — Portuguese merchant vessels of more than one hundred and fifty 
* 'tons burden will pay tonnage dues at the rate of four mace per ton ; if of one hundred 
and fifty tons and under they shall be charged at the rate of one mace per ton. The 
Superintendent of Customs shall grant a certificate declaring that the tonnage dues 
have been paid. 

Art, XXI. — Import duties shall be paid on the landing of goods ; and export 
duties upon the shipment of the same. 

Art. XXIL — The saptain of a Portuguese ship may, when he deems convenient, 
land only a part of his cargo at one of the open ports, paying the duties due on the 
portion landed, the duties on the remainder not being payable until they are landed 
at some other port. 

Art. XXni. — The master of a Portuguese ship has the option, wihin forty- 
ei^fht hours of his arrival at any of the open ports of China, but not later, to decide 
whether he will leave port without opening the hatches, and in such case he will not 
have to pay tonnage dues. He is bound, however, to give notice of his arrival for 
the legal registering as soon as he comes into port, under penalty of being fined in 
«Lse of non-compliance within the term of two days. 

The ship will be subject to tonnage dues forty-eight hours after her arrival in 
port, but neither then nor at her departure shall any other impost whatsoever be 
exacted. 

Art. XXIV. — ^All small vessels employed by Portuguese subjt^cts in carrying 
passengers, baggage, letters, provisions or any other cargo which is free of duty, 
between the open ports of China, shall be free from tonnage dues ; but all such vessels 
carrying merchandise subject to duty shall pay tonnage does every four months at 
the rate of one mace per ton. 

Art. XXV. — Portuguese merchant vessels approaching any of the open ports 
will be at liberty to take a pilot to reach the harbour ; and likewise to take a pilot t« 
leave it, in case the said ship shall have paid all the duties due by her. 

Art. XXVI. — Whenever a Portuguese merchant ship shall arrive at any of the 
open ports of China, the Superintendent of Customs will send ofi^ one or more 
Custom-house oflBcers, who may stay on board of their boat or on board of the ship 
as best suits their convenience. These officers will get their food and all necessaries 
from the Custom-house, and will not be allowed to accept any fee from the captain 
•f the ship or from the consignee, being liable to a penalty proportionate to the 
amoxmt received by them* 

Art. XXVII. — Twenty-four hours after the arrival of a Portuguese merchant 
ship at any of the open ports, the papers of the ship, manifest, and other documents, 
shall be handed over to the Consul, whose duty it will be also to report to the 
Superintendent of Customs within twenty-four hours, the name, the registered 
tonnage, and the cargo brought by the said vessel. If, through negligence or for 
any other motive, this stipulation be not complied with within forty-eight hours 
after the arrival of the ship, the captain shall be subject to a fine of fifty taels for 
each day's delay over and above that period, but the total amount of the fine shaU 
not exceed two hundred taels. 

The captain of the ship is responsible for the correctness of the manifest, in 
which the cargo shall be minutely and truthfully described, subject to a fine of five 
hundred taels as penalty in case the manifest should be found incorrect. This fine, 
however, will not be incurred if, within twenty-four hours after the delivery of the 
manifest to the Custom-house officers, the captain expressed the wish to rectify any 
error which may have been discovered in the said manifest. 

Art. XXVIII. — The Superintendent of Customs will permit the discharging of 
the ship as soon as he shall have received from the Consul the report drawn in due 
form. If the captain of the ship should take upon himself to commence discharging 
without permission, be shall be fined five hundred taels, and the goods so disoharged 
shall be confiscated. 
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Art. XXIX. — Portugues" mnrchautH haying goods to ship or to laod will hare 
to obtain a special permission from the SnperintenHent of Customs to that effect, 
nithont whiih all gO' da shipper! or landed ^hall be liable to confi^cati n. 

Art. XXX. — sSo transhipment of goods is allowed from ship to ship without 
special pi^rmission, under penalty of confiscation of all the troods so transhipped. 

Art. XXXI. — ^When a ship ^^hHll haye paid all her duties, the Qtip' rintendent 
ef Customs will grant bt r a certificate and the Consul will return the papern, in order 
that she may proceed on h -r yoyage. 

Alt. XXXII.— When anv doubt may ari^e as to the yalue of goods which by the 
tariff BT^ liable to an a<2 valorem duty, and the Portuguese merchant disafjjees'witk 
the Custom-house officers as regards the yalue of said goods, both parties will call 
4wo or tbr e merc hants t examine them, and the highest offer made by anj of the 
said merchants to buy the goo ^s will be considered a^ their just yalue. 

Art. XXXIII. — Duties will be paid on the m t weight of yery kind of merchandise. 
IShould ttiere be any difference of opioian betwren the Portuguese merchant and the 
Custom-house officer as to the mi de by which the tare is to 1^ fixed, eai h | arty will 
thoose a certain numl>er of boxes or hales from among eviry hundred trackages of 
the goodM in question, taking the trrons weight of said pHcknges. then the ^are of ea<h 
of the packages a parately, and the ayeragi^ tare resulting therelrom will be adopted 
for the whole parcel. 

In ca^^e of any doubt or di*^pute not mentiond herein, the Portuguese merchant 
may appeal to the C< nsul, who will refer the case to the ^u|><-rintendent of Customs^ 
this office r will act in such a manner as to settle the qliestion amicaMy. The appeal^ 
howeyer, will only be entertaineil if mid« within the term of twenty-four hours; and 
in such a ca^^e^ no entry is to b^ made in th(' Custom-house books in relation to the 
said goods until the question shall haye Wen settled. 

Art. XXXrV. — Dauiafred jioods wiU pay a re<.'uced duty proportionate to their 
deterioration; any doubt on this point will be polyed in the way indented in the 
clause of this Treaty with resi ect to duties payalile on merchandise ad valorem. 

Art. XXXV. — Ai»y Portuguesf- merchaiit who, having imported fore gn goods 
into one of the open ])OYt» of China and paid the proj»er duties thrrton, may wish to 
re-export tiu m to another o the said ports, will nave to send to ihr Su| e»intendcnt 
of Cu^tomf^ an account of their, who, to avoid IruuJ, will direct his offic<'is to examine 
whether or not the duties have been paid, whether the same have l)e« n entered <m the 
books o the Cnstoms, whether they retain their original markets, and bet her the en- 
tries agree with the accotmt sent in. S o .Id everything be found eorrect, the same 
will be stated in the export j^erniit togither with the tot 1 amount of duties paid^ 
sbad all these particularb will be communicated to the Custom-house officers at other 
ports. 

Upon arrival of the ship at the port to which the goods are carried, permission 
will be granted to land without any new payment of duties whatsoever if, upon 
examination, they are found to be the i«1ei*tical goods; but if during the ex- 
amination any fraud be detecterj, the goods may be confiscated by the Chinese Ghovera- 
ment. 

Should any Portuguese merchant wish to re-export to a foreign country any 
goods imported, and upon whit h duties have been alteady paid, he will have to roal^* 
his applicati- n in the same form as requir d ior the re-ex p( station of goods to 
another port in China, in which case a certificate of drawback or of restitution of 
duties will I e granted, which will be accepted by any of the Chinese Custom- housi s in 
payment ot import or export duties. 

Foreign cerials imported by Portuguese ships into the ports of China may be 
re-exported without hindrance, if no portion of them has been discharged. 

Art. XXXYI. — The Chinese authorities will adopt at the ports the measures which 
they may deem the most convenient to avoid fraud or snmpgling. 

Art. XXXVn. — The proceeds of fines and confiscations inflicted on Portuguese 
subjects, in conformity to this Treaty, shall belong exclusively to the Chinese 
Governments 
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Art. XXXVni. — Portuguese subjects carrying goods to a market in the interior 
of the country, on wbic^i the lawful import duties have alrady been piid at any of 
the open ports, or those who buy native produce in interior to bring to the porta 
00 the Yang-sze-kiang, or to send to foreign ports, shall follow the regulations 
adopted towards the other nations. 

Custom-house officers who do not comply with the regulations, or who may exact 
more dutii*s than are due, shall he punished according to the Chinese law. 

Art. XXXIX. — The Consuls and local authorities shall consult together, when 
necessary, as to the construction of Light-houses and the placing of Buoys and Light- 
fbips. 

Art. XL. — Duties shall be paid to the banker;) authorized by the Chinese Govern- 
ment to receive them in sycee or in loreign coin, according to the official assay made 
ftt Canton on the 15th July, 1843. 

Art. XLI. — In onler to secure the r^»gularity of weights and measures and to 
avoid confusion, the Superintendent of C ustoms will hand over to the Portuguese 
Consul at each of the open ports standards similar lo those given by the Treasury 
Department for ooUc tion of public dues to the Customs nt Canton. 

Art. XLir. — Portuguese merchant ships may resort onlv to those ports of China 
whicli are declared open to commerce. It. is forbi^Iden to them, except in the case of 
force majeure provide 1 for in Ar icle XIX., tu enter into other ports, or to carry 
on a cland«*bt:ne trade on the coast of Clii »a, a id the '^rin egress ^r of this order shall 
be subject to coutiscation of this ship and cargo bv the Chinese Government. 

Art. XLIII. — All Portuguese vessels dosjia^ch^^d from one of the op3n ports of 
China to another, or to Macao, are entitled to a certificate of tlie Custom-house, which 
will exempt them from paying new tonnage dues, during the period of four months 
reckoned from th^^ date of clearance. 

Art. XLIV. — If any Portuguese merchant ship is found smuggling, the goods 
gmnggled, no matter of what uature or v.ilue, will ba subiec to confiscation by the 
Cbine:i * anthorilies, who may send the ships away from the port, after settlement of 
all her accounts, and prohibit her to continue to tra^le. 

Art. XLV. — As regards the delivery of Portuguese and Chinese criminals, with 
the exception of the Chinese criminals who take refuge in Micao, and for whose 
extradition the Governor of Macao will continue to follow the existing practice, after 
the receipt of a due requisition from the Viceroy of the Kwangs, it is aflnreed that, in 
the Chinese ports open to foreign trade, the C linese cri iiinals who take refui;e at 
the houses or on board ships of Portuguese subjacrs, shall be arrestel and delivered 
to the Chinese authorities ou their applying to trie Portuguese Consul ; and likewisie 
the Portuguese criminals who take refug«^ in China shall be arrested and delivered 
to the Portuguese authorities ou their applying to the Chinese authorities ; and by 
neit.ier of the parties shall the crimiuals be harboured nor shall th -re be delay in 
deliyering them. 

Alt. XLVL — It is asrreed that either of the Hi^jh Contracting Parties to this 
Treaty may de nand a revision of the TariflF, and of the commercial articles of this 
Treaty, at the end of ten years; but if no demand be made ou either side within six 
months a'ter the end of th- first ten years, then the tariff shall rem:un in force for 
ten ynar.s more, reckoned from th^ en 1 of the precad.ng ten years ; and so it shall be, 
at the end of each successive ten years. 

Art. XLVII. — All disputes arising between Portuguese subjt cts in China, with 
regard to right^^, either of property or |>erson, shall be submitted to the juribdiction 
of the Portuguese authorities. 

Art. XLVIII. — Whenever Chinese subjects become guilty of any criminal act 
towards Portuguese subjects, the Portuguese atithorities must report stich acts to 
the Chinese authorities in order that the guilty be tried according to the laws of 
China. 

If Portuguese subjects become guilty of any criminal act towards Chinese subjects, 
the Chinese authorit es must rep>rt such acts to the Portuguese Consul in order thai 
Ihe guilty may be tried according to the laws of PortugaL 
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Art. XLIX. — If any Chinese subject shall have become indebted to a Portuguese 
subject and withholds payment, or fraudulently absconds from this creditors, the 
Chinese authorities shall use all their efforts to apprehend him and to compel him to 
pay, the debt being previously proved and the possibility of its payment ascertained. 
The Portuguese authorities will likewise use their efforts to enforce the payment of 
any debt due by any Portuguese subject to a Chinese subject. 

But in no case will the Portuguese Government or the Chinese Government be 
considered reBponsible for the debts of their subjects. 

Art. L. — Whenever any Portuguese subject shall have to petition the Chinese 
authority of a district, he is to submit his statement beforehand to the Consul, who 
will cause the same to be forwarded should he see no impropriety in so doing, 
otherwise he will have it written out in other terms, or decline to forward it. 
Likewise, when a Chinese suV.ject shall have occasion to petition the Portuguese 
Consul he will only be allowed to do so through the Chinese authority, who shall 
proceed in the same manner. 

Art. LI. — Portuguese subjects who may have any complaint or claim against 
any Chinese subject, shall lay the same beiore the Consul, who will take due 
cognizance of tlie case and will use all his efforts to settle it amicably. Likewise, 
when a Chinese subject hhall have occasion to complain of a Portuguese subject, the 
Consul will listen to his complaint and will do what he possibly can to re-establish 
harmony between the two parties. 

If, however, the dispute be of such a nature that it cannot be settled in that 
conciliatory way, the Portuguese Consul and Chinese authorities will bold a joint 
investigation of the case, and decide it with equity, applying each the laws of his own 
country according to the nationality of the defendant. 

Art. LII, — The Catholic religion has for its t ssential object iibe leading of mem 
to virtue. Persons teacbinj^ it and professing it shall alike be entitled to efficacious 
protection from the Chinese authorities ; nor shall such persons pursuing peaceably 
their callino^ and not offending against the laws be prosecuted or interfered with. 

Art. LIIL— In order to prevent for the future any discussion, and considering 
that the English language, among all foreign language^, is the most generally 
known in China, tt)is Treatv, with the Convention appended to it, is written in Por- 
tuguese, Chinese, and English, and signed in six copies, two in each language. All 
these versions have the same sense and meaning, but if there should happen to be any 
divergence in the interpretation of the Portuguese and Chinese versions, the English 
text will be made use of to resolve the doubts that may have arisen. 

Art. LIV. — The present Treaty, with the Convention appended to it, shall be 
ratified by His Most Faithful Majesty the King of Portugal and the Algarves and 
His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China. The exchange of the ratifications shall 
be made, within the shortest possible time, at Tientsin, after which the Treaty, 
with the Convention appended, shall be printed and published in order that the 
functionaries and subjects of the two countries may have full knowledge of their 
stipulations and may fulfil them. 

Li faith whereof, the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed the present Treaty 
and have affixed their seals thereto. 

Done in Peking, this first day of the month of December in the year of Our Lord 
Jesus Christ one thousand eight hundred and f'igfaty-seven, corresponding with the 
Chinese date the 17th day of 10th moon of 18th year of Ewang-Sii.

Convention 

It having been stipulated in the Art. lY. of the Treaty of Amity and Commerce, 
concluded b^ween Portugal and China on the Ist dav of the month of December, 
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1887, that a ConTentioD shall be arranged between the two High Contracting Parties 
in order to establish a basis of co-operation in collecting the rovenue on opium ex- 
ported from Macao to Chinese ports, the undersigned Thomas de Souza Boza, Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of His Most Faithful Majesty the King 
of Portugal and the Algaryes, in special mission to the Court of Peking, and His 
Highness the Prince Ch*ing, President of the Tsung-li Yamen, and Sun, Minister of 
the Tsung-li Yamen and Senior Vice-President of the Board of Public Works, Min- 
isters Plenipotentiaries of His Imperial Majesty the Emperor ot China, have agreed 
on the following ConTcntion in three articles: — 

Art. I. — Portugal will enact a law subjecting the opium trade of Macao to the 
following provisions : — 

1. — ?lo opium shall be imported into Macao in quantities less than one chest. 

2. — All opium imported into Macao must, forthwith on arrival, be reported to 
the competent department under a public functionary appointed by the Portuguese 
GoTemment, to superintend the importation and exportation of opium in Macso. 

3. — No opium imported into Macao shall be transhipped, landed, stored, removed 
from one store to another, or exported, without a permit issued by the Superintendent. 

4. — The importers and exporters of opium in Macao must keep a register, accord- 
ing to the form furnished bj the Government, show.ng with exactness and clearness 
the quantity of opium they have imported, the number of chests they have sold, to 
whom hnd to what place ihey were disposed of, and the quantity in stock. 

5. — Only the Macao opium farmer, and persons licensed to sell opium at retail, 
will be permitted to keep in their custody raw opium in quantities inferii r to one chef t. 

6. — Begulations framed to enforce in Macao the execution of this law will be 
equivalent to those adopted in Hongkong for similar purpose. 

Art. II. — Permits for the exportation of opium Irom Macao into Chinese ports, 
after being issued, shall be communicated by the Superintendent of 0{.ium to the 
Commissioner of Customs at Kung-pac-uan. 

Art. III. — By mutual consent ot both the High Contracting Parties the stipula- 
tions of this Convention may be altered at any time. 

In faith whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed and sealed this 
Convention. 

Done in Peking this first day of December in the year of Our Lord Jesus Christ 
one thousand eight hundred and eighty seven, corresponding with the Chinese date 
the 17th day of 10th moon ol the 13th year of Kwang-Su.

Agbeemekt. 

The basis of the co-operation to be given to China by Portugal in the collection 
irf duties on opium conveyed frcm Macao to Chinese ports, having been fixed by a 
Convention appended to* the Treaty of Amity and Commerce, concluded between 
China and Portugal on the Ist December, 1887, and it being now conventient to come 
to an understanding upon some points relat ng to the said co-operation as well as to 
fii rules for the treatment of Chinese junks trading with Macao, Bernardo Pinheiro 
Correa de Mello, Secretary of the Special Mission of His Most Faithful Majesty in 
Peking, duly authorized by His Excellency Thomas de Souza Eoza, Chief of the said 
Mission, and Sir Bobert Hart, E.C.M G., Inspictor-Qeneral of the CLiiese Imperial 
Maritime Customs, provided with the necessary instructions from the Chinese 
i^overnment, have agreed on the following : 

1. — An office under a Commissioner, appointed by the Poreign Inspectorate of 
the Chinese Imperial Maritime Customs, shall be established at a convenient spot on 
Chineie territory, for the sale of opium duty eertificateSi to be freely sold to mercnants 
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and for such quantities of opium as they may require. The said Commissioner will 
also administer the Customs stations near Macao* 

2. — Opium accoinpmied by such certillcat ^s, at the rate of not more than 110 
Taels p T picul, shall be free trora all other iuiposts of every sort, and have all the 
"benefits stipulated for by th * Additional Article of the Chefoo Convention between 
China and Groat Britain on behsilf of opium on which duty has been paid at one of 
the ports of China, and mny be made up in sealed parcels at the option of the purchaser. 

3. — Thfj Commissioner of Custom responsible for the management of the 
Customs stations shall invosti^^Hte and settle anj complaint made by Chinese 
Merchants of Macao against the Customs stations or revenue cruisers. 

The Governor of Macao, if he deems it advisable, shall he entitled to send an 
officer of Macao to be present and assist in the investigation and decision. If, how- 
ever, they do not a^^ree a reference may be made to the Authorities at Peking for a 
joint decision. 

4. — Junks trailing between Chinese ports and Mac »o, and their cargoes, shall not 
be suhject to any dues or duties in excess of those leviable on junks an I their cargoes 
trading between Chinese port8 and Hongkong, and no dues whatsoever shall be de- 
manded from junks proceedia^ to Macao from ports of Chinj., or coming from Macao 
to ports in China, over an I above th ^ duc'S paid, or payable, at the ports of clearance 
or destination. Chinese produce which has paid Customs' duties andLikin tax before 
entering Mac:io may b? rj- 'xported from Macao to Chinese ports without paying 
Customs dutios and Likin tax uguin, and will be only subject to the payment of the 
tax iiamrd Siw-hao. 

In Witness wh'^reof, this agreement has been written in Portuguese and English 
and signed in duplicate at Pokiug this the first dav of December, 1887.

The Empire of China and the Empire of Japan having be**n on terms of friend- 
ship for a long period of years i ow desire by common ac ion to cement their ancient 
relations, and to make the intercourse subsisting? between the two cmntriesmore close. 

To this end Li, by Imperial appointment, Minister Plenipotentiary of the Empire 
of China for the management of commercial aflFairs, Senior Guardian of the Heir 
Apparent, Assistant Grand Secretary, President of the Board of War, Governor- 
€(encral of the Province of Chih-li, and invested with the first degree of the third 
order of nobility ; and Ita, Minister Plenipotentiary of the Empire of Japan, &c., Ac., 
each acting in obedience to the Decrees of their respective Sovereigns, have conferred

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together, and have agreed t > articles for the reconHtniction of reiat ons, to the end 
tbat they maj be observed with good faith on both aides in perpetuity. 
The Articles agreed upon are as follow : 

Art. I.* — Belitions o: amity shall hencefi^rth be maintained in redoubled force 
between China and Japan, in measure as boundless as the heaven and the earth. In 
aQ that regards the territorial possessions f>i either country the two G-ovemments 
shall treat each the otiier with proper courtesy, without the slightest infringement or 
encroachment on either sid<% to the end that Uiere may be for evermore peace between 
them undisturbed. 

Art. II. — Friendly intercourse thus existing between the two Governments, it is 
the duty of each to sympathise with the ^^ther, and in the event of any other nation 
acting unjustly or treating either of the two Powers with contempt, ou notice b.3ing 
given [by the one tu the other], mutual assistance ^hall be ren ere^l, or mediat on 
offered for the arrangement of the ditficulty, in fulfilment of the dut^ imposed by 
relations of friendship. 

Art« III. — The system of Government and the penal onactments of the two 
Governments being different from each other, each shall be allowetl t<i act in entire 
indt pendence. There shall be no interference off^^r* d, nor s<>all requests for innova- 
tions be obtruded. Eai h shall aid the other in enforcement of laws, nor shall 
either allow its subjects to entice the people of the other country to commit acts in 
violation of the laws. 

Art. IV. — It will be competent for either Government to send Ministers Plenl- 
potentiar?, with their families and suites, to reside in the capital of the other, either 
permanently or from time to time. Their trav»lling expenses they pasK through 
the country, will be defrayed by themselves. In the mattcT of their hiring groun l or 
buildings 10 serve as legations, of t: e passage of their bairgage to and fro, of the 
conveyance of th'Mr CO trespondence by special courie I s, and the like, dae assistance 
shall be rendered on either side. 

Art. V. — Although the functionaries of the two Governments have fixed grades, 
Ihe nature of the offices conl'erred are different on either side. Officers of equivaiout 
rank will meet and correspond with each other on a foot^n*^ of equality. Wh n nn 
officer visits a superior, the intercourse between them will be such as is prescribed 
by the rites of hospitality. For the trautaction of public business, the officials of the 
two countries will ail dress communications to officers of their own rank, who will 
report in turn to their superiors. Thev will not address the superior officer directly. 
In visits, cards wi h the official title of the visitor shall be sent on * it her side. All 
officials sent on the part of either Government to the other shall present for inspection 
a letter bearing an official stamp, in order to guard against false personation. 

Art. VI. — In official comspondence, China will use the Chinese language, and 
Japan will either use the Japanese language accompanied by a Chinese vtrsion, or u 
Chinese version alone, as may be found on her side perferable. 

Art. VII. — Friendly intercourse having been established between the two 
Oovemments, it will behove them boih to appoint certain ports rn tbe seaboard which 
their merchants will be authorized to frequent tor purposes of trade, and to la\ down 
separately re^jrulations of trade, that their ref^pective mercrantile communities may 
abide by in perpetuity. 

Art. VIII. — At the pons appointed in the territory of either Government, i* will 
b« competent for the other to station Consuls for the control of its own merc l-ant 
community. All suits in which they (the Consul's nationals) are the only paiti-?, 
the matter in dispute heincr money or property, it will fall to the Consul to adjudicate 
according to the law of his own state. In mixed suits, the plaint I aving been laid 
before the Consul, he will endeavour, in the first instance, to prevent litigation h^- 
friendly counsel. If this be not possible, he will write t fficially to the local au hoiiL; , 
and in concert with him will fairly try the case and decide it. When acts of theft or

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robbery are committed, and where debtors abscond, the authorities can do no more 
than make search for and apprehend the guilty parties. They shall not be held liable 
to make compensation. 

Art. IX. — At any of the ports appointed, at which no Consul shall have been 
stationed, the control and care of the traders resorting thither shall devolve on the 
local authorities. In case of the commission of any act of crime, the guilty party 
shall be apprehended, and the particulars of his offence communicated to tbe Consul 
at t^ie nearest port, by whom he shall be tried and punished according to law. 

Art. X. — At the ports named in either country, the oflScials and people of the 
other shall be at liberty to engage natives for service, or as artisans, or to attend to 
commercial business. The persons so engaged shall be kept in order by the person 
so engaging thera, who shall not allow them to perpetrate acts of fraud under any 
pretext. Still less shall he give rise to cause of complaint bv giving ear to statements 
advanced from illicit motives. Tn the ca^^e of any oflfence being committed by any 
person employed in the manner above mentioned, the local authority shall be at 
liberty to apprehend and punish the delinquent. The employer shall not favour or 
protect him. 

Art. XI. — Whereas it u the duty of the subjects of either Power residing at the 
ports declared open in either country to live on friendly terms with the native inha- 
bitants, it is provided that they shall not be allowed to wear arms. Infraction of 
this rule will be punishable by a fine, accompanied by the confiscation of the arms.* 
Residents as aforesaid shall attend peaceably to their own avocations, and whether 
residing permanently or for the time beins: at a port, they shall submit to the autho- 
rity of their Consul. They shall not be allowed to adopt the costume of the country 
in whic'i they m%j reside nor to obtain local registration and compete at the literary 
examinations, lest disorder and confusion be produced. 

Art. XII. — If any subject of either Power having violated the law of his owb 
country, secrete himself in an official building, merchant vessel, or warehouse of the 
other state, or escape to any place in the territory of the other, on official application 
being made by the authority of the state of which such offender is a subject to the 
authority of the other, the Litter shall immediately take steps for the arrost of the 
offender, without show of f ivour. Whilst in custody, he shall be provided with food 
and clothing, and shall not be subjected to ill usage. 

Art. XIII. — If any subject of either Pt>wer connect himself at any of the opea 
ports with lawless oflfenders f ^r purposes of robbery or other wrong doing, or if any 
work his way into the interior and commit acts of incendiarism, murder, or robbery^ 
active measures for his apprehension shall be taken by ihi proper authority, and 
notice shall at the same tim^ be erivon without delay to the Consul of the offender's 
nationality. Any offender who shxll venture, with weapons of a murderous nature, 
to resist capture, may be si. tin in the act without farther cmsequence; but the 
circumstances which hive 1 ^d to his life being thus taken shall be investigated at an 
inquest which will be hel 1 by the Consul and the local authority together. In the 
event of the occurrence taking place in the interior, so far from the port that the 
Consul cannot arrive in time for the inquest, the local authority shall ommunicate 
a report of tbe facts of the case to the Consul. 

When arrested and brought up for trial, the offender, if at a port, shall be tried 
by the local authority and the Consul together. In the interior he shall be tried and 
dealt witlj by the local authority, who will officially communicate the facts of the 
case to the Consul. 

If subjects of either Power shall assemble to the number of ten or more to 
foment disorder and commit excesses in the dominions of the other, or shall induce 
subjects of the other therein to conspire with them for the doing of injury to the 
other Power, the authorities of the latter shall be free at once to arrest them. If at 
a port, their Consul shall be informed, in order that he may take part in their triaL 
If in the interior, the local authority shall duly try them, and shall officially com -

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municate particulars to the Consul. In either case capital punishment shall be in- 
flicted at the scene of toramission of the offence. 

Art. XIV. — Vessels of war of either Power shall be at liberty to frequent the 
ports of the other for the protection of the subjects of tbeir own country, but they 
shall in no case enter ports not declared open by treaty, nor rivers, lakes, and streams 
in the intprior. Any vessels infringing tliis rule shall be placed under embargo and 
fined. The stipulation shall not, however, apply to vessels driven into port by stresH 
of weather. 

A.rt. XV. — If either State of the two should be involved in war with any other 
Power, measures ior the defence of the coast being thereby entailed, on notice being 
priven, trade sba.U be suspended for the time being, together with the entry and 
departure of sbips, lest injury befall them. Japanese subjects ordinarily established 
in the appointed ports of China, or being in the seas adjoining China, and Chinese 
subjects ordinarily established at the open ports of Japan or being in the seas 
adjoining Ibereunto, shall not be permitted to engage in collisions with subjects of a 
hostile power, or to attack and plunder them. 

Art. XVI. — No Consul of either Power shall be allowed to trade, or to act as 
Consul for a Power not in Treaty relations with the other. In the case of any 
Consul so acting as to ren^^ler himself generally unacceptable, on substantial proof to 
this effect being produced, it shall be competent for the Government interested to 
communicate officially with the Minister Plenipotentiary, who, when he shall have 
ascertained the truth, shall remove the Consul, in order that the friendly relations of 
the two Governments may not suffer detriment through the misconduct of a single 
individual. 

Art. XVII. — The flags carried by the vessels of either country are of a fixed 
design. If a vessel of either, having falsely assumed the colours of the other, shall 
do that which is contrary to law, the vessel and goods shall be confiscated, and i f it 
appear that the false colours were given by an official, he shall be denounced and 
removed from his post. 

The subjects of either countrv shall be at liberty to purchase the books of the 
other, if desirous of studying its literature. 

Art. XVIII. — The foregoing articles are agreed to by the two contracting Powers 
in order to the prevention of misunderstandings, to the end that peifect confidence 
and improved relations may subsist between them. In testimony whereof the 
Ministers Plenipotentiary of the two contracting Powers do now accordingly sigm 
and affix their seals hereto. So soon as the present Treat v shall have been ratified 
by tbeir respective Sovereign?-, and ratified copies of it exchanged, it shall be printed 
and published, and circulated throughout the dominions of either Power, for the 
information of t'ne subjects of both countries, to the end that there may be a good 
understanding between them evermore.

therefore nain«fd a-* their Plenipotentiaries, thht is to sav : 

Her Majesty the Qut'en of t le United Kinjfdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
Empress of India, Sir Harry Smith Parkes, Knight Grand Cross f the Most 
Distinguished Order of St Michael and St. George, Knight Commander of t e Most 
Honouriible Order of The Bath, Her Maj^isty's Envoy Extraordinary, and Miiiister 
Plenipotentiary t.- His Majesty ihe Emperor of China ; 

His Majesty the Kiuj; of Cor* a, Min Yong-niok, President of His Majesty's 
Foreign O^^ce, a Dignitary of the First Rmk, Senmr Vice Presid^^nt of the Council 
of Stare, Member of His Majesty's Privy Conncil, Junior Guardian of the Crown 
Prince ; 

Who, after baving communicaled to each other their resT>ective full rowers, 
found in good and due form, have avjrr eil upon and c ncluded the following Articles : — 

Art. [. — There shall b^ perpetual pea o and friendship between Her Majesty 
the Queen of the United Kingdom of Gieit Brrain and Ireland, Empress of India, 
her heirs and successoi s, and His Majesty the King of Corert, his heirs and succes- 
sors, and between their respective dominions and subjects, who shall enjoy full 
security and protections for their persons and property within the dominions of the 
-other. 

2. — In ca^e of difference arising between one of the High Contracting Parties 
and a thir«l Power, thi? other Hi»<h Contracting Party, if requested to do so, shall 
^exert its ^ood oSSces to bnng about an amicable arrangftinent. 

Art. II. — The High Contracting Parties may each appoint a Diplomatic Re- 
presen at.ive to resid«^ permanently or temporarily at the Capital of the other, and 
may appoint a ConsuUG •neral, Consuls or Vice-Consuls, to reside at any or all of 
the ports or places of the other which are o[ven to fi>reign cotnmerce, Ihe Diplo- 
matic Representatives and Cotisnlar functionaries of both countries shall freelv enjoy 
the same facilities for communicaolon pjrs )nally or in writing with tne Authorities 
of the coimtr • where they resjjcctively reside, together with all oth^r privileges and 
immunities, as are enjoyed by Diplomatic or Consular functionaries in other 
-counti ies. 

2. — The Diplomatic Representative and the Consular functionaries of each 
Power and the member!^ of their official establishments shall have the right to travel 
freely iii any part of the dominions of the other, and the Corean Authorities shall 
furnish passports to such British officers travelling in Corea, and shall provide such 
escort for their protection as may be necessary. 
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3. — Tbe Gousular officers of both couutries shall exercise their f mictions on 
receipt of due authorisation from the Sovereign or Government of the country in 
which they respectively reside, and shall not be permitte d to t^ngage in trade. 

Art. m.— Jurisdiction over the persons and property of British subjects in Corea 
ihall be vested exclusively in the duly authorised British Judicial Authorities, who 
shall hear and determine all cases brought a;^ftinst British ^^ubjeets by any British or 
other fjreign subject or citizen without the interventi m of the Corean Authorities. 

2. — If the Corcan Authorities or a Corean subject make any charge or complaint 
against a British subject in Corea, the case shall be heard aud decided by the 
British Judicial Authorities. 

3. — I the British Authorities or a British subject make any charge or complaint 
ag^st a Coreau subject in Corea, tbe case shall be heard and decided by the Corean 
Authorities. 

4. — A British subject who commits any offence in Corei shill be tried and 
punished by th? British Jnaicial Authorities accordinjic to the laws of Great Britain. 

5— A Corean subject who commits in Cor a any offence iigainst a British sub- 
ject shall be tried and punished by the Corean Authorities according to the laws of 
Corea. 

6. — Any complaint against a British subject involving: a p'^nalty or confiscation, 
bvr ason of any breach either of this Trea»y or of any Regulation annexed thereto, 
or of any RegulaMon that raty hereafter be made in virtue of its provisions, shall be 
brouj^ht l)efore the British Judicial Anthorities for decision, and any penalty imposed, 
and all property confiscated in such cas^'S, •^hall belonfr to the Corean Gijvernment. 

7. — British f»^oods, when seize J by the Cnrean Authorities at an open port, shaU 
be pat under the seals ol the (,'on an and the British Consular Au horities and shall 
be detained by the former until the British Judicial Authorities shall have given their 
decisioQ. If this decision i^ in favour of the owner of the goods, they shall be imme- 
diately placed at the Consul's dispos il. Bnt the owner shall be allowed to receive 
them at once on depositing their valu*» with the Corean Authorities pending the 
decision of the British Judicial Authorities. 

8. — In all cases, whi ther civil or criminal, tried either in Corean or British 
Courts in Corea, a properly authorised official of the nationality of the plaintiff or 
prosecutor shall be allowe I to attend the hearing, and shall be treated with 
the courtt^sy due to his position. He shall be alhiwed, whenever he thinks it necessary, 
to call, examine, ind cross-examine witnesses, and to protest against the proceedings 
or decision. 

9. — If a Corean subject who is charged with au offence against the laws of his 
cooniry takes refu2:e on preinises occupied by a British subject or on board a British 
merchant vessel, the British Consular Authoritirs, on receiving an application from 
tlie Corean Authorities, shall lake steps to have such person a? rested and handed over 
to the latter for trial. But without the consent of the proper British Consular 
Authority no Corean (officer shall enter the premises of any British subject without 
kis consent, or go ou board any British ship without the' consent of the officer in 
charge. 

10. — On the demand of any comi)etent British Consular Authority, the Corean 
Authorities shall arr^-st and deliver tt) the former any British sulject charged with a 
criminal offence, and any deserter from a British ship of war or merchant vessel. ^ 

Art. IV. — The port of Chemulpo (Jenchuan), Wonsan (Gensan), and Pusan 
(Pusan), or, if the latter port should not be approved, then such other port as may be 
•elected in its neighbourhood, together with the city of Hanyang and the town of 
laaghwa Chin, or such other place in that neighbo tr ood as may be deem«^d desirable, 
iliall, from the day on which this Treaty comes into operation, be opened to Britbh 
commerce. 

2.— At the above-named places British subjects shall have the right to rent'or to 
porchase land or houses, and to erect dwellings, warehouses, and factories. They shall 
be allowed the free exercise of their religion. All arrangemeLts for the selection^ 
determination of the limits, and laying out of the sites of the Foreign settlements^

and for the sale of land at the yarious ports and places in Corea open to foreign trade, 
shall be made by the Gorean Authorities in conjunction with the competent Foreign 
Authorities. 

3. — These sites shall be purchased from the owners and prepared for occupation 
by the Corean Govemment, and the ezpetises thus incurred shall be a first charge on 
the proceeds of the sale of the land. The yearly rental a^p:^d upon by the Corean 
Authorities in conjunction with the Foreign Authorities shall be paid te the former, 
who shall retain a fixed amount thereof as a fair equivalent for the land tax, and the 
remainder, together with any balance left from the proceeds of land sales, shall 
belong to a Municipal fund to be administered by a Council, the constitution of which 
shall be determined hereafter by the Corean Authorities in conjunction with the 
competent Foreign Authorities. 

4. — Britisih subjects may rent or purchase land or houses beyond the limits of the 
foreign settlements, and within a distance of ten Corean li from the same. But all 
land so occupied shall be subject to such conditions as to the observance of Corean 
local regulations and payment of land tax as the Corean Authorities may see fit to 
impose. 

6. — The Corean Authorities will set apart, free of cost, at each of the places open 
to trade, a suitable piece of grouud as a foreign cemetery, upon which no rent, land 
tax, or other charges shall be pavable, and the management of which shall be left to 
the Municipal Council above mentioned. 

6. — British subjects shall be allowed to go where they please without passports 
within a distance of one hundred Corean li from any of the ports ai.d places open to 
trade, or within such limits as may be at^reed upon between the competent authorities 
of both countries. British subjects are also authorised to travel in Cerea for pleasure 
or for purposes of tiade, to transport and sell goods of all kinds, except books and 
other printed matter disapproved of by the Corean Government, and to purchase 
native produce in all parts of tbe country, under passports which will be issued by 
their Consuls and coimter signed or sealed by the Corean local authorities. Those 
passports, if demanded, must be produced for examination in the districts passed 
through. If the passport be not irregular, the bearer will be allowed to proceed, and 
he shall be at liberty to procure such means of transport as he may require. Any 
British subject travelling beyond the limits above named without a passport, or com- 
mitting when in the interior any offence, shall be arrested and handed over to the 
nearest British Consxd for punishment. Travelling without a passport beyond the 
said limits will render the offender liable to a fine not exceeding one hundred Mexican 
dollars, with or without imprisonment for a term not exceeding one month. 

7. — British subjects in Cores shall be amenable to such ujunicipal, police, and 
other regulations for the maintenance of peace, order, and good government as may 
be agreed upon by the competent authorities of the two countries. 

Art V. — At each of the ports or places open to Foreign trade, British subjects 
shall be at full libery to import from any Foreign port or from any Corean open 
port, to sell or to buy from any Corean subjects or others, and to export to any 
Foreign or Corean open port, all kinds of merchandise not prohibited by the Trea^, 
on paying the duties of the Tariff annexed thereto. They may freely transact their 
business with Corean subjects or others without the intervention of Corean officials 
or other persons, and they may freely engage in any industrial occupation. 

2. — The owners or consignees of all goods imported from any Foreign port upon 
which the duty of the aforesaid Tariff shall have been paid shall be entitled on 
re-exporting the same to any foreign port at any time withm thirteen Corean months 
from the date of importation, to receive a drawback certificate for the amount of such 
import duty, provided that tbe original packages containing such goods remain intact. 
These drawback certificates shall either be redeemed by the Corean Customs on 
demand, or they shall be received in payment of duty at any Corean open port, 

3. — ^The duty paid on Corean goods, when carried from one Corean open port to 
mother, shall be refunded at the port of shipment, on production of a Customs 
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^rtificate shewing that the goods have arrived at the port of destination, or on 
satisfactory proof being produced of the lobS of the goods by shipwreck. 

4. — All goods imported into Corea by British subjects, and on which the duty 
df the Tariff annexed to this Treaty shall have been paid, may be conveyed to any 
Corean open port free of duty, and, when transported into the interior, shall not be 
subject to any additional tax, excise, or transit duty whatsoever in any part of the 
eountrj. In like manner, freedom shall be allowed for the transport to the open 
ports of all Corean commodities intended for exportation, and such commoditii s shall 
not, either at the place of production, or when being conveyed from any part of Corea 
to any of the open ports, be subject to the payment of any tax, excise, or transit duty 
whatsoever. 

5. — ^The Corean Qovernment may charter British merchant vessels for the con- 
Teyance of goods or passengers to uno^-ened ports in Corea, and Corean subjects shall 
hare the same right, subject to the approval of their own authorities. 

6. — Whenever the Government of Corea shall have reason to apprehend a scarcity 
of food within the kingdom, His Majesty the King of Corea may, by Decree, 
temporarily prohibit the export of grain to foreign countries from any or all of the 
Corean open ports, and such prohibition shall become binding on British subjects in 
Corea on the expiration of one month from the date on which it shall have been 
officially communicated by the Corean Authorities to the British Consul at the port 
concerned, but shall not remain longer in force than is absolutely necessary. 

7. — All British ships shall pay tonnage dues at the rate of thirty cents (Mexican) 
per register ton. One such payment will entitle a vessel to visit any or all of the 
open ports in Corea during a period of four months without further chaise. All 
tonnage dues shall be appropriated for the purposes of erecting lighthouses and 
I'eaeons and placing buoys on the Corean coast, more especially* at the approaches 
to the open ports, and in deepening or otherwise improving the anchorages. No 
toonage dues shall be charged on boat^ employed at the open ports in lauding or 
ahippiog cargo. 

8. — In order to carry into effect and secure the observance of the provisions of 
this Treaty, it is hereby agreed that the Tariff and Trade Regulations hereto annexed 
shall come into operation simultaneously with this Treaty. The competent authorities 
of the two countries mar, from time to time, revise the said Eegulations with a view 
to the insertion therein, by mutual consent, of such modifications or additions as 
experience shall prove to be expedient. 

Art. VI. — Auv British subject who smuggles, or attempts to smuggle, goods 
into any Corean port or place not open to foreign trade shall forfeit twice the value 
of such goods, and the goods shall be confiscated. The Corean local authorities may 
ieizesuch goods, and may arrest any British subject concerned in such smuggling or 
attempt to smuggle. They shall immediately forward any person so arrested to the 
nearest British Consul for trial by the proper British Judicial authority, and may 
detain such goods until the case shall have been finally adjudicated. 

Art, VII. — If a British ship be wrecked or stranded on the coast of Corea, the 
local authorities shall immediately take su( h steps to protect the ship and her cargo 
^rom plunder, and all the persons belonging to her from ill-treatment, and to render 
mch other assistance as may be required. They shall at once inform the nearest 
British Consul of the occurrence, and shall furnish the shipwrecked persons, if neces- 
ttry, with means of conveyance to the nearest open port. 

2. — All expenses incurred by the Government of Corea for the rescue, clothing, 
mamtenance, and travelling of snipwrecked British subjects, for the recovery of the 
todies of the drowned, for the medical treatment of the sick and injured, and for the 
horial of the dead, shall be repaid by the British Government to that of Corea. 

3. — ^The British Government shall not be responsible for the repayment of the 
expenses incurred in recovery or preservation of a wrecked vessel, or the property 
bdonging to her. All such expenses shall be a charge upon the property saved, 
*nd shall be paid by the parties interested therein upon receiving delivery of the 
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4. — No charge Bball be made by the Gover.'^inent of Corea for the expenses of 
the G-overnmeiit officers, local functionaries, or police who shall proceed to the wreclc, 
for the travellinor expenses of officers escorting the shipwrecked men, nor for the 
expenses of official correspondence. Such expenses shall be borne by the Corean 
Government. 

5. — Any British merchant ship corapellefl by stress of weather or by want of f nel 
or provisions to enter an unopened port in Con a shall be allowed to execute repairs, 
and to obtain necessary supplies. All such expenses shall be defrayed by the master 
of the vessel. 

Art. VIII. — The J^hips of war of each country shall be at liberty to visit a'l the 
ports of the cth« r. They shall enjoy every facility for proc-.ring supplies of all kinds 
or for making repairs, and shall not be snbje«t to trade or harbour regulations, nor 
be liable to the payment of d* ties or port charges of any kind. 

2. — When British ships of war visit unopened ports in Corea, the officers and 
men may land, but shall not proceed into the interior unless they are provided with 
passports. 

3. — S upplies of all kinds for the use of the British Navv may be landed at the 
open ports of Corea, and stored in the oust dy of a British officer, w t out the pay- 
ment of any duty. But if any such supplies are sold, the purchaser shill pay the 
proper dut. to th • Corean A* thoritie*. 

4. — The Corean Government will afford all the f icilities in their power to ships 
belonging to the British Government which may be engaged in making surveys in 
Corean waters. 

Art. IX, — The British Authorities and British subjects in Cnrea shall be allowed 
to employ Corean subjects as teachers, int rpreters, servants, o»" in any other lawfid 
capacity, without any restriction on the part of the Corean Authorities; and, in like 
manner, no restrictions shall be placed upon the employment of British subjects by 
Corean Authorities and subjects in any lawful capacity. 

2. — Subjects of either nationality who m:iy proceed to the country of the other 
to study its languaj^e, liierature, laws, arts, or industries, or for the purpose of scien- 
tific research, shall be afforded every reasonable facility for doing so. 

A't. X. — It is hereby stipulated that the Government, public officers, and 
subjects of Her Britannic Majesty shall, from the day on which this Treaty comes 
into operation, participate in all privileges, immunities, and advantages, especially 
in relation to import or export duties on goods and manufactures, which shall then 
have been granted or may thereafter be granted by His Majesty the King of Corea 
to the Government, public officers, or subjects of any other power. 

Art. XI. — Ten years from the date on which this Treaty shall come into opera- 
tion, either of the Hi^^h Contracting Parties may, on giving one year's previ(»us notice 
to the other, demand a revision of the Treaty or of the TariflF annexe J thereto, with a 
view to the insertion therein, by mutual consent, of such modifications as experience 
shall prove to be desirable. 

Art. XII, — This Treaty is drawn uj> in the English and Chinese langua;ies, both 
of which versions have the saniC meanincr, bm it is hereby agreed tijat any difference 
.which may arise as to interpretation shall be determined by reference to the English 
text, 

2. — For the present all official communications addressed by the British Autho- 
rities to those of Corea shall be accompanied by a translation into Chinese. 

Art. XIII.— The present Treaty shall be ratified by Her Majesty the Queen of 
the United Kingdom of Great Brirain and Ireland, Empress of India, and liy Hit 
Majesty the King of Corea, under their hands and seals; the ratifications shall be 
exchanged at Hanyang (S5 *1) as soon as possible, or at latest within one year from 
the date of signature, and the Treaty, which shall be published by both Governments, 
shall come into operation on the day on which the ratifications are exchanged. 

In witness whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries above named have signed thor 
present Treaty, and have thereto affixed their seals, 
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Done in triplicate at Hanyang, thig twtnty-sixth day of November, in the year 
eighteen hun dred and eit:hiy-three» correspondLifj: to the twenty-seventh ()ay ot the 
tenth month of the fdur hundred and ninety-second year ot the Corean era, being the 
ninth year of the Chinese reign Kuang Hsu.

EKaULATIONS UNDER WHICH BRITISH TRADE IS TO BE 
CON DUCT KD IN COREA. 

I. — Entrance and Clearance of Vessels. 

1. — Within forty-eight hour^ (exchisiTe of !^un<lay8 and holidays) after the 
irriv&l of a British ship in a Corean port, the master shall delive r to the Corean 
Customs au^hftritifs the receipt of the British Consul sbowind: that h * l^as deposited 
the lihip's pa]>er8 at the BritiNh Con- u late, and he shall then make an entry of this 
ghipby banding in a written paper seating the name of the ship, of the port from 
vhich she comes, of htr master, rhe number, and, ii r^^quired, the names of her 
psaseDgers, her tonnage, and the number of her crew, which paper sh *ll be ceitified 
by the niaster to be a true statement, and shall be signed by bim. He shall, at the 
lame time, de[>osit a written mani^e^t of his car>ro, setting for h the marks and 
numbers of the packages and their contents as they are described in thn bills of 
lading, with tiie names of the pernons to whom they are consigned. The master shall 
certify that this description is correct, and hhall sign h'ln name to the same. When 
aiessel has been duly entered, the Customs auth'Tifie^* will issue a permit to open 
hatches, which shHll be exhibited to the Ctistoms othcer on board Breaking bulk 
without having obrained guch permission will render the master liable to a fine not 
exceeding one hundred Mexican dollars. 

2. — If any error is discovered in the manifest, it may bp conectcd within twenty- 
foor hours (exclusive of Sundaj s and holidays) of its beii.g hainled in, without the 
payment of any fee, but for alteration or post entry to the manifest made after 
that time a fee of five Mexican dollars shall be paid. 

a. — Any mast r who shall negU*ct to enter his v psel at th" Corean Custom-house 
within the time fixed by this Regulation sliall pay a penalty not exceeding fifty 
Mexican dollars for every twenly-lour ho rs that he shall so neglect to enter his ship. 

4. — Any British vessel wluch remains in port for less than Ibrty-eight hours 
(exclusive of Sundays and holidays) and does n il open her hatch s, also any vessel 
driven into port by stress of weather, or only in want of supplies, >ahall not be required 
to en er or pay tonnage dues so long as siit h vessel does not en^^age n trade* 

c. — hen the n aster of a vessel wishes to clear, he shall hand ii» to ihe Customs 
authorities an export manifest containing similar parriculat s to those given in the 
impon luanifest. The Customs authorities will then issue a clearance cer'ificate and' 
return the Consnl's receipt for the ship's pa^jers. The-e documents must be handed 
into the Consulate before the ship's papers are returned to the master. 

6. — Should anv ship leave the port without clearing ou'wards in the manner 
above prescribed, the master shall be liable to a j>enalty not exceeding two hundred 
Mexican dollars. 

7. — liritish steamers may enter and clear on the same day, and they shall not be 
required to hand in a manifest except tor such goods as are to be landed or transhipped 
at the port of entry. 

II. — Landing and Shipping Cargo and Payment of Duties, 
1. — The importer of any goods who desires to land them shall make and sign an 
application to that efi^ect at the Custom-honse, stating his own n^me, the name of the 
ship io which the goods have been imported, the marks, numbers, and content'^ of the 
packages and their values, and declaring that this statement is correct. The Customs 
AQtbontiis may demand the production of the invoice of each consignment of mer- 
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chandise. If it is not produced, or if its absence is not satisfactorily accounted for, 
the owner shall be allowed to land his goods on payment of double the Tariff duty, 
but the surplus duty so levied shall be refunded on the prodnction of the invoice. 

2. — All goods so entered may be examined by the Customs officers of the places 
appointed for the purpose. Such examination shall be made wi:hout delay or injury 
to th^ merchandize, and the packages fehall be at once resorted by the Customs 
authorities to their original condition, in so far as may be practicable. 

3. — Should the Customs authorities consider the value of any goods paying an 
ad valorem duty as declared by the importer or exj orter insufficient, they shall call 
upon him to pay duty on the value determined by an appraisement to be made by the 
Customs appraiser. But should the importer or exporter be dissatisfied with that 
appraisement, he shall within twenty-four hours (exclusive of Sundays and holidays) 
state his reasons ior such dissatisfaction to the Commissioner of Customs, and shall 
appoint an appraiser of his own to make a re-appraisement. He shall then declare 
the value of the goods as determined by such re-appraisement. The Commissioner 
of Customs will thereupon, at his option, either assess the duty on the value deter- 
mined by this re-appraisement, or will purchase the goods from the importer or 
exporter at the price thus determined, with the addition of five per cent. In the 
latter case the purchase* money shall be paid to the importer or exporter within five 
days from the date on which he has dechired the value determined by his own 
appraiser. 

4. — Upon all goods damaged on the voyage of importation a fair reduction of 
duty shall be allowed, proportionate to their deterioration. If any disputes aiise as 
to the amount of such reduction, they shall be settled in the manner pointed out in 
the preceding clause. 

5. — All goods intended to be exporteJ shall be entered at the Corean Custom- 
house before they are shipped. The application to ship shall be made in writing, and 
shall state the name of the vessel by which the goods are to be exported, the marks 
and number of the packages, and the quantity, description, and value of the contents. 
The exporter shall certify in writing that the application gives a true account of all 
the goods cDntained herein, and shall si;;n his name horeto. 

6. — No goods shall be landed or shipped at other places than those fixed by the 
Corean Customs authorities, or between the hours of sunset and sunrise, or on Sundays 
or holidays, without the special permission of the Customs authorities, who will be 
entitled to reasonable fees for the extra duty thus performed. 

7. — Claims by importers or exporters for duties paid in excess, or by the Customs 
authorities for duties which have not been fully paid, shall be entertained only when 
made w^ithin thirty days from the date of payment. 

8. — No entry will be required in the case of provisions for the use of British 
ships, their crews and passenj^ers, nor for the baggage of the latter which may bo 
landed or shipped at any time after examination by the Customs officers. 

9. — Vessels needing repairs may land their cargo for that purpose without the 
payment of duty. AH goods so landed shall remain in charge ol the Corean Autho- 
rities, and all just charges for storage, labour, and supervision shall be paid by the 
master. But if any portion of such cargo be sold, the duties of the Tariff shall be 
paid on the portion so disposed of. 

10. — Any person desiring to tranship cargo shall obtain a permit from the Custonaa 
authorities before doing so. 

m. — Protection of the Bevenue. 

1. — The Customs authorities shall have the right to place Customs officers on 
board any British merchant vessel in their ports. All such Customs officers shall have 
access to all parts of the ship in which cargo is stowed. They shall be treated with* 
civility, and such reasonable, accommodation shall be allowed to them as the ship 
affords. 

2. — The hatches and all other places of entrance into that part of the ship where 
cargo is stowed may be secured by the Corean Customs officers between the hours of 
sunset and sunrise, and on Sundays and holidays, by affixing seals, locks, or othtr 
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fagtenings, and it anj person shall, without due permission, wilfully open any ectrance 
that has been so secured, or break any seal, lock, or other fastening that has been 
affixed by the Corean Customs otficers, not only the person so offending, but the master 
o! the ship also, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding one hundred Mexican 
dollars. 

3. — Any British subject who ships, or attempts to ship, or discharges, or attempts 
to discharge, goods which have not been duly entered at the Custom-house in the 
maimer above provided, or packages containing goods different from 'those described 
in the import or export permit application, or prohibited goods, shall forfeit twice the 
raloe of such goods, and the goods shall be confiscated. 

4. — Any person signing a false declaration or certificate with the intent to defraud 
the re?enue of Corea shall be liable to a fine not exceeding two hundred Mexican 
dollars. 

5. — Any violation of any provi ion of these Regulations, to which no penalty is 
specially attached therein, m^y be punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred Mexican 
dollars. 

NoU. — All documents required by these Regulations, and all other commiinications 
addressed to the Corean Customs authorities, may be written in the English lungt age. 



The above-named Plenipotentiaries hereby make and append to this Treaty the 
following three Declai ations : — 

I.— With reference to Article III. of this Treaty, it is hereby declared that the 
right of extra- terriorial jurisdiction over British subjects in Corea granted by this 
Tnaty shall be relinquished when, in the judgment of the British Governn>ent, the 
laws and legal procedure of Corea shall have been so far modified and reformed us to 
remoye the objections which now exist to British subjects being placed under Corean 
jurisdiction, and Corean Judges shall have attained similar legal qualifications and a 
similar independent position to those of British Judges. 

IL — With reference to Article IV. of this Treaty, it is heieby declared that if the 
Chinese Government shall hereafter surrender the ri^ht ot opening commercial 
eataUishmenta in the city of Hanyang, which was granted last year to Chinese subjects, 
the same right shall not be claimed for British subjects, provided that it be not 
granted by the Corean Government to the subjects of any other Power. 

IIL — It is hereby declared that the provisions of this Treaty shall apply to all 
British Colonies, unless any exception shall be notified by Her Majesty's Government 
(0 t&at of Corea within one year from the date on which the Batifications of this 
l^ty shall be exchanged. 

And it is hereby further stipulated that this Protocol shall be lail befoie the 
High Contracting Parties simultaneously with this Treaty, and that the ratification 
•f this Treaty shall include the confirmation of the above three de dnrations, for which, 
therefore, no separate act of ratification will he reqidred. 

In faith of which the above-named Plenipotentiaries have this day signed this 
Ftotocoly and have hereto affixed their seals. 

Done at Hanyang this twenty-sixth day of November, in the year eightei n hundred 
*nd eighty-three, corresponding to the twenty-seventh duy of the tenth month of the 
four hundred and ninety-second year of the Corean era, being the ninth year of the 
Chinese reign Kuang Hsu.

TREATY OP PEACE AND FEIENDSHIP. BETWEEN THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA AND THE KINGDOM OF COREA (CHOSEN) 



Signed at Rensan, 22nd May, 1882 



Baiificaiions Exchanged at Hanyang^ \9th May, 1883 



Art. I. — There shall be perpetual peace and friendship between the President of 
the United States and the King of Chosen and the citizens and subjects of their 
respective Governments. If other Powers deal unjustly or oppressively with either 
government the other will exert their good offices, on beinu informed of the case, to 
bring about an amicable arrangement, thus showing their friendly feelings. 

Art. II. — After the conclusion of this treaty of amity and commerce the high 
coDtractmg Powers may each appoint diplomatic representatives to reside at the Court 
of the other, and may each appoint consular representatives at the ports of the other 
which are open to foreign commerce, at their own convenience. 

The officials shall have relations with the corresponding local authorities of 
equal rank upon a basis of mutual equality. The Diplomatic and Consular repre- 
sentatives of the two governments shall receive mutually all the privileges, rights, and 
immuDities, without discrimination, which are accorded to the same classes of repre- 
sentatives from the most favoured nations. 

Consuls shall exercise their functions only on receipt of an exequatur from the 
government to which they are accredited. Consular authorities shall be bond fide 
officials. No merchants shall be permitted to exercise the duties of the office, nor 
shall consular officers be allowed to engage in trade. 

At ports to which no consular representatives have been appointed the consuls 
of other Powers may be invited to act, provided that no merchant shall be allowed to 
assume consular functions, or the provisions of this treaty may be, in such case, 
enforced by the local authorities. 

If consular representatives of the United States in Chosen conduct their business 
in an improper manner their exequaturs may be revoked, subject to the approval, 
previously obtained, of the diplomatic representative cf the United States. 

Art. III. — Whenever United States vessels, either because of weather or by want 
of fuel or provisions, cannot reach the nearest open port in Chosen, they may enter 
any port or harbour either to take refuge therein or to get wood, coal, and other 
necessaries or to make repairs ; the expenses incurred thereby being defrayed by the 
ship's master. In such event the officers and people of the locality sliall display 
their sympathy by rendering full assistance, and their liberality by furnishing the 
necessities required. 

If a United States vessel carries on a clandestine trade at a port not open to 
foreign commerce, such vessel with her cargo shall be seized and confiscated. 

If a United States vessel be wrecked on the coast of Chosen, the coast authorities, 
on being informed of the occurrence, shall immediately render assistance to the crew, 
provide for their present necessities, and ttike the measures necessary for the salvage 
of the ship and the preservation of the cargo. They shall also bring the matter to 
the knowledge of the nearest consular representative of the United States, in order 
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thHt steps may be taken to send the crew hnnie a td save th^ ship atid cargo. The 
necessary expenses bhall be defrayed either by the ship'* master or by the United 
States. 

Art. IV. — All citizpns of tlie XJnit^^d States of America in Chosen, peaceably 
attendinp; to their own afEairs, j^hall recrive ami enjo^ for themsMlve-* and eveiyrhing 
appertaining to them th« protection of tbe local authorities of tiie Qovornminjt of 
Cho>en, whi> shall defend ihem from all insult and ii'jury of any sort. If th*ar 
dw llings or p!0])erty b^ threatened or attacked by mobs, incendiaries, or other violent 
or lawless persons, tbe local officers, on req«iisition of the Consul, shill immediately 
dispatch a milirary force to disperse the rioters, apprehend tbe guilty individuals, 
and punish them with the utii ost rigour of the !aw. 

Subjects of Chosen, guilty of any criminal art towards citizens of the United 
State?, sliall be punished by the aut!>oriries of Chosen according to the laws of 
Chosen; and citizens of the United States, either on shore or in any merchant 
vessel, who may insult, trouMe^ or wound the persons or injur*^ the property of the 
people of Chosen shall be nrrested and punish* d only by t je Consul or other public 
functionary of the Unittd Siatcs thereto authorized, according to the laws of the 
United States. 

When controversies arise in the kincrd^Mu of Chosen, betw on citizons of the 
United States and subjects of His Majesty, wliieli nee I to be examined iind decide d 
by the public officers o the two n itions, it is agn^ed between the two governments of 
the United States nn I Chosen tiiat su :b rjise shill b3 tried by the prop.^r official of 
tbe naiitniality of the defendant according 'o the law of that n iti »n. The pioperly 
aittlmrizi'd official of the plaintiff's natii>nalitv shall l)e freelv permitted to attend the 
trial and shall be treated with tlie eom tes due to his position. He s :all be granted 
all 1 roper fticilities for watching ih ' proccjedinjj-* in the iiit rests of justice. If he so 
drsire he shall have the right to be pr sei.t, to exa-nine ai d cross examine witnesses. 
It he is dissatisfied with the proceedings he shall be (jormitted to protest against 
them in detail. 

It is, however, mutually agreed and understood between the high contracting 
Powers that whenever the King of Chosen sh ill have so far modifi ed and reformed 
the statutes and the jud cial procedure of his kingdom that, in the jud^rment of tbe 
United States, tfiey conform to the laws and course of justice in tlie United States, 
the right of exterritorial jurisdiction over United States citizens in Choseti shall be 
abandoned, and thereafter United States citizens, when within the limits of the 
kingdom of Chosen, shall be subject to the jurisdiction of the native authorities. 

Art. V. — MiTchants and merchant vessels of Chosen visiting the United States 
for the purpose of traffic shall pay duties and tonnage dues and fees according to the 
customs regulations of the United States, but no lugher or other rates of duties and 
tonnage dues shall be exacted of them than are levied upon citizens of the United 
States or upon citizens or subjects of the most favoured nation. 

Merchants and merchant vessels of the United States visiting Chosen for purposes 
of traffic shall pay duties upon all merchandise imported and exported. The authority 
to levy duties is of rigl»t vested in the Government of Chosen. The tariff of duties 
upon exports and imports, together with the customs regulations for the prevention 
of smuggling and other irregularities, will be fixed by the authorities of Chosen and 
communicated to the proper officials of the United States, to be by tbe latter notified 
to their citizens and duly observed. 

It is, however, agreed in the first instance, as a general measure, that the tariff* 
upon such imports as are articles of daily use shall not exceed an ad valorem duty of 
ten per cent ; that the tariff upon such imports as are luxuries — as for instance foreign 
wines, foreign tobacco, clocks and watches — shall not exceed an ad valorem duty of 
thirty per cent., and that native produce export»*d shall pay a duty not to exceed five 
per cent, ad valorem. And it is further agreed that the duty upon foreign imports 
shall be paid once for all at tbe port of entry, and that no other dues, duties, fees, 
taxes, or charges of any sort shHll be levied upon such imports either in the interior 
of Obosen or at the portffi. 
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in 



United States merchant vesseb* entering he p rts < f Chosen shall paj tonnage 
doefl at the ra'e <»f five mac • |)er ton, payable ouc^^ in three months on each vessel, 
according ro the Chinese calendar. 

Art. VI. — Subjects of Chisen ^*ha m\j visit the Unired States shall be per- 
mitt d to resMe anu to r^nt prennses, purchvi^se Lmd, or toconsttuct resi lences or 
whouses in all parrs of the counrry. Th»'y sKall b 'lViijlv per nitfe<l to pursue 
their various C4I in.s ami avv»cat ous, and »o traffic in all merchan'liSe, raw and 
mano&'tureil, tbar is not declared contr;ib!ind bv law. Ci'izjns of t e Uui'ed Stnres 
who may resort to the ports of Chosen vhich j«rH opMi to forcig 1 com:oerce shall be 
permitted to reside at snch open orts within the limits of t 'C concession aud to 
lease Injildings or land, or to cons met r hiJenctiS or ^^arehonses thtTe;n. They shall 
befieely permitted to pursue' their various callings and nvt'cations ^irhin the limits, 
of the (K>rrs and to traffic in all merchandise, ra % and manu actured, that is not 
declared contraband by law. ^ 

Ho coercion or intimidation in the adjuisition • of land or buildings shall be 
permitted, and the land rent as fixed by th^ authorities of Chosen shall be paid. 
And it is expressly a(n*eed that land so acquired in the open port^ of Chosen still 
Temains an int^'gral part of rhe kingdom, an ] thit all rights of jnrisdict ion over 
person<4 and ptope'-ty within soch areas remain vested in the atithorities of Chosen^ 
eioept in so far as such rights have been expressly relinquished by tnis treaty. 

American citizens are not pcgrmitted eit her to transport foreign imports to the 
interior for sal or to proceed thither to purchase native produce, nor are they per- 
mitted to transport native produce from one open port to another open port. 

Violation of this rule will subject 8u> h merchandise to confiscation, and the 
meFchnnts offending will be handed over to the consular authorities to be dealt with. 

Art. Vll. — The O-overnin. nis of the United States and of Cho»en mutually a^ree 
and imdertake th it subjects of Chosen .shall not be permitte d to import opi ^m into 
&ny oi the ports of the United States, and citizens: of the, United States shall not be 
permitted to im|K>rt opium into any. of the op. n ports of Choi»en, to tran^^port it from 
one open port to another open port, or traffic in h in Chosen. Tois absolute 
prohibition, which exten Is to Vessels owned by the citizens or subjects of either Po ^ver^ 
to foreign vessels employed by them, and to v^snels owuv d by the ci ize s or subject 
of either Po^er and einplo' ed by «>ther persoiis lor the trans |>ortation of opium, shallt 
be enforce « by appropriate legislat ion oti the part of the United States ai;d of Chosen, 
and offenders against it shall be severely puni»hed. 

Art VII. — Whenever the Government of Chosen shall have reason to appre* 
h.nd a scarcity of f »od i^ithin the limits of the kingdom, His Majesty may by 
d*«ree temporarily prohibit thj export of all breadstuffs, and such decree shall be 
binding upon all citizens of the United Stat s in Chosen upon due notice havinti: been 
given th m b^ the authorities of Chosen through tli** proper officers of the United 
States; but it is to be imderstood thui the exportation ot rice and breadatuffs of 
everv description is prohibited from the Of»en port of Tin-Chuen. 

Chosen having of oM pr >hi!dtel the exportation of red ginseng, if citizens of the 
ITnited States clandestinely purchase it f ^r export it shall be confiscated and the 
(lenders punishtnl. 

Art IX. — Purchase of cannon, smnll arms, swords,- gunpowde *, shot, and all 
munitions of war is permitted onlv to officials of the Government O' Chosen, and 
thev maybe imported by citizens of the United S'ates only un< er *M*itten permit 
from the authoriti -s of Chosen, if fhise a tides are clandeotinely imported they 
shall be confiscat«-d and the offending p.irty .-hall be p wished. 

Art, X. — The officers and people of either nation residing in the other shall 
bave the right to employ natives for all kinds of la ^fui work. 

ShO 'ld, howev**r, subjects of Ch*>sen^ L'tiilfiy of violation of the laws of the king- 
^m, or against horn any acti n has been brought, conceal themselves in the 
^deuces or wareh >uses of United Stat es citizens or on board United States merchant 
▼essels, the Consular authorities of the United States, on beit.g notified of the fact 
b7 the local authorities, will either permit the latter to despatch constables to make 
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the arrests, or the persons will be arrested by the Consular authorities and handed 
over to the local constables. ' 

Officials or citizens of the United States shall not harbour such persons. 

Art. XI. — Students of either nationality who may proceed to the country of the 
other in order to study the language, literature, laws, or arts shall be given all 
possible protection and assistance, in evidence of cordial goodwill. 

Art. XII. — This being the first treaty negotiated by Chosen, and hence being 
general and incomplete in its provisions, shall, in the first instance, be put into opera- 
tion in all things stipulated herein. As to stipulations not contained herein, after 
an interval of five years, when the officers and people of the two Powers shall have 
become more familiar with each other's language, a further negotiation of commercial 
provisions and regulations in detail, in conformity with international law and without 
unequal discriminations on either part, shall be bad. 

Art. XIII. — This Treatv and future official correspondence between the two 
contracting governments shall be made on the pail of Chosen in the Chinese language. 

The United States shall either use the Chinese language, or if English be used 
it shall be accompanied with a Chinese version in order to avoid misunderstanding. 

Art. XIV. — The high contracting Powers hereby agree that should at any time 
the King of Chosen grant to any nation or to the merchants or citizens of any nation 
any right, privilege, or favour connected either with navigation, commerce, political 
or other intercourse, which is not conferred by this treaty, such right, privilege, and 
favour shall freely enure to the benefit of the United States, its public officers, 
merchants, and citizens ; provided always, that whenever such right, privilege, or 
favour is accompanied by any condition or equivalent concession granted by the other 
nation interested, the United States, its officers and people, shall only be entitled to 
the benefit of such right, privilege, or favour upon complying with the conditions or 
ooncessions connected therewith. 

In faith whereof the respective Commissioners Plenipotentiary have signed and 
sealed the foregoing at Yin-Chuen, in English and Chinese, being three originals of 
each text of even tenor and date, the ratifications of which shall be exchanged at 
Yin-Chuen within one year from the date of its execution, and immediately herealter 
this treaty shall be, in all its provisions, publicly proclaimed and made known by 
both governments m their respective countries in order that it may be obeyed by 
their citizens and subjects respectively.

TREATY OP PEACE AND PRIENDSHIP BETWEEN THE EMPIRE OF 
JAPAN AND THE KINGDOM OP COREA (CHOSEN) 

SiGNBo AT EoKWA, 26th FbBR17ABT, 1876. 



The Gbvernmenta of Japan and Chosen being desirous to resume the amicable 
relations that of yore existed between them and to promote the friendly feelingH of 
both nations to a still firmer basis have, for this purpose, appointed their Pleni- 
potentiaries, that is to say : — The Qovernment of Japan, Kuroda Kiyotaka, High 
Commissioner Extraordinary to Chosen, Lieutenant-Qeneral and Member of the Privy 
Council, Minister of the Colonization Department, and Inouye Eaoru, Associate 
High Commissioner Extraordinary to Chosen, Member of the Gtenrd In ; and the 
GoTernment of Chosen, Shin Ken, Han-Choo-Su-Pu, and In-Jisho, Fu-So-Pu, 
Pukn-sd-Kwan, who, according to the powers received from their respective Govern- 
ments, have agreed upon and concluded the following Articles : — 

Art. L — Ciiosen being an independent state enjoys the same sovereign rights as 
does Japan. 

In order to prove the sincerity of the friendship existing between the two nations, 
their intercourse shall henceforward be carried on in terms of equality and courtesy, 
each avoiding the giving of offence by arrogance or manifestations of suspicion. 

Iq the first instance, all rules and precedents that are apt to obstruct friendly 
intercourse shall be totally abrogated, and, in their stead, rules, liberal and in general 
usage fit to secure a firm and perpetual peace, shall be established. 

Art. II. — ^The Govemraent of Japan, at any time within fifteen months from the 
date of si^rnature of this Treaty, shaU have the right to send an Envoy to the 
capital of Chosen, where he shall be admitted to confer with the Rei-sohan-sho on 
matters of a diplomatic nature. He may either reside at the capital or return to his 
country on the completion of his mission. 

The Government of Chosen in like manner shall have the right to send an Envoy 
to Tokyo, Japan, where he shall be admitted to confer with the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs on matters of a diplomatic nature. He may either reside at Tokyo or return 
home 00 the completion of his mission. 

Art. III. — All official communications addressed by the Government of Japan 
to that of Chosen shall be written in the Japanese language, and for a period of ten 
years from the present date they shall be accompanied by a Chinese translation. The 
Government of Chosen will use the Chinese language. 

Art. IV. — Sorio in Pusan, Chosen, where an official establishment of Japan is 
situated, is a place originally opened for commercial intercourse with Japan, and 
trade shall henceforward be carried on at that place in accordance with the provisions 
of this Treaty, whereby are abolished all former usages, such as the practice of Sai- 
ken-sen (junk annually sent to Chosen by the late Prince of Tsushima to exchange a 
certain quantity of articles between each other). 

In addition to the above place, the Government of Chosen agrees to open two 
ports, as mentioned in Article V. of this Treaty, for commercial intercourse with 
Japanese subjects. 

In the foregoing places Japanese subjects shall be free to lease land and to erect 
buildings thereon, and to rent buildings the property of subjects of Chosen. 

Art. V. — On the coast of five provinces, viz : Keikin, Chiusei, Jenra, Keisho, 
and Kankio, two ports, suitable for commercial purposes, shall be selected, and the 
time for opening these two ports shall be in the twentieth month from the second 
month of the ninth year of Meiji, corresponding with the date of Chosen, the first 
moon of the year Hei-shi. 

Art. VI. — Whenever Japanese vessels either by stress of weather or by want of 
fuel and provisions cannot reach one or the other of the open ports in Chosen, they 
may enter any port or harbour either to take refuge therein, or to get supplies of 
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wood, coal, and other necessaries, or to make repairs ; the expenses incurred therebjr 
are to be defrayed by the ship's master. In such events both the officers and the 
people of the locality shall display their sympathy by rendering full assistancOi and 
tiieir liberality in supplying the necessaries required. 

If any vessel of either country be at any time wrecked or stranded on the coasts 
of Japjin or of Chosen, the people of the vicinity rihall immediately use every exertion 
to rescue lier crew, and shall inform the local authorities of the disaster, who will 
either send the wrecked persons to their native country or hand them over to the 
officer of their country residing at the nearest port. 

Art. VII. — The coasts of Chosen, having hitherto been left unsurveyed, are 
very dangerous for vessels approaching them, and in order to prepare charts showing 
the positions of islands, rocks, and reefs, as well as the depth of water, whereby all 
navigators may be enabled safely to pass between the two countries, any Japanese 
mariners may freely survey said coasts. 

Art. Vlll. — There shall be appointed by the Government of Japan an officer to 
reside at the open ports in Chosen for the protection of Japanese merchants resorting 
there, provided that such arrangement be deemed necessary. Should any question 
inten^sting both nations arise, the said officer shall confer wi^h the local authorities 
of Chosen and settle it. 

Art. IX. — Friendly relations having been established between the two cortract- 
ing parties, their respective subjects may freely carry on their business without any 
interference from the officers of either Gfovemment, and neither limitation nor pro- 
hibition shall be made on trade. 

In case any fraud be committed, or payment of debt be refused by any merchant 
of either country, the officer of either one or of the other Government shall do their 
utmost to bring the delinquent to justice and to enforce recovery of the debt. 

Neither the Japanese nor the Chosen Government shall be held responsible for 
the payment of such debt. 

Art. X. — Should a Japanese subject residing at either of the open ports of 
Chosen commit any offence against a subject of Chosen, he shall be tried by the 
Japanese authorities. Should a subject of Chosen commit any offence against a 
Japanese subject, he shall be tried by the authorities of Chosen. The offenders 
shall be punished according to the laws of their respective countries. Justice shall 
be equitably and impartially administered on both sides. 

Art. XI. — Friendly relations having been estabUshed between the two contract- 
ing parties, it is necessary to prescribe trade relations for the benefit of the 
merchants of the respective countries. 

Such trade regulations, together with detailed provisions, to be added to the 
Articles of the present Treaty, to develop its meaning, and facilitate its observance, 
shall be agreed upon at the capital of Chosen or at Kokwa Fu in the coimtry, within 
six months from the present date, by Special Commissioners appointed by the two 
countries. 

Art. Xn. — ^The foregoing eleven articles are binding from the date of the 
signing hereof, and shall be observed by the two contracting parties, faithfully and 
invariably, whereby perpetual friendship shall be secured to the two countries. 

The present Treaty is executed in duplicate and copies will be exchanged between 
the two contracting parties. 

In faith whereof we, the respective Plenipotentiaries of Japan and Chosen, have 
affixed our seals hereunto this twenty-sixth day of the second month of the ninth 
year of Meili, and the two thousand five hundred and thirty-sixth since the accession 
of Jimmu Tenno ; and, in the era of Chosen, the second day of the second moon of 
the year Heishi, and of the founding of Chosen the four hundred and eighty-fifth.

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SUPPLEMENTAEY TREATY BETWEEN JAPAN AND COREA 



Wliereas, on the twenty-sixth day of the second month of the ninth year Meiji, 
corresp 'nding with the Corean date of the second day of the second montli of the 
year Heishi, a treaty of Amity and Friendship was signed and concluded between 
Kuruda Eiyotaka, High Commissioner Extraordinary, Lieutenant-General of H.I. J.M. 
Army, Member of the Privy Council, and Minister of the Colonization Department, 
and Inouy^ Kaoru, Associate High Commissioner Extraordinary and Member of tbe 
Genro-In, both of whom had been directed to proceed to the city of Kokwa in Corea 
by the GJovemment of Japan ; and Shin Ken, Dai Kwan, Han-Choo-Su-Pu, and In- 
jisho, Pu-So-Pu, Puku-so-Kwan, both of whom had been duly commissioned for that 
purpose by the Government of Corea : — 

Now therefore, in pursuance of Article XI. of the above Treaty, Miyamoto 
Okadzn, Commissioner despatched to the capital of Corea, Daijo of the Foreign 
Department, and duly empowered thereto by the Government of Japan, and Ohio 
luki, Koshoo Kwan, Gisheifuddsho, duly empowered thereto by the Government of 
Corea, have negotiated and concluded the following articles : — 

Art, I. — Agents of the Japanese Government stationed at any of the open ports 
shall hereafter, whenever a Japanese vessel has been stranded on the Corean coasts 
and has need of their presence at the spot, have the right to proceed there on their 
informing the local authorities of the facts. 

Art. II. — Envoys or Agents of the Japanese Government shall hereafter be at 
full liberty to despatch letters or other communications to any place or places in 
Corea, either by post at their own expense, or by hiring inhabitants of the locality 
wherein they reside as special couriers. 

Art. III. — Japanese subjects may, at the ports of Corea open to them, lease 
land for the purpose of erecting residences thereon, the rent to be fixed by mutual 
agreement between the lessee and the owner. 

Any lands belonging to tbe Corean Government may be rented by a Japanese on 
his paying the same rent thereon as a Corean subject would pay to his Government. 

It is agreed that the Shumon (watch-gate) and the Shotsumon (barrier) erected 
by the Corean Government near the Kokwa (Japanese oflBcial establishment) in 
Sorioko, Pusan, shall be entirely removed, and that a new boundary line shall be 
established according to the limits hereinafter provided. In the other two open porta 
the same steps shall be taken. 

Art. IV.— The limits within which Japanese subjects may travel from the port 
of Pusan shall be comprised within a radius of ten ri, Corean measurement, the 
landing place in that port being taken as a centre. 

Japanese subjects shall be free to go where they please within the above limits, 
and shall be therein at full liberty either to buy articles of local production or to sell 
articles of Japanese production. 

The town of Torai lies outside of the above limits, but Japanese shall have the 
same privileges as in those places within them. 

Art. v.— Japanese subjects shall at each of the open ports of Corea be at liberty 
to employ Oorean subjects. . 

Corean subjects, on obtaining permission from their Govemmentt may visit tho 
Japanese Empire. 

Art. VL— In case of the death of any Japanese subject rePidmg at the opexx 
ports of Corea, a suitable spot of ground shall be selected wherein to inter his remains. 

As to the localities to be selected for cemeteries in the two open ports other tha.Ti 
the port of Pusan, in determining them regard shall be had as to the distance Ihei-^ 
i» to the cemetery already established at Pusan. 
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13i SXJPPLEMENTARY TEEATT BETWEEN JAPAN AND COKEA 

Art. Vll. — Japaneso subjects shall be at liberty to traffic in any article owned 
by Corean subjects, paying therefor in Japanese coin. Corean subjects, for purposes 
of trade, may freely circulate among themselyes at the open ports of Corea such 
Japanese coin as they may have possession of in business transactions. 

Japanese subjects shall be at liberty to use in trade or to carry away with them 
the copper coin of Corea. 

In case any subject of either of the two countries counterfeit the coin of either of 
them, he sb^ be punished according to the laws of his own country. 

Art. Vni. — Corean subjects shall have the full fruition of all and evenr article 
which they have become possessed of either by purchase or gift from Japanese 
subjects. 

Art. IX. — In case a boat despatched by a Japanese surveying vessel to take 
soundings along the Corean coasts, as provided for in article VII. of the Treaty of 
Amity and Friendship, should be prevented from returning to the vessel, on account 
either of bad weather or the ebb tide, the headman of the locality shall accommo^late 
the boat party in a suitable house in the neighbourhood. Articles required by them 
for their comfort shall be furnished to them by the local authorities, and the outlay 
thus incurred shall afterwards be refunded to the latter. 

Art. X. — Although no relations as yet exist between Corea and foreign countries,, 
yet Japan has for man^ years back maintained friendly relations with them ; it is 
therefore natural that m case a vessel of any of the countries of which Japan thua 
cultivates the friendship should be stranded by stress of weather or otherwise on 
the coasts of Corea, those on board shall be treated with kindness by Corean subjects^ 
and should such persons ask to be sent back to their homes they shall be delivered 
over by the Corean Government to an Agent of the Japanese Gfovemmeut residing 
at one of the open ports of Corea, requesting him to send them back to their native 
countries, which request the Agent shall never fail to comply with. 

Art. XI. — The foregoing ten articles, together with the Regulations for Trade 
annexed hereto, shall be of equal effect with the Treaty of Amity and Friendship, 
and therefore shall be faithfully observed by the Governments of the two countries. 
Should it, however, be found that any of the above articles actually cause embarrass- 
ment to the commercial intercourse of the two nations and that it is necessary to 
modify them, then either Government, submitting its propositions to the other, shall 
negotiate the modification of such articles on giving one year's previous notice of 
their intention. 

Signed and sealed this twenty-fourth day of the eighth month of the ninth year 
Meiji, and two thousand five hundred and thirty-sixth since the accession of H. M. 
Jimmu Tenno ; and of the Corean era, the sixth day of the seventh month of the year 
Heishi, and the founding of Corea the four hundred and eighty-fifth.

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and 
His Majesty the Tycoon of Japan, being desirous to place the relations between the 
two countries on a permanent and friendly footing, and to facilitate commercial 
intercourse between their respective subjects, and having for that purpoge resolved 
to enter into a Treaty of Peace, Amity, and Commerce, have named as their Pleni- 
potentiaries, that is to bay : — 

Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, The Right Honourable the 
Earl of Elgin and Eancardine, a Peer of the United Kingdom, and Knight of the 
Most Ancient and Most Noble Order of the Thistle : — 

And His Majesty the Tycoon of Japan, Midzuo Tisikf ogono E[ami ; Nagai Gembano 
Kami; Inouwye Sinano no Kami; Kori Oribeno Kami; Iwase Higono Kami; and 
Isuda Hanzabro. 

Art. I. — There shall be perpetual peace and friendship between Her Majesty the 
Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, her heirs and successors, 
and His Majesty the Tycoon of Japan, and between their respective dominions and 
subjects. 

Art. n. — Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland may appoint a Diplomatic Agent to reside at the city of Tokio, and Consuls 
or Consular Agents to reside at any or all the ports of Japan which are opened for 
British commerce by this Treaty. 

The Diplomatic Agent and Consul-General of Great Britain shall have the right 
to travel freely to any part of the Empire of Japan. 

His Majesty the Tycoon of Japan may appoint a Dii)lomatic Agent to reside in 
London, and Consuls or Consular Agents at any or all the ports of Great Britain. 

The Diplomatic Agent and Consul-Gteneral of Japan shall have the right to travel 
freely to any part of Great Britain. 

Art, III. — The ports and towns of Hakodate, Kanagawa, and Nagasaki shall 
be opened to British subjects on the first of July, one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty- nine. In addition to which, the following ports and towns shall be opened to 
them at the dates hereinafter specified : — 

Niigata, or, if Niigata be found to be unsuitable as a harbour, another 
convenient port on the west coast of Nipon, on the first day of January, one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty. 

Hiogo on the first day of January, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-three. 

In all the foregoing ports and towns British subjects may permanently reside* 
They shall have the right to lease ground and purchase the buildings thereon, and 
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may erect dwellings and warehouses ; but no fortification, or place of military strength, 
shall be erected under pretence of building dwellings or warehouses ; and to see that 
this Article is observed, the Japanese authorities shall have the right to inspect, from 
time to time, any buildings which are being erected, altered, or repaired. 

The place which firitish subjects shall occupy for their buildings, and the harbour 
regulations, shall be arranged by the British Consul and the Japanese authorities of 
each place, and if they cannot agree the matter shall be referred to and settled by 
the British Diplomatic Agent and the Japanese Government. No wall, fence, or gate 
shall be erected by the Japanese around the place where British subjects reside, or 
anything done which may prevent a free egress or ingress to the same. 

British subjects shall be free to go where they please, within the following limits, 
at the opened ports of Japan. 

At Kanagawa to the River Loge (which empties into the Bay of Yedo, Kawasaki, 
and Sinogawa) and ten ri in any direction. 

At Hakodate ten ri in any direction. 

At Hiogo ten ri in any direction, that of Kioto excepted, which city shall not be 
approached nearer than ten ri. The crews of vessels resorting shall not cross the 
River Engawa, which empties into the Bay between Hiogo and Osaka. 

The distance shall be measured by land from the goyoso, or town hall of each of 
the foregoing ports, t^n ri being equal to four thousand two hundred and seventy-five 
yards Euglish measure. 

At Nagasaki British subjects may go into any part of the Imperial domain iQ 
its vicmity. 

The boundaries of Niigata, or the place that may be substituted for it, shall 
be settled by the British Diplomatic Agent and the Government of Japan. 

From the first day of January, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-two, British 
subjects shall be allowed to reside in the city of Yedo, and from the first day of 
January, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-three, in the city of Osaka, for the 
purposes of trade only. In each of these two cities a suitable place, within which they 
may hire houses, and the distance they may go, shall be arranged by the Britislx 
Diplomatic Agent and the Government of Japan. 

Art. IV. — All questions in regard to rights whether of property or person 
arising between British subjects in the dominions of His Majesty the Tycoon of Japan 
shall be subject to the jurisdiction of the British authorities. 

Art. V. — Japanese subjects who may be guilty of any criminal act towards 
British subjects shall be arrested and punished by the Japanese authorities, according 
to the laws of Japan. 

British subjects who may commit any crime against Japanese subjects, or the 
subjects or citizens of any other country, shall be tried and punished by the Consul 
or other public functionary authorized thereto, according to the laws of Great Britain. 

Justice shall be equitably and impartially administered on both sides. 

Art. VI. — A British subject having reason to complain of a Japanese must 
proceed to the Consulate and state his grievance. 

The Consul will inquire into the merits of the case, and do his utmost to arrange 
it amicably. In like manner, if a Japanese have reason to complain of a British 
subject, the Consul shall no less listen to his complaint, and endeavour to settle it in a 
friendly manner. If disputes take place of such a nature that the Consul cannot 
arrange them amicably, then he shall request the assistance of the Japanese authorities, 
that they may together examine into the merits of the case, and decide it equitably. 

Art. Vn. — Should any Japanese subject fail to discharge debts incurred to a 
British subject, or should he fraudulently abscond, the Japanese authorities will do 
their utmost to bring him to justice, and to enforce recovery of the debts ; and should 
any British subject fraudulently abscond or fail to discharge debts incurred by him 
to a Japanese subject, the British authorities will, in like manner, do their utmost to 
I ring him to justice asd to enforce recovery of the debts. 

Neither the British nor Japanese Government are to be held responsible for the 
payment of any debts contmcted by British or Japanese subjects. 
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Art. VIIL — The Japanese Ch>vernment will place no restrictions whatever upon 
CTiplovment of Japanese, by British subjects, in any lawful capacity. 

Art. IX. — British subjects in Japan shall be allowed free exercise of their religion, 
and for this purpose shall nave the right to erect suitable plac s of worship. 

Art. X. — All foreign coin shall be current in Japan, and snail pass for its 
corresponding weignt in Japanese coin of the same description. 

British and Japanese subjects may freely use foreign or Japanese coin in making 
payments to each other. 

As some time will elapse before the Japanese will become acqquinted witli the 
Talue of foreign coin, the Japanese Government will, for the period of one year after 
the opening of each port, furnish British subjects with Japanese coin in exchange for 
theirs, equal weights being given, and nn discount taken for recoinage. 

Coins of all descriptions (with the exception of Japanese copper coin), as well as 
foreign gold and silver uncoined, may be exported from Japan. 

Art. XI. — Supplies for the use of the British navy may be landed at Kanagawa, 
Hakodate, and Nagasaki, and stored in warehouses, in the custody of an officer of the 
British Government, without the payment of any duty ; if any such supplies are sold 
in Japan, the purchasers shall pay the proper duty to the Japanese authorities. 

Art. XII. — If any British vessel be at any time wrecked or stranded on the coast 
of Japan, or be compelled to take refuge in any port within the dominious of the 
Tycoon of Japan, the Japanese authorities, on being apprised of the fact, shall 
immediately render all the assistance in their power ; the persons on board shall receive 
friendly treatment, and be furnished, if necessary, with the means of conveyance to 
the nearest Consular station. 

Art, XTTT. — Any British merchant vessel arriving off one of the open ports of 
Japan shall be at liberty to hire a pilot to take her into port. In like manner, after 
she has discharged all legal dues, and is ready to take her departure, she shall be 
allowed to hire a pilot to conduct her out of port. 

Art. XIV. — At each of the ports open to trade British subjects shall be at fully 
Ubesty to import from their own or any other ports, and sell there and purchase 
therein, and export to their own or any other ports, all manner of merchandize not 
contraband, paying the duties thereon as laid down in the Tariff annexed to the 
present Treaty, and no other charges whatsoever. With the exception of munitions of 
war, which shall only be sold to the Japanese Government and foreigners, they may 
freely buy from Japanese and sell to them any articles that either may have for sale, 
without the intervention of any Japanese officer in such purchase or sale, or in receiving 
payment for the same, and all classes of Japanese may purchase, sell, keep, or use any 
articles sold to them by British subjects. 

Art. XV, — If the Japanese Custom House officers are dissatisfied with the value 
placed on any goods by the owner, they may place a value thereon, and offer to take 
the goods at that valuation. If the owner refuses to accept the offer, he shall pay 
duty on such valuation. If the offer be accepted by the owner, the purchase money 
shall be paid to him without delay, and without any abatement or discount. 

Art. XVI. — All goods imported into Japan by British subjects, and which have 
paid^the duty fixed by this Treaty, may be transported by the Japanese into any part 
of the Empire, without the payment of any tax, excise, or transit duty whatever. 

Art, XVn. — British merchants who "may have imported merchandize into any 
open port in Japan, and paid duty thereon, shall be entitled, on obtaining from the 
Japanese Custom House authorities a certificate stating that such payment has been 
laade, to re-export the same, and land it in any other of the open ports, without the 
payment of any additional duty whatever. 

Art. XVUI. — The Japanese authorities at each port will adopt the means that 
they may judge most proper for the prevention of fraud or smuggling. 

Art. XIX. — All penalties enforced, or confiscations made under this Treaty, shall 
belong to, and be appropriated by. the Government of His Majesty the Tycoon of Japan. 

Art. XX. — The Articles for the regulation of trade, which are appended to this 
Treaty, shall be considered as forming part of the same, and shall be equally landing 
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on both the Contracting Parties to the Treaty, and on their subjects. The Diplomatic 
Agent of Great Britain in Japan, in conjunction with such pennon or persons as niaj 
be appointed for that purpose by the Japanese Government, shall have power to make 
such rules as may be required to carry into full and complete effect the provisions of 
this Treaty, and the provisions of the Articles regulating trade appended thereto. 

Art. XXI. — This treaty being written in the English, Japanese, and Dutch 
languages, and all the versinns having the same meaning and intention, the Dutch 
version shall be considered the original ; but it is understood that all official 
communications addressed by the Diplomatic and Consular agents of Her Majesty the 
Queen of Great Britain to the Japanese authorities shall henceforward be written in 
English, In order, however, to facilitate the transaction of business, they will, for a 
period of five years from the signature of this Treaty, be accompanied by a Dutch or 
Japanese version. 

Art. XXII. — It is agreed that either of the High Contracting Parties to thig 
Treaty, on giving one year's previous notice to the other, may demand a revision thereof 
on or after the fir^t of July, one thousand eight hundred and seventy-two, with a view 
to the insertion therein of such amendments as experience shall prOve to be desirable. 

Art. XXIII. — It is hereby expressly stipulated that the British Government and 
its subjects will be allowed free and equal participation in all privileges, immunities, 
and advantages that may have been or may be hereafter granted by His Majesty the 
Tycoon of Japan to the Government or subjects of any other nation. 

Art. XXIV. — The ratifications of this Treaty, under the hand of Her Majesty the 
Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, and under the name and seal of His Majesty the 
lycoon of Japan, respectively, shall be exchanged at Yedo, within a year from this 
day of signature. In token whereof, the respective Plenipoteutiaries have signed ami 
sealed this Treaty. 

Done at Yedo, this twenty-sixth day of August, one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-eight, corresponding to the Japanese date the eighteenth day of the sev^th 
month of the fifth year of Ansel Tsusinon yemma.

SiaKsix, IN THB English, Pbsnch, Dutch, and Japanese Languages, 
AT Tokyo, 25th June, 1866 



The Representatives of Great Britain, Prance, the United States of America, 
and Holland, having received from their respective Governments identical instruc- 
tions for the modification of the Tariff of Import and Export duties contained in the 
Trade Regulations annexed to the Treaties concluded hy the aforesaid Powers with 
the Japanese Government in I85S, which modification is provided for by the Seventh 
of those Regulations : — 

And the Japanese Government having given the said Representatives, during 
their visit to Osaka, in November, 1865, a written engagement to proceed imme- 
diately to the Revision of the Tariff in question, on the general basis of a duty of 
five per cent, on the value of all articles imported and expjrted : — 

And the Government of Japan being desirous of affording a fresh proof of their 
wish to promote trade, and to cement the friendly relations which exist between their 
country and foreign nations : — 

His Excellency Midzuno Idsumi no Kami, a member of the Gorojin and a 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, has been furnished by the Government of Japan with 
the necessary powers to conclude with the Representatives of the above-named four 
Power?!, that is to say ; 

Of Great Britain, 

Sir Hdrry S. Parkes, Knight Commander of the Most Honourable Order of the Bath, 
Her Britannic Majesty's Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary in Japan : 
Of France, 

Monsieur Leon Roches, Commander of the Imperial Order of the Legion of 
Honour, Minister Plenipotentiary of His Majesty the Emperor of the Prenchin Japan ; 
Of the United States of America, 

A. L. C. Portman, Esquire, Charg^ d' Affaires ad interim ; 
And of Holland, 

Monsieur Dirk de Graeff van Polsbroek, Knicjht of the Order of the Netherlands 
Lion, Political Agent and Consul-General of His Majesty the King of the Netherlands ; 
The following Convention, comprising Twelve Articles, 

Art. I. — The contracting parties declare in the names of their respective Govern- 
ments that they accept, and they hereby do formally accept, as binding upon the 
rabjects of their respective Sovereigns, and the citizens of their respective countries, 
the Tariff hereby established annexed to the present convention. 

The Tariff is substituted not only for the original Tariff attached to the Treaties 
concluded with the above-named four Powers, but also for the special Conventions 
and ammgements relative to the same Tariff, which have been entered into at different 
dates up to this time between the Governments of Great Britain, France, and the 
United States on the one side, and the Japanese Government on the other. 

The New Tariff shall come into effect in the Port of Kanagawa (Yokohama) on 
the first day of July next, and in the ports of Nagasaki and Hakodate on the first 
day of the following month. 

Art. II. — The Tariff attached to this convention, being incorporated from the 
date of its signature in the Treaties concluded between Japan and the above-named 
four Powers, is subject to revision on the first day of July, 1872. 

Two years, however, after the signing of the present convention, any of the 
contracting parties, on giving six months' notice to the others, may claim a re-adjust- 
ment of the duties on Tea and Silk, on the basis of five per cent, on the averaj^e value 
of these articles during the three years last preceding. On the demand also of any of 
the contracting parties, the duty on timber may be changed from an ad valorem to a 
specific rate six months after the signature of this convention* 
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Art. III. — Tlie permit ffte hitherto levied under the Seventh Regulation attached 
to the above- named Treaties is hereby abolished. Permits for the landing or ship- 
ment of car^o will be required as formerly, but will hereafter be issued free of charge. 

Art. IV. — On and from the first day of July next, at the Port of Kanagawa 
(Yokohama), and on and from the first day of October next, at the Pores of Na^^asaki 
and Hakodate, the Japanese Government will be prepared to warehouse imported 
goods on the applicaiion of the importer or owner without p lyment of duty. The 
Japanese Government will l)e respousibb for the safe custody of the goods so long as 
they remain in their charije, and will adopt all the pricautions necessary to render 
them insurable against fire. When the im)v)rter or the owner wishes to remove the 
^oods from the warehouses, he must pay the duties fixed by tite Tariff, but if he should 
wish to re-export them, he may do so without payment of duty. Storage charges will 
in either case be paid on delivery of the goods. The amount of these charsres, together 
with the regulations necessary for the management of thf» said warehouses, will be 
established by the common consent of the contracting parties. 

Art. V. — All articles of Japanese production may be conveyed from any place 
in Japan to any of the Ports open to foreig^n trade, free of any tax or tran-^it duty 
other than the usual tolls levied equally on all traffic for the maintenance of roads 
or navigation. 

Art. VI. — In conformity with those articles of the Treaties concluded between 
Japan and Foreign Powers which stipulate for the circulation of foreign coin at its 
corresponding weight in native coin of the same description, dollars have hitherto 
been received at the Japanese Custom-House in payment of duties at their weight in 
Boos (commonly called Ichiboos), that is to say, a rate of three hundred and eleven 
Boos per hundred dollars. The Japanese Q-ovemment being, however, desirous to 
alt^r this practice, and to abstain from all interference in the exchange of native for 
foreign coin, and being also anxious to meet the wants both of native and foreign 
commerce by securing an adequate issue of native ooin^ have already determined to 
enlarge the Japanese Mint, so as to admit of the Japanese Government exchanging 
into native coin of the same intrinsic value, less only the cost of coinage, at pLices 
named for this purpose, all foreign coin or bullion, in gold or silver, that may at any 
time be tendered to them by foreigners or Japanese. It being essential, however, to 
the execution of this measure, that the various Powers with whom Japan has 
concluded Treaties should first consent to modify the stipulations in those Treaties 
which relate to the currency, the Japanese Government will at once propose to these 
Powers the adoption of the necessary modification in the said stipulation, and on 
receiving their concurrence will be prepared from the first of January, 1868, to carry 
the above measure into effect. 

The rate to be charged as the cost of coinage shall be determined hereafter by 
the common consent of the contracting parties. 

Art. VII. — In order to put a stop to certain abuses and inconveniences complained 
of at the open Ports, relative to the transaction of business at the Custom-House, the 
landing and shipping of cargoes and the hiring of boats, coolies, servants, &c., the 
contracting parties have agreed that the Governor at each open port shall at once 
enter into negotiations with the foreign Consuls with a view to the establishment, by 
mutual consent, of such regulations as shall effectually put an end to those abuses 
and inconveniences, and afford all possible facility and security both to the operations 
of trade and to the transactions of individuals. 

It is hereby stipulated that in order to protect merchandise from exposure to 
weather, these regulations shall include the covering in at each port of one or more 
of the landing places used by foreigners for landing or shipping cargo. 

Art. VIII. — Any Japanese subject shall be free to purchase, either in the open 
Ports of Japan or abroad, every description of sailing or steam vessel intended to 
carry either passengers or cargo ; but ships-of-war may only be obtained under the 
authorization of the Japanese Government. 

AH foreign vessels purchased by Japanese subjects shall be registered as Japanese 
vessels on payment of a fixed duty of three Boos per ton for steamers, and one Boo 
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per ton for sailing vessels. The tonnage of each vessel shall be proved by the foreign 
register of the ship, which shall be exhibited through the Consul of the party 
interested, on the demand of the Japanese authorities, and shall be certified by the 
Consul as authentic. 

Art. IX. — In conformity with the Treaties concluded between Japan and the 
aforesaid Powers, and with the special arrangements made by the Envoys of the 
Japanese Government in their note to the British Government of the sixth of June, 
1862, and in their note to the French Government of the sixth of October of the same 
year, all the restrictions on trade and intercourse between foreigners and Japanese, 
alluded to in the said notes, havo been entirely removed, and proclamations to this 
effect have already been publsihed by the Government of Japan. 

The latter, however, do not hesitate to declare that Japanese merchants and 
traders of all classes are at liberty to trade directly, and without the interference of 
Government offic^ers, with foreign merchants, not only at the open ports of Japan, but 
also in all Foreign c juntries on being authorized to leave their country in th** manner 
provided for in Article X. of the present convention, without being subject to higher 
taxation bv the Japanese Government than that levied on the native trading classes 
of Japan in thvir ordinary transactions with each other. 

And they further declare tliat all Daimios or persons in the employ of Daimios, 
are free to visit, on the same condition, any foreign country, as well as all the open 
ports or Japan, and to trade there with foreigners as they please, without the inter- 
ference of any Japanese officer, provided always they submit t j the existing Police 
regulations a^id to the payment of the established duties. 

Art. X. — All Japanese subjects may ship goods to and from any open Port in 
Japan, or to and from the Ports of any Foreign Powers, either in vessels owned by 
Japanese, or in the vessels of any nation having a Treaty with Japan. Furthermore, 
on b?ing provided with passports through the proper Department of the Government 
in the manner specified in the Proclamation of the Japanese Government, dated the 
twenty-third day of May, 186l3, all Japanese subjects may travel to any foreign country 
for purposes of study or trade. They may also accept employment in any capacity 
on board the vessels of any nation having a Treaty with Japan. 

Japanese in the employ of foreigners may obtain Government passports to go 
abroad on application to the Governor of any open Port. 

Art. XI. — The Government of Japan will provide all t le Ports open to Foreign 
trade with such lights, buoys, or beacons as may be necessary to render secure the 
navigation of the approaches to the said Ports. 

Art. XII.— The undersigned being of opinion that it is unnecessary that this 
Convention should be submitted to their respective Governments for ratification 
before it comes into operation, it will take eflfect on and from the first day of July, 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six. 

Each of the Contracting Parties having obtained the approval of his Government 
to the Convention shall make known the same to the other, and the communication 
in writing of this approval shall take the place of a formal exchange of ratifications. 

In witness whereof the above-named Plenipotentiaries have signed the present 
Convention, and have affixed thereto their seals. 

Done at Tokyo, in the English, French Dutch, and Japanese languages, this 
twenty-fifth day of June, one thousand eight hundred ai d sixty-six.

RULES 

Rule I. — Unenuraerated Imports if mentioned in the Export list ehall not pay 
Duty under that list, but shall be passed ad valorem ; and the same rule shall 
apply to any unenumerated Exports that may lie named in the Import list, 

RtTLE II. — Foreigners resident in Ja^pan, and the crews or passengers of foreign 
ships, shall be allowed to purchase such supplies of the grain or flour named 
in the list of Ex pons as they may require for their own connumptiou, *>ut 
the usual shipping permit must be obtained from the Custom House before 
any of the aforesaid grain or flour can be shipped to a foreign vessel. 

Rule III. — The catty mentioned in this Tariff is equal to one pound and a third 
English avoirdupois weight. The yard is the English measure of three 
feet, — the English foot being one-eighth of an inch longer than the Japanese 
kaneshaku. The Boo is a silver coin weighing not less than 134 grains 
troy weight, and containing not less than nine parts of pure silver, and 
not more than one of alloy.

EXl'RADrnON TEEATY BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES 
OP AMERICA AND JAPAN 



Signed at Tokyo, on the 29th April, 188* 



Batified at Tokyo, on (he 27th September, 1886 



His Majesty the Emperor of Japan and the President of the United States of 
America having judged it expedient, with a view to the better administration of 
justice, and to the prevention of crime within the two countries aod their jurisdictions, 
that persons charged with or convicted of the crimes or offences hereinafter named^ 
and being fugitives from justice, should, under certain circumstances, be reciprocally 
delivered up, they have named as their Fleuipotentiaries to conclude a Treaty for this 
purpose, that is to say : 

His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, Count Inouye Kaoru, Jiusammi, His Imperial 
Majesty's Minister of State for Foreign Affairs, First Class of the order of the Rising 
Sun, &c., Ac, &c , and the President of the United States of America, Richard B. 
Hub^]ard, their Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary near His Imperial 
Majesty the Emperor of Japan, who, after having communicated to each other their 
respective full powers, found in good and due form, have agreed upon and concluded 
the following Articles : 

Art. I. — The High Contracting Parties engage to deliver up to each other, under 
the circumstances and conditions stated in the present Treaty, all persons whr>, being 
accused or convicted of one of the crimes or offences named below in Article II. and 
committed within the jurisdiction of the one party, shall be found within the jurisdic- 
tion of the other party. 

Art. n. — 1. — Murder and assault with intent to commit murder. 

2. — Counterfeiting or altering money, or uttering or bringing into circulation 
counterfeit or altered money, counterfeiting certificates or coupons of public indebted- 
ness, bank notes, or other instruments of public credit of either of the parties, and 
the utterance or circulation of the same. 

3. — Forgery, or altering, and uttering what is forged or altered. 

4. — Embezzlement or criminal malversation of the public funds committed within 
the jurisdiction of either party, by the publio officers or depositaries. 

5. — Robbery. 

6. — Burglary, defined to be the breaking and entering by night-time into the 
house of another person with the intent to commit a felony therein ; and the act of 
breaking and entering the house of another, whether in the day or night time, with 
the intent to commit a felony therein. 

7. — The act of entering, or of breaking and entering, the offices of the Govern- 
ment and public authorities, or the offices of banks, banking-houses, savings-banks, 
trust companies, insurance or other companies, with the intent to commit a felony 
therein. 

8. — Pei-jury or the subornation of perjury. 

9. — Rape. 

10. — Arson. 

11. — Piracy by the law of nations. 
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12. — ^Marder, assault with intent to kill, and manslaughter committed on the 
bigh seaSy on board a ship bearing the flag of the demanding country. 

13. — Malicious destruction of, or attempt to destroy, railways, trams, vessels, 
bridges, dwellings, public edifices, or other buildings, when the act endangers human 



Art. m. — If the person demanded be held for trial in the country on which the 
demand is made, it shall be optional with the latter to grant extradition or to proceed 
with the trial : Provided that, unless the trial shall be for the crime for which the fugitive 
is ckiiiied. the delay shall not prevent ultimate extradition. 

Art. IV. — If it be made to appear that extradition is sought with a view to try 
or punish the person demanded for an o£fence of a political character, surrender shall 
not take place, nor shall any person surrendered be tried or punished for any political 
offence committed previously to his extradition, or for any o£Fence other than that in 
respect of which the extradition is granted. 

Art. V. — The requisition for extradition shall be made through the diplomatic 
agents of the contracting parties, or in the event of the absence of these from the 
country or its seat of Government, by superior consular officers. 

If the person whose extradition is requested shall have been convicted of a crime, 
a copy of tbe sentence of the Court in which he was convicted, authenticated under 
its seal, and an attestation of the official character of the judge by the proper executive 
authority, and of the latter by the Minister or Consul of Japan or of the United 
StatM, as the case may be, shall accompany the requisition. 

When the fugitive is merely charged with crime, a duly authenticated copy of 
the warrant of arrest in the country making the demand and of depositions on which 
such warrant may have been issued, must accompany the requisition. 

The fugitive shall be surrendered only on such evidence of criminality as, 
according to the laws of the place where the fugitive or person so charged shall be 
found, would justify his apprehension and commitment for trial if tbe crime had been 
there committed. 

Art. VI. — On being informed by telegraph, or other written communication, 
through the diplomatic chaimel that a lawful warrant has been issued by competent 
authority upon probable cause, for the arrest of a fugitive criminal charged with any 
of the crimes enumerated in Article II. of this Treaty, and on being assured from the 
8&me source that a request for the surrender of such criminal is about to be made in 
accordance with the provisions of this Treaty, each Government will endeavour to 
procure, so far as it lawfully may, the provisional arrest of such criminal, and keep 
him in safe custody for a reasonable time, not exceeding two months, to await the 
production of the documents upon which claim for extradition is founded. 

Art. VII. — Neither of the contracting parties shall be bound to deliver up its 
own subjects or citizens under the stipulations of this convention, but they shall have 
the power to d eliver ihem up if in their discretion it be deemed proper to do so. 

Art. Viil. — The expenses of the arrest, detention, examination, and transporta- 
tion of the accused shall be paid by the Government which has requested the extradi- 
tion. 

Art. IX. — The present treaty shall come into force sixty days after the exchange 
of the ratifications thereof. It may be terminated by either of thcni, but shall remain 
in force for six months after notice has been given of its termination. 

The treaty shall be ratified, and the ratifications shall be exchanged at Washington 
as soon as possible. 

In witness whereof the respective Plenipot^nticiries have signed the present Treaty 
in duplicate and have thereunto affixed their seals. 

Done at the city of Tokyo, the twenty-ninth day of the fourth month of the 
nineteenth year of Meiji, corresponding to the twenty-ninth day of April in the 
eighteen hundred and eighty-sixth year of the Christian era.

TREATY BETWEEN JAPAN AND MEXICO 



Signed at Washington on the 30th Novembeb, 1888 



Eatified by the Emperor of Japan, at Toiyo, 17th July^ 1889 



Ifis Majesty the Emperor of Japan anJ the President of the United Mexican 
States, being equally animated by a desire to establish upon a firm and lasting 
foundation relations of friendship and commerce between their respective States and 
subjects and citizens, have resolved to conclude a Treaty of Amity and Commerce, 
anil have for that purpose named their respective Plenipotenliaries, that is to say: — 

His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, Jusliii Munemitsu Mutsu, of the Order of 
the Rising Sun and the Third Class of Merit, and His Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary near the Government of the United States of America ; and 
the President of the United Mexican States, Mafias Romero, Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary of th^ United Mexican States in Washington, who, 
having communicated to each other their r«»spective Pull Powers, and found them in 
good and due form, have agreed upon the following Articles: — 

Art. I.— There shall be firm and perpetual peace and amity between the Umpire 
of Japan and the United Mexican States and their respective suljects and citizens. 

Art. II. — His Majesty the Emperor of Japan may, if he see fit, accredit a 
Diplomatic Agent to the Government of the United Mexican States; and ic like 
manner, the Q-ovemmcnt of the United Mexican States may, if it thir.ks proper, 
accredit a Diplomatic Agent to the Court of Tokyo; and e^ch of the Contracting 
Parties shall have the right to appoint Consuls- General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, and 
Consular Agents, for the convenience of trade, to reside in all the ports and places 
within the Territories of the other con'racting Party where similar Consular officers 
of the most favoured nation are permitted to reside ; but before any Consul-General, 
Consul, Vice-Consul or Consular Agent shall act as such, he shall, in the usual form, 
be approved and admitted by the Government to which he is sent. 

3 he Diplomatic and Consular officers of each of the two Contracting Parties 
shall, subject to the stipulations of this Treaty, enjoy in the Territories of the other 
whatever lights, privileges, exemptions, and immunities are or shall be granted 
there to Officers of corresponding rank belonging to the most favoured nation. 

Art, III. — There shall be between the Territories and Possessions of the two 
Contracting Parties reciprocal freedom of Commerce and Navigation. The subjects 
and citizens respectively of each of the Contracting Parties shall have the right to 
come freely and securely with their ships and cargoes to all places and ports in the 
Territories and Possessions of the other where subjects or citizens of the most 
favoured nation are permitted so to come; they may remain and reside at all the 
places or ports where subjects or citizens of the most favoured nation are permitted 
to remain and reside, and they may there hire and occupy houses and warehouses 
and may there trade by wholesale or retail in all kinds of products, manufactures 
and merchandise of lawful commerce. 

Art. IV. — His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, in consideration of the several 
stipulations contained in this Treaty, hereby grants to Mexican citizens resorting to 
Japan, apart from and in addition to the privileges extended to such citizens by the 
last preceding Article of this Treaty, the privilege of coming, remaining, and residing 
in all parts of His Territories and Possessions; of there hiring and occupying houses, 
and warehouses^ of there trading, by wholesale or retail, m all kinds of product*. 
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manufactures, and merchandise of lawful commerce ; and, finally, of there engaging 
in and pursuing all other lawful occupations. 

Art. V. — The two Contracting Parties hereby agree that any favour, privilege, 
or immunity whatever in matters relating to commerce, navigation, travel through 
or residence in their Territories or Possessions, which either Contracting Party has 
actually granted, or may hereafter grant Ui the subjects or citizens of any other 
State, shall be extended to the subjects or citizens of the other Contracting Party 
pratoitonsly, if the concession in favour of that other State shall have been gratuitous ; 
and on the same, or equivalent conditions, if the concession shall have been con- 
ditional. 

Art. VI. — No other or higher duties or charges on account of tonnage, lit^ht or 
harbour dues, pilotage, quarantine, salvage in case of damage, or any other local 
charges, shall be imposed in any of the ports of Japan on vessels of the United 
Mexican States, or in any of the ports of the United Mexican States on vessels of 
Japan, than are or may hereafter be payable in like cases in the same ports on vessels 
of the most favoured nation. 

Art. VII. — No other or higher duties shall be imposed on the importation into 
Japan of any article the growth, product, or manufacture of the United Mexican 
States, and reciprocally no other or higher duties shall be imposed on the importa- 
tion into the United Mexican States, of any article the growth, product, or manu- 
facture of Japan, than are or shall be payable on the importation of tne like article, 
being the growth, product, or manufacture of any other foreign country, nor shall 
any other or higher duties or charges be imposed in the Territories or Possessions of 
eitier of the two Contracting Parties on the exportation of any article to the Terri- 
tories or Possessions of the other, than such as are or may be payable on the expor- 
tation of the like article to any other foreign country. No prohibition shall be im- 
posed on the importation of any article the growth, product, or manufacture of the 
Territories of either of the Contracting Parties into the Territories or Possossions of 
the ot ier, which shall not equally extend to the like article, being the growth, pro- 
' duct, or manuiacture of any other country. Nor shall any prohibition be imposed 
on the exportation of any article from the Territories of either of the Contracting 
Parties to the Territories or Possessions of the other, which shall not equally extend 
to the exportation of the like article to the Territories of all other nations. 

Art. VIIL — Citizens of the United Mexican States, as well as Mexican vessels 
resorting to Japan, or to temtorial waters thereof, shall, so Lmg as they there remain, 
be subject to the laws of Japan and to the jurisdiction of His Imperial Majesty's 
Court* ; and, in the same manner, His Imperial Majesty's subjects and Japanese 
vessels resorting to Mexico and to the territorial waters of Mexico shall be subject to 
the laws and jurisdiction of Mexico. 

Art. IX. — The present Treaty shall go into operation immediately after the ex- 
change of ratifications, and sliall continue in force until the expiration of six mouths 
after either of the Contracting Parties shall have given notice to the other of its in- 
tention to te rminate the same, and no longer. 

Art. X. — The present Treaty shall be signed in duplicate in each of the Japanese, 
Spanish, and English languages, and in case there should be found any discrepancy 
between the Japanese and Spanish t^xts, it will be decided in conformity with the 
English text, which is binding upon both Governments. 

Art. XI. — The present Treaty sh ill be ratified by the two Contracting Parties, 
and the ratifications shall be exchanged at Washington as soon as |. ossible. 

In witness whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed this Treaty, and 
hereunto affixed their respective steals. 

Done in sextuplicate at Washington this 30th day of the 11th month of the 21s1» 
year of Meiji, corresponding to the 3Qth day of November of the year one thousand 
eight hundred aud eighty-eight.

TREATY OP PRIENBSHIP AND COMMERCE BETWEEN HER MAJESTY 
THE QUEEN OP THE UNITED KINGDOM AND THE 
KINGS OP SIAM 



Art. I. — There shall henceforward be perpetual peace and friendship between 
Her Majesty and her successors, and Their Maj^^sties the Kings of Siam and their 
8uccessi»rs. All British subjects coming to Siam shall receive from the Siamese 
Government full protection and assistance to enable them to reside in Siam in all 
security, and trade with every facility, free trom oppression or injury on the part of 
the Siamese, and all Siamese subjects going to an English country shall receive from 
the Bntish Government the same complete protection and assistance that shall be 
granted to British subjects by the Government of Siam. 

Art. II. — The interests of all British subjects coming to Siam shall be placed under 
the regulation and control of a Consul, who will be appointed to reside at Bangkok : 
he will himself conform to, and will enforce the observance by British subjects of all 
tho provisions of this treaty, and such portions of the former treaty negotiated by Cap- 
tain Burney, in 1826, as shall still remain in operation. He shall also give effect to all 
rules or regulations that are now or may hereafter be enacted for the government of 
British subjects in Siam, and conduct of their trade, and for the prevention of viola- 
tions of the laws of Siam. Any disputes arising betweeu British and Siamese subjects 
shall be heurd and determined by the Consul, in conjunction with the proper 
Siamese officers; and criminal offences will be punished, in the case of English 
offenders, by their own laws, through the Siamese authorities. But the Consul shall 
not interfere in any matters referring solely to Siamese, neither will the Siamese 
authorities inteifere in questions which only concern the subjects of Her Britannic 
Majesty. 

It is understood, however, that the arrival of the British Consul at Bangkok shall 
not take place before the ratification of this treaty, nor until ten vessels owned by 
Brirish subjects sailing under British colours and with British papers shall have 
entf red (he port of Bangkok for the purposes of trade, subsequent to the signing of 
this treaty. 

Art. HI. — K Siamese in the employ of British subjects offend against the law of 
their country, or if any Siamese iiaving- so offended, or desiring to desert, take refuge 
wi[h a British subject in Siam, they shall be searched for, and upon proof of th»-ir 
guih or desertion, shall be delivered up by the Consul to the Siamese authorities. In 
hke manner any British offenders resident or trading in Siam, who may desert, escape 
to, or hide themselves in Siamese territory, shall be apprehended and deliveied over 
to the British Consul on his requisition. Chinese not able to prove themselves to le 
Bntisii subjects, shall not be considered as such by the British Consul, nor be entitleil 
to his protection. 



Batificaticns Exchanged at Bangkok, 15th AprU^ 1856 
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Art, IV. — British subjects are permitted to trade freely in all the seaports of Siam, 
bat may reside permanently only at Bangkok, or within the limits assigned by this 
Treaty, British subjects coming to reside at Bangkok may rent land, buy or build 
houses, but cannot purchase land within a circuit of 200 sen (not more than 4 miles 
English) from the city walls, until they shall have lived in Siam for ten years, or shall 
obtain special authority from the Siamese Qovernment to enable them to do so. But 
with the exception of this limitation, British residents in Siam may at any time buy or 
rent houses, lands, or plantations, situated anywhere within a distance of twenty-four 
hours* journey from the city of Bangkok, to be computed by the rate at which boats of 
the country can travel In order to obtain possession of such land or houses, it will be 
necessary that the British subject shall, in the first place, make application through the 
Consul to the proper Siamese officers ; and the Consul having satisfied himself of the 
honest intention of the applicant, will assist him in settling, upon equitable terms, the 
amount of the purchase money, will mark out and fix the boundaries of the property, 
and will convey the same to the British purchaser under sealed deeds. Whereupon 
he and his property shall be placed under the protection of the Governor of the district 
and that of the particular local authorities ; he shall conform, in ordinary matters, to 
any just directions given him by them, and will be subject to the same taxation that is 
leyied on Siamese subjects. But if through negligence and want of capital or other 
canse, a British subject should fail to commence the cultivation or improvement of the 
land so acquired within a term of three years from the date of receiving possession 
thereof, the Siamese Government shall have the power of resuming the property^ upon 
returning to the British subject the purchase-money paid by him for the same. 

Art. V. — ^AU British subjects intending to reside in Siam shall be registered at 
the British Consulate. They shall not go out to sea, nor proceed beyond the limits 
assigned by this treaty for the residence of British subjects, without a passport from 
the Siamese authorities, to be applied for by the British Consul; nor shall they leave 
Siam^ if the Siamese authorities show to the British Consul that legitimate objections 
eiist to their quitting the country. But within the limits appointed under the 
preceding article, British subjects are at liberty to travel to and fro under protection 
of a pass, to be furnished them by the British Consul and counter-sealed by the proper 
Siamese officer, stating, in the Siamese character, their names, calling, and description. 
The Siamese officers of the GK>vemment stations in the interior may, at any time, call 
for the production of this pass, and immediately on its being exhibited, they must 
allow the parties to proceed ; but it will be their duty to detain those persons who, by 
travelling without a pass from the Consul, render themselves liable to the suspicion of 
their being deserters ; and such detention shall be immediatt^y reported to the Consul. 

Art. VI. — All British subjects visiting or residing in Siam shall be allowed the 
free exercise of the Christian religion and liberty to build churches in such localities 
as shall be consented to by the Siamese authorities. The Siamese Government will 
place no restriction upon the employment by the English of Siamese subjects as 
servants, or in any other capacity. But whenever a Siamese subject belongs to or owes 
service to some particular master, the servant who engages himself to a British 
subject without the consent of his master may he reclaimed by him ; and the Siamese 
Government will not enforce an agreement between a British subject and any Siamese 
in his employ, unless made with the knowledge and consent of the master who has a 
right to dispose of the services of the person engaged. 

ArL Vn, — British ships of war may enter the river and anchor at Paknam, 
but they shall not proceed above Paknam, unless with the consent of the Siamese 
authorities, which shall be given when it is necessary that a ship shall go into dock for 
repairs. Any British ship of war conveying to Siam a public functionary accredited 
by Her Majesty's Government to the Court of Bangkok shall be allowed to come up to 
Bangkok, but shall not pass the forts called Pong Phrachamit and Pit-patch-nuck, 
unless expressly permitted to do so by the Siamese Government ; but in the absence 
of a British ship of war, the Siamese authorities engage to furnish the Consul with a 
force sufficient to enable him to give effect to his authority over British subjects, and 
to enforce discipline among British shipping. 
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Art. Vm. — The measurement duty hitherto paid by British vessels trading to 
Bangkok under the Treaty of 1826 shall be abolished from the date of this Treaty 
coming into operation, and British shipping and trade will henceforth Vje only subject 
to the payment of import and export duties on the goods landed or shipped. On all 
articles of import the duties shall be three per cent., payable at the option of the 
importer, either in kind or money, calculated upon the market value of the goods. 
Drawback of the full amount of duty shall be allowed upon goods found unsaleable 
and re-export d. Should the British merchant and the Custom-house officers dis- 
agree as to the value to be set upon imported articles, such disputes shall be referred 
1o the Consul and proper Siamese officer, who shall each have tue power to call in an 
equal number of merchants as assessors, not exceeding two on either side, to assist 
them in coming to an equitable decision. 

Opium may be imported free of duty, but can only be sold to the opium farmer 
or his agonts. In the event of no arrangement being eflEected with them for the sale 
of the opium, it shall be re-exported, and no impost or duty shall be levied thereon. 
Any infringement of this regulation shall subject the opium to seizure and confisca* 
tion. 

Articles of export from the time of production to the date of shipment shall pay 
one import duty, whether this be levied under the name of inland tax, transit duty, or 
duty on exportation. The tax or duty to be paid on each article of Siamese produce 
previous to or upon exportation is specified in the tariff attached to this Treaty ; and 
it is distinctly agreed that goods or produce which pay any description of tax in the 
interior shall be exempted from any further payment of the duty on exportation. 

English merchants are to be allowed to purchase directly from the producer the 
articles in which they trade, and in like manner to sell their goods directly to the 
parties wishing to purchase the same, without the interference, in either case, of any 
other person. 

The rates of duty laid down in the tariff attached to this Treaty are those that are 
now paid upon goods or produce shipped in Siamese or Chinese vessels or junks ; and 
it is agreed that British shipping shall enjoy all the privileges now exercised by, or 
which hereafter may be granted to, Siamese or Chinese vessels or junks. 

British subjects will be allowed to build ships in Siam, on obtaining permission 
to do so from the Siamese authorities. 

Whenever a scarcity may be apprehended of salt, rice, or fish, the Siamese 
Government reserve to themselves the right of prohibiting, by public proclamation^ 
the exportation of these articles. 

Bullion or j>ersonal effects may be imported free of charge. 

Art. IX. — The code of regulations appended to this Treaty shall be enforced by 
the Consul, with the co-operation of the Siamese authorities ; and they, the said 
authorities and Consul, shall be enabled to introduce any further regulations which 
may be necessary in order to give effect to the objects of this Treaty. 

All fines and penalties inflicted for infraction of the provisions and regulations 
of this Treaty shall be paid to the Siamese Government. 

Until the British Consul shall arrive at Bangkok, and enter upon his functions^ 
the consignees of British vessels shall be at liberty to settle with the Siamese 
authorities all questions relating to their trade- 
Art. X. — The British Government and its subjects will be allowed free and equal 
participation in any privileges that may have been, or may hereafter be, granted bj 
the Siamese Government to the government or subject of any other nation. 

Art. XI. — After the lapse of ten years from the date of the ratification of this 
Treaty, upon the desire of either the British or Siamese Government, and on twelve 
months' notice being given by either pai-ty, the present and such portions of the 
Treaty of 1826 as remain unrevoked by this Treaty, together with the Tariff and 
the Regulations hereunto annexed, or those that may hereafter be introduced, shall be 
subject to revision by Commissioners appointed on both sides for this purpose, wHo 
will be em]>owered to decide on and insert therein such amendments as experience 
shall I rove to be desirable* 
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Art I. — The master of any English ship coming to Bangkok to trade must, 
either before or after entering the river^ as may be found convenient) report the 
arrival of his vessel at the Custom-house at Paknam, together with the number of 
bis crew and ^ns, and the port from whence he cumes. Upon anchoring his vessel 
at Paknam, he will deliver into the custody of the Custom-house officers all his guns 
and ammunition ; and a Custom^honse officer will then be appointed to the vessel, 
«nd will proceed in her to Bangkok. 

Art. II. — ^A vessel passing Paknam without discharg^g her guns and ammuni- 
tion as directed in the foregoing regulation will be sent back to Paknam to comply 
with its provisions> and will be fined eight hundred ticals for having so disobeyed. 
After delivery of her guns and antmunition she will be permitted to return to 
Bangkok to trade. 

Art. m.— When a British vessel shall have cast anchor at Bangkok, the master^ 
unless a Sunday should intervene, will within four and twenty hours after arrival 
proceed to the British Consulate, and deposit there his ship's papers, bills of lading, 
Ac., together with a true manifest of his import cargo ; and upon the Consul's 
reporting these particulars to the Custom-house, permission to break bulk will at once 
be given by the latter. 

For neglecting so to report his arrival or for presenting a false manifest, the 
master will subject himself, in each instance, to a penalty of four hundred ticals ; but 
he will be allowed to correct, within twenty-four hours after delivery of it to the 
Consul, any mistake he may discover 4n his manifest, without incurring tho labove- 
mentioned penalty. 

Art. IV. — ^A British vessel breaking bulk, and commencing to discharge, before 
due permission shall be obtained, or smuggling, either when in the river or outside 
the bar, shall be subject to the penalty of eight hundred ticads and confiscation of 
the goods so smuggled or discharged. 

Art. V. — As soon as a British vessel shall have discharged her cargo, and 
completed her outward lading, paid all her duties and delivered a true manifest of 
her outward cargo to the British Consul, a Siamese port-clearance shall be granted 
her on application from the Consul, who in the absence of any legal impediment to 
her departure, will then return to the master his ship's papers, and allow the vessel 
to leave. A Custom-house officer will accompany the vessel to Paknam ; aiid on 
arriving there she will be inspected by the Custom-house officers of that station, and 
will receive from them the guns and ammunition previously delivered into their 
charge. The above regulations, numbered from 1 to 5, are obligatory under the 
treaty concluded between Great Britain and Siam; those which follow, numbered 
from 6 to 14, are equally to be observed by masters of British vessels and iheir crews* 

Art. VI.— Masters of British vessels, when reporting their arrival ait Her Majesty's 
Consulate at the port of Baaigkok, as directed by the fourth regulation above quoted, 
shall notify in writing the names of ail passengers and persons not forming part of 
the registered crew. 

Notice must likewise be given of the number and names of persons, who, as 
passengers or in any other capacity (seamen borne on the muster-roll excepted), in- 
tend to leave Siam in a British vessel. 

Art, VII. — Seamen, lascars, and others belonging to British Vessels in the port 
are strictly prohibited to wear side knives and other weapons While on shore. 

Ajrt. VIII,~Should any seaman or apprentice absent himself without leave, the 
master will report his absence, if such exceeds tweoty-fo^ hottrs^ at the Consulate 
offices. 

Art. IX. — Any British subject who entices a seainan Of apprentice to desert, 
incurs, according to the Merchant Shipping Act^ 1854> paragraph 257, a penalty not 
exceeding ten pounds ; or any such subject who wilfully harbours or secretes a person 
deserted from his ship incurs a penalty not exceeding twenty pounds, if it be proved 
that he had knowledge of his being a deserter. 
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In default of the payment of such fines, the offender is to be imprisoned in the 
Consukr gaol for any term not exceeding three months, with or without hard labour. 

Art. X. — All cases of death, and especially of sudden death, occurring on board 
of British vessels in the port of Bangkok must be immediately reported at the 
Consulate. 

Art. XI. — The discharge of guns from vessels anchored in the port of Bangkok, 
without notice having been previously given, and permission obtained through H.M. 
Consul from the proper Siamese authority, is forbidden, under a penalty not exceed- 
ing ten pounds. 

Act. XII. — It is strictly prohibited to shoot birds within the precincts of the 
Wats or Temples, either in Bangkok or elsewhere within the Siamese dominions, or to 
injure or damage any of the statues or figures, the trees or shrubs in such localities 
of Siamese worship; any British subject or seaman of a British vessel guilty of such 
an act renders himself liable to a penalty not exceeding twenty pounds, or in default 
thereof to an imprisonment in the Consular gaol for a period of not more than one 
month. 

Art. Xin. — When a vessel under the British flag is ready to leave the port of 
Bangkok, the master will give notice at the Consulate office, and hoist a blue peter 
twenty-four hours before departure, which is to fly until she breaks anchorage. 

Art. XrV. — Should any vessel take in or discharge cargo subsequent to the issue 
of the Siamese port clearance, as directed by the fifth regulation above quoted, the 
master, as in a case of smuggling, subjects himself to a penalty of 600 ticals (equa.1 
to ^100), and goods so taken or discha^^d will be liable to confiscation. 

Art. XV. — Every fine or penalty levied under these regulations is (if not paid 
in sterling money) at the rate of eight ticals Siamese currency for one pound.

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ORDER OP HER MAJESTY THE QUEEN IN COUNCIL, 
FOR THE GOVERNMENT OP HER MAJESTY'S 
SUBJECTS IN CHINA AND JAPAN. 

At the Court at Windsor, the 9th day op Masoh, 1865. 

Present : — 

THE QUEEN'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY IN COUNCIL. 
Whereas an Act of Parliament was passed in the Session of the sixth 
and seventh years of Her Majesty's reign (chapter eighty) for the better 
government of Her Majesty's subjects resorting to China" : 

And whereas, by the Act it was enacted (among other things) that 
it should be lawful for Her Majesty, by any Order or Orders made with 
the advice of Her Privy Coimcil, to ordain for the government of Her 
Majesty's subjects being within the dominions of the Emperor of China, 
or being within any ship or vessel at a distance of not more than one 
hundred miles from the coast of China, any law or ordinance which to 
Her Majesty in Council might seem meet, as fully and effectually as any 
such law or ordinance could be made by Her Majesty in Council for the 
government of Her Majesty's subjects being within Her Majesty's 
Island of Hongkong : 

And whereas, another Act of Parliament was passed in the same 
Session (chapter ninety -four) ** to remove doubts as to the exercise of 
power and jurisdiction by Her Majesty within divers countries and places 
out of Her Majesty's dominions, and to render the same more effectual " 
(to which Act the expression "The Foreign Jurisdiction Act" when 
hereafter used in this Order refers) : 

And whereas, by the Foreign Jurisdiction Act it was enacted (among 
other things) that it was and should be lawful for Her Majesty to hold, 
exercise, and enjoy any power or jurisdiction which Her Majesty then had, 
or might at any time hereafter have, within any country or place out of 
Her Majesty's dominions, in the same and as ample a manner as if Her 
Majesty had acquired such power or jurisdiction by the cession or con- 
quest of territory : 

And whereas. Her Majesty has had and now has power and jurisdic- 
tion in the dominions of the Emperor of China, and m the dominions of 
the Tycoon of Japan : 

And whereas. Her Majesty was pleased from time to time, by and 
with the advice of Her Privy Council, by Orders in Council of the several 
dates in the Schedule to this Order specified, to ordain laws and ordinances 
for the better government of Her Majesty's subjiects being within the

The list shall be finally revised and settled not later than the 21st 
day of October in the year 1865, and not later than the 21st day of 
February in every subsequent year, and when settled shall be affixed in 
some conspicuous place in the Court, and be there exhibited during not 
leas than two months. 

Such list as settled shall be brought into use in the year 1866, on 
the let day of November, and in every subsequent year on the 1st day of 
March, and in every case shall be used as the jury list of the Court until 
the 1st day of March next after the time of its being brought into use. 

29. Where, in pursuance of this Order, a jury is ordered, the Court Swumomnj? •ad 

in i? • I • .1 T V X X attendance of 

shall summon so many of the persons comprised in the J ury list, not jurora. 
fewer than fifteen, as seem requisite. 

Any person failing to attend according to such summons shall be Penalty, 
Uable to such fine, not exceeding 50 dollars, as the Court thinks fit to 
impose. 

Any such fine shall not be levied until after the expiration of 14 
days. The proper officer of the Court shall fortli with give to the person 
fin.d notice in writing of the imposition of the fine, and require him 
within six days after receipt of the notice to file an affidavit excusing his 
non-attendance (if be desires to do so). The Court shall consider tbe 
aflBdavit, and may, if it deem proper, remit the fine. 

30. A jury shall consist of five jurors. Number of jury. 
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31. In civil and in criminal cases the like challenges shall be allowed 
as in England, with this addition, — that in civil cases each party may 
challenge three jurors peremptorily. 

32. A jury shall be required to give an unanimous verdict. 

83. Where a Provincial Court proceeds^ in pursuance of this Order^ 
to hear and determine any case, civil or criminal, with Assessors, the- 
Court shall nominate and summon as Assessors, not less than two and 
not more than four indifferent British subjects of good repute, resident 
in the district of the Court. 

Wheie, however, by reason of local circumstances, the Court is able 
to obtain the presence of one fit person only as Assessor, the Court may 
sit with him alone as Assessor ; and where for like reason the Court is. 
not able to obtain the presence of any fit person as Assessor, the Court 
may (notwithstanding anything in this Order) sit without an Assessor; 
but in every such case the Court shall record in the minutes of proceedings^ 
its reasons for sitting with one Assessor only, or without an Assessor. 

34. An Assessor shall not have voice or vote in the decision of the^ 
Court in any case, civil or criminal ; but an Assessor dissenting in a civil 
case from any decision of the Court, or in a criminal case from any 
decision of the Court, or the conviction, or the amount of pimishmenfc 
awarded, may record in the minutes of proceedings his dissent and the 
grounds thereof ; and an Assessor dissenting shall be entitled to receive 
gratis a certified copy of the minutes. 

V. — JUBISDICTION AH© AUTHORITIES OP HeE MaJBSTY's CoUBTS. 

I. — In General. 

35. All Her Majesty's jurisdiction, civil and criminal, exercisable in 
China^ shall, for and within the district of the Consulate of Shanghai,, 
be vested exclusively in the Supreme Court as its ordinary original 
jurisdiction. 

36. All Her Majesty's jurisdiction^ civil and criminal, exercisable in 
China, beyond the district of the Consulate of Shanghai and not under 
this Order vested exclusively in the Supreme Court, — and all Her 
Maiesty^s jurisdiction, civil and criminal, exercisable in Japan and not 
under this Order vested exclusively in the Supreme Court, — shall to the 
extent and in the manner provided by this Order be vested in the 
Provincial Courts, each for and within its own district. 

37. The Supreme Court shall have, in all matters civil and 
criminal, an extraordinary original jurisdiction throughout China and 
Japan, concurrent with the jurisdiction of the several Provincial Courts^ 
such extraordinary jurisdiction to be exercised subject and according to 
the provisions of this Order. 

38. The Judge of the Supreme Court may^ from time to time, visit 
in a magisterial or judicial capacity any Provincial Court, and there 
inquire of, or hear and determine, any case, civil or criminal, pending in 
that Court, or arising within its district, — or, from time to time, may 
appoint the Assistant Judge or the Law Secretary of the Supreme Court 
to visit in the like capacity and for the like purpose any Provincial Court. 

39. A Provincial Court may, of its own motion, or on the application 
of any person concerned, report to the Supreme Court the pendency of 
any case, civil or criminal, which appears to the Provincial Court fit to 
be heard and determined ty the Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court shall thereupon direct in what mode and where 
the case shall be heard and determined, and (notwithstanding anythingj 
in this Order) the same shall be so heard and determined accordingly. 

40. Every Court shall, in the exercise of every part of its respective 
jurisdiction, be a Coui t of Kecord. 
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4L The Judge of the Supreme Court may from time to time admit Barristen, 
fit persons to practice in the Supreme Court as barristers, attorneys, and ^^^'^uow. 
solicitors, or in any of those capacities. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court may from time to time, subject to 
the approval of one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, make 
Bules for regulating the admission of persons to practise as aforesaid in 
Provincial Courts. 

42* Her Majesty's Consul at Shanghai shall have all the powers and ^^'^''^j^*? 
aathorities of the Sheriff of a county in England, with all the privileged to be^sheriir. 
aad immunities of the ofi&ce, and as such Sheriff shall be charged with 
the execution of all decrees, orders, and sentences made and passed by 
the Supreme Court, on the requisition in that behalf of the Supreme 
Court. 

43. Each Provincial Court shall execute any writ, order, or warrant Execution by 
issuing from the Supreme Court and directed to the Provincial Court, ^f^^^x^"^^^ 
and may take security from any person named therein for his appearance from supreme 
personally, or by attorney, according to the writ, order, or warrant ; 

or may cause such person to be taken, in custody or otherwise, to the 
Supreme Court, or elsewhere in China or Japan, according to the writ, 
order, or warrant. 

44. Any of Her Majesty's Courts in China or in Japan may execute Jj^^"^** ^^^jj^ 
any writ, order, or warrant issuing from the Supreme Court of Hongkong Hongkong, 
and accompanied by a request for such executica in writing under the seal 

of that Court ; and may take security from any person named in any such 
writ, order, or warrant for his appearance personally, or by attorney, at 
Hongkong ; or may cause any such person to be taken in custody , or other- 
wise, to Hongkong, according to the writ, order, or warrant. 

45. Any of Her Majesty's judicial or Consular Officers shall not be ^^^^^^ 
liable to action for the escape of any person taken under any writ, order, officers, 
or warrant of the Supreme Court of Hongkong. 

46. Her Majesty's several Courts in China and J^apan shall be auxiliary ^^^^wy.^ 
to one another in all particulars relative to the administration of justice, 

civil or criminal. 

47. Each Provincial Court shall every six months furnish to the Beport by 
Supreme Court for China aod Japan a report respecting every case, civil l^pMmeCoart. 
and criminal, brought before it, in such form as the Judge of the Supreme 

Court from time to time dire^^ts. 

II. — In Civil Matters. 
Beconciliation and Abbitration. 

48. Every Court may promote reconciliation, and encourage ^.nd Scttioment of 
facilitate the settlement in any amicable way of any suit or proceeding 

pending before it. 

49. A Court md;y, with the consent of the parties, refer to arbitration j^^^J®""^^^*** 
the final determination of any suit or proceeding pending before it, or of by court, 
all matters in reference between tiio parties, on such terms and with such 
directions as to appointment of an arbitrator and other things as may seem 

fit, and may, if it think fit, take from the parties, or any of them, security 
to abide by the result of the reference. 

In any such caye the award shall be final and conclusive. 

On the application of any party a decree of the Court may be entered 
in conformity with the award, and such decree shall not be open to any 
appeal or re-hearing whatever. 

50. Every agreement for reference to arbitration, or submission to JJiJ,^?-^^ J^^^ 
arbitration, by consent, may, on the application of any party, be made a rule of Court, 
rule of a Court having jurisdiction in the matter of the reference or 
submission, which Court shall thereupon have power and authority to 

enforce the agreement or submission and the award made thereimder, and 
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to control and regulate the proceeding before and after the award in such 
manner and on such terms as may be just. 

Oeneral Authorities of Courts. 

51. The Supreme and every other Court shall be a Court of Law and 
Equity. 

Special Authorities of Courts. 

52. The Supreme an*i every other Court shall be a Court of Bank- 
ruptcy, and as such shall, as far as cin umstances atimit, have (as to a 
Provincial Court, for and within its own district), with respect to British 
subjects and to their debtors and creditors, betng either British subjects 
or foreigners submitting to the jurisdiction of the Court, all such juris- 
diction as for the time being belongs to tl-e Court of Bankruptcy and the 
County Courts in England, or to any other jud cial authority having for 
the time being jurisdiction in Bankruptcy in England. 

53. Tl'.e Supreme and every other Court shall (as to a Provincial 
Court, for and wiihin its own district) have and discharge all the powers, 
rights, and duties appertaining to the office of Coroner in England, — 
summoning when necessary a jury of not less than three persons com- 
prised in the jury list of the Court. 

Any person failing to attend according to such summons shall be liable 
to the like fine, to be /levied in the like manner, as in this Order provided 
with reference to juries in civil and criminal proceedings. 

54. The Supreme Court shall be a Vice- Admiralty Court, and as such 
shall, for and within China or Japan, and for ve>8els and persons coming 
to and within China or Japan, have all such jurisdiction as for the time 
being ordinarily belongs to Vice-Admiralty Couils in Her Majesty's 
possessions abroad. 

55. The Supreme Court shall, as far as circumstances admit, have in 
itself exclusively, for and within China and Japan, with resi)ect to British 
subjects, all such jurisdiction relative to the custody and management of 
the persons and estates of persons ot unsound mind, as for the time being 
belongs to the Lord Chancellor or other person or persons in England 
intrusted by virtue of Her Majesty's sign manual with the care and com- 
mitment or the custody of the persons and estates of |ersons found by 
inquisition in England, idiot, lunatic, or of unsound mind. 

56. The Supreme Court shall be a C(»urt for Matrimonial Cause, and 
as such shall, as far as circumstances admit, have in itself exclusively, f*»r 
and within China and Japan, with respect to British subjects, all such 
jurisdiction, except the jurisdiction relative to dissolution or nullity or 
jactitation of marriage, as for the time being belongs to the Court for 
Divorce and Matrimonial Causes in England. 

57. The Supreme Court shall be a Court of Probate, and as such shall, 
as far as circumstances a ljnit, have for and within China and Ja{>an, with 
respect to the property of British subjects, having at the time of death 
their fixed places of abode in China or Jaj an, all such jurisdic.ion as for 
the time beincr belongs to Her Majesty's Court ot Probate in England. 

A Provincial Court shall, however, also have power to grant probate 
or administration where there is no contention respecting the riirht to 
the grant, and it is proved on oath that the deceased had at the time of 
his death bis fixed place of abode within the jurisdiction of the Provincial 
Court. 

Probite or administration granted by a Provincial Court shall have 
effect over all the property of the deceased within China and Japau, 
and shall effectually discharge persons dealing with an executor or ad- 
ministrator thereunder, and that Qotwithatanding any defect afterwardm 
appears in the grant.

Such a grant shall not be impeachable hy reason only that the de- 
ceased had not at the time of bis death his fixed place of abode within the 
particular jurisdiction. 

58. Any person having in his po^session.or r.nder his control any paper TmubmbUit 
or writing of a deceased British subject, being or purporting to be tosta- ^ 
mentary, shall forthwith bring the original to the Court within the district Court, 
whereof such person is ac-the time of his first knowledge of the death of 

the deceaf^, and deposit it there. 

Any person neglecting to do so for fourt - en days after having know- F«iuity. 
led^e of the death of the deceased shall be liable to such penalty, not 
exceeding 250 dollars, as the Court thinks fit to impose. 

59. Prom the death of a British subject, having at the time of death j^^JJ^ ?ntfl 
his fixed place of abode in China or Japan, intestate, until administration MiBunUtntioA. 
18 granted, bis personal properly within China and Japan shall be vesited 

in the Judge of the Supreme Court, as tlie personal property of an intestate 
in England is vested in the Judge of Her Majesty's Court of Probate 
there. 

60. If any person, other than one of Her Majesty's Consular Officers, Penaitj <m 
takes possession of and in any manner administers any fart of the personil wiSLutprobi 
property of any person dece ased, without obtaining probate or administra« 

tion within three months after t')e death of the deceased, — or within one 
month after the termination of any suit or dispute respecting pre bate or 
administration (if there is any such which is not ended within two months 
after the death of deceased), he shall be liable to such f>enalty not ex- 
oeedinif 500 dollars, as the Court having jurisdiction in th« matter of the 
property of the deceased thinks fit to impose ; and in every such case the 
same fees shall be payable by the pf^rson so administering as would have 
been payable by him if he ha-l obtained probate or administration. 

61. When'a British subject, not having at the time of death his fixed Taking 
place of abode in China or Japan, dies there, the Court within whose dis- of 3i«£Ii2 
trict he dies shall, where the circumstances of the case appear to the Court 

so to require, forthwith on the deat'i of the deceased, or as soon after as 
piay be, take possession of his personal property within the particular 
jurisdiction, or put it under the seai of th^• Court (in either case, if the 
na'ure f>f the property or other circu instance so require, making an inven- 
torj) and so keop the property until it can be dealt with according to law. 

Trial with a Jury, 

62. Where a suit originally instituted in the Supreme Court relates cmm for trial 
to money, goods, or other property, or any matter at issue of the amount Jwy- 

or value of 1,600 dollars or upwards, — or is brought for recovery of dam- 
ages of the amount of 1,500 dollars or upwards, — the suit shall, on the 
demand of either party, bp, under order of the Court, tried with a Jury. 

In any case (except where, according to the Rules of the Court, the 
tuit is lo 1« heard and determined in summary way) a suit so instituted 
may be tried with a jury, if the Court of its own motion, or on the 
apphcation of either f)arty, thinks fit so to order. 

One of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State may, by order 
under his hand, extend the present provision to any Provincial Court 
where it appears to him there is a sufficient Jury list. 

Trial with Assesaon. 

63. Where a suit instituted in a Provincial Court relates to money, ProTiodai 
goods, or other property of a less amount or value than 1,500 dollars, — or coSJt!*' 
does not relate to or involve, directly or indirectly, a question respecting for as 
any matter at issue of the amount or value of 1,600 dollars or upwards, — or 
is brnught for recovery of damages of a less amount than 1,500 dollars, — 
the Court may hear and determine the case without Assessors. 
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In all other cases the Court (subject to the provisions of the Order 
respecting inability to obtain an Assessor) shall hear and determine the 
cases with Assessors. 

m. — In Criminal Matters. 

64. Every Court may cause to be apprehended and brought before it 
any British subject being within the district of the Court and charged 
with having committed a crime or offence in China or in Japan, and may 
deal with the accused according to the jurisdiction of the Court, and in 
conformity with the provisions of this Order ; — or where the crime or 
offence is triable, and is to be tried, in H*t Majesty's dominions, may take 
the preliminary examination, and commit tlie accused for trial, and cause 
or allow him to be taken to the place of intended trial. 

65. Where a person charged with having committed a crime or offence 
in the district of one Court escapes or removes from that district, and is 
found within the district of another Court, the Court within the' district 
of which he is found may proceed in the case to examination, indictment, 
trial, and punishment, or in a summary way (as the case may require) in 
the same manner as if the crime or offence had been committed in its own 
district ; — or may, on the requisition or with the consent of the Court of 
the district in which thecrime or offence is charged to have been committed, 
send him in custody to that Court, or require him to give security for his 
surrender to that Court, there to answer the charge, and be dealt with 
according to law. 

Where any person is to be so sent in custody, a warrant shall be issued 
by the Court within the district of which he is found, and such warrant 
shall be suflBcient authority to any person to whom it is directed to receive 
and detain the person therein named, and carry him to and deliver him up to 
the Court of the district within which the crime or offence was committed 
according to the warrant. 

66. Where a warrant or order of arrest is issued by a competent 
authority in Her Majosty's dominions for the apprehension of a British 
subject, who is charged with having committed a crime or offence within 
the jurisdiction of the authority issuing the warrant or order, and who is^ 
or is supposed to be, in China, or Japan, and the warrant or order is 
produced to any Court, the Court may back the warrant or order ; and the 
same, when so backed, shall be sufiBcient authority to any person to whom 
the warrant or order was originally directed and also to any constable or 
other officer of the Court by which it is backed, to apprehend the accused 
at any place where the Court by which the warrant or order is backed has 
jurisdiction, and to carry him to and deliver him up in Her Majesty's 
dominions according to the warrant or order. 

67. Where any person is charged with the commission of a crime or 
offence, the cognizance whereof appertains to any of Her Majesty's Courts 
in China or Japan, and it is expedient that the crime or offence be enquired 
of, tried, determined, and punished within Her Majesty's dominions, the 
accused may (under the Foreign Jurisdiction Act, section 4) be sent for 
trial to Hongkong. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court may, where it appears expedient, by 
warrant under his hand and the seal of the Supreme Court, cause the 
accused to be taken for trial to Hongkong accordingrly. 

Where any person is to be so taken to Hongkong, the Court before 
which he is charged shall take the preliminary examination, and shall send 
the depositions to Hongkong, and (if it neems necessary or proper) may 
bind over such of the proper witnesses as are British subjects in their 
own recognizances to appear and give evidence on the trial. 

68. All crimes which in England are capital shall be tried by the 
Judge of the Supreme Court with a jury. 
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Other crimes and oflFences above the degree of misdemeanour, tried 
before the Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law Secretary of the Supreme 
Court, and not heard and determined in a summary way, shall be tried 
with a jury. 

Adv crime or offence tried before the Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law 
Secretary of the Supreme Court may be tried with a Jury, where the 
Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law Secretary so directs. 

Subject to the foregoing provision, such classes of criminal cases Summary 
tried before the Juilge, Assistant Judge, or Law Secretary of the Supreme j"^"*^®*****^ 
Court, as the Judge, having regard to the Jaw and practice existinjj^ in 
England, from time to time directs, shall be heard and determined in a 
sammary way. 

69. Where any person is sentenced to suffer the punishment of death, ^^^l**^* 
the Judge of the Supreme Court shall forthwith send a report of the 
sentence, with a copy of the minutes of proceedings and notes of evidence 

in the case and with any observations the Judge thinks fit, to Her 
Majesty's Minister in China or in Japan, according as the crime is com- 
mitted in China or in Japan. 

The sentence shall not be carried into execution without the direction 
of Her Majesty's Minister in China or in Japan (as the case may be) in 
writing under his hand. 

In any such case, if Her Majesty's Minister in China or in Japan 
(as the case may be) does not direct that the sentence of death be carried 
into execution, he shall direct what punishment in lieu of the punishment 
of death is to be inflicted on the person convicted, and the person 
convicted shall be liable to be so punished accordingly. 

70. Where the crime or offence with which any person is charged ProTindai 
before a Provincial Court is any crime or offence other than assault court^— 
endangering life, cutting, maiming, arson, or house-breaking, and appears Proceiure, 
to the Court to be such that, if proved, it would be adequately punished 

by imprisonment, with or without hard labour, for a term not exceeding 
three months, or by a fine not exceeding 200 dollars, the Court shall hear 
and determine the case in a summary way, and without Assessors. 

In other cases the Court shall hear and determine the case on indict- 
ment and with Assessors (subject to the provisions of this Order respect- 
ing inability to obtain an Assessor). 

71. A provincial Court may impose the punishment of imprisonment »nd extent of 
for any term not exceeding twelve months, with or without hard labour, 

and with or without a fine not exceeding 1,000 dollars, or the punishment 
of a fine not exceeding 1,000 dollars without imprisonment. 

72. Where the crime' or offence with which any person is charged ^cwie^by" 
before a Provincial Court appears to the Court to be such that, if proved, Provincial for 
it would not be adequately punished by such punishment as the Court ^'^p^™* Court, 
has power to impose, and the accused is not to be sent for trial to Her 
Majesty's dominions, the Court shall reserve the case to be heard and 
determined by or imder the special authority of the Supreme Court. 

The Provincial Court shall take the depositions, and forthwith send 
them, with a minute of other evidence, if any, and report on the case, 
to the Supreme Couit. 

The Supreme Court shall direct in what mode and where the case 
shall be heard and determined, and (notwithstanding anything in this 
Order) the same shall be so heard and determined accordingly. 

73. Every Court and authority in imposing and inflicting punish- FtiniBlunent in 
ments, and Her Majesty's Ministers in China and Japan in directing feglrd^!^ ^* 
what punishment is to be inflicted in lieu of the pimishment of death, 

shall have regard, as far as circumstances admit, and subject to the other 
provisions of this Order, to the punishments imposed by the law of Eng- 
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land in like cases, and to the mode in which the same are inflicted in 
England. 

74. Any Court (but, in the case of a Provincial Court, subject to the 
approval of the Supreme Court) may order any pers(m convicted before 
it of any crime or offence to pay all or any part of the expenses of, or 
preliminary to, his trial and of his imi risoument or other punishment. 

75. Where it appears to any Court that any charge made before it is 
malicious, or is frivolous and vexatious, the Court may order all or nny 
part of the expenses of the prosecution to be paid by the person making 
the charge. 

76. In either of the two last- mentioned cases, the amount ordered to 
be paid shall be deemed a debt due to the Crown, and may by virtue 
of the order, without further proceedings, be levied on the property of the 
person convicted or making ihe chiirge, as the case may be. 

77. Where any punishment has bt^eu awarded by the Supreme or 
any other Court, then, if the circumstances of the case make it just or 
expedient, the Judge of the Supreme Court may at any lime, and from 
time to time, report to one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of 
State, or to Her Majesty's Minister in China or in Japan (accor^ling as 
the crime or offence was committed in China or Japan) Vecommending a 
mitigation or remission of the punishment; and on such recommendation 
any such punishment may be mitigated or remitted by direction of the 
authority to whom the ref>ort is made. 

But no such recommendation shall be made with respect to any 
punishment awarded by a Provincial Court, except on the recomuiendation 
of that Court, or on the dissent of an Assessor (if any) from the conviction^ 
or from the amount of punishment awarded. 

78. The Judge of the Supreme Court may, where it seems expedient, 
by warrant under his hand and the seal of the Supreme Court, cause any 
offender convicted before any Court and sentences to imprisonment, to be 
taken to and imprisoned at any place in China or in Japan, from time to 
time, approved by one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of S:ate as 
a place of imprisonment for offenders. 

A warrant of the Supreme Court shall be sufficient authority to the 
Governor or keeper of such place of imprisonment, or other persons to 
whom it is directed, U> njceive and detain there the ^xjrson therein named, 
according to the warrant. 

79. Where any offender convicted before a Court in China or in Japan 
is sentenced to suffer imprisonment in n spect of the crime or offence of 
which he is convicted, and it is expedient that the sentence be carried into 
effect within Her Majesty's dominions, the offinder may (under the 
Foreign Jurisdiction Act, section 5) be sent for imprisonment to 
Hongkong. 

The Jud^jfe of the Supreme Court may, where it seems expedient, by 
warrant under his hand and the seal of the Supreme Court, cause the 
offendt r to be taken to Hongkong, in order that the sentence passed on 
him may be there carried into effect accordingly. 

80. The Judge of the Supreme Court shall, when required by one of 
Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries oi State, send the Secretary of State 
a report of the sentence passed by the Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law 
Secretary of the Court in every ease not heard and determined in a sum- 
mary way, with a copy ot the minutes of proceeding's and notes of evidence, 
and the Judge may fiend with such report any observations he thinks fit. 

Every Provincial C^urt shall forthwith send to the Judge oi the 
Su[ r me Court a report of the sentence passed by it in every case not 
heard and determined in a summarj^ way, with a copy of the minutes 
of proceedings and notes o( evidence, and with any observations the 
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Coart. thinks fit. The Judge of the Supreme Court shall, when required 
by one of Her Majesty's Pi'incipal Seoretaries of State, transmit the same 
to the Secretary of State, and may send therewith any observations he 
thinks fit. 

VI. — Wab, Insubbbction, ob Sebbllion. 

81. If any British subject commits any of the following offences, that Punisiiiiient for 

if to say : — levying war, &o. 

(1.) In China, while Her Majesty is at peace with the Emperor of 
China, levies war or takes part in any operation of war against the 
Em()eror of China, or aids or abets any person in carryini^ on war, 
insurrection, or rebellion against the Emperor of China. 
(2.) In Japan, while Her Majesty is at peace with the Tycoon of Japan, 
levies war or takes part in any operation of war against tho Tycoon 
ol Japan, or aids or abets any persons in carrying on war, insurrec- 
tion, or rebellion, against the Tycoon of Japan ; every person so 
offending shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanour, and on con- 
viction thereof shall be liable (in the discretion of the Court before 
which he is convicted) to be punished by imprisonment for any term 
not exceeding two years, with or without hard labour, and with or 
without a fine not exceeding 5,000 dollars, or by a fine not exceeding 
6,000 dollars without imprisonment. 
In addition to such punishment every such conviction shall of itself, 
ind without further proceedings, make the person convicted liable to 
deportation; and the Court before which he is convicted may order 
that he be deported from China or Japan to such place as the Court 
directs. 

82. If any British subject, without the licence of Her Majesty (proof Pttrnthment for 
whereof shall lie on the party accused) takes part in any operation of war Forces of 

in the service of the Emperor of China against any person engaged in Sf ^ 

carrymg on war, insurrection, or rebellion agamst the Emperor of China, Ucenoe. 
he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanour, and on conviction thereof 
•hall be liable (in the discretion of the Court before which he is convicted) 
to be punished by imprisonment for any term not exceeding two years, 
with or without hard labour, and with or without a fine not exceeding 
5,000 dollars, or by a fine not exceeding 5,000 dollars without imprison- 
ment. 

83. If the Court before which any person charged with having com- Baportb? 
pitted such a misdemeanour as in the two last preceding Articles mentioned coJirlb/ 

ii brought is a Provincial Court, the Court shall report to the Judge of 
the Supreme Court the pendency of the case. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court shall thereupon direct in what mode 
&nd where the case shall he heard and. determined, and (notwithstanding 
anything in this Order) the case shall be so heard and determined accord- 

VII. — Tbbaties and Beoulations. 

84. If any British subject in China or in Japan violates or fails to JJ^JJ^*^^' 
observe any stipulation of any Treaty between Her Majesty, her heirs or Tnntie? 
•uccessors, and the Emperor of China, or the Tycoon of Japan, for the 

time being in force, in respect of the violatinn whereof any penalty is 
itipulated for in the Treaty, he shall be deemed guilty of an offence against 
the Treaty, and on conviction thereof under this Order shall be liable to 
* penalty not exceeding the penalty stipulated for in the Treaty. 

85. Her Majesty's Minister in China may from time to time make 
•uch Regulations as seem fit for the peace, order, and good government of 
British subjects resident in or resorting to China, and for the observance 
ot the stipulations of Treaties between Her Majesty, her heirs or successors, 

the Emperor of China, and. for maintenance of friendly relations 
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between British subjects and Chinese subjects aud authorities, and may 
make any such regulations apply either throughout China or to some one 
or more of the Consular districts in China, and may by any such Regula- 
tions repeal or alter any Regulations made for any such purpose as 
aforesaid before the commencement of this Order. 

Any such Regulations shall not have effect unless and until they are 
approved by Her Majesty, such approval being signified through one of 
Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, — save lhat in case of urgency, 
declared in any such Re^^ulation, the same shall have effect unless and 
until they are disapproved by Her Majesty, such disapproval being 
signified through one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, 
and notification of such disapproval is received and published by Her 
Majesty's Minister in China. 

86. Such Regulations may impose penalties for offences against the 
same, as follows : namely, — for each offence imprisonment for any term 
not exceeding three months, with or without hard labour, and with or 
without a fine not exceeding 600 dollars, or a fine not exceeding 500 dollars, 
without imprisonment, — and with or without further fine for continuing 
offences not exceeding in any case 25 dollars for* each day during which 
the offence continues after the original fine is incurred,— but so that all 
snch Regulations be so framed as to allow in every case of part only of 
the maximum penalty being infliclt'd. 

87. All such Regulations shall be printed, and a printed copy thereof 
shall be affixed and at all times kept exhibited conspicuously in the public 
office of each Consular Officer in China to whose district the Regulations 
apply. 

Printed copies of the Regulations applicable to each district shall be 
provided and sold therein at such reasonable prices as Her Majesty's 
Minister in China from time to time directs. 

88. No penalty shall be enforced in any Consular district for any 
offence against any such Regulation until the regulation has been so affiled 
and kept exhibited in the public office of the Consular Officer for that 
district during one month. 

89. For the purpose of convicting any person committing an offence 
against any such Regulation, and for all other purposes, a printed copy of 
the Regulation purporting to be certified under the hand of Her Majesty's 
Minister in China, or under tae hand and consular seal of one of Her 
Majesty's Consular Officers in China, shall be conclusive evidence of the 
Regulation ; and no proof of handwriting or seal purporting to certify 
same shall be required. 

90. The f orei^oing provision relative to the making, printing, publica- 
tion, enforcement, and proof of Ros^ulations in a^d for China shall extend 
and apply, miUatis muianduy to the making, printing, publication, enforce- 
ment, and proof of Regulations in and for Japan, with the substitution 
only of Japan for China, and of the Tycoon of Japan for the Emperor of 
China, and of Her Majesty's Minister in Japan for Her Majesty's Minister 
in China, and of Her Majest/s Consular Officers in Japan for Her Ma* 
jesty's Consular Officers in China. 

TrUioi offences. 91. Any charge under this Order of an offence against any Treaty or 
against any such Regulation as aforesaid, shall be enquu*ed of, heard, aud 
detennined in like manner in all respects as any ordinary criminal charge 
may be inquired of, heard, and determined under this Order, subject only 
to ihis qualification, — that (notwithstanding anything in this Order) every 
charge of an offence against any Treaty or against any Regulation for tlie 
observance of the stipulations of any Treaty shall be heard and determined 
in a summary way, and (where the proceeding is before a Provincial Court) 
without Assessors. 
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\riIL — Unlawpui, Tradb with Japan. 

92. All tnide of British subjects in, to, or from any part of Japan, xnde except to 
except sTich ports and towns as are for the time being open to British ^^J{>^* 
subjects by Treaty between Her Majesty, her heirs or successors, and the 

Tvcoon of Japan, is hereby declared unlawful. 

If any person engages in such trade as a principal, agent, ship-owner, 
ship-master, or sui>ercargo, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeauour, 
aad on conviction thereof shall be lial>le to be punished (in the discretion of 
the Court befoie which he is convicted) by imprisonment for any term 
not exceeding two years with or without hard labour, and with or without 
a fine not exceeding 10,000 dollars without imprisonment. 

93. If the Court before which any person charged with having Beport of 
committed such a misdemeanour is brou^rht is a Provincial Court, the FroTiaoiai 
Court shall report to tL'^; Judge of the Supreme Court the pendency of ^ ' 
the case. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court shall thereupon direct in what mode 
and' where the case shall be heard and determined, and (notwithstanding 
anything in this Order) the case shall be so beard and determined 
accordingly. 

94 The Officer commanding any of Her Majesty's vessels of war, or seiioreof 
any of Her Majesty's Naval Officers authorised in this behalf by the 
Officer having the Command of Her Majesty's Naval Forces in Japan, by 
writing under his hand may seize any British vessel engaged or reasonably 
suspected of being or having been engaged in any trace by this Order 
declared unlawfid, and may either detain the vessel, with the master, 
officers, supercargo, crew, and other persons engaged in navigating the 
Tessel, or any of them, or take or cause to be taken the vessel, and the 
master, officers, supercargo, crew, and other persons aforesaid, or any of 
them, to any port or place in Japan or elsewhere, convenient for the 
prosecution of a charge for the misdemeanour alleged to have been 
committed. 

Any such vessel, master, officers, supercargo, crew, and persons may 
lawfully be detained at the place of seizure, or at the port or place to which 
the vessel is so taken, under the authority of any such officer, or of any 
of Her Majesty's Consular Officers in China or Japan, until the conclusion 
of any proceedings taken in respect of such misdemeanour. 

IX. — Japanese Waters. 

95. When and as often as it appears to Her Majesty's Minister in Reflations 
Japan that the unrestricted entrance of Britii»h vessels into, or "i^J^JJT"' 
unrestricted passage of British vessels through, any straits or other water 

in Jafian may lead to acts of disturbance or violence, or may otherwise 
eDdan^er the maintenance of peaceful relations and intercourse between 
Her Majesty's subjects and the subjects of the Tycoon of Japan, Her 
Majesty's Minister may make any regulations for prohibiting or for 
restricting, in such manner as seems expedient, the entrance or passage of 
any British vessel (other than a vessel of war of Her Majesty) into or 
throngh any such straits or other water as aforesaid, as defined in the 
Begidation. 

Her Majesty's Minister may from time to time revoke or alter any 
such regulation. 

96. The forgoing provisions of this Order relative to the making, PeniitiM and 
printing, publication, enforcement, and proof of Regulations to be made hy P'oo«^s»' 
Her Majesty's Minister in China, and to the mode of proceeding in respect 

of any charge for an offence against any such Kegulations, shall extend 
and apply, muUiiis mutandis^ to any Begulation made by Her Majesty's 
Minister in Japan, as last aforesaid. 
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SeiiureofveBsci 97. If auy person navigating a British vessel wilfully violates, or 
wilfully attempts to violate, any such Regulation, the officer commanding 
any vessel of war of Her Majesty, or in charge of any boat belonging to 
such vessel of war, may use fonie for the purpose of compelling him to 
desist from the violation or attempted violation of the Regulation, and if 
it appears necessary or expedient may seize the vessel, and such C mmand- 
ing Officer may either detain her at the place of seizure, or take her, or 
cause her to be taken, to any port or place m Japan or elsewhere where the 
offender may be more conveuiently prosecuted for such oflFence. 

Any such vf ssel may lawfully be detained at the place of seizure, or 
at the port or place to which she is so taken, under the authority of any 
such Commanding Officer, or of any of Her Majesty's Consular Officers in 
Japan until the conclusion of any proceedings taken in respect of the 
offence. 

JuriBdictioii as PiRACY. 

to pirucj, 98. Any British subject being in China or in Japan may be proceeded 

against, tried, and punished under this Order for the crime of piracy 
Beport br wherevcr committed. 

ProTincilS Court. 99. If the Court before which a British subject charged with the crime 
of piracy is broughr is a Provincial Court, the Court shall report to the 
Judge of the Supreme Court the pendency of the case. 

The Judge of the Supreme Coui-t shall thereupon direct in what mode 
and where the case shall be heard and determined, and (notwithstanding 
anything in this Order) the case shall be so heard and determined accord- 
ingly. 

PaniBbmentm XI. — OfFENCES AGAINST EeLIOION. 

foiT^b^cTnMUt ^^-^ British subject is guilty of publicly deriding, mocking, or 

to religion insulting any religion established or observed in China or in Japan — or of 
SiStuSoM. publicly offering any insult to any religious service, feast, or ceremony 
established or kept in any part of China or in Japan, or to any place for 
worship, tomb, or sanctuary belonging to any such religion, or to the 
ministers or professors thereof, — or of wilfully committing any act tending 
to bring any such religion or its ceremonies, mode of worship, or observances 
into hatred, ridicule, or contempt and thereby to provoke a breach of the 
public peace, — he shall be liable (iu the discretion of the Court before 
which he is convicted) to imprisonment for any term not exceeding two 
years, with or without hard labour, and with or without a fine not exceed- 
ing 500 dollars, or to a fine not exceeding SOOdollars isithout imprisonment. 

Notwithstanding anything in this Order, ever\ charge against a British 
subject of having committed any such offence shall be heard and deter- 
mined in a summary way, and any Provincial Court shall have power to 
impose the punishment aforesaid. 

Her Majests's Consular OflScers shall take such precautionary 
measures as seem to them proper and expedient for the prevention of 
such oflences.

•nd jipLi^™ 101. ^^here a British subject, being aft^r the commencement of this 
Order in China or in Japan, is charged with having committed, either 
before or after the commencement of this Order, any crime or offence 
within a British vessel at a distance of not more than 100 miles from the 
coast of China, — or within a Chinese or Japanese vessel at such a distance 
as aforesaid, — or within a vessel not lawfully entitled to claim the protec- 
tion of the flag of any State, at such distance as aforesaid,— any of Her 
Majesty's Courts in China or in Japan within the jurisdiction whereof 
he is found may cause him to be apprehended and brought before 
it, and may take the preliminary examination and commit him for triaL 
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102. If the Court before which the accused is brought is a Provin- pJJ^^^j 
rial Court, the Court shall report to the Judge of the Supreme Cv.urt the courtl*^ 
pendencj of the case. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court shall thereupon direct in what mode 
and where the case shall be beard and determined, and (notwithstanding 
anything in this Order) the case shall be so beard and determined accurd- 

103. The provisions of this Order relative to crimes and oflFences, and ^SpproYMiont. 
proceedings m oriminal matters, shall in all respects, as far as may be, 

extend and apply to every such case, in like manner as if the crime or 
ofience had been committed in China or Japan. 

101. Where a British subject, being after the commencement of this Juriadiction at 
Order in Hoiigkong, is charged with having committed, either before or ^^^'^^^^k- 
after the commencement of this Order, any crime or offence within any 
British, Chinese, Japanese, or other such vessel at such a distance as 
aforesaid, the Supreme Court at Hongkong shall have and may exe* cise 
authority and jurisdiction with respect to the crime or offence as fully as 
if it bad been committed in Hongkong. 

105. Her Majesty's Minister in China or in Japan, the Judge or ^fJiiSeterLw. 
issist&nt Judge of the Supreme Court, and any of Her Majesty's Consular 

Officers in China or in Japan, or the Governor or person ad&ninistering the 
Government of Hongkong, on receiving satisfactory information that any 
soldier, sailor, marine, or other person, belonging to any of Her Mc^jesty's 
Hilitarv or Naval forces has deserted therefrom, and has concealed himself 
in any British, Chinese, Japanese, or other such vessel at such a dibtance 
as aforesaid, may, in pursuance of such information, issue his warrant for 
a search after and apprehension of such deserter, and on being satisfied 
on investigation that any person so apprenended is such a deserter, bhall 
cause him to be with all convenient speed taken and delivered over to the 
nearest military station of Her Majesty^s forces or to the officer in com- 
mand of a vessel of war of Her Majesty serving in China or Japan, as the 
case may require. 

XTII. — Dbpoktation. 

106. (i.) When it is shown on oath, to the satisfaction of anv of Her Depoitatioa, 
Majesty's Courts in China or in Japan, that there is reahonable ground to 
apprehend that any British subject in China or in Japan is about to commit 

a breach of the public peace, — or that the acts or conduct of any British 
subject in China or in Japan Jire or is lik<'ly to produce or excite to a breach 
of the public peace, — the Court within the jurisdiction whereof he happens 
to be may cause him to be brought before it, and require him to give 
security, to the satisfaction of the Court, to keep the peace, or for bis future 
good behaviour, as the case may require. 

(ii.) Where any British subject is convicted, under this Order, of any 
crime or offence, the Court within the jurisdiction whereof he happens to 
be may require him to give security to the satisfaction of the Court for his 
future good behaviour. 

In either of the cases, if the person required to give security fails to 
do so, the Court may order that he be de|;orted from China or Japan to 
such place as the Court directs. 

107. In any case where an order of deportation is made under this Fi«<se of 
Order the Court shall not, without the cons* nt of the person to be deported, ^p**'**^ 
direct the deportation of any person to any place other than Hongkong or 
England. 

108. A Provincial Court shall forthwith report to the Judge of the 
Supreme Court any order of deportation made by it, and the grounds Court, 
thered 
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The Judge of the Supreme Court may reverse the order, or may confirm 
it with or without variation, and in case of confirmation, shall direct it to 
be carried into effect. 

109. The person to be deported shall be detained in custody until a 
fit time and opportunity for his deportation arrive. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court shall then (and in the case of a 
person convicted, either after execution of the sentence or while it is in 
course of execution) by warrant cause him to be taken to the place of 
deportation. 

110. The Judge of the Supreme Court may order that the person to 
be deported do pay all or any part of the expense of or preliminary to his 
deportation. 

111. The Judge of the Supreme Court shall foHhwith report to one 
of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State any order of deportation 
made or confirmed by him, and the grounds thereof, and shall also inform 
Her Majesty's Ministers in China and Japan of the same. 

112. Where any person is deported to Hongkong, he shall on his 
arrival there be delivered, with the warrant under which he is deported, 
into the custody of the Chief Magistrate of Police of Hongkong, or other 
olflcer of Her Majesty there lawfully acting as such, who, on receipt of the 
person deported, with the warrant, shall detain him and shall forthwith 
report the case to the Governor or person administering the Government 
of Hongkong, who shall either by warrant (if the circumstances of the case 
appear to him to make it expedient) cause the person so deported to be 
t.iken to England, and in the meantime to be detained in custody (so that 
the period of such detention do not exceed three months), or else shall 
discharge him from custody. 

113. If any person deported returns to China or Japan without the 
permission of one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, in writing 
under his hand (wliich permission the Secretary of State may give), he shall 
be guilty of an offence against this Order, and shall be liable on conviction 
thereof to punishment (in the discretion of the Court before which he is 
convicted) by imprisonment for any term not exceeding one month, with 
or without hard labour, and with or without a fine not exceeding 200 dollars, 
or by a fine not exceeding 200 dollars, without imprisonment, and also to 
be forthwith again deported in manner hereinbefore provided. 

XIV. — Registration of British Subjects. 

114. Every British subject resident in China or Japan, — being of the 
age of 21 years or upwards, or being married, or a widower or widow, though 
under that age, — shall, in the month of January in the year 1866 and every 
subsequent year, register himself or herself in a register to be kept at the 
Consulate of the Consular district within which he or she resides — subject 
to this qualification, that the registration of aman shall be deemed to include 
the registration of his wife (unless she is living apart from him), and that 
the registration of the head of the family, whether male or female, shall 
be deemed to include the registration of all females being relatives of the 
head of the family (in whatever degree of relationship) living under the 
same roof with the head of the family at the time of his or her registration. 

Every British subject not so resident arriving at any place in China 
or Japan where a Consular Officer is maintained, unless borne on the 
muster roll of a British vessel there arriving, shall, within one month 
after his or her arrival, register himself or herself in a register to be kept 
at the Consular Office, but so that no such person shall be required to 
register himself or herself more than once in any year, reckoned from the 
1st day of January. 

Any person failing so to register himself or herself, and not excusing 
his or her failure to the satisfaction of the Consular Officer, shall not be 
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entitled to be recognized or protected as a British subject in China or 
Japan, and shall hd liable to a fine not exceeding ten dollars for each 
instance of such failure. 

115. Every person shall on every registration of himself or herself ^' 
pay a fee of such amount as one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of 
State from time to time by order under his hand appoints, such amount 
either to be uniform for all persons, or to vary according to the circum- 
stances of different classes, as the Secretary of State from time to time by 
such order directs. 

116. The Consular Officer shall issue to every person so registered a Certificate, 
certificate of registration under his hand and Consular seal; and the name 

of a wife (unless she is living apart from her husband) shall be indorsed 
on her husband's certificate ; and the names and descriptions* of females 
whose registration is included in that of the head of the family shall be 
indorsed on the certificate of the head of the family. 

XV. — POBBIONEBS. FoBEiaN TRIBUNALS. 

117. Where a foreigner desires to institute or take any suit orSmteby^ 
proceeding of a civil nature against a British subject, the Supreme or ^i^Mt^Britirfi 
other Court, according to its jurisdiction, may entertain the same, and ■'»^i®cte. 
where any such suit of proceeding is entertained shall hear and determine 

it according to the provisions of this Order, and of the Eulea made under 
it applicable in the case, — either by the Judge, Assistant Judge, Law 
Secretary, or proper Consular officer sitting alone (or with Assessors 
when the case so requires), or, if (in any case where a trial with a jxu-y 
may he had under this Order) all parties desire, or the Court thinks fit to 
direct, a trial with a jury, then, but not otherwise, by the Judge, Assistant 
Judge, Law Secretary, or proper Consular officer, with a jury. 

118. Where it is shown to any of Her Majesty^s Courts that the ^^^IS^S^of 
attendance of a British subject to give evidence, or for any other purpose Bniiuii subjecu 
connected with the administration of justice, is required in a Chinese or trib^iUa!^**''^ 
Japanese Court, or before a Chinese or Japanese judicial officer, or in a 

Court or before a judicial officer in China or Japan of any State in amity 
with Her Majesty, the Court may, in cases and under circumstances which 
would require the attendance of that British subject before one of Her 
Majesty*s Courts in China or Japan, and if it seems to the Court just and 
expedient so to do, make an order for the attendance of the British subject 
in such Court or before such judicial officer and for such purpose as 
aforesaid, — but so that a Provincial Court shall not have power to make 
an order for such attendance of a British subject at any place beyond the 
particular jurisdiction of the Court. 

Any British subject duly served with such an order, and with reason- 
able notice of iiie time and place at which his attendance is required, failing 
to attend accordingly and not excusing his failure to the satisfaction of the 
Conrt making the order, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 500 dollars, 
or to imprisonment for any term not exceeding one month, in the discretion 
of the Court. 

XVI. — ^Appbax to Supbemb Coubt. 
1. — In Civil Cases, 

119. Where any decision of a Provincial Court, sitting with or without ^J^^^j^tamed^ 
Assessors, is given in a civil case in respect of a sum or matter at issue of * *^ 

tiie amount or value of 250 dollars or upwards, or determines, directly or 
indirectly, any claim or question respecting property of the amount or value 
of 260 dollars or upwards, — any party aggrieved by the decision may apply 
to the Provincial Court for leave to appeal to the Supreme Court, and shall 
be entitled to leave on the terms prescribed by the Rules made under this 
Order, and subject to any restrictions and exceptions therein contained. 
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In any other case the Provincial Court may, if it seems just and 
expedient, give leave to app( al on like terms. 

In any case the Supreme Court may give leave to appeal on such terms 
as seem just. 

2. — Crimincd Cases. 

120. Where any person is convicted otherwise than in a summary way 
of a crime or offence the Court or Officer trying the case may, if it seems fit, 
reserve for the consideration of the Supreme Court any question of law- 
arising on trial. 

The Court or Officer shall then state a special case, setting out the 
question reserved, witb the facts and circumstances on which it arose, and 
shall send the case to the Supreme Court. 

121. Where anv person is convicted in a summary way of a crime or 
offence, and is dissatisfied with the conviction as being erroneous in point 
of law, the Court or Officer trying the case may, on his appli«!ation in writing, 
and 'm compliance by him with any terms prescribed by the Bules made 
under this Ordor, state a special ca^e, setting out the facts and the grounds 
of the conviotioUy for the opinion of the Supreme Court, and send it to 
that Court. 

122. Where a special cast^ is stated, the Court or Officer stating it shall, 
as seems (it, ei: her postp' »ne judgment on the conviction, or respite executioa 
of the judgment, and either commit the person convicted to prison, or take 
proper security for him to appear and receive judgment or render himself 
in execution (as the case may require) at an api ointed time and place. 

123. The Supreme Court shall hear and determine the matter, 
and thereupon shall reverse, affirm, oi amend the judgment, conviction, 
or sentence in question, — or st t aside the same, and order an entry to 
be made in the minutes of pr jceediugs to the effect that in the judgment 
of the Supreme Court the person convicted ought not to have l»een con- 
victed, or arrest the judgment, or order judgment to be given at a 
subsequent sitting of the Court or Officer stating the case, — or make such 
other order as justice requires^ — and shall also give all necessary and pioper 
consequential directions. 

124. The judgment of the Supreme Court shall be delivered in open 
Court after the public hearing of any argument offered on behalf of the 
prosecution or of the person convicted. 

125. Before delivering judgnjent the Supreme Court may, if necessary, 
cause the special case to be amendt^d by the Court or Officer stating it. 

126. If on an application for a special case, on a summary conviction, 
it seems to the Court or Officer that the application is merely frivolous, 
but not otherwise, the Court or Officer may refuse to state a case. 

A Court or Officer so refusing shall forthwith send to the Supreme 
Court a report of the sentence, with a copy of the minutes of proceedings 
and notes ot evidence, and any observation the Court or Officer thinks fit, 
and with a copy of the application for a special case. 

The Supreme Court shall examine the report and documents so sent, 
and, unless the Supreme Court is of opinion that the application was merely 
frivolous, shall, on the a] plication in that behalf of the appellant, if made 
within one month after the refusal of a special case, proceed to hear and 
determine the matter according to the foregoing provisions as nearly as 
may be as if a special case had been stated. 

XVII. — EuLES OF Procedure. 

127. The Judge of the Supreme Court may, from time to time, frame 
Rules for any purpose for which it is before in this Order expressed or 
implied that Rules of j)rocedure or practice are to be made, and also for 
the regulations of procedure and pleading, forms or writs, and other pro- 
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ceediiigs, expenses of witnesses and prosecutions, costs and fees, in civil 
and in criminal cases, in the Supreme Court and other Courts, including 
the regulation of cross-suits and the admission of counter-clai;ns, and the 
regulation of proceedings thereon, and for the regulation of appeals to the 
Supreme Court from the other Courts in civil and in criminal cases, and 
of rehearings before the Judge of the Supreme Court, and may thereby 
impose reasonable penalties. 

Eules affecting the conduct of civil suits shall be so framed as to 
secure, as far as may be, that cases shall be decided on their merits accord- 
ing to substantial justice, without excessive rejjard to technicalities of 
pleading or proceaure, and without unnecessary delay. 

Kules framed by the Judge shall not have effect unless and until they 
are approved by one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, — 
save that in case of urgency declared in any Rules framed by the Judge, 
with the approval of Her Majesty's Minister in China, tht* same shall have 
effect, unless and until they are disapproved by one of Her Majesty's 
Principal Secretaries of State, and notification of such disapproval is 
received and published by the Judge. 

128. A Copy of the Eules for the time being in force shall be kept Pobiiofttion of 
exhibited conspicuously in each Court and Consulate in China and Japan. 

Printed co pies shall be provided and sold at such reasonable prices as 
the Judge of the Supreme Court from time to time directs. 

No penalties shall be enforced in any Court for the breach of any 
Rule until the Rule has been so exhibited in the Court for one month. 

129. A printed copy of any Rule, purporting to be certified under the Eridenoeof 
hand of the Judge of the Supreme Court and tlie seal of the Courts shall 

be for all purposes conclusive evidence of the due framing, approval, and 
publication of the contents thereof. 

130. From and aftt^r the commencement of any Rules made by the RevocAtion of 
Judge of the Supreme Court undtr this Order, all Ruh s and Regulations ^'^^^^ 
theretofore made by tiie Chief Superintendent of Trade in China, or by 

H- r Majesty's Consul-General in Japan, in respect of any matter in re pect 
whereof the Judge of the Supreme Court is by this Order authorised to 
make Rules, shall cease to operate. 

XVin. — Appeal to Her Majesty in Council. 

131. Where anv final decree or order of the Supreme Court is made App«»Aioii 

in a civil case in respect of a sum or matter at issue of the amount or value PjIi^^supremT 
of 2,500 dollars or upwards, — or determines directly or indirectly any claim Couit m Civii 
or question respecting property of the amount or value of 2,500 dollars or 2!SSdoi^^of 
upwards, — any party aggrieved by the decree or order may, within fifteen upward*, 
days after the same is made, apply by motion to the Supreme Court for 
leave to appeal to Her Majesty in Council. 

132. If leave to appeal is applied for by a party adjudged to pay money Execution or 
or perform a duty, the Supreme Court shall direct either that the decree 

or order appealed from be carried into execution, or that the execution 
thereof be suspended, pending the appeal, as the Court considers to be in 
accordance with substantial justice. 

133. If the Court directs the decree or order to be carried into execu- security on 
tion, the party in whose favour it is made shall, before the execution of it, 

give security to the satisfaction of the Court for the due performance of 
such order as Her Majesty in Council may think fit to make. 

134. If the Court direct the execution of the decree or order to be Security oa 
suspended pending the appeal, the party against whom the decree is made *"*p*°'***'"- 
«hall, before any order for suspension or executi ^n, give security to the 
satisfaction of the Court Igr the due performance of such order as Her 
Majesty in Council may think fit to make. 
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135. In all cases security shall also be given by the appellant to the 
satisfaction of the Court to au amouut not exceeding 2,500 dollars for the 
prosecution of the appeal, and for payment of such costs as may be 
awarded to any respondent by Her Majesty in Council, or by the Lords of 
the Judicial Committee of Her Majesty's Privy Council. 

136. If the last-mentioned security is given within one month from 
the filing of motion paper for leave to appeal, then and not otherwise 
the Supreme Court may give leave to appeal, 

137. In any cases other than the cases hereinbefore described the 
Supreme Court may give leave to appeal on the terms and in the manner 
aforesaid if it consider it just or expedient to do so. 

138. In every case where leave to appeal is given as aforesaid, the 
appellant shall be at liberty to prefer and prosecute his appeal to Her 
Majesty in Council according to the rules for the time being in force 
respecting appeals to Her Majesty in Council from her colonies, or such 
other rules as Her Majesty in Council from time to time thinks fit to make 
concerning appeals from the Supreme Court. 

139. Nothing in this Order shall affect the right of Her Majesty at 
any time, on the humble petition of a party aggrieved by a decision of the 
Supreme Court in a civil case, to adroit his appeal thereon on such terms 
and in such manner as Her Majesty in Council may think fit, and to deal 
with the decision appealed from in such manner as may be just. 

140. Where any judgment, order, or sentence of the Supreme Court 
is given, made, or passed in the exercise of either original or appellate 
criminal jurisdiction, the party charged with the crime or offence, if he 
considers the judgment, order, or sentence to be erroneous in point of law, 
may appeal therefrom to Her Majesty in Council, provided that the Supreme 
Court declares the case to be a fit one for such appeal, and that the appellant 
complies with such conditions as the Supreme Court establishes or requires, 
subject always to such rules as from time to time Her Majesty in Council 
thinks fit to make in that behalf. 

XIX. — General Provisions. 

141. Nothing in this Order shall be deemed to affect Her Majesty's 
prerogative of pardon. 

142. Except as in this Order expressly provided, nothing in this Order 
shall preclude any of Her Majesty's Consular OflScers in China or in 
Japan from performing any act not of a judicial character that Her 
Majesty's Consular OflBcers there might by law or by virtue of usage, or 
sufferance, or otherwise have performed if this Order had not been made. 

143. Every of Her Majesty's Consular Officers shall, as far as there is 
proper opportunity, promote reconciliation, and encourage and facilitate 
the settlement m an amicable way, and without recourse to litigation, of 
matters in difference between British subjects in China or in Japan. 

144. Every signature or seal aflixed to any instrument purporting to 
be the signature of the Judpe of the Supreme Court, or of any officer or 
person acting under this Order, or to be the seal of any of Her Majesty's 
Courts in China or in Japan, shall for all purposes under this Order, 
without any proof thereof, be presumed to be genuine, and shall be taken 
as genuine until the contrary is proved. 

145. In every case, civil or criminal, heard in any Court, proper minutes 
of the proceedings shall be drawn up, and shall be signed by the Judge or 
Officer before whom the proceedings are taken, and sealed with the seal of 
the Court, and shall, where Assessors are present, be open for their 
inspection and for their signature if concurred in by them. 

The minutes, with depositions of witnesses and notes of evidence taken 
at the trial, by the Judge or Officer, shall be preserved in the public office 
of the Court.

be in Hongkong, and the warrant or order is produced to any of Her

Abolition of 
and authority of the Supreme Court of Hongkong exercisable in relation omrt^S chin* 
to British subjects resident in or resorting to China or Japan, shall, from J»p»tt.

XXI. — Repeals. 

161. From and immediately after the commencement of this Order, Ordew and

Schedule to this Order shall be repealed ; but this repeal shall not affect 

the past operation of any such Order or Ordinance, or any appointment 
macle or thing done, or right, title, obligation, or liability acquired or 
accrued thereunder before the commencement of this Order.

At the Court at Windsor, the 30th day 
OF April, 1877. 
Present : 

THE QUEEN'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY IN COUNCIL. 

Whereas by the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865, Her 
Majesty the Queen was pleased, by the advice of Her Privy Council, to 
make provision for the exercise of Her Majesty's power and jurisdiction 
over Her Majesty's subjects resident in or resorting to China or Japan : 

And whereas in China and Japan additional ports may be from time 
to time opened to foreign trade, and it is expedient to provide for the 
exercise at those ports of Her Majesty's power and jurisdiction before the 
establishment there of Commissioned Consular Officers : 

Now, th«^refore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this behalf 
by the Foreign Jurisdiction Acts, 1843 to 1876, and by the Act of the 
Session of the sixth and seventh years of Her Majesty's Reign, chapter 
eighty, "for the better government of Her Majesty's subjects resorting to 
China," or otherwise, in Her vested, is pleased, by and with the advice of 
Her Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby ordered, as follows ; — 

1. — The provisions of Artic le 25 of the China and Japan Order in 
Council, 1865, and all provisions of that Order consequent thereon or 
relative thereto, shall extend and apply to every person (not holding a 
Consular Commission from Her Majesty) from time to time appointed by 
Her Maj<'sty's Minister in China or Japan to be Acting Consul, and to be 
residt nt at a port in China or Japan, which is for the time being open to 
foreign trade, and at which no Commissioned Consular Officer of Her 
Majesty is resident. 

2. — For the purposes and within the mearing of the said Order, every 
person so appointed as an Acting Consul shall be deemed a Consular 
Officer, and the district for which he is appointed to act shall be deemed 
a Consular District, and the Court held by him shall be deemed a Provincial 
Court. 

3. — Words in this Order have the same meaning as in the said

As to all other matters and provisions comprised and contained in this Order, 
immediately from and after the expiration of one month after this Order is first 
exhibited in the public oflSce of Her Majesty's Consul-General for the district of the 
Consulate at Shanghai; for which purpose Her Majesty's Consul-Q-eneral or other 
principal Consular Officer for the time being for that district is hereby required forth- 
with, on receipt by him from Her Majesty's Minister in China of a copy of this Order, 
with instructions in this behalf, to afl^x and exhibit this Order conspicuously in that 
public office, an<l to keep the same affixed and exhibited during one month there- 
after; of the time of which first exhibition notice shall be published as soon there- 
after as practic ible in each Consular district in China and in Japan, in such manner as 
Her Majesty's Ministers there respectively direct; and the time of the expiration of 
that month shall be deemed the time of the commencement of this Order.

Subject to the foregoing provisions, this Order shall be read as one with 
the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865. 

(5.) A copy of this Order shall be kept exhibited conspicuously in each Court 
and Consulate in China and in Japan. 

(6.) Printed copies thereof shall be provided, and shall be sold at such reason- 
able price as Her Majesty's Ministers there respectively direct. 
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Supreme Court for China and Japan. 

4. — (1.) There shall be a Chief Justice and an Assistant-Judge of the Supreme 
Court of Obina and Japan. 

(2.) The Assistant-Judge shall be the Registrar of the Supreme Court ; and the 
office of Law Secretary of the Supreme Court is hereby abolished. 

(3.) The Assistant- Judge shall hear and determine such causes and matters, 
civil and criminal, and transact such other part of the business of the Supreme Court, 
as the Chief Justice from time to time, by general order or otherwise, directs; and 
for that purpose the Assistant Judge shall have all the like jurisdiction, power, and 
authority as the Chief Justice. 

(4.) Any party to a suit or proceeding wherein any matter or question is heard 
and determined by the Assistant- Judge shall be entitled, as of course, lo a rehearing 
before the Chief Justice, sitting with the Assistant-Judge, or, in the unavoidable 
absence of the Assistant- Judge, alone. 

(5.) If, on aoy such rehearing, there is a difference of opinion between the Chief 
Justice and the Assistant- Judge, the opinion of he Chief Justice shall prevail. 

(6.) Throughout the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865, and the Bules 
made thereunder, the Cl)ief Justice of the Supreme Court shall, as regards China, be 
deemed to he therein substituted for the Judge of the Supreme Court. 

(7.) There shall be attached to the Supreme Court a Chief Clerk, and so many 
officers and clerks as the Secretary of State from time to time thinks fit. 

Court of Japan, 

5. — (1.) There shall be in and for Japan a Court styled Her Britannic Majesty's 
Court for Japan. 

(2.) The Court for Japan shall have a seal, bearing its style and bucb device as 
the Secretary of State from time to time directs. 

(3.) The Court for Japan shall bold its ordinary sitting at Kanagawa, or, on 
emergency, at any other place within the district of the Consulate of Kanagawa, but 
may at any time transfer its ordinary sittings to any place in Japan approved by the 
Secretary of State or by Her Majesty's Minister in Japan. 

(4.) There shall l»e a Judge and an Assistant- Judge of the Court for Japan. 

(5.) The Assistant- Judge shall hear and determine such causes and matters, 
civil and criminal, and transact such other part of the business of the Court, as the 
Judge from time to time by general order, or otherwise, directs ; and for that purpose 
the Assistant-Judge shall have all the like jurisdiction, power, and authority as the 
Judge. 

(6.) Any party to a suit or proceeding wherein any matter or question is heard 
and determined by the Assistant- Judge whall be entitled, as of course, to a rehearing 
before the Judge, sitting with the Assistant-Judge, or, in the imavoidable absenoe of 
the Assistant- Judge, alone. 

(7 ) If, on any such rehearing, there is a difference of opinion between the Judge 
and the Assistant- Judge, the opinion of the Judge shall pr vail. 

(8.) In Japan, persons accused of crimes which in England are capital shall be 
tried by the Judge of the Court for Japan, with a jury, and not oth'^rwise. 

(9.) There shall be attached to the Court for Japan a Chief Clerk, and so manj 
officers and clerks as the Secretary of State from time to time thinks fit. 

Jurisdiction in Japan. 

6. — ^(1.) Her Majesty's Consul for the district of the Consulate of Kanagawa 
shall cease to hold and form a Provincial Court. 

(2.) Unless and until the Secretary of State otherwise directs, Her Majesty's 
Consul for the time being for the district of the Consulate of Kanagawa shall be the 
Assistant- Judge of the Court for Japan, 

(3.) All Her Majesty's jurisdiction, civil anrl criminal, exercisable in Japan shall, 
for and within the district of the Consulate of Kanagawa, be vested in the Court for 
Japan as its ordinary jurisdiction. 

(4.) All Her Majt sty's jurisdiction, civil and crimiual, exercisable in Japan 
beyond the district of the Consulate of Kanagawa, and not under this Order vestft^ 
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in the Court for Japan, shall, to the extent and in the manner provided by the China 
and Japan Order in Council, 1865, as modified by this Order, be vested in the Pro • 
Tincial Courts in Japan, each for and within its own district. 

(5.) The Court for Japan shall have, in ail matters, ciyil and criminal, an extra- 
ordinary original jurisdiction throughout Japan, concurrent with the jurisdiction of 
tte several Provincial Courts in Japan, the same to be exercised subject and accord- 
ing to the provisions of the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865, as modified by 
this Order 

7. — (1.) Subject to the provisions of this Order, the provisions of the China and 
Japan Order in Council, 1865, and the Rules in force in the Supreme Court and other 
Courts in China and Japan made under that Order, shall extend and apply to the 
Court for Japan, as if the same were a Court (not a Provincial Court) established 
under the Order. 

(2.) For the purpose of the application thereof to the Court for Japan, in Articles 
23, 24, 38, 39, 41, 42, 43, 47, 54 to 57, 59, 61, 62, 67, 68, 69, 72, 74, 77 to 80, 83, 93, 
99, 102, 105, 108 to 111, 117, 119, 120 to 126, 144, 153, 155, all inclusive, of that 
Order', and throughout those Rules, there shall, as regards Japan, be deemed to be 
Babstituted Japan for China or for China and Japan, Elanagawa for Shanghai, the 
Court for Japan for the Supreme Court for China and Japan, and the Judge and 
AssiBtant-Judge of the Court for Japan for the Judge and Assistant- Judge of the 
Supreme Court ; b it not so as to affect tho^ie Articles and Rules as regards operation 
thereof in and for China. 

8. — (1.) Article 119 of the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865, relative to 
appeals in civil cases to the Supreme Court for China and Japan, shall extend and 
apply to appeals from decisions of the Court for Japan, as if the same were a Pro- 
vincial Court within that Article ; and that Article, and the Rules therein referred to, 
shall accordingly, notwithstanding anything in this Order, apply to appeals from the 
Court for Japan to the Supreme Court for China and Japan ; but the last mentioned 
appeals shall not be heard except by the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, sitting 
with the Assistant-Judge of that Court, or, in the unavoidable absence of the 
Assistant-Judge, alone. 

(2.) If, on any such appeal, there is a difference of opinion between the Chief 
Justice and ihe Assistant- Judge, the opinion of the Chief Justice shall prevail. 

(3.) Ai tides 120 to 126, both inclusive, of the China and Japan Order in Council, 
1865, relative to appeals to the Supreme Court for China and J;ipan in criminal cases, 
shall extend and apply lo appeals to that Court in crauinal cases from decisions of 
the Court for Japan, both in cases originally tried in the Court for Japan and in cases 
brought by virtue of this Onler before that Court, under th« se Articles, by uay of 
appeal from any Court or Officer in Japan ; and, for the purposes of this Article, the 
Court for Japan shall, in cases so brought i-efore it by way of appeal, be deemed to 
be the Court trying the case. 

Judges in China and Japan. 

9. — (1.) The Chief Justice and Assistant Judge of the Supreme Court and the 
Judge and Assistant-Judge of the Court for Japan shall each be appointed by Her 
Majesty by warrant under Her Royal Sign Manual, subject and according to Article 
23 of the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865. 

(2.) The Chief Justice and the Judge shall each be a subject of Her Majesty 
by birth or naturalization, who, at the time ot his appointment, is a member of the 
Rir of England, Scoiland, or Ireland, of not less than seven years' standing. 

10. — (1.) In the case of the death or illness, or the absence or int( nded absence from 
tbe district of the Consulate of Shanghai, of the Chief Justice or of the Assistant- Judge 
of the Sdpr^ me Court, Her Majesty's Minister in China may appoint a fit person to be 
the Acting Chief Justice or t > be the Acting Assistant- Judge (as the case may require) : 
but, unless in any case the Secretary of State otherwise directs, the Assistant- 
Judge, if present and able to act, shall always be appointed to be Acting Chief Justice. 

(2.) In case of the death or illness, or the af sence or intended absence from the 
district of tlie Consulate of Kanagawa, of the Judge or of the Assistant- Judge of the 
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Court for Japan, Her Majesty'b Minister in Japan may appoint a fit person to be tha 
Acting Judge or to be the Acting Assistant- Judge (as the case may require). 

Vice-Admiralty Jurisdiction. 

11. — Any I roceeding taken in China or Japan against one of Her Majesty^s 
Tessels, or the officer commanding the same, as such, in respect of any claim cognisable 
in a Court of Vice- Admiralty, shall be taken only in the Supreme Court or in the 
Court for Japan, under the Vice-Admiralty jurisdiction thereof, respectively. 

Pending Proceedings. 

12. — Nothing in this Order shall aflfect any suit or proceedings, civil or criminal, 
pending at the commencement of this Order, with reference either to the original 
proceedings therein, or to anv a peal therein, or otherwise ; savo that all suits and 
proceedings, civil or criminal, instituted or taken in the district of the Consulate of 
Kanagawa before and pending at tbe commencement of this Order are hereby trans- 
ferred to the jurisdiction ol" the Court for Japan ; and the same may be carried on 
and shall be tried, heard, and determined, in and by the Court for tfaftan, as nearly 
as may be, as if the same had been instituted or taken in the district of the Consulate 
of Kanagawa after the commencement of tins Order. 

And the Most Honourable the Marquis of Salisbury, and the Right Honourable 
Sir Michael Edward Hicks- Beach, Baronet, two of Her Majesty's Principal Secreta- 
ries of State, and the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, and Lords Commis- 
sioners of the Admiralty, are to give the necessary directions herein as to them may 
respectively appertain.

THE CHINA AND JAPAN OEDEE IN COUNCIL, 1881. 

Present: 

THE QUEEN'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY IN COUNCIL. 

Whebeas Her Majesty the Queen has power and jurisdiclion in relation to Her 
Maiesty*s subjects and others in the dominions of the Empeior of China and the 
dominions of the Mikado of Japan : 

Now, therefore. Her Majesty, bv virtue and in exercise of the powers in this be- 
half by the Foreign Jurisdiction Acts, 1843 to 1878, or otherwise, in Her ve ted, is 
pleased, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, as follows : — 

Preliminary. 

1. — This order mav be cited as the China and Japan Order in Council, 1881. 

2. — This order shall, except as otherwise expressed, commence and take effect 
from and immediately after the 31st day of December, 1881, which time is in this 
Order referred to as the commencement of this Order. 

3. — In this Order — 

China" means the dominions of the Emperor of China: 
" Japan " means the dominions of the Mikado of Japan : 

"Minister" means superior Diplomatic Representative, whether Ambassador^ 
Envoy, Minister Plenipotentiary, or Charge d' Affaires ; 
Consular Officer" includes every officer in Her Majesty's Consular Service^ 
whether Consul-Gencral, Consul, Vice-CoMul, or Consular Agent,, or person 
authorised to act in anv such capacity in China or in Japan ; 

'•British subject" means a subiect of Hei; Maj.esty, vv:hetiher by birth or by 
naturalisation : 

** Foreigner means a subject of the Emperor of China or of the Mikado ot 
Japan, iL subject or citizen of pjiy other State in amity with Her 
Majesty : 
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"Treaty" includes Convention, and any Agreement, Regulations, Eules, Ar- 
ticles, Tariff, or other instrument annexed to a Treaty, or agreed on in 
pursuance of anv stipulation thereof : 

" Month " m«^aLs calendar month : 

Words importinji;; the plural or the singular may be construed as referring to 
one person or thing, or more than one person or thing, and words importing 
the masculine as referring to females (as the case may require). 

Repeal. 

4. — Subject to the provisions of this Order, Articles Eighty-five to Ninetv-one, 
inclusive, of the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865, authorising the making of 
Regulations for the purposes and by the authority therein mentioned and the 
Regulations made thereunder, dated respectively 11th July, 1866, and 16th November, 
18t)6, relating to mortgages, bills of sale, and proceedings against partnerships or 
partners or a^fents thcrof, and Eule 252 of the Rules of the Supreme Court and 
other Courts in China and Japan of 4th Mny, 1866, relating to proceedings by or 
against partnerships, and Articles One hundred and seventeen and One hundred 
and eighteen of tlie China and Japan Order in Council, 1865, reUiting to foreigners 
and foM ign tribunnls, are hereby repealed, from the commencement of ihis Order; 
but this repeal does not aiFect any right, title, obligation, or liability acquired or 
accrued before the commencement of this Order. 

Confirmation of Regulations not Repealed, 

5. — Such Regulations as are described in the Schedule to this Order being 
Eegulations made or expressed or intended to be made or in execution of th e 
powers conferred by Acticles Eighty-five to Ninety-one of the China and Japan Order 
in Council, 1863, and all other Kegulations made or expressed or intended to be so 
u)a<le and having been approved or. in case of urgency, not disapproved, under that 
Order, before the commencement of this Order, except the Regulations expressed to 
be repealed by this Order, are hereby confirmed, as from the passing of this Order 
and the same, as far as they are now in force, shall be in forc.^ and shall be deemed 
to have always been of the like validity and effect as if they had been originally 
made by Order in Council. 

Authority for further Regulaiions. 

6. — Her Majesty^s Minister in China may from time to time, subject and according 
to the provisions of this Order, make such Regulations as to him seem fit for the 
peace, order, and good government of British subjects, resident in or resorting to 
China. 

7. — The power aforesaid extends to the making of Regulations for socuring 
observance of the stipulations of Treaties l)etween Her Majesty, Her Heirs and 
Successors, and the Emperor of China, and for mai»»taining friendly relations between 
British subjects and Chinese subjects and authorities. 

8. — Her Majesty's Minister in China may, as he thinks fit, make any Reerulafion 
nnder this Order extend either throughout China or to some one or more only of the 
Consular districts in China. 

9. — Her Majesty's Minister in China, in the exercise of the powers aforesaid, 
may, if h^ thinks fit, join with the Ministers of any foreic^n Powers in amity with 
Her Majesty in making or adopting Regulations with like objects as the Regulbtiona 
described in the Schedule to this Order, commonlv called the Shanghai Lan,d 
Regulations, or any other Regulations for the municipal government of any foreign 
concession or settlement in China; as regards British subjects, joint Regulations 
80 made shall be as valid and binding as if they related to British subjects only. 

10. — Her Majesty's Minister in China may, by any Regulation made under this 
Order, repeal or alter any Regulation made under the China and Japan Order in 
Council, 1865, or under any prior like authority. 

11. — (a) Regulations made under this Order shall not have eflfect unless and 
until they are approved by Her Majesty the Queen, that approval being signified 
through one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State^ — save that, in case of 
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urgency declared in any such Regulations, the same shall take effect before that 
approval, and shall continue to have effect unless and until they are disapproved 
by Her Majesty the Queen, that disapproval being signified through one of Her 
Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, and until notification of that disapproval 
has been received and published by Her Majesty's Minister in Cliina. 

(6.) That approval, where given, shall be conclusive, and the validity and regularity 
of any Regulations so approveJ shall not be called in question in any legal proceeding 
whatever, 

12. — Any Regulations made under this Order may, if Her Majesty's Minister m 
China thinks fit, impose penalties for offences against the same. 

13. — Penalties so imposed shall not exceed the following, namely : — For any 
offence imprisonment for three months, with or without hard labour, and with or 
without a fine of $500, or a fine of $500 without impiisonment, — with or without 
a further fine for a continuing offence of $26 for tjach day during which ther offence 
continues after the original tine is incurred. 

14. — Regulations imposing penalties shall be so framed as to allow in every case 
of part only of the highest penalty being inflicted. 

15. — All Regulations made under this Order, whether imposing penalties or not, 
shall be printed, and a printed copy thereof shall be affixed, and be at all times kept 
exhibited conspicuously in the public office of each Consulate in China. 

16. — Printed copies of the Regulations shall be kept on sale at such reasonable 
price as Her Majesty's Minister in China from time to time directs. 

17. — Where a Regulation imposes a penalty, the same shall not be enforceable 
in any Consular district until a printed copy of the Recrulatien has been affixed in 
the public office of the Consulate ibr that district, and has been kept exhibited 
conspicuously there during one month. 

18. — A charge of an oifence agarinst a Regulation made under this Order, 
imposing a penalty, shall be enquired of, heard, and determined as an ordinary 
criminal charge under the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865, except tlvat 
(nothwithstanding anything in that Order) where the Regulation is one for securing 
observance of the stipulations of a Treaty, the charge shall be heard and determined 
in a summary way, and (where the proceeding is before a Provincial Court) without 
Assessors. 

19. — A printed copy of a Regulation, purporting to be made under this Order, 
and to be certified under the hand of Her Majesty's Minister in China, or under the 
hand and'Consular s- al of one of Her Majesty's Consular Officers in China, shall be 
conclusive evidence of the due making of the Regulation, and of its contents. 

20. — The foregoing provisions authorising Regulations for China are hereby 
extended to Japan, with the substitution of Japan for China, and of the Mikado of 
Japan for the Emperor of China, and of Her Majesty's Minister in Japan for Her 
Majesty's Minister in China, and of Her Majesty's Consular Officers in Japan for 
Her Majesty's Consular Officers in China. 

Prison Regulations, 

21. — The respective powew aforesaid extend to the making of Regulations for 
the government, visitation, care, and superintendence of prisons in China or in Japan, » 
and for the infliction of corporal or other punishment on prisoners committing 
offences against the rules or discipline of a . prison ; but tlie provisions of this Order 
respecting? penalties, and respecting the printing, affixing, exhibiting, and sale of 
Regulations, and the mode of trial of charges or offences against Regulations do not 
apply to Regulalious respecting prisons and offences of prisoners. 

Mortgages. 

22. — A deed or other instrument of mortgage, legal or equitable, of lands or 
houses in China or in Japan, executed by a British subject, may be registered at any 
time after its execution at the Consulate of the Consular district wherein the property 
mortgaged in situate. 

23. — Registration is made as follows : — The original and a copy of the deed or 
Other instrument of mortgage, and an affidavit verifying the execution and place of 
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execution thereof, and verifying the copy, are brought into the Consulate ; and the 
copj and affidavit are left there. 

24. — ^If a deed or other instrument of mortgage is not registered at tbe Con- 
sulate aforesaid within the respective times following (namely) : 

(L) Within fourteen days after its execution, where it is executed in the Consiiliar 
district wherein the property mortgaged is situate: 

(li.) Within two months sfrer its execution, where it is executed in China or 
Jtpan, elsewhere thim in that Consular district, or in Hongkong : 

(iii.) Within six months after its execution, where it is executed elsewhere than 
in China, Japan, or Hongkong : 

then, and in every such case, the mortgage debt secured by the deed or other instru- 
ment, and the interest thereon, shall not have priority over judgment or simple con- 
tract debts contracted before the registration of that deed or other instrument. 

25. — Betfistered deeds or other instruments of mortgage, legal or equitable, of 
the same lands or houses have, as among themselves, priority in order of registration. 

26. — (a,J The provisions of this Order do not apply to a deed or other instru- 
ment of mortgage executed before the commencement of this Order. 

(b.) As regards a deed or other instrument of mortgage executed before the 
commencement of this Order, the Regulations repealed by this Order shall, notwith- 
standing that repeal, be in force, and shall be deemed to have always been of the 
Eke validity and effect as if tbey had originally been made by Order in Council. 

27. — The power conferred on the Chief Justice of the Supreme C« urt for China 
and Japan by Article 127 of the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865, of framing 
Rules from time to time, is hereby extended to the framing of Rules for prescribing 
and regulating the m>ikin^ and keeping of indexes, and of a general index to the re- 
gister of mortgages, and searches in those indexes, and other particulars connected 
with the making, keeping, and using of those registers and indexes, and for authoria- 
ing and regulating the unregistering of any deed or other instrument of mortgage, 
or the registering of any release or satisfaction in respect thereof. 



28. — ^The provisions of thin Order relating to bills of sale — 
(i.) Apply only to such bills of sale executed by British Subjects as are intended 
to affect chattels in China or in Japan : 

(ii.) Do not apply to bills of sale given by sheriffs or others under or - in execu- 



29. — fa.) Every bill of sale must conform with the following rules (namely) : 
(1.) It must state truly the name, description, and address of the grantor. 
(2.) It must state truly the consideration for which it is granted. 

(3.) It must have annexed tliereto or written thereunder an inventory of the 
chattels intend^ d to 1^ comprised therein. 

(4.) Any defeasance, condition, or declaration of trust affecting the bill not 
contained in the body of the bill must be written on ihe same paper as the bill. 

(5.) The execution of the bill muht be attested by a credible witness, with his 
address and description. 

(h.) Otherwise, the bill is void in China and in Japan to the extent following, 
hut not further (that is to say) : 

(L) In the case of failure to conform with the rule respecting an inventory, as 
far as regards chattels omitted from the inventory ; and 

(ii.) In any ether case, wholly. 

(c.) The inventory, and any defeasance, condition, or declaration as aforesaid, 
respectively, is for all purposes deeme l part of the bill. 

30. — A biU of hale conforming?, or appearing to conform, with the foregoing 
ndes, may be registered, if it is intended to affect chattels in China, Ht the Siipieme 
Court; and if it is intended to affect chattels in Japan, at the Court for Jnpan ; or in 
either case at the Consulate) of the Connular district wherein the chattels are, within 
the respective times following and not afterwards (namely) : 
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(i.) Within fourteen days after ita execution, where it is executed in the Con- 
sular district wtierein the chattels are : 

(ii.) Within two months after its execution, where it is executed in China or in 
Japan, elsewhere than in that Consular district, or in Hongkong. 

(iii.) Within six months after its execution, where it is executed elsewhere than 
in China, Japan, or Hongkono:. . 

31. — Eegistration is made as follows : The original and a copy of the bill of sale, 
and an affidavit verifying the execution, and the time and place of execution, and the 
attestation thereof, and verifying the copy, are brought into tl e proper office of the 
Court or Consulate ; and the copy and affidavit are left there. 

32. — If a bill of sale is not registered at a place and within the time hy this Or ler 
appointed and allowed for registration thereof, it is, from and after the expiration 
of the time, voi 1 in China or in Japan, according as that place is in China or in 
Japan, to the extent following but not further (that is to say) : 

(i.) As against trusiees or assijrnees of the estate of the grantor, in or under 
bankruptcy, liquidation, or assignme nt for benefit of creditors ; and 

(ii.) As against all sheriffs and others seizing chattels under process of any 
Court, and any person on whose behalf the seizure is made ; but only 

(iii.) As regards the property in, or right tc, the prssession of such chattels 
comprised in the bill as, at or after the filing of the petition tor bankruptcy or liqui- 
dation, or the execution of the assignment, or the seizure, are in the grantor's posses- 
sion, or apparent possession. 

33. — Registered bills of sale affecting the same chattels have as among them* 
selves priority in order of registration. 

34. — Chattels comprised in a registered bill of saJe^re not in the possession, 
order, or disposition of the grantor within the law of bankruptcy. 

35. — If in any case there is an unregistered bill of sale, and within or on the 
expiration of the time by this 0 der allowed foi registration thereof, a subsequent 
bill of sale is granted affecting the same or some of tbe same chattels, for the same 
or part of the same debt, then the subsequent bill is, to the extent to which it com- 
prises the same chattels and is for the same debt, absolutely void, unless the Supreme 
Court for China and Japan, or the Court for Japan, a,^ the case may require, is 
satisfied that the subsequent bill is granted in good faitb for the purpose of correcting 
some material error in the prior bill, and not for the purpose of unlawfully evading 
the operation of this Order. 

36. — The registration of a bill of sale must be renewed once at least every five 
years. 

37. — Eenewal of registration is made is follows: — An affidavit stating^ the date 
of and parties to the bill of sale, and the date of the original registration, and of 
the last renewal, and that the bill is still a subsisting security, is brought in to the 
proper office of the Court or the Consulate of original registration, and is left there. 

38. — If the registration of a bill of sale is not so renewed in any peiiod of five 
years, then on and from the expiration of that period the bill is deemed to be 
unregister- d. 

39. — The provisions of this Order relating to renewal apply to bills of sale 
registered under the Regulations repealed by this Order. 

40. — A transfer or assignment of a registered bill of sale need not be registered ; 
and renewal of registration is not necessary by reason only of such a transfer or 
assignment. 

41. — Where the time for registration or renewal of registration of a bill of sale 
expires on a Sunday, or other day on which the office for registration is clo-ed, the 
registration or renewal is valid if made on the first subsequent day on which the 
office is open. 

42. — If in any case the Supren e Court for China and Japan, or the Court for 
Japan, as the case may require, is satisfied that failure to register or to renew the 
registration of a bill of sale in due time, or any o i ission or misstatement conn cted 
with registration or renewal, was accidental or inadvertent, the Court may, if it thinks 
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fit, order the failure, omission, or misstatement to be rectified in such manner, and 
on such terms, if any, respecting security, notice by advertisement or otherwise, or 
any other matter, as the Court tbinkn fit. 

43 — (a.) The ])rovisions of this Order, except as regards renewal of re^strations, 
do not apply to a bill of sale executed belore the comniencemeut of this Order. 

(6.) Ajs regards a bill of saU executed before the commencement of this Order, 
tbe Regulations repealed by this Order shall, notwithstanding that repeal, be in force, 
and shall be deemed to have always been of the like validity and effect as if they 
bad originally been made by Order in Council. 

44. — The power conferred on the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court for China 
and Japan by Article 127 of the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865, of framing 
Rules from time to time, is hereby extended to the framing of Rules for prescribiug 
and regulating the m;iking and keeping of indexes, and ot a general index, to the 
registers of bills of sale, and searches in those indexes, and other particulars con. 
nected with the making, keeping, and using of those registers and indexes, and for 
authorising and regulating the unregistering of any bill of sale, or the registering of 
any release or satisfaction in respect thereof. 

Suits by or against Partners. 

45. — (a.) The following are Rules of Procedure of Her Majesty's Courts in 
China and Japan, under tl:e China and Japan Order in Council, 1865 : 

(1.) Persons claiming or being liable as partners may sue or be sued in the firm 
name, if any. 

(2.) Where partners sue in the firm name, they must, on demand in writing on 
behalf of any defendant, forthwith declare the names and addresses of the partners. 

(3.) Otherwise, all proceedings in the suit may, on application, be stayed on 
such terms as the Court thit.ks fit. 

(4,) When the names of the pa!-tners are so declared, the suit proceeds in the 
same manner, and the same con8e(|uences in all respects follow, as if they had been 
named as the plaintiffs in tbe petition. 

(5.) All subsequent proceedings, nevertheless, continue in the firm name. 

(6.) Where partners are sued in the firm name, the petition must be served 
either on one or more of the partners within tlie jurisdiction, or at the principal 
place of the partnership business within the jurisdiction, on some person having then 
and there control or manai^ement of the partnership business. 

(7.) Where one person, carrying on business in the name of a firm apparently 
representing more persons than one, is sued in tbe firm name, the petition may be 
served at the principal place of the business within the jurisdiction on some person 
having then and there control or management of the business. 

(8.) Where partners are sued in the firm name, they must appear individually 
in their own names. 

(9.) All subsequent proceedings, nevertheless, continue in the firm name. 

(10.) Where a person, carrying on business in the name of a firm apparently 
representing more persons than one, is sued in the firm name he must appear in his 
own name. 

(11.) All subsequent proceedings nevertheless continue in the firm name. 

(12.) In any case not hereinbefore prDvidod for, where persons claiming or being 
liable as partners sue or are sued in the firm name, any party to the suit may, on 
application to the Court, obtain a statement of the names of the persons who are 
partners in the firm, to be fuinished and verified on oath or otherwise, as the Court 
thinks fit. 

(13.) Where a judgment is against partners in the firm name execution may 
issue — 

(i.) Against any property of the partners as such ; and 

(ii ) Against any person who has admitted in the suit that he is a partner, or 
who has been adjudged to be a partner ; and 

(iii ) Against any person who has been served in the suit as a partner, and baa 
failed to appear. 
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(14.) If the party who had obtained judgment claims to be entitled to issue 
execution against any other person as being a partner, he may apply to the Court 
for leave so to do; and the Co\irt, if the liability is not disputed, may give such 
leave, or if it is disputed may order that the question of the liability be tried and 
determined as a question in the suit, in such manner as the Court thinks fit. 

(ft.) The foregoing Rules m\j be from time to time varied by Bules of Proce- 
dure nmde under the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865. 

(c.) Printed copies of the foregoing Bules must be exhibited conspicuously in 
each Court and Consulate in China and Japan, with the other rules of Procedure 
for the time being in force under the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865, and 
be sold at such reasonable price as the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court from time 
to time directs. 

(rf.) A printed copy of the foregoinff Rub s purporting to be certified under the 
hand of the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court and the seal of that Court is for all 
purposes conclusive evidence thereof. 

46. — (a.) The provisions of this Order do not apply to proceedings instituted by 
or against partnerships or partners or agents thereof, before the commencemeDt of 
this Order. 

(ft.) As regards proceedings instituted by or against partnerships or partners 
or agents thereof before the commencement of this Order, the Regulations repealed 
by this Order shall, notwithstanding that repeal, be in force, and shall be deemed 
to have always been of the like validity and effect as if they had been Rules of 
Procedure made imder the China and Japan Order in Coimcil, 1866 ; and, as regards 
the same proceedings, the Rule of Procedure (252) repealed by this Order shall 
continue to have effect, notwithstandin^ir that repeal, subject always to the operation 
of the Regulations repealed by this Order. 

Suits by or against Foreigners. 

47. — (a.) Where a foreigner desires to institute or take a suit or proceeding of 
a civil nature against a B itish subject, or a British subject desires to institute or 
take a suit or proceeding of a civil nature against a foreigner, the Supreme Court 
for China and Japan, and the Court for Japan, and a Provincial Court, according to 
the respective jurisdiction of the Court, may entertain the suit or proceeding and 
hear and determine it ; and, if aU parties desire, or the Court, directs, a trial with a 
jury or assessors, then, with a jury or assessors, at a pla'^e where such a trial might 
^ be had if all parties were British subjects, but in all other respects according to the 

ordinary course of the Court. 

(ft.) Provided that the foreigner first obtains and files in the Court the consent 
in writing of the competent authority of his own nation to his submitting, and that 
he does submit, to the jurisdiction of the Court, and, if lequired by the Court, gives 
security to the satisfaction of the Court, and to such reasonable amount as the Court 
directs, by deposit or oth« rwise, to pay fees, damages, costs and expenses, and abide 
by and perform trie decision to be given either by the Court or on appeal. 

(c.) A counter-claim or cross-suit cannot be brought or instituted in the Court 
against a pla ntiff, being a foreigner, who has submitted to the jurisdiction, by a 
defendant, except by leavo of the Court, first obtained. 

(d.) The Court, before giving leave, requires proof from the defendant that hia 
claim arises out of the matter in dispute, and that there is rtasonable ground lor it^ 
and that it is not mide for vexation or delay. 

(e.) Nothing in this provision prevents the defendant from instituting or taking 
in the Court against the foreigner, after the termination of the suit or proceeding in 
which the foreigner is plaintiff, any suit or proceeding that the defendant might have 
instituted or takt n in the Court against the for igner if no provision restraining- 
counter-claims or crosn^suits had been inst^rted in this Order. 

(/.) Where a foreigner obtains in this Court an order against a defendant, being^ 
a British subject, and in another suit that defendant is plaintiff and the foreigner is 
defendant, the Court may, if it thinks fit, on the application of the British subj« ct^ 
stay the enforcement uf the order pending that other suit, and may set off any 
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amount ordered to be paid by one party in one suit against any amount ordered to be 
paid by the other party in the other suit. 

(g.) Where a plaintiff, being a foreigner, obtains in the Court an order against 
two or more defendants, being British subjects, jointly, and in another suit one of 
them is plaintiff and the foreigner is defendant, the Court may, if it thinks fit, on 
the apphcation of the British subject, stay the enforcement of the other pending that 
other suit, and may set off any amount ordered to be paid by one party in one suit 
against any amount ordered to be paid by the other party in the other suit, without 
prejudice to the right of the British subject to require contribution from bis co- 
defendants under the joint liability. 

(h.) Where a foreigner is co-plaintiff in a suit with a British subject who is 
within the particular jurisdiction, it is not necessary for the foreigner to make deposit 
or give security for costs, unless the Court so direct ; but the co-plaintiff British 
subject is responsible for all fees and costs. 

Chinese, Japanese, and Foreign Tribunals. 

48. — (a.) Where it is shown to the Supreme or other Court that the attendance 
of a British subject to give evidence, or for any other purpose connected with the 
administration ot justice, is required in a Chinese or Japanese Court, or before a 
Chinese or Japanese judicial officer, or in a Court or before a judicial officer of any 
Slate in amity with Her Majesty, the Supreme or other Court may, if it thinks fit, 
m a case and in circumstances in which it would require his attendance before itself, 
order that he do attend as so required. 

(5.) A Provincial Court, however, cannot so order attendance at any place 
beyond its particular jurisdiction. 

(c,J K the person ordered to attend, having reasonable notice of the time and 
place at which he is required to attend, fails to attend accordingly, and does not 
excuse his failure to the satisfaction of the Supreme or other Court, he is, indepen- 
dently of any other liability, guilty of an offence against this Order, and for every 
such offence, on conviction thereof, by summary trial, is liable to a fine not exceeding 
5500, or in imprisonment for not exceeding one month, in the discretion of the 
Court.

2. — So much of the 47th section of the China and Japan Order in Council, 18oL 
as is contained in the second sub-section thereof, commencing with the word 
** provided," and ending with the word " appeal," and relating to the conditions on 
which jurisdiction may be exercised in the case of foreigners desiring to submit to the 
jurisdiction of Her Majesty's Courts, is h« reby repealed as respects China, Japan, 
and Corea, end the following provision is substituted : — 

(bj Provided that the foreigner : (i.) first files in the Court his consent to the juris- 
diction of the Court; and (ii) also, if required by the Court, obtains and files a certi- 
ficate in writing from a competent authority of his own Government to the effect that no 
objection is made by that Government to the foreigner submitting in the particular 
cause or matter to the jurisdiction of the Court; and (iii.) also, if required by the 
Court, ^ives security to the satisfaction of the Court, to such reasonable amount as the 
Court directs, by deposit of money or otherwise, to pay fees, costs, damages, and ex- 
penses, and to abide by and perform the decision to be given by the Court or on appeal.

Be it enacted by the Queen's Most Excellent Majesty, by and with the

Questions of Fact 

1. Where the parties between whom a suit might be instituted are JSjT^jJJIjSSk 
agreed as to any question of fact to be determined between them, they may AppifeaUe. 

by consent and by order of the Supreme Court or other Court on summons 
—which order the Court may make on being satisfied that the parties have 
a real interest in the determination of such question, and that the same is 
fit to be tried,— proceed to the trial of any question of fact, without any 
petition presented or other pleading. 

2. Such question may be stated for trial in an issue, and such issue issae. 
my be set down for trial, and tried accordingly, as if the question stated 
were to be determined at the hearing of an ordinary suit. 

3. The parties may, if they think fit, enter into an agreement in Money payment, 
writing, which shall be embodied in an order of the Court, that on the

Where the Claim which any person desires to enforce by proceed- 
ings in the Court relates to money, goods, or other property, or any matter 
at issue of less amount of value than 100 dollars, — or is tor the recovery 
of damages of a less amount than 100 dollar>, — proceedings shall be com- 
menced by summons, and the suit shall be heard and determined in a 
summary way. 

11. The summons shall issue without application in writing. 
It shall be addressed to the defendant or defendants against whom 

the claim is made. 

It shall state briefly and clearly the nature and particulars of the 
claim, and the amount sought to I e recovtred. 

It shall be served on the defendant or defendants within the time and 
in the manner directed by the Court. 

A defendant shall not be bound to attend personally to answer the 
summons, unless required expressly by the summons so to do, but he must 
attend personally if summoned as a witness. 

The provisions of these Rules, relative to suits for sums of 100 dollars 
and upwards, shall be applicable muiaiis mutandis to suits for sums of 
less than 100 dollars, and shall be so applied accordingly (except as far as 
the Court may in any case for ttie avoiding of delay and furtherance of 
substantial justice think fit otherwise to direct), particularly as to the 
matters following: — 

The service of summons, notices, and orders. 
The sun moning of witnesses. 
The taking of evidence. 

The postpiinement or adjournment of the hearing. 
The allowance of costs. 

The contents and effect of order, and the enforcement thereof. 
The recording of the proceedings. 
The mode ot appeal. 

12. Where, either on the application for a summons or before, or at 
the hearing thereof, it appears to the Court (for reasons to be recorded in 
the minutes of proceedings) that t^he nature ami circumstances of the case 
render it unjust or inexpedient to hear and determine the claim in a sum- 
mary way, the Court may direct proceedings to be taken and carried on 
by petition, as in suits for sums of 100 dollars and upwards. 
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III. — Summary Procedure for Administration op Property 
OF Deceased Pebsoks. 

13. Any person claiming to be a creditor or a leg 'tee or the next of in what < 
kin, or ono of the next of kin, of a deceased person, may apply for >«nd 
obuin, as of course, without petition filed or other preliminary proceeding, 

a summons from the Court, requiring the executor or administrator (as 
the case may be) of the deceased to attend before the Court, and show 
cause why an order for the administration of the property of the deceased 
should not be made. 

14. On proot of due service of the summons, or on the appearance Order, 
of tho executor or administrator in person, or by coimsel or attorney, and 

on proof of such other things (if any) as the Court requires, the Court 
may, if in its discretion it thinks fit so to do, make an immediate order 
for the admitistration of the property of the deceased ; and the order so 
made shall have the fore 3 of a decree to the like effect made on the 
hearing of a cause between the same parties. 

The Court shall have full discretionary power to make or refuse such 
order, or to give any special directions respecting the carriage or execution 
of it, and in the case of application for such an order by two or more 
different persons or classes of persons, to grant the same to such one or 
more of tiie claimants or classes of claimants as the Court thinks fit. 

If the Court thinks fit the carriage of the order may subsequently be 
given to such person and on such terms as the Court directs. 

15. On making such an order, or at any time afterwards, the Court ^^^^^ 
may, if it thinks fit, make any swch further or other order as seems expe- ^' 
dient for compelling the executor or administrator to bring into Court 

for safe custody, all or any part of the money, or securities, or other 
property of the deceased, from time to time coming to the hands of 
the executor or administrator, or such other order as seems expedient 
for the safe keeping of the property of the deceased, or any part thereof, 
until it can be duly administered under the direction of the Court for the 
benefit of all persons interested. 

16. If the extreme urgency cr other peculiar circumstances of any ^^^^^ 
case appear to the Court so to require, the Court may issue such a sum- 
mons and make such an order or such orders aa aforesaid, and may cause 

proper proceedings to be taken thereon, of its own motion ex o^pAo^ or on 
the information of any officer of the Court, and without any such appUca- 
tion by a creditor or legatee, the next of kin, or one of the next of kin, as 
ia before mentioned. 

17. The reasons of the Court for making any order uuder the present Minute oi 
provisions shall be recorded in the minutes of proceedings. reasons. 

IV. — Summary Peocedtjre on Bills of Exchange and 
Promissoey Notes 

18. Suits on biH^ of exchange or promissory notes, instituted within in what <»•••. 
six months »fter the same becon)e due and payable, may be commenced 

by summons, and may be heard and determined in a summary way as 
hereinafter is provided. 

19. The Court shall, on application within seven days from the ser- ^J^^**^ drfen* 
vice of the summons, give the defendant leave to defend the suit on hi:i 

jjaying into Court the sum indorsed, or on evidence on oath showing to 
the satisfaction of the Court a good legal or equitable defence, or such 
facts as would make it incumbent on the holder to prove consideration, or 
such other facts as the Court deems sufficient to support the application, 
and on such terms as to security and other things as to the Court seems 
fit ; and in that ease the Court may direct proceedings to be taken and 
carried on by petition in the ordinary w.iy. 
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20. If the defendant does not so obtain leave to defend, the plaintiff/ 
on proof of due service of the summons, shall be entitled as of course at 
any time after the expiration of such seven days, to an immediate absolute 
decree for any sum not exceeding the sum indorsed on the summons, 
together with interest at the rate specified (if any) to the date of the 
decree, and a sum for costs to be fixed by the Conrt in the decree. 

21. After decree the Court may, under special circumstances, set 
aside the decree, and may, if necessary, set aside execution, and may give 
leave to defend the suit, if it appears to the Court reasonable so to do, 
and on such terms as to the Court may seem just, the reasons for anj 
such order being rec«^rded in the minutes of proceedings. 

22. In any proceedings under the present provisions, it shall be 
competent to the Court to order the bill or note sought to be proceeded 
on to be forthwith deposited in the Court, and further to order that all 
proceedings be stayed until the plaintiff gives security for costs. 

23. The holder of a dishonoured biU or note shall have the same 
remedies for recovery of the expenses incurred in the noting of the same 
for non-acceptance or non-payment, or incurred otherwise by reason of the 
dishonour, as he has under the present provisions for recovery of the 
amount of the bill or note. 

24. The bolder of a bill or note may, if he thinks fit, obtain one 
summons under the present provisions against all or any of the parties to 
the bill or note ; and such summons shall be the commencement of a suit 
or suits against the parties therein named respectively ; and all the sub- 
sequent proceedings against such respective parties shall be carried on, 
as far as may be, as if separate summonses had issued. 

But the summons or its indorsement must set forth the claims against 
the parties respectively, according to their respective alleged liabilities^ 
with sufficient precision and certainty to enable each defendant to set up 
any defence on which he individually may desire to rely. 

26. Any appeal from a Provincial Court to the Supreme Court in 
respect of any decision, decree, or order given or made in any such suit 
does not lie, except by special leave. 

V. — Suits fob Sums of 100 Dollars and Ufwabds. 

Petition. 

26. Subject to the foregoing provisions, where the claim which any 
person desires to enforce by proceedings in the Court relates to money, 
goods, or other property of the amount or value of 100 dollars or upwards, 
— or relates to or involves directly or indirectly a question respecting any 
matter at issue of the amount or value of 100 dollars or upwards — or is 
for the recovery of damages of the amount of 100 dollars or upwards — 
proceedings shall be commenced by the filing of a petition. 

27. The petition shall contain a narrative of the material facts, 
matters, and circumstances on which the plaintiff relies, such narrative 
being divided into paragraphs numbered consecutively, each para^^raph 
containing, as nearly as may be, a separate and distinct statement or 
all^ation, and shall pray specifically for the relief to which the plaintiff 
may conceive himself entitled, and also for general relief. . 

The petition must be as brief as may be consistent with a clear state- 
ment of the facts on which the prayer is sought to be supported and with 
information to the defendant of the nature of the claim set up. 

Documents must not be imnecessarily set out in the petition in hcBC 
verhay but so much only of them as is pertinent and material may be set 
out or the effect and substance of so much only of them as is pertinent 
and material may be given, without needless prolixity. 

Dates and sums shall be expressed in figures and not in words. 
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The petition may not contain any statement of the mere evidence by 
which the facts alleged are intended to be proved, and may not contain 
any argmnent of law. 

Tbe facts material to the establishment of the plaintiff's right to 
recover shall be alleged positively, briefly, and as clearly as may be, so as 
to enable the defen<^t Dy bis answer either to admit or deny any one or 
more of the material allegations, or else, to admit the truth of any or all 
of the allegations, but to set forth some other substantive matter in his 
answer, by reason of which he intends to contend that the right of the 
plantiff to recover or to any relief capable of being granted on the petition 
has not yet acrued, or is released or barred or otherwise gone. 

PaHicvlara of Demand. 

28. Where the plaintiff's claim is for money payable in respect of any in what 
contract, express or implied, or to recover the possession or the value of 

any goods wrongfully taken and detained by the defendant from the 
plaintiff*, it shall be sufficient for the plaintiff to state bis claim in the 
petition in a general form, and to annex to the petition a schedule stating 
the particulars of bis demand, in any form which shall give the defendant 
reasonably sufficient information as to the details of the claim. 

An application for further or belter particulars may be made by the 
defendant before answer on summons. 

Tbe plaintiff shall not at the hearing obtain a decree for any sum KiTect of 
exceeding that stated in the particulars, except for subsequent interest and p«*»^^'*^«*»>*- 
the costs of suit, notwithstanding that the sum claimed in the petition 
for debt or damages exceeds tbe sum stated in the particulars. 

Particulars of demand shall not be amended except by leave of the Ameodm^at 
Court ; and the Court may on any application for leave to amend grant 
tbe same, on its appearing that the defendant will not bo prejudiced by 
amendment. Otherwise the Court may refuse leave or grant tbe same on 
such terms as to notice, postponement of trial, or costs, as justice requires. 

Any variance between the items contained in the particulars and tbe varianM. 
items proved at the hearing may be amended at the hearing, either at once 
or on such terms as to notice, adjournment, or costs, as justice requires. 

Where particulars are amended by leave of the Court, or where further Tixn*. 
or better particulars are ordered to be given, the order shiill state tbe time 
within which the amendment is to be made or the further or better 
partictdars are to be given ; and the order for service of the amended or 
further or better particulars shall state the time which the defendant is 
to have to put in his answer. 

Papers Annexed. 

29. Where the plaintiff seeks (in addition to or without any order for in what 
the payment of money by the defendant) to obtain, as against any person, 

any general or special declaration by the Court of his rights under any 
contract or instrument, — or to set aside any contract, — or to have any bond, 
bill, note, or instrument in writing delivered up to be cancelled, — or to 
restrain any defendant by injunction, — or to have any account taken 
between himself and any other or others, — and in such other cases as the 
nature of the circumstances makes it necessary or expedient, — the plaintiff 
n his petition may refer to and briefly describe any paj)er8 or documents 
ion the contents of which he intends to rely, and may annex copies of such 
papers or documents to the petition, where such papers or documents are 
brief, or may state any reason for not annexing copies of such papers or 
documents, or any of them respectively (as, their length, possession of 
copies by the defendant, loss, inability to procure copies), that he may have 
to allege. The plaintiff shall, in bis petition, offer to allow the defendant inipectioB, 
to inspect such papers and documents as aforesaid, or such of them as are 
in his possession or power. 
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Amendment. 

30. Any plaintiff not giving sufficient information ^o enable the 
defendant reasonably to understand the nature and particulars of the 
claim set up against him, maybe ordered, on the application of the 
defendant before answe to amend his petition. 

The plaintiff may be ordered to annex copies of, or produce for 
inspection, such papers or documents in his possession or power as he has 
referred to in the petition, and as the defendant is entitled to inspect for 
the purposes of the suit. 

The Court may in such cases make such order as to costs as justiee 
requires, and stay proceedings until the order is complied with. 

31. If any petition contains libellous or needlessly offensive expres- 
sions, the Court may, either of its own motion before service thereof or on 
the application of the defendant, order the petition to be amended, and 
make such order as to costs as justice requires. 

32. A petition may be amended at any time before answer by leare 
of the Court, obtained ex parte. 

Notice of the amendment shall be given to the defendant within such 
time and in such manner as the Court directs. 

Equity. 

33. Every petition is to be taken to imply an offer to do equity in the 
matter of the suit commenced by it, and to admit of any equitable defence, 
and, on the other hand, to enable the plaintiff to obtain at the hearing any 
such equitable relief as he may appear entitled to from the facts stated 
and proved, though not specifically asked, if it may be granted without 
hardship to the defendant. 

Parties. 

34. Persons entitled to sue and suing on behalf of others, as guardians, 
executors, or administrators, — or on behalf of themselves and othets, as 
creditors in a suit for administration, — must state the character in which 
they sue. 

35. All persons having a joint cause of suit against any defendant 
ought ordinarily to be parties to the suit. 

36. Where the plaintiff has a joint and several demand against several 
persons, either as principals or as sureties, it is not necessary for him to 
bring before the Court as parties to a suit concering such demand all the 
persons liable thereto, but he may proceed against one or more of the 
persons severally liable. 

37. It is appears before or at the hearing that any person not joined 
as plaintiff or as defendant ought to be so joined, — or that any person 
joined as plaintiff or as defendant ought not to be so joined, — the Court 
may order the petititm to be amended, with liberty to amend the other 
pleadings (if any), and on such terms as to time for answering, postpone- 
ment or adjournment of hearing, and costs, as justice requires. 

But no person shall be so j«ar)ed as plaintiff witl.out satisfactory 
evidence to the Court of his consent thereto. 

Nor shall the name of any plaintiff be struck out unless it appears to 
the satisfaction of the Court eith< r that he was originally joined as plaintiff 
without his consent, or that he cor sents to his name being struck out. 

88. Where a plaintiff sues any person as agent for some other person, 
not seeking to fix such agent with any personal liability, the Court, on the 
fact coming to its knowledge, shall, if the person really sought to be fixed 
with liability is within the particular jurisdiction, forthwith order his name 
to be substituted, and stay proceedings until the order is complied with. 
But if he is not within the particular jurisdiction, shall refuse to proceed 
further in the matter^ unless and until the person sued as agent undertakes 
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by writiag under his hand, to defend the suit, and personally to satisfy 
any decree or order for debt or damages and costs therein. 

In the latter case the person sued as agent shall further, within such 
time as the Court orders and before the hearing of the suit, procure and 
file wiih the proceedings a sufficient authority in writing from the party 
on whose behalf such agent is affecting to act to substitute the name of 
the principal as defendant for his own, and to defend the suit, or otherwise 
act in it on behalf of such principal. 

Such agent shall not, however, be deemed discharged by such authority 
and substitution from his personal undertaking and liability to satisfy any 
decree or order in the suit, such authority and substitution being in all 
cases strictly required as a protection against collusive decrees which might 
affect absent persons. 

39. In case a petition states two or more distinct causes of suit, by Diitinct eauM 
and against the same parties, and the same rights, the Court may either pi^"jJn\" 
before or at the hearing, if it appears inexpedient to try the different causes 

of suit together, order that different records be made up, and make such 
order as to adjournment and custs as justice requires. 

In case a petition states two or more distinct causes of suit but not 
by and against the same parties, or by and against the same parties but 
not in the same rights, the petition may, on the application of any defendant, 
be dismissed. 

In ease such application is made within the time for answer, the 
petition may be dismissed, with substantial costs to be paid by the plaintiff' 
to the defendant making the application ; but incase the application is not 
made within the time for answer, the |>etition, when the defect is brought 
to the notice of the Court, may be dismissed without costs, or on payment 
of Court fees only, as to the Court seems just. 

Defective Petition, 

40. Where a petition is defective on the face of it by reason of non- suyinr 
compliance with any provision of these Rules, the Court may either on ^"'^ 
application by a defendant, or of its own motion, make an order to stay 
proceedings until the defect is remedied. 

The Court shall, of its own motion, make an order to stay proceedings 
on a defective petition, where the defect is patent and serious, and comes 
to the knowledge of the Court before service of the petition on the 
defendant. 

Copies for Service. 

41. Where there is only one defendant, one copy of the petition, and i^nmbwot 
of any schedule thereto, for service, is to be left with the Court, together 

with the original ; where there are two or more defendants, as many copies 
as there are parties to be served are to be left, together with the original. 

Service of Petition. 

42. The plaintiff on filing his petition must obtain an order for service Order for 
of it on the defendant. 

Every order for service shall specify a reasonable time after service, 
ordinarily not more than eight days, within which the defendant must put 
in his answer. 

Defence on Ground of Law, 

43. Where a defendant conceives that he has a good legal or equitable Kotion th$M 
defence to the petition, so that even if the allegations of lact in the petition SfsmiTb^ 
were admitted or clearly established, yet the pkintiff would not be entitled "^[^'^^^^ 
to any d ecree against him (the defendant), he may raise this defence by a JequHid, 
motion that the petition be dismissed without any answer being required 

from him. 

The motion paper shall be filed within the time allowed for putting 
in &D answer. 
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It must state briefly the grounds of law on which the defendant 
intends to rely at the hearing of the motion. 

The motion shall be heard and disposed of at as early a time as may 

be. 

For the purposes of the motion the defendant shall be taken to admit 
the truth of the allegations of fact in the petition, and no eyidence as to 
matters of fact or discussion of questions of fact shall be admitted at the 
hearing of the motion. 

On hearing the motion the Court shall either dismiss the petition or 
order the defendant to put in an answer within a short time, to be named 
in the order, and may give leave to the plaintiff to amend his petition if it 
appears requisite, and may impose such terms as justice requires. 

Where, on the hearing of the motion, any groimds of law are urged 
in support of the motion beyond those stated in the motion paper, and the 
grounds stated therein are disallowed, the defendant shall be liable to pay 
the same costs as if the motion were wholly refused, although the grounds 
of law newly urged are allowed, unless the Court thinks fit in any case to 
order otherwise. 

Answer. 

44. The defendant may obtain further time for putting in his answer, 
on summons stating the further time required, and the reasons why it is 
req^iired. 

The application when made^ unless consented to, must be supported 
by affidavit or by oral evidence on oath, showing that there is reasonable 
ground for the application, and that it is not made for the purpose of delay. 

45. Where a defendant does not put in any answer ne shall not be 
taken as admitting the allegations of the petition, or the plaintiff's right 
to the relief sought ; and at the hearing (even though such defendant does 
not appear) the plaintiff must open his case, and adduce evidence in sup- 
port of it, and take such judgment as to the Court appears just. 

46. A defendant neglecting to put in an answer within the time or 
further time allowed shall not be at liberty to put in any answer without 
leave of the Court. 

The Court may grant such leave by order on the ex parte application 
of the defendant at any time before the plaintiff has set down the cause, 
or applied to have it set down for hearing. 

Where the cause has been set down or the plaintiff has applied to 
have it set down for hearing, the Court shall not grant such leave except 
on return of a summons to the plaintiff, giving notice of the defendant's 
application, and on such terms as to costs and other matters as seem just. 

47. The answer shall show the nature of the defendant's defence to 
the claim set up by the petition, but may not set forth the evidence by 
which such defence is intended to be supported. 

It should be clear and precise, and not introduce matter irrelevant to 
the suit, and the rules before laid down respecting the setting out of 
documents and the contents of a petition generally shall be observed in 
answer, mutatis mutandis. 

It must deny all such material allegations in the petition as the 
defendant intends to deny at the hearing. 

Where the answer denies an allegation of fact, it must deny it directly, 
and not by way of negative pregnant : (for example) where it is alleged 
that the defendant has received a sum of money, the answer must deny 
that he has received that sum or any part thereof, or else set forth what 
part he has received. And so, where a matter of fact is alleged in the 
petition with certain circumstances, the answer must not deny it literally 
as it is alleged, but must answer the point of substance positively and 
certainly. 
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The answer must specifically admit such material allegations in the 
petition as the defendant knows to be true, or desires to be taken as 
admitted. Such admission, if plain and specific, will prevent the plaintifE 
from obtaining the cost of proving at the hearing any matters of fact so 
admitte*!. 

All material allegations of fact admitted by a defendant shall be 
taken as established against him, without proof thereof by the plaintiff at 
the hearing. But the plaintiff shall be bound to prove as against each 
defendant all allegations of fact not admitted by him, or not stated by 
him to be true to his belief. 

The answer must allege any matter of fact not stated in the petition 
on which the defendant relies in defence, — as establishing, for instance, 
fraud on the part of the plaintiff, or showing that the plaintiff's right to 
recover, or to any relief capable of being granted on the petition, has not 
yet accrued, or is released or barred or otherwise ^one. 

48. The answer of a defendant shall not debar him at the hearing Effect of aniwer 
from disproving any allegation of the petition not admitted by his answer, 
or from giving evidence in support of a defence not expressly set up by the 
answer, — except where the defence is such as, in the opinioji of the Court, 
oujght to have been exprec^sly set up by the answer — or is inconsistent 
with the statements of the answer — or is, in the opinion of the Court, 
hkely to take the plaintiff by surprise, and to raise a fresh issue or fresh 
issues of fact or law not fairly arising out of the pleadings as they stand, 
and such as the plaintiff ought not to be then called upon to try. 

Specific Atiswer, 

4f9. Where the defendant does not answer, or puts in an answer SnmmoM to 
amounting only to a general denial of the plaintiff's claim, the plaintiff ^**™^* 
may apply by summons for an order to compel him to answer specifically 
to the several material allegations in the petition ; and the Court, if such 
allegations are briefly, positively, separately, and distinctly made, and it 
thinks that justice so requires, may grant such an order. 

The defendant shall, within the time limited by such order, put in Natnre of 
his answer accordingly, and shall therein answer the several material"*''*'^* 
allegations in the petition, either admitting or denving the truth of such 
allegations seriaiinty as the truth or falsehood of each is within his know- 
ledge, or (as the case may be) stating as to any one or more of the allega- 
tions that he does not know whether such allegation or allegations is or 
are true or otherwise. 

The defendant so answering may also set up by such answer any 
defence to the suit, and may explain away the effect of any admission 
therein made by any other allegation of facts. 

Interroga to r ies. 

50. Where an answer so put in fails substantially to comply with the in what oaiei. 
terms of the order, by reason of any one or more of the material alleg^ations 

not being either denied or admitted thereby, or not being met by a state- 
ment in the answer that the defendant does not know whether such 
allegation or allegations is or are true or otherwise, the plaintiff may apply 
to the Court to examine the defendant on written interrogatories ; and the 
Court may, if it sees fit, examine the defendant accordingly on written 
interrogatories allowed by the Court, and embodying mat<irial allegations 
of the petition in an interrogative form, and may reduce the answers of 
the defendant to writing. 

Such answers shall be taken for the purposes of the suit to be a 
part of the defendant's answer to the petition. 

Oath, 

51. The Court may, where the circumstances of the case appear to J^^^l^^J 
require it, order the defendant to put in an answer on oath. r#quire. 
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Tender. 

52. A defence alleging tender by the defendant must be accompanied 
by payment into Court of the amount alleged to have been tendered. 

Sel^off. 

53. A defence of set-off to a claim for money, whether in debt 
or in damages, must be accompanied by a stntemeut of particulars 
of set-off ; and if pleaded as a sole defence, unless extending to the 
whole amount of the plaintiff's claim, must also be accompanied by 
payment into Court of the amoimt to which, on defendant's showing, 
the plaintiff is entitled ; and in default of such payment the defendant 
shall be liable to bear the costs of the suit, even if he succeed in bis 
defence to the extent of the set-off pleaded. ^ 

Where a defendant in his answer raises a defence by way of set-off, 
which, in the opinion of the Court, is not admissible as set-off, the Court 
may either before or at the hearing, on bin application, give him liberty to 
withdraw such defence, and to file a cross petition aud may make such 
order for the hearing of the suit and cross suit together or otherwise, on 
such terms as to costs and other matters as seem just. 

Payment into Court. 

54. Payment into Court by Ihe defendant must be accompanied by an 
answer. The answer must state distinctly that the money paid in is paid 
in satisfaction of the plaintiff's claim generally, or (as the case may be) in 
satisfaction of some specific part of the plaintiff's claim, where the claim 
is stated in the petition for distinct sums or in respect of distinct matters. 

Payment into Court, whether made in satisfaction of the plaintiffs 
claim generally or in satisfaction of some specific part thereof, operates as 
an admission of liability to the extent of the amount paid in, and no more, 
and for no other purpose. 

Where the defendant pays money into Court, the plaintiff shall be 
at liberty to accept the same in full satisfaction and discharge of the cause 
of suit in respect of which it is paid in ; and in that case the plaintiff may 
forthwith apply by motion for payment of the money out of Court to him; 
and on the hearing of the motion the Court shall make such order as to 
stay of further proceedings in the suit, in whole or in part, and as to costs 
and other matters, as seems just. 

If the plaintiff does not so apply, he shall be considered as insisting 
that he has sustained damage to a greater amount, or (as the case may 
be) that the defendant ivas and is indebted to him in a greater amount 
than the sum paid in; and in that case the Court, in determining the suit 
and disposing of costs at the hearing, shall have regard to the fact of the 
payment into Court having been made and not accepted. 

Counter-claim. 

55. Where a defen^Iant in his answer raises any specific defence, and 
it appears to the Court that on such defence being established he may be 
entitled to relief against the plaintiff in respect of the subject-matter of 
the suit, the Court may, on the application of the defendant, either before 
or at the hearing, if under the circumstances of any ca-e it thinks fit, give 
liberty to him to file a counter-claim by a cross-petition in the same suit, 
asking for relief against the plaintiff, and may make such order for the 
hearing of the suit and counter-claim together or otherwise, and in such 
manner and on such terms as to costs and other matters as seem just, and 
may, if in any case it seems fit, require the plaintiff to give security to the 
satisfaction of the Court (by deposit or otherwise) to abide by and perform 
the decision of the Court on the counter-claim. 

Proceedings after Answer. 

56. No replication or other pleading after answer is allowed except 
l>y special If^ave of the Court- 
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57. Where the plaintiff coDsiders the contents of the answer to be such '^^'/"jSJjp®^ 
as to render an amendment of the petition necessary or desirable, he maj ^wa% 
obtain ex 'parte an order to amend the petition on satisfying the Court 

that the amendment is not intended for the purpose of delay or vexation, 
but because it is considered to be material for the plaintiff s case. 

Notice of the amendment shall be given to the defendant within such 
time and in such manner as the Court in each case directs. 

Settlemente of Isme. 

58. At any time before or at the hearing the Court may, if it thinks Before or %% 
fit, on the application of any party or of its own motion, proceed to ascer- 

tain and determine what are the material questions in controverj^y between 
the parties, although the same are not distinctly or properly raised by the 
pleaciiui^s, and may reduce such questions into writing and settle them in 
the form of issues ; which issues when settled may state questions of law 
on admitted facts, or questions of disputed fact, or questions partly of the 
one kmd and partly of the other. 

In settling issues the Court may order or allow the striking out or 
amendment of any pleading or part of a pleading so that the pleadings ^ ^ 
may finaUj correspond with the issues settled, and may order or allow the 
strUdng out or amendment of any pleading or part of a pleading that 
appears to be so framed as to prejudice, embarrass, or delay the trial of 
the cause. 

Where the application to the Court to settle issues is made at any AppUoRtion viva 
stage of the proceedings at which all parties are actually present before 
the Courtj either in person or by counsel or attorney, or at the hearing, 
the application may be made viva voce, and may be disposed of at once, 
otherwise the application must be made and disposed of on summons. On sammona. 

Reference of Account 

59. Where it appears to the Court at any time after suit instituted, in whtt cuei, 
that the question in dispute relates either wholly or in part to matters of 

mere account, the Court may, according to the amount of public business 
pending, either decide such question in a summary way, or order that it 
be referred either wholly or in part to some person agreed on by the 
parties, or in case of their non-agreement, appointed by the Court 

The referee shall enter into the account and hear evidence, and report 
(m it to the Court, according to the order; and the Court after bearing 
the parties may adopt the conclusions of the report, either wholly or in 
part, or may direct a further report to be made by the referee, and may 
grant wy necessary acjoumment for that purpose. 

Setting dovm of Cause for Bearing. 

60. No cause can be set down for hearing without order of the Court Order for setting 
first obtained. 

61. At the expiration of the time allowed for answering, the plaintiff when plaintiff 
may apply ex parte for an order to set down the cause for hearing. 

62. Where the defendant has put in an answer, the plaintiff must ^^^^^^f^^ 
earefolly consider the answer, and if he finds that upon the answer alone en'terTnto 
there is sufficient ground for a final decree or order, he must proceed upon 

the answer without entering into evidence preparatory to or at the 
hearing. 

Or, if it is needful to prove a particular point, he must not enter into 
evidence as to other points that are not necessary to be proved. 

In the first case, if be enters into evidence at all, and in the second 
case, if be enters inti) evidence as to such other points, he renders himself 
liable to pay the costs thereof. 

63. An order to set down the cause may be made on the application of Order for 
the defendant by summons, if it appears to the Court, having regard to the ^".p^iicatiSa 
state of the pleadings, that the cause is ready to be hoard and that there of deien<unt. 
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has been delay on the part of the plaintiff in obtaining an order for set- 
ting down the cause, for which the plaintiff has no reasonable excuse (as 
the absence or illness of a material witness), and that the defendant is 
prejudiced or may reasonably be expected to be prejudiced by such delay 
Diemissal for want of Prosecution. 

In what oasM. 64. Where the plaintiff does not obtain an order for setting down 

the cause within three months from the time at which he might first 
apply for such an order, the defendant may apply by motion for an order 
to dismiss the petition for want of prosecution. 

On such application, the Court may, if it thinks fit, make an order 
dismissing the petition, or make such other order, or impose such terms 
as the Court tbinks just and reasonable. 

Postponement of Hearing. 

inwhatoMet. g5 The Court may at any time on a summons taken out by any 
party postpone the hearing of a cause set down, on being satisfied by 
evidence on oath that the postpomiment will have the effect of better 
ensuring the hearing and determination of the questions between the 
parties on the merits. 

When such an application is made on the ground of the absence of 
a witness, the Court shall reqnire to be satisfied that his evidence is 
material, and that he is likely to return and give evidence within a reason- 
able time. 

Where such an application is made for the purpose of enabling the 
party applying to obtain the evidence of a witness resident out of the 
particular jurisdiction, the Court shall require to be satisfied that the 
evidence ot the witness is material, and that he is likely to give evidence, 
and that he is permanently residing out of the jurisdiction, or does not 
intend to come within the jurisdiction within a reasonable time. The 
party making such application must also apply for an order for the exa- 
mination of such witness out of the jurisdiction, or for leave to use an 
affidavit to be made by such witness as evidence at the hearing. 

Hearing List and Hearing Paper.

Hearing Paper. 

Order of cauMs. 67, When a cause is Set down for hearing it shall be placed in the 
general hearing list, and shall be transferred lo the hearing paper strictly 
in its turn and order, according as the general hearing list becomes 
exhaused. 

The regular order shall in no case be departed from without special 
direction. 

Notice to 68. When a cause is about to be transferred from the general hearing 

parties j-^^ ^ ^j^^ hearing paper, notice shall be served on the parties ; and unless 

the Court in any particular case directs otherwise, ten days shall be 
allowed between service of such notice and the day of hearing. 
CBOAOfi taken 69. When any cause or matter has been specially directed by the 

out of turn Court to be heard on a particular day, or out of its ordinary turn, the 
name of 'he cause or matier shall be placed in the hearing paper, with

the amount of public business so warrants, held on fixed and stated days. 
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The Court may, at its discretion, appoint any other day or days from 
time to time for the hearing of causes, as circumstances require. 

72. Thesittiugsof the Court for the hearing of causes shall ordinarily PubiicHj. 
be public; bnt the Court may, for a reason to be R|ieci6ed by it on the 
minutes, hear any particular cause or matter in the presence only of the 
parties, and their le^al advisers and the officers of the Court* 

73. On the application of either partv at the commencement of the witnewM out 
proceedings, or of its own motion, the Court may order witnesses on both of Court, 
sides to be kept ont of Court until they have resj ectively given their evi- 
dence; but this rule does not extend to the parties themselves or to their 
respective legal advisers, although intended to be called as witnesses. 



74. Subject to special arrangements for any particular day, the busi- bMhieTt 
ness of the day shall be taken, as nearly as circumstances permit, in the oittuigi. 
fallowing order: — 

(i.) At the commencement of the sitting, judgment shall be delivered 
in matters standing over for that purpose, and uppearing for judgment in 
the paper : 

(ii.) Ex parte motions and motions by consent shall next be taken, 
in the order in which the motion papers have been sent in : 

(iii.) Opposed motions on notice, and arguments on showing cause 
against orders returnable on that day, shall then t»e taken, in the order in 
which these matters respectively stand in the hearing paper :

being satisfied that the plaintiff has received notice of the hearing, shall, 
unless it sees good reason to tbe contrary, strike the cause out of the 
hearing paper* 

76. If the plaintiff does not appear in person or by counsel or attorney, JfpuSST*^ 
the Court, on being satisfied that the plaintiff has received notice of tbe 

hearing, shall, unless it sees good reason to the contrary, strike out the 
cause, and niake such order as to costs in favour of any defendant 
appearing as seems just. ^ 

77. If the plaintiff appears, but the defendant or any of the defen- of dViSSat!^ 
dants do not appear, in person or by coimsel or attorney, the Court shall, 

before hearing the cause, inquire into the service of the petition and of 
notice of hearing on the absent party or parties. 

If not satisfied as to the service on every party, the Court shall direct 
that further service be made as it directs, and adjourn the hearing of the 
cause for that purpose. 

If satisfied that the defendant or the several defendants has or have 
been duly served with the petition and with notice of the hearing, the Court 
may proceed to hear the cause, notwithstanding the absence of the defendant 
or any of the defendants, and may, on the evidence adduced by the 
plaintiff, give such judgment as appears just. The Court, however, shall 
not be absolutely bound to do so, but may order tbe hearing to stand over 
to a further day, and direct fresh notice to be given to the defendant or 
defendants, in case justice seems to require an adjournment. 

78. Where the Court hears a cause and givesjudgment in the absence defondlin&'''*' 
of and against any defendant, it may afterwards, if it thiitks fit, on such 

terms as seem just, set aside the decree and rehear the cause, on its being 
established by evidence on oath to the satisfaction of the Court that the 
defendant's absence was not wilful, and that he has a defence upon the 
meritfl. 
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79. Where a cause is struck out by rea43on of the absence of the plaintiff 
it shall not be restored without leave ot the Court, until it has been set 
down ag'ain at the bottom of the general hearing list, and been transferred 
in its regular turn to the hearing paper. 

80. Where a cause has been once struck out, and has been a second 
time set down, and has come into the hearing paper, and on the day fixed 
for the hearing the plaintiff, having received due notice thereof, fails to 
appear either in person or by counsel or attorney when the cause is called 
on, the Court, on the application of the defendant, and if the non-appearance 
of the plaintiff appears to be wilful and intended to harass the defet dant, 
or to be likely to prejudice the defendant by preventing the hearing and 
determination of ^e suit, may make an order on the plaintiff to show cause 
why a day should not be fixed for the peremptory hcHring of the cause ; 
and on the return to that order, if no cause or no sufficient cause be shown, 
the Court shall fix a day accordingly, upon such notice and other terms as 
seem just. 

In case the plaintiff does not appear on the da? so fixed, either in 
person or by counsel or attorney, the Court shall, unless it sees good reason 
to the contrary, dismiss the petition, which dismissal shall have the same 
effect as a dismissal on the merits at the hearing. 

Jury. 

81. Notice of demand of a jury, or of application for a jury, must be 
filed seven days at least before the day of hearing. 

82. An appeal does not lie against the refusal of an application for 
a jury. 

83. Where notice of demand of a jury has not been filed in due time, 
or if at the hearing both parties desire a jury, the Court may, on such 
terms as seem just, adjourn the hearing, in order that a jury may bo 
Bummoned. 

Proceeding at ike Hearing. 

84. The order of proceeding at the hearing of a cause shall be a» 
follows : 

The plaintiff shall state the pleadings. 

The party on whom the burden of proof is thrown by the nature of 
the material issues or questions between the parties has the right to begin ; 
he shall address the Court and open bis case. 

He shall then call his evidence and examine his witnesses in chief. 

When the party beginning has concluded his evidence, be shall ask 
the other party if he intends to call evidence (in which term is inclu<ied 
evidence taken by affidavit or deposition, or under commission, and do- 
cumentary evidence not already read or taken as read) ; and if answered 
in the negative, he shall be entitled to sum up the evidence already given, 
and comment thereon, but if answered in the affirmative, he shall wait 
for his general reply. 

When the party beginning has concluded his case, the other partj 
shall be at liberty to address the Court, and to call evidence, and to sum 
up and comment thereon. 

If no evidence is called or rea<l by the latter party, the party beginning 
(saving the right of the Crown) shall have no right to reply, unless he has 
been prevented from summing up his case by the statement of the other 
party of his intention to call evidence. 

The case on both sides shall then be considered closed. 

If the party opposed to the party beginning calls or reads evidence, 
the party beginning shall be at Uberty to reply generally on the whole case ; 
or he mav call fresh evidence in rejAy to the evidence given on the other 
side, 00 points material to the determimatioa of the issues, or any of tbem, 
but not on collateral matters. 
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Where evidence in reply is tendered, and allowed to be given, the 
party against whom the same has been adduced shall be at liberty to address 
the Court, and the party beginning shall be entitled to the general reply. 

85. Ea^h witness, after examination in chief, shall be subject to cross- cross ciRmin^- 
examination by the other party, and to re-examination by the party calling 

him, and after re-examination may be questioned by the Court, and shall * 
not be recalled or further questioned save through and by leave of the 
Court. 

86. The Court shall take a note of the substance of the viva voce Not^s of 
evidence in a narrative form, but shall put down the terms of any particular «^i<*ciice. 
question or answer, if there appears any special reason for doing so. 

No person shall be entitled as of right, at any time or for any purpose, 
to inspection or a copy of the Court's notes. 

87. All objections to evidence must be taken at the time the question objection to 
objected to is put, or, in case of written evidence, when the same is about 

to be put in, and must be argued and decided at the time. 

88. Where a question put to a witness is objected to, the Court unless j^^^^ 
the objection appear frivolous, shall take a note of the question and objec- objection, 
tion, if required by either party, and shall mention on the notes whether 

the question was allowed to be put or not, and the answer to it, if put. 

89. Where any evidence is by affifl a vit, or has been taken by commission, EHdenoeby 
or on deposition, the party adducing the same may read and comment on 

it, either immediately after his opening, or after the viva voce evidence on 
his part has been concluded. 

90. The Court may, at its discretion, if the interests of justice appear Admission oi 
absolutely so to require (for reasons to be recorded in the minutes of ^^hoJih no 
proceedings), admit an affidavit in evidence, although it is shown that the cross-examina- 
party against whom the affidavit is offered in evidence had no opportunity 

of cross-examining the person making the affidavit, on such terms, if any, 
as seem just. 

91. Documentary evidence must be put in and read, or taken as read nocumentaiy 

by consent. evidence. 

Every document put in evidence shall be marked by the Court at the 
time, and shall be retained by the Court during the hearing, and returned 
to the party who put it in, or from whose custody it came, immediately 
alter the judgment, unless it is impounded by order of the Court. 

92. Where the evidence adduced at the hearing varies substantially Variance of 
from the allegations of the respective parties in the pleadings, it shall be in 

the discretion of the Court to allow the pleadings to be amended. 

93. The Court may allow such amendments on such terms as to Amendment!, 
adjournment, costs, and other things as seem just, so as to avoid surprise 

and injury to any party : but all amendments necessary for the determina- 
tion in the existing suit of the real question in controversy between the 
parties shall be made if duly applied for. 

94. The Court may at the hearing order or allow, on such terms as piendings 
seem just, the striking out or amendment of any pleading that appears so ^^^^^^^^ 
framed as to prejudice, embarrass, or delay the fair trial of the real 
questions in controversy between the parties. 

Judgment. 

95. Decisions and judgments shall be delivered or read in open court Publicity, 
in presence of the parties and their legal advisers, 

96. If the judgment of the Court is reserved at the hearing, parties Snmmona to 
to the suit shall be summoned to hear judgment, unless the Court at the judgment, 
hearing states the day on which judgment will be delivered, in which case 

no summons to hear judgment shall be issued. 

97. All parties shall be deemed to have notice of any decision or judg- Notice to partici 
ment, if the same it pronounced at the hearing of the application or suit. ofi«'^«™cnt. 
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All parties duly served with notice to attend and hear judgment shall 
be deemed to have notice of the judgment when pronounced. 

98. A minute of every judgment, whether final or interlocutory, shall 
be made, on which the decree or order may be drawn up on the application 
of any of the parties. 

Special Case, 

99. Any decision or judgment may be given, or verdict taken, subject 
to a special case to be stated for the opinion of the Supreme Court. 

Rehearing. New Trial, 

100. The Court may, in any case, on such lierms as seem just, order 
a rehearing or new trial, with a stay of proceedings. 

101. An application for a new trial may be made and determined on 
the day of ht aring, if all parties are present, or on notice of motion, filed 
not later than 14 days after the hearing. 

Such notice shall not of itself operate as a stay of proceedings ; but 
any money in Court in the suit shall be retained to abide the result of the 
motion or the further order of the Court. 

After the expiration of such 14 days, an application for a new trial 
shall not be admitted, except by special leave of the Court, on such terms 
as seem just. 

102. On an order for rehearing or new trial, either party may demand 
a jury for the second trial, though the first was not with a jury. 

103. The Court may, if it thinks fit, make it a condition of granting 
a rehearing or new trial that the trial shall be with a jury. 

104. Where the Supreme Court, on appeal from a Court where trial 
with a jury can be had, thinks fit to direct a rehearing in the Court below, 
it may direct that the second trial shall be with a jury. 

Decrees and Orders. 

105. A decree or order shall bear date of the day on which the decision 
or judgment on which the decree or order is founded, is pronounced. 

106. Decrees and orders shall be drawn up in form only on the 
application of some party to the suit, and shall then be passed, certified 
by the seal of the Court, and entered, and shall then form part of the 
record. 

No decree or order shall be enforced or appealed from, nor shall 
any copy thereof be granted, until it has been so drawn up, passed, and 
entered. 

107. Any party to the suit is entitled to obtain a copy of a decree or 
order, when drawn up, passed, and entered, such copy to be certified under 
the seal of the Court. 

108. Where an order is made ex parte, a certified copy of the affidavit 
or deposition on which the order is granted must be served on the party 
affected by the order, together with the order. 

109. Where in any suit or matter a decree or order directs any person 
to pay money or do any other act, the same or some subsequent decree or 
order shall state the precise time within which the payment or other act 
is to be made or done, reckoned from the date or from the service of the 
decree or order in which the time is stated, or from some other point of 
time, as seems fit. 

110. A decree or order may direct the payment to be made, or act to 
be done, immediately after service of the decree or order, if, imder special 
circumstances, the Court thinks fit so to direct. 

111. Where the decree or order is one directing payment of money, 
there shall be indorsed on the copy of it served on the person required to 
obey it a memorandxmi in the words, or to the effect, following : — 

" If you, the within-named A.B., neglect to obey this decree [or 
order] by the time therein limited, you will be liable to have a 
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"writ of execution issued against your goods , under whi<!h thf^ 
"may be seized and sold, and will also be lidble to be summoned 
"by the Court, and to be examined as to vour ability to make 
"the payment directed by this decree [or order], and to be 
imprisoned in case of your not answering satisfactorily." 
112* Where the decree or order is one directing some act to be done or for other »ct. 
other than payment of money, there shall be indorsed on the copy of it 
served on the person required to obey it a memorandum in the words, or 
to the effect, following : — 

"K you, the within-named A.B., neglect to obey this decree [or 
"order] within the time therein limited, you will be liable to be 
" arrested under a warrant to be issued by the Court, and will 
" also be liable to have your property sequestered, for the pur- 
" pose of compelling you to obey this decree [or order)." 
113. A decree or order may direct that money directed to be paid by 
any person be paid by such instalments as the Court thinks fit. 

114 All money directed by any decree or order to be paid by any How wj;^''"* 
person^ shall be paid into Court in the suit or matter, unless the Court ^^^^ 
otherwise direct. 

115. Every person not being a party in any suit, who obtains an order f^J^^^^!^^^"^^ 
or in whose favour an order is made, is entitled to enforce obedience 

thereto by the same process as if he were a party to the suit. not partie* to 

And every person not being a party to any suit against whom obedi- 
ence to any order may be enforced, is liable to the same process for 
enforcing obedience to such order as if he were a party to the suit. 
Execution of Decree and Order. 

116. A person directed by a decree or order to pay money, or do any JJ^'^^JJ^jy^'j^^j^j^j 
other act, is bound to obey the decree or order on being duly served with made"' 

it, and without any demand for payment or performance. 

117. Where the decree or order is one directing payment of money, Eiecution 
and the person directed to make payment refuses or neglects to do so 
according to the exigency of the decree or order, the person prosecuting 

the decree or order shall be entitled to apply to the Court for execution 
against the goods of the disobedient person. 

118. Where a decree or order directs payment of money by instal- 1 staimenti. 
ments, execution shall not issue until after default in payment of some 
instalment according to the order ; and execuiion, or successive executions, 

may then issue for the whole of the money and costs then remaining 
unpaid, or for such portion thereof as the Court orders, either at the time 
of making the original decree or order or at any subsequent time. 

Stay of Execution. 

119. The Court may, if under the circumstances of any case it thinks ^^^^j^J J' 
fit, on the application of defendant, and on such terms as seem just, suii/"* ^ 
stay execution of a decree or order pending a suit in the same or any 

other Court in which that defendant is plaintiff, and the person who has 
obtained such decree or order is defendant. 

Seizure and Sale of Goods. 

120. The Court shall, unless it sees good reason to the contrary, on ^^^^^^^^^ 
the application of the person prosecuting the decree or order, issue under agaiDat goads, 
the seal of the Court a warrant of execution, directed to a proper officer, 

who shall be thereby empowered to levy the money ordered to be paid 
(with the costs of execution) by distress and sale of the goods of the 
disobedient person, wheresoever found within the particular jurisdiction. 

121. The officer execuiing the warrant may by virtue thereof seize 
any of the goods of the person against whom execution issues (except 
the wearing apparel and bedding of himself or his family, and the tools 
aud implements of his trade, to the value of 25 dollars, which shall lo 
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that extent be protected from seizure), and may also seize any money, 
bank notes, cheques, bills of exchange, promissory notes, bonds, or secur- 
ities for money belonging to him. 

122. The Court shall hold any cheques, bills of exchange, promissory 
notes, bonds, or securities for money so seized, as security for the amount 
directed to be levied by the execution, or so much thereof as is not other- 
wise levied, for the benefit of the person prosecuting the decree or order, 
who may sue in the name of the person against whom execution issues, or 
in the name of any person in whose name he might have sued, for the 
recovery of the money secured or made payable thereby when the time of 
payment arrives. 

123. The sale of goods seized in execution shall be conducted under 
the order of the Court, and by a person nominated by the Court, but no 
step shall be taken therein without the demand of the person prosecuting 
the decree or order, who shall be liable for any damage that ensues from 
any irregularity or from any improper or illegal proceeding taken at his 
instance. 

124. The Court shall not order any goods to be sold unless satisfied 
prima facte that they belong to the person against whom execution 
issued, and are in a place where the Court has the right to exercise juris- 
diction. 

Where a claim is made by a third party to goods seized in execution, 
the same, if made by a British subject, shall be decided by the Court on 
summons, and in a summary way, as between the claimant and the person 
prosecuting the decree or order. 

If the claim is mad^ by a foreigner, the Court shall either oblige the 
person prosecuting the decree or order to establish his claim before selling 
the goods, or allow him to sell the goods and defend any claim, as appears 
just. 

125. A sale of goods seized in execution shall not he made until after 
the end of five days at least next following the day of seizure, unless the 
goods are of a perishable nature, or on the request in writing of the per- 
son whose goods have been seized ; and until sale the goods shall be 
deposited by the oflicer in some fit place, or they may remain in the cus- 
tody of a fit person approved by the Court and put in possession by the 
officer. 

126. Every warrtint of execution shall be returned by the officer, who 
shall certify thereon how it has been executed, 

127. In or on every warrant of execution the Court shall cause to be 
inserted or indorsed the sum of money and costs adjudged, with the sums 
allowed as increased costs for the execution of the warrant ; and if the per- 
son against whose goods execution is issued before actual sale of the goods, 
pays, or causes to be paid into Court, or to the officer holding the warrant, 
the sum of money and costs adjudged, or such part thereof as the person 
entitled thereto agrees to accept in full satisfaction thereof, together witli 
all fees, the execution shall be superseded, and the goods seized shall be 
discharged and set at liberty, 

128. In case an? officer of the Court, employed to levy any execution 
by neglect, connivance, or omission loses the opportunity of levying the 
same, then on complaint of the person aggrieved and on the fact alleged 
being proved on oath to the satisfaction of the Court, the Court may order 
the officer to pay such damages as the person complaining appears to have 
sustained thereby, not exceeding in any case the sum of money for which 
the e^cecution issued ; and the officer shall be liable thereto ; and on demand 
made thereof, and on his refusal to pay the same, payment thereof shall 
be enforced as any decree or order of the Court directing the payment of 
money. 
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Sumnions to Judgment Debtor, 

129. Where a decree or order directing payment of money remains in what. caiet. 
wholly or in part unsatisfied (whether a warrant of execution has issued 

or not), the person prosecuting the decree or order may apply to the 
Court for a summons, requiring the person by whom payment is directed 
to be made to appear and be examined respecting his ability to make the 
payment directed, and the Court shall, unless it sees good reason to the 
control ry, issue such a summons. 

130. On the appearance of the person against whom the summons is Kxaminatioiu 
issued, he may be examined on oath by or on behalf of the person pro- 
secuting the decree or order, and by the Court, respecting his abilily to 

pay the money directed to be paid, and for the discovery of property 
appKcable to such payment, and as to the disposal which he may have 
made of any property. 

He shall be bound to produce, on oath or otherwise, all books, papers, 
and documents in his possession or power, relating to property applicable 
to such f ayment. 

He may be examined as to the circumstances under which he contracted 
the debt or incurred the liability in respect of which the payment of money 
is by the decree or order directed to be made, and as to the means or 
expectation he then had of paying the debt oi discharging the liability. 

He shall be bound to sign his examination when reduced into writing. 

Whether the perscm summoned appears or not, the person prosecuting 
the decree or order, and all other witnesses whom ihe Court thinks requisite, 
may be examined on oath or otherwise respecting the matters aforesaid. 

The Court nnay, if it thinks fit, adjourn the hearing of the summons 
from lime to time, and requite from the person summoned such security 
for his appearance at the adjourned hearing as seems fit, and in default 
of his finding security, may, by warrant, commit him to prison there to 
remain until the adjourned hearing unless sooner discharged. 

131. In any of the following cases, — Commitmeat 
(i.) If it appears to the Court by the examination of the person 

summoned or other evidence, that he then has or since the making 
of the decree or order has had sufficient means to pay the money 
din»cted to be paid by him, and he reluses or neglects to pay the 
same according to the decree or order ; or 
(ii.) That, with intent to defraud his creditors, or any of them, he 
has made or suffered any gift, delivery, or transfer of any property, 
or changed, removed, or concealed any property ; or 
(iii.) That the debt or liability in question was contracted or incurred 
by him, by or by reason of fraud or false pretence, or breach of 
trust, committed by h m; or 
(iv.) That forbearance thereof was obtained by him by fraud or 

false pretence ; or 
(v.) That the debt or liability was wilfully contracted or incurred 
by him without his having had at the s:ime time a reasonable 
expectation of being able to pay or discharge it ; or 
(vi.) Was contracted or incurred by him bv reason of any prosecution 
or proceeding wherein he was found guilty of any crime or offence, 
or by reason of any proceeding for libel, slander, assault, battery, 
adultery, seduction, breach of promise of marriage, malicious 
arrest, malicious or frivolous and vexatious prosecution, malicious 
trespass, malicious injury, or the malicious filing or prosecution 
of a petition for adjudication of insolvency or bankruptcy, — 
then and in any such case the Court may, if it thinks fit, order that the 
person summoned be committed to prison for any time not exceeding forty 
days, and may issue a warrant for his commitment accordingly. 
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132. In places where there is no British prison or no other place for 
the detention of a debtor in custody except the prison of the Chinese or 
Japanese authorities, the Court shall not commit the debtor, if it appears 
that the last-mentioned prison is unfit, regard being ha^l to the require- 
ments of health and decency, for tho confinement of a British subject 
under civil process. 

133. The expenses of the debtor's maintenance in prison must be 
defrayed in the first instance by the persqn prosecuting the decree or order, 
and may be recoTcred by him in such mauner as Hie Court directs. 

Such expenses shill be estimated by the Court, and shall be paid at 
such times and in such manner as the. Court directs. 

In default of payment the debtor may be discharged if the Court 
thinks fit. 

134. Imprisonment under such a warrant does not operate as a 
satisfaction or extinguishment of the debt or liability to which the decree 
or order relates, or protect the person imprisoned from being anew sum- 
moned and imprisoned for any new fraud or other default rendering him 
liable to be imprisoned, or deprive the person prosecuting the decree or 
order of any right to have execution against his goods, as if there had not 
been such imprisonment. 

135. Any person so imprisoned, who pays the money by the decree 
or order directed to be paid, or the instalments thereof payable, and costs 
remaining due at the time of his commitment, and all subsequent costs 
and expenses, shall be oischarged out of custody. 

136. On the hearing of any such summons as aforesaid, tlie Court, if 
it thinks fit, whether it makes any order for the commitment of the person 
summoned or not, may rescind or alter any decree or order previously 
made against him for the payment of money by instalment or otherwise, 
and make any further or other order, either for the pa)rment of the whole 
thereof forthwith, or by any instalments, or in any other manner as the 
Court thinks reasonable and just. 

Execution out of Jurisdiction. 

137. Ordinarily a warrant of execution or commitment shall not be 
executed out of the particular jurisdiction, except under an ordor made for 
that purpose, on the request of the Court issuing the warrant, by the Court 
within whose jurisdiction it is to b<* executed, which Court may take such 
steps as if it had originally issued the wan-ant, but shall ultimately send 
any money produced by the execution, or the person apprehended (as the 
rase may be), to the Court from which the warrant issued, to be there 
dealt with according to law. 

But where the urgency or other peculiar circumstances of the case 
appear to the Court issuing the warrant so to requins the Court (for reasons 
to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings) may order it to be executed 
out of the particular jurisdiction, and it may be so executed accordingly. 

Arrest, 

138. Where the decree or order is one directing some act to be done 
father than payment of money, and the person directed to do the act refuses 
or nei>!ect8 to do it according to the exi<>ency of the deci ee or order, the 
person prosecuting the decree or order shall be entitled to apply to the 
Court for a warrant of arrest against the disobedient person. 

139. The Court shall, unless it sees good reason to the contrary, on 
the application of the person prosecuting the decree or order, issue, imder 
the seal of the Court, a warrant of arrest directed to a proper officer, who 
shall be thereby empowered to take the body of the disobedient person and 
detain him in custody until further order. 
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Sequesiratum. 

140. In case the person against whom tho warrant of arrest issues is in wh*t 
not and cannot be found, — or is taken and detained in custody under the 
warrant without obeying the decree or order, — then the person prosecuting 

the decree or order shall be entitled to an order of sequestration against 
his property. 

C(ymmitmeni for Disobedience. 

141. Where any person over whom the Court has jurisdiction ia in what cwei 
jfuilty of wilful disobedience to a decree or order, the person prosecuting 

the decree or order shall be entitled to apply to the Court for an order on 
the disobedient person to show cause why he should not be punished for 
the disobedience. The Court, unless it sees good reason to the contrary, 
shall on such application make an order accordingly. 

The Court shall not grant the order except on evidence on oath 
establishing such a case as, if uncontradicted and unexplained, would 
jo&tify the immediate commitment of the disobedient person. 

A certified copy of the affidavit or deposition on which the order is 
granted shall be served on the party to whom the order is directed, 
together with the order, and he may file counter affidavits. 

142. On the return day of the order, if the person to whom it is 
directed does not attend, and does not establish a sufficient excuse for not 
attending, and if the Court is satisfied that the order has been duly served, 
— or if he attends and does not show cause to the satisfaction of the Coui-t 
why he should not be punished for the disobedience, — the Court may issue 
a warrant for his commitment to prison. 

The Court may enlarge the time for return to the order, or may, 
on the return of it, and under circumstances whieh would strictly justify 
the immediate commitment of the person guilty of the disobedience, direct 
that the warrant for his commitment shall issue only after a certain time 
and in the event of continued disobedience at that time to the decree 
er order in respect of which he has been guilty of disobedience. 

143. A person com at it ted for disobedience to a decree or order is JJ^^^^^n^' 
liable to be detained in custody until he has obeyed the decree or order in 

all things that are to be immediately performed, and given such security 
as the Court thinks fit to obey the other parts of the decree or order (if 
any) at the future times thereby appointed,— or in case of his no longer 
having the power to obey the decree or order, then until he has been im- 
prisoned for such time or until he hiis paid such fine as the Court directs. 

VI. — Inteklocutory Proceedings. 

144. Interlocutory appUcations may be made at any stage of a suit Form of 

or proceeding. "^^I^^ 
They shall be made either by motion or on application for a summons. 

Motions. 

145. Motions must be reduced to writing in the terms of the order MotioD-p»p«r. 
sought from the Court ; and a motion shall not be entertained until the 

party moving has filed in the Court a written motion paper distinctly 
«tating the terms of the order sought 

The motion may in its terms ask for an order directing more than one 
thing to be done, and may also be in an alternative form, asking that one 
or another order be made, so only that the whole order sought be therein 
substantially expressed. 

If the motion -paper contains any matter by way of argument or other 
matter except the proper particulars of the motion itself, the Court shall 
direct the moti on-paper to be amended, and shall make no other order 
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thereon, until it is amended accordingly by the striking out of such argu- 
ment or other matter. 

There shall be filed with the motion-paper all affidavits on which the 
person moving intends to rely. 

No other evidence can be used in support of the motion exoept by 
leave of the Court. 

No paper accompanying the motion-paper other than an affidavit 
shall be received. 

146. The person filing the motion-paper may then either move the 
Court while sitting, and on such days and at such times, if any, as are by 
the regulations of the Court appointed for hearing motions, — or in cases of 
urgency at any time while the Court is sitting, and not engaged in hearing 
any other matter, — or send a written request to the Court for an order 
according to the motion-paper, with such argument stated in writing in 
support of his motion as he thinks fit. 

147. All motions shall be made ex parte in the fir^t instance, unless 
the Court gives leave to give a notice of motion for a certain day. 

148* On a motion ex parte the party moving shall apply for either an 
immediate absolute order of the Court in the terms of the motion-paper 
on bis own shewing and evidence, or an order to the other party to appear 
on a certain day and show cause why an order should not be noiade in the 
terms of the motion-paper. 

Any party moving io Court ex parte msLj support his motion by 
argument addressed to the Court "on the facts put in evidence by the 
affidavits filed in support of the motion ; and no party to the suit or 
proceeding, although present, other than the party moving, shall be 
entitled to be then heard. 

149. On a motion coming on, the Court may allow the motion-paper 
to be amended. 

It may allow additional evidence to be produced by affidavit or 
deposition. 

It may direct the motion to stand over. 

It may refuse the motion. 

It may make an order in terms of the motion. 

Where an immediate order absolute is asked, and the right thereto^ 
clearly appears, it may grant such order. 

It may grant an order to show cause why the order sought should 
not be made. 

It may allow a motiou on notice to be made. 

If the motion as originally framed, or as amended, is substantially 
divisible into two or more parts, it may divide the same, and deal in 
different ways with the separate parts thereof, as the case may require. 

If it appears to the Court on the evidence adduced in support of the 
motion, or on any additional evidence which the Court permits to be 
adduced iu support thereof, that the party moving is entitled to an order 
absolute, or to show cause different from the order asked, and the party 
moving is willing to take such different order, the Court may so order 
accordingly. 

If he is not willing to take such different order, the Court shall refuse 
the motion. 

150. When an order is made on a motion ex parte any party affected 
by it may, within seven days after service of it, apply to the Court by 
motion to vary or discharge it, and the Court, on notice to the party 
obtaining the order, either may refuse to vary or discharge it, or may vary 
or discharge it with or without imposing terms as to costs or security, or 
other things, as seems just.

Order to show cause. 

151. An order to show cause shall specify a day when cause is to be Retorn-dan 
•hewn, to be called the return-day to the order, which shall ordinarily be 
not less than four days after service. 

A person serred with an order to show cause may, before the return Conntar 
day, file affidavits in order to contradict the evidence used iu obtaining 
the order, or setting forth other facts on which he relies, to induce the 
Coart to discharge such order. 

On the return-day, if the persons served do not appear, in person or proce«dmgi oa 
by counsel or attorney, and it appears to the Court that the service on all rMum-day. 
proper parties has not been duly effected, the Court may enlarge the time 
aod direct further service, or make such order as seems just. 

If the persons served appear, or the Court is satisfied that service on all 
proper parties has been duly effected, the Court may proceed with the matter. 

The Court may either discharge the order, or make the same absolute, 
—or adjourn the consideration thereof — or permit further affidavits to he 
filed in support of or against the order, — and may modify the terms of the 
order so as to meet the merits of the oase, — and may make the order so 
modified absolute, — and may, if the order against which cause is shown is 
substantially divisible into two or more parts, divide the same, and deal 
in different ways with the separate parts as seems fit ; and the Court, as 
part of its order, may impose terms as to costs or other things on the 
parties, or any of them, as seems just. 

SvMmons. 

152* An interlocutory application for summons need not be made Appiioatiom for. 
io writing, but may be made in person either by the applicant himself, or 
by his counsel or attorney. 

If the Court considers that a summons ought to be granted it may Contenu of. 
issue a summons ordering the person to whom it is directed to attend at 
the time and place specified therein, either in person or by counsel or 
attorney, and briefly but distinctly setting forth the nature of the par- 
ticular application. 

The summons shall be headed in the suit or other proceeding. 

On the return-day of the summons, if the person to whom the summons Proc«6^^ oa 
is directed attends, or in his absence on proof of service, the Court may, ^• 
on the application of the person obtaining the summons, consider and deal 
with the application in a summary way. 

The Court shall take a note of the material evidence if taken vim voce. 

The Court may adjourn the hearing of any summons when necessary. 
VII. — Appeal to Supbbmb Coubt. 
I. — In Qeneral. 

158. An appeal does not lie from an order made expoHe. Jfoparf^ordtri. 

Any person aggrieved by such an order must apply to the Court by 
which it is made to vary or discharge it. 

154. Application for leave to appeal must be made to the Court whose Time for 
decision is to be appealed from, by motion, ex parte, ordinarily within St!!?***^" ^ 
seven days after the decision to be appealed from is given, but afterwards 
by special leave of the Court. 

165. If leave to appeal is applied for by a person directed by a decree 2j)^^il?*o*lier 
or order to pay monev, or do any other act, the Court below shall direct pending hppmL 
either that the decision appealed from be carried into execution, or that 
the execution thereof be suspended pending the appeal, as the Court 
considers to be in accordance with substantial justice. 

If the Court directs the decision to be carried into execution, the s^juriiy. 
person in whose favour it is given shall, before the execution of it, give 
■ecority to the satisfaction of the Court for tht> due performance of such 
order as th*- Supreme Court may make. 
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H the Court directs the execution of the decision to be suspended 
pending the appeal, the person against whom the decision is given shall, 
before any order for suspension of execution, give security to the satisfac- 
tion of the Court for the due performance of such order as the Supreme 
Court may make. 

In all cases security shall also be given by the appellant to ih% 
satisfaction of the Court, to an amount not exceeding 250 dollars, for the 
prosecution of the appeal, and for payment of all fees and charges in the 
Court below and in the Supreme Court, and of all such costs as may be 
awarded to any respondent by the Supreme Court. 

If the last-mentioned security is given within fourteen days after 
motion made for leave to appeal, then, and not otherwise, the Coiurt below 
shall give leave to appeal, and the appellant shall be at liberty to prefer 
and prosecute his appeal accordingly. 

In any case other then the case hereinbefore described, the Court 
below, if it considers it just or expedient (for reasons to be recorded in the 
minutes of proceedings) to do so, may give leave to appeal on the terms 
and in the manner aforesaid. 

156. Where there are more plaintiffs than one an appeal cannot be 
prosecuted except by all the plaintiffs jointly. 

Where there are more defendants than one, any one or more of them 
may prosecute an appeal separately ; but defendants severing in appeal 
do so at the risk of costs if the severance is improper. 

157. The Supreme Court may require any party to an appeal to appear 
personally before it on the hearing of the appeal, or on any occasion 
pending the appeal; otherwise personal appearance shall not be requisite. 

158. It is not open, as of right, to any party to an appeal to adduce 
new evidence in support of his original case ; but a party may allege any 
facts essential to the issue that ha\e come to his knowledge after the 
decision of the Court below, and adduce evidence in support of such 
allegations ; and for the fmrtherance of justice the Supreme Court may, 
where it thinks fit, allow or require new evidence to be adduced. 

159. The Court below shall not, except for some special cause, take 
upon itself the responsibility of the charge or of the transmission to the 
Supreme Court of original letters or documents produced in evidence in 
the suit. 

Such original letters and documents shall be returned to the respective 
parties producing the same, and only copies thereof duly certified snail be 
transmitted in the appeal record. 

The respective parties must, however, be prepared to produce the 
originals, if required by the Supreme Court, before or at the hearing of 
the appeal. 

160. After the expiration of six months from the date of a decree or 
order, leave to app^ al against it shall not be given by a Provincial Court. 

Application for leave to appeal must in that case be made to the 
Supreme Court, which shall grant such leave if, on consideration of all the 
circumstances of the case, it appear s just and expedient that an appeal 
should be allowed, but not otherwise, and may impose such terms as to 
security and other things as seem just. 

lol. The foregoing Rules apply to suits for 250 dollars or upwards, 
with respect to which a right of appeal is given by the Order in Council 
under which these Bules are framed, and shall also be applied, as f ar aa 
may be, mutatis mutandis, in cases where special leave to appeal is applied 
for to a Provincial or to the Supreme Court. 

162. An appeal from a decree or order made at the hearing of a 
suit shall be made by petition. 

Other appeals shall be made by motion. 
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II. — From Decrees or Orders ai Hearing, 

163. The appellant must file his petition of appeal in the Court below Appeal p^titioa 2 
within fourteen dayg after leave to appeal is given. forming. 

164. The petition of appeal shall contain an exposition of the appellant's contaata. 
case as supported by evidence already before the Court, and b v the record 

as it stands, and may not refer to any matter of fact not appearing by 
such record or evidence, or which may not by argument and inference be 
fairly deduced therefrom. 

It shall set forth the grounds of appeal, and the particulars in which 
the decree or order appealed from is considered by the appellant to be 
erroneous or defective, and shall pray that the same may be reversed or 
varied, and that the Court above may make the particular order to which 
on the record and evidence as it stands the appellant conceives himself 
entitled, or such other order as the Court thinks just. 

It maycontain any matter by way of argument in support of the appeal. 

165. The petition of appeal shall be served on such persons as the s«rTic«. 
Court directs. 

166. Any person on whom the petition of appeal has been served may, K«gpondcBt'i 
within fourteen days after service, file in the Court below an answer to the 
petition of appeal. 

The answer shall contain an exposition of the respondent's case as 
supported by the evidence already before the Court, and by the record as 
it stands, and may not refer to any matter of fact not appearing by such 
record or evidence, or not by argiunent and inference fairly deducible 
therefrom. 

It shall simply conclude with a demand that the appeal be dismissed. 
It may contain any matter by way of argument against the appeal. 

167. Copies of the answer shall be furnished by the Court to such popwt 
persons as it thinks fit. 

168. All matter of objection to any appeal, as being out of time, or oi^eotioiif in 
on any grounds other than on the merits of the case itself, must be sub- 
gtantiaUy raised by the party desiring to rely thereon, in and by the answer 

to the petition of appeal, and if not so raised, or where no answer is 
put in, no such objection shall be permitted to be raised at the bearing 
of the appeal. 

169. The absence of an answer shall not preclude any person interested Bfeet of act 
in supporting the decree or order from supporting the same on the merits 

at the hearing of the appeal. 

170. On the expiration of the time for answering, the Court below R^rd of 
shall, without receiving any further pleading in appeal, make up the record ' 
of appeal, which shall consist of (1) the petition, pleadings, orders, and 
prooRedings, and the decree or order in the suit, (2) a copy of all written 

and documentary evidence admitted, or tendered, and of the notes of the 
«m» voce evidence, (3) the petition or petitions of appeal, and (4) the answer 
or answers thereto. 

The whole record shall be fastened together, the several pieces shall be 
numbered, and the whole shall be secured by the seal of the Court below. 

171. After the record of appeal has been made upj and until the appeal I^^^^^^q^^ 
is disposed of, the Supreme Court shall be deemed m possession of the over suit is 
whole suit as between the parties to the app>eal. 

Every application in the suit shall be made to the Supreme Court and * ^' 
not to the Court below, but any application may be made through the 
Court below. 

172. The Supreme Court may from time to time make such orders as Power of 
•ecm necessary for determining the real questions in controversy between 2)" SJS*ub« 
tile parties, — and for that purpose may, as between the parties to the ^^s^or^iw- 
appeal, amend any defects or errors in the record of appeal,— and may SiJ.^^ 
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direct the Court below to inquire into and certify its finding on any question 
as between such parties, or any of them, which it may be necessary or 
expedient to determine before final judgment in the appeal, — and generally 
shall, as between the parties to the appeal, have as full and ample jurisdic- 
tion over the whole suit as if the same lia<i been instituted and prosecuted 
in the Supreme Court itself as a Court of first instance, by parties subject 
to its ordinary original jurisdiction — and may rehear the whole case, — or 
may remit it to the Court below to be reheard or to be otherwise dealt with 
as the Supreme Court directs. 

173. The Supreme Court shall, on receiving the record of appeal, fix 
a day for the hearing thereof. 

Such day shall be fixed as will allow of the Court giving notice thereof 
through the Court below to the parties to the appeal, and as will allow of 
the parties attending either in person or by counsel or attorney, if they or 
any of them desire to do so. 

174. In case all the several parties to an appeal appoint persons at 
the place of sitting of the Supreme Court to represent them as their 
respective counsel or attorneys in the matter of the appeal, and cause the 
same to be notified to the Supreme Court, the Court shall allow the appeal 
to be set down in the general hearing list at once, and shall proceed to 
dispose of the appeal in its turn ivithout further notice to the parties or 
any of them ; and the respective representatives of the parties shall be 
bound to watch for and take notice of the day for the hearing of the 



III. — Not from Decrees or Orders at Hearing. 

175. The appellant shall file his appeal motion paper in the Court 
below within seven days after leave to appeal is given. 

He may at the same time file in the Court below any argument he 
desires to submit to the Supreme Court in support of the appeal. 

The motion paper and the argument (if any) shall be served on suoh 
persons as the Court directs. 

176. Any person so served mav, within seven days after service, file 
in the Court below any argument he desires to submit to the Supreme 
Court against the appeaL 

Copies of such last mentioned argument (if any) shall be furnished 
by the Court below to such persons as it thinks fit. 

177. On the expiration of the time for filing such last-mentioned 
argument, the Court below shall make up the record of appeal, which 
shall consist of (1) the petition and such portion of the pleadings, orders^ 
proceedings, and evidence as relate to the partictdar decision appealed from, 
with (2) the appeal motion-paper and any argument or arguments filed. 

The record shall be made up as on appeal from a decree. 

178. The Court shall not cause notice to be given to the parties of 
the day when the appeal motion vrill be disposed of, unless under special 
circumstances it thinks fit to do so. 

But where any party to the appeal motion notifies to the Supreme 
Court his desire to attend in person, or by counsel or attorney, when the 
motion is being disposed of, he shall be at liberty to do so, and the Court 
shall hear him, or his counsel or attorney, before disposing of the motioiv 

VIII. — SUMMABT OltDBBS BBFOBB SuiT. 

179. Where the extreme urgency or other peculiar circumstances of 
the case appear to the Court so to require, the Court may on evidence on 
oath, without a petition having been previously presented, make ex parte 
an order of injunction, or an order to sequester money or floods,— or to 
atop a passport, — or the clearances of a ship, — or to hold to bail. 

180. Before maldng such an order the Court shall require the person 
applying for it to enter into a recognizance (with or without a surety or 
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sureties as the Court thinks fit), signed by the party applying (and his 
surety or sureties if any), as a security for his being answerable in damages 
to the persons against whom the order is sought, or to give such other 
security for that purpose by deposit or otherwise as the Court thinks fit. 

181. Any such order shall not remain in force more than 24 hours, Dar»tionof 
and shall at the end of that time wholly cease to be in force unless within oni«r. 
that time a suit is regularly instituted by the person obtaining the order. 

Any such order shall be dealt with in the suit as seems iust. 

182. An order to hold to bail shall state the amount (including costs) Arrest «nd 

for which bail is required, iSruLTorfar 
It shall be executed forthwith. to hold to un 

The person arrested under it shall be entitled to be discharged from 
custody under it on bringing into Court the amount stated in the order, 
to abide the event of any suit instituted, or on entering into a recogni- 
zance, (with or without a surety or sureties as the Court thinks fit), signed 
by him (and his surety or sureties if any), as a seciuity that he will abide 
by and satisfy any decree or order of the Court in any suit instituted, or 
on giving such other security for that purpose by deposit or otherwise as 
the Court thinks fit. 

The person arrested shall be liable to be detained in custody under 
the order for not more than seven days, if not sooner dischai^ed ; but tha 
Co«rt may, from time to time, on evidence on oath, renew the order, so, 
however, that no person be kept in custody under any such order, and 
renewed order or orders, for a longer time in the whole than thirty days. 
IX. — Pbobatb and Administbation. 
Deposit of Will in lifetime. 

183. Any British subject may in his lifetime deposit for safe custody Teitator may 
m the Supreme or other Court his own Will, sealed up under his own ^^p®"* 
seal and the seal of the Court. 

Proceedings on Deaths 

184. The Supreme Court and every other Court shall endeavour to Notice of detih. 
obtain, as early as may be, information of the death of every British 

subject dying within the particular jurisdiction, and all such information 
respecting the affairs of the deceased as may serve to guide the Court 
with respect to the securing and administration of his property. 

On receiving information of the death of a British subject the Court 
shall put up a notice thereof at the place where its sittings are ordinarily 
held, and shall keep the same there until probate or administration is 
granted, or where it appears to the Court that probate or administration 
will not be applied for, or cannot be granted, for such time as the Court 
thinks fit. 

185. Where it is shown to the satisfaction of the Supreme or other Compoisofr 
Court that any paper purporting to be testamentary is in the possession ^^^^^ 
or under the control of any person, the Court may, in a summary way, papo™. 
whether a suit or proceeding as to probate or administration is pending 

or not, order him to produce and bring into Court such paper. 

Where it appears to the Supreme or other Court that there are reason- 
able grounds for believing that any person has knowledge of any paper 
purporting to be testamentary, (although it is not shown to the satisfac- 
tion of the Court that the paper is in his possession or under his control), 
the Court may, in a summary way, — ^whether a suit or proceeding for 
probate or ad ministration is pending or not,— order him to attend for the 
purpose of being examined respecting the same in open Court, or on in- 
terrogatories, and after examination to produce the paper and bring it 
into Court. 

Anv person failing to attend or to he examined, or to produce and 
bring in the paper accordingly, shall be liable to the same consequences 

f^r^^snlr' Orrgmaifrom 
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as he would be liable to if he were a party to a suit in the Court, aud 
had made like default. 

186. The Court may of its own motion, or on the application of any 
person claiming an interest under a will, give notice to the executor or 
executors (if any) therein named, to come in and prove the will or to 
renounce probate; and the executors or executor so named, or some or 
one of them, must within fourteen days after notice oome in and prove or 
renounce accordingly, 

/. — Probate or Administration in OeneraL 

187. Probate or letters of administration with Will annexed shall not 
adminf«t?iuon°' ^^^"^ Until after the lapse of seven days from the death of the deceased, 
m^^be granted, except under the direction of the Judge of the Supreme Court, or in case 

of great urgency. 

Letters of administration (not with Will annexed) shall not issue 
until after the lapse of fourteen days from the death of the deceased, except 
under the direction of the Supreme Court, or in case of great urgency, 

188. Where probate or administration is, for the first time, applied 
for after the lapse of three years from the death of the deceased, a grant 
shall not be made except under the direction of the Judge of the Supreme 
Court. 

189. In any case a grant of probate or administration may be made 
by the Supreme Court, wheresoever in China or Japan the deceased had 
at the time of his death bis place of abode ; but where the deceased had 
at the time of his death his fixed place of abode in the district of a Provincial 
Court, the application for the grant shall not be entertained by the 
Supreme Court, except on the request of the Provincial Court. 

1 90. Where any dispute or question arises in relation to the grant or 
the application for it, — or it appears to the Provincial Court doubtful 
whether or not the grant should be made, — the Provincial Court shall 
communicate with the Judge of the Supreme Court, who shall either direct 
the Provincial Court to proceed in the matter according to such instruc- 
tions as the Judge thinks fit, or may direct that no further proceeding be 
taken in the matter by the Provincial Court, but any party concerned 
may apply for a grant to the Supreme Court itself. 

191. The Provincial Court, before proceeding in the matter of any 
application, shall take care to ascertain that the deceased had at the time 
of his death his fixed place of abode in the district of the Court, and shall 
not for this purpose consider itself bound to rest satisfied with such evidence 
as is offered by the person applying for the grant. 

192. The Court shall, where it deems it necessary, require proof, in 
addition to the oath of the executor or administrator, of the identity of the 
deceased or of the party applying for the grant. 

193. The Court shall take care to ascertain the value of the property 
of the deceased as correctly as circumstances admit. 

Batisfaotory 194. In no case shall the Court allow probate or letters of adminis- 

Court'sinqui.iee tration to issue Until all inquiries which it sees fit to institute have been 
before graat. auswercd to its satisfaction. 

The Court shall, however, afford as great facility for the obtaining 
of probate or administration as is consistent with due regard to the 
prevention of error and fraud, 

195. In the following cases of probate or administration, a grant shall 
not issue except from the Supreme Court under immediate direction of 
alone may make the Judge, namely: — 

' Probate, or administration with ^ill annexed, where the will was 

executed before the 1st day of January, 1838, and there is no 
testamentary paper of later date than the 31st day of December, 
1887. 
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Probate, or administration with will annexed, the will being simply 
an execution of a special power, or being the will of a married 
woman made by virtue of power : 

Administration for the use or benefit of a minor or infant, or a 
lunatic or person of unsound mind : 

Administration (with or without will annexed) of the property of 
a bastard dying a bachelor or spinster, or dying a widower or 
widow without issue, or of a person dying without known relative : 

Limited administration : 

Administration to be granted to a person not resident within China 
or Japan. 

196. Revocation or alteration of a grant of probate or administration Ketowtion or 
shall not be made except by the Supreme Court, under the immediate ^i^lJiT*'*" 
direction of the Judge. 

197. A notice to prohibit a grant of probate or administration may Notice to 

b€ filed in the Supreme Court, or in any Provincial Court. prohibit grant. 

Immediately on such a notice being filed in a Provincial Court, a copy 
thereof shall be sent to the Court of the district (if any) in which it is 
alleged the deceased had at the time of his death his fixed place of abode, 
and to any other Court to which it appears to the Judge of the Supreme 
Court expedient to send a copy. 

Immediately on such a notice being filed in a Provincial Court, the 
Court shall send a copy thereof to the Supreme Court, and also to the 
Court of any other district in which it is known or alleged the deceased 
had at the time of his death a place of abode. 

Such a notice shall remain in force for three months only from the 
day of filing ; but it may be renewed from time to time. 

Any such notice shall not afEect any grant made on the day on which 
the notice is filed, or on which a copy of the notice is received, as the case 
may be. 

The person filing such a notice shall be warned by a warning in writing 
mider the seal of the Court being delivered at the place mentioned in the 
notice as the address of the person filing the notice. 

After such a notice has been filed in a Provincial Court, or after a 
copy of such a notice has been received by a Provincial Court (as the case 
may be), the Provincial Court shall not make a grant of probate or adminis- 
tration, but any grant shall be made only by the Supreme Court, under 
the immediate direction of tbe Judge. 

198. Notices in the nature of citations shall be given by publication in Notion in 
inch newspapers, or in such other manner as the Court, in each case, oiutioiu.^ 
directs. 

199. Suits respecting probate or administration shall be instituted Procednre in 
and conducted as nearly as may be in the same manner as suits for claims S?ildmf„f/trtl'* 
of 100 dollars and upwards. tion. 

200. All original wills, of which probate or administration with will o"*i*J|jT^L^ 
annexed is granted, shall be filed and kept in the public office of the ° ^ 
Supreme or other Court from which the grant issues, in such manner as 

to secure at once the due preservation and the convenient inspection of the 
same ; and no original will shall be delivered out for any purpose without 
the express and special direction in writing of the Judge of the Supreme 
Court 

An official copy of the whole or of any part of a will, or an official OfficiftI copies 
certificate of a grant of administration, may be obtained from the Supreme f^rtificiites. 
or other Court where the will has been proved or the administration granted, 
on payment of the proper fees. Haif-jcoriy 

201. On the first day of February, and the first day of August in Jf ^^"^'"j^^J^j ™ 
evf^ry year, every Provincial Court shall send to the Supreme Court, — Supreme Court. 
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A list of the grants of probate and administration made by it up to 
the last preceding first day of January and first day of July respectively, 
and not mcluded in any previous list. 

And also, a copy, certified by the Provincial Court to be a correct 
copy, of every will to which any such probate or administration relates. 
IL — Probate and Administration tvith Will annexed, 

202. In the following rules respecting probate and administration the 
expression ''the proper oflicer" means, as to the Provinces, the Consul- 
General, Consul, or Vice-Consul holding and forming a Court ; as to the 
Supreme Court, such one of the officers attached thereto as for the time 
being acts in matters of probate and administration by the authority and 
under the direct ion of the Judge. 

203. On receiving an application for probate or for administration 
with will annexed, the proper officer must inspect the will, and see whether 
it appears to be signed by the testator, or by some other person in his presence 
and oy his direction, and subscribed by two witnesses, according to the 
provisions of the Acts of Parliament, 7 WilL 4, & 1 Vict. c. 26 sec. 9, 
and 15 & 16 Vict. c. 24 sect,. 1, and in no case may he proceed further 
if the will does not appear to be so signed and subscribed. 

204. If the will appears to be signed by or for the testator, and 
subscribed by two witnesses, the officer must then refer to the attestation 
clause (if any), and consider whether the wording thereof shows the will 
to have been in fact executed in accordance with the provisions of the said 
Acts. 

205. If there is no attestation clause to the will, — or if the attestation 
clause thereto is insufficient, — the officer must require an affidavit from at 
least one of the subscribing witnesses, if either of them is living, to prove 
that the will was in fact executed in accordance with the provisions of the 
said Acts. 

The affidavit must be engrossed and form part of the probate, so that 
the probate may be a complete dociunent on the face of it. 

If on perusal of the affidavit it appears that the will was not in fact 
executed in accordance with the provisions of the said Acts, the officer 
must refuse probate. 

If OD perusal of the affidavit it appears doubtful whether or not the 
will was in fact executed in accordance with the provisions of the said 
Acts, the officer must lay a statement of the matter before the Judge of 
the Supreme Court for his directions. 

If both the subscribing witnesses are dead, — or if from other circum- 
stances no affidavit can be obtained from either of them, — resort must be 
had to other persons (if any) who were present at the execution of the 
will ; but if no affidavit of any such other person can be obtained, evidence 
on oath must be procured of that fact, and of the handwriting of the 
deceased and of the subscribing witneses, and also of any circumstancea 
that may raise a presumption in favour of the due execution of the will. 

206. The officer shall not allow probate of will, or administration 
with the will annexed, of any blind person, or of any obviously illiterate 
or ignorant person, to issue, unless he has previously satisfied himself, by 
what appears on the face of the will or by evidence on oath, that the wiU 
was read over to the deceased before its execution, or that the deceased 
had at the time knowledge of its contents. 

Where information is not forthcoming, the officer must commu- 
nicate with the Judge of the Supreme Court. 

207. Having satisfied himself that the will was duly executed, the 
officer must carefully inspect the same to see whether there are any 
interlineations or alterations or erasures or obliterations appearing in it, 
and requiring to be accounted for. 
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InterlineationB and alterations are invalid unless they existed in the 
will at the time of its execution, or, — if made afterwards^ unless they have 
been executed and attested in the mode required by the said Acts of 
Parliament^ — or unless they have been made valid by the re-execution of 
the will — or by the subsequent execution of some codicil thereto. 

Where interlineations or alterations appear in the will (unless duly 
executed or recited in or otherwise identified by the attestation clause) 
an affidavit or affidavits in proof of their having existed in the will before 
its execution must be filed. 

In like manner erasures and obliterations are not to prevail unless 
proved to have existed in the will at the time of its execution— or unless 
the alterations thereby effected in the will are duly executed and attested, 
—or unless they have been made valid by the re-execution of the will, or 
by the subse<^uent execution of some codicil thereto. 

If no satisfactory evidence is adduced as to the time when the erasures 
or obliterations were made, and the words erased or obliterated are not 
entirely effaced, and can, on inspection of the paper, be ascertained, they 
must form part of the probate. 

In every case of words having been erased which might have been of 
importance an affidavit must be required. 

If reasonable doubt exists in regard to any interlineation, alteration^ 
erasure, or obliteration, the officer shall, before proceeding further in the 
matter^ communicate with the Judge of the Supreme Court for his direc- 
tions. 

208. Where a will contains a reference to any deed, paper, memo- ^•J^^^J^^' 
randum, or other document, of such a nature as to raise a c[uestion whether rcfemsTuTim 
it ought or ought not to form a constituent part of the will, the produc- « » 
tioo of the de^, paper, memorandum, or other document must be re- 
quired, with a view to ascertain whether or not it is entitled to probate ; 

and if not produced the non-production of it must be accounted for by 
evidence on oath. 

Any deed, paper, memorandum, or other document cannot form part 
of a will or codicil, unless it was in existence at the time when the will or 
codicil was executed. 

If there are any vestiges of sealing wax or wafers or other marks on or w">«x«* <>' 
the testamentary paper, l^bding to the inference that some paper, memo- 
randum, or other document has been annexed or attached thereto, they 
must be satisfactorily accounted for by evidence on oath, or the produc* 
tion of such paper, memorandum, or other document must be required ; 
and if not produced, the non-production of it must be accounted for by 
evidence on oath. 

If doubt exists as to whether or not any such deed, paper, memo- 
randum, or other document is entitled to probate as a constituent part of 
the will, the officer shall, before proceeding further in the matter, com- 
municate with the Judge of the Supreme Court for his directions. 

209. The foregoing rules respecting wills apply equally to codicils. Codidi*. 

210. Every will or copy of a will, or other testamentary paper to Marking of win 
which an executor or an administrator with will annexed is sworn, shall be ^^^^^^ 
marked by such executor or administrator and by the person before whom 

he is sworn. 

211. The officer shall take care that the copies of wills to be annexed 

to probates or letters of administration are fairly and properly written, and "^^p**"* 
to reject those which are not so. 

lIL^AdminUtration. 

212. The duties of the proper officer in granting administration (not ^^^^jJ^^J^Jjl^®* 
with will aanezed) are in many respects the same as in cases of probate. rnDfzla.^ 
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He shall ascertain the time and place of the deceased's death, and the 
value of the property to be covered by the administration, 
Executor dvinu' 213. Where an executor appointed in a will survives the testator, but 

without provinp, , , n\ 

oruotappeuring. either dies votfaout havmg taken probate, or being summoned or called on 
by the Court to take probate does not appear, his right in respect of the 
executorship wholly ceases, and the representation to the testator and the 
administration of his effects without further renunciation go, devolve, 
and may be committed in like manner as if he had not been appointed 
executor, 

214. Where administration is applied for by one or some of the next 
of kin only, there being another or other next of kin equally entitled 
thereto, the proper officer shall require proof by affidavit that notice of 
the application has been given to the other next of kin. 

215. Every person to whom administration is granted shall give bond 
with two or more responsible British subjects as sureties, to the Judge of 
the Supreme Court, to enure in favour of the Judge for the time being, 
conditioned for duly collecting, getting in, and administering the personal 
estate of the deceased. 

Where, however, the propeity is under the value of 250 dollars one 
such surety only need be taken. 

The bond shall be in a penalty of double the amount under which the 
persoral estate of the deceased is sworn, unless the proper officer in any 
case thinks it expedient to reduce the amount, for reasons to be forthwith 
certified by him to the Judge of the Supreme Court. 

The proper officer may also in any case direct that more bonds than 
one shall be given, so as to limit the liability of any surety to such amount 
as the officer thinks reasonable. 

216. The Judge of the Supreme Court may, on application, in a sum- 
mary vay, and on being satisfied that the condition of any administration 
bond has been broken, assign the same to some person, who shall thereupon 
be entitled to sue on the bond in his own name, as if the same had been 
originally given to him instead of to the Judge of the Supreme Court, and 
shall be entitled to recover thereon, as trustee for all persons interef^ted, the 
full amount recoverable in respectof any breach of the conditions of the bond. 

X. — Arbitration. 

217. The following rules respecting arbitration apply exclusively 
to cases where the agreement for reference to arbitration or submission to 
arbitration by consent is made a rule of Court. 

218. Arbitrators shall make their award within one calendar month 
after they have entered on the reference, or been called on to act by a 
notice in writing from any party, unless the document authorizing or 
making the reference contains a different limit of time. 

219. The Court may, if it thinks fit, on reasonable notice to all parties, 
from time to time enlarge the time for making the award for such time as 
it thinks fit, the reasons for such enlargement being recorded in the minutes 
of proceedings. 

220. An umpire may ent-er on the reference in lieu of the arbitrators, 
if the latter have allowed their time or their extended time to expire without 
making an award, or have filed, in the Court, a notice in writing that they 
cannot agree, 

221. The authority of an arbitrator or umpire is not revocable except 
by the Court 

222. Where it appears to the arbitrators or umpire that any difficult 
question of law is involved in, or raised by, the facts as finally ascertained 
by thera or him, they or he may, if it seems tit, state the award (as to the 
whole or any part thereof) in the form of a special case for the opinion of 
the Court having jurisdiction in the matter, or of the Supreme Court, 
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The Court shall consider and deliver judgment on such case, and shall 
be at liberty to draw inferences of facts from the facts stated, and to ammd 
the case or remit it for amendment by reason of any irregularity^ mistake, 
or imperfection. 

223. The arbitrators or umpire shall have power to award how the cost*, 
costs of the reference shall be borne, in the whole or in part ; but any 
award as to costs shall not pieclude the party or parties against whom 
costs are awarded from applying to the Court to tax the costs ; and on such 
application the costs, iucluding the remuneration (if any) of the arbitrators 

and umpire, or any of them, shall be taxed at a reasonable rate by the 
Court, and the Court shall make such order regarding the costs of taxation 
as justice requires, 

224. Every award must be in writing, signed by the arbitrators or Form and 

^ . 1 • xi. ©J O y contents of 

umpire making the same. award. 

It must contain a conclusive finding, and may not find on the con- 
tingency of any matter of fact being afterwards substantiated or deposed 
to. 

It must comprehend a finding on each of the several matters referred. 

Arbitrators or an umpire may, however, from time to time make 
several awards on several parts of a nmtter or on several matters referred, 
80 as the latest of the awards is made within the time limited. 

225. The arbitrators or umpire making an award shall within the time Deposit of 
limited deposit the award in the Court, enclosed in a sealed envelope, and »*»'^^- 
mdorsed with the names of the parties to the reference, and the amount 
claimed by the arbitrators and umpire for remuneration. 

Notice of the award having been deposited shall be given by the Court Notice tberw>f. 
to the parties, who shall be at liberty to read the award, and to have copies 
of it on payment of the proper fees. 

226. Any person interested may within seven days after notice of the |^P^Jjg**jJ^"yj 
award apply to the Court by motion to prevent the award, or any specified ^"^^^ 
part of it, being carried into effect. 

227. If no such motion is made the Court shall proceed, on reasonable Order of Conrt 
notice to all parties, to make such order for carrying into effect the award 

or any part thereof, and as to costs and other things as seem just. 

228. The Court shall have power at any time, and from time to time, ^S'tera^ret^^^ 
to remit the matters referred, or any of them, to the reconsideration and 
redetermination of the arbitrators or umpire, on such terms as to costs 

and other things as seem just. 

229. The Court shall not refrain from carrying an award into effect Trreguiarity. 
aaerely on the ground of irregularity in the submission, or during the 
reference, where such irregularity has not been substantially prejudicial 

to the party applying against the award. 

XI. — Affidavits and othbb Evidence. 
Afidavifs. 

230. Every affidavit used in the Court must be either in English or Ungtiage. 
in the usual and familiar language of the witness swearing it. 

An affidavit in any language other than English must be accompanied 
by a sworn translation into English, procured by and at the expense of 
the person using the affidavit. 

231. Every affidavit, sworn before any British judicial or Consular Form, 
officer in China or Japan, in the matter of any suit or other proceeding in 

Her Majesty's Courts in China and Japan, must be headed in the Court, 
and in the suit or proceeding in which the affidavit is to be used. 

It must state the full name, trade or profession, address and 
nationality, of the witness. 

It may be in the first or in the third person, and may be divided into 
convenient paragraphs, numbered consecutively. 
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232. Every affidavit used in the Court must contain only a statement 
of facts and circumstances^ to which the witness swears, either on his own 
personal knowledge, or from information which he believes to be true. 

It mut}t not contain any extraneous matter, by way of objection, 
prayer, or legal argument or conclusion ; and every statement must be as 
brief and positive as may be consistent ¥rith proper fulness and with truth. 

The matter of fact sworn to, whether in affirmation or denial, if within 
the knowledge of the witness^ must be sworn to positively and certainly. 

Where a witness swears to his belief in any matter of fact, such beUef 
arising from any source other than his own personal knowledge, he must 
set forth explicitly the facts and circumstances forming the ground of his 
belief. 

Where the belief in the truth of the matter of fact sworn to arises 
from information received from another person, the name of such person 
must be stated, and such particulars must be given as to the informant, 
and as to the time, place, and circumstances of the information, as may 
afford means to other parties to verify or contradict the same, 

233. Where an affidavit is to be sworn before a British judicial or 
Consular officer in China or Japan, any erasure, interlineation, or altera- 
tion made before the affidavit is sworn shall be attested by the officer, who 
shall affix his signature or initials in the margin immediately opposite to 
the erasure, interlineation, or alteration. 

Where there are many erasures, interlineations, or alterations, so that 
the affidavit proposed to be sworn is illegible, or difficult to read, or is in 
the judgment of the officer before whom it is proposed to be sworn so 
written as to give anj facility for being added to or in any way fraudulently 
altered, he may refuse to take the affidavit in its existing form and may 
require it to be re- written in clear and legible and unobjectionable manner. 

234. An affidavit sworn before any British judicial or Consular officer, 
authorized to take affidavits, — before any Judge, officer, or other person in 
the United Kingdom, or in any British colony or possession, authorized 
to take affidavits, — before an^ Mayor or other Magistrate in any foreign 
country authorized to admimster an oath, — or in the case of a foreigner 
in China or Japan before his own proper Consular or other authority, — 
may be used in the Court. 

235. An affidavit may be used, notwithstanding it is defective in form 
according to these Bules, if the Court is satisfied that it has been sworn 
before a person duly authorized, and that its form is in accordance with 
the law and custom of the place where it is sworn. 

236. Any affidavit shall not be admitted which is proved to have been 
sworn before a person on whose behalf the same is offered, or before his 
attorney, or before a partner or clerk of his attorney. 

237. Every affidavit sworn before a British judicial or Consular officer 
in China or Japan must be signed by the witness ; or in case the witness 
cannot write his name, his mark must be subscribed, such signature or 
mark to I e made in the presence of the officer. 

288. The jurat should be written without interlineation or erasure, 
immediately at the foot of the affidavit, and towards the left side of the 
paper, and must 1 e signed l y the judicial or Consular officer before whom 
the affidavit is sworn, and be sealed with the seal of the Court of which he 
is an officer, or with his Consular or other official seal (as the case may be). 

It must state the date of the swearing of the affidavit, and the place 
where it was sworn. 

It must state that the affidavit was sworn before the judicial or 
Consular officer. 

Where the witness is blind or illiterate it must state that fact, and 
that the witness appeared perfectly to understand it. 
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Where the witness cannot write his name, and therefore subscribes 
bis mark, the jurat must state those facts, and that the mark was made 
in the presence of the officer. 

Where two or more persons join in making an affidavit, their several 
names must be written in the jurat, and it must appear by the jurat that 
each of them has been sworn to the truth of the several matters stated by 
him in the affidavit. 

239. The judicial or Consular officer must not allow an affidavit, when ^ 
once sworn, to be altered in any manner whatever without being re-sworn. 

If the jurat has been added and signed, a new jurat must be added 
if the affidavit is re-sworn; and in the jurat mention must be made 
of the alteration. 

Any offioer before whom an affidavit is proposed to be re-sworn after 
alteration may refuse to allow the same to be re-sworn and may, in lieu 
thereof, require the witness to make a fresh affidavit. 

240. A defective or erroneous affidavit may be amended and re-sworn, Amendmwt. 
by special leave of the Court in which it is to be used, on such terms as to 

tune, costs, and other things as seem just. 

241. Where an affidavit used in the Court is not in accordance with cotti. 
these rules, the Court may make such order respecting the coBt« of, or 
fonnected with, the affidavit as seems just. 

242. Before an affidavit is used in the Court, the original affidavit ^^^[^^^ 
must be filed in the Court ; and the original, or an office copy thereof (that copy. 

is, a copy sealed with the seal of the Court as evidence of its being a 
correct copy, and either made under the direction of the Court or produced 
to the Court for examination and sealing), shall alone be recognized for 
any purpose in the Court. 

Other Evidence, 

243. On the hearing of any interlocutory or other application in a Vivd ihm« 
Buit or matter, the Court may, if it thinks it just and expedient, for rea- inJiJu^tTry 
I0D8 to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings, summon a British sub- 

ject to attend to produce documents before it, or to be examined, or to be *pp"<****'*- 
cross-examined, and re-examined, vivd voce^ by or before it in like manner 
IS at the hearing of a suit. 

Such notice as the Court in each case, according to the circumstances, 
considers reasonable, shall be given to the person summoned, and to such 
persons (parties to tlie suit or proceeding or otherwise interested) as the 
Court considers entitled to inspect the documents to be produced, or to 
examine, cross-examine, or re-examine the person summoned, or to be 
present at his examination, cross-examination, or re-examination, as the 
case may be. 

The evidence cf a witness on any such examination, cross-examination, 
or re-examination shall be taken in like manner, as nearly as may be, as 
evidence at the hearing of a suit. 

244. Where the circumstances of the case appear to the Court so to JJyf^^^^^ 
require, for reasons to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings, the m p^^pmtorj 
Court may, in like manner, take the evidence of any witness at any time in ^ 

the course of the proceedings in any suit or application as preparatory to 
the hearing of the suit or application, and the evidence so taken may be 
used at the hearing of the suit or application, saving just exceptions. 

The evidence shall be taken in like manner, as nearly as may be, as 
evidence at the hearing of a suit and then the note of the evidence shall 
be read over to tho witness and tendered to him for signature ; and if he 
refuses to si^n it the Court shall add a note of his refusal, and the evidence 
may be used as if he had signed it. 

245. Evidence may be taken in like manner on the application of any StIaititutS?'* 
person, before suit instituted, where it is shown to the satisfaction of the 
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Court on oath that the person applying has good reason to apprehend 
that a suit will be instituted against him in the Court, and that some 
person, within the particular jurisdiction at the time of application, can 
give material evidence respecting the subject of the apprehended suit, but 
that he is about to leave the particular jurisdiction, or that from some 
other cause the person applying will lose the benefit of his evidence if it 
be not at once taken. 

WitneMS dead^ insane^ or not appearing. 

246. Where any person who might give evidence in any suit or mat- 
ter is dead, insane, or unavoidably absent at the time his evidence might 
be taken, or for any reason considered sufficient by the Comrt cannot ap- 
pear to give evidence in the suit or matter, the Court may, if it thinks fit, 
receive proof of any evidence given by him in any former judicial proceed- 
ing ; provided that the subject matter of such former judicial proceeding 
was substantially the same as that of the existing suit, and that the par* 
ties to the existing suit were parties to it or bound by it, and in it had 
cross-examined or had an opportunity of cross-examining the witness of 
vhose evidence proof is so to be given. 

247. On any occasion the Court may, if it thinks it just and expedient, 
for reasons to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings, take without 
oath the evidence of any person objecting on groimds of conscience to take 
an oath, — the fact of the evidence having been so taken without oath 
being also recorded in the minutes of proceedings. 

Admisnon of Documents. 

248. Where all parties to a suit are competent to make admissions, any 
party may call on any other party, by notice filed in the Court, and served 
under order of the Court, to admit any document, saving just exceptions. 

In case of refusal or neglect to admit, the costs of proof of the docu- 
ment shall be paid by the party refusing or neglecting, whatever be the 
result of the cause, imless the Court is of opinion that the refusal or 
neglect to admit was reasonable. 

No costs of proof of any documents shall be allowed imless such notice 
has been given, except in cases where the omission to give the notice ha» 
in the opinion of t he Court produced a saving of expense. 

XII. — Miscellaneous Provisions. 
Attorneys and Agents. 

249. Every person doing any act or taking any proceeding in the 
Court as plaintiff, or otherwise, must do so in his own name and not 
otherwise, and either by himself, or by his attorney, procurator, or agent 
thereunto lawfully authorised in vmting. 

250. Where such act is done or proceeding taken by an attorney, pro- 
curator, or agents, the power of attorney, or instrument constituting the 
procurator or agent, or an authenticated copy thereof must be filed in the 
Court before or at the commencement of the proceedings. 

Where the authority is special, and has reference only to the parti- 
cular proceeding to be t^ken, the original document itself must be filed. 

Where the authority is general, or has reference to other matters m 
which the attorney, procurator, or agent is empowered to act, an authen- 
ticated copy of such document may be filed. 

The authority, whether general or special, must be distinct and clear, 
so as to satisfy the Court that the person professing to act thereon has 
such authority as he claims to exercise. 

251. Any person doing any act or taking any proceeding in the Court 
in the name or on behalf of another person, not being lawfully authorised 
thereunto, and knowing himseK not to be so authorized, is guilty of a 
contempt of Court. 
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Proceedings by or against Partnership. 
252. Proceedings by or on bebalf or against a partnership solely or in what namet. 
jointly must be taken in the several names of the partners as individuals, 
and not in the name of the firm or otherwise. 

Plaintiff out of Jurisdiction. 

263. Where a plaintiff, whether suing alone or suing jointly, is out Piaeofor 
of the jurisdiction of the particular Court, or is only temporarily resident 
within it, he must file in the Oourt, at or before the commencement of 
proceedings, a written statement of a fit place within the jurisdiction 
where notice or process may be seryed on him. 

He must also give security for costs and fees by deposit, or by bond ^{Jj^*^ 
m the penal sum of 500 dollars. '* 

The Court may at any time during the suit or proceeding, either on 
its own motion or on the application of any defendant, order him to give 
further or better security for costs and fees, and may direct proceedings 
to be stayed in the meanwhile. 

Service. 

254. Service of a petition, notice, summons, decree, order, or other 
document of which service is required by these Rules, or according to the 
course of the Court, shall be made by an officer of the Court, unless in 
any case the Court thinks fit otherwise to direct ; aud service shall not l>e 
▼aKd unless it is made under an order of the Court (in writing under the 
seal of the Court), which may be either indorsed on or subscribed or an- 
nexed to the documents to be served. 

255. Unless in any case the Court thinks it iust and expedient other- PenonniMrrioe. 
wise to direct, service shall be personal, — that i?, the document to be served 

shall, together with the order for service (indorsed, subscribed, or annexed), 
be dehvered into the hands of the person to be served. 

256. Where it appears to the Court (either with or without any at- other Mrriea. 
tempt at personal service) that tor any reason personal service cannot be 
conveniently effected, the Court may order that service be effected either — 

(i.) by delivery of the document to be served, together with the 
order for service, to some adult inmate at the usual or last known 
place of abode or business within the particular jurisdiction of 
the person to be served ; or 

(ii.) by delivery thereof to some agent within the particular juris- 
diction of the person to be served, or to some other person within 
the particular jurisdiction through whom it appears to the Court 
there is a reasonable probability that the document and order 
served will come to the knowledge of the person to be served ; or 

(iii.) by advertisement in some newspaper circulating within the 
particular jurisdiction ; or 

(iv.) by notice put up at the Court, or at some other place of public 
resort within the particular jurisdiction. 

257. Ordinarily service shall not be made out of the particular juris- serriee out ctf 
diction, except under an order for that purpose made by the Court within jariidictioii. 
whose jurisdiction service is to be made, which order may be made on the 

i^uest of any other Court, and shall in each case direct in which of the 
modes above-mentiimed service is to 1^ effected. 

Where, however, the urgency or other peculiar circumstances of the 
<»«c appear to any Court so to require (for reasons to be recorded in the 
minutes of proceedings), the Court may order that service be made out 
of the particular jurisdiction. 

258. Any order for service may be varied from time to time with vanatton ci 
Respect to the mode of service directed by the order, as occasion 
requires. 
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259. Service of a do(?ument not required to be served personally must 
be made before five o'clock in the evening. 

If made after that hour on any day but Saturday, it shall be consi- 
dered as made on the following: day. 

If made after that hour on Saturday, it shall be considered as mado 
on the following Monday. 

260. No service in a civil suit shall be made on Sundays, Christmas 
Day, or Good Friday. 

Ahsconding Defendant, 

261. Where the Court is satisfied by evidence on oath that there is 
good reason to believe that a defendant means to abscond in order to 
avoid the process of the Court, after suit or other proceeding instituted, 
the Court may make an order to hold him to bail, and may require of him 
such security as seems tit for his remaining within the particular juris- 
diction, and abiding by and performing any decree or order to be made 
in the suit or proceeding, and for costs and fees. 

Cods. 

262. The costs of the whole suit and of each particular proceeding 
therein are in the discretion of the Court; but the Court shall not 
order the successful party in a suit to pay to the unsuccessful party the 
costs of the suit generally, although the Court may order him, notwith- 
standing his success in the whole suit, to pay the costs occasioned by any 
particular proceeding therein. 

263. The Court may, if in any case it sees fit, require any party to 
any suit or proceeding, either at the commencement or at any time during 
the progress thereof, to give security ibr costs to the satisfaction of the 
Court by deposit or otherwise. 

Paupei'B, 

264. The Court may admit any person to sue in forma pauperis on 
being satisfied of his poverty, and that he has primd facie a case proper 
for some relief in the Court ; and may admit any person to defend in 
forma pauperis on being satisfied of his poverty. 

265. If in any case the Court thinks fit to assign a counsel or attorney 
to assist a person admitted to sue or defend in forma pauperis, the counsel 
or attorney so assigned may not refuse his assistance, unless he satisfies 
the Court of some good reason for refusing. 

266. If a pauper gives or a^jrees to give any fee, profit, recompense, 
or reward for the despaich of his business in Court, he shall be deemed 
guilty of a contemj t of Couit, and he shall also be forthwith dis^iaupered, 
and shall not be aiterwards admitted again in that suit to sue or defend 
in forma pauperis. 

267. A person admitted to sue or defend in formA pauperis may be 
dispaupered, by onier of the Court, on its appearing that he was not 
when admitt^, or no longer is of sufficient poveity, or that he is abusing 
his privilege by vexatious proceedings. 

Computation of Time. 

268. Where by these Kules, or any special order or the course of the 
Court, any liroited'time from or after any date or event is appointed or 
allowed for the doing of any act or the ta>king of any proceeding, and such 
time is not limited by hours, the computation of such limited time dot^s 
not include the day of such date or of the happening of such event, but 
commences at the beginning of the next following day, and the act or 
proceeding must i e done or taken at the latest on the last day of such 
limited time according to such computation. 

269. Where the limited time so appointed or allowed is less than six 
days, the following days shall not be reckoned in the computation of such 
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time: namely, Sundays, Good Friday, Monday and Tuesday in Easter week, 
Christinas Day, and the day before and the day next after Christmas Bay. 

270. Where the time for the doing of any act or the taking of any Timeexinrinif 
proceeding expires on one of the days last mentioned, the act or proceeding JSija^^*^ 
shall i'e considered as done or taken in due time if done or taken on the 

next day afterwards, that is, not one of the last-mentioned days. 

271. The day on which an order that a plaintiff do give security Time in oMe of 
for costs is served, and the time thenceforward until and including ^^^^ 

the day on which such security is given, shall not be reckoned in the 
conoputation of the time allowed to a def( ndant for putting in his answer. 

Supplemental StatemenL 

272. Pacts or circumstances occurring after the institution of a suit, PacUordr- 
may, by leave of the Court, be introduced by way of amendment into the SSSurAn^lfiep 
peiitioa or answer (as the case may require) at any stage of tlie proceedings, suit. 

and the Court may make such order as seems just respecting the proof of 
snch facts or circumstances or for affording all parties concerned leave 
and opportunity to meet the statements so introduced. 

Death of Party or other Change. 

273. Where, pending a suit, any change or transmission of interest chMKre or 
or liability occurs in relation to any parly to the suit, or any party to the of^JerMrop 
suit dies or (being a woman) marries, or the suit is in any other way i«»»>i^ty. 
rendered defective or incapable of being carried on, any person interested 

may, on motion ex parte, obtain from the Court such order as is requisite 
for curing the defect, or erabling or compelling proper parties to cariT on 
the proceedings. 

But it shall be open to any person served with such an order within 
such time, not exceeding fourteen days, as the Court in the order directs, 
to apply to the Court by motion to discharge such order. 

Adjovmment, 

274. Nothing in these Eules shall affect the power of the Court (for Power of Coupt, 
reasons to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings) to defer or adjourn 

the bearing or determination of any suit, matter, proceeding, or applica- 
tion, for such time and on such terms (if any) as justice requires. 

Amendment. 

275. Nothing in these Eules shall affect the power of the Court (for powcr of Conit. 
reasons to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings) to order or allow any 
amendment of any petition, answer, notice, or other document whatever, 

at any time, on such terms (if any) as justice requires. 

Power of Court as to Time. 

276. Nothing in these Eules shall affect the power of the Court (for Enlargeawnt or 
reasons to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings) to enlarge or abridge »*>n^^«"«>»'- 
the time appointed or allowed for the doing of any act or the taking of 

any proceeding on such terms (if any) as justice requires. 

277. Where the Court is bv these Eules or otherwise authorized to 
appoint the time for the doing of any act or the taking of any proceeding, 
— or to enlarge the time appointed or allowed for that purpose by these 
Rules or otherwise, — the Court mny further enlarge any time so apj>ointed 
or enlarp:ed by it on such terms (if any) as seem just, provided that the 
application for further enlargement is made before the expiration of the 
time already allowed, and that such further enlargement appears to the 
Court (for reasons to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings) to be re- 
quired for the purposes of justice, and not to be sought merely for delay. 

Ouardian for Purposes of Suit. 

278. Where on default made by a defendant in answering or otherwise in wi»t < 
defending the suit after due service of the petition, it appears to the Court 
that he is an infant or person of weak or unsound mind (not so found by 
inquisition) so that he is unable of himself to defend the suit, the Court 
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may, on the application of the plaintiff or of its own motion, appoint some 
fit person to be guardian of the defendant for the purpose of the suit, by 
whom be may defend the same. 

But no such order shall be made except on notice, after expiration of 
the time for answering, and four days at least before the day named in 
the notice for the hearing of the application, or for the Court proceeding 
(as the case may be), senred on or left at the dwelling-house of the person 
with whom or under whose care the defendant was at the time of service 
of the petition, and also, in the case of an infant residing with or uuder 
the care of his father or guardian, served on or left at the dwelling-house 
of such father or guardian, unless the Court thinks fit in any case to 
dispense with such last mentioned service. 

XIII. — Criminal Matters. 
/. — In OeneraL 

279. In the following Rules (under the heading " Criminal Matters") 
as far as they relate to the Supreme Court, the expression ** the Court " 
means or includes (as the case may require) any oflicer of, or person 
attached lo, the Supreme Court from time to time authorized to exercise or 
assist in the exercise of any part of the criminal jurisdiction of that Court 

280. A person making a criminal charge against another before the 
Supreme or o;her Court must do so in person, or l»y attorney or counsel 
cr an agent lawfully thereunto authorised. 

281. In every cise, whether the charge is or is not such as must or 
may be heard and determined in a summary way, the Court shall proceed, 
if the accused is not already in custody, either by way ot summons to him 
or by way of warrant for his apprehension in the first instance, according 
as the nature and circumstances of the case require. 

Summons. 

282. For the issuing of a summons the charge need not be put in 
writing or be sworn to, unless the Court so directs. 

A summons shall be served by the delivery of it to the person sum* 
moned personally, or if he cannot be conveniently met with, then by its 
being left at his usual or last known place of abode or business within 
the particular jurisdiction. 

The person effecting service m ust attend at the time and place men- 
tioned in the summons, to prove service if necessary. 

Warrant 

283. If the person summoned does not obey the summons, the Court 
may (after proof on oath of due service of the summons) issue a warrant 
for his apprehension. 

Notwithstanding the issuing of a summons, a warrant may be issued 
at any time before or after the time appointed in the summons tor the 
appearance of the accused. 

A warian^ shall not be issued in the first instance unless the charge is 
in writing on the oath ot the person laying the charge, or of some witness. 

A warrant need not be made returnable at any particular time, but 
may remain in lorce until executed. 

It may be executed hy the apprehension of the accused at any place 
within the particular jurisdiction, and in case ot Iresh pursuit it may be 
executed at any place in another Consular district, without any appliea* 
lion to the Court of that district. 

Search Warrant 

284. Where positive proof or probable suspicion is shown to the Court 
by evidence on oath that anything on, by, or in respect of which a crime 
or offrnce cognizable by the Court has been committed, is in any bouse or 
place over which by reason of the nationality ol the occupier thereof, the 
Court has jurisdiction, the Court may issue a warrant to search the house 
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or place, and if anything searched for is found, to seize it, and apprehend 
the occupier of the house or place. 

The warrant shall he directed to some officer by name, who alone Cont^nu. 
shall be entrusted with its execution, but he may be accompanied by any 
person or persons necessary to assist him in his search. 

A general warrant to search shall not be granted, but the particular 
house or place must be indicated in it. 

If the house or place is closed, and the officer is denied admission Fom. 
after 'lemanding admission and disclosing his authority and the object of 
his visit, it may be forced open. 

Where there is probable suspicion only, the warrant must be executed di^; nifiit. 
in the day time ; where there is positive proof, it may be executed in the 
night time.

smnmary cases at the hearing of the charge, unless compelled to do so, 
then instead of issuing a summons the Court may issue a warrant in the 
first instance. 

288. If on the appearance of the person summoned, either in obedience ^^j^ *^ 
to a summons, or on being brought up by virtue of a warrant, he refuses ^wer. ^ 
to take an oath, — or, having taken an oath, to answer any question put ' 

to him, — and does not excuse his refusal to the satisfaction of the Court, 
then the Court may, by warrant, commit him to prison, there to remain 
for not more than seven days, unless he in the meantime consents to answer 
duly on oath.

-fl.-^PaOCEEDINGS BY PbELIMINAEY EXAMINATION AND INDICTMENT. 

290. The following Eules (under the sub-heading " Proceedings by f^^^ 
Preliminary Examination and Indictment ") apply exclusively to cases Kuies, 
where the charge is to be heard and determined not in a summary way, 

lut on indictment. 

Preliminary Examination. 

291. Where the accused comes before the Court on summons or war- DepowtioM. 
r^t, or otherwise, the Court before committing him to prison for trial, or 
admitting him to bail, shall, in his presence, take the deposition on oath 

of those who know the facts and circumstances of the case, and shall put 
the same in writing. 

292. The accused shall be at liberty to put questions to any witness ^.^^^N^d'*' ^ 
produced against him, and the statements of any witness in answer thereto ^ 

shall form part of that witness's deposition, 
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293. The deposition of each witness shall I e read over to the witness 
and shall be signed t j him. 

294. If on the trial of the accused it is proved on oath that any per- 
son whose deposition has been taken is dead, or is so ill as not to be able 
to travel, and that his deposition was taken in presence of the accused, 
and that he or his counsel or attorney cross-examined, or had full oppor- 
tunity of cross-examining the witness, the deposition may le read as 
evidence in the i ros(*,cution without further proof thereof. 

296. No objection at the preliminary examination to any charge, 
summons, or w arrant for any defect in substance or form, or for any 
variance between it and the evidence adduced on the part of the prosecu- 
tion, shall be allowed : hut if any variance appears to the Court to I e such 
that the accused has been thereby deceived or misled, the Court may, on 
the request of the accused, adjourn examination, and iu the meantime 
remand the accused or admit him to bail. 

Statement of Accused, 

296. After the examination of all the witnesses on the part of the 
prosecution is completed, the Court shall, without requiring the attendance 
of the witnesses, read over to the accused the depositions taken against 
him, and shall then say to him these words : 

Having heard the evidence, do you wish to say anything in answer 
to the charge ? You are not obliged to say anything unless you 
desire to do so, but whatever you say will be taken down in 
writing, and may be given in evidence against you on your trial. 
And 1 give you clearly to understand that you have nothing to 
hope from any promise of favour, and nothing to fear Irom any 
threat that may have been held out to you to induce you to 
make any admission or confession of your guilt ; but whatever 
you now say may be given in evidence against you upon your 
tiial, notwithstanding such promise or threat." 
Whatever the accused then says in answer thereto, shall be taken 
down in writing, aud shall be read over to him, and shall be kept with the 
depositions of the witnesses, and afterwards, on the trial of the accused, 
the same may be given in evidence against him without further proof thereof. 

297. Nothing in the foregoing Kules, however, is to prevent the pro- 
secutor from giving in evidence any admission or confession or other 
statement of the accused made at any time, which would, by law, be admis* 
sible as evidence against him. 

Publicity, 

298. The room or place in which the preliminary examination is held 
is not an open or public Court for that purpose ; aud the Court may, in its 
discretion, in case it appears to it that the ends of justice will be best 
answered by so doing, order that no person have access to, or remain in, 
the room or place without the special permission of the Court, 

Recognizance to Prosecute or give Evidence, 

299. The C<«urt may, at the prelimiuary examination, bhid by recog- 
nizance the prosecutor and every witness to appear at the Court at which 
the accused is to be tried, to prosecute, or to prosecute and give evidence, 
or to give evidence (as the case may be.) 

A notice of each recognizance shall at the same time be given to the 
person 1 ound thereby. 

If a witness reluses to enter into a recognizance, the Court may, by 
warrant, commit him to prison, there to remain until after the trial of the 
accused, unless in the meantime he duly enters into a recognizance. 

But if afterwards, from want of sufficient evidence or other cause, 
the accused is not either committed for trial or held to bail, the ivitneto 
shall be discharged from custody by direction of the Court. 
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Bemand. 

300. If from the absence of witnesses or any other reasonable cause in w^Kt cm. 
the Court con^iders it necessary or advisable to defer or adjourn the 
preliminary examination, the Court may, by warrant, from time to time 

lemand the accused for such time as seems reasonable, not exceeding 
fourteen days, to some prison or other place of security ; 

Or, if the remand is for not more tlian eight days, the Court may, by CnitoHr dvug 
word of mouth, order the officer or person in whose custody the accused 
is, or any other fit officer or person, to continue or keep the accused in his 
custody, and to bring him up at the time appointed for commencement or 
continuance of the examination. 

During the period of remand the Court may, nevertheless, order the 
accused to be brought before it* 

Instead of detaining theaccused in custody during the period of remand 
the Court may discharge him, on his entering into a recognizance with or 
without a surety or sureties, as the Court may think fit, for his appearance. 

A notioe of each recogoizance shall at the same time be given to each 
person bound thereby. 

CommitmenL 

301. When all the evidence adduced at the preliminary examination inwiutcM«i. 
on the part of the prosecution has been heard, if the Court is of opinion 

that it is not sufficient to put the accused on his trial the Court shall 
forthwith order him, if in custody, to be discharged as to the particular 
charge in question. 

If, on the contrary, the Court is of opinion that the evidence is 
sufficient to put the accused on his trial, the Court shall either by warrant 
commit him to prison, there to remain till delivered by due course of law, 
or admit him to bail. 

Bail. 

302. Where the accused is charged with — Felony : Assault with in* Jj^j™ d^^re. 
tent to commit felony : Attempt to commit felony : Obtaining or attempt* 

ing to obtain property by false pretences : — Receiving stolen property, or 
property obtained by false pretences : Perjury, or subornation of perjury : 
Concealing the birth of a child by secret burying or otherwise: Wilful or 
indecent exposure of the person : Riot : Assault on a constable or officer 
of the Court in the execution of his duty, or any person acting in his aid : 
Neglect or breach of duty as a oonstiible or officer of tho Court : it shall 
be in the discretion of the Court to admit him to bail, either in the first 
instance, instead of committing him to prison for trial, or at any time 
after his conunitment and before trial. 

Where the accused is charged with any indictable misdemeanour other whm or- 
than those hereinbefore described, the Court shall ordinarily admit him f^en?^^**^* 
to bail. 

303. A person charged with murder or treason can be admitted to in murder or 
bail by the Judge of the Supreme Court only. trc»«on. 

304. The Judge of the Supreme Court may, on good grounds, admit Jf^l^'preLo"^** 
any person to bail, although the Provincial Court before which the charge court. 

is made does not think fit to do so. 

305. The accused who is to be admitted to bail is to produce such Formortaii. 
surety or sureties as, in the opinion of the Court, will be sufficient to ensure 

his appearance at the time and place when awd where he is to be tried, and 
with such surety or sureties to enter into a recognizance accordingly. 

A notice of each recognizance is at the same time to be given to each 
person bound thereby. 

Privileges of Accused* 

306. At any time after the preliminary examination has been com- ^^^^^^^^^^ 
pleted, the accused is entitled to have copies of the depositions on which toae«u«c 
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he has been committed for trial, or held to bail, on payment of a reason- 
able sum, not exceeding sixpence for every one hundred words, or gratis, 
if tbe Court so directs. 

The Court shall, at the time of commitment or of holding to bail, 
inform the accubed of bis rights in this respect. 

Preparations for Trial. 
TrMininiMion of 307. The writt en charge (if any), t he depositions, the statement of the 
ot^fer d*^umM *^"**®*^» recognizancos of prosecutor au'l witnesses, and the recognizance 
to cour't?"™*'* of bail (if any) shall be carefully transmitted in proper time to the Court 
at which the trial is to be held. 

Indictment. 

308. A trial before the Judge oi an officer of the Supreme Court, with 
a jury, and the proceedings before and after trial relative thereto, shall be 
conducted as nearly a« may be as a criminal trial before a Judge with a 
jury and the corresponding proceedings is and are conducted in England. 

Othe criminal trials, with or without a jury, or with Assepsors, and 
the proceedings before and after trial relative thereto, shall be conducted 
in like manner, mutatia mutandis. 

309. In criminal c ases to be tried on indictment before the Judge or 
Assistant Judge of the Supreme Court, wh»'ther with or without a jury, 
the depositions whon completed shall forthwith be delivered to the Law 
Secretary, as prosecutor on behalf of the Crown, who shall thereupon, in 
person or by some proper representative appointed by him, in any case by 
writing under his hand, take all proper steps for indicting and bringing 
to trial the accused, and conductt he prosecution in Court at the trial ; 
and no such prosecution shall be under the direction or conduct of any 
private prosecutor. 

Any private prosecutor may, however, retain any member of the 
English, Irish, or Scottish Bar, or any regular and duly qualified advocate 
of foreign nationality, to assist in the prosecution ; and such barrister or 
advocate may, with the assent of the prosecution for the Crown, appear in 
Court at the trial and take part in the prosecution ; but no such prosecu- 
tion shall be withdrawn or abandoned without the eipress consent of the 
Law Secretary, as prosecutor for the Crown, or of his representative, given 
in open Court. 

III. — Summary Pbocredinos. 

310. The following Rules (under the sub-heading Summary Pro- 
ceedings " ) apply exclusively to cases where the charge is to bo heard and 
determined not on indictment, but in a summary way. 

Hearing. 

311. Where the accused comes before the Court on summons, or 
warrant, or otherwise, either originally or on adjournment, then if the 
prosecutor, having had due notice of the time and place appointed for the 
hearing or adjourned hearing of the charge, does not appear in person, or 
by counsel or attorney, the Court shall dismiss the charge, unless for some 
reason it thinks proper to adjourn or further adjourn the hearing, with or 
without imposing any terms. 

312. In case of adjournment the Court may commit the accused in 
the meantime to prison, or to such other custody as it thinks fit, or may 
ilischarge him on his entering into a recognizance with or without a surety 
or sureties, at the discretion of the Couii;, for his appearance at the time 
and place of adjournment. 

A notice of each recognizance is at the same time to be given to each 
person bound thereby. 

313. If both parties appear in person, or bv counsel or at- 
tornfy, the Couil shall proceed to hear and finally 
chaige. 
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314. The prosecutor shall be at liberty to conduct the charge, and to condoctof 
have the witnesses examined and cross-examined by counsel or attorney ^hargo, 
on his behalf. 

315. The accused shall be admitted to make his full answer and defence of defence, 
to the charge, anil to have the witnesses examined and cross-examined by 
counsel or attorney on his behalf; and if he does not employ counsel or 
attorney, he shall, at the close of the exannnation of each witness for the 
prosecution, be asked by the Court whether he wishes to put any questions 

to the witness. 

If he puts any question to a witness, the witness may be re-examined 
for the prosecution, 

316. The room or place in which the Court sits to hear and determine PuWicitj. 
the charge is an open and public Court, to which the public generally may 

have access as far as the room or place can conveniently contain them. 

317. The substance of the charge shall be stated to the accused, and AdmiBsionof 
he shall be asked if he has any cause to show why he should not be ^cuBed*!^ 
convicted. 

If he thereupon admits the truth of the charge, and does not show Kvidencc for 
sufficient cause why he should not be convicted, the Couili may convict 
him accordingly. 

If he does not admit the truth of the charge, the Court shall proceed 
to hear the prosecutor and such witnesses as he examines, and such other 
evidence as he adduces in support of his charge. 

On the termination of the whole evidence in support of the charge, if Defence, 
it appears to the Court that s, prima facie case is made out against the 
accused, he shall be asked by the Court if he wishes to say anything in 
answer, or has any witnesses to examine or other evidence to adduce in his 
defence ; and the Court shall then hear the accused and his witnesses and 
other evidence, if any. 

318. If the accused adduces any evidence in his defence, the prosecutor Eridence in 
may adduce evidence in reply thereto ; but the prosecutor shall not in any "p'^- 
case be allowed to make any observations by way of reply to the evidence 
adduced by the accused, nor shall the accused in any case be allowed to 

make any observations on evidence adduced by the prosecutor in reply. 

319. A variance between the charge and the evidence adduced in J^*^'^*^^* . 
support of it as to the time at which the alleged crime or offence was ami evidence, 
committed is not material if it is proved that the charge was in fact made 

within the time (if any) limited by law for the making thereof. 

But if any variance between the charge and the evidence appears to 
the Court to be such that the accused has been thereby deceived or misled, 
the Court may adjourn the hearing. 

Adjournment. 

320. At any time before or during the hearing of the charge the Court Hearini; mny he 
may, in its discretion, for any good cause recorded in the minutes of Sficreti^ of 
proceedings, adjourn the hearing. Court. 

An arljournment ordered for any cause shall be made to a certain time 
and phswe, to be at the time of the adjournment appointed and stated in the 
presence and hearing of the parties, or their respective counsel or attorneys. 

During the period of adjournment the Court may in its discretion, Cuatodj during 
accordinj? to the nature and circumstances of each case, either suflFer the "^journment. 
accused to go at large or commit him by warrant to such prison or other 
place of security, or to such other safe custody as the Court thinks fit, or 
may discharge him on his entering into a recognizance, with or without a 
sttrety or sureties, at the discretion of the Court, for his appearance at 
the time and place of adjournment. 

A notice of each recognizance is at the same time to be given to each 
person bound thereby. 
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If at any time and place of adjournment of a hearing, which has once 
begun, the accused does not appear in person or by counsel or attorney, 
the Court may in its discretion proceed with the fun her hearing as if the 
accused were present. 

Dedsian, 

821. The Court having heard what each party has to say as aforesaid, 
and the witnesses, and the evidence adduced, shall consider the whole 
matter and finally determine the same, and shall either convict the accused 
or dismiss the charge. 

Conviction. 

822. In case of conviction a minute thereof shall be made, and the 
conviction shall afterwards be drawn up in form, to be preserved among 
the records of the Court. 

Dismissal. 

323. In case of dismissal of the charge the Court may, if it thinks fit, 
on being requested so to do, make an order of dismissal and give the 
ai;cused a certificate thereof, which certificate shall on being produced, 
without further proof, be a bar to any subsequent charge for the same 
matter against the same person. 

Costs. 

324. In case of conviction the Court may, in and by the conviction, 
award and order that the person convicted do pay to the prosecutor such 
costs as seem just and reasonable, to be specified in the conviction. 

325. In case of dismissal the Court may, in and by the order of dis- 
missal, award and order that the prosecutor do pay to the accused such 
costs as seem just and reasonable, to be specified in the order oi dismissal. 

Execution of Conviction or Order of Dismissal. 

826. Where a conviction does not adjudge the payment of money, but 
adjudges that the offender be imprisoned, the Court shall issue a warrant 
of commitment accordingly. 

327. Where a conviction or order of dismissal adjudges any money 
to be paid by any person convicted or any prosecutor for penalty, com- 
pensation, costs, charges or otherwise, the money to be paid may be levied 
on the goods of the person adjudged to pay the same by distress and sale 
under warrant. 

828, If the officer having the execution of the warrant returns that 
he could find no goods or no sufficient goods whereon to levy the money 
mentioned in the warrant, together with costs, the Court may by warrant 
commit the person adjudged to make the payment to prison for not more 
than two months, unless the money adjudged to be paid, and all costs and 
charges of the distress, commitment, and cx)nveyance to prison, to be 
specified in the warrant of commitment, are sooner paid.

33(). The appellant shall pive security to the satisfaction of the Court, Security, 
by recognizance, deposit, or otherwise, to prosecute the appeal without 
delay, and to submit to the judgment of the Suprem j Court, and to pay 
any costs awarded against him. 

337. The appellant, if in custody, shall be liberated on his gi/irg ois^^^arge from 
further security to the satisfaction of the Court, by recognizance, deposit, 
or otherwise, to appear and receive judgment at any appointed time and 
place, unless the conviction is set aside the Supreme Court.

339, In all matters not in these Eules expressly provided for, the obBerrsnce of 
procedure of the Superior Courts and of J ustices of the Peace in England Superior Courta, 
in like cases shall, as far as possible, be followed, save that with respect ^ ^ England, 
to matters arising nnder the Admiralty or other special jurisdiction, the 
procedure of the Court having such jurisdiction in England, shall, as far 
as possible, be followed. 

34fO. Notices, summonses, warrants, decrees, orders, and other docu- ^JjJj.^J^*'^ 
mentfl issuing from the Court sball be sealed with the seal of the Court. 

341. In these Rules the words "oath" and ** affidavit," and words intcrpretnion. 
referring thereto or to swearing, include infoimation or declaration and 

refer thereto, or to the making of an affirmation or declaration, where an 
affirmation or declaration is admissible in lieu of an oath or affidavit. 

Terms used in these Sules have the same meaning as in the Order in 
Council under which the Bules are framed. 

342. Tbe Forms appended to these Rules may be used with such Forms, 
▼ariations as the circumstances of each case require. 

343. The fees specified in the List appended to these Bules shall be Fees, 
paid. 

The Court may, however, remit any such fee, wholly or in part, if it 
thinks fit. 

344. These Bules shall commence and have effect at the same time as commencement, 
the Order in Council under which they are framed.

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RULES OF PROCEDURE TO BE OBSERVED IN HER MAJESTY'S 
SUPREME COURT FOR CHINA AND JAPAN 
IN ADMIRALTY. 



Whereas it is of urgent necessity that Rules of Procedure in Admiralty causes 
should be framed for the guidance of suitors, and whereas, by virtue of provisions 
contained in 26 and 27 Vict., c. 24 ('* An Act to facilitate the appointment of Vice- 
Admiral and officers in Vice- Admiralty Court- in Her Majesty's possessions abroad," 
Ac, Ac.), whicli provisions are, by the 54th section of the China and Japan Ordt r in 
Council, 1865, extended to the Supreme Court in China and Japan, the said Supreme 
Court, as a Vice- Admiralty Court, has jurisdiction in (amongst other things) the 
matters following : — 

(1) Claims for Seamen's wages ; 

(2) Claims for Master's wages, and for his disbursements on account of the ship ; 

(3) Claims in respect of pilotage ; 

(4) Claims in respect of salvage of any ship, or of life or goods therefrom ; 

(5) Claims in respect of towage ; 

(6) Claims for damage done by any ship ; 

(7) Claims in respect of bottomry or respondentia bonds ; 

(8) Claims in respect of any mortgage where the ship has been sold by decree 

of the Vice- Admiralty Court, and the proceeds are under its control; 

(9) Claims between the owners of any ship registered in the possession in which 

the Court is established, touching the ownership, possession, employment^ 
or earnings of such ship ; 

(10) Claims for necessaries supplied, in the possession in which the Court is 

established, to any ship of which no owner or part owner is domiciled 
within the possession at the time of the necessaries being supplied; and 

(11) Claims in respect of the building, equipping, or repairing within any British 

possession of any ship of which no owner or part owner is domiciled 
within the possession at the time of the work being done ; 
It is ordered that, for the regulation of the practice and procedure to be observe^! 

in the Supreme Court as a Vice-Admiralty Court, the following Eules shall be 

established : 

1. — All proceedings in Admiralty must be so headed. 

NoTi.— Proceedings ** in Admiralty " are either in r«m or in perMonam. Actions in pert^nam shall be conducted in the 
ttme way as all other actions of a* siniilRr nature, accordini? to the Rules of Procedure prevailing in the Supreme Court 
in mattcm of Imv and Equity. The following outline of procedure will, therefore, be undei-stood to refer only to actious 
»i rem, that is against the A«5/in other words, the sulgect-macter of the action. 

2. — The name and nationality of the ship against which the proceedings nre 
taken must appear, as also that of the master ; and when the owners are known, their 
Dames and residences should likewise be given. 

NoTK.— To {pre the Court jurisdiction in claims Nos. 10 and 11 (see above) the fact of the owners not being domiciled 
vithin the jurisdiction of the Court should be stated. 

3, — Any number of persons having common interest may join in one action 
wcord'Dg to the practice of Admiralty Conrts in England; and there may, in 
accordance with the same practice, be one action against several Res. 

NoTi.— Such consolidation of separate claims may likewise be ordered on the application of the defendant, or by 
w Court of its own motion. 

4, — Proceedings in rem must be c«)mmenced by an application for the arrest of 
the Res. This application must state the nature of the debt or claim and the amount 
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Sought to be recovered (which should include the estiina,ted costs of the suit). It 
must be supported by aD affidavit of all the circumstances which justify its being 
made, and a fee is to be paid on its being granted. 

NoTi.— The application must be filed in tnplicate,— one copy for service on the Teasel, anotber for the Coart, and the third 
for service on nnv party who may appear to the action. 

(tS) It shall be m the discretion of the Omrt to require and take security from the appUc int for the proaccnUon of the suit 
as w U as to wver any damages which may be awarded against him, in consequence of the impropriety, frivolity, or malicioBBness 
of the applic:ition. 

1^3) All payments into Court shall be made in such currency and at s jch exchange as the Court shall direct. 

5. — On the application being made in due form, a warrant will issue to the 
officer of the Court, to arrest the Ees and cite all persons, having an intere^ in the 
subject-matter of the arrest, to appear within a time mentioned in the warrant and 
answer to the plaintiff in his cause. 

6. — ^The arrest shall be executed by the arresting officer affixing a certified copy 
of the warrant to the principal mast or to some other conspicuous part of the ship, 
after having previously read the original warrant to the officer or other person in 
charge of the vesseL 

NoTi.— The warrant extends to the apparel^ apnurUmancet, ^e., of the ship, although all or part may have been detaebed 
fh>m her and seat on shore If the entire caryo lie still on board the vessel the senice on the mast arrests the former as well 
as the latter, and should the action be against the freight, this latter is considered to be arrested simultaneously with the carfo. 
But should the cargo have been landed, and deposited in a public or private warehouse, a separate and distinct arrest of it mast 
be made— provided the warelnmse be withm the jurisdiction of a Brituh Court. In this case, the officer of the Court will affix 
a certified copy of the warrant on such separate cargo, and the like if the cargo has been transhipped to a British ship. But if 
the warehousemnn, or person in charge of the cargo, will not permit acceu to it, the officer will serve him instead of the Bet 
with the warrant, b snowing to him the original and leaWng with him a copy of it 

W The fact of arrest is to be certified by endorsement under the hand of tlie ofBeer making it. 

7. — A person nominated by the Court shall be left in charge of the Res. 

NoTW,— A fee will be charged on each of the three last named st^ps (9-7), that is to say, for the warrant, tbe service 
and arrest, and expenses connected with and arising out of the custody of ship, ktu 

8. — The fact of the arrest and t!ie citation to appear shall be advertised in the 
usual way. 

9. — At any time before the trial of the case, the owner or captain or anv one 
interested in the vessel or in the cargo or freight attached, may come in and give an 
undtjrtaking to appear or to appear and give bail to the action. Such an undertaki u&r 
shall operate as a stay of all proceedings for twenty-four hours, after which time, or 
such extended time as the Court may see fit to grant, if no appearance is entered or 
no bail given, the proceedings shall continue as if no such undertaking had bef^n 
given. 

NoTV. — If bail — which also implies apnearance — be gii^en, the Res arrested shall be released, and the action proceed. 

(2) If only un appearance is entered, tne Res shall be detained under arrest. 

(3) On bail being tendered and an appcaranee entered, it shall be competent for the Court to require sernrity for costs 

(4) On tender of bail, it shall be competent for the Court to accept the same, or to call on the petitioner to aerept the 
same, or to make an order for justitication of the bail. 

10. — ^A petition shall be filed mthin three days after the arrest is comjdpt4>d 
unless a longer lime shall on application be allowed by the Court : and such petiiion 
shall be served in the same way as the order of arrest, as well as upon any parties 
who may have appeared in answer to the citation. 

11. — The Rules prevailing in the Supreme Court with reference to answers, setting 
down the cases for hearing, and hearing shall be applicable to causes in the Admiralty. 

12. — At any stage of a cause, either party may pray for an appraisement of the 
Kes, and it shall be com|ietent for the Court to order such appraisement on such 
terms as to costs and expenses as it sees fit to impose. 

13. — All Interlocutory Proceedings and all proceeding's before and on the trial 
of the case, shall, as far as circumstances admit, be conducted in conformity with 
the General Rules of Procedure in the Supreme Court. 

14. — On the cause being heard, the Court shall give judgment and decree the 
release of the Res or — in the event of a decision adverse to the ship, and should no 
bail have been given in the suit, or no satisfaction of the judgment of the Court be 
offered by the party (if any) who appeared to defend the suit — tbe sale thereof. The 
date at which such sale shall take place, and tbe manner — whether by public auction 
or otherwise, as shall seem to the Court most advantageous — shall be specified in the 
decree of tbe Court aud notified by advertisement. 
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15 . — The proceeds of the sale shall be paid into Court, and therefrom shall the 
decree or decrees, on a day fixed for the appearance before the Court of the parties 
interested for the marshalling of their claims, be satisfied, and the surplus shall 
remain in Court until the person or persons claiming to be entitled thereto shall 
establish their claim or claims. 

Not*.— It ihftll be competent for any person, at any period in a Boit, to file in Court a petition that he be decreed to 
share in the proceeds or in the balance thereof ; and any proceedings of this description shall be conducted in the same 
vay as a clsim would have been conducted against the Res itself. 

16. — It shall be competent for the Court to refer any matter requiring investiga- 
tion, or having reference to accounts, rate of interest, repairs done to any ship, &c., 
to the Registrar alone, or to the Registrar assisted by one or two merchants or 
sliipmasters to be appointed by it; and such reference shall take place within ten 
days from the date of the order therefor. Leave shall, when prayed for by either 
party, be given to file aflSdavits and counter-affidavits, provided always that the Judge 
shall have power to extend the time within which the reference is to take place 
whenever the filing of affidavits and counter-affidavits necessitates such extension. 

Witnesses may be produced before the Registrar, provided four days' notice of 
an intention to examine them be given ; and it shall he optional with the Registrar 
to permit or refuse to allow the attendance of Counsel or Solicitors at the hearing 
before him, and no costs shall be allowed for such attendance if the Registrar shall 
be of opinion that it was unnecessary. 

The Report of the Registrar shall be filed within ten days of the hearing before 
liim, and notice of any objection to be made thereto shall be filed by the party making 
it, within five days of the filing of the Report. 

All questions of cost of the reference shall be in the discretion of the Registrar, 
siabjeet to the decision thereon of the Chief Justice. 

17. — In all cases the Court shall apply the English Law as administered in 
Admiralty Courts in England ; and all matters of procedure, not otherwise provided 
for in these Rules or in the General Rules of Procedure for this Court, shall be 
governed, as far as may be, by the Rules in force in Her Majesty's High Court of

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RULES OF PROCEDURE FOR THE COURT OF CONSULS, 

SHANGHAL 



Approved by the Consulae Body, 10th July, 1882. 



Rule 1. — Every petition and other pleading filed in the Court and all notices 
and other documents issuing from the Court shall be entitled " In the Court of 
Consuls," 

Rule 2. — The Court will appoint a Secretary whose name and address will be 
made public and who shall hold the office until the Court otherwise directs. The 
Secretary shall have charge of all records and, under the direction of the Court, issue 
and serve or cau^e to be served all notices and other documents. He shall also be 
the medium of all correspondence. 

Rule 3. — Suits shall be commenced and proceeded with in person or by attorney, 
and suitors may be heard with or without counsel 

Rule 4. — The language of the Court will be English. 

Rule 5. — All proceedings shall be commenced by a petition to the Court, to be 
filed in quadruplicate and to state all facts material to the issue in distinct paragraphs. 

Rule 6. — The petition will be served upon the defendant with notices to file an 
answer in quarlni plicate within fourteen days from the date of service. A copy of 
the answer will be served on the plaintifif or his counsel under the direction of the 
Court. 

Rule 7. — Amendments and other proper pleadings will be admitted upon such 
terms as the Court may impose, and such interim order may be made prior to the 
hearing of the cause as the Court may consider necessary. 

Rule 8. — When it appears to tiie Court that a cause is ready to be heard such 
cause will be set down for hearing, and notice of the date and place of hearing will be 
given to the parties. 

Rule 9. — Sittings of the Court will be public and its proceedings recorded by 
the Secretary. 

Rule 10. — The onus of producing witnesses shall be with the parties, but the 
Court will, as far as practicable, aid in procuring the attendance of witnesses. 
Evidence will be taken on oath or otherwise as the witness may consider binding. 
The examination ot witnesses will be conducted as the Court may direct. 

Rule 11. — A failure to respond to any order or notice issued by the Court will 
entitle the adverse party to judgment by default, and the Court shall be empowered 
to give judgment accordingly. 

Rule 12. — In any case upon application within sixty days after judgment the 
Court may order re-hearing upon such terms as seem just. 

Rule 13. — Special cases where the facts are admitted may be subnoitted in 
writing to the Court for decision without appearance of the parties. 

Rule 14. — A minute of all orders shall be drawn up and shall be signed by the 
Consuls forming the Court or a majority of them, and all orders shall be expressed 
to be made "By the Court" and shall be signed by the Secretary. 

Rule 15. — Judgments will be given in writing by the Judges of the Court, and 
either read in Court after notice or served upon the parties. 

Rule 16. — The fee shall be for hearing $10 — for each notice issued and served 
$3 — and such fees for recording the proceedings shall be allowed as the Court may 
direct. A deposit in such sum as the Court may think sufficient to secure payment 
of fees will be required of each petitioner. The costs, including those of counsel, in 
the discretion of the Court, shall be paid as the Court directs. 

Rule 17. — All fees shall be at the disposal of the Court for the remuneration 
ef the Secretary. 
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REGULATIONS TOR THE CONSULAR COURTS OF THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA IN CHINA. 



In pursuance of Sec. 6th of the Act of Congress, approved 22ad June, 1860, 
entitled "An Act to carry into effect certain provisions in the Treaties between the 
United States, China, Japan, Siam, Persia, and other countries, giving certain judicial 
powers to Ministers and Constds, or other functionaries of the United States in those 
conntries, and for other purposes," I, Anson Burlingame, Ifinister Plenipotentiary, 
and Envoy Extraordinary of the United States to the Empire of China, do hereby 
decree the following rules and regulations, which shall have the force of law in the 
Consular Courts of China. 

1. — Every citizen of the United States residing within the limits of the ports open 
to foreign trade in the dominion of the Empire of China, is required to be enrolled 
in the Consular register, and shall apply in person at the Consulate within thirty 
days after the publication of this decree. Every American citizen who may arrive 
within the limits of the port, save and except any one who may be borne on the 
muster-roll of an American vessel, shall apply within ten days at the Consulate to be 
enrolled. An American citizen neglecting to be so enrolled will not be entitled to 
claim the protection or intervention of the authorities, unless he can furnish a valid 
reason for not so doing. 

2. — In all cases where an applicant to be enrolled cannot furnish a passport or 
other legal proof of his citizenship, he shall make oath that he is a citizen of the 
United States ; and, if the Consul deem desirable, be required to bring such further 
eridence as he shall consider satisfactory. 



1. — How eommenced. — Civil proceedings between American citizens must com- 
mence by written petition, verified by oath before the Consul. 

2. — Three classes of action. — Ordinary personal civil actions are of three classes, 
Tiz : Contract, comprising all cases of contract or debt ; Wrong, when damages are 
claimed for wrong ; Beplevin, when possession of a specific article is claimed. 

3. — Demand necessary in Contract and Replevin. — In contract, the petition must 
aver that payment, or a performance of the conditions of the contract, has been 
demanded and withheld ; and in replevin, that the articles to be replevined have been 
demanded. 

4. — Petitioner must deposit money, — The petitioner shall be required to deposit a 
reasonable sum to defray the probable expenses of court and defendant's costs; 
Bnbsequent deposits may be required if found necessary. 

5. — Notice to Defendant. — Upon deposit of the money, the Consul shall order 
notice of the petition, in writing, directing defendant to appear before the court at a 
given day and hour to his written answer on oath. 

6 — Service. — Notice must be served on each defendant at least five days before 
return day, by delivery of an attested copy of the petition and order, and of any 
accompanying account or paper. 

7. — Personal service should always be required when practicable. 

8. — Default. — On proof of due notioe, judgment by default shall be procureda 
against any defendant failing to appear and file his answer as required ; but the de- 
fault may be taken off for good cause within one day after, exclusive of Sunday.

1. — Obdinabt Civil Procedure. 
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9. — Damages. — But in actions of wrong, and all other where the damages are in 
their nature unliquidated and indefinite, so that they cannot be calculated with 
precision from the statement of the petition, the amount of the judgment shall be 
ascertained by evidence, notwithstanding the default. 

10. — Answer, — If defendant appears and answers, the Consul, having both partie^ 
before him, shall before proceeding further encourage a settlement by mutual 
agreement, or by submission of the case to referees agreed on by the parties, a majority 
of whom shall decide it. 

11. — Amendments. — Parties should, at the trial, be confined as closely as may be 
to the averments and denials of the statement and answer, which shall not be altered 
after filing except by leave granted in open Court. 

12. — American witnesses compelled to attend, — On application of either party and 
advance of the fees, the Consul shall compel the attendance of any witness within his 
jurisdiction before himself, referees, or commissioners. 

13. — Parties are witnesses. — Each party is entitled, and may be required to 
testify. 

14. — Decrees to he obeyed. — Judgment may be given summarily against either 
party failing to obey any order or decree of the Consul. 

15. — Ati4ichment and arrest. — For sufficient cause and on sufficient security, the 
Consul, on filing a petition, may grant a process of attachment of any defendant's 
property to sufficient amount, or of arrest of any defendant not a married woman, 
nor in tJie service of the United States, under commission from the President. 

16. — Dissolution of attachment. — Defendant may at any time have the attachment 
dissolved by depositing such sum, or giving such security, as the Consul may require. 

17. — Sale of perishable property. — Perishable property, or such as is liable to 
serious depreciation under attachment, may, on petition of either party, be sold by 
the Consul's order, and its proceeds deposited in the Consulate. 

18. — Release of Debtor. — Any defendant arrested or imprisoned on civil petition 
shall be released on tender of a sufficient bond, deposit of a sufficient sum, or 
assignment of sufficient property. 

19. — Debtor's disclosure. — Ajiy person under civil arrest or imprisonment may 
have his creditor cited before the Consul to hear a disclosure of the prisoner's affairs 
under oath, and to question thereon ; and if the Consul shall be satisfied of its truth 
and thoroughness, and of the honesty of the debtor's conduct towards the creditor, 
he shall for ever discliarge him from arrest uyon that debt; provided that the 
prisoner shall ofl^er to transfer and secure to his creditor the property disclosed, or 
sufficient to pay the debt, at the Consul's valuation. 

20. — Debtor's board. — The creditor must advance to the jailer his fees and pay- 
ment for his prisoner's board until the ensuing Monday, and afterwards weekly, or 
the debtor will be discharged from imprisonment and future arrest, 

21. — Execution. — On the second dav after judgment (exclusive of Sunday) 
execution may issue, enforcing the same with interest at 12 per cent, a year, against 
the property and person of the debtor, returnable in thirty days and renewable. 

22. — Seizure and sale of property. — Sufficient property to satisfy the execution 
and all expenses may be seized and sold at public auction by the officer, after due 
notice. 

23. — Property attached on petition, and not advertised for sale within ten days 
after final judgment, shall be returned to the defendant. 

24. — Final judgment for defendant. — When final judgment is given in favour of the 
defendant, his person and property are at once freed from imprisonment or attachment 
and all security given by him discharged. And the Consul may, at his discretion, 
award him compensation for any damage necessarily and directly sustained by reason 
of such attachment, arrest, or imprisonment. 

25. — Offset* — In action of contract, defiendant may offset petitioner's claim by a 
counter claim, filing bis own claim, under oath, with his answer. Petitioner shall b* 
notified to file bis answer seasonably, on oath, and the two claims shall then be tried 
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together, and but one judgment given for the difference, if any be proved in favour 
of either party, otherwise for defendant's costs, 

26. — Co«<8.— Except as hereinafter provided, the party finally prevailing recovers 
costs, to be taxed by him and revised by the Consul. 

27. — Trustee process. — In contract, the Consul may order defendant's property or 
credits in third party's hands to be attached on the petition, by serving him with 
due notice as trustee, provided petitioner secures trustee his costs by adequate special 
deposit. 

28. — Trustee costs. — If adjudged trustee the third party may retain his costs from 
the amount for which he is adjudged trustee, if sufficient ; otherwise the balance of 
trustee's cost must be paid out of petitioner's special deposit, as must the whole of 
his costs if not adjudged. 

29. — Demand on trustee upon execution — The amount for which a trustee is 
charged must be inserted in the execution, and demanded of him by the Officer 
within ten days after judgment, or all claim ceases. Process against the property or 
person of the trustee may issue ten days after demand. 

30. — Debt must he at least ten dollars. — If petitioner recovers judgment for less 
than ten dollars, or if less than ten dollars of the defendant's property or credits is 
proved in the party's hands, in either case the third party must be discharged with 
costs against petitioner. 

31. — Beplevin. — Before granting a writ of replevin, the Consul shall require 
petitioner to file a sufficient bond, with responsible sureties, for double the value 
of the property to be replevined, one an American citizen, or petitioner may deposit 
the required amount. 

II, — Tender, &c. 

32. — Before a creditor files his petition in contract, his debtor may make an absolute 
&nd unconditional offer of the amount he considers due, by tendering the money in the 
sight of the creditor or his legal representative. 

33. — Deposit. — If not accepted, the debtor shall, at his own risk an d on paying 
the charges, deposit the money with the Consul, who shall receipt to him, and notify 
the creditor. 

34. — Demand or withdrawal. — It shall be paid to the creditor at any time if 
demanded, unless previously withdrawn by the depositor. 

35. — Costs. — If the depositor does not withdraw his deposit, and upon trial is 
not adjudged to have owed petitioner at the time of the tender more than its amount, 
he shall recover all his costs. 

36. — Offer to be defaulted. — At any stage of a suit in contract or wrong defendant 
may file an offer to be de&ulted for a specific sum and the costs up to that time ; and 
if petitioner chooses to proceed to trial and does not recover more than the sum offered 
and interest, he shall pay all defendant's costs arising after the offer, execution issuing 
for the balance only. 

m. — Befebekce. 

37. — When parties agree to reference they shall immediately file a rule, and the 
case be marked ^* referred a commission shall then issue to the referees, with a 
copy of all papers filed in the case. 

38. — Awa/rd and acceptance. — Toe referees shall report their award to the Con- 
sul, who shall accept the same, and give judgment, and issue execution thereon^ 
unless satisfied of fraud, perjury, corruption, or gross error in the proceedings. 

39. — When transmitted to Minister. — In cases involving more than five hundred 
dollars, if his acceptance is withheld, the Consul shall at once transmit the whole 
case with a brief statement of his reasons, and the evidence thereon, to the Minister, 
who shall give judgment on the award, or grant a new trial before the Consul. 

IV. — Appeal. 

40. — Must be mthin one day. — Appeals must be claimed before three o'clock in 
the afternoon of the day after judgment' (excluding Sunday) ; but in civil cases, only 
upon sufficient security. 
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41. — To be perfected within five days. — Within five days after judgment, the 
appellant must set forth his reasons bj petition filed with the CodsuI, which shall be 
transmitted as soon as may be to the Minister, with a copy of docket entries and of 
all papers in the case. 

v.— New Trial. 

42. — Because of perjury — On proof of the perjury of any important witness of 
the prevailing party, upon a material point, affecting the decision of a suit, the Consul 
who tried it may, within a year after final judgment, grant a new trial on such tenus 
as he may deem just. 

43. — Generally, — Within one year after final judgment in any suit not involving 
more than five hundred dollar?, the Consul who tried it, or his successor, may, upon 
sufficient security, grant anew trial where justice manifestly requires it; if exceeding 
five hundred dollars, with the concurrence of the Minister. 

VI. — Habeas Corpus. 

44. — Slaves not to he held. — No Consul shall recognise the claim of any American 
citizen arising out of a violation of the provision of the Act of Congress approved 
February 19th, 1862, relating to the " coolie trade " so called, for any claim which 
involves the holding of any person in slavery. 

45. — Habeas Corpus. — Upon application of any person in writing and under oath 
representing that he or any other person is enslaved, unlawfully imprisoned, or 
deprived of his liberty by any American citizen within the jurisdiction of the Consul, 
such Consul may issue his writ of Habeas Corpus, directing such citizen to bring 
said person if in his custody, or under his control, before him, and the question shall 
be determined summarily, subject to appeal. 

VII. — Divorce. 

46. — Libels for divorce must be signed and sworn to before the Consul, and on 
the trial each party may testify. 

47. — Attachment — The Consul, for good cause, may order the attachment of the 
libeller's property to such an amount and on such terms as he may think proper. 

48. — Husband to advance money. — He may also, at his discretion, order the husband 
to advance his wife, or pay in Court, a reasonable sum to enable her to defend the 
libel, with reasonable monthly allowance for her support pending the proceedings. 

49. — Alimony. — Alimony may be awarded or denied the wife on her divorce at 
his discretion. 

50. — Custody of the minor children may be decreed to such party as justice and 
the children's good may require. 

61. — Release of both. — Divorce releases both parties, and they shall not be re-raar- 
ried to each other. 

52. — Costs. — Costs are at the discretion of the Consul. 

VIII. — Marbiaoe. 

53. — Record and return. — Each Consul shall record all marriages solemnized by 
him or in his official presence. 

IX. — Births and Deaths. 

54. — The birth and death of eviry American citizen within the limits of the 
jurisdiction shall likewise be recorded. 

X. — Bankrtjftcy, Partnerships, Probate, etc, 

55. — Until promulgation of furl her regulations, Consuls will continue to exercise 
their former lawful jurisdiction and authority in bankruptcy, partnerships, probate 
of wills, administration of estates, and other matters of equity, admiralty, ecclesiastical 
and common law, not especially provided for in previous decrees, according to such 
reasonable rules, not repugnant to the Constitution, treaties, and laws of the United 
States, as they may find necessary or convenient to adopt. 

XI. — Seamen. 

56. — In proceedings or prosecutions instituted by or against American seamen, 
the Consul may, at his discretion, suspend any of these rules in favour of the seamen, 
when, in his opinion, justice, humanity, and public policy require it. 
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XII. — Cbimikal Pbocebdinos. 

57. — How commenced. — Complaints and informations against American citizens 
should always be signed and sworn to before the Consul when the complainant or 
informant is at or near the Consul's port. 

58. — Hot^ authenticated. — All complaints and informations not so signed and* 
sworn to by a citizen of the United States, and all complaints and informations ia 
capital cases, must be authenticated by the ConsuFs certificate of his knowledge or 
belief of the substantial truth of enough of the complaint or information to justify 
the arrest of the party charged. 

59. — Capy of accusation. — No citizen shall be arraigned f«)r trial until tho ofTence 
charged is distinctly made known to him by the Consul in respondent's own language. 
In cases of magnitude and in all cases when demanded, an attested copy (or 
translation) of the complaint, information, or statement, authenticated by the 
Consul, shall be furnished him in his own language, as soon as may be after his 
arrest. 

60. — Presence of accuser. — The personal presence of the accuser is indispensable 
throughout the trial. 

61. — May testify. — He shall be informed of his right to testify, and cautioned 
that if he choose to offer himself as a witness, he must answer all questions that may 
he propounded by the Consul or his order, like any other witness. 

62. — American mtnesses compelled to attend. — The Government and the accused 
are equally entitled to compulsory process for witnesses within their jurisdiction ; and 
if the Consul believes the accused to be unable to advance the fees, Lis necessary 
witnesses shall be summoned at the expense of the United States. 

63. — Fine and costs. — When punishment is by fine, costs may be included or 
remitted at the Consults discretion. An alternative sentence of thirty days' imprison- 
ment shall take effect on non-payment of any part of the fine or costs adjudged in 
any criminal proceeding. 

64. — Any prisoner, before conviction, may be admitted to bail by the Consul 
who tries him, except in capital cases. 

65. — Cajdlal cases. — No prisoner charged with a capital offence shall be admitted 
to bail where the proof is evident, or the presumption of his guilt great, 

66. — After conviction. — After conviction and appeal the prisoner may be admitted 
to bail only by the Minister. 

67. — American bail. — Any citizen of the United States offering himself as bail 
flhall sign and swear, before the Consul, to a schedule of unincumbered property of a 
Talue at least double the amount of the required bail. 

68. — Foreign bail. — Any other proposed bail or security shall sign and swear, 
before the Consul, to a similar schedule of unincumbered personal property within 
the local jurisdiction of the Consulate, or he may be required to deposit the amount 
in money or valuables with the Consul. 

69. — The sureties. — Unless such sufficient citizen becomes bail, or such deposit 
is made, at least two sureties shall be required. 

70. — Surrender. — Any American bail may have leave of the Consul to surrender 
his principal on payment of all costs and expenses. 

71. — Prosecutor may be required to give security. — ^Any complainant, informant, or 
prosecutor may be required to give security for all costs of the prosecution, including 
those of the accused ; and every complainant, &c., not a citizen of the United States, 
shaU be so required, unless, in the Consul's opinion, justice will be better promoted 
otherwise ; and when such security is refused the prosecution shall abate. 

72. — Honourable acquittal. — When the innocence of the accused, both in law and 
in intention, is manifest, the Consul shall add to the usual judgment of acquittal the 
word ••honourable." 

73. — Costs. — In such case judgment may be given and execution issued sum- 
marily against any informer, complainant, or prosecutor for the whole costs of the 
tnaly including those of the accused or for any part of either or both, if the proceeding 
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appears to have been groundless and vexatious, originating in corrupt, mal icious, or 
vindictive motives. 

74. — Mifwr offences, — Consuls will ordinarily encourage the settlement of all 
prosecutions not of a heinous character bj the parties aggrieved or ooncerned. 

Xin.— Oaths, 

75. — Oaths shall be administered in some language that the witness understands. 

76. — Not Christian. — A witness not a Christian shall be sworn according to his 
religious belief. 

77. — Atheist. — An avowed atheist shall not be sworn, but may affirm, under the 
pains and penalties of perjury ; the credibility of his evidence being for the considera- 
tion of the Consul. 

78. — Affirmation. — A Christian conscientiously scrupulous of an oath may affirm 
under the pains and penalties of perjury. 

XIV. — Dockets, Eecords, &c. 

79. — Civil docket — Each Consul shall keep a regular docket or calendar of all 
civil actions and proceedings, entering each case separately, numbering it consecutively, 
to the end of his term of office, with the date of filings the names of the parties in 
full, their nationality, the nature of (he proceeding, the sum or thing claimed, with 
minute and dates of all orders, decrees, continuances, appeals^ and proceedings until 
final judgment. 

80. — Criminal. — He shall keep another regular docket for all criminal cases, with 
sufficient similar memoranda. 

81. — Filing papers. — All original papers shall be filed at once and never removed; 
no person, but an officer of the Consulate or Minister, should be allowed access to 
them. All papers in each case must be kept together in one inclosure, and numbered 
as in the docket with the parties' names, the nature of the proceeding, the year of 
filing the petition, and of final judgment, conspicuously marked on the inclosure, and 
each year's cases kept by themselves in their order. 

XV* — Limitation op Actions and Peoskctttions. 

82. — Criminai. — Heinous offences, not capital, must be prosecuted within six 
years ; minor offences within two. 

83. — CivU. — Civil actions based on written promises, contract, or instrument^ 
must be commenced within six years after the cause of action accrues ; others within two. 

84. — Absence; fraudulent concealment. — In prosecutions for heinotis offences not 
capital, and in civil cases involving more than $500, any absence of respondent oi 
defendant for more than three months at a time from China shall be added to the 
limitations ; and in civil oases involving more than |100, the period during which the 
cause of action may be fraudulently concealed by defendant shall likewise be added. 

XVI. — General Provisions. 

85. — IViafojpttWic.— All trials and proceedings in the United States Consular 
Courts in China shall be open and public. 

86. — Interpreting and translating. — Papers and testimony in a foreign language 
shall be translated into English by a sworn interpreter, appointed by the Consul, iu 
civil cases to be paid by petitioner. Oaths and questions shall be translated by the 
interpreter from the English for any witness who does not understand English. 

87. — Testimony. — Parties may be required to file their petitions, answers, com- 
plaints, informations, and all other papers addressed to the Court, in English ; or 
they may be translated by the interpreter at the Consul's discretion. AU testimony 
must be taken in writing in open Court by the Consul or his order, signed by 
the witness, after being read over to him for his approval and correction, and it shall 
form part of the papers in the case. 

88. — Adjoumm^t. — The Consul may adjourn his Court from time to time, and 
place to place, within his jurisdiction, always commencing proceedings and giving 
judgment at the Consulate. 

89. — Officer. — All processes not served by the Consul personally must be executed 
by an officer of the Consulate, who shall sign his return, specifying the time and mode 
of service, and annexing an account of his fees. 
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90. — Copies on appeal.^On appeal, copies of all the papers must be paid for ia 
advance by the appellant, except in criminal cases where respondent is unable to pay. 

91. — C765n6». — Any person interested is entitled to a copy of any paper on file, on 
prepayment of the fee. 

92. ~B6a8onable clearness, precision, and certainty should be required in the 
papers; and substantial justice ana ail practicable dispatch are expected in the decisions. 

93. — Definition of Consul, — The word Consul'* is intended to include the Consul- 
Oeneral, and any Vice-Consul or Deputy-Consul actually exercising the Consular 
power at any Consulate, unless the sense requires a more limited construction. 

94. — Associates. — Each associate in a Consular trial shall, before entering on his 
duties, be sworn by his Consul. Before taking the oath, he may be challenged by 
either party, and for sufficient cause excused, and another drawn. 

95. — Contempt. — Consuls will always preserve order in Court, punishing sum- 
marily any contempt committed in their presence, or any refusal to obey their lawful 
summoDs or order, by imprisonment not exceeding 24 hours, or by fine not eiceeding 
fifty dollars and costs. 

96. — Attorney. — Every party to a civil or criminal proceeding may be heard in 
person, or by attorney of his choice, or by both; but the presence of counsel shall 
be under the exclusive control and discretion of the Consul. 

97. — Accounts. — The accounts of the Consular Courts shall be kept in United 
States* currency, and every order of deposit, decree of costs, taxation of fees, and 
generally everv paper issuing originally from the Court, shall be expressed in dollars 
and cents, aii(f satisfied in the United States' metallic currency, or its equivalent.

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XVm,— Proviso. 

106. — All decrees heretofore issued by authority of the Commissioners and 
Minister of the United States to Chinn, which are inconsistent in whole or in part with 
the provisions of this Decree, are hereby annulled, and those portions are henceforth 
Toid and of no effect ; and the promulgation of these rules abrogates no authority 
hitherto lawfully exercised by Consuls in China not inconsistent herewith. 



ADDITIONAL REGULATIONS. 
These regulations have been decreed, as having the force of law in the Consular 
Court of the United States in China, by James B. Angell, Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary of the United' States, and d ited May 26th, 1881. They have 
been assented to by the various United States Consuls in China and are as follow: — 

1. — In civil proceedings between American citizens in the Consular Courts in 
China, the service of summons upon the defendant, if he is found within the Empire 
of China, shall be personal. That is, the copy of the complaint and summons duly 
certified by a Marshal of any Consular Court in China shall be delivered into the 
hands of ^e person to be served. The oflScer serving the summons shall certify 
the same to the Consul before whom the suit is brought. 

2. — When the defendant has removed from or is absent from the Empire, or 
conceals himself therein to avoid the service of summons, and the fact appears by 
affidavit to the satisfaction of the Consul, and it also appears by such affidavit or by 
the verified complaint on file that a good cause of action exists against the defendant, 
or that he is a necessary party to the action, such Consul may make an order that 
the service be made by publication of the summons. Such order shall direct the 
publication to be made in a newspaper of general circulation (to be named) for such 
length of time as may be reasonable, in not less than six issues of such paper, if a 
daily, and in not less than four issues, if a weekly. Such publication shall be made 
in a newspaper published nearest to the Consulate where the suit or proceeding is 
pending, at least five months before the time fixed for the trial by the Consul. In 
case of publication, when the residence of a non-resident or absent defendant is 
unknown, the Consul shall direct a copy of the complaint and summons, duly 
certified, and addressed to the person to be served at his supposed place of residence, 
to be deposited in the Post Office by the Marshal of the said Court. 



ADDITIONAL REGULATIONS 
In accordance with Section 5 of the Act of Congress approved June 22nd, 1860,

undertake, in default of such appearance, to pay any sum of money that 
may be adjudged against the defendant in the suit, with costs. 
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4. — Should a defendant offer, in lieu of bail for Ids appearance, to 
deposit a sum of money, or other valuable property sufficient to answer 
the claim against him, with the costs of tbe suit, the Coart may accept 
such deposit. 

5. — In the event of the defendant neither fumishin? security nor 
offering a sufficient deposit, he may be committed to custody until the 
decision of the suit, or if jndjjment be given against the deiemlant, until 
the execution of the decree, if the Court shall so order. 

6. — If it shall appear to the Court that the arrest of tho defendant wa« 
applied for on insufficient grounds, vr if the suit of the plaintiff is dismissed, 
or judgment is given against him by default or otherwise, and it shall 
appear to the Court that there whs no probable ground for instituting the 
suit, the Court may (on the application of the defendant) award against 
the plaintiff such amount, not exceeding the sum of on«* thousand dollars^ 
as it may deem a reasonable compensation to the defendant for any injury 
or loss which he may have sustained by reason of su^h arrest : Provided 
that the Court shall not award a larg r wmount of compensation und» r 
this Section than it is competent to such Court to decree in an action for 
dainagt s. An award of compensation under this section shall bar any 
suit for damages in respect of such arrest. 

Interim Attachment of his Property. 
XVII. — If the defendant, with the intent to obstruct or delay the 
execution of any decree that may be passed against him, is about to dispose 
of his property, or any part thereof, or to remove any such property from 
the jurisdiction of the Court, the plaintiff may apply to the Courr, either 
at ti e time of the institution of the suit or any time thereafter until final 
judgment, to call u[»on the defendant to furnish sufficient security to fulhl 
any decree that may be made against him in the suit, and on his failing 
to give such security, to direct that any property, moveable or immoveable, 
belonging to the defendant, shall be attached, until the further order of 
the Court. 

2. — The application shall contain a specification of the property re- 
quired to be attached, and the estimated value thereof, so far as the plain- 
tiff can reasonably ascertain the same ; and the plaintiff shall, at the tim« 
of making the application, declare that to the best of his information and 
belief, the defen dant is about to dispose of or remove his property with 
such intent as aforesaid. 

3. — If the Court, after making such investigation as it may consider 
necessary, shall be satisfied that th*^ defendant is about to dispose of or 
remove tiis property, with intent to obstruct or delay the execution of the 
decree, it shall be lawful for the Court to issue a warrant to the sheriff, 
commanding him to call upon the defendant, within a time to be fixed by 
the Court, either to furnish security in such sum as may be specified in 
the order, to produce and place at the disposal of the Court when required 
the said property, or the value of the sam(% or such portion thereof aa 
may be sufficient to fulfil the decree, or to appear and show cause why he 
should not furnish security. The Court may also in the - warrant direct 
the attachment until further order of the whole or any portion of the 
property specified in the application. 

4. — If tl»e defendant lail to show such cause or to furnish the required 
security withm the lime fixed by the Ceurt, the Court may direct that 
the property specified in the application, if not already attached, or such 
] ortion thereof as si all be suflfii ient to fulfil the deciee, shall be attached 
until further orilcr. If the defenciant show such cause or furnish the 
required security, and the property specific d in the application, or any 
portion of it, shall have been attached, the Court^hall order the attachment 
to be withdrawn. 
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5. — ^Tbe altachmeDt shall be made according to the nature of the^^^^ 
property to be atracbed, in the manner hereinafter preacribed for the 
Attachment of property in execution of a decree for money. 

6. — The attachment shall not affect the rights of persons not parties p^f^^^^^ 
to the suit, and in the event of any claim being preferred to the pioportv ci»iiM to 
attached before judgment, such claim shall be investigated in the manner jlJj^oSJ 
hereinafter prescribed for the investigation of claims to property attached 

in execution of a decree for money. 

7. — In all cases of attachment before judgment, the Court shall at 

any time remove the same, on the defendant furnishing secuiity as above * *° * 
required, t gether with security for the costs of the attachment.

Injunctions. 

XVUI. — In any suit in which it shall be shown to the satisfaction of To auy WMte» 
the Court that any property whii^h is in dispute in the suit is in danger of SuSuSion.' 
being wasted, damaged, or alienated by any party to the suit, it shall 
be lawful for the Court to issue an injimction to such party, commanding 
him 10 refrain from doing the particular act complained of, or to give 
8uch other order for the purpose of staying and preventing him from 
wasting, damaging, or alienating the property, as to the Court may seem 
meet, and in all cases in which it may appear to the Court to be necessary 
for the preservation or the better management or custody of any property 
which is in dispute in a suit, it shall be lawful for the Court to a|. point a 
receiver or manager of such property, and, if need be, to remove the person 
in whose possession or custody the property may be from the possession ] ^ 
or custody thereof, and to commit the same to the custodv of such receiver 
or manager, and to grant to such receiver or manager all such powers for 
ibe management or the preservation and improvement of the property and 
the collection of the rents and profits thereof, and the application and 
disposal of such rents and profits, as to the Court may seem proper. 

2. — In any suit for restraining the defendant from the committal of g^'^^ at" 
any breach of contract or other injury, and whether the same be accom- Contractor 
panif-d by any ckim for damages or not, it si all be lawful for the plain- ^Sunjj^iijS^ 
tiff, at any lime after the eommcncem* nt of the suit, and whether before of Br^iok. 
or after judgment, to apply to the Court for an injunction to restrain the 
defendant from the repetition or the continuance of the breach o\ contr act 
or wrongful act compLined of, or t:.e coraniitt.il of any breach of con'iact 
or injury of a like kind arising out of the same contract or leLiting tx» the 
•ame property or right : and such injunction may be granted by the Court 
on sucii terms as to the duration of ihe injimction, keepinof an account, 
giving security, or otherwise, us to ti e Court shall seem reasonab e and just, 
and in case ot disobedience, such injunction may he enforced by impr son- 
meni in ihe sam«* manner as a decree for specific performance: Provided 
alwa\8 that any order for an injunction may be discharged or varied, or 
set aside by the Court, on application made thereto by any party dis- 
aatisfied with such order. 
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3. — The Court may iu every case before granting an injunction direct 
such reasonable notice of the application for the same to be given to the 
opposite party as it shall see fit.

— Where the extreme urgency or other peculiar circumstances 
of the case appear to the Court so to require, it shall be lawful for the 
Court on the application of any plaintiff or of its own motion, by warrant 
under the seal of the Court, to stop the clearance or to order the arrest 
and detention by the sheriff of any ship about to leave the C(>lony (other

sum of one thousand dollars, as it may deem a reasonable compensation 
for the expense or injury occasioned by the issue of the warrant, and such 
compensation shall be paid to such parties as the Court shall direct: 
Provided that the Court shall not award a larger amount of compensanon 
under this section than it is competent to such Court to decree in an action 
for damages. An award of compensation under this section shall bar any 
suit for damages in respect of such detention of a ship. 

3. — The Court may at any time release a ship detained under this 
section upon such terms as it shall deem reasonable. 

Chapter III. — Belief from Adverse Claims— Death, Marriaqb, 
OR Bankruptcy of Parties. 
Belief from Adverse Claims, 

XX. — Upon application made on behalf of any defendant, and sup- 
ported by affidavit showing that such defendiint does not claim any interest 
in the subject matter of the suit, but that the right thereto is claimed, or 
supposed to belong to son:e other party who has sued or is expected to sue 
ior the same, and that such defendant does not in any manner collude 
with such other party, but is ready to brii.g into Court, or to pay or dis- 
pose uf the subject matter of the suit in such manner as the Court or any 
judge thereof may direct, it shall be lawful for the Court in all ^uits or 
proceedings whatsoever, and although the titles of the claimants have not 
a common origin, but are adverse to and independent of one another, to 
make rules and orders calling upon such other party to appear and to state 
the nature and particulars ot his claim, and maintain or relinquish the 
Mme, and if be maintains it, to make himself defendant in the same suit; 
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or with 'he consent of the pi tint iff and such other partj, maj dispose of 
tbe question between them in a summary manner. The sheriff mij obtain 
reh'ef under this section if the adverse claimants have given him notice of 
their claims, though none of them may have commenced proceediugs.

In such case, the Court shall issue a 
notice to such persons in the manner provided in the code for the service 
of a writ of summons on a defendant, and on proof of due service of such 
notice the person so served, whether he shall have appeared or not, shall 
be bound by all proceedings in the cause. 

5. — In case a petition states two or more distinct causes of suit, by 
and against the same parties, and in the same rights, the Court may, either 
before or at the hearing, if it appears inexpedient to try the different 
causes of suit together, order that different records be made up, and make 
such order as to adjournment and costs as justice rt quires. 

6. — In case a petition states two or more distinct causes of suit, but 
not by and against the same parties, or by and against the same parties 
but not in the same rights, the petition may, on the application of any 
defendant, be amended or dismissed 

XXIX. — As soon as practicable after the filing of the petition, the 
plaintiff shall cause a copy thereof under the seal of the Court to be served 
upon every defendant to the suit, and such copy shall contain a memo- 
randum endorsed thereon requiring the defendant to file an answer to tbe 
petition within ten days from the day of such service, or in cases of service 
out of the jurisdiction, within such time as the Court shall have ordered.

Chapteb VII. — Pbeliminabies OP Tbial. 

Setting down of Cause for Hearing. 
XL VIII. — No cause shall be set down for heariug without an order 
of the Court first obtained on summons. 

2. — At the expiration of the time allowed for answering, and whether 
an answer shall have been filed or not, the Court may, on the application 
of the plaintiff, order the cause to be set down fur hearing. 

3. — An order to set down the cause may be made on the application 
of the defendant by summons, if it appears to the Court, bavino^ regard 
to the stat^ of the pleadings, that the cause is ready to be heard, and that 
there has been delay on the part of the plaintiff in obtaining an order for 
setting down the cause, for wbich tLe plaintiff has no reasonable excuse 
(as the absence or illness of a material witness), and th^it the defendant 
is prejudiced, or may reasonably be expected to be prejudiced by such delay. 

IHsmissal for Want of Prosecution, 

XLIX. — Where the plaintiff does not obtain an order for setting down 
the cause within one month from the time at which he might first apply 
for such an order, the defendant may apply by motion for an order to 
dismiss the petition for want of prosecution.

Mode of Trial — Juries.

2. — The summons for setting down the cause for hearing shall specify To be detor. 
the mode of trial desired by the party making the application. 

3. — The Court on the hearing of the summons shall make such order Order thereon, 
as to the mode of trial as it shall think fit : Provided always that if either 

party shall desire a trial by jury before one of the two judges he shall be 
entitled thereto as of right. 

4. — If it shall appear expedient at the hearing of any cause before Power of Court

8. — No such question shall he asked, unless the person asking it has rea- 
sonable grounds for believing that the imputation it conveys is well founded.

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5. — ^Where there are inanv erasures, interlineations, or alterations, ErMures, In- 
so that the aflSdavit proposed to be sworn is illegible or difficult to read, ^^^^^^^^^p 
oris, in the judgment of the officer before whom it is proposed to be 

sworn, so written as to give any facility for being added to, or in any way 
fraudulently altered, he may refuse to take the affidavit in its existing 
form, and may require it to be re- written in a clear and legible and 
unobjectionable manner. 

6. — Any affidavit sworn before any judge, officer, or other person in before whom 
the United Kingdom or in any British colony, possession, or settlement *

Witness Dead^ Insane^ or not Appearing. 
LVm. — Where any person who might give evidence in any suit 
or matter is dead, insane, or unavoidably absent at the time his evidence 
might b^ taken, or for a .y reason consiaored suflBcient by the Court, can- 
not appear t > give evidence in the suit or matter, the Court may, if it 
thinks tit, receive proof of any evidence given by him in any former judi- 
cial proceeding : Provided that the subject matter of such former judicial 
proceeding was substantially the same as that of the existing suit and 
that the parties to the existing suit were parties to it or bound by it, and 
in it had cross-examined or bad an opportunity of cross-examining the 
witness of whose evidence proof is to be given. 

Admission of Documents and Facta. 
LIX. — Where all parties to a suit are competent to make admission, 
any party may call on any other party, by notice filed in the Court and 
served under order of the Court, to admit any documents, or any fact, 
saving just exceptions. 

2. — In case of refusal or negl«?ct to admit, the costs of proof of the 
document or fact shnll be paid by the party refusing or neglecting, what- 
ever be the result of the cause, unless the Court is of opinion that the 
refusal or n g'eit to admit was reasonable.

Inspection and Production of Documents.

Supplemental Statement.

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Withdrawal and Adjustment of Suits. 
LXVI. — If the plaintiff, at any time before final judgment, satisfy 
the Court that th< re are suflBcient grounds ior permitting him to withdraw 
from the suit with liberty to bring a fresh suit for the same matter, it 
shall be competent to the Court to grant such permission on such terms 
as to costs oi otherwise as it may d» em proper. In any such fresh suit, 
the plaintiff i^hall be bound by the rules for the limitation of accounts in 
the same manner as if the first suit had not been brought.

2. — If t» e judgment of the Court is reserved at the hearing, parties 
to the suit shall be summoned to hear judgment, unless the Court at the 
hearing states the day on which judgment will be delivered, in which casp 
no summons to hear judgmrnt shall be issued. 

3. — All parties shall be deemed to have notice of any judgment, if the 
same is pronounced at the hearing of the application or suit. 

4. — All parties duly served with notice to attend and hear judgment 
shall be deemed to have notice of the judgment when pronounced. 

5. — A minute of every judgment, whether final or interlocutory, fhall 
be made by the Registrar or a clerk of the Court, and every such minute 
shall be a decree of the Court, and shall have the full force and effect of a 
formal decree : Provided always th:»t the (Jourt may order a formal decree 
to be drawn up on the application of either party. 

6. — When the suit is for a sum of money clue to the plaintiff, the 
Court may, in the decree, order interest, at such rate as the Court may 
think pre per, to be paid on the principal sum adjudged from the date of 
the suit to the date of ju'lgment, in addition to any interest adjudged 
on such principal sum for any period prior to the date of the suit ; with 
further interest on the aggregate sum so adjudged and on the cost of the 
suit from the date of the decree to the date of payment. 

7. — In all judgments for the payment ot money, the Court may, for 
any sufficient reason, order that the amount shall be paid by instalments 
with or without Interest. 

8. — If the delendant shall have been allowed to set-off any demand 
against the claim of the plaintiff the judgment shall state what amount 
is due to tbe plaintiff and what amount (if any) is due to the defendant, 
and shall be for the recovery of any sum which shall appear to be due to 
either party. The judgment of the Court with respect to any sum awarded 
to the defendant shall have the same effect and be subject to the same 
rules as if such sum had been claimed by tbe defendant in a separate suit 
against the plaintiff. 
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9. — A person directed by a decree or order to pay money, or do any Decree to be 
other act, is bound to obey the decree or order without any demand for i)e^^d!^*^*^"* 
payment or performance. 

10. — Whenever the Court shall deli 7er a written judgment the original, written 
or a copy thereof signed by the ju Ige, shall be filed in the suit or other fo^bf flii* 
proceeding. 

Beview of Judgment — Be-hearing — New Trial, 
LXVTIL — ^The Court may in any case, on such terms as seem just. General Powew 
review any judgment, or order a re-hearing or new trial, with or without ^^^^^ ^ouru 
a stay of proceedings.

Chapter XI. 
Investigation as to Property of Judgment Debtor.

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Bxamination of ^- — Whetber the pcrson summoned appears or not, the person pro- 
other Witnesses, gecutinii the I'eereo, and all other wltnes^es whom the Court thiuki

6.— The Court may, if it thinks fit, adjourn the hearing of th« sum- 
mons from tmie to time, and require from tl«e person suraraone i uuch 
security for his aj^pearance at the adjourned hearing as seems 6t, and in 
default of his findii g security, may, by warrant, commit him to pri on, 
there to r niain nntil the adjourned bearing, unless sooner dischirg d, 

6. — The Court may, upon such investigation as aforesaid, make any 
interim order for the protecti^'n of any pro|>« rty applicable or available in 
di^cbarge of the decree, as it shall think expedimt. 

Mode of Enforcing Decrees. 

— If the decree be for Ian I or other immoveable property, the 
decree holder shall be put iu possession thereof, if necessary, by the 
Sheriff or other officer executing the decree. 

2. — If the decree be tor any pecific moveable, or for the specific 
f^erfo^^nce^TfV^^^^^^^^^ -^ ^"7 Contract or other particular act, it shall be enforced 

by the i-eizure, if practicable, of the specific moveable and the del very 
thereof to the party to whom it shall have been adjudg <l, or by impriiion- 
ment of the pnrty against wh 'm the decree is ma fe, or l3y attaching his 
property and keeping the same under attachm< nt until further order of the 
Court or by b th impr >oijmentand attachment if necessary ; or if alterna- 
tive darnages be awarded, levying snch damages in the mode provided 
for the execution of a decree for mon y. 

3. — It the decree be for money, it shall be enforcd by the imprison- 
ment of the pnrty again >t whom the decree is made, or by the attachment 
and sale of his pro[>erty, or by both, if necessary; an ! if such party be 
other than a defendant, the decree may be enforced against him in the 
same maimer as a decree may be enforced agninst a defendant. 

4. — If the decree be for the execution of a deed, or for the indorse- 
ment of a negotiable instrument, and the party ordered to execute or 
indorse such dee i or negotiable instruuiCnt shall neglect or refuse so 
to do, any party interestea m having the same executed or indorsed may

fail to satisfy the Court that he has duly applied such property of the 
decease i as shall be pro^ e 1 to have come into his i^ossession, the decree 
may be executed against the defendant to the extent of the property not 
duly applied by him in the same manner as if the decree had been against 
the defendant personally. 

AfiimtSnretiea. 6- — Whenever a person has become liable as security for the perfor- 
manco of a decree, or of any part thereof, the decree may be executed 
against such person to the extent to which he has rendered hiuaself 
liable in the same manner as a decree may bo enforced against a 
defendant. 

7, — The following property is liable to attac'»ment and sale in execu- 
tion of a decree, namely, land, houses, yoods, money, bank-notes, cheques, 
bills of exchange, promissory notes, government securities, bond^, or other

mo^eablH or immoveable, belonging to ihe r^efendant, and whether the 
same be held in his 09,n name or by another person in tnist lor him or 
on his behalf. 

8.— All moneys payable under a decree shall be paid into Court, Payment into 
unless the Court shall otherwise direct. No adjustment of a decree, nicwS''*' 
part or in whole, shall be recognised by the Court unles such adjustment 
be made through the Court, or be certified to the Court by the |ier-on in 
ivhose favour tue decree has been made, or lo whom it has been trans- 
&rred« 

Immediate Execution, 
LXXT. — The Court may, at the time of making the decree, on ^JiSttibJ* 
▼erhal applic ation of the party in whose fa our the de^tre** is made, order Taxation of* 
immediate execution thereof, except as to so much as relates to the costs, 
and that the decree shall be executed as to costs a^ soon as the amount 
thereof shall be ascertained by fixation. 

Application for Execution in ordinary Cases. 
LXXII. — When any p »rty in whose favour a decree his been '^^^^ ^^^e^^tSar 
a desirous of enforcing the same, he shall apply to the Registrar for— Form JE* 
execution.

the enforcement of the decree be applied for against the representative of againrt 
an original party to the suit, the Court shall issue a notice to the party of^ri^nSipirty. 
against whom execution may be applied for requiring him to show cause, 
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within a limited p riod to be fixed by the Court, why the decree should 
not be executed against him : Provided that no such notice shall le neces- 
sary in consequence of an interval of more than one year having elapsed 
between the date of decree and the application lor execution, if the

than the defendant, the claim shall be numbered and registered as a suit 
between the decree holder as plaintiff and the claimant as defendant, and 
the Court shall, without prejudice to any proceedings to which the claimant 
may be liable for such resistance or obstruction, proceed to investigate the 
claim in the same manner and with the like power |as if a suitffor the 
property had been instituted by the decree-holder against the claimant 
under the provisions of this Code, and shall make such order for staying 
executiun of the decree, or executing the same, as it may deem proper in 
the circumstances of the case- 
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5. — If any person other than the defendant shall be dispossessed of where Right of 
any land or other immoveable property in exeoution of a decree, and such dUpXi° 
person shall dispute the right of the decree-holder to dispossess him of 

sach property un<ler the decree, on the ground that the property was bond 
fide in his possession on bis own account, or on account of some other

persons from receiving the same by purchase, gift, or otherwise. 

5. — Wbere the property shall consist of debts not being negotiable Debts and 
instruments, or of shares in any public company or corporation, the compl^ei[*^^^° 
attachment shall be made byaw ritten order prohibiting the creditor from 

receiving the debts, and the debt or from making payment thereof to any 
person whomsoever, until tne further order of the Court, or prohibiting 
the person in whose name the shares may be standing from making any 
transfer of the shares or receiving payment of any dividends thereof, and 
the manager, secretary, or other proper officer of the company or corpora- 
tion from permitting any such transfer or making any such payment, until 
such further order. 

6. — Property in the custody or under the control of any public officer q^^J^^^^^^^ 
in his official capacity shall be liable to attachment in execution of a decree pSbUc Officer 
vith the consent of the Attorney-General, and property in cvstodid legis ^ V* 

shall be liable also to attachment by leave of the Court. In such cases, 
the order of attachment must be served on such public officer, or on the 
fiegistrar, as the case may be, 

f^r^f^nlf> Ongmaifrom 
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7. — Where the property shall c« nsist of a negotiable 'nstrnment, the 
attachment shall be ma<le bv actual seizure, and the Sheriff or other officer 
shall bring tho i^atne iiiio Court, and such instrument shall be held subject 
to the further orders ot the Court. 

8. — In the case of goods, chattels, or other moveable property not in 
the pt ssession of the defendant, an office copy of t e or<)er shall be 
delivered to the person in possession of the property. In the case of lunds, 
houses, or other imm<weable property, or any interest therein, an office 
copy of the ordor slui^l be n giatered in the Land Office under Ordinance 
No. 3 of 1814. In the case of debts, tffice copies of the ordt-r shall be 
delivered to or servefl upon each individual debt r. And in case of shares 
in the capital or joint stock of any pul'lic company or corporation, an office 
copy of tlie ord(T shall be deliven^d to or served upon the manager, 
secretary, or ot her pr per officer of the company or corporation. 

9. — After any attachment shall have been made by actual seizure, or 
by written order as ^foresaid, a»»d in th<! case of ru attachment by written 
order after it shall have been duly int mated and made known in manner 
aforesaid, any alien.ition without leave of the Court of ti e prop, rty 
attached, whether by sale, gift, or other ise, and any payment of the debt 
or delits, or dividentis, or shares to the defendant during the continuance 
of the attachment, shall be nu 1 and vo d. 

10. — In every case in which a debtor shall be prohibited from making 
payment of hts debt to the creditor, he may pay the amount into Court, 
and such paym nt shall have the same effect as payment to the party 
entitled to re<eiv- the debt. 

11. — In all cases of attachment under this chapter, it shall be com- 
petent to the Court, at any time during the attachmeht, to direct that tmy 
part of the property fo attached as shall consist of money or bank-n »tes, 
or a suffici(M.t jtart thereof, shill be paid ov^r to the party applying f r 
execution of the decree, or ihut any part of the property so attached as 
may not coi sist of money or bank-note?*, so far as may be necessary for 
the satisfaction <•£ the decree, shall be sold, and that the money which may 
be realized by such sale, or a sufficient part thereof, shall be paid to such 
party. 

12. — When the property attached shall consist of debts due to the 

Earty who may b - answerable for the amo nt of the decree, or of any lands, 
ouses, or other immoveable property, it shall be competent to the Court 
to appoint a matiager of the said property with ptiwer to sue lor the debts, 
and to collect the rents or other receip s and profits of the land or other 
immoveable property, and to execute such deods or instruments in writing 
as may be necossaiy for the purpose, and to pay and apply such rents, 
profits, orreeei^it toward the payment of the amount of the decree and 
costs : or ^^ hen the pr«»perty attached shall consist of land, if ihe ju gmeni 
debtor can satisfy the Court that there is reasonable ground to b« lipve 
that the amount of the judgment may be raised by the mortgage of the 
land, or by letting it on lease, or by ^iisposing by piivate fiale of a portion 
of the land, or of jiny other properly belonging to the ju'^gment debtor, it 
shall be competent t«' the Court, on the ap|dic5ition of the judgment debtor, 
to postpone the su\ for such peri d as it may think proper, to enable the 
judgment debtor to r.dne the amount. In any case in which a manager 
shall be appointed under this section, such manager shall be bound to 
render due and proper accounts of his rec ipta and disbursements^ from 
time to time, as thr Court may direet. 

13. — If the judgment debtor shall be absent from the Colony, and it

But if it sha'i appear to the sati.sfaction uf tht» Court 
tiat the land or other immo-eable or mo eab e property was in po session 
of tbe party ai^aiust whom execution is so ght, as his own property, and not 
on account of any other person, or was in the p ssession of some person in 
trust lor him, or in the occupancy of persons payii ^ rent to him at the time 
when the property was attached, the Court shal disiillo^vthec aim. The|)arty 
against whom the order may be given sh.iU be at liberty to brin<: a suit to 
establish his ri-iit at any time within one yi-ar from the date of the order. 

2. — Tbe claim or objection shall bo made at the earliest cjpportimity f^^^im^or^o^^ 
to the Court; and it the pro[)erty ;o which the claim or obj net ion applies p*^/erred»ttfce 
ihall ha*e been advertised for sale, the sale may (if it appears n* cossary) l^^^^^^^ 
be postponed fort e purpO'^e of making the in estig itton mentioned in 
the last preceding paragtajih: Pro ided that no such inv '**tigf^ tion shall 
be mride it it appear that the making of the claim or objecti<»n was 
designedly and unnecessarily delayed, with a uew to ob truci the ends of 
justice, and in such case the claimant bhall be left to prosecute his claim 
by a regular suit. 

Of Sales in Execution of Decree. 
LXXVin. — Sales in execut on of decree ^hiill be made under the J^JJq'JJ^ 
direction of the Regi-trar, and shall be co ducted according to such ©? &je.*^"^ 
orders, if any, as the Court may make on the applicali«»n of any parties 
concerned, and all such sales shall be made by public auction : Pro idcd 
that it shall be competent to tbe Court to authorize the sale to be made 
iu such other manner as it may deem advibable. 
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2. — At any time within ten days from V\e date of the sa'e of any 
immoveable property, application may be made to the Court to set aside 
the sale on the ground ot any material irregularity in tl)e conduct of the 
sale, but no sale shall be set aside on the ground of such irre.^ularity 
unless the applicant shall prove to the satisfaction of the Court that he 
has sustained substantial injury by reason of such irregularity. 

3. — If no such application as is mentioned in the last preceding para- 
graph be made, the sale shall be deemed absolute. If such application 
be made and the objection be nisallowed, the Court shall make an order 
confirming the sale ; and in like manner if the objection be allowed, the 
Court shall make an order setting aside the sale for irregularity. 

4. — Whenev'^r a sale of immoveab e property is set aside, the pur- 
chaser shall be entitled to receive back any money deposited or paid by 
him on account of such sa e with or without interest, to be paid by such 
parties and in such manner as it may appear proper to the Court to direct 
in each instance. 

5. — After a sale of immoveable property shall have become absolute 
in manner aforesaid, the? Court shall grant a certificate to the person who 
may have bjen declan-d the purchaser at such sale, to the effect that he 
has purchased the right, title, and interest of the defendant in the property 
sold, and such certificate shall be liable to the same stamp duty as an 
assignment of the same property, an 1 when duly stamped as aforesaid, 
shall be taken and dt^med to be a valid transfer of such right, title, and 
interest, and may be registered in the Land OflBce under Ordinance No. 8 
of 1884. 

6. — Where the property sold shall consist of goods, chattels, or other 
moveable property in the possession of the defendant, or to the immediate 
possession of which the defendant is entitled, and of which actual seizure 
has been made, the property shall be delivered to the purchaser. 

7. — Where the property sold shall consist of goods, chattels, or other 
moveable property to which the defendant is entitled, subject to a lien or 
right of any person to the immediate possession thereof, the delivery to 
the purchaser shall, as far as practicable, be made by the SherifF giving 
notice to the person in possession prohibiting him from delivering posses- 
sion of the property to any person except the purchaser thereof. 

8. — If the property sold shall consist of a house, land, or other im- 
moveable I'toperty, in the occupancy of a defendant or some person on 
his lehalf, or of some person claiming under a title created by the defen- 
dant subsequently to the attachment of such property, the Court shall, on 
the application of the purchaser, order delivery thereof to be made hy 
putting the party to whom the house, land, or other immoveable property 
may have been sold, or any person whom he may appoint to receive deli- 
very on his behalf, in possession thereof, and if need be, by removing 
any person who may refuse lo vacate t* e same. 

9. — If the property sold shall co isist of a house, land, or other im- 
moveable property in the occupancy of other persons entitled to occuoy 
the same, the Court shall, on the application of the purchaser, order 
delivery thereof to be made by affixing a copy of the certificate of sale in 
some conspicuous place on the house, land, or other immoveable property, 
or in the Supreme Court building. 

10. — Where the property sold shall consist of debts not being nego- 
tiable instruments, or of shares in any public company or corporation, 
the Court shall, on the application of the purchaser, make an order pro- 
hibiting the creditor from receiving the debts and the debtor from making 
payment thereof to any person or persons except the purchaser, or pro- 
hibiting the person in whose name the shares may be standing from 
making any tiansfer^ of the shares to any person except the purchaser. 
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or receiving payment of any dividends thereon, and the manager, secretary, 
or other proper officer to the company or corporation from permitting 
any such transfer or making any such payment to any person except the 
purchaser. 

11. — Where the property sold shall consist of negotiable securities of or nc^otiabu 
which actual seizure has been made, the same shall be delivered to the 
purchaser thereof. 

12. — If the indorsement, transfer, or conveyance of the party in whose Transfer of 
same any negotiable security or any shares m a public company or corpora- sharw. 
tion is standing, or in whom any mortgage or equity of redemption shall be 
Tested, shall be required to transfer the same, the Registrar may indorse 

the security or the certificate of the share, or may execute such other 
document as may be necessary for transferring the same. The indorsement 
cr execution shall be in the following form, or to the like effect : — 
"A. B. by D., Registrar of the Supreme Court of Hongkong; in a suit 
by E. P. verms A. B." Until the transfer of such security or share, the 
Court may, by order, appoint some person to receive any interest, or divi- 
dend due thereon, and to sign receipts for the same; and any int'orsement 
made or document executed, or receipts signed as aforesaid, shall be as 
valid and effectual for all purposes as if the same had been made or 
executed or signed by the party himself. 

— If the purchaser ol any immoveable property sold in execu- Obstniotmg^ 
tion of a decree shall, notwithstanding the order of the Court, be resisted obtaSnlng' 
or obstructed in obtaining possession of the property, the provisions con- i*o"»e8&fon. 
tained in Section LXXV., relating to resistance or obstruction to a party 
in whose favour a suit has been decreed in obtaining possession of the 
property adjudged to him, shall be applicable in the case of such resistance 
or obstruction. 

14. — If it shall appear that the resistance or obstruction to the delivery obstruction by 
of possession was occasioned by any person other than the defendant other thaa 
claiming a right to the possession of the property sold as proprietor, Defendant, 
mortgagee, lessee, or under any other title, or if in the delivery of posses- 
sion to the purchaser any such person claiming as aforesaid shall be dis- 
possessed, the Court, on the complaint of the purchaser, or of such person 
claiming as aforesaid, if made within one month Irom the date of such 
resistance or obstruction, or of such dispossession, as the case may be, shall 
enquire into the matter of the complaint, and make such order as may be 
proper in the circumstances of the case. The party against whom it is 
given shall be at liberty to bring a suit to establish his right at any time 
within one year from the date thereof. 

Of the Execution of Decrees by Imprisonment. 

LXXIX. — When a defendant is committed to prison in execution of 
a decree, the Court shall fix whatever monthly allowance it shall think 

Prisoner for 

sufficient for his subsistence, not exceeding twenty-five cents per day, which i>ebt- 
shall be paid by the party at whose instance the decree may have been 
executed, to the superintendent of the gaol, by monthly payment in 
advance, before the first day of each month, the first [)ayment to be made 
for such portion of the current month as may remain unexpired before 
the defendant is committed to prison. 

2. — In the case of the serious illness of any defendant imprisoned under p^^^^jJ^J^ 
a decree for debt, it shall be lawful for the Court, on the certificate of the Debt in Case 
Colonial Surgeon, to make an order for the removal of the defendant 
to the Government Civil Hospital, and his treatment there under 
custody until further order, and the period of the defendant's stay 
in hospital shall be counted as part of l is term of imprisonment for 
debt, and his subsistence money shall be paid as if no such order had 
been made. 
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3. — A defendant shall be released at any time on the dei^ree beingp 
fnlly satisfied, or at tlie request of the person at whose instance he may 
have been imprisoned, or on such person omittinff to pay the allowance 
above directed. No person shall l»e imprisoned on account of a decree for 
a longer period than one year, or for a linger period than six months if 
the decree be for the payment of money not exceeding five hundred dollars, 
or fur a lonper period than t)iree mouths if the decree be for the payment 
of money not exceeding O' e Imndred dollars. 

4. — Sums di>buiscd bv a plaintiff for the subsistence of a defendant 
in gjiol phall be added to the costs of decree, and shall be r coverable 
by the attachment and sale of the property of the defendant ; but tha 
defendant shall not be detained in cu&tody or arrested on account ot any 
sums so isbursed. 

5. — Any perscm in confinement under a decrf^e may apply to the Court 
for I is discliarge. The application shall contain a full account of all 
property of whatever nature belonging to t e applicant, whether in expec- 
ta?ii;y or in possession, and whether ho d exclusively by himself or jo ntly 
wibh o^hern, or by others in trust for > im (except the necessary wearing 
apparel of himself and his family and the necessary implements of his 
trade), and the places respectively where such property is to be found ; 
and such application shall be subscribed by the applicant and verified on 
affidavit. 

6. — On such application being ma^'e, the Court shall cause the execu- 
tion creditor to be lumished with a copy of the account of the defendant's 
property and shall fix a reasonable period within which the execution creditor 
may cause the whole or any part of such property to be attached and eold, 
or may makn proof that the defendant's inability to satisfy the decree is 
attributable to ui^ju-tifiable extravai(ance in living, or that the defendant^ 
for the purp 'se of procuring his discharge without satisfying the decree, has 
wilfullf concealed proi erty, or his rijit or interest therein, or fraudulently 
transferred or removed property, or committed any othir act of ba . faith. 
If the executioa creditor snail fail to make such proof, the Court shall cause 
the defendant to be set at liberty. If the execution creditor shall within 
the time specified, or at any subsequent period, make such proof to the 
satisfaction o( the Court, the Court shiill retain the defendant in confine* 
ment unless he shall htve already been in cotifinement on account of the 
decree for the full term of i is imprisonment. 

7. — A defendant once discharged shall not apfain be imprisoned on 
accoun* of the same decree, but his property shall continue 1 able, under 
the ordinary rules, to attachment and sale until the decree shall be fully 
satisfied. 

8. — All questions regarding the amount of any mesne profits which 
by the terms of the decree may have been reseived for adjustment iu the 
execution of decre or of any mesne jmfits or interest which u»ay be 
payable in respect of the subjeci matter of a suit between the date of the 
ms itution of the suit and execution of the decree, as well as questions 
relati' g to ^uns alleged to have b.*en paid in di-charo^e or satisfaction of 
the decree or the like, and any othiT questions aiising bet ^een the parties 
to the suit in which the decree was made and relating to the execution of 
the decree, shfill be determined l»y order of the Court. 

hnforcement of Order. 
LXXX. — Any order of the Court made m any suit or proceeding may 
be ei^forced by leave of the Court, in the manner hereinbefore provided 
for the enforcement of d« crees. 

Commitment for Disobedience to a Decree or Order, 
LXXXI. — Where any person is guilty of wilful disobedimce to a 
decree or order, the person prosecuting the uecree or order shall be entitled 
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to apply to tlie Court i'oran ord^r on the person (iisobeying such decree BfidMoeia 
or order to show cause why he should not be punished for the disobedience, •"pp®^- 
The Court, unless it sees ^ood reason to the contrary, shall; on such 
application, make an order accordingly. 

2. — llie Coui-t sh iU Dot grant the or ler except on evitlence on oath CopjtolM 
or affiJayit establishing sue!: a case as, if uncontradicted and unexplained, 

would justify the immediate commitment of the person disobeying the 
decree or order. 

3. — A certified copy of th«> order and of the affidavit or disposition on prooeedingi om 
▼hich the order is granted shall be served on the party to whom the oider *«t'ira-<i»7. 

is directed. 

4. — On the return-day of the order, if the person to whom it is directed Eniftrfemani 
dopB not attend and dors not establish a suffici< nt excuse for not ai tending;, ^^^[^jJJ^Ii 
and if the Court is satisfied that tbe order has been duly served, — or if he Ordw. 
attends and does not show cause to the satisfaction of the Court why he 

should not be punished for the disobedience, — the Court may issue a war- 
rant for his commitment to prison. 

5. — The Court may enlarge the time for the return to the order, or Durmtion of 
may, on the return of it and under circumstances which wo ild strictly l>«t«ntioiL 
justify the immediate commitment of the person guilty of the disobedience, 

direct that tbe warrant for his commitment si all issue only after a certain 
time and in the event of his continued di>ob»'dience at that tmie to the 
decree or order in respect of \%hich he h is been guilty of disobedience. 

6. — A person committed for disobediei ce to a decree or order is liable 
to be detained in custody until he Las obejed the decree or « id< r in all 
things that are to be immediately performed, and given such security as 
the Court thinks fit to ob* y the other parts of the decree or order (if any) 
at the future times thereby appoint* d,— or in case of bi^ no longer having 
the power to obey the decree or order, then, until he has been imprisoned 
for such time or until he has paid such fi^e as the Court directs. 



PART IV. 

POEEIGN ATTACHMENT AND OTHEE SPECIAL SUITS. 

Chaptbb xin. 

Foreign Attachment. 
LXXXII. — Proceedings by foreign attachment may be taken ininwiuUi 
manner hereinafter prescribed in all suits founded on contrrict or for 
detinue or trover provided that the c^use of action arose vnthin the 
jarisdiction. 

2. — Upon the filing in Court by the plaintiff in any such suit of an A^iitiobt 
affidavit to the following effect, that is to say : — 

(cu) That the cause of aotion arose within the jurisdiction; 
(b.J That the pkintiff has taken out a writ of summons against 
the defendant, but that the d fendant is absent from the 
Colony, or that there is probable cause to believe that the 
def ndant is concealing I imself to evade procee lings ; 
(e.) That the dffendunt is beneficially entitled to lands, or 
to any interest therein vrithin the jurisdiction, or to any 
moneys, securities for money, goods, chatt4'ls, or other pro- 
perty whatsoever, within the jurisdiction, in the custody, or 
under the control, of any other person within the jurisdic- 
tion, or that such other person (hereinafter called the 
garnishee) is indebted to the defendant; 
the Re^trar may issue a wiit of g«meral attachm nt against all the pro- iwueof Vfni. 
perty moveable and immoveable of the d fendant within the jurisdictioni 
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which shall be called a writ of "foreign attachment" and ghall be made 
returnable not less than fourteen days after the date thereof except bj 
special leave of the Court. 

3. — Absence from the Colony shall f<>r the purpose of proceedings by 
foreign attachment be taken to be absence for the time being, whether 
the pariy shall ever have been within the Colony or not. 

4. — Before any such writ shall issue, the plaintiff, or some one on his 
behalf, shall enter into a bond with one or more sufficient sureties, to be 
approved by the Registrar, in a penal sum equal to twice the amount of 
the claim, or in any less sum by special leave of the Court, the condition 
of which said bond shall be that in case the defendant shall, at any time 
within the period limited by this Ordinance in that behalf, cause the writ 
to be set aside, or any judgment which may be given in the suit to be 
reversed or varied, the plaintiff will pay to the defendant all such sums of 
money, damages, costs, and charj^es as the Court may order and award on 
account of or in relation to the said suit, and the said attachment, or either 
of them : Provided that the Court shall not award a larger amount of 
damages than it is competent to decree in an action for damages, and 
such award shall bar any suit for damages in respect of such at- 
tachment. 

5. — The bond shall be in such form as the Court may, from time to 
time, or in any particular case, approve and direct, and shall be entered 
into before the Registrar and deposited in Court ; and whenever it shall 
be made to appear to the satisfaction of the Court, upon affidavit or 
otherwise, that under the circumstances it is expedient that the writ 
should issue forthwith and before the bond shall have been entered inta 
as aforesaid, the Court may order the writ to issue accordingly, upon such 
terms as it shall think fit, and by the same order shall limit the time, not 
exceeding seven days from the date of the issue of the writ, within which 
the bond must be entered into and deposited as aforesaid ; and in the case 
of default of complying with the reqtiirements of such order within the 
time thereby limited, the Court may dissolve the writ, and thereupon may 
award costs and damages to the defendant in the manner hereinbefore 
provided in the case of a writ being set aside or a judgment in the suit 
being reversed or varied. 

6. — All writs of foreign attachment against moveable property shall 
be executed by the Sheriff. 

7. — Where two or more writs of foreign attachment shall issue at the 
suit of different plaintiffs, they shall take priority respectively according to 
the date and time at which they reach the hands of the Sheriff for execu- 
tion. The Sheriff shall indorse upon the writ the day and time of the 
receipt thereof. 

8. — Property in the custody or under the control of any public offi- 
cer in his official capacity shall be liable to attachment with ttie consent 
of the Attorney-General ; and property in custodid legis shall be liable to 
attachment by leave of the Court. In such cases, the writ of foreign 
attachment must be served on such public Officer or on the Registrar, as 
the case may be. 

9. — Where the defendant is beneficially entitled to lands or any in- 
terest therein, a memorial contaming a copy of the writ of foreign attach- 
ment shall be registered in the Land Office established under Ordinance 
No. 3 of 1844 in a special book to be kept for the purpose, and to be 
called the "Foreign Attachment Book"; and the date and time of such 
registration shall be duly noted and entered in the said book ; and in case 
such writ of foreign attachment shall be dissolved, or the judgment in the 
suit shall be satisfied, a certificate to that effect under the hand of the Regis- 
trar and the seal of the Court may be filed at tbe Land Office, and 
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thereupon the memorial shall be deemed to have been cancelled. The Cancellation 
fees payable to the Land Office shall be, for the registration of such 
memorial, one dollar; and for the filing of such certificate, one dollar ; and 
BO other fees shall be chargeable by the Land Office in respect thereof. 

10. — From the time of the registration in the Land Office of the Effector Be. 
memorial of a writ of foreign attachment, all lands within the jurisdiction, g'^^^* 

or any interest therein to which the defendant mentioned in such writ is 
then beneficially entitled, whether solely or jointly with others, shall, to the 
extent of his intert bt therein, and subject to Crown debts and to any bond 
fide prior title thereto, or lien or charge thereon, and to the rights and pow- 
ers of prior incumbrancers, be attached to satisfy the claim of tl:e plaintiff. 

11. — From the time of the service upon the garnishee of a writ of EflfectofSer- 
foreign attachment, all property whatsoever, within the jurisdiction, other ^umM^"' 
than lands, or any interest therein to which the defendant mentioned in moveable 
such writ is then beneficially entitled, whether solely or jointly with otiiers, ^'^'P*^^- 
and which is in the custody or under the control of the garnishee, and ail 

debt« then due or accruing due by the garnishee to the defendant, shall, 
to the extent of the defendant's interest therein, and subject to Crown 
debts and to any bond fide prior title thereto, or lien or charge thereon, and 
to the rights and powers of prior incumbrancers, be respectively attached 
io the hands of such garnishee, to satisfy the claim of the plaintiff. 

12. — The Court may, at any time before judgment, upon such Sale of moveable 
grounds as it shall deem sufficient, order any ])roperty, other than lands, order o?Couri. 
or any interest therein, attached under such writ, to be sold in such man- 
ner as it shall direct, and the net proceeds to be paid into Court. 

13. — Any garnishee who shall without leave or order of the Court, PunUhment of 
at any time after the service of the writ and before the attachment shall fh^B^got 
be dissolved, knowingly and wilfully part with the custody or control of attache2Ppro- 
any property attached in his hands, or remove the same out of the juris- l.c^Ve.'''*^^'^* 
diction of the Court, or sell or dispose of the same, or pay over any debt 

due by him to the defendant, excepting only to or to the use of the plain- 
tiff, shall pay such damages to the plaintiff as the Court shall award, and 
he shall be deemed guilty of contempt of Court : Provided that the Court 
shall not award a larger amount of damages than it is competent to decree 
in an action for damages, and such award shall bar any euit for damages 
in respect of such attachment. 

14. — In all cases where it shall be made to appear to the satisfaction castodj bj 
of the Registrar by affidavit or otherwise that there is reasonable cause s^*®"^- 

to believe that any property attached is in danger of beinp: removed out 
of the jurisdiction, or of being sold, or otherwise disposed of, the Eegis- 
trar may, by an order in writing, direct the Sheriff to seize such property 
and detain the same subject to the order of the Court : and the Sheriff 
shall thereupon seize and detain such property accordingly. 

15. — Notice of the issue of the writ of foreisjn attachment shall be Notice of 
inserted twice in the Gazette, and twice in some local newspaper, unless Jtt'wISient. 
the Court shall, by reason of the defendant having entered an appearance, 

or upon any other ground, dispense with the publication of such notice. 

16. — In cases where the place of residence of the defendant out of Notieeto 

the jurisdiction shall be known, the Court may, it it shall think fit, upon ^^J**^^" 
the application of the garnishee, or of any friend or agent of the defen- 5rde™ci 
dant, or of its own motion, and upon such terms as it may deem reason- 
able, order that notice of the writ be served upon the defendant oat of 
the jurisdiction, and that further proceedings be stayed until further 
order, but without prejudice to the attachment under the writ. 

17. — After the issue of the writ of loreign attachment (but subject Proeeedinge^ 
to the provisions of the last preceding paragraph) the plaintiff may forth- writ, "^^ ^ 
^ith file his petition, and upon such day after the return of the writ as 
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the Court shall appoint, may prooee<l to establish his claim as in ordinary 
Fuit in which there has hvi-n due service of the writ of summons and 
leave h ts been obtained to proceed ex parte. 

18. — I 'pon the hearing of the petition the Court shall proceed to 
enquire and determine wheher in fact the plaintiffs case is within the 
provisions I ere in comai ed relating to foreign atichment, and whether 
the pla ntiff Las esiabbshed his claim, and shall pronounce judgment 
accordiui^ly ; and if the plaint ff shall obtain a judgment, the Court may^ 
at the sau*e or any subsi (|uent sitting, examine, or permit the pliintilFto 
examine, tlie garnishee nnd anv o her persons, and determine what property 
mo ejible or im moveable is subject o attachment under the writ issued, 

19. — The Court n)ay, of its own motion, or at the instance of any 
person interest d in the inquiry, summon any person whom it may think 
necessary ;ind t xamine him in relrttion to such property, and may require 
the garnishee, as well as the perso»» summoned as iforesaid, to produce all 
deeds and documents in his possession or power relating to such pr'»p€rty. 

20. — If the piaintiff shall obtain judgment, the Court may, at the 
time ot p'onouncini? the decree in favour of the pi lintiff, or at any sub* 
sequent sittin*:', order that execution do issue against all or any of the 
property attached whiob the Court shall have declared to be liable to 
sa isl'y the plaintiff ■* claim, and all the provisions of this Code relating to 
execution of decrees in ordinary suits ^hall apply to execution so ordered 
against the said pro|)erty. 

21. — It 1 he plaintiff shall fail to obtain judofment, the Court shall 
thereupon dis>olve the writ of foreign attachment issued at his suit. 

22. — Whenever there shall be two or more adverse claimants to any 
goods laden on board o. any ship^ and such ship shall be attat hed in a 
suit against the s ipowner for the non-delivery of such goods, the Court 
may, in its disrrttion, on the af>plication of the master, or of the aqrent of the 
shipowner, stay the pr ceedinu'S upon such terms as the Court shall deem 
reasonable, and order such <;oods to be landed and warehoused in custodid 
legis wit out prejudice to the master's lien thereon, and may dissolve the 
attachment against the ship, and may make such orders as may be 
necessary for the determination of the rights of such adverse claimants 
upon such t< rms, as to security and other matters, as may seem just. 

23. — When ver there shall be several claimants of any property at- 
tached or to any interest ther. in, ti e Court may, in its discretion, summon 
before it all the claimants and may make such orders for the ascertaining 
of their respective rights for the custody of the property in the mean- 
while as it shall, in its discretion, think fit, either under this provision, or 
the provisions of this Code relating to adverse claims and to claims to 
attached property. 

24. — Tlie Court may stay proceedings in any suit commenced against 
a garnishee in respect of property attached in his hands, upon such terms 
as it shall think fit. 

25. — The Court at any time before judgment, upon being satisfied by 
affidavit or otht^rwise that the defendant has a substantial ground of defence, 
either wholly or in part, to the suit on the merits, may give leave to tbe 
defendant to defend the suit, without prejudice to the attachment under 
the writ. 

26. — The defendant, at any time before any property attached in the 
suit shall have been sold in satis 'action of the plaintiff's claim, may apply 
to the Court upon notice of motion for an order to dissolve the attachment 
under the writ as to the whole or any part of the property attached apon 
security being given to answer the plaintiff's claim, and the Court may 
make such order, either absolutely or upon such terms as it may deem 
reasonable, and in the meanwhile may stay or postpone any sale. 
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27. — The defendant may at any time within two years from the date ^*"JJ^^ 
of the judgment, notwithstanding that the property attached, or any part wit^two 
thereoi; shall have been bold in satisfaction of the plaintiff's claim, apply J^jSiSwi' 
to the Court upon notice of motion for an order to set aside the judgment 

and for the re-hearing of the suit, and for leave to defend the same ; and 
if it shall appear to the satisfaction of the Court that the defendant had 
no notice or Knowledge of the suit, and could not reasonably have made 
in earlier application to the Court, and that he had at the time of the 
obtaining of the judgment and still has a substantial ground of defence, 
either wholly or in part, to the suit on the merits, it shall be lawful for the 
Court to grant such order upon such terms as it may deem reasonable. 

28. — The reversal or seiting aside of a judgment, or the dissolving ^3®^^^®^ 
or setting aside of any writ of foreign attachment, or any subsequent notfTiIffeci 
proceedings, shall not affect the title of any bond fide purchaser for valuable FurcbAwrt, 
consideration of any property sold in satisfaction of the plaintiff's claim. 



Chapter XIV. 
Claims against the Chvemment. 
LXXXIII.— All claims against thd Government of the Colony of the ^^^f rSSJ. 
same nature as claims within the pro«^isions of ** The Petitions of Right Jidf-iLwJftt'" 
Act, 1860, " may, with the consent of the Ctovernor, be preferred in the 
Supreme Court, in a suit instituted by the claimant as plaintiff against 
**The Attorney. (General" as defendant. 

2. — It fcjhall not be necessary for the plaintiff to issue a writ ^>^^'J^^5*£' 
summons, but the suit shall be commenced by the filing and service of the p^tioa. 
petition upon the Crown Solicitor. 

3. — The Crown Solicitor shall transmit the petition to the Gh)v6m- Oonsmt of 
ment, and in case the Gk>vernor shall grant his consent as aforesaid, the f^^^ 
suit may proceed and be carried on under the ordinary procedure provided UeMoiu 
by this Code. 

4. — The petition and all other documents, notices, or proceedings, Jwj*?***' 
which, in a suit of the same nature between private parties would be ' 
required to be served upon the defendant, shall oe served upon the Crown 
Solicitor. 

6. — Whenever in any such suit a decree shall be made against the ^^^^^^^ 
Oovernment, no execution shall issue thereon, but a copy of such decree 
mider the seal of the Court shall be transmitted by the Court to the 
Government. 



Chapter XV. 

Summary Procedure on Bills of Exchange and Promissory Notes. 
LXXXIV.— Suits on Bills or Exchange or Promissory Notes, in- inwiut Cum. 
stituted within six months after the same become due and payable, 
may be heard and determined in a summary way as hereinafter is provided. 

2. — The Court shaU, on application, within seven days from the service i^^* »o defend, 
of the writ of summons, give the defendant leave to defend the suit on his 

paying into Court the s^jm indorsed, or on evidence on oath showing to 
the satisfaction of the Court a good legal or equitable defence, or such 
facts as would make it incumbent on the holder to prove consideration, 
or such otlier facts as the Court deems sufficient to support the applica- 
tion, and on such terms as to security and other matters, as to the Court 
seems fit ; and in that case the Court mav direct proceedings to be taken 
and carried on by petition in the ordinary way. 

3. — If the delendant tloes not so obtain leave to defend, the plaintiff, jjjjjj^fj 
on proof of due service of the writ of summons, shall be entitled, as of not obteiaed. 
course at any time after the expiration of such seven days, to an immediate 
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absolute decree for any sum not exceeding the sum indorsed on the writ 
of summons, together with interest at the rate specified, to the date of tbe 
judgment, and with costs. 

4. — Alter judgment the Court may, under special circumstances, set 
aside the judgment, and may stay or set aside execution, and may give 
leave to defend the suit, if it appears to the Court reasonable so to do, on 
such terms as to the Court may seem just. 

5. — In any proceeding under this section, it shall be competent to the 
Court to order the bill or note sought to be proceeded on to be forthwith 
deposited in Court, and further to order that all proceedings be stayed 
until the plaintiff gives security for costs. 

6. — The holder of a dishonoured bill or note shall have the same 
remedies for the recovery of the expenses incurred in the noting of the 
same for non-acceptance or non-payment, or incurred otherwise by reason 
of the dishonour, as he has under this section for the recovery of the 
amount of the bill or note. 

7. — The holder of a bill or note may, if he thinks fit, obtain one writ 
of summons under the present provisions against all or any of the parties 
to the bill or note ; and mch writ of summons shall be the commencement 
of a suit or suits against the parties therein named n spectively ; and 
all subsequent proceedings against such respective parties shall be 
carried on, as far as may be, as if separate writs of summons had 
issued. 

8. — The writ of summons or its indorsement must set forth the 
claims against the parties respectively, according to their respective al- 
leged liabilities, with suflScient precision and certainty to enable each 
defendant to set up any defence on which he individually may desire to relv. 

Chapter XVI. 
Mandamtia, 

LXXXV. — The plaintiff in any action except Replevin and Ejectment 
may indorse upon the writ and copy to be served a notice that the plain- 
tiff intends to claim a writ of Mcmdamiie^ and the plaintiff may thereupon 
claim in the petition either together with any other demand which may 
now be enforced in such action, or separately, a writ of Mandamus, com- 
manding the defendant to fulfil any duty in the fulfilment of which tha 
plaintiff is personally interested. 

2« — Tbe petition in such action shall set forth sufficient grounds upon 
which snoh claim is founded, and shall set forth that tbe plaintiff is 
personally interested therein, and that he sustains, or may sustain, damage 
by the non-performance of such duty and that performance thereof has 
been demanded by him, and refused, or neglectea. 

3. — The proceedings in anv action in which a writ of Mandamus is 
claimed shall be tbe same in all respects, as nearly as may be, as in an 
ordinary action for the re< overy of damages. 

4. — In case judgment shall be given tor the plaintiff that a,Mandamm 
do issue, it shall be lawful for the Court, if it shall see fit, to issue a 
peremptory writ of Mandamtts to the defendant commanding him forth, 
with to perform tbe duty to be enforced, and such writ in case of dis- 
obedience may be enforced by attachment. 

5. — The writ of Mandamus need not contain any recitals, but shall 
simply command the performance of tbe duty, and in other respects shall 
be in the form of an ordinary writ of execution, except that it shall be 
directed to the party and not to the Sheriff, and returnable foithwith ; 
and no return thereto, except that of compliance, shall be allowed, but 
time to return it may, upon sufficient grounds, be allovved by the Court, 
either with or without terms. 
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6. — ^The Court may, upon application by the plaintiff, besides or Court may 
instaid of prot'eeding against the aisobedient party by attachment, direct dSne'at tiie^ ^ 
that the acts required to be done may be done by the piKintiEF, or some E^^ijaoftiw 
other person appointed by the Court, at the expense of the defendant , ^ 
and upon the act being done, the amount oi sucli expense may be ascer- 
tained by the Court itself, or by reference to the Eegistrar, as the Court 
may think fit to order ; and the Court may order payment of the amount 
of sach expenses and costs, and enforce payment thereof by exe> ution. 

Chapter XVIL 
Suits in Formd Pawperis. 
LXXXVI. — Any poor person, l)efore commencing or dt fending anyHowPerton 
action or suit in the Court in his own rixht or becoming poor during the jJdl^i^* *** 
progress thereof, may apply to the Cotirt by petition for leave to sue or 
defend as a pauper, which petition shall be supported by an affidavit of 
the petitioner, and of two householders living in his neighbourhood, that 
he is not possessed of property to the amount of fifty dollars in value, 
excepting wearing apparel and the matter i>r thing claimed by him in the 
action or suit if he be plaintiff, and thereupon it shall be referred to a 
barrister to consider the casft ; and upon the petitioner producing a certi- 
ficate, signed by suth barrister, that he has considered !he case, and 
believes hirn to have a good cause ot action or defence, as the case may be, 
it shall be lawful for the Court to admit tho petitioner to sue or defend, 
afi the case may be, in formd pauperis ; and also to appoint a barrister and 
attorney to appear for him. 

2. — ^No person shall be admitted to nae in formd pauperis unless be Affldaritof 
shall have filed in Court an affidavit containing a full statement of all the P^cti* 
material facts of the case to the best of his belief 

3. — If in any case the Court thinks fit to assign a counsel or attorney comueiand 
to assist a person admitted to sue or defend in formd pauperis, or to con- ^^"^j^o^^ 
sider the case and give such certificate as aforesaid, the counsel or attorney toilet. 

BO assigned may not refuse his assistance, unless he satisfies the Court 
that he has some good reason for refusing. 

4. — No fe^* shall be taken by any barrister or attorney so assigned, iroPeeor 
nor shall any fees of Court be demanded by any oflicer of the Court from be^'^n'b^ 
any person applying or admitted to sue or defend as a pauper ; but if he Pauper, 
succeed, and the costs should be awaided to be paid by his opponent, then 

the barrister and the attorney so assigned shall be entitled to ai:d shall 
receive all such fees as the Registrar Oi the Court shall allow to them oh 
taxation, and such Court fees as would, in other cases, be chargeable shall 
be ch irged and recovered. 

5. — Any person having been admitted tos :e or defend as a pauper wiienPerton 
and becoming of ability during the progress of the cfiuse, or misbehaving ^ SSpfiJpered. 
himself therein by any vexatious or improper conduct or proceeding, or 

wilfully delaying the cause, shall, on the same being shown to the Court, 
be deprived of all the privileges of such admission. 



PAET V. 

PEOCEEDINGS BY AGREEMENT OF PARTIES,— ARBITRA- 
TION.— MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 
Chapter XVIII. 

Issues by Agreement of Parties. 

LXXXYII. — When the parties to a suit are agreed as to the question Fonn of, and 
or questions of fact or of law to be decided between them, they may state ^©^tu*^ 
the same in the form of an issue, and enter into an agreement in writing, 
which shall not be subject to any stamp duty, that upon the finding of the 
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Court in the affirmative or the negative of such issue, a sum of money 
specified in the agreement, or to be ascertained by the Court upon a ques- 
tion inserted in the issue for that purpose, shall be paid by one of the 
parties to the other of them, or that upon such finding some property 
specified in the agreement, and in dispute in the suit, shall be deliyer^ 
by one of the parties to the other of them, or that upon such finding one 
or more of the parties shall do or perform some particular act, or shall 
refrain from doing or performing some particular act, specified in the 
agreement, and having reference to the matter in dispute. 

2. — If the Court shall be satisfied, after an examination of the parties 
and taking snch evidence as it may deem proper, that the agreement was 
duly executed by the parties, and that the parties have a bond fide interest 
in the decision of such question, and that the same is fit to be tried and 
decided, it may proceed to try the same, and deliver its finding or opinion 
thereon in the same manner as i^ the issue had been framed by the Court, 
and may, upon the finding or decision on such issue, give judgment for the 
sum so agreed on, or so ascertained as aforesaid, or otherwise according to 
the terms of the agreement ; and upon the judgment which shall be so 
given, decree shall follow and may be ex* cuted in the same way as if the 
judgment had been pronounced in a contested suit. 

How Questions may be raised for the Decision of the Court by any 
persons interested. 

LXXXVIII. — Parties interested or claiming to be interested in the 
decision of any question of fact or law, may enter into an agreement, which 
shall not be subject to any stamp duty* that upon ^bh finding of the Court 
in the affirmative or negative of such question of raw or law, a sum of 
money fixed by the parties, or to be determined by the Court, shall be paid 
by one of the parties to the other of them ; or that some property, move- 
able or immoveable, specified in the agreement shall be delivered by one 
of the parties to the other of them; or that one or more of the parties 
shall do or perform some particular act or shall refrain from doing or 
performing some particular act specified in tl)e agreement. Where the 
agreement is for the delivery of some property, moveable or immoveable, 
or for the doing or performmg or the refraining to do or perform any 
particular act, the estimated value of the property to be delivered, or to 
which the act specified may have reference, shall be stated in the agreement. 

2. — The agreement shall be filed in Court, and, when so filed, shall be 
numbered and registered as a suit between the parties interested as plain- 
tiffs and defendants, and all the parties to it shall be subject to the jurisdic- 
tion of the Court, and shall be bound by the statement contained therein. 

3. — The case shall be set down for hearing as an ordinary suit ; and 
if the Court shall be satisfied, after hearing the parties and taking such 
evidence as it may deem proper, that the agreement was duly executed bj 
the parties, and tnat they have a bond fide interest in the question of fact 
or law stated therein, and that the same is fit to be tried or decided, it 
shall proceed to try the same, and deliver its finding or 0|)inion thereon in 
the same way as in an ordinary suit ; and shall, upou its finding or deciding 
upon the question of fact or law, give judgment for the sum fixed by the 
parties, or so ascertained as aforesaid, or otherwise, according to the terais 
of the agreement, and upon the judgment which shall be so given, decree 
shall follow and may be executed in the same way as if the judgment had 
been pronounced in an ordmary suit. 

Chapter XIX. 
Reference to Arbitration. 
LXXXIX.— If the parties to a suit are desirous that the matters in 
difference between them in the suit, or any of such matters, shall be 
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referred to the final decision of one or more arbitrator or arbitrators, they 
may apply to the Court at any time before final judgment for an order of 
reference, and such order shall be filed with the proceedings in the suit. 

2. — The arbitrators shall be nominated by the parties in such manner ADpointmnii 
as may be agreed upon between them. If the parties cannot agree with ^wtr^iow. 
respect to the nomination of the arbitrators, or if the persons nominated 

by them shall refuse to accept the arbitration, and the parties are desirous 
that the nomination shall be made by the Court, the Court shall appoint 
the arbitrators. 

3. — The Court shall, by an order under its seal, refer to the arbitrators order of 
the matters in difference in the suit which they may be required to deter- 

mine, and shall fix such tinxe as it may think reasonable for the delivery 
of the award, and the time so fixed shall be specified in the order. 

4. — If the reference' be to two or more arbitrators, provision shall be A^gointment 
madi' in the order for a difference of opinion among the arbitrators by the whewnwa*. 
appointment of an umpire or by declaring that the decision shall be with 

the majority, or by empowering? the arbitrators to appoint an umpire, or 
otherwise, as may be agreed upon between the parties ; or if they cannot 
agree, as the Court may determine. 

5. — When a reference is made to arbitration by an order of Court, Jj^^JJ^j^ 
the same process to the parties and witnesses whom the arbitrators, or wit&eMeT^ ' 
umpire, maj desire to have examined, shall issue as in ordinary suits; 

and persons not attending in compliance with such proces^i or making any 
other default, or refusing to give their testimony, or being guilty of any 
contempt to the arbitrators, or umpire, during the investigation of the suit, 
shall be subject to the like disadvantages, penalties, and punishment, 
by order of the Court on the representation of the arbitrators or umpire, 
as they would incur for the same offences in suits tried before the Court. 

6. — ^Wi. en the arbitrators shall not have been able to complete the l^j^JJb^^^J^ 
award within the period specified in the order from want of the necessary Award, 
evidence or information, or other good and suiBcient cause, tlie Court may, 

from time to time, enlarge the period for delivery of the award, if it shall 
think proper. In any case in which an umpire shall have been appointed, 
it shall b3 lawful for him to enter on the reference in lieu of the arbitrator, 
if they shall have allowed their time, or their extended time, to expire 
without making an award, or shall have delivered to the Court, or to the 
umpire, a notice in writin<>; stating that they cannot agree : Provided that 
ail award shall not be liable to be set aside only by reason ot its not having 
been completed within the period allowed by the Court, unless on proof 
that the delay in completing the award arose from misconduct of the arbitra- 
tors, or umpire, or unless the award shall have been made after the issiue of 
an order by the Court supers 'ding the arbitration and recalling the suit. 

7. — If, in any case of reference to arbitration by any order of the Court, ^Q^^^^f^^^ 
the arbitrators, or umpire, shall die, or refuse or become incapable to act, it Incapacitj, or 
shall be lawful for the Court to appoint a new arbitrator or arbitrators, or Befti»«i to ^ot. 
umpire, in the place of the person or persons so dying or refusing or 
becoming incapable to act. Where the arbitrators are empowered by the 

terms of the order or reference to appoint an umpire, and do not appoint 
an umpire, any of the parties may serve the arbitrators with a written 
notice to appidnt an umpire ; and if within seven days after such notice 
shall have been served no umpire be appointed, it shall be lawful for the 
Cijurt, upon the application of the party having served such notice as 
aforesaid and upon proof to its satisfaction of such notice having heea 
served, to appoint an umpire. In any case of appointment under this 
section, the arbitrators or umpire so appointed shall have the like power to 
act in the reference as if their names had been inserted in the original 
order of reference. 
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8. — It phall be lawful for the arbitrators or umpire upon an j referenos 
by an order of Court, if they shall think fit, and if it is not provided to 
the oontr&ij, to state their award as to the whole or anj part thereof in 
the form of a special case for the opinion of the Court. 

9. — The Court may, on the application of either party, modify or 
correct an award where it appears that a part of the award is upon mattsn 
not referred to the arbitrators, provided such pari can be separati'd from 
the other part and does not affect the decision on the matter referred ; or 
where the award is imperfect in form or contains an? obvious error which 
can be amended without affecting such decision. The Court may also, on 
such application, make sucl^ order as it thinks just respecting the costs of 
the arbitration, if any question arise respecting such costs and the award 
contain no sufficient provision concerning them. 

10. — In any of the following cases the Court shall have power to remit 
the award or any of the matters referred to arbitration for reconsideration 
by the arbitrators or umpire, upon such terms as it may think proper, 
that is to say, — 

(a.) If the award has left undetermined some of the matten 
referred to arbitration, or if it has determined matters not 
re ferred to arbitration; 
(b.) If the award is so indefinite as to be incapable of execution; 
(c.) If an objection to the legality of the award is apparent upon 
the face of the award, 
n. — No award shall be liable to be set aside except on the ground of 
perversencss or misconduct of the arbitrator or umpire. Any application 
to set aside an award shall be made within fifteen davs after the pubUca* 
tion thereof. 

12. — If no a( plication shall have been made to set aside the award, 
or to remit the same, or any of the matters referred for r*?considerat)on, 
or if the Court shall have refused any such application, either party may 
file the award in Court and the award shall thereupon have the same 
force and effect for all purposes as a judgment. 

13. — When any persons shall by an instrument in writing agree that 
any differences between them, or any of them, shall be referred to the 
arbitration of any persons named in the agreement, application may be 
made by the partifs thereto, or any of them, that the agreement be filed in 
Couri. On such application being made the Court shall direct such notice 
to be given to any of the parties to t» e agreement, other than the applicants, 
as it may think necessary, requiring sucli pailies to show cause, within a 
time to be spe( ified, why the agreement should not be filed. The applica- 
tion shall be numb«'red and registered as a suit between the parties in- 
terested as the plaintiffs and defendants. If no sufficient cause be shown 
against the filing of the agreement, the agreement shall be filed and an 
order of reference to arbitration shall be made th *reon. The several pro- 
visions of tliis chapter, so far as they are not inconsistent with the terms of 
any ao^ eement ^o filed, shall be applicable to all proceedings under the 
order of reference and to the award of arbitration and to the en^orcemeut 
of such award. 

14. — When any matter has been referred to arbitration without the 
intervention of the Court and award hns been made, any person interested 
in the award may, within six months from the d:tte of the award, maike 
applicaton to the Court that the award be filed in Court. The Court 
shall diriect notice to be given to the parties to the arbitration other than 
the applicant, requiring such parties to show cause, within a time to be 
specified, why the award should not be filed. The application shall be 
numbered and registered as a suit between the applicant as plaintiff and 
the other parties as defendants. If no sufficient cause be shown against 
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the award the award shall be filed^ and shall thereupon have the same Sffeoi ihm#t 
force and effect for all purposes as a jadgment. 

Chaptkb XX. — ^Miscellaneous Provisions. 
AdjoummenL 

XC. — Nothing in this Code shall affect the power of the Court to Oenar^i 
defer or adjourn the hearing or determination of any suit, matter, pro- cowt? ^ 
eeedingy or application, for such time and on such terms as justice requires. 

Antendtneni, 

XCI. — Nothing in this Code shall affect the power of the Court to GeiMni 
order or allow any amendment of any writ, petition, answer, notice, or other 
document whatever, at any time on such terms as justice requires* 
Power of Court as to Time. 

XCIL — ^Nothing in this Code shall affect the power of the Court to RnUrgemant or 
enlarge or abridge the time appointed or allowed for the doing of any act Abrid«m«it. 
or the taking of any p oceeding on such terms as justice requires. 

2. — Where the Court is by this Code, or otherwise, authorised to m«j b« gnkotad- 
appoint the time for the doing of any act, or the taking of any proceedings, tiS^'ofSnT 
or to enlarge the time appointed or allowed for that purpose by this Code, pwioiuiy 
or otherwise, the Court may further enlarge any time so appointed or 
enlarged by it on such terras as seem just, whether the application for 
further enlargement be made before or after the expiration of the time 
already allowed : Provided that no sui h further enlargement shall be made 
unless it appears to the Court to be required for the purposes of justice 
and not sought merely for delay. 

Computation of lime. 

XCin. — Where by this Code, or any special order, or the course of how to bo 
the Court, any limited tim j from or after any date or event is appointed 
or allowed for the doing of any act or the taking of any proceeding, and 
such time is not limited by hours, the computation of surh limited time 
shall not include the day of such date or of the happening of such event, 
hut shall commence at the beginning of the next following day, and the 
act or proceeding must be done or taken at latest on the last day of such 
limited time, according to such computation. 

2. — Where the limited time so appointed or allowed is less than six SnndAjriMid 
days, the following^ days shall not be reckoned in the computation of such ^^^^y*- 
time; namey: — Sunday, Good Friday, Monday and Tuesday in Easter 

week, Christmas Day, and the day next before and the next after Christmas 
Day, and any public holiday or day set apart as a fast or thanksgiving day. 

3. — Where the time for the doing of any act or the taking of any Time Bxpirlnf 
proceeding expires on one of the days last mentioned, the ac^t or proceeding gj^j- 

shall be considered as done or taken in due time if done or taken on the ^ 
next day afterwards that is not one of the last-mentioned days. 

4. — The day on which an order that a plaintiff do give security for Time in Cam 
costs is served, and the time thenceforward until and including the day on coSi^%^ 
which such security is given, shall be reckoned in the computation of the tiff.

Power of Court as to Costs* 

XCW. — The costs of the whole suit and each particular proceeding iHaoroCionof 
therein, and of every proceeding before the Court, shall be in the dis retion 
of the Court ; and the Court shall have full power to award and apportion 
costs in any manner it may deem proper. 

2. — Under the denomination of costs are included the whole of the wiut ihAD bo 
expenses necessarily incurred by either party on account of the suit, and cSlt^** ^ 
in enforcing the decree made therein, such as the expense of summoning 
the parties and witnesses, and of other process, or of procuring copies of 
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documents Jaw costs, costs of special juries, charges of witnesses, and er- 
pensesof commissionerseither in takingevidence or in investigating accounts. 

3. — Until a new scale of Court fees and fees and costs of counsel and 
attorney shall have been provided for use under this Ordinance by any 
general role or order of the Supreme Court or otherwise, and so far as any 
such new scale may be incomplete, all questions relating to the amount of 
such fees an«l co^ts shiH be referred to ti e Eegistrar, who is hereby 
empowered to determine the same on taxation, either with or without 
reference to the existing scale, having regard to the skill, labour, and 
responsibility involved, subject nevertheless to a review of such determina- 
tion on summary app ication to the Court in chambers ; and the payment 
of the costs a lowed on such taxation or review may be enforced in 
the same manner as if the same had been fixed by any such general rule 
or order. 

4. — The Court may, if in any case it deems fit, require any party to 
any suit or proceedins:, either at the commencement or at any time during 
the progress thereof, to give security for co ts to the satisfaction of the 
Court by deposit o» otherwise; and in the case of a plaintiflF, may stay 
proceedings until such sei urity be given. 

Cross Action against absent Plaintiffs, 
XCV. — Whenever a suit shall be instituted by a p'aintiff residing out 
of the jurisdiction, and it shall be made to appear on oath or atfidav t to 
the satisfaction of the Court that the defendant has a bond fide c'aim 
against s'lch plaintiff which can be conveniently tried by the Supreme 
Couit, it shall be lawful for the Court in its discretion to stay proceedings 
in the suit so instituted by the absent plaintiff until ne shall have entered 
an appearance to any cross-action instituted by the defendant against 
the absent plaintiff in respect of such claim, upon such terms as justice 
requires. 

Seal of Court. 

XCVI. — Every writ, summons, warrant, decree, rule, order, notice

XCVlII. — Until special forms shall be prescribed for use under this 
Code, by any genera' rule or order of Court, and so far as the same may 
be incomplete, all forms at present in use in the Supreme Court, with such 
variations and additions as may be required to be made therein, may be 
Msed for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this Code and shall» 
as regards the form thereof, be valid and sufficient. 

Amendment of Code. 
XCIX. — Any amendment in the provisions of this Ordinance, whether 
by way of repeal, variation, substitution, or addition, may, if deemed 
expedient, be made by a resolution of the Legislative Council, to be 
published in the Gazette ; and every amendment so made and pub ish*'d 
shall ha- e the same force and effect for all purposes as if tl-e sam* had 
been made by Ordinance, and shall in like manner come into immediate 
operation, subject to disallowance by Her Majest}*.

Ab Ordinanoe enacted by the Goyernor of Hongkong, with the adyice Tttis. 
and consent of the Legislative Council thereof, to amend The 
Hongkong Code of CivU Procedure, 

[17th February, 1893.] 
Whebxas it is expedient to amend the Hongkong Code of Civil Procedure Prewnbie, (No. 
80 far as relates to suits by and against persons carrying on business in ^ 
names other than their own. 

Be it enacted by the Governor of Hongkong, with the advice and 
consent of the Legislative Council thereof, as follows : — 

1. Section XIV. of the Hongkong Code of Civil Procedure is hereby Repeal of 
repealed, but such repeal shall not affect anything done or suffered there- ^ordinMi' 
under, nor any suit or proceeding to which this Ordinance does not apply. No. is of 1873. 

2. Li litu of the section hereby repealed the following section shall Substitntion 
be lead and subsUtuted, viz. :— ^' 

Proceedings hy or against Firms. 
XIV. (1) Any two or more persons claiming or being liable as Di«oio«nre of 
co-partners and carrying on business within the jurisdiction may sue or JJJ"*^' 
be sued in the name of the respective firms, if any, of which such persons 
were co- partners at the t.me of the accruing of the cause of actiug ; and 
any party to a suit may in such case apply by summons to a judge for a 
statement of the names and addresses of t he persons who were, at the 
time of the accruing of the cause of action, co- partners in any such 
firm, to be furnished in such manner, and verified on oath or otherwise, 
as the Judge may direct. 

(2) When a writ is sued out by partners in the name of their firm, dSSSit^Sir'' 
the plaintiffs or their sohi itors shall, on demand in writing by or on partner** nmmeg, 
behsJf or any defendant, forthwith declare in writing the names and 

places of residence of all the persons constituting the firm on whtse 
behalf the suit is brought. And if the plaintiffs or their solicitors shall 
fail to comply with such demand, all proceedings in the suit may, upon 
an application for that purpose, be stayed upon such terms as the Coiurt 
or a Judge may direct. And when the names of the partners are so 
declared, the suit shall proceed in the same manner and the same 
consequences in all respects shall follow as if they had been named as 
the plaintiffs in the writ. But all the procendings shall, nevertheless, 
continue in the name of the firm. 

(3) Where persons are sued as partners in the name of their firm Serrioe. 
mider sub-section (1), the writ shall be served either upon any one or 
more of the partners or at the principal place, within the jurisdiction, of 

the business of the partnership upon any person having at the time of 
service the control or management of the partnership business there ; and, 
subject to this section, such service shall be deemed good service upon 
the firm so sued, whether any of the members thereof are out of the 

CIsdiction or not, provided that in the case of a co-partnership which 
been dissolved to the knowledge of the plaintiff before the commence- 
ment of the suit, the writ of summons shall be served upon every person 
within the jurisdiction sought to be made liable. 

(4) Where a writ is issued against a firm, and is served as directed Notice, in wh^ 
by sub-section (3), every person upon whom it is served may be informed ^p**^*^ *® 

by notice in writing given at the time of such service whether he is 
served as a partner or as a person having the control or management of 
the partnership business, or in both characters. In default of such 
notice, the person served shall be deemed to be served as a partner. 

(5) Where persons are sued as partners in the name of their firm, Arpearance of 
they shall appear individually in their own names ; but all subsequent ^ 
proceedings shall, nevertheless, continue in the name of the firm. 
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(6) Where a writ is served under sub-section (3) upon a person 
having the control or management of the partnership business, no 
appearance by him shall be necessary unless he is a member of the firm 
sued. 

(7) Any person served as a partner under sub-section (3) may enter 
an appearance under protest, denying that he is a partner, but such 
appearance shall not preclude the plaintiff from otherwise serving the 
firm and obtaining judgment against the firm in default of appearance if 
no partner has entered an appearance in the ordinary form. 

(8) Where a judgment or order is against a firm, execution may 
issue — 

(a) Against any property of the partnership within the juris- 

diction ; 

(b) Against any person who has appeared in his own name 

under sub-section (5) or (6), or who has admitted on the 
pleadings that he is, or who has been adjudged to be, a 
partner ; 

(c) Against any person wbo has been individually served, as a 

partner, with the writ of summons, and has failed to 
appear. 

If the party who bas obtained judgment or an order claims to be entitled 
to issue execution against any other person as being a member of the firm, 
he may apply to the Court or a Judge for leave so to do ; and the Court 
or Judge may give such leave if the liability be not disputed, or if such 
liability be disputed may order that the liability of such person be tried 
and determined in any manner in which any issue or question in a suit 
may be tried and determined. But except as against any property of the 
partnership, a judgment against a firm shall not render liable, release, or 
otherwise affect any member thereof who was residing out of the juris- 
diction when the writ was issued, and who has not been served with or 
appeared to the writ. 

(9) Debts owing from a firm carrying on business within the juris- 
diction may be attached under section 76 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 
although one or more members of such firm may be resident abroad ; 
provided that any person having the control or management of the 
partnership business or any member of the firm within the jurisdiction is 
served with a prohibitory order. An appearance by any member 
pursuant to an order shall be a sufficient appearance by the firm. 

(10) The provisions of this Section shall apply to suits between a 
firm and one or more of its members, and to suits between firms having one 
or more members in common, provided such firm or firms carry on busi- 
ness within the jurisdiction, but no execution shall be issued in such suits 
without leave of the Court or a Judge, and on an application for leave to 
issue such execution all sach accounts and inquiries may be directed to 
be taken and made, and directions given, as may be just. 

(11) Any person carrying on business within the jurisdiction in a 
name or style other than his own name may be sued in such name or 
style as if it were a firm name ; and, so far as the nature of the case will 
permit, all the provisions of the said Code and of this Section relating to 
proceedings against firms shall apply. 

3. This Ordinance shall apply to all suits in the Supreme Court oom* 
menced on or after the Ist day of March, 1893.

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CHINESE EMIGRATION IN BRITISH SHIPS 



EMIGRATION. 

Uader the Imperial Chinese Passengers* Act, 1855, any vessel clearing with more 
than twenty Asiatics on a voyage of more than seven days' duration is a Chinese 
passenger ship. 

Proclamations of 26th January, 1856, and 17th November, 1858, declare the 
length of certain voyages. 

Ordinance 1 of 1889, Sections 3 and 4, give the legal definition of a voya;re. 

Section 46 of the same Ordinance provides that all ships proceeding on a\oyage 
of not more than thirty days' duration shall be subject to the regulations contained 
in the following Schedule : — 

1. No ship shall clear out or proc.ed to sea unless the master thereof shall hare 
received from an Emigration Officer a copy of these regulations and a certificate in the 
form contained in schedule K, nor until the master shall have entered into the bond 
prescribed by Section IV. of The Chinese Passengers' Act, 1856." 

2. No Emigration Oncers shall be bound to give such certificate till seven days 
after receiving an application in writing for the same from the owners or charterers 
of the ship, or if absent, from their respective agents, specifying the name of the ship, 
her tonnage, the port of destination, the proposed day of departure, the number of 
passengers intended to be carried, and whether such passengers or any of them are 
under contracts of service. 

3. After receiving such application, the Emigration Officer, and any persoH 
authorized by him in tha^ behalf shall be at liberty at all times to enter and inspect 
the ship, and the fittings, provisions, and stores therein, and any person impeding 
such entry or inspection, or refusing to allow of the same, shall be liable to a fino 
not exceeding one hundred dollars for each offence. 

4. The following conditions as to the accommodation of passengers shall be 
observed to the satisfaction of the Emigration Officer: — 

( 1 .) The space appropriated to the passengers between decks shall be properW 
ventilated, and shall contain at the least 9 superficial and 54 cubical fe^ 
of space for every adult on board ; that is to say, for every passenger 
above twelve years of age, and for every two passengers between the 
ages of one and twelve years. The height between decks shall be at 
least six feet. 

( 2.) The accommodation for female passengers between decks shall be separate 

from that provided for male passengers. 
( 3.) A 8(»ace of four superficial feet per adult shall be left clear on the upper 

deck for the use of the passengers, 
(4.) A reasonable space shall be set apart properly divided and fitted up a« 

a sick bay, and sufficient latrines, both as to condition and number, shall 

be provided in suitable parts of the ship. 

6. The Emigration Officer may, in his discretion, permit deck passengers to 
be carried, upon such conditions as may, from time to time, be prescribed 
under instructions from one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State and 
until and subject to such instructions, upon the conditions following: * 

( 1.) A suitable awning with screen shall be provided on deck, sufficient idv 
the protection of the passengers from the sun and from rain. 
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(2.) The space appropriated to such deck passengers shall contain at the 
le«8t sixteen superficial feet for every adult^ that is to say, f<T every 
passenger above twelve years of age, and for every two passengers between 
the ages of one and twelve. 

(3.) In ease deck passengers shall be carried in addition to other passengers 
for whom accommodation between decks shall be provided, the space to 
be appropriated for deck passengers shall be reckoned exclusively of the 
space of four superficial feet per adult required to be left clear on the 
upper deck for the use of such other passengers. 

6. The following conditions as to provisions shall be observed to the satisfaction 
of the Emigration Officer : — 

(1.) Provisions, fuel, and water shall be placed on board of good quality 
properly packed and sufficient for the use and consumption of the 
passengers, over and above the victualling of crew during the intended 
voyage, according to the following scale ; — 

Jor every Passenger per diem : — 

Rice or Bread Stuff lb. 1 J. 

Dried and/or Salt Fish lb. Oi. 

Chinese Condiments and Curry Stuffs oz. 1. 

Fresh Vegetables which will keep for short voyages, such as Sweet jj. 

Potatoes, Turnips, Carrots, and Pumpkins ) 

Firewood lb. 2. 

IfVater (to be carried in tanks or sweet casks) 1 gallon. 

t( 2.) The last preceding condition as to provisions shall be deemed to have 
been complied with in any case where by the special authority of 
the Emigration Officer any other articles of food shall have been substi- 
tuted for the articles enumerated in the foregoing scale, as being 
equivalent thereto. 

( 3.) The passengers may supply their own provisions for the voyage and 
proper accommodation for the stowage and sufficient cabooses for the 
cooking of such provisions must be allowed. 

7. The Emigration Officer shall not give his certificate unless he shall be 
satisfied : — 

£1.) That the ship is seaworthy, and properly manned, equipped, fitted, and 
ventilated, and has not on board any cargo likely, from its quality, 
quantity, or mode of stowage, to prejudice the health or satety of the 
passengers. 

^ 2.) That suitable medicines and medical stores, provisions, fuel, and water 
have been placed on board, of good quality, properly packed and suffi- 
cient in quantity to supply the passengers on board during the intended 
voyage, 

( 3.) That all the requirements of section 4f6 of this Ordinance have been 
complied with. 

8. The Emigration Officer mny, in his discretion (subject in Hongkong to an 
appeal to the Governor) withhold his certificate in all cases where the intended pass- 
engers or any of them are under contracts of service, and he shall in no case give his 
certificate until he shall have mustered the passengers, and have ascertained to the 
best of his power that they understand whither they are going, and in case they shall 
have made any contracts of service that they comprehend the nature thereof ; he shall 
also take care that a copy of the form of any such contracts, or an abstract of their 
substance, signed by himself, is appended to the said certificate : if any of the pass- 
engers are in bad health, or insufficiently provided with clothing, or if any contracts 
are unfair, or if there is reason to suspect that fraud and violence have been 
practised in their collection or embarkation, he may detain the ship, and if he shall 
think fit, may order all or any of the passengers to be re-landed. 
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9. The Emigration OflScer may, if he shall think fit, before granting his certificate, 
employ any duly qualified medical practitioner, master mariner, marine surveyor, or 
other person whose professional assistance and advice he may require for the 'rpose 
of ascertaining whether the requirements of section 46 of this Ordinance have been 
duly complied with, and the costs and charges of obtaining such assistuiuce and advice 
shall be defrayed by the owners or charterers of the ship, whether the Emigration 
Officer shall gra»nt his certificate or not. 

10. The Emigration Officer shall, from time to time, fix a reasonable scale of fees 
and charges to be approved by one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, 
for the remuneration of any professional persons who may be employed by him under 
the last preceding; regulation, atid pending the approval or disapproval of such scale, 
the fees and charges therein specified shall be payable^ as if ^the same had been 
approved in manner aforesaid, 

1? . The owners or charterers of every ship shall pay such fees for the remuneration 
of the Emigration Officer as may, from time to time, be ordered under the instructiona 
from one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, and until and subject to 
such instructions, the following fees shall be payable in addition to all fees charge- 
able under regulation 10 : — 

Upon the application for a Certificate $23 

Upon the granting of the Certificate, {25 

Provided always that no fees shall be payable to the Emigration Officer of 
Hongkong, but in lieu thereof the following stamp duties are hereby imposed, that 
is to say ; — 

Upon every application for a Certificate nnder regulation 2 contained in this 
schedule, a stamp duty of $ 1 

Upon every Certificate granted under regulation 1 of this schedule^ a stamp 
duty of J 1 

And The Stamp Ordinance, 1886, shall be read as if the stamp duties hereby 
imposed were inserted in the schedule thereof. 

12. In case default shall be made by the owners or charterers of the ship in the 
payment of any fees and charges to which they may be liable under section 46 of this 
Ordinance and this Schedule, the ship may be detained by the British Consul, or if in 
Hongkong by the Governor, until such fees and charges shall have been paid. 

13. The Emigration Officer may withhold his certificate or revoke the same at 
any time before the departure of the ship, if it siiail appear to his satisfaction that 
any particulars contained in the application in writing which shall have been made 
for the same or any other particulars which may have been furnished to him by or on 
behalf of the owners, chartere rs, or master of the ship in relation thereto, are untrue, 
and that the conditions of section 46 of this Ordinance have not been complied with r 
and in every such case it shall be lawful for the British Consul, or if in Hongkong for 
the Governor, to seize and detain the ship until the certificate, if already granted, 
shall have been delivered up to be cancelled. 

14. The master of every British ship shall, during the whole of the intended 
voyage, make issues of provisions, fuel, and water, according to the aforesaid dietary 
scale^ to all the passengers except such as shall have supplied themselves therewith, 
and shall not make any alteration except for the manifest advantage of the pasengers, 
in respect of the space allotted to them ns aforesaid, or in respect of the means of 
ventilation, and shall not ill-use the passengers, or require them (except in case of 
necessity) to help in working the vessel ; and shall issue medicines and medical comforts, 
as shall be requisite, to the best of his judgment, and shall call at such ports as 
may be mentioned in the Emigration Officer's clearing certificate for fresh water and 
other necessaries ; and shall carry the passengers without unnecessary delay to the 
destination to which they have contracted to proi3eed. 

16. The master of every British ship shall, within 24 hours after his arrival at 
the port of destination and at any port of call, produce his emigration papers to the 
British Oonsul (if any) at such port, or in case such port shall be in Her Majesty's 
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dominions to any officer appointed or authorized by the local Goyernment in that 
behalf. It shall be lawful for such Consul or other officer to enter and inspect such 
ship, and in case the master shall obstruct or refuse to assist him in the discharge of 
aachdoty, or shall without reasonable cause fail to produce his emigration papers as 
aforesaid, he shall be liable to a fine of five hundred dollars, and ihe ship may be 
detained ly the British Consul, or if in Her Majesty's dominions, by the local 
GoTemment, until such fine shall have been paid and the emigration papers shall have 
heen given up. 

16. In all ports and places where no Emigration Officer shall have been appointed, 
the British Consul shall, until such appointment, and at all times pending the 
vacancy of such office, be deemed to be the Emigration Officer for the purposes of 
these Begulations. 

Section 21 of Ordinance 1 of 1889 provides that the Governor in Council may 
grant a special licence for any period nut exceeding twelve months, to first class 
steamers, to carry a limited number of free Chinese passengers upon voyages of not 
more than thirty days' duration between ports to be specified in the licence, and 
subject to certain regnlations which, as regards dietary, space, and accommodation 
are the same as those given above. 

Vessels proceeding on voyages of more than thirty days' duration are subject to 
nles made under the Chinese Passengers' Act, 1855. 
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Abstract of Oedinancb 26 op 1891. 

III. — No British owned vessel withouli a Register t3 use the waters of the 
Colony. 

IV. — British ships to bo provided with boats and life-buoys. 

2. Penalties for non-compliance: not exceeding five hundrei dollars, 

V. — British and Foreign steamships of 60 tons and upwards carrying more 
than 12 passene:ers to possess Survey Certiticates. 

VI — Harbour Master may refuse cl ^arances to ships carrying more passengers 
than allowed by certificate. 

2 and 3, — Penalty for taking excess of passengers : not exceeding two hundred 
dollars, in addition to a penalty not exceeding five dollars for every passenger in 
excess of the number permitted to be carried b/ port clearance. Penalty for 
proceodins^ to sea without a port clearance : five hundred dollars. 

5. Government may prohibit convey anc-^ of deck passengers. 

6. Section VI. does not apply to vessels which come under the Chinese

VII. — Regulations for steamships under 60 tons.

XI. — Sending or taking unseaworthy ships to sea a misdemeanour. 

3. Prosecution under this section not to be instituted without consent of the 
€k)vemor. 

XII. — If any person sends or attempts to send by, or not being master or owner 
of the vessel, carries or attempts to carry in any vessel, British or foreign, any 
dangerous goods, that is to say : aquafortis, vitriol, naphtha, benzine, gunpowder, 
lucifcr matches, nitro-glycerine, petroleum, or any other goads of a dangerous nature 
without distinctly marking their nature on the outside of the package containing the 
tame, and giving written notice of the nature of such goods and of the name and 
address of the sender or carrier thereof to the master or owner of the vessel at or 
before the time of sending same to be shipped, or taking the same on board the 
vessel, he shall for every such offence incur a penalty not exceeding five hundred 
dollars : Provided that if such person show that he was merely an agent in the 
shipment of such goods and hid no reason to suspect that the goods shipped by him 
were of a dangerous nature, the penalty which he incurs shall not exceed fifty dollars. 

2. Penalty for misdescription of dangerous goods : not exceeding" two thousand 
five hundred dollars. 

3. The master or owner of any vessel, British or foreign, may refuse to take on 
board any package or parcel whic'i he suspects to contain goods of a dangerous 
nature, and may require it to bo opened to ascertain the fact. 

4. Where any dangerous goods, as defined in paragraph I. of this section, or any 
goods which, in the judgment of the master or owner of the vessel, are of a dangerous 
nature, have been sent or brought aboard any vessel, British or foreign, vnthout being 
marked as aforesaid, or without such notice having been given as aforesaid, the 
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master or owner of the vessel may cause such ^aroods to be thrown overboard, together 
with any package or receptacle in which they are contained ; and neither the master 
nor the owner of the .vessi l shall, in respect of such throwing overboard, be subject 
to any liability, civil or criminal, in any Court. 

5. Dangerous goods improperly sent may be forfeited. 

6. The Court may proceed in absence of the owners. 

7. Saving as to Dangerous Gk)ods Ordinance. 

XIII. — Constitution and powers of Marine Courts and Courts of Survey. 

XIV. — If a shipowner fet^ls aggrieved : — 

(a.) By a declaration of a Government Surveyor or Surveyors under sub- 
section 8 of Section V. of this Ordinance, or by the refusal of a Surveyor 
to give the said declaration : or 

(6.) By the refusal of a certificate of clearance for an emigrant ship under 
the ** Chinese Passengers* Act, 1855/' or th3 Ordinance relating 
thereto; or 

(c.) By the refusal of a certificate of clearance under this Ordinance, — the 
owner, charterer, master, or agent may appeal in the prescribed manner 
to a Court of Survey. 

XV. — Examinations shall b^ instituted for persons who intend to become masters, 
engineers, or mates of foreign going ships. 

3. Applicant to give notice to Harbour Master. 

6. Everyr applicant for a certificate of competency shall, upon lodging his ap- 
pUcation, pay to the Harbour Master a fee, if for a master's or first-class engineer's 
certificate, of twenty dollars, and if for any other certificate, of fifteen dollars. 

8. Any applicant who shall have passed a satisfa ctory examination, and shall 
have given satisfactory evidence of his sobriety, erperience, and general good conduct 
on board ship, shall be entitled to receive a certificate of competency. 

XVI. — 2. The name of a master, first, only or second mate, or first or second 
engineer shall not be attached to the register, or articles of agreement, of any British 
or Colonial ship unless such master, mate, or engineer shall possess a certificate of 
service or competency issued by the Board of Trade or by the proper authority in 
any British Possession. 

3. No British or Colonial ship shall leave the waters of the Colony unless the 
master thereof, and the first and second or only mate have obtained and possess valid 
certificates of competency or service appropriate to their several stations in such ship, 
or of a higher grade, and no such ship, if of one liundred tons burden or upwards, 
shall leave the waters as alrresaid, unless at least one oflficer, besides the master, has 
obtained, and possesses, a valid certificate appropriate to the grade of only mate there- 
in, or to a higher grade. 

4. Every British steamship of one hundred nominal horse power or upwards, 
leaving the waters of the Colony, shall have as its first and second engineers two 
certificated engineers, the first possessing a first class engineer's certificate," and 
the second poisessing a ** second class engineer's certificate " or a certificate of the 
bigher grade, and every British steamship of less tlian one hundred nominal horse 
power shall have as its only or first engineer an engineer possessing a '* second class 
engineer's certificate," or certificate of the higher grade. 

7. Every person who, having been engaged in any of the capacities mentioned in 
snh-sections 2 and 3 in any such ship as aforesaid goes to Sf*a in that capacity without 
being at the time entitled to and possessed of such certificate as is required by this 
section ; and every person who emplf>ys any person in any of the above capacities in 
such ship without ascert lining that he is at the time entitled to or possessed of such 
certificate as is required by this section, shall, for each offence, incur a penalty not 
exceeding two hundred and fifty dollars. 

8. No seaman shall, except with the Harbour Master's sanction, be sbipped to 
do duty on board a British ship, or any foreign ship whose fliag is not represented by 
a consular officer resident in the Colony, elsewhere than at the Mercantile Marine 
Office. Fees to be charged. 

22* 
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11. No seaman shall be discharged irom a British ship, or any foreign ship whose 
flag is not represented by a Consular officer resident in the Colony, elsewhere than at 
the Mercantile Marine Office, and every seaman discharged from a foreij^n sbip so 
represented sl^all, within twenty-four hours of being discharged at the office of his 
Consul or Vice-Consul, produce to the Harbour Master, or some person de puted 
by hiin, a certificate of his discbarge, signed by such Consul or Vico-Consul, under a 
penalty not exceeding twenty-five dollars ; in default, imprisonment not exceeding 
twenty-one days. 

12. No master of any ship shall discbarge in this Colony, under a penalty 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars, any seaman shipped on board thereof unless on 
a certificate from the Superintendent of the Mercantile Marine Office or his 
deputy, or from the Cousul or Vice-Consul, if any, representing the nation 
to which the ship belongs; and the Superintendent or his deputy, and the 
Consul or Vice-Consul are empowered to withhold or grant his certificate upon 
such conditions for the subsistence of the seaman as he shall think fit, and if any 
seaman shall wilfully or negligently remain in the Colony after the departure of the 
vessel in which he shall have shipi)ed, such seaman shall, on conviction, be subject 
to a penalty not exceeding twenty-five dollars, or to imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding one month with or without hard labour. 

13. Penalty for wrongfully leaving behind any seaman or apprentice: Two 
hundred and fifty dollars or imprisonment not exceeding six months. 

XIX. — British and Colonial Ships to carry medicines, medical stores, Ac., in 
accordance with scale issued by Board of Trade. 

3. Health Officer to approve of lime or lemon juice. 

XX. — Seamen deserting may be apprehended and put on board the vessels to 
which they belong, or may be confined in gaol. 

2. Ships or houses may be searched for deserters from ships. 

3. Penalty on per^ons harbouring deserters from ship: not exceeding two 
hundred and fifty dollars, or imprisonment with or without hard labour not exceed- 
ing six months. 

4. Harbour Master may require masters of ships to search for suspected deserters. 
6. Whenever any seaman engaged in any foreign ship ccmmits any of the 

following offences within the waters of the Colony, he shall be liable to be punished 
summarily by a Stipendiary Magistrate as follows, that is to say : 

(a.) For wilful disobedience to any lawful command, he shall be liable to 
imprisonment for any period not exceeding four weeks, with or without 
hard labour, and also, at the discretion of the Court, to forfeit, out of 
his wages, a sum not exceeding two days' pay ; 
(b.J For continued wilful disobedience to lawful commands, or continued 
wilful neglect of duty, he shall be liable to im|>risonment for any 
period not exceeding twelve weeks, with or without hard labour, and 
also, at the discretion of the Court, to forfeit, for every twenty-four 
hours' continuance of such disobedience or neglect, either a sum not 
exceeding six days' pay, or any expenses which have been incurred in 
hiring a substitute ; 
(c.) For combining with any other or others of the crew to disobey lawful 
commands, or to neglect duty, or to impede the navigation of the ship 
or the progress of the voyage, he shall be liable to imprisonment for 
any period not exceeding twelve weeks, with or without hard labour : 
Provided that when there is a Consul, Vice-Consul, or Consular Agent resident at 
Hongkong of the nation to which the ship belongs the Court shall not deal with the 
case unless thereto requested by such officer in writing. 

6. All expenses incidental to the apprehension, confinement, and removal of any 
seaman, under this section, shall be paid by the master of the ship to which such 
seaman may belong, and be recoverable from him at the suit of the Captain 
Superintendent of Police, as a debt due to the Government of this Colony ; and the 
fubsistence money for every such seaman c-onfined in gaol shall be paid in advanos 
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totheSuperintendent of theGuoly and in default of such payment, the gaoler may release 
such seaman : Provided that every seaman imprisoned under this chapter may be 
Bent on board his ship prior to her departure from the waters of the Colony by 
direction of the committing magistrate. 

XXI. — In the event of the death of any of the passengers, or other persons, 
occurring on board of any merchant vessel in the waters of the Colony, or on voyage to 
the Colony, or in case of the death, desertion, or ren:oval of any of the crew, the 
master of such vessel shall forthwith report the same to the Harbour Master, under a 
penalty not exceeding tweuty-five dollars for every death, desertion, or removal which 
ne shall neglect to report. 

XXII. — Any seaman, or other person, who shall give a false description of his 
services, or show, make, or procure to be made, any false character, or shall make 
false sfatements as to the name of the last ship in which he served, or as to any other 
information which may bo required of bim by any per.>on liavin;^ lawful authority to 
demand such information, shall incur a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars. 



Regitlation and Control op the Waters op the Colony and of 
Vessels navigating the sajce. 
Eegulations. 

Duties of Master, 

XXIV. — Every master of a merchant ship shall hoist her national colours and 
number on entering the waters of the Colony ; and shall keo}) such number flying 
until the ship shall have been reported at the Harbour Master's Office. 

2. Harbour Master and Health Officer to be allowed on board at once. 

3. Every such master shall, within twenty-four hours after arrival within the 
waters of this Colony, report the arrival of his ship at the Harbour Master's Office, 
and in the case of a British ship, or of a ship which shall not be represented by a 
Consul, shall deposit there the ship's articles, list of passengers, ship's register, and 
true copy of manifest if required. In the case of a foreign ship represented by a 
Consul, the said papers shall be lodged by the master at the proper consulate. Any 
master offending against the provisions of this sub-section shall incur a penalty not 
exceeding two hundred dollars. 

4. Subject to the provisions of section 30 every such master arriving in the 
waters of the Colony shall take up the berth pointed out by the Harbour Master, 
or by any person sent on board by him for that purpose, and shall moor his ship 
there properly, and shall not remove from it to take up any other berth, without his 
permission, except in case of necessity, to be decided by the Harbour Master, under 
a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars ; and he shall remove his vessel to any 
new berth when required so to do by the Harbour Master, under a fine not exceeding^ 
twenty dollars for every hour that the vessel shall remain in her old berth after notice 
to remove under the hand of the Harbour Master, or his deputy, shall have been 
given on board of her. 

5. Every such master shall immediately strike spars, clear hawse, or shift berth, 
or obey any other order which the Harbour Master may think fit to give, and any 
master wilfully disobeying or neglecting this regulation shall incur a penalty not 
exceeding two hundred dollars. 

6. Every such master about to proceed to sea shall where practicable hoist ablud 
peter twenty-four hours before time of intended departure, and shall give notice 
thereof to the Bh,rbonr Master, who, if there is no reasonable objection, will furnish 
a port clearance, and attest the manifest, if necessary ; and any master having 
obtained such clearance and not sailing within thirty-six hours thereafter shall report 
to the Harbour Master his reason for not sailing, and shall redeposit the ship's papers 
if required. Any master wilfully neglecting or disobeying this regulation, or going 
to sea without having obtained a port clearance, shall incur a penalty not exceeding 
fifty dollars. 
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Quarantine. 

XXY. — Governor in Council maj make Quarantine Segnlations. 

Steamers* Fairway, 

XXVI. — No vessel or boat of any description shall be allowed to anchor witbin 
any fairway whicb shall be set apart by the Harbour Master for the passage of 
▼esselS) and the master or other person in charge of any vessel or boat dropping 
anchor in or otherwise obstructing such fairway shall for each offence incnr a penalty 
not exceeding fifty dollars, and in default thereof imprisonment with or without 
hard labour not exceeding three months. 

Enactments concerning the Safety of Ships and Prevention of Accidents. 

XXVII. — Every master of a ship, hulk, or other vessel, not being a boat 
propelled by oars, being at anchor in the waters of this Colony, shal', from sunset to 
sunrise, cause to be exhibited a bright white light at the place where it can be best 
seen, but at a height not exceeding twenty feet above the hull, and in default, shaU 
incur a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

3. In case of fire occurring on board any ship or vessel in the waters of the 
Colony : if at night, three lights shall be hoisted in a vertical position at the highest 
masthead, and a single light at the peak, and guns shwll be fired in quick succession 
until sufficient assistance shall be rendered ; if during the day, the ensign Dnion down 
with the signal NM, ''I am on fire/' shall be hoisted at the highest masthead and 
guns fired as above provided for night time. 

4. If on board any ship or vessel in the waters of the Colony a disturbance or 
riot shall occur which the master or his officers are unable to quell: if by day, th 
ensign Union down shall be hoisted at the peaJc and the Signal PC. " wrawi assistance; 
mutiny" shall be hoisted at the hij^h^st masthead or wherever practicable under the 
circumstances; guns may also be fired as in sub- section 2 ; if by night, three lights 
shall be hoisted at the peak and a single light at the masthead, and guns may also be 
fired as before stated. 

Offences iyi the Waters of the Colony, 
[^See also " The Dangerous Goods Ordinance, 1873," and Regulations*'] 

XXVIII. — Every person who within the Colony <^r the waters tliereof shall 
tommit any of the followinif oflFencea shall incur a penalty of not more than fifty 
dollars, or imprisonment for any term not exceedin}^ thn e months, with or without 
hard labour ; namely : 

Damaging furniture of shij^. Throwirg into water goods, unlawfully obtained. 
Mooring boats so ns to j rovent ae less to wharves. Obstruction of harbour by rubbish. 
Boarding ship without ])0rmis8i(jn. M iking fast to fehip under weigh. 

2. Except as is hereinbefore directed by sub-«ection8 3 and 4 of Section XXVTT., 
or with the sancti n of the Harbour ilaster, no cannon, guii, or fire-{irm, or fiiework 
of any description shall be discharged, within such portions of the waters of the 
Colony as the Governor may from time to time by legulations prescribe, from ajiy 
merchant vessel or boat, under penalty not excet ding two hundred dollars. 

'Removal of Obstructions, 

XXIX. — The Harbour Master may, by written notice, require any person to 
remove within a reasonable time, to be specified in such notice, any obstruction in the 
water? of the Colony caused by such person or bi longing to him or in his charge or 
keepirg ; and if such person fail to remove the obstruction within the specified time, 
the Harbour Master shall cause the obstruction to be removed, and may recover the 
expenses of removal from the person named in the notice. 

Moorings and Buoys, 

1. It shall be lawful for the Harbour Master to place in the waters of the 
Colony such Government moorings and buoj^s as may be approved by the Governor 
and to allow the use thereof upon such terms and conditions and for such fees as 
the Governor in Council may direct. 

2. No person shall place moorings or buoys* in the waters of the Colony except 
'with the sanction of the Harbour Master and except upon the conditions contained 
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in table Oa of tbe schedule hereto (rental $5 balf yearly) and such moorings and 
buoys shall be of such nature as the Harbour Master shall approTe. 

3. Ko person shall moor or anchor hulks or vessels of like description within 
the waters of the Colony without the sanction of tbe Harbour Master and except 
upon such conditioDS and subject to the payment of such fees as the Q-ovemorin 
Council may direct. 

4. Moorings and buoys sanctioned by the Harbour Master under sub-section 2 
shall not be m^e use of by any vessel other than the vessels of the person to whom 
such sanction has been grauted except with the consent of such person. The master 
of any vessel using any such moorings and buoys without such consent shall be 
liable to a penalty of twenty dollars per day for every day or part of a day during 
which he shall so use such moorings and buoys after he has been requested to 
remove therefrom. 

Lighthouses, Buoys, ob Beacons. 
Light Dues. 

XXXITI. — The owner or master of every ship which enters the waters of the 
Colony shall pay such dues in respect of the snid lighthouses, buoys, beacons, cables 
and other apparatus as may from tim« to time be fixed by order ot the Governor, 
pursuant to resolution of the Legislative Council, to such (>fficers as the Governor 
shall from time to time appoint to collect the same, and the same shall be pai I by 
such officers into the Colonial Treasury. 

Impoetation and Storage op Explosives. 

[See also The Dangerous Goods Ordinance^ 1873," and Regulations], 

XXXVII. — The Governor is hereby emj-owered to provide, at the expense of the 
Colony, all necessary vessels and buildirgs f(T the storage ol' gunpowder or othor 
explosives, and no gunpowder or other explosives arriving in this Colony shall be 
stored in any other builaing or vessel Gxc« pt fls provided hy sub-section 10, nnd 
subject to the observance of the rules and rogulatiuiis to be made under bub-seciion 
12 ot this Oidinance. 

2. Such vessels or buildings j-hall for the purposes of this ch.ipter be termed a 
government depot or govcrnmem dej ots for the storage of gim|.owdtT, and shall be 
under the control and management of the H;ir1j>uiir Master buhjcct to such orders as 
may from time to time be received from the Governor; and s\ich vessel or vessels 
shall be fitted and manned in such manner as the Harbour Master with the approval 
of the Governor shall deem expedient. 

3. The master of every vessel arriving in this Colony having on board tliereof 
any quantity of gunpowder or other explosives exceeding two hundred lbs. sball 
immediately, upon the ariival thereof, and before the dischaige from the sliip of any 
such gunpowder or other explosives, furnish the Harbour Master with a copy of ihe 
manifest of the same, the maiks of all the packages, and the names of the consignees, 
if he shall know the same. 

4. The master of every such vessel rs in the lust preceding section mriitioned 
shall as soon as possible take the same to the place which shall be pointed out to him 
by the Harbour Master, and the said vessel shall not be removtd therefrom without 
the permission in writing of the Harbour Master. 

6. When any quantity of gunpowder or other explosives exceeding two h indred 
Ibp. is about to be conveved out of the Colony, the master of the vessel ab>ut to 
convey tbe same shall, on producing the written authority of the owners thereof or 
their agents, receive from the Harbour Master a permit to take on board the packages 
mentioned in such authority, and the master of such vessel shall thereupon ujove the 
same into such anchorage" as the Harbour Master may deem expedient, and from 
Bnch anchorage the master oi such vessel shall not remove the same excf j t for the 
purpose of proceediog on his vojage or for some other su£Scient cause to be approved 
by the Harbour Master.

PORT REGULATIONS, Ac. 



6. The master of every vessel having on board more than two hundred lbs. of 
gunpowder or other explosives, or whilst engaged in the transhipment of the same^ 
shall exhibit a red flag at the hi;»-hest masthead. 

7. Jt shall not be lawful for the mrister of any vessel to tranship any gunpowder 
or other explosives between the hours ot 6 p.m. and 6 a.m. from October to March 
inclusive, nor between the hours of 7 p.m. and 5 a.m. from April to September 
inclusive, without the written permission of the Harbour Master, 

8. It shall not be lawful for the master of any vessel, without the written 
permission of the Harbour Master, to anchor such vessel within five hundred yards of 
any government depot for the storage of gunpowder. 

9. It shall not be lawful for the master of any vessel having on board gun- 
powder or other explosives exceeding in quantity two hundred lbs. to anchor nearer 
than five hundred yards to any other vessel. 

10. It shall not be lawful lor any person without the permission in writing of 
the Governor to keep, except at the Government Depot, for any time, however short, 
within any house, store, godown, or other place on land, a larger quantity of gun- 
powder than fifteen lbs. or any quantity of other explosives. 

11. It shall be lawful for any justice of the peace, or Police officer duly authorized 
by warrant, to enter, and if necessary to break into, any house, store, godown, vessel, 
or place either on land or water, within which such justice of the peace shall be 
credibly informed on oath, or shall have reasonable grounds of his own knowledge to 
suspect and believe, that gunpowder or other explosives is kept or carried, or is on 
board of any vessel contrary to tlie provisions of this chapter. 

12. The Governor in Council is hereby rmpowered to make rules and 
regulations for the proper carrying out of the provisions of this chapter, including 
storage of gunpowder or otlier explosives otherwise on laud, or its carriage within the 
waters of the Colony, and to fix and vary from time to time the sums chargeable 
for the storage of gunpowder or other explosives as hereinbefore prescribed, and every 
violation or neglect of any such rules or reguldtions shall render the party so 
oflfentiing liable to the penalties imposed by subsection 14 of this section for ofiFences 
against any provisions thereof. 

13. The sums charged in r»:spect of such storage shall be paid monthly by the 
party claiming to be entitletl to such gunpowder or other explosives, and in the 
eycnt of the same not being paid within twenty-one days after the same shall have 
become due and payable, it shall be lawful for the Governor to direct the said 
gunpowder or other explosives to be sold, in order to defray the expensa of storage, 
and the proceeds thereof, after deduction of all government charges and the expense 
of sale, shall be paid to t ie party who shall prove himself entitled thereto to tho 
satisfaction of the Gtjvemor. 

14. Every person who shall violate or refuse or fail to comply with the provi- 
sions of this chapter shall incur a penalty not exceeding three hundred dollars, or 
imprisonment for any period not exceeding six months. 

15. Nothing in this chapter contained shall apply to Her Majesty's ships of war 
or the ships of war of any foreign nation, or to hired armed vessels in Her Majesty's 
service or in the service of any foreign nation, or to Government stores. 



Orain Cargoes. 
XI. — Ships to be marked with Deck and Load Lines. 

XLI. — No car^o of which more than one-third consists of any kind of grain, corn, 
rice, paddy, pulse, seeds, nuts, or nut kernels, hereinafter referred to as grain cargo, 
shall be carried on board any Colonial ship, unless such grain cargo be contained in 
bags, sacks, or barrels, or secured from shifting by boards, bulkheads, or otherwise. 

General. 

6. Where under this Ordinance a ship is authorised or ordered to be detained^ 
if the ship after such detention or after service on the master of any notice of or order

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for gnch detention proceeds to sea before it is released by competent authority, the 
master of the ship, and also the owner or agent and any person who sends the ship 
to sea, if such owner or agent or person be party or privy to the oSence, shall ho 
liable to a penalty not eiceediDg five hundred dollars. 

7. Where a ship so proceeding to sea takes to sea when on board thereof in the 
execution of his duty any officer authorised to detain the ship, or any Surveyor or 
officer appointed by the Governor, the owner and master of the ship shall each be 
liable to pay all expenses of and incidental to the officer or Surveyor being so taken 
to sea, and also a penalty not exceeding five hundred dollars, or if the offence is not 
prosecuted in a summary manner, not exceeding fifty dollars for every day until the 
officer or Surveyor returns, or until such time as would enable him after leaving the 
ship to return to the port from which he is taken, and such expenses may be recovered 
in Uke manner as the penalty. 

16. Whosoever, with intent to defraud, shall forge, or alter, or shall offer, utter, 
dispose of, or put off knowing the same to be forged or altered, any certificate, ticket, 
document, matter, or thing named in this Ordinance, or any regulation made there- 
Mder, shall be guilty of felony, and being convicted thereof, shall be liable, at the 
discretion of the Supreme Court, to be kept in penal servitude for any term not 
•xceeding seven years, or to be imprisoned with or without hard labour. 
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GENERAL PORT REGULATIONS FOR HER BRITANNIO 
MAJESTY'S CONSULATES IN CHINA. 



The undersigned, Her Britannic Majesty's Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary and Chief Superintendent of British Trade in China, acting- under the 
authority conferred upon him by the 85th Section of the China and Japan Order in 
Council, 1865, hereby declares the following Regulations, made, in pursuance of the 
above Order in Council, to secure the observance of Treaties and thw maintenance 
of friendly relations between British subjects and Chinese suljects and autboriries, 



I. — The British Consulate offices at the several open ports shall be opened for 
public business from 10 o'clock a.m. to 4 o'clock p.m. daily, excepting Sundays, 
Cl ristmas Day, Good Friday, Queen's birthday, Easter Monday, those holidays 
upon which public offices in England are closed, and Chinese New Year's day, and 
such Chinese holidays as the Chinese Customs authorities may observe. 

II. — On the arrival of any British vessel at the anchorage of any of the open 
ports, the master shall, within 24 hours, deposit his ship's papers, together with a 
summary of the manifest of her cargo, at the Consulate office, unless a Sunday or 
holiday shall intervene. 

III. — Every British vessel must show her national colours on entering the port or 
anchorage, and keep them hoisted until she shall have been reported at the Consulate 
and her papers deposited there. 

IV. — No British vessel or any vessel the property of a British subject, unless 
provided with a certificate of registry, or provisional or other pass from the Super- 
intendr nt of Trade at Poking, or fiom the Colonial Government at Hongkong, shall 
hoist the British ensign within any port or ancliorage, or any flag similar to tho 
British ensign or of a cliaiacter not to bo easily distinguishable from it. Nor shall 
any registered British ve-^sel flying the Rod ensign hoist any other ensign or flag 
(except she be entitled to fly the Blue ensign) in use by Her Majesty's vessels of war, 
or the national ensign of any foreign State or any ensign or flag not plainly dis- 
tinguisLable from the ensigns used by Her Majesty's ships of war or from those 
flown by ships of foreign States. 

V. — Should any seaman absent himself from his ship without permission, the 
master shall forthwith report the circumstance at the Consulate office, and take the 
necessary measures for the recovery of tho absentee, and it shall be lawful for the 
Oonsul, if circumstances shall require it, in his discretion to prohibit leave being 
given to seamen to come ashore, and any master who shall violate such prohibition 
shall incur the penalties hereinafter declttred. 

VI. — The discharge of guns or other firearms from vessels in harbour is strictly 
prohibited, unless permission shall have been granted by the Consul. 

VII. — Masters of vessels when reporting their arrival at a port shall notify in 
writing the names of all passengers imd persons not forming part of the articled 
crew on board, and previous to leaving, notice must be given of the names of all 
persons, not forming part of the articled crew, intending to leave the port on board 
any vessel. 

VIII. — All cases of death occurring at sea must be reported to the Consul within 
24 hours of the vessel's arriving in port or harboiir, and all cases of death on bowl 
vessels in harbour, or in the residences of British subjects on shore, must be iouae- 
^tely reported at the Consolate office, and in the event of sudden or accidental 
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death the foUeet information obtainable should be given. It is strictly prohibited to 
thTO# overboard the bodies of seamen or other persons dying on board of a vessel in 
harbonr* Except in case of urgent necessity, no burial should take place on shore or 
from any ship in harbour without the license of the Consul first obtained. 

IX. — Stone or ballast shall not be thrown overboard in any port or harbour, 
imless permission shall have been first obtained from the local authorities through 
the intervention of Her Majesty's Consular officer. 

X. — All cases of loss of property by theft or fraud on board ships, as well as of 
assault or felony requiring redress or involving the public peace, must be immediately 
reported at the Consulate office. 

If any Chinese subject guilty of, or suspected of, having committed a mis- 
demeanour on shore or afloat be detained, information must in such cases be forthwith 
lodged at the Consulate office, and in no instance shall Biitish subjects be permitted 
to use violence toward Chinese offenders or to take the law into their own hands. 

XI. — ^Any vessel having in the whole abovd 200 lbs. of gunpowder or other 
explosive material on board shall not approach nearer than a distance of one mile 
from the limits of the anchorage. On arriving at that distance, she must be forthwith 
reported to the Consular authority. 

Special anchorages or stations will be assigned for such ships in the neighbour- 
hood of the ports. 

XII. — No seaman or other person belonging to a British ship may be discharged 
or left behind at any port or anchorage without the express sanction of the Consul, 
and not then until sufficient security shall have been given for his maintenance and 
good behaviour while remaining on shore, jind, if required, for the expenses incident 
to his shipment to a port in the United Kingdom or to a British Colonial port, 
according as the seaman or other person is a native of Great Britain or of any British 
Colony. 

If any British subject left at a port or anchorage by a British vessel be found 
to require public relief prior to the departure of such vt'ssel from the dominioLS of 
the Emferor of China, ihe vessel will be held responsible for the maintenance and 
removal from China of such British subject. 

XIII. — When a vessel is ready to leave a port anchorage, the master or con- 
signee shall apply at the Custom-house for a Chinese port clearance, and on 
his presenting this document, together with a copy of the mauilest of his export 
cargo, at the Consular office, his ship's papers will be n tumcd to liim, and he will 
be furnish d with a Consular port clearance, on receiving wh;ch the vessel will be at 
liberty to leave the port. Should any vessel take in or discharge cirgo subsequent 
to the issue of the Customs' clt arance, the master will be subject to a penalty, and 
the ship to such detention as may be necessary to the ends of justice. 

XIV. — When a vessel is ready to leave a port or anchorage, the master shall 
give notice thereof to the Consul, and shall hoist a Blue Peter at least 24 hours 
before the time appointed for her departure. The Consul may dispense with the 
observance of tliis regulation on security being given that claims presented within 
24 hours will be paid. 

XV. — 1^0 British subject may establish or carry on an hotel, boarding or eating* 
house, house of entertainment, or shop for the sale of liquors within the Consular 
district without the sanction and license of the Consul, and pavment of such fees 
in respect of such license, yearly or otherwise, as may be duly authorised. The 
Consul shall require every person so licensed to give security for the good conduct 
of all inmates and frequenfers of his house, and also that he will not harbour any 
seaman who is a runaway or who cannot produce his discharge accompanied by a 
written sanction from the Consul to reside on shore. 

Every person so licensed will be held accountable for the good conduct of all 
inmates and frequenters of his house, and in case of their misconduct may be sued 
upon the instrument of security so given. 

XVI. — Any British subject desiring to proceed up the country to a greater 
distance than thirty miles from any Treaty port is required to procure a Consular 
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passport, and any one found without such a passport beyond that distance will be 
liable to prosecution. 

XYII. — The term Consul in these Regulations shall be construed to include all 
and every officer in Her Majesty's Consular service, whether Consul-Gteneraly Consul^ 
Vice-Consul, or Consular agent, or other person duly authorized to act in any of the 
aforesaid capacities within the dominions of the Emperor of China. 

XVIII. — British vessels are bound as to mooring and pilotage to act in accord- 
ance with the Harbour and Pilotiige Regulations authorized in each port by Her 
Majesty's Minister for the time being, and any infraction of the same shall render 
the party offending liable to the penalties attached to these rev^ulations. 

XIX. — No loading or discharging of cargo may be carried on except within the 
limits of the anchorage defined by the Consul and the Chinese authorities of each 
port, 

XX. — Any infringement of the preceding General Port Regulations or of the 
Special Regulations referred to iii Regulations XVIIL and XIX., shall subject the 
offender, for each offence, to imprisonment for any term not exceeding three months, 
with or without hard labour, and with or without a fine not exceeding 200 dollars, 
or to a fine not exceeding 200 dollars, without imprisonment, and with or without 
further fines for continuing offences not exceeding in any case 25 dollars for each 
day during which the offence continues after the orio:inal fine is in ;uiTed ; such fine 
to be inflicted, levied, and enforced in accordance with the Order of Hor Majesty in 
Council dated the 9th day of March, 1865. 

And in consideration of the urgent necessity for these Regulatipns, the under- 
signed hereby further ueclares that they shall have effect unless and until they shall 
be disapproved by Her Most Gracious Majesty, and notification of such disapproval 
shall be received and pubhshed by me or other of Her Majesty's Ministers in China. 



— All fines levied by virtue of or under the General or Special Port Regula* 
tions are to be applied, as directed by the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865^ 
in diminution of the public expenditure, unless otherwise specially order«.d.

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TREATY AND CONVENTION BETWEEN FEANCE AND SIAM 



Si«NSD AT BANaKOKy 3bd Octobeb, 1893. 



Treaty. 

Article 1. — The Siamese Government renounces all pretension to the whole of 
the territories on the left bank of the Mekong and to the islands in the river. 

Article 2. — The Siamese Government undertakes not to place or navigate 
any armed boats or vessels on the waters of the great Tonle-Sap Lake, the Mekong, 
or their tributaries situated in the territory indicated in the next article. 

Article 3. — The Siamese Government will construct no fortified post or military 
establishment in the provinces of Battambang and Siem-Beap or within a radius of 
15 miles from the right bank of the Mekong. 

Acticle 4. — In the zones mentioned in Article 3 the police service will be car- 
ried on as usual by the local authorities with the contingent forces that are strictly 
necessary. No regular or irregular armed force is to be maintained. 

Article 6. — The Siamese Government binds itself to open negotiations with the 
French Government, within six months, with a view to regulating the customs and 
commercial system of the territories mentioned in Article 3, and to the n^vision of 
the Treaty of 1865. Until the conclusion of that agreement no customs duties will 
be established in the zone referred to in Article 3. Reciprocity will continue to be 
granted by the French Government to the products of the said zono. 

Article 6. — As the development of the navigation of the Mekong may render 
necessary cfrtain works on the right bank or the establishment of relay stations for 
boats for wood and coal depots, the Siamese Government binds itself to give, cn the 
request of the French Government, all the necessary facilities for this purpose. 

Arricle 7. — French citizens, whether actual subjects or political deptndents, 
may travel about freely and carry on th*dr business in the territories mentioned in 
Article 3, on being provided with a pass from tbe French authorities. Reciprocity 
will be accorded to the inhabitants of the said zone. 

Article 8. — Tbe French Government reserves the right of establishing Con- 
sulates where it shall think proper in the interest of its citizens, subjects or depen« 
dents, and particularly at Kborat and at Muang Nam. The Siamese Gk>vemmeot 
will grant the sites necessary for the erection of the said Consulates. 

Article 9. — In case of difficulties, the French text will be the sole authority. 

Article 10. — Tl e present treaty must be ratified within four months from the 
date of its signature. 

Conveniion. 

The Siamese military posts established on the left bank of the Mekong and 
on the islands in the river must be evacuated within a u:onth from tie date of the 
signing of the present Convention. Those situated in the province of Angkor and 
Battambang, or on the right bank of the river within 15 miles thereof, must 
evacuated at the same time and the fortifications razed. 

The authors of the incidents of Tong-Kieog-Ehan and Cammon will be judged 
by tbe Siamese authorities. A representative of France will be present at the trial, 
and will see that the sentences pronounced are carried out. The French Govern- 
ment reserves the right of judging whether the penalties are sufficient, and, if 
necessary, of demanding a fresh trial before a mixed tribunal, the composition of 
which it will itself determine. 

The Siamese Government will deliver up to the French Minister at Bangkok 
or to the French authorities on the frontier all French subjects, whether Annamites, 
Cambodians, or Loatians of the left bank, now detained for any cause whatever. It 
will throw no obstacle in the way of the return to the left bank of the former inhabit- 
ants of that region. 

The Bang-Bien of Tong-Kieng-Khan and his suite will be taken by a delegate 
of the Minister of Foreign Affairs to the French Legation, and also the arms and 
the Frf neb flag seized by the Siamese authorities. 

The French Government will continue to occupy Chantaboon until the execu- 
tion of the stipulations ol the present Convention, and particularly until the complete 
and pacific evacuation of the Siamese posts established both on the left bank of the 
Mekong and on the islands in the river, as well as those in the provinces of Battam- 
bang and Siem-Beap, and within 15 miles of the right biLiik of the Mekong.

WLADIVOSTOCK 

This port, on some charts still called Port May^ lies in latitude 43 deg. 7 min. N. 
aod longitude 131 deg. 54 min. E., at the southern end of a Iodr peninsula reaching into 
Peter the Great Bay. Of the ports in East Siberia, it is by far the most important^ 
both as a military and rrmmeicial centre. It is a free port excrpt that duties have to 
be paid on the following articles:— Alcoholic liquors, totacco, matches, kerosine oil, 
varnishes, sugar, soap, and sweetmeats. WladivostocK is one of the most magnificent 
harbours in the East. From its peculiar long and nanxw shape and the once sup- 
posed hidden treasures in the sligntly auriferous soil of its surrounding hills, it has 
not inappropriately been called the Golden Bom. The entrances to the harbour are 
hidden oy Dundas Island, which divides the fairwajr into two narrow passages. Thia 
fine fiheet of water first runs for about half a mile in a northern direction and then 
suddenly bends to the east for a distance of about one mile. On all sides it is surrounded 
by hills, low on the southern and hicher on the northern shore, and which slope sharplj 
down to the water's edce. These hills, once verdant with foliage, have been complet^y 
denuded of trees by recKless felling. The harbour, capable of accommodating an almost 
unlimited number of vessels of deep draught and large capacity, afibrds a safe anchorage. 
It is usually closed by ice from about Christmas till the beginning of April, but even 
then ships may safely approach the entrance by making either for Diomed Bay or some 
of the numerous sheltered anchoniges alorg the eastern she re of Dundas Island. The 
transit of cargo is then efiPected to nladivostock over the ice. There is a floating dock 
capable of taking in vessels up to 3,000 tons, and a fine graving dock is in course of 
construction. The dimensions of this new dock will be -.—Length over all, 625 feet; 
length at bottom, 566 feet; breadth 120 feet; breadth at entrance, 90 feet; depth, 
30 feet. 

The port, the chief naval station of Russia on the Pacific, is commanded by aa 
Admiral appointed from heme, and there is also a military Governor, residing at 
Wladivostock, who is in ccncmand of the forces spread over the South Ussuri 
district. The municipal afiairs of the town are managed by a Mayor and 
Town Council elected by and from among the Kusssian civil community. The 
town is built on the southern slope of the hills running along the northern shore of the 
harbour. The entire area, with the exception of some unoccupied lots intervening 
here and there, is covered by buildings ; and the town is well laid out with good roads. 
Most conspicuous among the buildings are the government offices, the barracks, the 
railwav station, the museum, the Russian church, the Governor's residence and that of 
the Acfmiral Commanding, which is surrounded b^^ a Public Garden, while the houses of 
the more afiSuent merchants are well and substantially built. In the Public Garden the 
naval band plays twice a week during the summer. There is a Naval Club, to 
which civilians are admitted as ncnvoting mcmbc rs, two or three hotels, a gymnasium 
or school for boys, an institute for girls, and militarv and naval hospitals. The towH 
haa a population of upwards of 20,000, most of wiiom are of European extraction. 
The Garrison numbers in aD about 8,000 men, consisting of 2,000 marines and 6,000 
infantry of the line, artillery, and engineers, and is partly accommodated on Dundas 
Island. There are also about 20,000 troops in other parts of the province and in 
Saghalien. In June, 1891, the Czarewitch cut the lirst sod of the Wladivostock section 
of the Siberian Bailway, which section will shortly be completed. The value of the 
import trade of Wladivostock in 1888 was 5,978,587 roubles; the exports have been very 
itrimng hitherto, but will doubtless increase so soon as railway communication with the 
enterior is estaolished. In 1891, 117 vessels with a net registered tonnage of 101,255 
entered the port. 



NICOLAJEWSK 

The port and settlement of Nicolajewsk, founded in 1861 by Admiral Nevelskoi, is 
situated on the river Amur, about 29 miles from its mouth. The Amur is here about 
nine miles in widths with a depth in mid stream of eight to nine fathoms and a current 
of three to four knots. It is navigable for vessels of light draught for more than 2,000 
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WLADIVOSTOCK 



miles, and vessels of ) 2 feet draught can get up 600 miles. The town is built on a pla- 
teau 50 feet above the sea level and gradually slopeh down to the river to the eastward. 
Themost conspicuousedificeistheCathedral, round which the town is built. Thisstnicture 
is imposing in appearance, with a large w^est tower, having belfry and dome, but it is 
built of woocl and is already showing signs of deterioration. At the liack of the Cath^ral 
is a large grass grown square, two sides of which are occupied by Barracks, Governor's 
House, and Police Station. TThere are few sul)stantial houses in the town, except those 
used as public buildings or stores, and there is little trade except in fish, quantities of 
salmon being dried and cured here. Since the naval and military head-quarters were 
transfer red to Wladivostock the place has declined in importance. Nicolajewsk is 
fortified and a considerable garrison is maintained there.

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Constitution and Government. 
The govemment of the Japanese Empire was until lately that of an absolute 
monarchy. In the year 1868 the now ruling sovereign overthrew, after a short war, the 
power of theShogun, together with that of the Daimios, or feudal nobles, who, on the 
25th June, 1869, resigned their lands, revenues, and retainers to the Mikado, by whom 
they were permitted to retain one-tenth of their original incomes, but ordered to reside 
in the capital in future. The sovereign bears the name of Supreme Lord, or Emperor ; 
but the appellation by which he is generally known in foreign countries is the ancient 
title of Mikado. 

Mutsu-hito, the reigning monarch, was born at Kyoto, on November 3rd,/ 1852; 
succeeded his father, Koinei Tenno, 1867; married December 28th, 1868, to Princess 
Hani-ko, born April 17th, 1850, daughter of Prince Itchijo. The reigning Emperor is 
the 121st of an unbroken dynasty, which was founded 660 B.C. Bv the ancient and 
regular law of succession the crown devolves upon the eldest son, anci, failing male issue, 
upon the eldest daughter of the sovereign. This law has often been disregarded in 
consequence of the partiality of the monarch or the ambition of powerful ministers 
which was one of the principal causes that culminated in the dual system of Govorimient 
in Japan. The Throne has frequently been occupied by a female. A new law of succes- 
sion was promulgated in February, 1889, which excludes females from the Imi^erial 
Throne. 

The power of the Mikado was formerly absolute, but its exercise was controlled to 
some extent by custom and public opinion. His Maiesty, in 1875, when the Senate and 
Supreme Judicial Tribunal were founded, solemnly declared his earnest desire to havo a 
constitutional system of government. The Mikado has long been reganled as the 
spiritual as well as the temporal head of the Empire, but although the present sovereign 
is favourable to the Shinto faith, he does not actively interfere in religious matters, and 
all religions are tolerated in Japan. The Ecclesiastical Department was in 1877 riM iuced 
to a simple bureau under the control of the Minister of the Interior. The Mikado acts 
through an Executive Ministry divided into nine departments, namely: — Gwaimn Sho 
(Foreign Affairs), Naimu Sho (Interior), Okura Sho ^Finance), Kaigun Sho'(Nuvv), 
Rikugun Sho (Army), Shiho Sho (Justice), Mombu Sho (Education), Noshomu Slio 
(Agriculture and Commerce)^nd Teishin Sho (Communications). In 1888 a Privy Council, 
malelled on that of Great Britain, was constituted. The new Constitution, promised 
by the Mikado in 1881, was proclaimed on the 11th February, 1889, and In July, 1890, 
the first Parliament was elected and met on the 29th November. The Parliamentary 
system is bicameral, the House of Peers and the House of Representatives constituting 
the Imperial Diet. The Upper House is partly elective, partly hereditary, and partly 
nominated. The Lower House consi&t48 of 300 members, to be elected by ballot, and its 
duration is fixed at four years, but in case of necessity the term may be prolonged. The 
Emperor nominates the Ministers forming the Cabinet and there is no recognition of the 
responsibility of the Cabinet to the Diet, 

The Empire is divided for administrative purposes into three Fu^ or cities (Tokyo, 
Kvoto, and Osaka), and forty-three Km^ or pi-efectures, including the Loochoo Islands, 
which have been converted into a ken and named Okinawa, The island of Yezo is under 
a separate administration called Hokkaido-cho. These fu and ken are governed by 
prefects. The prefect of Tokyo Fu is of higher rank, but as regards his executive power 
it varies little froni those of the other fu ana ken. The latter are all on an equal footing, 
are under control of the Naimu Sho. and have limited powers, being required to submit 
every matter, unlesis there is a preceaent for it, to the Minister of the Interior. Nor have 
they any concern in judicial proceedings, which come under the cognizance of the forty 
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eight local Courts and the seven Supreme Courts at Tokya Osaka, Nagoya^ Hiroshima* 
Nagasaki, Miyagi, and Hakodate, over which the Daishin In presides at Tokyo. 

Previous to the last change of Grovemment, which restored the ancient Imperial 
rSgime, the administrative autnority rested with the Shoeun (Military Commander) 
whom foreigners were at first led to recognise as the temporal sovereign, and with whom 
they negotiated treaties of peace and commerce. The Shogunate was founded in 1184 
by Yoritomo, a general of great valour and ability, and was continued through several 
dynasties until 1869. when the Tokugawa familv were dispossessed of the usurped 
authority. Under tne Shogun two hundred and fifty Daimios (feudal princes) shared 
the administrative power, being practically supreme in their respective domains 
ocnditionally upon their loyalty to the Shogun; but their rank and power disappeared 
with the Shogunate. On the 7th July, 1884, however, His Majesty issued an Imperial 
Notification and Rescript rehabilitating the nobility, and admitting to its ranks the most 
distinguished civil and military ofiicials who took part in the work of the Restoration. 
The old titles were abolished, and have been replaced by those of Prince {Ko\ Marquis 
(Ko), Count {Haht\ Viscount {Shi)^ and Baron {Dan). 

Revenue and Expenditure. 

The revenue and expenditure of Japan for the year 1892-93 is estimated at $86,068,080. 

The domestic debt of Japan in 1891-92 was $294,958,469. The Foreign debt amounted 
to $4,488,624. Against this debt, however, has to be set a reserve fund amounting in 
1892 to $14,022,021. 

Army and Navy. 

The armed force of Japan is divided into the Standing Army, the Reserve, and the 
Militia, and the troops into five classes. When on a peace footing the Army numbers 
69,090 men, and on a war footing 267,896 men. They are stationed in various parts of the 
Empire, which is divided into six military districts, having headquarters at Tokyo, 
Nagoya, Sendai, Osaka, Hiroshima, and Kumamoto. Each of these military districts 
contains in time of peace 4 battalions of Infantry, 1 regiment of Cavalry, 2 batteries 
Artillery, 1 regiment of Engineers, and 1 regiment of Transport Corps. Camps are estab- 
lished in 56 places. Not included in the above are the Imperial Guard composed of 5,336 
picked troops, which bring up the strength of the regular army, in time of peace, to some 
74,426. The army has been organised on the French system by officers specially selected 
by the French Government. 

The navy of Japan consists of one ironclad frigate, three steel coastguard ships, six 
composite corvettes, six steel cruisers, five wooden corvettes, six sloops (five steel, one 
composite), and five wooden gunboats, oesides one torpedo catcher, one seagoing torpedo 
boat, and twenty-nine torpedo boats. The largest of these ships, the steel coastguard ship 
Itsuktiskima, built in France, has a displacement of 4,278 tons with engines of 
5,400 horse-power ; her armament consists of one powerful gun (66 tons), and twelve 
smaller ones. The Matmshima and Ua^hidaU are sister ships to the ItsvkushimcUj and 
possess similar armament ; the former was built in France and the latter in Japan. The 
next largest vessel, the ironclad frigate FusOy has a displacement of 3,779 tons with 
engines of 3,932 horse-power. The armour is from 7 incnes to 9 inches in thickness, 
while the armament consists of four 15j-ton and two 5^-ton steel breechloaders by 
Krupp, so arranged as to command every point of the horizon. The ironclad corvette 
called the Kongo has a displacement oi 2.800 tons, with engines of 2,500 horse- 
power, and a belt of armour 4^ inches thick. The armament consists of 12 Krui>p 
guns, capable of throwing st^l shells of 124 pounds. The Hiyei is a sister ship 
to the Kongo, The steel cruiser Tstihishi steams 16 knots an hour, and carries two 
25-ton breechloading ^uns, one in the bow and stem respectively. Two more fast and 
powerfully armed cruisers, the Naniwa and TaJcxichihOy having each a displacement of 
3.709 tons, built by Messrs. Armstrong <fe Co. in England, arrived in Japan in 1886 
They steam 18 knots an hour and carry two 25-ton breechloading guns besiaes machine 
guns. Another steel cruiser, the Chiyoddy built on the Clvde, arrived in Japan in 
1890. She is a vessel of 2,450 tons, and carries 25 guns and three torpedo tubes. The 
first class steel cruiser Yoshino, built in England, is of 4,200 tons displacement, with 
engines of 5,500 horse power, and is expected to steam 23 knots. Some other smaller 
vessels are also being built in Japan. 

Population, Trade, and Industry. 
The total area of Japan is estimated at 156,604 square miles, and the population, 
according to census returns taken in December, 1891, was 40,718,677, namely, 20,563,416 
males and 20,155,261 females. The increase during the last ten years has slightly ex- 
ceeded one per cent, per annum. The empire is geographically (fivided into the four 
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iaiands: Honshiu, the central and most important territory; Kiushiu, " nine provinces/' 
the south-western island; Shikoku, tne four states, the southern island | and 
Tezo^ the most northerly and least developed. The former three islands are sub>divided 
into eiffht large roads, containing sucty-six provinces, and the latter (Yezo or Hokkaido) 
is cUviaed into eleven provinces. Administratively, as before mentioned, the Empire is 
divided into f u and ken. each ken containing more than one province.

The export of Raw Silk increased from 2,110,316 catties in 1890 to 6,325,148 catties 
in 1891, ana to 6,406,856 catties in 1892. There has been a large increase in the export 
of Silk Kece GJoods. The export of Tea varied little during the last three ye^rs and 
amounted to 37,518,203 catties in 1892. The export of coal in 1892 was 648,422 tons and 
$98,954 tons for ships' use, bein^ about the same in amount and value as for the two 
previous years. The export of Matches steadily increases. It was 9,242,035 gross in 1892 
against 8,^ *29,932 in 1891 and 6,724,585 in 1890. 

Of Imports Raw Cotton increased from 52.141,752 catties in 2 890 to 80,084,113 catties 
in 1891 and to 113,348,220 catties in 1892 ; shewing the rapid progress the country is 
making in supplying herself with the manufactured goods she requires ; the erection of 
mills being CI course greatly stimulated by the recent appreciation of gold, 31,908,302 
catties of Cotton Yam were imported in 1890, 17,337,600 m 1891, and 24,308,491 in 1892. 
There was a fair increase in the importation of Cotton Piece Goods, the values being yen 
4,188,703 in 1890, yen 3,502,127 in 1891, and yen 4,789,240 in 1892. Woollen Goods were 
imported to the value of yen 8.237,145 in 1890, yen 5,481,938 in 1891, and yen 6,988,164 in 
1892. Metals shew a decline trom yen 6,729,559 in 1800 to yen 5,140,892 m 1891 and to 
yen 4,990,680 in 1892. The importation of Kerosine Oil also declined from 42,663,580 
gallons in 1890 to 40,482,160 in 1891 and to 32,689,276 in 1892. Sugar imported shewed 
a slight increase from 173,673,167 catties in 1890 to 167,531,523 in 1891 and to 196,912,263 
in 1892.

The 
revenue has doubled since 1884, 

By treaties made with a number of foreign Governments the Japanese ports of 
Kanagawa (Yokohama), Nagasaki, Kobe, Hakodate, Niigata, and the cities of Tokyo 
(formerly called Yedo) and Osaka were thrown open to foreign commerce. The treatise 
with some of the Powers were revised in 1889, and it was intended that the new treaties 
should come into operation in February, 1890, when the whole country was to ba 
f'pened to subjects and citizens of such Powers, and extraterritoriality abolished. An 
floatation arose, however, in Japan, the Foreign Minister was, on the 19th October, 1889, 
s merely wounaed in an attempt made on his life in Tokyo, and the w^ork of treaty 
revision had to be suspended. The German, American, and Russian Treaties were 
signed in 1889, but have not yet been ratified. Negotiations have since been resumed. 

Railwavs in Japan are now being rapidly pushed forward. The first railway 
constructoxl was the one connecting Yokohama with Tokyo: it is 18 miles long and was 
opened for traflSc as a single road on the 12th June, 1872, ana was completed as a double 
line throughout on the 8tn May, 1880. There are now over 1,800 miles of railwav open 
in Japan, The principal line in point of importance is what is known as the lokaido 
Railway, which now unites Tokyo with Kobe, vid Yokohama, Shizuoka, Nagoya, Kyoto, 
and Osaka. The North-Eastern Railway runs from Tokyo to Aomori, a port on the 
northern coast, and is 454 miles in length. The last section, inm Morioka to Aomorii 
was opened to traffic on the 3rd September, 1891. Other lines are in course of construc- 
tion, some of which will ultimately complete the chain of communication from the extreme 
north of Hondo to Nagasaki in the south. In 1892 the Diet passed a law giving power 
to the Government to construct a network of state railways which will ultimately 
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ooniiect all the important towns in the Empire, and to issue bonds in the first ii. stance 
to the extent of Yen 60,000,000 to meet the expenses. 

The ports of Yokohama, Kobe, Oscika, Nagasaki, and Hakodate are connect (id with 
each other, and with Europe, by lines of telegraph, and the telegraph system, extending 
over 8,500 miles, connects all the important towns of the Empire. Janan has joined the 
Universal Postal Union, and for the past twelve years has conducted the international as 
well as domestic postal service. The telephone has been introduced into Tokyo and. 
other large cities. 



The capital of Japan [until the Resi(Ji **.iiuii called Yedo] is situated at the north of 
the Bay of Yedo, has a circumference of 27 miles, and covers a surface of nearly 30 square 
miles. The Sumida, or Okawa (Great River), runs through the city, dividing Tokyo 
proper from the districts on the east side called Honjo and Fukagawa. 

Tok^o as viewed from the bay is a pleasant-lookine cit^, being well situated on 
undulating ground, and possessing abunaant foliage. Tne city is oivided Into fifteen 
grand divisions, and its suburbs into six divisions. It is in fact more like 
an aggregation of towns than one great city. The Castle of Tokyo occupies a 
commanding position on a hill a little to the westward of the centre of tlie city. It is 
enclosed in double walls, and surrounded by a fine broad moat. Within the Castle 
formerly stood the Imperial Palace and several public offices, but the destructiv e fire of 
the 3rd of April, 1872, levelled these ancient and massive buildings, leaving only the 
surrounding lofty turrets and walls. A new Palace on the old site has been constructed, 
and the Mikado took up his residence there in January, 1889. The Imperial Garden 
called Fukiage is situated within the enclosure of the Castle. It is tastefully laid out in 
the pure native style, and contains fine forest trees, rare and beautiful plants of all kinds, 
a large jpond, cascades, ifec, and is most carefully kept. This fine garden well repavg 
inspection, and admission can be obtained by visitors with orders granted by tno 
Department of the Imperial Households 

Between the Castle and the out^r walls, a large area was until recently occupied by 
the numerous palaces of the Daimios, but nearly all these feudal erections have now 

8Ven place to smart brick or stone buildings, used as Public Offices, Barracks, 
ovemment Schools, <kc., so that at the present time very few of the Daimios' palaces 
remain to illustrate what old Yedo was like in the time of the Shogunate. Some of 
those that remain, near the Castle, have been converted into Government Ofiices. They 
are lar^e long buildings of a single high storey, plain but substantial, with no pretensions 
to architecture, but interesting as reminiscences of feudal Japan, 

The remaining portion of the city outside the walls is very densely inhabited, and 
uastj be called the commercial district of Tokyo. It has a circumference of 24 miles and 
covers an area of about 29 square miles. The most important part of the business 
quarter is on the east of the Qistle, and is traversed by a main street running from the 
north to the south-west under diiferent names. A considerable length of this 
thoroughfare, which is called Ginza, is lined with newly built brick buildings in the 
European style; the road is wide and well kept, the pavement broad and planted with 
trees on either side. As it is in close contiguity to tne principal railway station, it is 
always very animated and thronged with vehicles and foot passengers. 

Education is very general in Japan, and is making great progress. There are 
munerous Middle Schools, Normal Schools, and Colleges for special studies, such as Law, 
Science, Medicine, Mining, Agriculture, and Foreign Languages, and sevt?ral High Female 
Schools hav^ been established, and are carefully fostered by the Goveninient. In order 
to facilitate the prosecution of foreign studies the Government of the Mikado has 
^agedmany European professors, and aho sent, at the public expci ^e, a large number 
of students to America and Europe. An association callea the Romaji Kwai, for prc>mot- 
ing the adoption of the Roman alphabet in J .;pan, w^as formed in 188.5, but is not making 
much progress. 

The north end of the main street leads to the new public park or garden named 
Uyeno, which was formerly occupied by the magnificent Temple founded and main- 
tained by the Shoguns, and which was destroyed by fire during the war of Restoration in 
Jnly, 186&. In these grounds the Industrial Exhibition of 1877 was erected, when the 
gardens were converted into a public pleasure resort by the Government. Several 
exhibitions have since been held here and have proved very successful. In Uyeno is 
also situated the fine Imperial Museum (Haku-butsu-kwan). 
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Among the places much resorted to by visitors is the ancient temple of Kwannon, at 
Asakusa, not far from Uyeno, one of the most popular and most fre()uented temples in 
Japan. The temple is elevated about 20 feet m)m the ground. A flight of stej^ gives 
access to the interior. There is a chief altar at the extreme end of the temple, with side 
chapels at its right and left, containing a great number of wooden images ana tx votos. 
The interior is not very large, and is not so conspicuous for cleanliness as most of the 
public buildings in Japan. At the right of the temple there is a fine old Pagodst, and 
near it two colossal stone statues. A new park was also opened close to the temple 
about the same time as that of Uyeno. Thus, with Shiba, in the south-west, where are 
to be seen some of the splendid shrines of the Shoguns, among the chief glories of Tokva 
there are three large public gardens within the city. The buildings which are called 
the Temple of Coniucius were formerly the University of Tokyo, but this has been 
supe rseded since the Restoration by the Teikoku Daigaku and other schools in which 
Foreign instructors are employed. There are altogether 1,275 temples in Tokyo, some 
of which are fine edifices. The building in which the Imperial Diet meets is a plain 
edifice, and is only intended for temporary use. 

The districts of Hon^o and Fukagawa form the quiet portion of the capital. This 
quarter is connected with Tokyo proper by five great bridges, some of which are 
constructed of iron and some of wood. They are called, commencing on the north, 
Adsuma-Bashi. Umava-Bashi, Ryogoku-Bashi, 0-Hashi, and Eitai-Bashi respectively. 
The quay on tne banks of the Sumida forms a spacious and handsome street, and may 
be especially recommended to a traveller who has only a few davs to spend in Tokya 
In passing along the quay he will see across the stream c< veral fine temples and great 
buildings which stand on the western banks of the Great River, and he may get at the 
same time a very good idea of the animated river-life of the Sumida, whose waters are 
alwavs covered with junks and boats of all descriptions. 

A Rreat part of the remaining area forming the district north of the Castle is 
oovered by paddy fields, in the midst of which rise picturesquely situated houses. There 
are also extensive pleasure gardens, such as Asuka-yama, and neat little villages. The 
part west of the Castle contains fifty temples, and a number of nobles' palaces. The 
district on the south of the Castle, with an area of about 17^ sq[uare mdes, contains 
about sixty temples. The most remarkable among them is Yutenji in Meguro. 

Several great fires have during the last decade or so swept Tokyo, and these have led 
to gre.at improvements and the widening of the streets. Rows of good houses in brick 
and stone, and new bridges, in many cases of iron or stone, have been built and the city 
has in many portions been thoroughly modernised. Tramways have been laid and the 
cars are usually crowded with passengers. The main streets and those adjacent to them 
are lighted by electricity, and the remainder by gas and oil lamps. A race course has 
been formed close to Uyeno. Lines of telecrraph, amounting in all to 200 miles, connect 
the various parts of the citv with one another, and with the country lines. Tlie main 
streets are broad and well kept, and improvements attend the work of reconstruction 
after each conflagration. But as the city is in a transition state, it necessarily 
presents many strange anomalies. Side by side with lof tv stone buildings stand rows 
of rude wooden houses. As with the buildings so with the people ; while the mass still 
wear the native dress, numbers appear in European costume. The soldiers and police 
are dressed in uniform on the Western model. 

The environs of Tokyo are very picturesque and offer a great variety of pleasant 
walks or rides. Foreigners will find much to interest them in the country round. The 
finest scenery is at the northern and western sides of the city, where the country is 
surrounded by beautiful hills, from which there is a distant view of the noble mountains 
of Hakone, while beyond rises in solitarv grandeur the towering peak of Fuji-san, 
covered with snow the greater part of the year. The population of Tokyo and its 
suburbs was, according to the oflieial census of 1891, 1,510,841 ; that of the city proper 
being 1,217,309. The foreign residents in June, 1891 numbered 807, of whom 214 were 
British, 204 American, and 133 CJerman. Many of these residents are in Government or 
Japanese employ. 

The native Press is represented by more than a hundred newspapers, several of 
which are ddilies. Among them the Nichi Nichi Shimbun^ the Uochi Shimbun^ the Chxiya 
Shimbnn, the Jiji Shimpo, the Mainichi Shtmbun, and the Tokyo Shimpo take the leaii. 
There are 1,225 schools of different classes, including one university. A large and hand- 
some new hotel designed for foreigners and called the Imperial Hotel, was opened in 
1890. It contains 65 rooms and is luxuriously fitted up. It is within five minutM* 
drive of the Shimbashi railway station.

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TOKOHAMA 



Yokohama is the principal Treaty port of Japan, and was opened to foreign trade in 
Julv, 1869. It is situated on the Bay otYokohama, a small bay on the Western side of the 
Quif of Yedo, in lat. 35 deg. 26 min. 11 sec. N., and long. 139 deg. 39 min. 20 sec., in the 
island of Honshiu, and is distant about eighteen miles from the capital, with which it is 
connected by a line of railway. The settlement stands on what was originally a swamp, 
and — the town having sprung up from a poor fishing village only since the site was 
selected for a treaty port instead of the little town of Eanagawa — possesses few 
attractions for the visitor. The scenery around, however, is hilly and pleasing, and on 
clear days the snow-crowned summit and graceful outlines of Fuii-san, a volcanic 
mountain 12,370 feet high — celebrated in Japanese literature and aepicted on innu- 
merable native works of art — is most distinctly visible though some sevenW-five miles 
distant. ^ Yokohama is compactly built of low houses with tiled roofs. The town is 
divided into two nearly equal parts, the western half bein^ occupied by the foreign 
settlement. Beyond the plain on which the town is built rises a sort of semicircle of 
low hills called "The Bluff," a special concession made to foreigners subsequent to the 
founding of the Settlement, which is now thickly dotted with handsome foreign villas 
and dwellinff-houses in various styles of architecture, all standing in pretty gardens. 
From these dwellings charming }}rospects are obtainable. The Bluff is about 150 feet 
higher than the Settlement, and is much more salubrious. Alonff the water-front of the 
foreign settlement runs a good road called the Bund, on which, ic^in^ the water, stand 
manj of the principal houses and hotels and the United Club. Tne streets in the 
foreign settlement are fairly paved, kerbed. and drained. There are Anglican, French 
Catholic, Union Protestant, and native Mission Churches in the settlement. A fine 
Cricket and Recreation Ground exists in the Settlement, and there are well laid out 
Public Gardens on the Bluff. There is a fairly good Race Course situated about two 
miles from the Settlement. A good Boating Club also exists, which has provided facilities 
for deep sea bathing. The Public Hall, containing a theatre and assembly rooms, 
neatly built of brick, is situated at the top of Camp Hill, and was opened in 1886. The 
chief public buildings in the native town are the Kencho^opposite the British Consulate, 
the Town Hall, which has a clock tower, and the Custom House, a fine building erected in 
1885. The Railway Station is also a creditable structure, being a well designed and 
commodious terminus. The town is now in the enjoyment of an excellent water supply, 
large Waterworks haying been completed in 1887. The harbour is much exposed, 
ana new works for its improvement are in progress, which it is hoped will be completed 
early in 1894. These include two breakwaters or an aggregate length of 12,000 feet^ 
so projected as to practically enclose the whole of the anchorage, leaving an entrance 
650 feet wide between their extremities. A pier 2,000 feet long at which vessels may 
load or discharge is also included in the scheme. A graving dock will probably he 
constructed by private enterprise. Yokohama is well supplied with hotels, some of 
which afford good accommodation. There are four English daily papers published in 
the port, namely, the Japan Gazette^ Japan Heraldy Jajxin Daily Mailj and Japan Daily 
Advertiser; the Mail ana Gazette also issue weekly editions. 

The population of Yokohama numbered, on the 31st December, 1892, 143,252. The 
number of foreign residents was 4,927, of whom 3,339 were Chinese, 763 Britisn, and the 
rest of various nationalities.

HAKODATE 



This, the most northerly of the treatv ports of Japan, is situated in the south of Yexo 
on the Straits of Tsugaru, which divide that island from Honshiu. The port lies in 
latitude 41 deg, 47 min. 8 sec. N., and longitude 140 deg. 45 min. 34 sec. K, and the 
harbour is neariv l^nd-locked. The town clusters at the foot and on the slope of a bold 
rock known to foreigners as Hakodate Head, 1,106 feet in height. The surrounding 
country is hilly, volcanic, and striking, but the town itself possesses few attractions. 
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The foreign concession has never been built upon, the few foreign residents in the port 
hairing tmken up their quarters in Japanese buildings. A row of fine temples, with 
lofty picturesque roof a, occupying higher ground than the rest of the town, are the mosit 
conspicuous buildings. There are some Public Gardens at the eastern end of the town, 
whicn contain a small but interesting Museum. Waterworks for supplying the town 
with pure water were completed in 1889. The climate of Hakodate is healthy and 
bracing. The hottest month is August, but the thermometer then rarely rises above 90 
d^rees Fahr.; in the winter it sometimes sinks to 18 degrees. The mean temperature 
throughout the year is about 48 degrees. The population of Hakodate in 1889 was 
52,693. The number of foreign residents in 1889 was 69, of whom 36 were Europeans 
and Americans, and 33 Chinese; there are 16 more Europeans in other parts of Vezo. 

The foreign trade of the port is small. The value of the imports in 1892 amounted 
to only to |12,1M, as compared with $217,480 in 1891. The exports for 1892 amounted 
to $782,859, as compared with $638,709 in 1891. The agricultural resources of Yezo 
have been to some extent developed under the auspices of the Kaitakushi or 
Colonization Department. The rich pasture lands are well adapted for breeding 
cattle. In the valuable and extensive fisheries on the coast, however, the chief 
exports of the future from Hakodate are to be looked for. Increasing quantities 
of dried fish and seaweed are exported annually, mostly to China. The mineral 
resources of Yesso are large, and may also some day yield a val]ai(ible addition to the 
exports of this port. There are now three large coal mines in operation, one in Poronai, 
one at Ikushunbetsu, and a third at Sorachi. Hakodate is connected with the capital 
by telegraph. A railway from Otaru to Sapporo. 22 miles long, was opened to public 
traffic on the 28th November, 1880, and hais since been carried on to Poronai, where are 
some large coal mines, the total length of the line being 56 miles. A branch to Ikushun- 
betsu, seven miles, has since been made, and another line from the coal mines to 
Mororan, a port on the south-east of the island, a distance of 143 miles, has been 
completed and was open to traffic in July, 1892.

NIIGATA 



Niigata is situated on the west coast of Japan and in the southern part of the 
province of Echigo, at the mouth of the river Shinano. Though well locate for 
trade it has yielded the most disappointing results of all the Treaty ports of Japan 
Foreign goods find their way to Niigata in considerable Quantities, but since the 
opening of the port no direct foreign trade has been developou there. The imports in 
1892 amounted to §4.672 and the exports to 814,562. 

The town, which is one of the cleanest and best laid-out in Japan, covers an 
area of rather more than one square mile, and consists of five parallel streets intersected 
by cross streets watered by canals which communicate with the river. It has been 
materially improved within the last few years by the widening of the canals and streets, 
fihe latter of which are now lighted with petroleum obtained m the district. New Law 
Courts, Post-office, and Schools have been built, and the town is connected by telegraph 
with Tokyo and other cities of the Empire. A Government Hospital and a Medical 
School, as well as a lat^e English School under English and American masters, have been 
established here. A handsome buildinfi" for the local assembly was completed in 1684. 
A steam rice mill has been started ana some fresh industries have been conunenced 
Niigata is famed for the beauty of its women. The population of the town in 
December^ 1891| was 47,201.

OSAKA 



Osaka is the second city in Japan in point of size and commercial importance, and 
iu» not inaptly been termed the Venice of the Far East, owin^ to the manner in which 
it is intersected by canals. The city is compact and well laid out, the streets beinff 
i^^lar, clean, and animated. Osaka is essentially Japanese, though a go-ahead ana 
progressive city, and possesses much of interest to the foreign visitor. It is situated in 
the province of Settsu, and is built on the banks of the river Ajikawa, about five miles 
from the sea. The river is only navigable for small vessels, and on the opening of the 
railway to Kobe the foreign trade of Osaka commenced to decline. Almost all the 
foreign firms in the latter city have removed to Kobe. The most imposing and at the 
•ame time the most interesting object to be seen in Osaka is the Castle, erected in 1583 by 
one of the Shoguns, the famous Toyotonii Hidevoshi. Though less extensive than that of 
Tokyo, it is a much grander and more striking edifice, and is indeed, next to thatof Nagoya, 
the finest example of the ancient feudal castles of Japan. It is now occupied by the Osaka 
^rrison, and forms the headquarters of one of tne six great military districts, and 
It has also within its inclosure an extensive military arsenal. The^ city is the seat of 
the provincial government, which is called Fucho, in contradistinction to the other 
provmcial governments, which are termed Kencho. Osaka is the seat of numeroua 
industries, including cotton spinning mills, shipbuilding yards, and iron works, 
*nd the Imperial Mint is located there. This establishment is in active operation 
ind turns out a coinage not surpassed by any in the world. The number of foreign 
residents in 1892 was 262, and most of the Bntish and Americans are missionaries. The 
imports in 1892 amounted to 95,647.370 and the exports to $1,258,532 against $4,084,705 
unportB and $981,103 exports in the previous year.

KOBE-HYOGO 



Kobe was until 1892 the foreign port of the adjoining town of Hyogo and was opened 
to foreign trade in 1868 ; in OctoDer, 1892, Hyogo was also declareaby the Japanaae 
€k>vemment to form part of the open port. The port is finely situated on the 
Idzumi-nada, at the gate of the far-famed Inland Sea. The harbour is good 
and affords safe anchorage for vessels of almost axtj size. The two towns face 
the landlocked water covered with white sails, wlule behind, at a distance of 
about a mile, rises a range of picturesque and lofty hills^ some of which attain 
an altitude of about 2J^00 feet, and the steep sides of which are partly covered 
with pines. Kobe and Hyogo stretch for some three miles alon^ this strip of land 
between the hills and the water. The Foreign Concession at Kobe is well laia out, the 
streets are broad and clean, and lighted with gas. There is a Muiiicip>al Council 
consistiujg of the Oovemor, the Foreign Consuls, and three elected members of iho 
community. The Bund has a fine stone embankment and extends the whole length oi 
Kobe. The foreign houses are neatly built, and the Sannomiya railway station, within 
three minutes' walk of the Concession, has a very English look. The railway terminus 
is at the other end of Kobe, where it meets Hyogo, and there are extensive carriage 
works adjoininfi; the station. A rice-cleaning mill was started here in 1885. The foreign 
concession at Kobe is the " model settlement" of Japan. There is a good Club ancTa 
spacious recreation ground at the East end of the settlement. The tfnion Protestant 
Church and a Frencn Roman Catholic Church are in the Concession, and there is also a 
native Protestant Church in Kobe town. The Hyogo Hotel, situated on the Bund, is 
at present closed ; the Oriental Hotel has a monopoly now, new premises have been 
recently acquired, and building, it is expected, will commence thereon soon. Three 
forei^ daily papers, the Hyogo News, the Kobe Herald, and the Kobe Chronicle, are 
published in Aooe, and there are one or two native papers. The population of Kobe* 
Hyogo in December, 1892, was 148,619. The number of foreign residents in Kobe In 1892 
was 653, exclusive oif Chinese, who numbered 949. 

The old town of Hyogo is onljr divided from Kobe by the river Minato, which 
is spanned by a substantial stone bridge. Htoro contains few features of interest, and 
the streets and shops are inferior to those of Kooe, its population being much smaller

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and nearly stationary. The Temple of Shinkoji, which possesses a large bronse 
Buddha^ is worth a visit; and there is a monument to the Japanese hero Xiyomori, 
erected in 1286, in a grove of trees in the vicinity of the temple, which claims some 
attention from its historic associations. On the Kobe side of the Minato-gawa also 
stands a temple dedicated to Kusunski Masashige, so famous in Japanese history 
for loyalty and valour, who died on the spot in 1336 during the unsuccessful wara 
for the Restoration of tne Mikado's power. In connection with the Imperial Shipbuilding 
Yard at Hyc^o is a Patent Slip, which will accommodate vessels up to 2,000 tons. Ite 
total len^n is 900 feet; length above water, 300 feet; breadth, 38 feet; declivity, 1 in 20. 
The slip IS worked by hydraulic power. 

Kobe is connected with Osaka by rail, the distance between being twenty miles. 
This line, which was subsequently extended to Kyoto (the ancient capital of Japan), a 
distance of 27 miles from Osaka, was formally opened to traffic by the Mikado on the 6th 
February, 1887. It was further extended to Nagoya in 1888, and thence by degrees to 
Yokohama and Tokyo, and is now known as the Tokaido Railway. It was opened 
through its entire length (376 miles) in July, 1889. The connection of these important 
places with Kobe by rail has naturally tenaed to centralise trade at this fast rising port. 
The Sanyo railway is also now open as far as Mihara, 135 miles from Kobe, and is 
being vigorously pushed on to Shimonoseki, its ultimate terminus. Among the exporto^ 
tea, rice, camphor, copper, and vegetable wax, take the lead. The value ot tho 
import trade for 1892 was $36,220,175 ; that of the exports $22,345,666. In 1891, the value 
of miports was $26,700,501, and that of the exports $21,733,718. The quantity of tea 
shipped from Kobe-Hyogo was 22,066,120 lbs. in 1892, compared with 22,976,779 lbs. 1891. 
The whole of this went to the United States of America and Canada. Ship-building 
IB an important industry of the port, and a goodly number of iron and wooden screw 
steamers are annually laid down here.

NAGASAKI 

Nagasaki is a city of great antiquity, and in the early days of European intercourse 
with the Far East was the most important seat of the foreign tr;id<i with Japan. It is 
admirably situated on the south-western coast of the island of Kiushiu. A melancholy 
interest attaches to the neighbourhood as the scene of the extinction of Christianity in 
the empire and the extermination of the professors of that religion in 1637. At the 
entrance to the harbour lies the celebrated island of Pappenberg, where thousands of 
Christian martyrs were thrown over the high cliff rather than go through the form of 
trampling on the cross. Not far from Nagasaki is also the village of Mogi, where 37,000 
Christians suffered death in deiending themselves against the forces sent to subdue 
them. When the Christian religion was crushed and the foreigners expelled, to the 
Dutch alone was extended the privilege of trading with Japan, and they were confined 
to a small plot of ground at Nagasaki called Deshima. By the tn^ity of 1858, Nagasaki 
was one of the ports opened to British trade on the 1st July in the following year. 

On entering the harbour of Nagasaki no stranger can fail to be struck with the 
admirable situation of the town and the beautiful panorama of liilly scenery opened to his 
view. The harbour is a landlocked inlet deeply indented with small bays, about three miles 
long with a width varying from half a-mile to a mile. The native town is on the eastern 
aide of the harbour, and is about two miles long by about three-quarters of a mile itt 
extreme width. The foreign settlement adjoins the native town on the south side. 
The chief mercantile houses are situated on the bund facing the harbour, behind which 
are a few streets running parallel with it, and there are a number of private residences 
the hill side. There are English Protestant and Roman Catholic churches, two cluba» 
and a Masonic Lodge. The Belle Vue Hotel affords fair accommodation for visitors 
The Nagasaki dock is capable of docking the largest steamers. Its dimensions are:— 
Length (inside caisson at top), 438 feet; length on blocks, 375 feet; breadth of entrance 
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at top 89, and at bottom, 77 feet; depth of water on blocks at spring tides, 27 feet 6 
inches, and at neap tides 22 feet. Attached to the dook are extensive Engine Works 
most completely equipped and fitted. These works were originally built hj the Japanese 
Government, but they now belong, as does the dock, to the Mitsu Bishi Company. 
Waterworks have recently been completed. The reservoir holds 90,000,000 gallons, and 
there are three filter beds and a service reservoir. The Kiushiu Railway is now partly 
constructed, the line between Moji and Kumamoto, a distance of one hundred miles, 
being opened; and a branch line is also being pushed on to Nagastaki. The climate of 
Nagasaki is mild and salubrious, but in summer it is hot during the day by reason of 
the position of the town, being in a Rollow surrounded by hills. 

After the ox)ening oj? the port the trade for several years steadily developed, but it 
subsequently declined, owing to various causes, but chiefly perhaps on account of its 
gradual attraction to Yokohama. During the last seven years, however, there has been a 
steady improvement in the foreign trade, which has doubled itself in that period. The 
chief articles of import are cotton and woollen manufactures. The mdncipal exports 
are coal, tea, camphor, rice, vegetable wax, tobacco, and dried fish. There are several 
very productive coal mines near Nagasaki, of which the Takashima mine was the most 
important, the production in 1892 being 370,975 tons. The produce of the various 
Chikuzen and Buzen mines in 1892 was estimated at 1,0.35,000 tons. 

The value of the import trade of Nagasaki durinpr the year 1892 was $2,931,765 
against $2,932,133 in 1891, and that of the export trade $3,337,336 against $3,842,222 in 1891. 
Coal is the staple article of export, accounting for nearly half of the total export trade. 

The population of Nagasaki in 1892 was 61,999. The number of foreign residents, 
as given in the Consular report for 1892, was 932, of whom 600 were Chinese, 92 
Enfirlish, and 240 other Europeans and Americans. A small foreign weekly paper 
entitled the Rising Sun is published in the port, and also two native papers.

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Corea, or Chosen (the native name), is a peninsula situated to the north of Chin* 
which hangs down between that Empire and Jai>an, separating the Sea of Japan and the 
Yellow Sea, between the 34th and 43rd parallels north. It is Dounded on the north by 
Manchuria, on the north-east by Siberia, on the east by the Sea of Japan, on the west 
by the Yellow Sea, and on the south by the Channel of Corea. It has a coast line 
measuring 1,740 miles, and with its outlying islands is nearly as large as Great Britain. 
The name Corea is derived from the Japanese Korai (Chinese Kaoli): and the Portuguese, 
who were the first navigators in the Yellow Sea, called it Koria. (jhosen is translated 
into " Morning Calm." The eastern half of the peninsula is a sinuous range of mountains 
of which western Corea is the slope. The chiei rivers of importance are naturally to be 
found on the western side, and most of the harbours are situate on that coast. Corea is 
divided into eight <io or provinces, named Ping-an, Whang-hai, Kiung-kei (which contains 
the capital), Cnung-chonc, Chulla, Kiung-sang, Kang-wen, and Ham-kiung. The climate 
is considered healthy and temperate, bracing in the north and milder in the south, 
where it is more exposed to summer breezes. The Han river at Seoul is often frozen for 
two months in the year. The fauna includes tigers, leopards, wild deer, wild hogs, and 
in the south monkeys are to be found. A stunted breea of horses exists, and immense 
numbers of oxen are raised as food; goats are rare, and sheep are only imported from 
China for sacrificial purposes. The pheasant, eagle, falcon, crane, and stork are common. 
A great portion of the soil is fertile and the mineral wealtn of the kingdom is believed 
to be considerable. The history of Corea, like that of its neighbours, is lost in the mists 
of obscurity, but according to native and Chinese tradition a Chinese noble named 
Kishi or Ki-tsze, who migrated with his followers to Corea in 1122 B.C., was the founder 
of the Corean social order and the first monarch. His descendants are said to have 
ruled until the fourth century before the Christian era. The present dynasty is 
descended from Ni Taijo, a young soldier who was the architect of his own fortunes, and 
who succeeded in deposing the Wang dynasty. It was at this time, in the 14th century, 
that Han>yang, known as Seoul, was selected as the national capital. His Majesty 
King Li Fin is the twenty-eighth sovereign of the present line. The Kngdom is govemei 
under the King and three Prime Ministers, by six boards or departments— namely, Office 
and Public Employ, Finance, Ceremonies, War. Justice, and Public Works. The general 
method of procedure is modelled on that of Peking. Tne State revenue is derived from 
the land tax, and it is estimated to amount to about £200,000. 

For many centuries the Coreans successfully resisted all eflTorts to induce them to 
hold intercourse with forei^ers. The King of Corea is a vassal of the Emperor of China^ 
In former times Corea was invaded by both Chinese and Japanese, but for some centuries 
she enjoyed rest and seclusion, and not until 1876, when she signed the Treaty of Kokwa 
with Japan, were any foreigners admitted to the kingdom. Upon the establishment of 
Japanese in the ports of Fusan and Yuensan, the prejudice against foreign intercourse 
gradually abatea, and on the 22nd May, 1882, a treaty of friendship and -commerce was 
signed by the Corean Government at Jenchuan with Commodore Shufeldt on behalf of 
the United States. A Treaty with England was signed by Sir Harry Parkes on the 26th 
November, 1883; in 1884 Treaties were also concluded with Germany and Russia, and 
later with France, Italy, and Austria. The population of Corea, according to the last 
Gk)vemment census, was 10,518,937. The value of the foreign trade of Corea is about 
eight million dollars per annum. The principal articles of import are cotton manufac- 
ture^ and of export, rice, hides and bones, beans, and sold. A Foreign Customs service 
on the model of that of China, and subord[inated to it, has been established. 



YUENSAN (GENSAN OR WONSAN) 



This port, situated in Broughton Bay, on the north-eastern coast of Corea. is in the 
southem comer of the province of Ham-kiung, about half way between Fusan and 
Yladivostock. It was opened to Japanese trade on the Ist Majr, 1880, and to other 
mation« in January, 1883, but with we exception of Japan and China no other countries 
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mre oommercially represented at present. It is called Qensan by the Japanese and 
Wonsan by the Coreans, and under that name is thus described by Mr. Aston: — 
"The town extends for a mile along the southern shore of the bay, and consists of 
about two thousand houses with a i>opulation of perhaps 15,000 inhabitants. One 
main street of some ten to twelve feet in width winds through from end to end and into 
this open numerous narrow and crooked alleys." Near each end of the town is an open 
space where a market, chiefly for agricultural produce, is held about six times a month. 
The houses are mean and dirty, and the town presents a poverty-stricken appearance. 
The harbour is a good one, bemg spacious, easy of access, well sheltered, with excellent 
holding ffround, and convenient depth of water. January is the coldest month, and one 
comer or the harbour — that before the native town — is sometimes frozen over, but the 
part used by shipping is never covered with ice of such a thickness as to interfere 
with navigation. The native town is increasing in size and extending in the 
direction of the foreign Settlements. The Japanese have a nice clean looking Settlement, 
consisting of about a hundred houses built in semi-European style and a really fine 
Consulate, of foreign design, containing at least forty rooms and offices. The Chinese 
Settlement is a heaJthy tract of land, situated northwest of the Custom House. The 
Imperial Consulate stands in the middle of the Settlement, and the houses are built 
in Anglo-Chinese style, of brick and wood. The Chinese merchants are carrying on an 
extensive business, especially in cotton yams, silks, and the export of gold. In 1892 there 
were 783 foreign residents, of whom 706 were Japanese and 63 Chinese. The population 
of the native city was in the same year estimated at 16,000. The country around Yuensan 
is under cultivation, and the soil is very rich. Within a short distance of the port are 
mines producing copper and other minerals, and Rold is found amongst the neighoourinfl^ 
mountains. The cattle at this port, as nearly all over the country, are very fine ana 
plentiful, and can be bought at very low rates: they are used as beasts of burden and 
for ajoricultural purposes. A tel^praph line from nence to Seoul was opened in July, 1891. 

The trade is carried on by regular lines of steamers running to J apan, Shanghai, and 
Yladivostock. The net value of the trade in 1892 was $1,679,203 as compared with 
$1,343,787 in 1891. The exports consist chiefly of hide& beans, gold-dust, dried fish, 

skins. The imports consist chiefly of cotton and silk manufactured goods, metals, 
and dyes.

FUSAN 

Fusan, or Pusan as it is also called by the CJoreans, is the chief port of Eiung-sang* 
do, the south-eastern province of Corea, and lies in lat. 35 deg. 6 min, 8 sec. N. and long. 
129 deg. 3 min. 2 sec. E. It was opened to Japanese trade in 1876 and to Western 
nations in 1883. The native town is a collection of thatched cabins with a population 
of about 2,000 inhabitants. The Japanese settlement is situated a little distance from 
the native town, opposite the island of Cholyongdo (Deer Island), and is r^^larly laid 
out^ clean, and well kept. It is under the control of the Consul, who is, however, 
assisted by an elective Municipal Council. Order is maintained by a Police Force in 
uniforms of European pattern. The streets are lighted by kerosine lamps, and water, 
conducted from the neighbouring hills, is distributed through the Settlement by pipes. 
The Foreign residents numbered 5,329 in 1892, of whom 6,153 were Japanese and 156 
Chinese. The Corean town of Fusan is a walled cit^, situated at the head of the 
harbour; it contains the Royal ^^naries for storing nee, a few wretched houses, and 
the residence of the small mihtarv official in charge. The harbour is good and 
capacious, with a sufficient depth of water to accommodate the largest vessels. The 
climate is very salubrious and the place is considered extremely healthy. Sea bathing 
may be had in perfection. The dLstrict citjr Tong-nai Fu, which is distant about eight 
miles, is the local centre of trade. It contains a population of about 30,000. A branch 
of the Foreign Customs Service was established in July, 1883. Regular lines ol 
steamers connect the port with Japan, Shanghai, and Vladivostock. Fusan was 
connected with Japan by a submarine telegraph cable in November. 1883. 

The value of the trade for 1892 was |3,126,453» as compared with a^688»056 in 1891» 
and 1699,777 in 1886.

The capital cit^ of Han^yan^, better known to foreigners as Seoul (which is merely 
ttia native term for caj^tiu), is situated almost in the centre of the nrovinoe of 
Kiung-kei, on the north side of and about three miles from the river Han, aoout thirty 
five miles from its mouth. It lies in 37 deg. 30 min. N. lat. and 127 deg. 4 min E. lonff. 
Han-yang means *^ the fortress on the Han. * The city is enclosed by crenellated walls 
of varying heighti avera^^ing about twenty f eet^ with arched stone bridges spanning 
fhe wat^r-courses. It is m the form of an irregular oblong, and stretches lengthwise 
in a valley that runs from north-east to south-west. The houses are about eight or nine 
feet highf built of stone or mud, and mostly roofed with tiles. Internally they are 
dean, for the Coreans, like the Japanese, take off their shoes before enterinff their 
houses. A long main street^ about 100 feet wide, running east and west, divides the 
dty into two nearly equal portions. In the northern half are the walled inclosures 
oontaininir the King's ralace and the more important public buildings. A street about 
50 feet wide intersects the main street at right angles, dividing the northern half of the 
dtv into eastern and western quarters. At the point of intersection stands a pavilion 
cslled Chong-kak (the ^Bell Kiosk 'O. from a large bell about seven feet high which is 
placed there. This spot is regarded as the centre of the city; and from it another 
street, as wide as the main streets branches off to the south west. The four wide streets 
whidi thus radiate from the ^^Bell Kiosk'' are Imown as the four Chong-ro or "Bell 
roads. " Another conspicuous feature of this central part of the cit^ is the row of laree 
warehouses two storeys high, the lower portions of^ which are divided off into little 
shops, opening into a small court-yard instead of facing tiie street. The width of the 
mam streets is much reduced by the construction in front of nearly every house of a 
rode wooden shanty used for a workshop or for business purposes, which gives the streets 
a poor and squalid appearance. The citv, like most eastern towns^ is very dirty, heaps 
of filth being allowea to accumulate, ana the open drains on each side of the streets are 
the receptacles for all sorts of abominations. The shops are small and unattractive, 
and contain no articUs de luxe or curios. The population of the city is ^^uriously 
«rtimated at from 160,000 to i40^ persons; official returns give the number of houses 
sslO,000.

CHEMULPO, 

Port of JENCHUAN, called also JINSEN and INCHIUN 

This port, known to the Japanese as Jinsen, is situated in lat. 37 deg. 28 min. 30 sec. . 
N. and long. 126 deg. 37 min. E., at the entrance to the Sal^e river, an embouchure of 
the Han-kang close to and immediately east of Roze island, on the west coast of Corea, 
in the metropolitan province of Kiung-kei. Though onlv nine years ago a mere fishing 
village, and now still in its infancy, many buildmgs of a substantial character have 
been erected and the port is rapidly rising into importance as a commercial centre. 

The sub-prefectural town of Jenchuan is situated 10 li distant from the port, 
which latter is locally known as Chemulpo. Fut-bing on the Han-kang is the nearest 
prefectural city, and is distant some 35 K, near whicn place is situated, also on the 
Han-kauff, the rising town of Mapu. which lies on the main road to Hanyang (Seoul) 
wme 75 K distant from the port (Cnemulpo), or 30 li from Seoul. The whole of the

land forming the Japanese Settlement at Chemulpo was sold publiclv early in 18d4; 
and the first land sales in the general Forei^ Settlement took place on the 7th 
November of the same year. There is a Municipal Council at Chemulpo compoeed of 
the Foreign Consuls, one Corean official, and three representatives of the lanonolders. 
The Council employs one European and six J ai)anese and Chinese police constables. The 
settlements have been neatly laid oul^ with broad well metalled roads, some of which are 
planted with trees, and the lots are al upon. The approaches to the river (Sal^) 

are now well surveyed, and the latest British Admiralty charts are quite reliable. 
The outer anchorage is accessible to shii)s of all sizes, and the inner one to coasting 
vessels and steamers ordinarily employed in the local trade. The river is navigable 
for vessels not drawing over 10 feet up^ to Mapu; but seeing that at certain seasoni 
Ifaere are a few places where the fall in the river is very considerable, owing to 
the existence of sand banks, it is desirable that river steamers, intended to run 
regularly, should not draw over six feet. An overland telegraph line from China to 
this port and the city of Seoul was opened to traffic in November, 1885. The climate 
is healthy and may be compared to tnat of Chefoo. The foreign population was 3,206 
(including 2,640 Japanese and 637 Chinese) in 1892 ; the natives were estimated at 3,587. 

The port was opened to Japanese trade on the 1st January, 1883, and to foreign 
trade on the 16th June of the same year. The value of the imports from foreign 
countries in 1892 was $3,068,921, and that of the exports $1,193,631. The total value 
of the trade of the port in 1892 was $4,963,744 compared with $5,216,457 in 1891.

Koang SiL Emperor of China^ is the son of Prince Ch'un, the seventh son of the 
Emperor Tao Kuang. He succeeaed his cousin the late Emperor Tung Chi, who died 
witnout issue on the 12th January, 1875, from small-pox. 

The proclamation announcing the accession of the present sovereign was aa 
follows:— " Whereas His Majesty tne Emperor has ascended upon the Dragon to be a 
guest on high, without o&pring bom to his inheritance, no course has been open but 
that of causing Tsai Tien, son of the Prince of Ch'un, to become adopted as the son of 
the Emperor W6ng Tsung Hien (Hien Fung) and to enter upon the inheritance of the 

Seat dynastic line as Emperor by succession. Therefore, let Tsai Tien, son of Yih Huam 
e Prince of Ch'un, become adopted as the son of the Emperor WSn Tsung Hien, ana 
enter upon the inheritance of the great dynastic line as Emperor by succession. " The 
present sovereign is the ninth Emperor of China of the Tartar dynasty of Ta-tsing 
(Sublime Puritv). which succeeded tne native dynasty of Ming in the year 1644. There 
exists no law of nereditary succession to the throne, but it is left to each sovereign to 
appoint his successor from among the members of his family. The late Emperor, dying 
suddenly, in the eighteenth year of his age. did not designate a successor, and it was 
in consequence of palace intrigue, directed by the Empresses Dowager, in concert with 
Prince Cn'un, that the infant son of the latter was declared Emperor. The Emperor 
Kuang Su, now in his twenty-third year, assumed the reins of Qovemment in FebrtMiryp 
1887, was married, on the 26th February, 1889, to Yeh-ho-na-la. niece of the Empress 
Dowager, and his enthronement took place on the 4th March following. 

Government and Revenue. 

The fundamental laws of the empire are laid down in the Ta-tsing Huei-tien, or 
Collected Regulations of the Great Pure Dynasty, which prescribe the government of 
the State as oased upon the government of the family. The Emperor is spiritual as 
well as temporal sovereign, and, as high priest of the Empire, can alone, with his 
immediate representatives and ministers, perform the great religious ceremonies. No 
eoclesiastical hiemrchy is maintained at the public expense, nor any priesthood attached 
io the Confucian or State religion. 

The administration of the empire is under the supreme direction of the Interior 
Council Chamber, comprising four members, two of Manchu and two of Chinese ori^pn^ 
besides two assistants from tne Han-lin, or Great Coll^;e, who have to see that nothing 
is done contrary to the civil and religious laws of the empire^ contained in the 
Ta-tsing Huei-tien, and in the sacred books of Confucius. These memoers are denominat- 
ed Ta Usio-sz, or Ministers of State. Under their orders are the Li Pu or seven boards 
of government, each of which is presided over by a Manchu and Chinese. They are:— ^1) 
The board of civil appointment, which takes cognisance of the conduct and admimstratioa 
of all civil officers; (2) The board of revenue, regulating all financial affairs; (3) The 
board of rites and ceremonies, which enforces the laws and customs to be observed by 
the people; (4) The military board, superintending the administration of the &nny : 
<M The boara of public works; (6) The high tribunal of criminal jurisdiction: and (7) 
Tne board of admiralty, recently formed to govern the infant navy of China. To these 
must be added the Tsunp-li Yam6n, or board of foreign affairs. Independent of the 
Government and theoretically above the central administration, is the Tu-cha Yuan, or 
board of public censors. It consists of from 40 to fiO members, under two presidents, 
the one of Manchu and the other of Chinese birth. By the ancient custom of the 
empire, all the members of this board are privileged to present any remonstrance to the 
sovereign. One censor must be present at the meeting of each of the six government 
boards. 

The estimates of the public revenue of China vary greatly, and, while they are 
stated by some to exceed 100 millions sterling, are held by others not to come up to half 
that amount. Official returns of the Chinese Government, published in 1844, stated the 
annual revenue at that time at Tls. 191,803,139, or £63,934.713. According to the 
memorials from officials published in the Peking Gazette^ it would appear that there are 
almost constant deficits, which the governors and high officials of provinces must cover 
by extraordinary taxation. The public revenue is mainly derived from three sources, 
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namely, custom duties. licence^y ami a tax npon land, but the receipts from the foreign 
cusioms are alone maae known. This was

China had no foreign debt till the end of 1874, when a loan of £627,676, bearing 8 
ner cent, interest, was contracted through the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank, under 
Imperial authority and secured by the customs' revenue. Since then a number of loans 
have been raised, most of them through the agency of the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank, several of which have been paid off. The total Foreign debt of China ii 
inconsiderable.

The above population, giving 268 souls per square mile throughout China jjroper, 
although partly based on official returns^ is not at all reliable. An estimate given by 
the Board of Revenue of the population in 1887 made it 303,241,969, which is probably 
much nearer the mark. 

The total number of foreigners in China in 1892 was 9,945, of whom 3,919 wer« 
subjects of Great Britain, 1,312 of the United States, 862 of France, 732 of Germany, 
286 of Sweden and Norway, 212 of Italy, 316 of Spain, 1,087 of Japan, and 669 
Portuguese, almost entirely natives of Macao, all other nationalities being represented 
by very few members. Of 679 mercantile firms doing business at the treaty ports, 363 
were British, 78 German, 31 American, and 29 French. 

The principal dependencies of China are Mongolia^ with an area of 1,288,035 
square miles, and some 2,000,000 people; and Manchuna, with an area of 362,313 
square miles, and an estimated population of 16,000,000. The latter is being steadily 
and rapidly colonised by Chinese, who greatly outnumber the Manchus in their own 
land. Thibet, which is also practically a dependency of China, has an area of 643,734 
square miles and a population of 6,000,000 souls. It is ruled by the Dalai Lama, but 
subject to the Government of Peking, who maintain a Resident at Lhassa. 

Army and Navy. 

The standing military force of China consists of two great divisions, the first formed 
by the more immediate subjects of the ruling dynasty, the Manchus, and the second by 
the Chinese and other subject races. The first, the main force upon which the Imperial 
Gkxvemment can rely, form the so-called troops of the Eight Banners, and garrison all the 
great cities, but so as to be separated by walls and forts from the population. According 
to the latest reports, the Imperial army comprises a total of 850^000 men, including 678 
companies of Tartar troops, 211 companies oi Mongols, and native Chinese infantry, a 
kind of militia, numbering 120,000 men. The native soldiers do not as a rule live in 
barracks, but in their own houses, mostly pursuing some civil occupation. 

^ The Chinese navy is in process of formation. It consisted, prior to the Franco- 
Chinese war of 1884, mainly of small gunboats built at the Mamoi Arsenal, Foochow, and 
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at Shanghai, on the foreign model, but has since been greatly strengthened. The ftee^ 
of China now includes five armoured ships, namely, the Ting Turn and Chen Tuen^ built 
at Stettin in 1883, which are of 7,430 tons disiuacementb nave 14 inches armour, and 
each carry four 30^ cm. and two 15 cjn. Erupp guns, eight machine ^uns, two light 

guns, and two launching carriages for torpedoes; tne King Yuen and Zat Yumf built at 
tettin in 1887, which are of 2,850 tons displacement have 9^ in. armour, and each 
carry two 8^ in. 10-ton breech-loaders, two 6 in. breech-loaders, seven machine guns, and 
one torpedo tube and three launching carriages ; and the small armoured gunboat Ti^ 
Singy with 1| inches armour on the belt and 3 in. on the turret, and carrying one 17 cm. 
Erupp gun. Amongst the unarmoured vessels are two Armstrong cruisers with protected 
decks, the Chih Yuen and Ching Yuen^ built in 1887, and carrying three 8-in. 12-ton 
breecn loaders and four torpedo tubes; the cruiser Tsi Yuen^ built at Stettin in 1883, 
with protected deck, and carrying two 21 cm. and one 15 cm. Ejrupp guns, four light 
guns, six machine Runs, and four torpedo tubes; two Armstrong cruisers built in 1881, 
the Chao Yung ana Yung Wei^ with partially protected decks, and carrjring two 10 in. 
and eight 4j in. breech-loaders; the nai An^ a frigate built cruiser carrying two 21 cnL, 
four 15 cm., and twenty 12 cm. Erupp guns; the cruisers Nan Shuin and Nan Thin^ 
built in Germany in 1884, carrying two 8 in. and eight 4^ in. Armstrong breech-loaders; 
the cruiser Yan^ Pao^ carrying three 8 in. 10-ton and seven 4} inch breech-loaders; Uie 
gun- vessels Mei Yuen and Tdng Yuen; and eleven so-called iJphabetical gunboats. Of 
the latter the first four are 118 feet 6 inches long, with a draught of 7 feet 6 inches, and 
a displacement of 400 tons. They each carry a 27i-ton gun. The next four, which 
arrived in China in October, 1879, are built of steel, and are double-ended, the stem 
lines being exactly after the model of the bow rudders. They measure 127 feet in 
extreme length and 125 feet at the water line, with 29 feet beam, a depth of 12 feet 
3 inches, mean draught of 9 feet 6 inches, and a displacement of 440 tons. The main 
feature of these boats is the 11-inch 36-ton muzzle-loading gun carried by each. They 
are further armed with two 12-pounder breech-loading Armstrong guns and four 
Gatlingfs. The last three, which arrived in China in July, 1881, are almost identical in 
style with their immediate predecessors, and each carry one 35-ton gun, but are also 
provided with two 13-pounaers, two Gatling, and four Nordenfeldt guns. They were 
all built on the Tyne by the Elswick Company. Lu Shun Eou, known as Port 
Arthur, which is on the south coast of Shingking, strongly fortified, and Wei Hai Wei 
on the south coast of Shantung, are the chief naval stations. 

Tradb AiJD Industry. 
The ix)rts open to trade are: — Canton^ Hoihow (in Hainan). Pakhoi, Swatow, Amojr 
Foochow, Takow and Tainanfii, Tamsui and Eelung. Wfincnow, Ninroo, {Shanghai, 
Chinkiang, Wuhu, Eiukiang. Hankow, Ichang, Chetoo, Tientsin, and Newchwang. 
Under the provisions of the Cnefoo Convention, permission was also accorded to Britisn 
merchants to trade with Chung-kine and Yunnan-fu, and the former port was in 
1891 formally opened to foreign tra<Ie and residence, but steamers are not allowed to 
proceed there. The import trade, exclusive of the Colony of Hongkong, centres chiefly 
at Shanghai, Canton, and Tientsin, while tiie bulk of the exports pass through the 
ports or Shanghai, Hankow, Foochow, and Canton. The annual value of the trade of

Although China is traversed in all directions by roads, they are usually mere 
tracks, or at best footpaths, along which the transport of goods is a tedious and aifficult 
undertaking. It was owing to the impjerfect means ot communication that such a 
fearful mortality attended the last famines in ShansL Honan, and Shantung. A vast 
internal trade is, however, carried on over the roaas, and by means of numerous 
canals and navigable rivers. The most populous part of China is singularly well 
adapted for the construction of a network of railways, and a first attempt to introduce 
them into the country was made in 1876, when a line from Shanghai to Woosung, 
ten miles in length, was constructed by an English Company. The little rail- 
way was subsequently purchased by the Chinese Government and closed by them 
on the 21st October, 1877. The Kaiping Coal Companv's line, at first intended 
only to carry coal to the Canal bank, has been extendea to Tientsin, and is open 
to passenger traffic. It will eventually be continued to Tungchow, near Pekmg. 
In 1889 Imperial sanction was given to a project for a line from a place some ten 
miles from Peking to Hankow, but the work has been postponed. An extension of 
the Tientsin line to Shan-hai-kwan was commenced in 1890, and a line from Linsi to 
Newchwang and thence to Kirin has been sanctioned. A telegraph line between 
Tientsin and Shanghai was opened in December, 1882, and lines now connect all the 
important cities of tne empire. 



NEWCHWANG 



Newchwang is the most northerly port in China open to foreign trade. It is situated 
in the province of Shing-king, in Manchuria. It is called by the natives Ying-tz, and 
lies about thirteen miles from the mouth of the river Liao, wnich falls into the Gulf of 
Liao-tung, a continuation of the Gulf of Pechili. 

Before the port was opened, comparatively little was known of this part of the 
Central Kingdom. Manchuria nas since, however, been largely colonised by the Chinese, 
who now outnumber the natives. The word Ying-tz means military station, and that 
was the only use formerly made of the port. Between the years 1868 and 1860, the 
British fleet assembled in Ta-lien-wan Bay, and early in 1861 the foreign settlement was 
established. The town of Newchwang itself is distant from Ying-tz about thirty miles, 
and is a sparsely p)opulated, uninteresting, and unimportant place. 

The country about the port of Newchwang is bare and desolate, and in sailing up the 
river a most cheerless prospect greets the traveller's eye. Ying-tz is surrounded by dreary 
marshes, and the land under cultivation produces principally beans. The river is closed 
by ice for more than three months every year, during which period the residents are 
entirely cut off from the outer world. Ihe climate, however, is healthy and bracing. 
The construction of a railway to connect this port with the province of Kirin has been 
sanctioned, but the work has not been conmienced. The population of the place is 
estimated at 60,000. 

The chief articles of trade at the port are Beans and Bean-cake, 4,169,988 piculs of 
the former and 2,818,804 piculs of the latter being exported in 1892, as against 4,157,538 
piculs and 3,063,860 piculs respectively in 1891. The net quantity of Opium imported 
in 1892 was 133 piculs, compared with 2,453 piculs in 1879. The import of Opium has of 
late years shown almost continuous decline, the poppy being largely and successfully 
cultivated in Manchuria. The total value of the trade of the port for 1892 amounted to 
Tls. 16,362,923 as against Tls. 17,064,773 in 1891.

Lti-SHUN-K'OU JPORT ARTHUR) 

Lii Shun-k'ou, the new Chinese Naval Arsenal, is situated at the extremity of th* 
Kanchurian peninsula, in the province of Shumking, in latitude 38* 47' 36* N., and lon- 
gitude 12r 15' 49^" E. It is a fine natural harbour, though not very extensive, and 
connected with the sea by a narrow entrance. It is strongly fortified and is armed 
with Erupp guns of heavy calibre. There is also a complete system of modem 
submarine mine defence. The steam basin, wharves, and workshops have powerful 
electric lights for night work, and along the coast detences there are powerful electric 
search-lights, commanding the approaches to the port. The entrance to the port has 
been deepened to 24 feet at low water and a basin constructed inside, 1,476 feet in length 
by 984 feet in breadth, with a depth of 36 feet 6 in. at high water, 25 feet 6 in. at low water. 
Tne port is well found. There are 5,181 feet of spacious quays with steam cranes from 
which the vessels can be commissioned and troops and crews embarked ; a dry dock 370 
feet on the blocks by 70 feet in width, which can be emptied in five hours by a steam 
pump; a pair of shears of 45-tOn capacity ; a small graving dock for torpedo, boats : a 
graving slip, <tc. There is also a torpedo establishment. A Naval Hospital, presided 
over by two Chinese doctors trained in the Viceroy's Hospital at Tientsin^ nas lately been 
established. The works, which were carried out by a rrencli Syndicate, were completed 
at the latter end of 1890. This is the chief naval station iu China, and is the head- 
quarters of the Pei Yanff Squadron. The civilian population of Lu Shun K*ou is aboul 
8,000 and increasing, ana there is a garrison of 5,000 trained soldiers.

PEKING 



The present capital of China was formerly the Northern capital only, as its name 
denotes, but it has long been really the metropolis of the Central Kingdom. Peking is 
aituatea on a sandy plain 13 miles S. W. of the Pei-ho river, and about 110 miles from 
its mouth, in latitude 39 deg. 54 min. N. and longitude 116 deg. 27 min. E. or nearly on 
the parallel of Naples. A canal connects the city with the Pei-ho. Peking is ill 
adapted by situation to be the capital of a vast Empire, nor is it in a position to become 
a great manufacturing or industrial centre, Tne products of all parts of China 
naturally find their way to the seat of Government, but it gives little save bullion in 
return. 

From Dr. Dennys*s description of Peking we quote the following brief historical 
sketch:— "The city formerly existing on the rite of the southern portion of Peking 
was the capital of the Kingdom of Yan. / hout 222 B.C., this kingdom was over- 
thrown by the Chin dynasty and the se^t of Government was removed elsewhere. 
Taken from the Chins\y the Khaitans about 936 a.d., it was some two years after- 
wards made the southern capital of that people. The Kin dynasty sulxluing the 
Khaitans, in their turn took possession of the capital, calling it the * W^estern Residence. 
About A.D. 1151, the fourth sovereign of the Kins transferred the court thither, and 
named it the Central Residence, In 1215, it was captured by Genghis Khan. In 1264* 
Kublai Khan fixed his residence there, giving it the title of ijhung-tu or Central 
Residence, the people at large generajly calling it Shun (ien-fu. In 1267 a.d., the city 
was transferred 3 li (one mile) to the North of its then site, and it was then called Ta-tu — 
the Great Residence,' The old portion became what is now known as the ' Chinese city' 
and the terms ' Northern ' and * Southern ' city, or more commonly nei~cheng 
(within the wall) and wai-clieng (without the wall), came into use. The native Emperors 
who succeeded the Mongol dynasty did not, however, continue to make Peking the seat 
of Government. The court was shortly afterwards removed to Nanking, wnich was 
considered the chief city of the Empire until, in 1421, Yung Lo, the third Emperor of 
the Ming dynasty, again held his court at Peking, since which date it has remained the 
capital of China. " 

The preseiit city of Peking is divided into two portions, the Northern or Tartar 
city and the Southern or C'hinose. The former is being gradually encroached upon by 
the Chinese, and the purely Manchu section of the capital will soon be very limitea. 
The southern city is almost exclusively occupied by Chinese. The general shape of 
Peking may bo roug!ily n* presented by a square placed upon an oblong, the fonmer 
standing for the Tartnr and the lattt^r for the Chinese city. The whole of the capital 
jSjOf course, walled. The walls of the Tartar city are the strongest. Theyaverage 50 feet 
in height and 40 feet in width, and are buttressed at intervals of about sixty yards^ 
The parapets are loon-holed ana crenelated. The^ are faced on both sides witli brick> 
the space between Doing tilled \\iih earth and concrete. Each of the gateways ia 
suraiountc^:! by a three-storied pagt>da. The walls of the Chinese city are about 30 feet 
in height, 25 feet thick at the base, and 15 feet wide on the terre plein. The total 
circumference of the walls round the two cities slightly exceeds twenty miles. 

The Tartar city consists (Dr, Williams tell us) of three enclosures, one within the 
other, each surrounded hy its own wall. The innermost, called Kin-ching or Prohibited 
City, contains the Imperial Palace and its surrounding buildings; the second is occupied 
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by the several offices appertaining to the Qovemment and by private resictencet^of 
^cii^ while the outer consists of dwelling-houses, with shops in tlie cliief 
avenues. The Chinese city is the business portion of Peking, but it presents 
few features of interest to sight-seers, while the enclosure known as the Prohibited 
City is, as its title denotes, forbidden to all foreign visitors. The numerous 
temples, the walls, the Imperial Observatory, the Foreign Legations, and the 
curio shops are the chief attractions to the tourist. The streets of the Chinese 
metroDolis are kept in a most disgraceful condition. In the dry season the pedestrian 
sinks deep in noxious dust, and in wet weather he is liable to be drowned in tne torrents 
that rusn along the throughfares, where the constant traffic has worn away the soil. 
There is an air of decay about Peking which extends even to the finest of the temples. 
The population of Peking is not accurately known, but according to a Chinese estimate, 
which IS probably slightly in excess, it is 1,300,000, of whom 900,000 reside in the Tartar 
and 400,000 in the Chinese city. Tnere is no direct foreign trade with Peking, and the 
small foreign population is made up of the members of the various Legations, the 
Maritime Customs establishments, the professors of the College of Peking, ana the 
missionary body. In August, 1884, the city was brought into direct telegraphic 
communication with the rest of the world, by an overland line to Tientsin via 
Tungchow.

TIENTSIN 



Tientsin is situated at the junction of the Huei river, sometimes called the Gra&d 
Canal^ with the Feiho river, in lat. 39 deg. 3 min. 65 sec. N. and long. 117 deg. 3 min. 6(ft 
sec. E, It is distant from Peking by road about 80 miles. It was formerly only m 
Dailitary station, but towards the close of the 17th century it became a place of som# 
importance. Since the Viceroy Li Huiig-chang made Tientsin his residence during the 
busy part of the year instead of Pao-ting-fu, the provincial capital, the political 
importance of the place has necessarily much increased. A great stimulus to native 
building has also been imparted by the opening of the railway in 1888. The walled 
city is small compared with the suburbs, the circumference of the walls being only a 
httle over three miles. The principal trade is carried on in the suburbs. The native 
city has the reputation of being exceptionally dirt^. Of the local industries the 
distilling of samshu from kaoliang (sorghum) occupies a prominent place, and the 
enormous stacks of salt which line the east bank of the river are a striking feature. The 
aalt is produced on the coast near Taku. 

Foreigners live for the most part in the Concessions, British and French, situated 
about a mile and a half farther down on the south bank of the river. The British 
Concession possesses a handsome Town Hall completed in 1889, and a small recreation 
ground called Victoria Park. 

Tientsin will always be famous for the Treaty signed by Lord Elgin in a temple 
since called the Treaty Temple, or Elgin's Joss-house, on the 26th June, 1858, and known 
as the Treaty of Tientsin. The port is also infamously notorious for the massacre of the 
French Sisters of Charity and other foreigners on the 21st June, 1870, by a Chinese moh^ 
Tinder circumstances of shocking brutality. The China Railway Company, which took 
over the Kaiping Coal Mining Company's line, has now extended railway communication 
to Tientsin by a line from Taku, about 80 miles altogether. The official inspection of the 
line by H*E* Li Hung-chang took place on the 9th October, 1888* The line may 
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evimtaMUy be exttendad to Tnngohow. Tientam is alio oonneoted with Shanriudby 
tdegraplL and in 1884 a line to Peking was opened. The Chinese poraStion is 
estunatod at 950,000. 

There is a fair foreign trade done at Tientsin compared with the other open porte; 
but the exports are very small compared with the unports. The Tea exportecl goei 
pmcipaUy to Russia and Siberia, wMKi^ In 18M, 367,707 piculs were exported by 
thianmte, compared with 379,901 piculs in 1891. A trade in Coal from theKaiping 
mines has sprung up, the export for 1892 being 86,589 tons against 70,885 tons in 1891. 
-Opium to the extent of 1,641 piculs was imported in 1892 against 1,484 piculs in 1891. 
The total value of the trade of the port in 1892 was Tls. 35,326,854, as compared with Tla.

TAKU 



This village is situated at the mouth of the Pei-ho, on the southern side of the river, 
about sixty-seven miles from Tientsin. The land is so flat at Taku that it is difficult 
for a stranger to detect the entrance to the river. There are two anchorages, an outer 
and inner. The former extends from the Customs Junks to three miles outside the 
Bar, seaward; the latter from Liang-kia-yuan on the south to the Customs Jetty, 
Tz'chu-lin, on the north. The village is a poor one, possessing few shops, no buildings 
of interest except the forts, and the only foreign residents are the Customs employ^ 
and some pilots. A line of telegraph was constructed in the early part of 1879 from 
Taku to Tientsin and a railway to Tientsin was completed in 1888. 

Taku is memorable on account of the engagements that have t^ken place between 
its forts and the British and French naval K)rces. The first attack was made on the 
20th May, 1858, by the British squadron under Sir Michael Sevmour, when the forts 
were passed and Lord Elgin proceeded to Tientsin, where on the 26th June he signed 
the famous Treaty of Tientsin. The second attack, which was fatally unsuccessful, was 
made by the British forces in June, 1869. The third took place on the 21st August^ 
I860, when the forts were captured, the booms placed across the river destroyed, and 
the British ships sailed triumphantly up to Tientsin. The water on the bar ranges 
from about two to fourteen feet at the Spring tides. At certain states of the tide, 
iteamers are obliged to anchor outside until there is sufficient water to cross.

CHEFOO 



Chefoo is situated on the northern side of the Shantung Promontory, in lat. 37 dejg 
35 min. 56 sec. N., and lonjp. 124 deg. 22 min. 33 sec. E. The designation by which it is 
generally known among foreigners is a misnomer, as the town of Yentai is really the 

¥3rt to which the name nas come to be applied. Chefoo is a harbour in the locahty of 
entai, but has no connection with it. 
When the town was first occupied by the merchants of other nations, it was in the 
possession of a number of French troops, and no definite foreign settlement was then 
marked out. The consequence is that no plan has ever been adopted in the arrangement 
of the houses, and many of them have h^n in time surrounded by native bufldings. 
The Chinese town is soualid and uninteresting. It is built on the shore, and possesses 
a fine sandy beach. The surrounding country is gently undulated for some little 
fiistance from the town^ and beyond that the nills rise to a considerable height and 
lend to the landscape an interesting and varied aspect. 

Chefoo is the summer resort of many foreign residents in China in consequence 
of its very salubrious climate. It is said to be the healthiest port in China. 
In winter, when the Pei-ho is frozen, merchandise and mails for Tientsin and some of 
the more northern cities are landed at this port and conveyed to their destinations 
overland. The harbour is commodious and possesses suflSicient depth of water for 
vessels of considerable draught, but it is exposed to strong gales which prevail at 
certain seasons of the year. Chefoo is celebrated as the place where Sir Thomas Wade 
and the Grand Secretary Li Uung-chang concluded the "Chefoo Convention" in 
September. 1876. The population of Chefoo is estimated at 33,500. Fortifications on a 
considerable scale are now being constructed for the defence of the port from hostile 
fleets. 

The trade of Chefoo, like that of Newchwang, is principally in Beancake and 
Beans, of which large quantities are annually exported to the southern ports of China. 
In 18S^ the net export of Beancake amounted to 1,153,175 piculs and of Beans to 66,385 
piculs, as against 1,232,825 piculs of the former and 73,383 piculs of the latter in 1891. 
The import of Opium was 310 piculs compared with 3,536 piculs in 1879, the trade 
having dwindled annually. The total value of the trade of the port for 1892 was 
Tls. 13,329,147, and for 1891 Tls. 12,800,474.

The harbour is commodious, and aJBFords good holding 
ground. It is the chief rendezvous of the Pei Yang Squadron. On Lu Kung Tao, an 
wland sheltering the harbour on the northern side, are a Gunnery School, A aval College, 
Naval Yard (where minor repairs are executed). Naval Hospital, and other government 
establishments. The port is well defended by numerous batteries mountmg Engh and 
Krupp B. L. guns of heavy calibre. There is telegraphic communication with Chefoo.

The most northerly of the five ports opened to foreign trade by the British Treaty 
of Nanking is situate at the extreme south-east corner of the province of Kiang-su, in 
latitude 31,15 north and longitude 121.29 east of Greenwich, at the junction of the 
rivers Hwang-po and Woosung (the latter called bv foreigners the Soochow Cwi), 
about twelve miles above the village of Woosung, where their united waters debouch 
into the estuary of the Yangtsze. The soil is alluWal and the country perfectly flat, the 
nearest eminence that can be called a hill being distant about nineteen miles. The 
river opposite the city and foreign settlements, once a narrow canal, was, some 
eifjhteen years ago, 1,800 feet broad at low water, but has been rapidly narrowing till 
it IS now only 1,200 feet. The Soochow Creek, which was, judging by old records, at 
one time at least three miles across, has now a breadth of less than a hundred yards. 
The average water on the bar at Woosung at high water springs is nineteen feet, the 
greatest depth of late vears being twenty -three feet. The bar is the cause of heavy 
u>3B to shipowners and merchants through the detention of ocean steamers. After 
repeated efforts to induce the Chinese authorities to deepen it. an effort was made to 
cope with the evil by dred^ng, but after a few months^ work it was found that the 
experiment must prove ineffective, and in September, 1892, it was abandoned as useless. 
Funds have now been promised to obtain the opinion of a European expert. 

Shanghai — the name means "upper sea " or " near the sea " — is mentioned as existing 
in 249 B.C. It was a place of some importance in the eleventh century when it was made 
a Customs station- and became a hsien or third rate city in the fourteenth centurv. The 
walls, which are tnree and a half miles in circuit, with seven gates, were erectea at the 
time of the Japanese invasion, in the latter part of the sixteenth century. It had been 
an important seat of trade for many centuries before the incursion of foreigners, and 
even two thousand years ago was celebrated as the seat of an extensive cotton manu- 
facturing industry. It was visited in 1832 by Mr. H. H. Lindsay, head of the late firm 
of Lindsay & Co., and the Rev. Chas. Gutzlaff^ in the Lord Amherst with a view of opening 
up trade. Mr. Lindsay says he counted upwards of four hundred junks passing inwards 
every day for seven days and found it possessed commodious wharves and large ware- 
houses. Three years later it was visited by the Rev. Dr. Medhurst, who confirmed the 
account given by Mr. Lindsay. On the 13th June, 1842, a British Fleet under Vice- 
Admiral Sir William Parker and a military force of 4,000 men under Sir Hugh Gough 
captured the Woosung Forts, which mounted 175 guns, and took the city of raoshun. 
On the 19th after a slight resistance they gained possession of Shanghai, the officials 
and a large proportion of the inhabitants having fled the previous evening, although 
great preparations had been made for the defence, 406 pieces of cannon being taken 
possession of by the British. The people, however, rapidly returned and business was 
resumed. The same force afterwards captured Chinkiang and Hankow, when the treaty 
was arranged, and the ports of Swatow, Amoy, Foochow, Ningpo ana Shanghai were 
opened to trade. The citv was evacuated on the 23rd June. 

The ground selected by Captain Balfour, the first British Consul, for a Settlement 
for his nationals, lies about half a mile north of the city walls, between the Yang-king- 
pang and Soochow Creeks, and extends backward from the river to a ditch connecting 
the two, called the Defence Creek, thus forming what may be called an island, a mile 
square. The port was formally declared open to trade on the 17th November, 1843. 
Some years were occupied in draining and laying out the ground, which was mostly a 
marsh with numerous ponds and creeks. The foreigners in the meantime lived at 
Namtao, a suburb between the city and the river, the British Consulate being in the 
«ity. In two years a few houses were built in the Settlement, and by 1849 most forei^ers 
had taken up their residence in it. By that time twenty-five firms were established, 
and the foreign residents numbered a hundred, includiuK seven ladies. In that year 
the English Church was built, and on 21st November the foundation of the Rcnnan 
Catholic Cathedral at Tongkadoo was laid. The French were in 1849 granted the 
ground between the city walls and the British Concession on the same terms, and in 
exchange for help rendered in driving out the rebels who had seized the city in 1853 got 
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a grant of the land extending for about a mile to the south between the city walls and 
the river. They have since by purchase extended the bounds of the Concession west- 
ward to the " Ningpo Joss house, " a mile from the river. Later on the Americans rented 
land immediately north of Soochow Creek, in the district called Hongkew, so that the 
ground now occupied by foreigners extends for about four miles on the left bank of the 
river. The land in the British Settlement was assessed in 1890 at Tls. 12,397,810, and in 
Hongkew at Tls, 4^06,448 ; in 1882, at Tls. 10,340,f^50 and Tls. 3,550,660, and in 1880 at 
Tls. 6,118,266 and Tls. 1,945,325 respectively, an advance since 1880 of one hundred and 
thirteen per cent. The assessed value of the land in the French Concession was 
Tls. 2,306,677 in 1885. The Chamber of Commerce in 1882 valued the lands in the three 
Settlements at Tls. 24,355,000 and the merchandise in stock at Tls, 32,645.000, together 
equal to fourteen and a quarter millions sterling. The British and Frencn Concessions 
are now practically all built over, and the vacant spaces in Hongkew are being rapidly 
covered. Most of the land along the outside roads and at Pootung, on the opposite oanx 
of the river, is now also rented by foreigners, but natives have recently been considerable 
purchasers of landed property within the Settlements. All ground belongs nominally 
to the Emperor of China, but is rented in perpetuity, a tax of fifteen hundred copper 
eash, equal to about a dollar and a quarter per mow, being paid to the Government 
annually. It was bought from tne original proprietors at about $50 per mow, which 
was at least twice its then value. Some lots have since been sold at from $10,000 to 
$16,000 a mow. About six mow equal one English acre. 

The approach by sea to Shanghai is now well lighted and buoyed, and the dangers 
of the ever shiftinja; banks and shoals as well guarded as can be expected. Under the 
superintendence of the Engineering department of the Customs, lighthouses have been 
erected on West Volcano, Showeishan, North Saddle^ Gutzlaff, Bonham, and Steep 
Islands, and at Woosung. There are also two lightships in the Yangtsze below Woosung. 

As a port for foreign trade Shanghai grew but gradually until it gained a great 
impetus by the opening in 1861 of the Yangtze and Northern ports, secured by the 
Treaty of Tientsin, and a further increase by the opening up of Japan. In March 1848, 
owing to an assault on some missionaries near Shanghai, Mr. Alcock, then Consul, 
blockaded the port and stopped the passage outwards of eleven hundred grain junks. 
After sending a man-of-war to Nanking tne matter was arranged. The nrst event of 
importance since the advent of foreigners was the taking of the city by the Triad rebels 
on 7 th September, 1853. Although repeatedly besieged and attacked by the Imperialists 
the v held it for seventeen months. This caused a large number of refugees to seek shelter 
witnin the foreign settlements, and the price of land rose very considerably. At that 
time a Volunteer force was formed amon^ the foreign residents, under the command of 
Captain, now Sir Thomas Wade, which did really good servdce. The battle of " Muddy 
Flat " was fought on 4th April, 1854, when the Volunteers, in conjunction with the Naval 
forces, consisting in all of 300 men with one field piece, drove the Imperialists, numbering 
10,000 men, from the neighbourhood of the Settlements and burned tneir camps. 
Two of the Volunteers and one American were killed, and ten men wounded. Owing to 
the occupation of the city the authorities were powerless to collect the duties, which for 
a short time were not paid, and it was in consequence agreed in July 1854 between the 
Taotai and the three Consuls (British, French, and United States), tnat they should be 
collected under foreign control. This was found to work so much to the advantage of 
the Chinese Government that the system was extended, subsequently to the Treaty of 
Tientsin, to all the open ports. The Foreign Inspectorate of Customs was established 
in ISfJl, the head-quarters of which were for some years, and according to the original 
regulations ought still to be, at Shanghai. In 1861 the Taipings approached Shanghai, 
occupied the buildings of the Jesuits at Sicawei, and threatenecl the city and settle- 
ments. The taking of Soochow on 25th May, 1860, had driven a large number of the 
inhabitants of that city and the surrounding districts to Shanghai for protection, so 
that the native population increased rapidly. It was variously estimated at from four 
hundred thousand to n million, but the smaller number is probably nearer the truth. So 
immensely did the price of land rise that it is stated ground which had originally cost 
foreigners fifty pounds per acre was sold for ten thousand pounds. At this time tne old 
Race Course ana Cricket Ground was sold at such an enormous profit that after the share^ 
holders had been repaid the original cost there was a balance oi some forty-five thousand 
taelsj wliich the owners generously devoted to the foundation of a fund for the use of the 
pubhc, to be applied to tne purposes of recreation only. Unfortunately thirty thousand 
taels of this amount was lent by the treasurer on his own responsibility to the Club, in 
which institution he was a shareholder. As the shareholders were never able to repay 
tliis loan out of the profits on the Club, the building and furniture were taken over m 
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1869 by the trustees on behalf of the Recreation Fund, to which the building still 
belongs. This fund has proved very useful in rendering assistance to some other public 
institutions, besides havingpurchased for public recreation all the ground in the interior 
of the new Race Course. By 1861 provisions had increased in price to four times what 
they had been some years previously. Efforts were made to keep the rebels at a distance 
from Shanghai; a detachment of British Roval Marines and an Indian Regiment 
garrisoned the walls, while the gates on the siae towards the French Settlement were 
yarded by French Marines. In August, 1861, the city was attacked, and the suburbs 
between the city walls and river were in consequence destroyed by the French, the 
rebels being ultimately driven back. In December the rebels to tne number oi on^ 
hundred thousand again threatened the Settlements. The approaches were barricad' 1 
and the Defence Creek constructed and fortified at an expense of forty-five thousaml 
taels. Before the close of 1862 the rebels had been driven oy the British Forces beyond 
a radius of thirty miles around Shanghai. 

At the time the local native Authorities were severely pressed thcjy availed 
themselves of the services of an American adventurer named Ward, who raised a 
band of deserters from foreign ships and rowdies of all nations who had congn^^ated at 
Shanghai, with whose help he drilled a regiment of natives. After Ward was killed the 
force passed under the command of another low caste American of the name of Bur^e- 
vine, who subsequently transferred his services to the rebels. The Imperial Authorities 
finding it impossible to control these raw and undisciplined levies, at their earnest 
request Admiral Sir James Hope consented to the appointment of Major, afteru-ards 
General, Gordon, R.E., to the command. Having by him been made amenable to disci- 

Sline, this force now rendered the greatest service in the suppression of the rebellion ;in- 
eed it is generally believed that tne Taipings would never nave been overcome but for 
the assistance of " The Ever Victorious Army," as this hastily raised band was named. 
Amongst other services they regained possession of the important city of Soochow on 
27th November, 1863, whicjfi virtually ended the rebellion. There is, however, much 
room for doubt as to the wisdom of foreigners aiding in its suppression, many of those 
best capable of judging being of opinion that the civilization of the empire would hiive 
had a much better chance of progressing had the decaying dynasty been o^ erthn)wn. 
Certainly European nations mignt, merely in exchange for the promise of neutrality, 
have made almost any terms. A monument in memory of the officers who fell stands at 
the north end of the Bund. From 1860 to 1866 one British and two Indian Regiments 
and a battery of Artillery were stationed at Shanghai. 

Since that time there have been few historical events worthy of record in a brief 
summary. On Christmas eve, 1870, the British Consulate was burned down and most 
of the records completely lost. In May, 1874, a riot occurred in the French Settlement, 
owing to the intention of the Municipal Council to make a road through an old graveyard 
belonging to the Ningpo Guild. One or two Europeans were severely injured, and eight 
natives lost their lives. A considerable amount of foreign owned property was 
destroyed. An extensive fire in the French Concession in AuguJ3t^ 1879, destroyed 221 
houses; the loss was estimated at Tls. 1,500,000. The foreign Settlements celebrated their 
Jubilee on 17th and 18th November last. 

As at all the open ports foreigners are in judicial matters subject to the immediate 
control of their Consuls, British subjects coming under the jurisdiction of tiie Supreme 
Court, which was opened in September. 1865. Subjects of Her Britannic Majesty have 
to pay a noil tax of five dollars for " gentlemen and one dollar for ^ artisans and 
labourers, for which they have the privilege of being registered at the Consulate, and 
of being heard as plaintiffs before the Court. There is enforced registration at several 
of the other Consulates, but it is free of char^. Chinese residents in the Foreign 
Settlements are amenable to their own laws, admmistered by a so-called Mixed Court, 
which was established at the instigation of Sir Harry Parkes in 1864, and originally sat 
at the British Consulate. It is presided over by an official of the rank of Tttng-chi. The 
cases are watched by foreign assessors from the different Consulates. The working of 
the Court, especially in regard to civil suits, is far from satisfactory, as the judge has 
not sufficient power to enforce his decisions. The matter has for some years been 
supposed to be engaging the attention of the authorities at Peking. For tne French 
Concession there is a separate Mixed Court, which sits at the French Consulate. There 
is a Court of Consuls which was establishea in 1870, the judges of which are elected by 
the Consuls annually ; its purpose being to enable the M!unicipal Council to be sued. 

In local affairs the residents govern themselves by means of Municipal Councils, 
under the authority of the " Land Regulations." These were originally drawn up by 
H.B.M. Consul in 1845, but have since undergone various amendments. In 1854 the 
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first general Land Regulations — the city charter, as they may be called — were arranged 
between the British Consul, Captain Balfour, and the local authorities, by which persons 
of all foreign nationalities were allowed to rent land within the defined limits^ and in 
1863 the so-called " American Settlement" was amalgamated with the British mto one 
Municipalitjr. The " Committee of Roads and Jetties," originaUy consisting of " three 
upright British Merchants" appdinted by the British Consul, became in 1855 the 
"Municipal Council," elected by the renters of land, and when the revised Land 
Regulations came into force in 1870, the "Council for the Foreign Community of 
Shanffhai North of the Yang-king-pang," elected in January of each year by aJl 
householders who pay rates on an assessed rental of five hundrra taels ana owners of 
land valued at five hundred tales and over. The Council now consists of nine members 
of various nationalities, who elect their own chairman and vice-chairman, and who give 
their services free. ^ A committee of residents was appointed in November, 1879, to revise 
the present regulations, and their work was considered and pass^ by the ratepayers in 
May, ISBl. Many important imj^rovements have beenproposed, but they have yet to 
receive the sanction of the various governments. Tne co-operative policy," under 
which a voice is given to small powers having practically no interests in China equal 
to that given to GreAt Britain, has caused a delay of ten years. The Ministers at Pekinff 
have suggested some radical alterations, but these are so opposed to the necessities ot 
the city that the residents for their own preservation are bound toofiera strenuous 
resistance, and from that cause and owing to the changes which have taken place since 
1881 it is probable that the Regulations will have to be again revised and will not come 
into force for some time. At the time of the Taiping rebellion it was proposed bv the- 
Defence Committee, with the almost unanimous consent of the landrenters and resicients, 
to make the Settlements and City with the district around a free city, under the pro- 
tection of the Treaty Powers. Had this proposal, which was thoroughly justifiable 
owing to the Imperial Grovemment having lostallpower in the i)rovinces, been carried out^ 
Shanghai would have become the chief city in China, and it is safe to say would have 
act^ as a leaven^ to the ultimate immense benefit of the whole Empire. A separate 
Council for the French Concession was appointed in 1862, and now works under the 
" R^glement d'Organisation Municipale de la Concession Fran^aise," passed in 1868. It 
consists of four French and four foreign members^ elected for two years, half of whom 
retire annually. Their resolutions are inoperative until sanctioned by the Consul- 
General. They are elected by all owners of land on the Concession, or occupants paying 
a rental of a thousand francs per annum, or residents with an annual income of four 
thousand francs. This, it will be noticed, approaches much inore nearly to " universal 
suffrage" than the franchise of the other Settlements, which, however, will be 
considerably reduced should the new Regulations ever become law. The qualification 
for councillors north of the Yang-king-pang is the payment of rates to the amount of 
fifty taels annually, or being a householder paying rates on an assessed rental of twelve 
hundred taels. For the French Concession the requirement is a monetary one of about 
the same amount. Several efforts have been made to amalgamate the French with the 
other Settlements, but hitherto without success. A revision of the R^glements for the 
French Concession has for some time been under consideration. Meetings of ratepayers 
are held in February of each vear, at which the budgets are voted and the new Councils 
instructed as to the policy tney are to pursue. No important measure is undertaken 
without being referred to a special meeting of ratepayers. The Coimcil divides itself 
into Defence, Finance, Watcn, and Works Committee. This cosmopolitan system of 
government has for many years worked so well and so cheaply that Shanghai has fairly 
earned for itself the name of " The Model Settlement. "

The revenue and expenditure for 1893 were each estimated at Tls. 159,476.76. 

The Foreign population increased rapidly up to 1865, but declined considerably 
during the next ten years. The census of 1865 gave the number of foreign residents in 
the three Settlements as 2,757, army and navy (British) 1,851, shipping 981, a total of 
5,589. In the succeeding decade, 1876-85, however, it more than doubled, but since 
tnen has remained stationary. In 1870 the total in the Anglo- American Settlement was 
L666 ; in 1876, 1,673; in 1880, 2,197 ; and in 1885, 3,673. By the census of 24th June, 1890, 
there were in the Settlements north of the Yang-king-pang a total of 3,821 foreigners. 
1.421 in the English division, 1,973 in Hongkew^ 427 in outside roads and Pootung: oi 
tnese 1,811 were males, 979 females, and 1,031 children, against 1,281 males, 218 females, 
and 167 children, a total of 1,666 in 1870; 1,171 males, 502 females, and 624 children, a 
total of 2,197 in 1880, and 1,775 males, 1,011 females and 887 children, a total of 3,673 in 
1885. This shews an increase of only 148, of whom 144 are children, during the latter 
five years, wliilst in the period from 1880 to 1885 the increase was 1,476. The increase 
has been greatest in Hongkew, where the population is three and a hiJf-times 
what it was in 1876. The foreign population of the French Concession on the 
same date was 173 males, 123 females, and 148 children. The proportion of different 
nationalities in all the settlements was in 1890 1,662 British, 584 Portuguese, 350 
American, 321 German, 229 Spanish, 263 French, 76 Danish, 207 of various other 
European nationalities, 403 Japanese, 98 Indians, and 72 Manilamen and other Asiatics. 
While the adult Foreign male population has increased only 41 J per cent, since the 
census of 1870, the number of women has been multiplied four and a half and of children 
over six times. These figures do not include the population afloat, which at the 
date of the census was 1,009 against 893 in 1885. Although the Chinese hare no 
right of residence within the Foreign SettliTiient, and indeed were expressly 
prohibited by the original Land Regulations, some twenty thousand sought refuge 
within the boundaries from the rebels in 1864, and when the city was besieged by the 
Taipings in 1860 there were, it is said, at least four hundred thousand natives within 
the Settlements. As they found some amenities from "squeezing" when under the 
protection of foreigners, and foreigners themselves being able to obtain a much higher 
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rental for their land, and finding native house property a very profitable investment, no 
opposition was made to their residence. In 1870 there were in the three Settlements 
75,047. The numbers by the last census (June, 1890) were, in the British Settlement 
98,719, in Hon^kew 44,435, in Foreign Hongs in both Settlements 7,113, villages and huts 
4.520, in shippmg and boats 6,342, total 168,129. The native population of the French 
Concession on 24th June last was 34,722 and the boat population about 6,000; say a total for 
the three Settlements and those afloat of 208,000, more than half of whom are adult males. 
The majority are immigrants from other provinces who followed in the wake of foreigners. 
The population of the native city is supposed to be about 125,000. The large congregation 
of natives in the Settlements is kept in admirable order by a Police force of 56 Europeans. 
63 Indians, and 336 natives for the north of the Yang-king-pang, and 42 foreiraers ana 
65 natives for the French Concession. As the natives have to be tried by tneir own 
authorities, and briberjr doubtless works its effects in Shanghai as elsewhere in China, 
the difficulties of organizing and efficiently working such a small force are considerable. 
In few places is life and property more secure. 

The climate of Shanghai is generally allowed to be fairly healthy. The death rate 
amongst foreigners ashore and afloat during the past seventeen years has ranged from 17.2 
per thousand (in 1884) to 30.8 per thousand (in 1881). The rate in 1892, calculated on the 
basis of the census taken in June, 1890, was 19.3 per thousand. Partial outbreaks of 
cholera have occurred at intervals in recent years, but a large proportion of the cases 
were among the ships in harbour. The highest recorded number of deaths from tlus 
cause among foreigners was 32, in 1890. Of these^ 18 were amongst residents. In 1892 
there were no deaths from cholera among residents. If we exclude non-residents 
the death rate was 16.65 x>^r thousand in 1892 and has varied, so far as can be 
estimated in the absence of an annual census, from 23 per 1,000 in 1891 to 
14.2 per 1,000 in 1884, a rate which compares favourably with that of large towns 
ill Europe. The Health Officer in a late report says that "out of the seventy-five deaths 
registered, there were but nine which can in any sense be termed climatic." The Cliinese 
authorities reported 1,969 deaths amongst the natives in the " Anrfo- American Settle- 
ment" in 1892, which would make the rate 13 per thousand, but tnat is no doubt ci ?n- 
siderably under the real number: 5 of these deaths were registered as from cholera and 
78 from small-pox. The thermometer ranges from 25 deg. to 100 deg. Fahrenheit, the 
mean of eight years having been 59.2 deg.; winter being 39.1, spring 50.9, summer 78.2, 
and autumn 62.6. Shanghai approaches nearest to Rome in me^n temperature, while the 
winter temperature of London and Shanghai are almost identical. In October and 
November there is generally dry, clear, and delightful weather, equal to that found in any 
other part of the world; but when the winter has fairly set in the north-east winds are 
extremely cold and biting. On January 17th, 1878, the river was frozen over at Woosung. 
The heat in the summer is sometimes excessive, but generally lasts only a few days at a 
time. In late years very severe gales have become more frequent. The annual average 
of rainy days in Shanghai during eight years was 124, the annual rainfall 32.464 inches; 
55 wet days occurred in winter, and 69 in summer; the heaviest shower was on the 24th 
October, 1875, when 7 inches fell in 3^ hours. Earthqunkcs occasionally occur, but have 
not been known to inflict any serious injurj\ 

The streets of the English and French Settlements all run north and south and east 
and west, mostly for the whole length of both settlements, crovssing each other at righl 
angles. They were when first laid out 22 feet wide, but have since at very great 
expense been mostly made much wider. Notwithstanding the soft nature of the soil 
they are now kept m remarkably good order, at least those near the river, the district 
chiefly occupied Dy Europeans. Owing to the nature of the ground, expensive piling 
or concrete foundations are necessary before any foreign builoings can be erecteo, ana 
all stone has to be brought from a long distance. The Soochow Creek, between the 
English Settlement ana Hongkew, is now crossed by six bridges, three of which are 
adapted for carriage traffic, and the French is connected with the other Settlement 
by eight bridges. There are several good driving roads extending into the country, two 
leading to Sicawei. a distance of about six miles, and one to Jessfield by the banks of 
the Srochow Creek, for about seven miles. Another broad road, more recently con- 
structed, runs by the side of the river for six miles. It is intended ultimately to extend 
it to Woosung. Several other roads have been proposed, but although foreigners are 
prepared to pay high prices for the land the opposition of the officials has hitherto 
prevented their construction. At the time the Taipings approached Shanghai some 
roads for the passa^ of artillery were made by the British military authorities at the 
expense of the Chmese Government, one of them extending for seventeen miles into 
the country; but, excepting those close to tibe settlement, they have now been tamed 
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into ploughed fields. An inland carriage road to Woosung, made at the expense of 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson k Co. and others, has now also been reduced to h narrow 
footpath. The foreshore in front of the settlement has been raised, turfed, and planted 
with shrubs. The trees planted some years ago having now attaii^ed a good height, 
and several more imposing buildings having oeen completed, the English and French 
Bunds form as magnificent a boulevard as any in the East. 

Many foreign nouses, nearly all of them with several mow of garden ground, have 
been erected near the outside roads, especially on that leading to the Bubbling Well, 
which is the main outlet from the settlement, and from which most of the other roads 
branch oflF. This road and its extension to Sicawei is planted with trees on both sides, 
forming a fine avenue of over five miles in length. A small but well laid out and 
admirably kept Public Garden was formed about 1868 on land recovered from the river 
in front of the British Consulate. It is now proposed to considerably extend its area by 
reclaiming the foreshore. A general Public Garden, eight mow in extent, by the bank 
of the Soochow Creek was opened in December, 1890. 

Immense sums have been wasted in various attempts to drain the settlements, 
principally from the want of skilled direction; but the great difficulties in this matter, 
arising from the low lying and level nature of the ground, have now been fairly 
overcome. The settlements are well provided with telegraphic fire alarms. The desire 
of the Municipal Councils to keep the monopoly in their own hands retarded for many 
years the inauguration of water works, but a public company has now been estabHsheOi 
which furnishes a continuous supply of filtered water at moaerate rates. The Electrio 
light was introduced in 1882, and lamps have been erected on the principal 
thoroughfares and wharves. 

{Shanghai can boast of several fine buildings of various and varied styles of 
architecture. Trinity Cathedral, erected from a design by Sir Gilbert Scott, is one of 
the finest specimens of modem ecclesiastical architecture to be found out of Europe. 
The foundation stone was laid on 16th May, 1866, and the Church was opened tor 

Eublic worship on 1st August, 1869. It is Gothic of the thirteenth century, 162 feet 
mgj 58^ feet wide, and 54 feet from the floor to the apex of the nave. The structure 
was not completed, however, until 1892, when the spire was erected, the cross being 
placed on the top on the 4th October of that year. It attains a total height of 160 feet^ 
and, like the body of the edifice, is built of rea brick, with stone dressings. The founda- 
tion of the spire was laid by the Bishop of Mid-China on the 19th August, 1891. There 
is a fine Boman Catholic Cnurch in the French Concession called St. Joseph's, built in 
1862, and another in Hongkew known as the Church of the Sacred Heart the Union 
Church on the Soochow Creek, also a Chapel belonging to the London Mission and 
one to the American Episcopalians, and a veiy pretty and prettily situated Seamen's 
Church at Pootung, besides several Mission Chapels for natives. The Jesuit Fathers 
have an extensive Mission establishment and orphanages at Sicawei, where a mission has 
existed for over a hundred years. The present Church was built in 1861. To the 
mission is attached a museum of natural history, etc., and a valuable scientific observatory, 
in connection with which there is a time-ball on the French Bund. Under the direction 
of this institution, a complete system of meteorological observations, embracing the whole 
of the China Seas, is now carried out. The Shanghai Club occupies a large and 
elaborate building at one end of the English Bund. It cost Tls. 120,000, and at that is 
said to have ruined three contractors. It was opened in 1864 and has passed through a 
varied and peculiar history. The present buildings of the British Consulate and Supreme 
Court at the other end of the Bund were opened in 1873. Near to them thei-e is a really 
fine Masonic Hall. Amongst the other conspicuous buildings may be mentioned those 
occupied by the Hongkong and Shanghai Banking Corporation, the Chartered Bank, and 
the Mercantile Bank of India. The Lyceum Theatre, situate in Museum lload, is a fair 
building seating 600 persons, opened in January, 1874. The members of the German 
fConcordia) CluD have also a handsome little Theatre attached to their premises m the 
Canton Road. A new Custom Hous^ was completed last year on the site of the old 
building on the Bund. It is in the Tudor style, of red brick with facings of green 
Ningpo stone, and has high pitched roofs covered with red French tiles. The 
buildmgs have a frontage on the Bund of 135 feet and on the Hankow Road of 
166 feet. In the centre of the main building a clock tower rises to a height of 
110 feet> which divides the structure into two win^s. The elevation is a very 
lumdsome one, and the new building adds an imposing feature to the Bund. A 
monument to the memory of Mr. A. R. Margary, of tne British Consular service, who 
was murdered by Chmese in Yunnan, was unveiled in June, 1880, and a statue 
of the late Sir Harry Farkes, Britisn Minister to Peking, was erected in 1800. 
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The principal buildings on the French, Concession are the Mumcinal Hall and the Con* 
sulate. A oronze statue of Admiral Protet, who was killed when directiiig an attack on 
Nlui-vao on 17th May, 1862, stands in front of the Municipal Hall. 

Among the institutions of the place may be mentioned the Volunteer Defence Force, 
consisting of Field Artillery, Lignt Horse, Engineers and Rifle Brigade, the latter 
comprising a battalion of five companies. Originally formed in 1861 it gradually went 
to decay, until the fear of attack after the Massacre at Tientsin in 1870 caused its revival 
with considerable vigour. It again dwindled in numbers, but the last re-organisation 
under Major Holliaay provecT successful, there being now three hundred and 
twelve members, almost all of whom are eflTective. Tms is exclusive of the Home 
Guard and Band. The Fire Brigade, which is entirely volunteer, consists of seven 
Engine and two Hook and Ladder Companies. It is pronouncea to be the most 
efficient Brigade out of the United States. There is a Hospital for foreigners, the 
building for which, although only completed in 1877, is already found inadequate 
and so badly situated that a new one is proposed. There are also several 
Hospitals for natives. The other public institutions may be enumerated as, a 
Subscription Library containing about 12,000 volumes, a branch of the Royal 
Asiatic Society, with the nucleus of a Museum, a Masonic Club, a Sailors' 
Home, a Polytechnic Institution for Chinese, a Seamen's Library and Museum, 
a well supplied Gymnasium, a Wind Instrument Band, which gives concerts 
in the Pubhc Gardens three times a week during the summer months, a Race Club, 

f assessing a course of a mile and a quarter, a Country Club on the Bubbling Well Road, 
arsee, Portuguese, and Customs Clubs, also Pony Paper Hunt, Cricket. Kifle, Yacht, 
Racquet, and various other Clubs for recreation. There are ten or eleven Masonic 
bodies, with over 500 members. In 1876 a District Grand Lodge for North China was 
constituted, with Shanghai as its head-quarters. 

There are four Docks at Shanghai, the one at Tungkadoo, opposite the ci^, having 
a length of 380 feet over all, with a depth at spring tides of 21 feet; the Ola Dock at 
Hongkew is 400 feet long and 18 feet deep at springs ; and the New Dock at Pootunp, at 
the lower end of the harbour, measures 450 feet on the blocks, with a depth at nigh 
water springs of about 21 feet. All steamers and most sailing vessels now dischargeand 
load at the various public and private wharves. The premises of the Associated Wharf 
Companies have a frontage of about three-quarters of a mile. The Chinese Government 
has an Arsenal, Dock, and shipbuilding establishment at Kaou Chung Mow, a 
short distance above the city. It commenced as a small rifle factory in 1867. 
The Great Northern Telegraph Company's cable was laid to Shanghai in 1871, 
and that of the Eastern Extension Company in 1884, there being now two distinct 
lines of communication with Euroi)e. An overland line to Tientsin was opened 
in December, 1881, which was subsequently extended to Peking. There is also a 
line west to Hankow and south as far as Lungchow, on the Kwangsi border. A railway 
constructed hy a foreign company was opened to Woosung in June, 1876« but after 
running for sixteen months it was purchased and taken up by the Chinese Authorities. 
During the short time it was running the passenger traffic alone covered the working 
expenses, leaving sufficient profit to pay a small dividend. A scheme for Tramways in 
the settlements was sanctioned some years ago, but they have not yet been commenced. 
There are four locally own^ linos of steamers runmng on the coast and the river 
Yangtsze. Several manufactories under both native and foreign auspices have sprung 
up of late years, and would considerably increase were it not that the native authorities 
are ofieriag sti u..g opposition to any manufactures under the control of foreigners. These 
include a large cotlon mill, soveral silk filatures, a paper and match factory, etc. 

The " Astor House " in Hongkew, the " Central " m the British, and the " H6tel dei 
Colonies " in the French Concession, besides many second class inns, give hotel accom- 
modation equal to that of any port in the East. There are two daily newspap ers, the NorA 
China Daily Nefivs^ morning, and the Shanghai Mercury^ evening; also three weeklies, the 
North China Herald^ Celestial Empire^ and Temperance Union. There are three native 
daily papers^ the Shun-pao^ the Hu-pao^ and the Stn-wan-pao. These are sold at the prices 
of ten and eight cash, equal to a farthing and a half, and have a very large circulation. 
In one matter, that of Postal accommodation, Shanghai is perhans over-supplied, there 
being British, French, American, Japanese, German^ Local, ana Customs Post-offices. 
Shanghai was made a port of R^^ti^ for British ships in 1874. All forei^ hongs and 
even private houses have togive themselves fancy Cninese names, by which only they 
are known to the natives. The system is, however, found to have its conveniences. No 
less than 3,016 jinrickshas, 2,977 passenger wheelbarrows, and 279 horse carriages ply for 
hire in the Settlements.

The currency of Shanghai is the tael weight of silvi&r cast into " shoes'' of fifty tads, 
more or less. The foreign banks issue notes of the value of one dollar and upwards for 
both taeLs and dollars. Smaller transactions are conducted in clean Mexican aoUars and 
copper cash. There are eight foreign and niixnerous native banks in the Settlement. 

Shanghai is the great emporium for the trade of the Yangtsze and northern ports, 
and to a considerable extent for Japan and Corea. The export of Tea from 1846 to 1850 
averaged sixteen million pounds, and Silk during the same period seventeen thousand 
bales. The total import and export trade of 1868 was sixty-five million taels. It steadily 
increased each year until 1881, when it reached Hk. Tls. 141,921,357 but afterwards 
^ewed a great decline, the total for 1884 having been twenty per cent, less than that 
of 1881. It has since, however, shewn a rapid recovery, the total trade in foreign 
bottoms, import and export, for the last five years, as given by the Customs Statistical 
Department^ being : —

The value of foreign Opium imported in 1892 was slightly over that of 1891, but 
the quantity was less, wnile for several years previously there had been a falling off, owing 
to increased production of and demand for native opium, the quality of which is now 
much superior to what it formerly was and the taxes on which are very much lighter than 
on the foreign drug. An export of the native g^wth to foreign countries has now com- 
menced. Tne import in 1881 was 51,522 piculs. which has gradually declined to 35,862 
piculs in 1892. The imports of Cotton Gooas and Yam in 1892 was 4 per cent, under 
that of 1891, but that year was more than 25 per cent, in value over 1890, which exceeded 
by 25 per cent, that of 1889. Woiollen Goods and Metals showed a slight decline in 1890, 
but increased, the former by 36 and the latter by nearl)^ 10 per cent, in value in 1891 with 
a further increase of about 7 per centw in Woollens in 1892, but of only 1 per cent, in 
Metals. Kerosine Oil showed the heavy decrease of 14,15*2,237 gallons in 1892, but there 
had been an increase of 5,437,815 gallons in 1890 and a further increase of 15,174,290 
gallons in 1891.

The port ot ChiTikimng (or Chto-ldang-laX which was declared open to foreign tradf 
by the Treaty of Tientsin, is situated on the YanRtsze, about 150 miles from its mouth, 
and at the point where the Grand Canal enters the river. 

The history of Chinkiang posaesses but few features of interest. The town, as a 
translation of its name implies 0^ River Guard " ), was at one time a post of considerable 
importance from a military point of view, when all the rice-tribute from the south of 
Cmna was transported to reking hy the interior route. The British forces captured the 
pla^ in July, 1843, and as the cutting off of supplies always operates with great effect, 
the commanding situation thus secured was not long in producing the desired result 
upon the Central Government, for the Treaty of Nanking was signed a month afterwards. 
Tne TaipinR rebels entered the town in April, 1863, and continued to occupy it till 1857, 
when they nad to evacuate it from the same cause which had made the Government 
yield fifteen years before. 

The city lies between one of the mouths of the Grand Canal and the right bank of 
the Yanfirt6ze. Most of the houses are built on level ground, but the surrounding hills 
lead a pkiasant appearance to the locality, which is considerably enhanced by the bluff 
scenery of the island of Ts4o-shan. When the city was abandoned by the rebel forces, 
itt destruction was very i^earlv complete, and it has even now hardly recovered its 
former prosperous aspect. Tne city is enclosed by walls and defended by rather 
formidaole looking batteries commanding the river approaches. The foreign settlement 
occupies a tract of land extending from tne mouth of the Canal alons the bank of the 
river. The little settlement has a neat blind, is provided with a club, and has small 
Protestant and Catholic churches. It was the scene of a formidable riot on the 5th 
February, 1889, when about half the foreign houses and buildings were destroyed by a 
native mob. The population of Chinkiang is estimated at 135,000. 

Considerable commercial importance was attached to the port when it was first 
opened. The largest vessels can approach it, and hopes were high as to the position it 
would occupy in the development of inland trade with China; but the trade on the 
Tangtsze seems to have centred at Hankow, farther up the river. The net value of the 
foreign imjports for 1893 was Tls. 9,896,555 as coi^pared with Tls. 9,200,053 in 1891. The 
import of Opium into Chinkiang in 1892 was 2,992 piculs, against 3,173 piculs in 1891| and 
10,900 piculs in 1884, and has been steadily declining for some years owinff to the com- 
petition of the lighter taxed native drug. The total value of the trade of the port for 
1892 amounted to Tls. 16,953,749, and in 1891 it was Tls. 15,825,400.

NANKING 



This city owes its present name^ "Southern capital," to having been many times thm 
capital of the Empire, the last occasion being in the Ming dynasty at the commencemenb 
of the 15th century. It is also known as Kiang Ning Fu, being the chief city of the 
prefecture of Kiane Ning, and the seat of government for the provinces grouped under 
the desimation of Kiang Nan. In official documents it is not considerecTproper to call 
the cit^ Nanking, since the Government acknowledges but one capital. Besides Kiang 
Ning Fu, an elegant Chinese name commonly used is Kin Ling or "golden mound. 
From the 5th or 6th century B.C. to the present there has been a walled city at this 
place. Nanking is not yet an open port, although it is specified in the French Treaty 
of 1858 as one of the Yan^tsze ports to be opened to trade, and its formal opening can 
doubtless be claimed at plectsure by the French Government. 

Nanking is situated on the south bank of the Yangtsze, 44 miles beyond Chinkiang 
and 194 from Shanghai. From the river little can be seen of it except the long line of 
lofty grey brick walls which encircle it. The walls have an elevation varying from 40 
feet to 90 feet and are from 20 to 40 feet in thickness. They enclose a vast area, being 
32 miles in circumference, a large portion of which is wilderness or cultivated land. 
The inhabited i)ortion lies towards the south and west, and is several miles from the 
banks of the river. Whatever of architectural beauty or importance belonged to 
Nankin£[ perished or was reduced to a ruinous condition at or before its occupation by 
the Taiping rebels. The world famous Porcelain Tower, the most beautiful pagoda in 
China, was completely destroyed during this period of its history, and now onlv oroken 
and scattered bricks remain of the structure that was once the glory of Nanking. It 
stood outside the walls on the south side of the city. The celebrated mausoleum of the 
Emperor Hung Wu, founder of the Ming dvnasty (who died in 1398), with other tombs 
ana monuments, known as the Ming Tombs, are just outside the eastern walls. There 
are manv other interesting ruins in or near the city, including the remains of Hung 
Wa's Palace. Nanking was first brought into notice among Europeans in 1842, in 
which year the first British Treaty with China was signed here. During the Taiping 
rebellion no place suffered more. It was first taken by assault by the Taipings on the 
I9th March, 1853, and after sustaining a prolonged siege was recaptured by the 
Imperial forces on the 19th July, 1864, a fatal blow to the rebels. 

Although Nanking has recovered to a small extent from the prostration which 
attended its ill-treatment during the rebellion, it has never jret attained any commercial 
importance. The only foreign residents at present are the missionaries and the English 
professors in the Naval College, opened here in 1890. A large pile of buildings has been 
erected for the accommodation of this institution, and 120 students, most of them from 
mission schools round Shanghai, have been admitted. A dozen teachers and instructors 
are employed, including two foreigners. The Arsenal and Powder Mills, for many vears 
in charge of foreigners, are now entrusted to native direction. Thev are situated just 
outside the South Gate. The missionaries support two hospitals besides several schools. 
As the seat of the viceregal jgovemment and bv virtue of its historic associations 
Nanking still possesses some importance, and will no doubt, wben opened to foreign 
trade, regain a degree of its lost prestige.

"WUHU 

This port was opened to foreign trade, by the Chefoo Convention^ on the 1st Apnl* 
1877. It IS situated on the river Yan^ze, in the province of An-hwei, and is a half-^J 
port between Chinkiang and Kiukiang, though nearer to the former. It has the 
appearance of a thriving and busy town, and is admirably located for trade. This ii 
mainly owing to the excellence of its water communication with the interior. A lai?® 
canal, with a depth of five to six feet of water in the winter and ten to twelve feet in the 
summer, connects the port with the important city of Nin^-kuoh-f u, in southern An*bwei 
fifty miles distant. Another canal runs inland for over eight miles in a south- westerlj 
direction to Taiping-hsien, an extensive tea district. This canal, which is only navi^bl^ 
in the summer, passes through Nan-ling and King-hsien, where the cultivation of ailk is 
carried on, and may some day be of importance. The silk districts of Nan-li^ 
King-hsien are situated within fifty miles of Wuhu. Besides the canals leading ^ 
Ning-kuoh-fu and Taiping-hsien, there are two others communicating with Su-an aiui 
Tung-p6. 

It will be seen, from the above enumeration of the facilities for water carriage from 
Wuhu, that it is calculated to prove an emporium for commerce. The net value of A* 
foreign imports for the year 1892 was Tls. 3,933,092, compared with Tls. 3,361,706 in IWI. 
2,620 piculs of Opium were imported in 1892, as compared with 2,608 piculs in 
' Coal may some oay become a considerable article of export from Wimu, the mii^ 
at Chihchou, near Ta-tung, being worked with Western appliances and BMchiaofy- 
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The export in 1892 was 11,282 tons as against 13,7C^ tons in 1891. There is a large trade 
in Tunoer in Wuhu, but that, like all other trade, is in the hands of the Chinese. The 
total value of the trade of the port for 1892 was Tls. 10,923,239 as against Tls. 10,253,064 
in 1891. 

The town is fairly well built, with rather broader streets than most Chinese cities 
possess, and is tolerably paved. The tract of land selected for the British Settlement, 
though admirably suited for the purpose, with good deep water frontage, has not yet 
been availed of, and there are few foreign houses in the place. The population of Wuhu 
is estimated at 71,000 inhabitants. This city was the scene ot tormidable anti- 
missionary riots in June, 1891.

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KEWKIANG 



Kewkiang (also written Kiukiang) is situated on the river Yangtsze, near the outlet 
of the Poyang Lake, and is a prefectural city of the province of Kiang-si. It is distant 
about 187 geographical miles from Hankow and 445 miles from Shanghai. Kewkiang 
was before the Rebellion a busy and populous city; but it was occupied by the Taiping 
rebels in 1853, and before it was given up to the Imperial troops it was almost entirely 
destroyed. When the foreign setuement was established there, however, the population 
soon returned, and it has continued to increase rapidly: it is now estimated at 53,000. 

The city is built close to the river, the walls running alon^ the banks of it for some 
500 yards. Their circumference is about five miles, but a portion of the space enclosed 
is still not occupied. The city contains no feature of interest. There are several large 
lakes to the north and west of it, and it is backed by a noble ran^e of hills a few mil« 
distant. The foreign settlement lies to the west of the city and is neatly laid out. It 
possesses a small bund lined with trees, a tiny club, and small Protestant and Roman 
Catholic Churches. 

The idea which led to the opening of Kewkiang was, no doubt, its situation as regard* 
communication by water with the districts where the Green Tea is produced. But the 
hopes entertainea respecting Kewkiang have never been wholly realised. The total 
quantity of Tea exported in 1892 was 217,812 piculs, of which 37,447 piculs were Green, 
tne exijort for 1891 being 249,983 piculs. Opium was imported to the extent of 3,461 
piculs in 1892, and 3,621 piculs in 1891. Kewkiang is the port from whence the ware 
made at the far-famed porcelain factories at Kin-te-chfen is shipped. In 1892, 32,310 
piculs of this ware were exported. The total value of the trade ot the port for 1892 wai 
TU. 11,838,819, and for 1891, Tls. 13,843,680,

HANKOW 



Hankow is situated on the river Han at the point where it enters the Yangtsze, and 
is in lat. 30 dec. 32 min. 51 sec. N., and long. 114 deg. 19 min. 56 sec. E. It was formerly 
regarded as omy a suburb of Hanyang, which it immediately adjoins, and which is a 
district city of the province of Hupeh, but Hankow has outstripped the older city in 
wealth and importance. These two towns lie immediately facing the city of Wuchang-fu, 
the capital of the province, which is built upon the south bank of the Yangtsze. 
Hankow is distant from Shanghai about 600 miles. 
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Attention was first drawn to Haiikow" as a tlgyce of trade by Hue, a French 
missionary. Captain Blakiston^ in his work The Yangtsze," gives the following <;orrect 
description of tne place and its surroundings: — Hankow is situated just' wiiere fim 
irregular range of semi-detached low hills crosses a particularly level country on both 
sides of the main river in an east and west direction. Stationed on Pagoda Hill, 
Hanyang, a spectator looks~down on almost as much water as land even when the riven 
are low. At his feet sweeps the magnificent Yangtsze, nearly a mile in width; from the 
west land skirting the northern edge of the range of hills already mentioned, comes the 
river Han, narrow and canal like, to add its quota, and serving as one of the highways 
of the country; and to the nortn-west and north is an extensive treeless flat, so little 
elevated above the river that the scattered hamlets which dot its surface are withoul 
exception raised on mounds, probablv artificial works of a now distant age. A stream 
or two traverse its farther part and now into the main river. Carrying his eye to the 
right bank of the Yangtsze one sees enormous lakes and lagoons both to the north-west 
and south-east sides of the hills beyond the provincial city. " 

The port was opened to forei^ trade in 1861. The British Settlement is located at 
the east end of the city, which it joins, and is, together with the Race Course, included 
within the city walls, which are quite modem, having been built at the time of the 
Taiping Rebellion. It is well laid out, the roads being broad and all lined with well 
grown trees. The Bund, which is exactly half a mile in length, affords a very fine and 
pleasant promenade, ana has an imposing appearance from the river. There are a large 
noman Catholic ana small Protestant and Greek churches, the latter a rather handsome 
structure built by the Russian residents. Several Brick Tea factories owned by 
Russians are located in the Settlement. A capital club, with tennis and racquet courts, 
bowiiiig alley, billiard and reading rooms, library, &c., is kept up. A French Settlement 
was also fixed upon, but it has never been occupied. The river steamers go alongside 
hulks moored close to the shore; ocean steamers anchor in mid stream. The current is 
very strong in the river. The native city of Hankow presents no distinctive feature. 
Like all Chinese cities it is a crowded agglomeration of narrow lanes. The population 
of Hankow is estimated at 800,000. Cotton cloth mills established by the Viceroy Chattgz 
Chih-tung commenced running in 16d2, and large ironworks at Hanyang are nefltring 
completion. 

Great expectations as regards trade were entertained resi)ecting the opening of 
Hankow. Foreign commerce would, it was thought, be brought into immediate contact 
with the large internal population of China, and a port be established in the locality of 
the great tea producing districts. These expectations, however, have been but partially 
realised. Tea is, of course, the staple export, and it is at Hankow that the first 
steamers for home take in tneir cargoes. Tnis trade, however, is now declining owing to 
the competition of Indian and Ceylon Teas. The total export of Tea from Hankow 
(including re-exports of Kiukiang tea) amoxmted in 1892 to 436,423 piculs, as compared 
with 516,525 piculs shipped in 1891. In 1892 Opium was imported to the extent of 746 
piculs as against 738 piculs in 1891. It is computed that 70 per cent, of the opium used 
at this port is native ^rown drug ; the import of the foreign article declines yearly. The 
trade under the transit pass system is larger at Hankow than at any other port ; ite 
value in 1892 was Tls. 5,030,284 as compared with Tls. 5,207,528 in 1891. The net value 
of the trade of the port in 1892 amounted to Tls. 36,901,697, and in 1891 to Tls. 38,485,145.

This is one of the four ports opened to foreign trade on the 1st April, l^ST 
according to the provisions of Clause I. of Section III. of the Chefoo Convention, 
Ichang is a prefectural city, of considerable official importance, in the province of Hupek. 
It is situated on the river Yangtsze, about 363 miles above Hankow. The navigation 
of the river up to this port is easy for vessels of light draught, and there is gpod 
anchorage at and near the city. The port is the centre of a fairly rich country. Besides 
the common productions of the great plain of Hupeh, the cultivation of the tungtsze tree, 
from which the tung oil is expressed, begins on the hills near Ichang and extends weslr 
ward into Szechuen. Opium is grown in considerable quantities in the district. Ichang 
is conveniently situated as a mart for the tea districts of Hoh-fung-chow, the produce 
of which might, it was at one time thought, be made suitable for foreign use. It 
was generally supposed that, as Ichang is situated at the head of steamer navigation 
«a the Yangtsze and occupies a good position for trade, the port would speedily become 
an important commercial centre. For the fii^ Uiree years these anticipations appeared 
little likely to be realised: the port cut a miserable figure the first year of its existenoe 
as a treatjr port. Later returns showed, however, that Ichang was ))ecomiiig a consider*^ 
able distributing centre, but the openins of Chungking has diverted a large portion 
of the trade which had centred here, and the returns now sho>^ a considerable decline^ 
The total value of the trade for 1892 amounted to Tls. 1,435,502, as compared with 
Tls. 3,039,331 in 1891, and Tls. 6,403,295 in 1890. No foreign Opium is imported at this 
nort^ the native dru^ being genenJIy used. The estimated population of the port is 34,000« 
The foreifi^ concession was attacked bv a native mob on the 2nd September, 1891, amd 
nearly all the buildings on it destroyed.

CHUNGKING 



The 6ity of C!hungking:, situated in lat 29 deg. 33 min. 30 sec. N. long., 107 deg. 
S min. E., may well be described, as not only the commercial capital of Szechuen, bat 
of the whole of Western China. The foreign import trade centres here, and is then 
distributed by a smaller class of trading junks up tne various rivers of the nrovince. 
All exports— yellow silk, white wax, hides, leather, feathers, bristles, rhubarb, musk, 
opium, and the large assortment of C!hinese medicines— are received, assorted, repacked, 
and snipped to Icnang, Hankow, and Shashi, consignments to the latter port being 
transhipped there into smaller junks, and forwarded to the southern provinces, vid the 
Tung Tin^ lake. 

The citj occupies the end of a high and rocky bluff forming a peninsula, at the 
junction of the nver Kia-ling with the Yangtsze, 1,250 miles from the mout hof the 
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latter. The principal streets of the city, in which are many fine shops, are on the side 
of the Tangtsze. It is surrounded by a crenelated stone wall in ^ood repair, which is 
some five miles in circumference, pierced with nine gates. This wall was built in 
1761, replacing an older one. The climate of Chungking is very depressing, perhaps 
tiie worst in China ; the summers being hot and damp, the winters raw ana chilhr, 
with thick fogs from November to March. ^ Spring and autumn can indeed hardly 
be said to exist. The ordinary rise of the river is about 70 feet ; in the year 1871 the 
Chinese say it rose over one hundred feet, the water not being able to force its way fast 
enough through the gorpres. On the left bank of the Kia-ling and facing Chungking, 
extending below the jui^ction of the two rivers, is the walled city of Kiang-Peh-ting, 
formerly within the district of Li Min Fu, but now incorporated in Chungking Fu. 
These two cities, and the large villages in their immediate neighbourhood are estimated 
to cont^iin a population of about 300.000. 

The p)ort was declared open to Foreign trade in March, 1891, but business did not 
actually commence until the 18th June, since which date a large and gradually 
increasing trade has been done both in imports and exports, carried in foreign chartered 
junks. The net value of the trade for 1892 was Tls. 9,245,737 as against Tls. 2,854,7 13 for 
the six months of 1891. 

The Yanertsz»> is navigable for steamers from Ichang, not onlv to Chungking, but 
as far as Sucnau-i.a. where the Min river joins the Yangtsze, out steamers are not 
allowed to ascend above Ichang.

NINGPO 



NingDO is situated on the river Yung, in the province of Chekiang, in lat. 29 dcg 
^6 min. N., and long. 121 deg. 22 min. E. It was one of the five ports thrown 
open to foreigners in 1842. Foreigners had, however, visited Ninffpo at an early date. 
Portuguese traded there in 1522; a number of them settled in the place in that and 
succe^ng years, and there was every prospect of a rising and successful settlement soon 
being estaDlished. But the lawless acts of the Portugese soon attracted the attention 
of the Government, and in 1542 the Governor of Chekiang ordered the settlement to be 
destroyed and the population to be exterminated. A large force of Chinese troops 
soon besieged the placo, destroying it entirely, and out of a population of 1,200 
Portuguese, 800 were massacred. No further attempt at trade \eith this port was made 
till towards the close of the 17th century, when the East Lidia Company established a 
factory at the island of Chusan, some forty miles from Ningpo. The attempt to found 
a trade mart there, however, proved unsatisfactory, and the factory was abandoned 
after a veiy few years* trial. The nort was deserted by foreigners for many years after 
that. When hostilities broke out oetween Great Britain and China in 1839, the fleei 
moved north from Canton, and on the 13th October, 1841, occupied Ningpo, and an 
English garrison was stationed there for some time. In March, 1842, an attempt was 
made by the Chinese to retake the city, but the British artillery repulsed them with 
ipreat slaughter. Ningpo was evacuat^ on May 7th, and, on the nroclamation of peace 
m the following August, the port was thrown open to foreign traae. 

Ningpo is built on a plain, which stretches away to a considerable distance on 
either side. It is a wallea city, the walls enclosing a space of some five miles in cir- 
cumference. The walls are built of brick, and are about twenty-five feet high. They 
are fifteen feet wide at the summit, and twenty-two at the base. Access is obtained to 
the town by six gates. A large moat commences at the north gate and runs along the 
foot of the wall tor about three miles on the landward side, until it stops at what is 
called the Bridge Gate. The main street runs from east to west. Several of the street! 
are spanned by arches erc^cted in memory of distinguished natives. Ningpo has been 
celebrated as possessing the fourth library of Chinese works, in point of nomberii 
which existed in the empire. It was owned by a family who resided near the south 
gate. The site occupied the foreign residences is on the north bank of the river- 
The population of Ningpo is estimated at 255,000. 

The foreign trade at Ninp^ has never been large. This is owinff to a oonsideralMt 
extent, doubtless, to the proximitv of Shanghai. The net quantity of Opium imported in 
1892 was 6,199 piculs, as comparea with 6,027 piculs in 1891. Of Tea, there were ISI^H 
piculs exported in 1892, and 161,644 in 1891. The total value of the trade of the port 
was Tls. 13,815,742 in 1892; and 12,872,904 in 189L

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WAn-chow-fu^ one of the five ports opened to foreign trade by the Chef oo Convention, 
is the chief town in the department of the same name occupying the south-east corner 
of Che-kiang province. The city is situated on the south wink of the river Ou-kiangi 
about twenty miles from its mouth, in lat. 27 deg. 18 min. 4 sec. N., long. 120 d^. 38 min- 
28 sec. E. The site is a well cultivated plain, bounded on all sides, but at a distance w 
•ome five miles, by loftv hills. The walls are said to have been first erected during the 
fourth century, and enlarged and re-built by the Emperor Hung Wu in 1386. They are 
formed of stone, diagonally laid at the foundation, and partly also of brick, and measure 
about four miles in circumference. The streets are >^'ider, straighter, and cleaner Uub 
those of moat Chinese cities. They are mostly well paved with brick and kept in carerol 
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repair by the householders. They slope down on either side to waterways, which in 
their turn conununicate with canals permeating the whole city. There are numerous 
large nunneries and temples in W6n-chow. The Custom-house^ outside the chief gatcL 
known as the Shwang iiin, or ^ Double Gate," the Taotai's i amdn, the Prefect's ana 
other public ofBces in a cluster, and the Foundling Ho6i)ital, all near the centre, are the 
other chief buildings. The latter institution, built in 1748, contains one nundred 
apartments. Among the objects of greatest interest and curiosity to the stranger are 
two pagodas situated on " donquest Island, abreast of the city. They are both of great 
antiquity and, with the houses close by, were for some time the retreat of Ti Ping, the last 
Emperor of the Sung dvnasty, when seeking to escape from the Mongols under Eublai 
Ehan« The British Consul and the Customs examiners occupy apartments on the 
island used by His Majesty, who has left behind him autographs preserved to this day 
in the adjoining temple. The estimated population of the city is 80,000. 

Wfinchow was formerly a ^reat seat of the lea trade, and previous to 1861 was, it is 
said by some, the only port in the department from which tea was allowed to be 
exported. Tne city was then in a flourisning condition. But in order to prevent the 
teas from falling into the hands of the Tai-ping rebels, who overran the whole district 
during that year, this regulation was exchiuiged for one which authorized the export of 
tea at any of the Customs stations along the coast; consequently the trade soon 
gravitated to Foochow in the south and to Niiigix) in the north. It was thought that 
on the conversion of Wfinchow into a treaty port it would speedily recover its old 
position as a tea exporting place, but this has not proved to be tne case, although it is 
estimated t^iat tea could be put on the Wenchow market for $2 per picul less than at 
Foochow, owing to the hi;jher cost of transport to the latter port. At present there is 
no foreign settle nent, and the foreign residents are a mere handful, consisting almost 
entirely of Oil 3ir* »s and missionaries. A large qiui,ntity of native opium is produced in the 
vicinity of V^cnoho w. There is a considerable native export trade in wood, charcoal, and 
bamboos, brought • lown the river in rafts from Ch'u-chow. The annual value of this 
trade is estimated to be not less than $2,000,000. The shops and yards engaged in it are 
situated in the west suburb, where immense Quantities of oamboos and poles are kepfe 
on hand. Wenchow is also celebrated for its oitter oranges. The export of Tea in 189S 
was 7,691 piculs, as compared with 6,790 piculs in 1891. The value of the whole trade o£ 
the port for 1892 was Tls. 702,989, as compared with Tls. 639,876 in 1891.

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Foochow (or Fah-ohau-fu) is the capital of the Fokien province. It is situated in 
lat. 26 deg. 03 min. 24 sec. N.^ and long. 119 de^. 20 min. £. The city is built on a plain 
on the northern side of the nver Min, and is distant about thirty-four miles from th« 
sea, and nine miles from Pagoda Island, where foreign vessels anchor. 

The attention of foreigners was early attracted to Foochow as a likely place where 
commercial intercourse could be profitably carried on in the shipment of Bohea Te», 
which is Rrown largely in the locality, biefore the port was opened, this article used to 
be carriea overlana to Canton for shipment, a journey which was both long and difficult. 
The East India Company, as early as 1830, made representations in favour of the 
opening of the port J3ut nothing definite was done till the conclusion of the Treaty of 
Nanking in 1842. The early years of intercourse with the natives were anything bat 
what was anticipated. The navigation of the river was difficult, there was no market 
for imports, ana several attacks by the populace rendered the port an undesirable place 
of residence for some time. It was not until some ten years after the port had oeen 
opened that there was much done in the export of Tea from the interior, out after that 
the quantity shipped increased largely, and Foochow became one of the principal tea 
ports in China, since 1880, when the tea trade of the port reached its highest figure, 
the export bei!ig 737,000 piculs, the prosperity of the place has b^n on the wane, until 
in 1892 the shipment of this its staple product had fauen to 360,692 piculs. 

The city is built around three nills. and the circuit of the wallea portion is between 
six and seven miles in length. The walls are about thirty feet high and twelve feet wide 
at the top. The streets are narrow and filthy, but the number of trees about the official 
quarter of the city, and the wooded hills enclosed by the walls, give a picturesque 
appearance to the general view. Two well preserved pa^^odas stand within the city 
walls. Near the east gate of the city are several hot spnng& which are used by the 
natives for the cure of skin diseases and are believed to be very efficacious. The Foochow 
people excel in the manufacture of miniature monuments, pagodas, dishes, <S:c., from 
what is called " soap stone,** and in the construction of artificial flowers, curious figures of 
birds, Ac. A few miles above the city the river divides into two branches, which, after 
pursuing separate courses for fifteen miles, unite a little above Pagoda Anchorage, The 
toreign settlement stands on the northern side of the island thus formed and which is 
called Nantai. A bridge across the river, known as the Long Bridge or Bridge of the 
Ten Thousand Ages, affords access to the city. 

The climate of Foochow is mild and dehghtf ul for about nine months of the year, 
but in the summer it is rather tiying, the range of the thermometer then bein^ from 74 
deg. Fahr. to 98 deg. A refuge from the heat of summer can, however, be gamed by a 
three hours* chair ride to the top of Ouliang, which mountain resort is now much 
frequented by the foreign residents. The thermometer indicates an average of 10 
degrees cooler on the mountain than it is in Foochow ; the nights are always cool and 
blankets a necessity for comfort. Sharp Peak also affords a seaside and bathing resort 
which is much appreciated. 

The sceneiy surrounding Foochow is very beautiful. In sailing up the Min river 
from the sea vessels have to leave the wide stream and enter what is called the Kimpfti 
Pass, which is barely half-a-mile across, and enclosed as it is by bold, rocky walls, it 
})resents a very strikmg appearance. The Pass of Min-ngan is narrower, and with its 
luwering cliffs, surmounted by fortifications and cultivated terraces, is extremely mctii- 
resque, and has been compared to some of the scenes on the Rhine. The YungTu, a 
tributary of the Min, also affords some charming scenery, the hills rising very abruptly 
from the river bank. The Min Monastery, the Moon Temple, and the Kushan Monastery, 
lUl occupying most romantic and beautiful sites, are fine specimens of Chinese religious 
edifices, and are much resorted to by visitors. Game abounds in all the ravines and 
mountains in the vicinity of Foochow, while tigers and panthers are common in the more 
remote hills, and some of these beasts have been killed within ten miles of the citv. 

Foreign vessels, with the exception of those of very light draught, are compelled to 
anchor at Pagoda Island^ owin^ to the shallowness of the river, which has ))een increasing 
of late years, and the difficulties of navigation. The limits vi the ]>oi*t of Foochow 
extend from the City Bridge to the Kimpai Pass. The Mamoi Arsenal, near Pagoda 
Anchorage, is an extensive Government establishment, where several good sized gunboats 
have been Duilt. The Arsenal was bombarded by the French on the 23ixi-24th August 
1884, and reduced to partial ruin, but has since been restored. A small weekly paper cwlea 
the Foochow Echo is published. The population of Foochow is estimated at 636,000.

AMOY 

AmOT was one of the five ports open to foreign trade before the ratification of the 
Treaty of Tientsin. It is situated upon the island of Haimun, at the mouth of the Pel Chi 
or Dragon River, in lat. 24 deg. 40 mm. N. and long. 118 deg. E. It was the scene of trade 
with Western nations at a very early date. The Port^uguese went there in 1644. but in 
consequence of their cruelty towards the natives, the Chinese authorities torcibly 
expelled them and burned thirteen of their vessels. The English had commercial 
dealings there up to 1730, when the Chinese Government issued an edict prohibiting 
trade with foreigners at all ports except Canton. They made an exception as r^rda 
Spanish ships, which were allowed to trade at Amoy» The vessels of other nationautieSi 
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however, continued to visit the place and did so till the citv was captured in 1841. 
The Treaty of Nanking was signed soon afterwards, by wnich all foreigners were 
admitted to trade there. 

In describing Amoy, Dr. Williams sa3rs:— "The island (upon which Amoy is built) 
is about forty miles in circumference, and contains scores of large villages besides the 
city. The scenery within the bay is picturesque, caused partly by the numerous islands 
wmch define it, surmounted by pagodas or temples, and partly by the high barren 
hills behind the city. There is an outer and an inner city, as one approaches it 
seaward, divided by a high ridge of rocky hills having a fortined wall running alonjg 
the top. A paved road connects the two. The entire circuit of the citv and suourbs is 
about eight miles, containing a population of 300,000, while that of the island is estimated 
at 100,000 more. The harbour is one of the best on the^ coast; there is ^ood holding 
ffround in the outer harbour, and vessels can anchor in the inner, within a short 
distance of the beach, and be perfectly secure; the tide rises and falls from fourteen to 
sixteen feet. The western side of the harbour, here from six hundred and seventy-five 
to eight hiindred and forty yards wide, is formed by the island of Kulang^u. It is a 

S'cturesque little spot ana maintains a rural population of 3,500 people. Eastward of 
moy is the island of Quemoy or Kinmun (Gtolden Harbour), presenting a striking 
contrast in the low f orenound on its south shore to the high land on Amoy/* The 
population of the city is, nowever, now estimated at 96,000. 

Th*ere is a little to be said about the city. It ranks as a third class city in China, 
but it bears no comparison to Canton in wealth or general appearance. It is considered, 
even for China, to be very dirty, and its inhabitants ere unusually squalid in their 
habits. There are several places of interest to foreigners in xiiQ vicinity, and excursions 
can be made to Chang-chow-fu, the chief city of the department of that name, and 
situated about 35 miles from Amoy. The island of Ki angsu is about a third of a mile 
from Amoy, and the residences of nearly all the foroig? 3rs are to be found there, although 
most of the foreign business is transacted on the Amoy ride. There is a good Club in 
the settlement, adjoining which is the cricket ground. A neat little Anglican Church 
has also been erected. There are three granite docks at Amoy, the largest being 310 
feet by 60 feet; they are owned and managed by foreigners. A small shipping sheet 
called the Amoy Ocuette is published daily. The foreign residents number about 280. 

There has always been a comparatively good trade done at Amoy. There is 
frequent and pretty regular steamer communication with Hongkong, Swatow, wd 
Foochow. Direct communication with Manila and the Straits Settlements is also 
maintained. The total export of Tea for 1892 was 175,115 piculs as against 176,061 
piculs in 1891. The export of Su^r for 1892 was 167,937 piculs, compared with 211,706 
piculs in 1891. The net importation of Opium for 1892 was 5,^)44 piculs as compared 
with 5,474 piculs in 1891. The total value of the foreign trade of the port for 1892 •was 
TIs. 10,545,026 against Tls. 10,771,258 in 1891.

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FORMOSA 



This island, one of the largest in Asia, is situated between latitude 22 and 28 
decrees N., and longitude 120 and 122 degrees £., and is separated from the coast 
«f Fukien, China, by a channel about one hundred miles in width. Its name Formosa, 
4igmf7ing " beautiful island," was conferred by the Portuguese, the first Europeans to 
Tisit it, but it is called Taiwan (Oreat Bay) by the Chinese, to whom it has belonged 
aince IWl. It is said that the Japanese endeavoured to form a colony in the island in 
1620, but large numbers of Chinese were settled there prior to that date. The Dutch 
arrived in 1634, and founded several settlements, and traces of their occupation are still 
to be found in t^e island, but they were compelled in 1661 to retire by the Chinese 
pirate chief Koxinga, who then assumed the sovereignty of western Formosa. His 
grandson and successor, however, was induced, twenty-two years later, to resign the 
crown to the £mperor of China. Formosa is about 210 miles in length, and from 60 to 
70 miles broad in the widest part, with a circumference of some 450 miles. It is 
intersected from north. to south by a ran^e of mountains^ which forms a kind of back- 
bone to the island, the loftiest peak of which. Mount Sylvia, is 11,300 feet high. On the 
western side of this range the slope is more gradual than on the eastern side, and broken 
hy fertile valleys wbdch lose themselves in the large undulatinjg plain on which the 
Chinese are settled. Hie whole of the territory east of the dividing chain ia peopled by 
an aboriginal race who acknowledge no allegiance to the Chinese Government and 
make frequent raids on the outlying Chinese settlements. They are a savage and 
warlike people, allied to the Malays and Polynesians, and live principally^ by the chase. 
The Chinese hold the aborigines in much dread on account of their ferocity, but of late 
years they have steadily continued their encroachments on the eastern coast, keeping 
the natives at bay by the aid of Hakka settlers, a hardy race, who in Formosa go by the 
name of liillmen, and who hive proved a resolute foe to the aborigines. Until 1874^ 
when the Japanese landed a torce in Formosa to punish one of the aboriginal tribes for 
tiie murder of some Loochooans shinwrecked on their coast, the Chinese Gk)vemment 
had made no serious effort to extena their rule over any part of the eastern half of the 
island, but that event caused them to push forward their lines. A few of the aborigines 
nearer the coast have settled down to peaceful avocations, but the mountaineers still 
regard the Chinese with unappeasable hatred and hostility, though they have shown 
coorteey and kindness to the few foreigners who have visited their villages. The 
aborigines are said to be a fine featured, well made race, but sunk in barbarism and 
ignorance. The Chinese population of Formosa is estimated at about 2,500,000; the 
number of the aborigines it is, of course, quite impossible to estimate. The productions 
of Formosa are numerous, vegetation being everywhere most luxuriant, testifying to 
the richness of the soil. Rice, sugar, tea, and camphor are largely cultivated and ex- 
ported. The fauna includes bears, monkeys, deer, wild boar, badgers, martens, the 
scaly anteater, and other smaller animals. Birds are not very numerous, aid snakes are 
not so common as might be expected where vegetation is so abundant. It is believed 
that the mineral wealth of the island is very considerable. Gk)ld has been found and 
worked in the beds of the streams; valuable coal mines are in work near Kelung, and 
sulphur springs also exist in the north of the island. The interior of the island is. 
however, still practically unexplored. One great drawback to the island is its want ot 
good harbours, which is more especially felt on account of the strength of the 
monsoons in the Formosa Channel. Those on the eastern side are few and neither 
commodious nor accessible, while on the west coast most of the harbours are little 
better than open roadsteaas. Taipeh is the capitiil of Formosa, but Tainan-f u is the 
chief city in point of trade and population. The Treaty ports are four in number — 
Takow and Tainan-f u in the south, and Tamsui and Kelung in the north. The latter 
was held for some months in 1884-5 by the French, under Admiral Courbet, but was 
evacuated on the 21st June, 1885. The rivers of Formosa are few, shallow, and winding, 
only navigable to small flat-bottomed boats. The scenery is delightful, and the climate 
is very pleasant in the winter, but hot and malarious in the wet season. The late 
Governor, H. E. Liu Ming-chuan, who retired in 1891, commenced many measures of 
improvement, introducing railways and various new industries but most of these 
schemes are languishing under his successor. 
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TAMSUI AND KELUNG 



The port of Tamsui lies in lat. 26 deg. 10 min. N. and long. 101 deg, 26 miiL R on 
ihe northern side of the fertile island of Formosa. It is an uninteresting place. The 
harbour, like all others in Formosa, has a troublesome bar, which greatly retards the 
growth of the port. Dredging would do much to render it more accessible. The town^ 
called Hubei, is situated on the north side of the river, about two miles from the bar. 
In October, 1884, the French ships under Admiral CJourbet bombarded Tamsui, but were 
unable to t;ike the place. The population of Tamsui is estimated at 100,000. The trade 
is not extensive. Tea grows on the hills in the locality, and the production of 
Formosa Oolongs is annually increasing. In 1872 the export onlv amounted to 
19,513 piculs, while in 1892 it reached 136,7 ITpiculs. The total value of the trade of the 
port in 1892 was Tls. 6,772,583, and in 1891, Tis. 6,300,674. 

The port of Kelung lies to the north-east of Tamsui. in latitude 25 deg. 6 min. N. 
and longitude 121 deg. 47 min. E. It is situated on the snores of a bay between the capes 
of Foki and Peton, some twenty miles apart, amidst bold and striking scenery, backed 
by a range of mountains. It was once a Spanish Settlement, but was suliequently 
captured and held by the Dutch until they in turn gave place to the Chinese under 
Koxinga, a pirate chief who caused himself to be proclaimed King of Formosa. 
Though a mere village, it has long carri^ 1 on a considerable native trade with 
Amoy, Chin-chew, and Foochow. Its staple product is coal, the mines of which 
could be made very productive; one colliery at Coal Harbour has been worked by the 
Government, with modern English machinery, but the output has never been very great 
Sulphur also abounds in a valley in the neigh Dourhood, but the Authorities will not allow 
it to be worked. Kelung was opened to foreign trade at the same time as the other 
Formosan ports. The foreign trade at this port is chieflv confined to the shipment of 
coal. The export in 1892 was 14,603 tons as comparecl with 27,950 tons in 1891. The 
limits of the port are defined to be within a straight line drawn from Image Point to Bush 
Island. On the 5th August, 1884, the port was bombarded by the French under Admiral 
L^spes, when the forts above the town were reduced to ruins, and the place captured. 
It was then garrisoned by the French, who held it until after the Treaty ofpeaoe had 
been signed at Tientsin in June. 1886. A railway now connects Kelung with Taipeh, the 
capital, and will be extended tnence to Tainan-ni.

TAINAN-FU AND TAKOW 



The city of Tainan-fu [until 1889 known as Taiwan], situated in lat. 23 deg. 6 min, 
N. and long. 129 deg. 6 min. E., is the commercial capital of Formosa, and has a population 
of 235,000 inhabitants. Compared with other Chinese cities it is moderately clean and 
well paved. The walls are some five miles in circumference. The shipping port of 
Tainan-fu is Anping, situated on the coast about three miles to the eastward of the city 
and connected with the suburbs by a creek. The port is an open roadstead, vesseb 
bavins^ to anchor a mile or so from the beach. From the 1st November to the end of 
May the anchorage is a perfectly safe one, but during the S. W. monsoon a heavy swell 
sets in, rendering it diiHcult, and at times impossible, for vessels to load or discharge. 
Anping has of late risen greatly in importance, the foreign firms making it their head 
quarters instead of Takow, which port in former years was considered of more 
significance. Tempered by sea breezes, Anping during the summer months can boast 
of a cool and healthy climate. From 1st October to the end of April there is little or no 
rain, and the temperature leaves nothing to be desired. Sugar is the principal export 
of South Formosa, shipments in 1880 having reached 997,690 piculs; but it aeclinea in 
1886 to 362,826 piculs. In 1890, however, it rose to 676,773 piculs, and in 1892 to 568,626 
piculs. The import of Opium during 1892 was 3,036 piculs against 3,401 piculs in 
1891. The value of the whole trade of the* port in 1892 was Tls. 2,932,311 as compared 
with Tis. 3,131,260 in 1891. 

Takow is a port twenty-four miles to the southward of Anping. It takes little or 
no share in the import traae, and is rarely visited by the foreign merchants, excepting 
for a few months in the winter.

SWATOW 



Swatow, which was first thrown open to foreigners by the Treatv of Tientsin, U 
.situated at the mouth of the river Han, near the eastern border of the Kwan^ung 
province, in lat. 23 deg. 20 min. 43 sec. N., and long. 116 deg. 39 min. 3 sec. £. It is the 
shipping port for the city of Cha'o-chow-f u, the seat of the local government, 35 miles 
inland, and San-Ho-Pa, forty miles farther up the river. 

Swatow is built on the northern bank of the Han, which forms part of an alluvial 

Elain through which the branches of the river flow. The shore on the opposite side is 
old and striking, the hills stretching away to the coast and forming what is known to 
sea-going people as the "Cape of Qood Hope;" Pagoda Hill rises at the opposite side; 
and in a direct line from this lies the large island of Namoa. 

The first foreign trading dep6t in this locality was inaugurated at Namoa, where 
the opium vessels used to anchor, but it was subsequently removed to Double Island* 
which is situated just inside the river and is four miles from Swatow. Foreigners here 
made themselves notorious in the early years of the settlement by the kidnapping of 
coolies, and so strong was the feeling shown against them by the natives that no 
foreigners were safe far from Double Island, while they were strictly forbidden to enter 
Swatow, and it was not until 1861 that they could do so. In the country round Swatow 
the antipathy to foreigners was of much longer duration. The British Consul was held 
technically to reside at Cha*o-chow-fu, and subsequent to 1861 several ineffectual 
attempts were made to pass through its gates. In 1866 a visit was made under more 
favourable circumstances, but it is only within the last few years that the population 
has refrained from annoyance and insult to foreigners within its walls. In 1862 the 
lease of a piece of land was applied for and granted to the British Government on the 
north bank of the river about a mile from Swatow, but so strong were the demonstra- 
tions of the populace against it that the matter fell through. Foreign residences, 
however, commenced to spring up here and there, and many of them are consequently 
somewhat scattered, though the majority are in or near the town of Swatow. The 
yearly increasing traffic of the port has led to much over-crowding on the narrow 
strip of land on which it is built, and since February, 1877, no less than 2U acres have 
been reclaimed from the sea, the greater part of which is now covered with shops and 
houses. 

The climate of Swatow is reputed to be very salubrious. The town occupies,^ 
however, an unenviable position as regards typhoons, on account of being opposite the 
lower mouth of the Formosa Channel, and it has on many occasions been suojected to 
all the violence of these terrible storms, which almost every year sweep across the lower 
coast of China. The population of Swatow is estimated at 2(X000. 

The foreign trade of Swatow has never been large, but of late years it has shown a 
alight increase. The proximity of the port to Hongkong, which can be reached in from 
15 to iO hours, no doubt tells against it, as it enables the Chinese to conduct their own 
import business. The quantity of Opium imported in 1892 was 7,145 piculs as compared 
with 7,895 piculs in 1891. The quantitv of Tea exported is very small, and reached 
only 7.878 piculs in 1892. A considerable trade is done in Sugar, there beinje 6^,708 
piculs brown and 563,287 piculs white exported in 1892. The China Sugar Befininfl Cto. 
of Hoi^kong have a large Sugar Refinery here, but work has for some timebeeft 
suspended. A Urge beancake tactory wiui also started in 1882. The value of the tra4i 
of the port for 1892 was Tls. 24,032,936, as compared with TU. 26,212,096 in 1891.

CANTON 



Canton is situated on the Chu-kiang or Pearl River, in latitude 23 deg. 7 min. 10 sec. 
N., and longitude 113 dep. 14 min. 30 sec. E., and is the capital of the province of 
Kwangtung. It is sometimes called the City of Rams and the City of Genii, both of 
which names are derived from ancient legends. Canton is a foreipi perversion of 
Kwangtung, its real name. One of the first cities in the Chinese Empire, it is also the 
seat of government for the province, and is the residence of the Viceroy of " The Two 
Kwang (Kwangtung and Kwangsi). The Governor of Kwangtung and the Tartar 
General are likewise resident here, besides a number of other government oiEcials of 
more or less distinction- including the Haikwan, or Superintendent of Customs, a post 
always held by a Mancnu. 

Owing to its favoured situation, Canton became at an earlv date the Chinese port to 
which the traffic of European countries was first attracted. The Portuguese found their 
way thither in 1616, and Arab navigators had been making regular voyages between Can- 
ton and the ports of Western Asia as early as the tenth century. The Dutch appeared on 
the scene about a hundred years later than the Portuguese, and these in their turn 
were supplanted by the English. The latter, towards the close of the seventeenth 
century, founded the very profitable trade which was conducted for nearly one hundred 
and fifty years by the Agents of the East India Company, who established a Factory 
there in 1684, which was afterwards celebrated throughout the world. From 1684 the 
export of tea to England increased rapidly. The Company's monopoly terminated in 
1834. In 1839 Great Britain was led to a declaration of war with China in consequence 
of the oppression to which foreigners were subjected by the native authorities, and 
Canton was menaced with capture in 1841. A pecuniary ransom was, however, received 
in lieu of the occupation of the city, and hostilities were for the time being suspended. 
The lesson, unfortunately, was without efiect, and the arrogance of the Chinese 
authorities continued unabated. The British campaign in Central China ensued, and 
the result was the signature of the Treaty of Nanking (August 29th, 1842), by which 
what was called the Co-Hong monopoly at Canton was abolished and four aaditiona] 
ports thrown open to foreign trade. Nevertheless, the provisions of the Treaty continued 
to be ignored in the City of Rams, and foreigners were still denied admittance within 
its walls. The result of protracted annoyances and insults was that in October, 1856, 
Sir Michael Seymour, with the fleet, again opened hostilities, and some two months later 
a mob in retaliation pillaged and burned all the foreign residences. In December, 1857, 
Sir Charles Straubenzee, in command of an expedition which had been specially 
despatched from England, attacked the city, and it was taken on the 29th of that month. 
The French also sent out an expedition, and the city was occupied by the Allied Forces 
until October, 1861, a period of nearly tour years. 

The city proper extends to a breadth of about two miles, is about six miles in 
•ircmnference, and is enclosed by walls about twenty feet thick and from twenty-five to 
forty feet high. The suburbs spread along the river for nearly five miles. The entire 
circuity including the suburbs, is nearly ten miles, the walls enclosing about six miles. 
What IS called the New City now was formerly known as the Southern Suburb. The 
Western Suburb stretches for miles along the river. There are sixteen gates giving 
admission into the city beside two water gates. Canton contains great attractions for 
foreign visitors in its numerous temples, pagodas^ iut.y and in the many curio shops to 
be found there. As a specimen of Chinese architecture the Chin Chew Club is veil 
worthy of inspection and the Examination Hall, the City of the Dead, the ExecutioD 
Ground, the Gaols, tne Arsenal, an ancient Water Clock, and the Mahomedan MosqM

Are among other show places. The French Mission have erected a large and handsome 
Qothic cathedral, with two lofty towers surmounted by spires, in the city. The structure 
is entirely built of dressed granite. A new Mint, constructed by the late Viceroy 
Chang Chih-tung, and furnished with a very complete plant, has been erected near the 
North Gate, commenced work in 1889, and now issues a silver subsidiary coinage as 
well as copper cash. The buildings cover a large area. On the opposite side of the river 
the Honam Temple and Monastery is the principal attraction. The population of Canton 
is estimated at 1,800,000. 

When the foreign merchants returned to Canton to establish trade after the capture 
of the city by the English at the close of 1857, they found the Factory and the buildings 
alon^ the nver in ruins. ^ Recourse for acconmiodation was conseauently had to 
warehouses on the Honam side of the river. Considerable discussion subsequently took 
place as to the selection of a site for a permanent British settlement, and it was 
eventually determined that an extensive mudflat known as Shameen should be filled in 
and appropriated. In 1859 an artificial island was created there, a canal constructed 
between the northern side of the site and the city, and solid and extensive embankments 
of masonry built. It took about two years to complete this undertaking, and cost no 
less than fo25,000. Of this some four-fifths were defrayed by the British, and one-fifth 
by the French Grovemment, to whom a portion of the reclaimed land was given. Up to 
1889 most of the French concession remained unutilised, but in that year a number o^ 
lots were sold and are now built upon. The French also received a grant of the old 
site of the Viceroy's Yamen, on whicn the Catholic Cathedral has been erected. Shameen 
is pleasingly laid out, and the roads are shaded with well grown trees. A neat church, 
eaUed Christ Church, stands at the western end. During an anti-foreign riot on the 
10th September, 1883, sixteen houses and the Concordia Theatre on the settlement were 
burned by the mob. An Hotel was erected on the Settlement in 1889, and now afifords 
accommodation to visitors. 

In consequence of the decline in the importance of Canton as a place of trade, 
•aused principally by the opening of some of the northern ports, many or the merchants 
by whom lots were purchased there in 1861, at enormous prices, withdrew from 
Canton altogether. The trade now transacted there by foreigners is limited. Tea and 
Silk are the staple exports. The total export of Tea for the year ending 31st December, 
1892, was 65,105 piculs compared with 25,667 piculs in 1891, and the quantity of Raw 
Silk (exclusive of Refuse and Wild Silk) exported in 1892 was 20,890 piculs as compared 
with 19,919 piculs in 1891. The import of Opium in 1892 was 10,820 piculs as compared 
with 12,788 piculs in 1891. The total value of the trade of the port for 1892 was Tls. 
46^348,707 as compard with Tls. 45,957,092 in 1891. The purely native trade of Canton 
still enjoys a high degree of prosperity. 

Ample means of communication exist between Canton and Hongkong, a distance of 
about nmety-five miles, by foreign steamers plying daily, and a large number of native 
craft. There is daily steam communication with Macao. Steamers also run regularly 
between Shanghai, Hongkong, and Canton. There is a safe and commodious ancnorage 
within 150 yards of the river wall at Shameen. Canton was connected by telegraph 
^an overland line) with Kowloon in 1883^ and another overland line was completedfrom 
Canton to Lungcnau-fu, on the Kwangsi and Tonkin frontier, in June, 1884. A project- 
ed nilway between Canton and Kowloon has received the Imperial sanction and a 
preliminary survey has been made, but it still remains a project.

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WHAMPOA 



This village was formerly the seat of a large portion of the foreign trade with 
Canton^ as foreign sailing vessels are not allowed to go farther up the Pearl River. The 
trade in sailing vessels has, however, dwindled to very small proportions, and Whampoa 
is now almost deserted. A branch of the Maritime Customs is stationed here. The 
large mud docks formerly belonging to the Hongkong and Whampoa Dock Com- 
pany were sold some years ago to the Chinese Government and have since been used for 
the ganboat squadron. A Government Torpedo School has been established here. 

The village, known as Bamboo Town, is a dirt^ and unattractive place without any 
feature of interest, but the scenery round is picturesque and pleasing. Two lofty 
pagodas on neighbouring eminences are conspicuous objects from the river. The first 
of these, called the Whampoa Pagoda, is built on an island rising abruptly from the 
river to the height of 100 feet. It was erected about the vear 1598, and is very much out 
of repair. A good sized tree grows from the brickwork at the summit. The other 
pagoda^ called the First Bar Pagoda, is nearer to Canton, and occupies a hill which Ls 
considered the guardian hill of the province. It was built between the years 1621 and 
1628 as a pidlamum to the water way of the provincial capital. 

The impcMrtance of Whampoa is now a thing of the past. The place will always, 
however, possess some interest for foreigners, since the earliest recollections of foreign 
commercial intercourse with China are associated with it, all foreign ships being in old 
times compelled to anchor at Whampoa.

CHINESE KOWLOON 

The station of the Chinese Imperial Maritime Customs iust outside the harbour of 
Hongkong, generally known a% ana officially designated, the Kowloon Customs Station, is 
really situated at Lai Chi-kok, a tiny hamlet on the mainland opposite the western end 
of Stonecuttei^s Island. Two hulks are moored at a little distance from the shox-e, and 
buildings for the accommodation of the Foreign and Chinese staff, of considerable size 
and extent, have been erected on the point. Lai Chi-kok is not on the peninsula of 
Kowloon, though near to it, and is conveniently situated for watching craft bound for 
Canton. Kowloon City is situated at the back of the peninsula in a roomy butshalIo\\ 
bay to the north-east of Hung-ham bay, where the Kowloon establishment of the Hong- 
kong and Whampoa Dock Company is located. The city is a small one, and the larger 
portion of it is built outside the walls, which climb to some height the hill at the back, 

Spying it a ratJier picturesque appearance. The walls are of granite, but of no great 
ickness, and neither they nor tne old dismantled guns lying on them would Ix; of an\' 
vae for purposes of defence. There are no features of interest in the town unless the* 
/(W- ton shops are so considered. The streets are narrow and dirty, and there are no nubl ic 
i>uildinjgr8 save the tower-Uke pawnshop and the dilapidated yamdn inside the walls. A 
httle distance from the city may be seen, however, one of those interesting little fortified 
Tillages, with embattled walls and a moat, which are not uncommon in tlie provir.ce of 
Kwangtung, and which serve to indicate tlie state of insecurity in which the rural 
population live. Beyond this is the road which leads over the mountains at the back 
and which is worth climbing for the fine view of Hongkong fi om the pass at tho toj). 
The population of Kowloon City is probably not more than 5,000. A stoam ferry plies 
between Hongkong and Kowloon City at uncertain hours every day. The total value 
•f the trade passixig through the Kowloon Customs Stations in 1892 was Tls. 35,741,r32 
•a eonfpared with Tls, 36»548 in 1891.

LAPPA 

Lappa, also called by the Chinese Kung Pak, is an island, directly opnosite the 
Liner Haroour of Macao, the distance across being from Ij to 1^ miles. One of the 
stations of the Chinese Lnperial Maritime Customs is located here, and another <m an 
islet call Hid Malowchow. Lappa is under the iurisdiction of the Henngshan Magistrate. 
It possesses no features of interest beyond the fact that it is the principal CustomB 
station in the neighbourhood of Macao. The net value of the trade passing through the 
Lappa Custom Houses in 1892 was Tls. 9,483,764 as compared with Tls. 9,994,221 in 1891-

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HOIHOW (IN HAINAN) 



Hoihow is the seaport of the city of Kiung-chow (the seat of government in thi» 
iflUnd of Hainan, and (ustant from its port about three and a-half miles) which was ojdened 
to foreim trade on the 1st April, 1876. The position of the port, though geographically 
favonraole, is toi>ographically unsuitable for the development of any extensive com- 
merHal transactions, vessels being compiled to anchor some two miles from the 
entrance of the creek, or branch of the main river upon which Hoihow is situated. The 
tides are extremely irregular, and the anchorage is liable to the visitation of very severe 
tvphoons, being moreover entirely unprotected from the north. The width of the 
Hainan Straits, oetween Hoihow and the mainland — the Lien-chau peninsula — is about 
twelve miles. As regards health, Hoihow compares favourably with other parts of 
Hainan, though fever*and ague are said to prevail to some extent. The port is badly 
supplied with water. 

The approaches to the shore are extremely shallow, so that loading and unloading 
can only be carried on at certain states of the tide. Despite this disadvantage, however, 
the advent of foreign steamers has given a considerable impulse to trade, and Hoihow 
now almost vies with the Formosan ports in importance. The town itself contains 
about 12,000 souls, and is governed by a Tsan-fu, or Lieutenant-Colonel; the population 
of Kiungchow being 40,000. The mercantile population, thouch res^)ectable, is l>v no 
means rich. No foreign settlement has as yet been formed, but it appears likely 
that si-rps will soon be taken to that end. The foreign residents at present number 
aboil ^ a score. The value of the whole trade of the port in 1892 was Tls. 2,100,932 at- 
compared with Tls. 2,079,689 in 1891 and Tls. 2,9081,261 in 1890. A large export trade 
in pigs, poultry, eggs, and provisions is carried on with Hongkong.

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PAKHOI 

Pakhoi is one of the ports opened to foreign trade by the Chefoo Convention in 
1876- It is situated on tne Gulf of Tonkin in long. 190 deg. 13 min. E. and lat. 21 dcg. 
30 min. N. The British Consul hoisted his flag on the 1st May, 1877, and the foreigners 
were well received by the natives. Pakhoi is the port for the important city of Lien- 
chau, from whence considerable quantities of foreign piece goods are distributed over 
the country lying between the West River and the seaboard. It was hoped that it would 
also become one gpreat outlet for the trade of the province of Kwangsi. The trade was 
formerly almost exclusively in the hands of Chinese, who transnipped goods from 
Hongkong and Macao (chiefly the latter) in native bottoms, and in 1877 the value of 
trade passing through the Foreign Customs amounted to no more than Tk. 11,714, but 
after 1878 it gradually attained respectable proportions. In 1892 the value of the trade 
was Tls. 4,493,660 as compared with Tls. 4,101,730 in 1891. The exports are sugar, oil, rice, 
tea, (fee. The progress of the trade has been checked in some degree by the opening of 
frontier stations to French trade, goods now finding their way into Kwangsi throu^ 
Toniin. 

The town is situated on a small peninsula and faces nearly due North. It stands at 
the foot of a blufl nearly forty feet high, which deprives it of the South-west breeze in 
summer, while in winter it is exposed to the full force of the North-east monsoon. 
From the bluff an extensive uncultivated plain stretches, over which there is good sport, 
geese, duck, snipe, plover, quail, and pigeons being found in abundance. The climate ii 
considered to be very salubrious. The estimated population of the port is 25,000. 

No port in China is more easily approached and entered than that of Pakhoi. The 
landmarks are conspicuous and unmistakeable. The channel is wide and deep and hac 
no hidden danger to be avoided. The anchorage is a mile and a half from the town. 
There is good Ending at high water, but at ebb tide only for small boats.

This city is situated at the junction of the Sung-chi and Kao-ping rivers, in lat. 8S 
deff. 21 min. N., and long. 106 deg. 45 min. E., near the western border of the province 
of Kwangsi, and was selected as the seat of the frontier trade with Tonkin. The con- 
tinuation of the two above rivers is known as the Tso-chiang, or left branch of the West 
Bi ver, and it enters the main stream some 30 miles above Nan-ning. The town is prettily 
placea in a circular valley surrounded by high mountains, and has a new wall completed 
m 1887. The pjopulation is estimated to number about 20,000. Lungchow, from a mili- 
tary point of view, is considered, by the Chinese, to be a place of importance and consi- 
derable bodies of troops are stationed between it and the Tonkin frontier. It was opened 
to the Franco-Annamese trade on the 1st June, 1889, but so far the little trade existing 
jbas been of a very petty description, and will continue so, until reliable and cheap means 
of transportation are established in Tonkin between Haiphong and Langson. A railway 
is now under construction from Phu-lang-thuone (eiffht hours by steamer from Haiphong) 
to the latter place, and will shortly be completea, a section of it having already been 
opened to traffic. Telegraphic communication exists with Canton and otherplaces down 
the West River, with MSng^zil in Yunnan, vid Po-s6, and with places in Tonkin. An 
establishment of the Imperial Maritime Customs is maintained here. The value of the 
trade for 1892 was Tls. 38,000 as compared with Tls. 39,660 in 1891.

MENGTZU 



This is a district city in south-east Yunnan, and together with Man-hao, a village 
on the left bank of the River, was opened to trade by the Additional Convention 
to the French Treaty of Tientsin of the 25th April, 1886, signed at Peking on the 26th 
June, 1887. The town is two days' journey from Man-hao and about seven days from 
the frontier of Tonkin, and is beautifully situated, being built on a cultivated phiteau 
twenty miles long by about twelve miles in breadth, encircled by picturesque mountains, 
and 4,580 feet above the level of the sea. It has a population ot about 10,000 pereons, 
but before the Mahoramedan rebellion was a place of much more importance, as the 
numerous well-built temples, many of them now in ruins, still testify. It is, however, 
a considerable commercial emporium even nowj and is becoming an important centre 
for the distribution of foreign goods imported via Tonkin. The French Consul hoisted 
his flag at Mdngtzu on the 30th April, 1889, and the Customs station was opened in the 
following August. Up to the end of the same year the value of the imports amounted to 
Tls. 95,000, that of the exports to Tls. 88,000, and that of the transit trade to Tls. 100,146. 
The value of the trade for 1892 was Tls. 1,885,420 as compared with Tls. 1,530,007 in 1891 
and Tls. 1,104,007 in 1890. The Chinese merchants were quick to avail themselves of 
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the advantages offered by the» tmudt pass^ systeDBLOttid under coyer of itaprotectioB 
have sent merchandise as tar as the proyincea of Szecnuen and Kweichow. llie climate 
of MSngtzu is temperate and Balubdous, though every , jear. principally in the hoi 
season, a^jisease known as the plague makes numerous v^ux^ there ana toroughout the 
province among the natives. During the winter good ^port is obtivii^ed: snipe, sjtfl 
^ild fowj lacing abundant in the plain, and pheasant and partridge in the hilly distncis. 
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This, the most eastern of British possessions, is situate off the coast of the Kwangtung 
province, near the mouth of the Canton river. It is distant about 40 miles from Macao 
and 90 from Canton, and lies between 22 deg. 9 min. and 22 deg. 1 min. N. lat. and 114 
d^. 5 min. and 114 deg. 18 min. E. long. The Chinese characters representing the 
name of the island (Heung Kong) may be read as signifying either Good Harbour or 
Fragrant Streams. 

History and Government. 

Before the British ensign was hoisted on Possession Point the island can hardly be 
said to have had any history, and what little attaches to it is very obscure. Scantily 
peopled by fishermen and agriculturists, it was never the scene of stirring events, and 
was little affected by dynastic or political changes. It is alleged, however, that after 
the fall of the Mings in 1628 some of the Emperor's followers found shelter in the forests 
of Hongkong from the fury of the Manchus. The peninsula of British Kowloon has 
more claim to association with Chinese history.^ In the year a.p. 1287 it is recorded that 
the last Emperor of the Sung dynasty when flying from Kublai Khan, the Mongol con- 
queror, took i^f uge in a cave in Kowloon, and an mscription on the rock above is said to 
record the fact. The rock is about a quarter-of-an-hour's walk from the frontier, near to 
a small temple on the i^ht hand side of the path, and the inscription consists of the 
characters oung WongToi^ meaning the Sun^ Emperor^s Pavilion. On the cession of 
theterritory to Great Britain the natives petitioned the Hongkong Government that the 
rock might not be blasted or otherwise injured on account of the tradition connecting it 
with the Imperial personage above mentioned. 

Hongkong is a Crown Colony and was ceded to Great Britain by the Chinese 
Government m 1841. In the troubles which preceded the first war with China 
the necessity of having some place on the coast whence British trade might be 
protected and controlled, and where officials and merchants mi^ht be free from the 
msulting and humiliating requirements of the Chinese Authorities, became painfully 
evident. As early as 1834 Liord Napier, smarting under his insolent treatment by the 
Viceroy at Canton, urged the Home Government to send a force from India to support 
the dignity of his commission. "A littlo armament," he wrote, "should enter the China 
seas with the first of the south-west monsoon, and on arriving should take possession of 
the island of Hongkong, in the eastern entrance of the Canton river, which is admirably 
adapted for every purpose." Two years later Sir George Robinson, endorsing the opinion 
of Lord Napier that nothing but force could better our position in China, advised, "the 
occupation of one of the islands in this neighbourhood, so singularly adapted by nature 
in every respect for commercial purposes." In the early part of 1839 affairs approached 
a crisis, and on the 22nd March Captain Elliot, the Chief Superintendent of Trade, required 
that all the ships of Her Majesty's subjects at the outer anchorages of Canton should pro- 
ceed forthwith to Hongkong, and, hoisting their national colours, be prepared to resist 
every act of aggression on the part of the Chinese Government. When the British com- 
mumty left Canton, Macao affonied them a temporary asylum, but their presence there was 
made the occasion by the Chinese Government of threatening demonstrations against that 
settlement. In a despatch dated 6th May, 1839, Captain Llliot wrote to Lord Palmers* 
ton : — " The safety of Macao is, in point of fact, an object of secondary moment to the 
Portugese Gtovemment,^ but to that of Her Majesty it may be said to be of indispensable 
necessity, and most particularly at this moment and he urged upon his Lordship "the 
strong necessity of concluding some immediate arrangement witn the Government of 
His Most Faithful Majesty, either for the cession of the Portuguese rights at Macao, or 
for the effectual defence of the place, and its appropriation to British uses b}'' means 
of a subsidiary Convention." Happily for the permanent interests of British trade in 
China this suggestion came to nothing, and Great Britain found a much superior 
lodgment at Hongkong. 

^ The unfortunate nomicide of a Chinaman in a riot at Hongkong between 
British and American seamen and natives precipitated events, and in view of 
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the measures taken by the Chinese in reference to Macao, Captain Elliot felt that 
he ought no longer to compromise the safety of that settlement by remaining there. 
He accordingly left for Hongkone on the 24th August 1839, Mrs. Elliot and her 
child having previously embarkea. It was hoped that his own departure, with the 
officers of his establishment, might satisfy the Cninese, but it soon became evident that 
they intended to expel all tne English from Macao. It was accordingly determined that 
they should leave, and on the 26th August the exodus took place. The whole of the 
British community (with the exception of a few sick left behind in hospital) embarked, 
and under the convoy of H.M.S. Volage arrived safely at Hongkong. At that time there 
was, of course, no town, and the community liad to reside on board ship. The next 
measure of the Chinese was to stop supplies of food ; the water also was rejx)rted to be 
poisoned, a placard being put up on snore warning Chinese against drinking it. This 
led to a miniature naval oattle in Kowloon Bay. On the 4th September Captain Elliot, 
in the cutter Lcmise^ accompanied by the Pearly a small armed vi^ssel, and the pinnace of 
the Volage, went to Kowloon, where there were three laige men-of-war junks whose 
presence prevented the regular supplies of food. A written remonstrance Wiis sent off 
to the junk of the commanding uhandarin. After six hours of delay and irritating 
evasion a lx)at was sent on shore to a distant parr of the bay with money to purchase 
supplies, whicli the party succeeded in doing, and they wei e on the* point of brincring their 
purchases away when some mandarin runnei-s approached and oblij^ed the natives to 
take baek their provisions. The English returni d with this intelligence, and Captain 
Elliot, greatly provoked, opened tire on the tliree junks. It was answered with spirit 
by the junks and a battery on shore. After a tiiv of almost half-an-hour the English 
force hauled off, from tlie failure of ammunitirm, for anticipating noseri*>us results they 
had not come prepared for them. It was evident, howe\ er, Captain Elliot says in his 
account of the engagement, that the junks had suffered considerably, and after a delay 
of about three-quarters of an hour, they weighed and made siiil from under the protection 
of the battery, with the obvious purpose of making their escape. By this time the 
English had made cartridges, and tnev drove the junks back to their former position. 
.Evening was now closing in, and in tne morning it was decided, for reasons or policy, 
not to renew the attack. A complete relaxation of the inteixlict against the supply ot 
provisions followed. Some little time after this event an arrangement for the 
resumption of the trade was arrived at, and there was a paptial return to residence 
at Macao. The arrangement was of but a few weeks' duration, howe\'er, and on the 
8rd November a naval engagement took place off Chuenpee, when the Chinese retired 
in great distress. The British ships returned to Macao, arriving on the evening of 
the same day, and arrangements were immediately made for the embarkation of 
those of Her Majesty's subjects there who thought it safest to retire, and on the 
ervening of the 4th November they arrived at Hongkong. 

Captain Elliot considered the anchorage of Hongkong unsafe, as being " exposed to 
^tack from several quarters," and already, on the 26th October, His Excellency had 
reauired the removal of the British merchant shipping to Tong-Koo, which he deemed 
saier. The shipping community did not share this opinion, and on the same day that 
the notice appeared an address signed by the masters of thirty-six vessels was presented 
to Captain Elliot requesting that they might be allowed to remain at Hongkong. On 
the 8tli November H. M, rlenipotentiary replied, adhering to his former decision. 
Thereupon another remonstrance was addressed to him, signed by twenty firms, the 
agents for Llovd^s, and for eleven Insurance Offices." Captain Elliot, however, still 
adhered to his decision, and a few days afterwards the removal to Tong-Koo took place. 

In 1840 the expedition arrived, and Hongkong became the head quarters of Her 
Majesty's forces. 

On the 20th January^ 1841, H. M. s Plenipotentiary isbi:ed a ciixjular to H. M.'s subjects 
announcing the conclusion of preliminary umm^mients between the Imperial Lorn- 
missioner, Keshen, and himself. One of the terms was stat(*d in the circular as foUows 
" 1. — The cession of the island and harbour of Hongkong to the British Crown. All 
just charges and duties to tlie Kn , *re u>)un the commerce carrie<l on there to be paid a* 
if the trade were conducted i l hamix)a.*' On the 26th January, the island was 
accordingly taken formal posses.- i( ri of in the name of Her Majesty the Queen. The 
treaty was subsequently repudiated bv hot\\ parties, and it was not until the conclusion 
of the Nanking Treaty in 1842, that the Chinese Government formally recognised the 
cession of the island. In the meantime it was held by the British — who had com© to 
stay— and on the 1st May, the Public Notice and Declaration regarding the occupation 
of Hongkong was published. On the 7th May of the same year, 1841, the first number 
of the Hongkfyng Gazette was published, printed at the American Mission Press, Macaa 
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This first number contained the notification of the appointment (dated 30th April) of 
Captain William Caine, of Her Majesty's 2eth (or Cameronian) Regiment of Infantry, 
as Chief Magistrate, the warrant being under the hand of Charles Elliot, Esquire, Her 
Majesty's Plenipotentiarv, etc., etc., ^charged with the Government of the island of 
Hongkong." Cfaptain EUiot's idea was that the island should be held on similar terms 
to those on which Macao was at that time held by the Portuguese, and the Chief 
Magistrate, instead of being charged to administer British law, was authorised and 
required " to exercise authority, according to the laws, customs, and usajafes of China, as 
near as may be (every description of torture excepted), for the preservation of the peace 
and the protection of life ana property, overall the native inhabitants in the said island 
and the harbours thereof ; " and over other persons according to British police law. The 
first land sale took place on the 14 th June, and building thereafter proceeded rapidly, 
the population of the new town at the end of the year being estimated at 15,000. On 
the 6th February, 1842, Hongkong was formally declared a free port by Sir Henry 
Pottinger, who had succeeded Captain Elliot as Plenipotentiary. Until the signing of 
the treaty, however, the ultimate fate of the new settlement remain^ in doubt. Sir 
Robert Peel, when Jisked in the House of Commons whether it was the intention of Her 
Majesty's Grovernment to properly colonise the place or give it up, declined to answer 
what he deemed an unparliamentary question during a period of open war with the 
country by whom its cession was both made and repudiated. The Treaty of Nanking, 
however, settled all doubts. On the 23rd J une, 1843, Keying, the Imperial Commissioner, 
arrived in Hongkong, for the exchange of the ratifications of the treaty, and the 
ceremony took pliice m the Council room on the 26th of that month, and imraediately 
afterwards the Royal Charter, dated 5th April, 1843, erecting the island into a separate 
colony, was read, and Sir Henry Pottinger took the oaths of office as Governor. At first 

J)rc^ress was rapid. The Queen's Road was laid out for a length of between three and 
our miles, and buildings rose rapidly. But a check was received owing to the unhealthy 
conditions which were developed by the breaking of the malarious soil, and in 1844. soon 
after the arrival of Sir John Davis, who assumed tne Government in June, the advisability 
of abandoning the island altogether as a colony was seriously discussed. Mr. Montgomery 
Martin, H.M. s Treasurer, drew up a long report, in which he earnestly recommended 
the abandonment of a place which, he believed, would never be habitable for Europeans^ 
instancing the case of the 98th Regiment, which lost 257 men by death in twenty-one 
months, and of the Royal Artillery, whicn in two years lost 51 out of a strength of 135» 
and gave it as his opinion that it was a delusion to hope that Hongkong could ever 
become a commercial emporium like Singapore. Sir Jonn Davis, in a despatch dated 
April, 1845, strongly comoated Mr. Martms pessimist conclusions and expressed a firm 
belief that time alone was required for the development of the colony and for the correction 
of some of the evils whicn hindered its early progress. Sir John (who died in 
November, 1890, in his ninety-sixth year) lived to see his predictions most amply 
verified, and in after years must have reflected with satisfaction on the fact that 
his views prevailed in Downing Street. On the 26th May, 1846, the Hongkong 
Club house was opened with a ball. Sir John Davis resigned in Januarv, 1848, ana 
left the colony on the 30th March of that year, Major-Gteneral Stavely administering 
the {government until the arrival a few weeks later of Sir George (then Mr.) Bonhanu 
Dunng his administration, which lasted, with two intervals, until April, 1854, the colony 
continued to progress, but the garrison and residents still suffered severely from malaria. 
On the 13th April, Sir John Bowring took the oaths as Governor, and held the reins until 
May^ 1859. Sir John Bowring was the last Grovernor who united that office with that of 
Minister Plenipotentiary and Superintendent of British Trade in China. During his 
administration various public works were constructed, and the Bowrington Canal made^ 
In September, 1859, Sir Hercules Robinson arrived and assumed the administration- 
In 1860 the peninsula of Kowloon was placed under British control, and soon 
afterwards became a ^reat camp, the English and French troops of thp Allied 
Expeditionary Force being for some time quartered there. The principal wr.rh f fleeted 
during the Government of Sir Hercules Robinson was the construction of the criginid 
Prava wall, in connection with which an extensive reclamation of land from the sea was 
maae. Prior to that time the marine lot-holders had the entire control of the sea 
frontage of their lots and no public road properly speaking existed along the water 
frontaffe. In 1862 the Clock Tower was completed, and the Hongkong Mint wag 
erecteo, but owing to the loss attending its working it was closed early in 
1864. In March, 1866, Sir Hercules Robinson left the Colony, and Mr. Mercer, 
Colonial Secretary, became Acting Governor until the arrival, in March, 1866, 
of Sir Richard MacDonnell. In November, 1867, a great fire occurred, which

swept the hole district between the Queen's Road and the Praya, from the Crosr 
Boadfi to the Harbour Master's Office. During Sir Richard MacDonnell's vigorous 
administration the revenue of the Colony, which nad fallen much below the expenditure, 
was augmented by the imposition of the stamp duties and other measures. One of Eis^ 
Exceilrncy's last official acts was to preside at the opening, in February, 1872, of the 
Tung Wah (Chinese) Hospital. In April, 1872, Sir Arthur Kennedy arrived and assumed 
the reins of Government, which he held with such dexterity that he acquired the title 
of " good Sir Arthur," and is the only Governor whose person has been commemorated 
in bronze. Under his administration the Colony prospered, but the year 1874 was made 
memorable in Colonial annals by one of the mostaestructive typhoons which has yetvisited 
it, causinR enormous damage and the loss of thousands of lives. The peaceful reign of Sir 
Arthur Kennedy was followed by the stormy administration of Sir John Pope Hennessy, 
who arrived in April, 1877, and left in March, 1882. In this interval the trade of the 
Colony increased grtally and Governor Hennessy accumulated a large surplus, but public 
works made little progress, the Breakwater at Causeway Bay being the principal work 
completed during his administration, while the Observatory was projected. On Cnristmas 
Day, 1 878, a fi re broke out in the Central District of Victoria which destroyed 368 h ouses and 
entailed enormous loss on the community. On Sir J ohn's dei)arture Sir William (then Mr.) 
Marsh, the Colonial Secretary, assumed the Government, and affairs proceeded placidly 
until tne arrival, in March, 1883, of Sir Geoi-ge Bowen. His advent was the signal for great 
activity in the prosecution of public works, amongst others being the Tytam Waterworks, 
the Victoria College, jbhe Lunatic Asylum, and the enlargement of the Government 
Civil Hospital. He was also the means of securing to the residents the privilege of 
nominating two of the unofficial members of the Legislative Council. Sir George Bowen 
left Hongkong on the 19th December, 1885, and another interregnum followed. Mr. 
Marsh aoministered the government until April, 1887, when he retired from the service, 
and Major-General Cameron assumed the reins until the arrival of Governor Sir William 
Des Voeux in October of the same year. The Colony steadily progressed, though naturally 
with some fluctuations in its prosperity, until in 1889, when, writing to the Secretary df 
State on its condition and prospects. Sir William Des Voeux was able to remark, with 
obvious satisfaction : — "It may be doubted whether the evidences of material and moral 
achievement, presented as it \\ ere in a focus, make anywhere a more forcible appeal to 
eye and imagination, and whether any other spot on the earth is thus more likely to 
excite or much more fully justifies pnde in the name of Englishman.'^ Since that date 
a period of deep depression, arising partly from the fluctuations of exchange, partly 
from over-speculation, and partly from other causes has been experienced, out it is 
hoped that a recovery will soon set in. Sir William Des Voeux resigned the government 
on tJie 7th May, 1891, and in the absence of the Colonial Secretary Major-General Digby 
Barker was sworn in as Acting Governor. Sir William Robinson was appointed Governor 
and arrived in the Colony on the 10th December, 1891.

The Government is administered by a Governor, aided by an Executive Council 
of five officials. The Legislative Council is presidecl over by the Governor, and ia 
composed of the (Colonial Secretary, the Attorney -General, the Registrar-General, the 
Treasui-er, the Director of Public Works, the Harbour Master, and five unoflicial members, 
one of whom is elected by the Chamber of Commerce and another by the Justices of the 
Peace. The other three, one of whom must be a Chinaman but a British subject, are 
appointed by the Government. 
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The finances of the Colony had for several yeani gone on unproying ui^iil 1892, 
,and the eptLmated' revenue for 1893 was $l^Q0Q^96, and the ordinary expenditure 
^Ji,889,6Il. The Colony has a small public debt^ a loan of J^^OOtQOO hayini^ been 
jKintE&ctea in 1886, the sinking fund for repayment of which, now amounts to^ £42^758.

Dbscsiption. 

• The island is about 11 miles long and from 2 to 5 broad; its circumference is about 
,XJ miles. It consists of a broken ridge of Igfty hills, with few valleys <rf any ext^^nt 
.and scarcely any ground available tor cultivation. The only valleys worthy of the 
jjuune are those of Wong-nai Ohunjg and Little Hongkong, both of which are remark- 
.AAy beautiful and well wooded, being in fact the onlyparts where any con;ddenbble 
jBtiM>rescent vegetation was formerly to be found. The island is well watered by 
numerous streams, many of which are perennial. Thecity of Victoria and the suburbs are 
supplied with water from the Fokf olum and Tytam reservoirs. The former, constructed in 
1868-69, has a litorage cai)acity of seventy-four milUon gallons, while the Tytam reservoir, 
•constructed in 1883-88, has an area of about 29 acres and a storage capacity of about 
four hundred million gallons. From the Tjrtam reservoir the water is conveyed into 
town by means of a tunnel a mile and one-third in length and a conduit along the hillside 
some 400 feet above the sea level and nearly four miles in length, on which a fine road — 
called the Bowen Eoad — has been formed, which commands the most charming views 
of the city and the eastern district, and is a favourite resort of pedestrians. In many 
parts the conduit is carried over the ravines and rocks by oman^ental stone bridges, one 
of which, above Wanchai, has twenty-three arches. 

The natural productions of the Colony are few and unimportant. There is little 
land suitable for tillage, and nothing is grown but a little rice and some vegetables hear 
the outlying villages. There are large g^ranite quarries, both on the island and in 
Kowloon, and there is a small export of this stone. In 1889 a galena lode was found in 
the nullah above the Tytam Service Reservoir in Victoria, but after a trial did not 
promise sufficiently to justify further working. A reef bearing tin has also teen dis- 
covered near Stanley. A bed of fire cla^ exists at Deep Water Bay,and bricks and earthen* 
ware pipes are manufactured from it. The forests now growing up and in course ot 
being planted may one day become a source of revenue. In British Kowloon a lode of 
tin has been discovered, but so far has not been worked. 

The approaches to the port are fairly well lighted. A lighthouse on Qreen 
Island lights the western entrance of the harbour, the light being a fixed dioptric one 
•of the 4tn order, visible at a distance of fourteen miles ; and the eastern approach is 
indicated by a powerful li^ht (dioptric, 1st order) on Cape D'A^pilar, visible at a 
distance of twenty-three miles, while a smaller one on Cape CoUinson^ visible at a 
distance of eight miles, assists navigators to make the Ly-ee-miin Pass. A lighthouse 
on Gap Rock, about thirty miles to the south, was completed and first displayed its 
beacon on the 1st April, 1892 ; it is connected with the port by a cable, and the ap- 
proach of vessels is now signalled from it to the Post Office. A lighthouse has been 
erected by the Chinese Government on Waglan Island, near Cape D'Aguilar, which it 
in some respacts supersedes ; the light was first shown on the Cth May. 1893. 

The harbour ot Hongkong is one of the finest and most beautiful in the worldi 
having an area of ten square miles, and, with its diversified scenery and varied shipping, 
presents an animated and imposing s]>ectacle. It consists of the sheet of water be tween 
ihQ island and the mainland, and is enclosed on all sides by lofty hills, formerly 
destitute of foliage, but the slopes are gradually becoming clothed with youn^ foists, 
the result of the afforestation scheme of the Government. The city of Victoria is 
magnificently situated, the houses^ many of them large and handsome, rising, tier upon 
tier, from the water's edge to a height of over four hundred feet on the face of the Peak, 
while many bungalows are visible on the very summit of the hills. Seen from the 
water at nieht, when lamps twinkle among the trees and houses, the city, spreading 
along the shore for upwards of four miles, affords a sight not to be forgotten. 

Nor on landing are the favourable impressions of the stranger dissipated or los<?ened. 
The city is fairly well built, tho roads aid streets are for the most part admirably m vde 
and kept, and many of the thoroughfares delightfully shaded with well grown treos. 
The European business auai'^r occupies the middle of the city, from Pottiriger 
Street to the City Hall, out with the exception of this limited area almost all the 
lower levels, especially the Western District, are covered by a dense mass of Chine.^e 
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ibops and tenements. The Botanic QardenB are situated just above Government 
House, and are beautifully laid out in terraces, slopes, and walks, wiUi parterres ct 
flowers. A handsome fountain adorns the second terrace, around which the European 
children and their amahs resort daily, and the conmiunitv gather there in throngs 
when the Regimental Band plays. There is a band stano, presented by the. Parsee 
community, some aviaries, orchid houses, and ferneries, and seats are provided 
in every spot where a view is obtainable or shade afforded bv the varied^ foliage. 
A fine bronze statue of Sir Arthur Kennedy, Governor of the Colony 1872-6, 
erected by public subscription, stands above the second terrace looking down on the 
fountain. It was unveUecl in November, 1887, by Governor Sir William Des Vceux. 
The chief public building is the Citv Hall, erected in 1866-9 by subscription; it 
contains an elegant theatre, numerous larffe rooms used for balls and public meetinfln, 
an excellent and valuable Library, and a Museum yearlv increasing in importance. In 
front of the main entrance is a lai^e fountain presented in August, 1864, by Mr. John 
Dent, a merchant of the Colony. Eastward of the City HaU is a fine open space or lung 
in the sh&pe of the Parade Ground south of the road and of the Cricket Ground on the 
north. The latter is furnished with a neat Pavilion, and the turf is kept in perfect 
order. The Government Offices, Supreme Court House, and Post Office are plam but 
substantial edifices. Government House occupies a commanding situation, in picturesque 
grounds pleasingly laid out, in the centre of the city. The Gaol is a large and massive 
structure, but the accommodation afiorded by it is not in excess of the large demands 
made on it, owing to the inroads of the criminal population of Kwangtung being so 
constant and persevering. The Police Barracks and Central Station Mjoin the 
Gaol, as does the Magistracy, a small and inconvenient structure. The Pohoe 
Force numbers about 670, of whom 120 are Europeans and 230 Indians, the remainder 
being Chinese. The Lunatic Asylum consists of two small buildings, one for Europeans 
and the other for Chinese, below the Bonham Road. The Government Civil Hospital is 
a large and well designed buildinff affording extensive accommodation, situated in the 
Western part of the town. The Alice Memorial Hospital, situated at the comer of 
HoUvwood Road and Aberdeen Stve^t) is a useful and philanthropic institution, 
which is also the headquarters of the Hongkong College of Medicine for Chinese. The 
Roval Naval Hospital occupies a small eminence near Bowrington. The Victoria 
College, a handsome and commodious structure, which stands on a fine site havinff 
its cmef frontage on Staunton Street, is the home of the chief Government educational 
institution in the colony. It was opened in 1889. The Tung Wa Hospital, a Chinese 
institution, occupies a lar^e and roomy building. The Barracks for the garrison are 
extensive, and constructea with great r^^rd to the health and comfort of the troops, 
and the buildings belonging to the Naval Establishment are substantial and spacious. 
The cantonments lie»on ootn sides of the Queen's Road, between the Cricket Ground 
and Arsenal Street, Wanchai. There are also extensive temporary Barracks at Kowloon, 
in which the "Hongkong Regiment" are quartered. Head-quarter House, the residenee 
of the General in Command of the Troops, occupies a pleasant elevation overlooking the 
cantonments. A new and commodious Central Market has been designed, and is now in 
course of erection on the old site, which has been increased by the removal of a number 
of houses; a temporary market has been constructed on the waterfrontagetosupply accom- 
modation in the meantime. The building of the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank is large, 
handsome, and massive, and would do credit to any city. It occupies a fine site next 
to the City Hall^ and has frontages on Queen's Road and the Praya, while the eastern 
elevation occupies the whole of one side of Wardley Street. The exterior walls and 
elegant fluted pillars are of dressed granite, and the oflices on the Queen's Road 
frontage are crowned with a lar^e dome. The Praya wall, which was reconstructed 
in 1879-80, is a work of much solidity and strength, of dressed granite with a strong 
backing of concrete, and has successfuU v withstood some heavy seas. The present Prays 
will not, however, long continue to be tne water frontage, as the reclamation of a further 
strip of land from the foreshore has been commenced, which will make the existing Praya 
an inland street from the City Hall in the centre of the city to the Sailors' Home near 
West Point. Two sections of this reclamation are now completed : one near the Sailors 
Home, and the other from MurrayWharf to the point where Ice House Street debouches, 
whioh has an area of lOl acres. The Clock Tower, near Pedder's Wharf, was erected by 
public subscription in 1862, and the illuminated clock was presented to the Colony by 
the firm of Messrs. Douglas Lapraik & Co. The tower, though of fair proportions and 
height, is now somewhat dwarfed by the lofty new building of the Hongkong Hotel. 

The chief religious buildings are: St. John's Cathedral (Anglican), which occupies a 
commanding site above the Parade Ground, erected in the year 1842, and is a Gothic 
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church 06 considerable size but with few pretensions to architecture. It has a square 
tower, with pinnacles, over the western porch, and possesses a peal of bells. A new 
chancel was built in 1869-70, the foundation stone of which was laid by the Duke of 
Edinburgh on the 16th November, 1869. A handsome stained window in the east 
end, over the altar, to the memory of the late Mr. Douglas Lapraik, and 
another in the nortn transept erected in 1892 to the memory of the late 
Dr. Stewart, formerly Colonial Secretary, are the chief adornments of the in- 
terior. It also possesses a fine three-manual organ containing 47 stops, erected in 
1887. St, Peter's (Seamen's) Church, at West Point, close to the Sailors' Elome, is a neat 
Gothic erection with a spire. It also has a stained glass window, presented in 1878. 
St. Stephen's Church, for Chinese, was built in 1892. It is a neat building in red brick 
with wnite facings, and a tower and spire about 80 feet high, standing on the Pokfo- 
lum Boad side of the Church Mission compound. Union Church, a pleasing edifice 
in the Italian style of architecture, with a spire, and containing accommodation for 
about 500 persons, formerly stood in Staunton Street, but was rebuilt in 1890, on the 
plan of the old building, on a new site above the Kennedy Road, together with a 
parsonage adjoining. This church possesses an organ, and the three rose windows are 
nlled with stained glass. A small Weslevan chapel stands at the junction of Queen's 
Road and Kennedy Road. The Roman Catholic Cathedral is situated in Glenealy ravine, 
near the Botanic Gardens, and is a large structure in the Gothic style^ the bell tower is 
at present incomplete, and the central tower is furnished with an insignificant wooden 
apology for a spire. It was opened for worship in 1888. St. Joseph's Church, in 
Garden Road, is a neat edifice erected in 1876 on the site of one aestroyed by the 
great typhoon of 1874; St. Anthony's Church on the Bonham Road, near West Point, is 
an u^ly structure, erected in 1892 by the munificence of a late Portuguese resident ; 
St. Francis' Church, at Wanchai, and the Church of the Sacred Heart, at West Point, 
are small and unattractive structures. There is a Jewish Synagogue in Staunton 
Street, and a Mahomedan Mosque in Shelley Street. There are also several Protestant 
mission chapels. St. Joseph's College, a school for boys managed by the Christian Brothers 
(Roman Catholic), occupies a large and handsome building on a prominent site 
below Robinson Road. The Italian Convent, in Caine Road, educates a large number 
of girls, and brings up many orphans gi'atuitously. The Asile de la Sainte Enfance, in 
Queen's Road East, is in the hands of French Sisters, who receive and train up numbers 
of Chinese foundlings. The Roman Catholics also possess a Reformatory at West Point 
for Chinese boys, which is efficiently managed. Otner denominations likewise support 
charitable establishments, conspicuous among which are the Diocesan Home and 
Orphanage, the Berlin Foundling Hospital on Bonham Road, and which has a neat 
little chapel attached (in which services according to the Lutheran creed are performed), 
the Baxter Vernacular School, the Victoria Female Home and Orphanage, (fee. St. 
Paul's College, situated between Pedder's Hill and Glenealy Ravine, was erected in 
1850, and was originally founded for the purpose of giving a theological training 
to young Chinese and others intended for the ministry of the Anglican Cnurch, but is 
now an ordinary school. A small chapel is attached. The college is the residence of 
the Bishop of Victoria, who is its warden. 

The Protestant, Roman Catholic. Parsee, Jewish, and Mahomedan Cemeteries 
occupy sites in Wong-nai Chung Valley, ana are kept in good order. The principal 
Chinese cemetery is on the slopes of Mount Davis, near the Pokfolum Roaa, and is 
dismally bare and injudiciously crowded. The Protestant Cemeterv is almost a rival 
to the Public Gardens, being charmingly situated and admirably laid out with fountain, 
flower beds, and ornamental shrubs. 

Institutions. 

There are several Clubs in the Colony. The principal are the Hongkong Club, in 
Queen's Road, opposite to the Post Office: the Club Germania in Wyndhara Street, 
the City Club in Ice House Street, and the Lusitano Club in Shelley Street. There 
are also the Victoria Recreation Club, which possesses Bath and Boat houses and 
Gymnasium on the Praya near the Cricket Ground ; a Cricket Club, a Football Club, 
a Polo Club, Racquet Club, and Golf Club, a Hockey Club, a Rifle Association, and 
a Yacht Club, Tne Ladies' Recreation Club have several prettily laid out tennis 
courts and a Pavilion in their grounds on the Peak Road, just above the Service Reservoir. 

The Hongkong General Chamber of Commerce have a room in the City Hall, and 
meet annually. The Committee form its executive, and the Chamber is frequently asked 
by the Government for its opinion on questions aflTecting commerce. The Freemasons 
are a numerous bodv, having no less than nine lodges. The Freemasons Hall, erected in 
1B65, is situated in Zetland Street, and belongs to the parent lodge, the Zetland. There is 
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^Sfio a Ipdgct of Good Jepiplars. The Sailors' Home occupies a jrit^ on the Praya st-Weil 
'ro}ni, and jbher^ is a Misnon to^ Seamen. The Biftish If^rcahtiile Ifaftn^ Offidan' 
^499p^tj(oQ and the Listitution of Marine^ngineers h%Ve been fonhed and wa^li 
over the jniecests of those prof essions. Tne HoQgkbxig ^nevolent Sbciety 
j;opd worlc among the indigent waifs occasionally cast destitate on the Colony. An^ng 
"Qt^or , institutions not previously n^entioned are the St. Andrew's Society, priiioafify 
j^tabl^sned to ensure the fitting celebration of the anniversary of Scotland's patron saibt ; 
' the Hongkong Sketching Club, and the Horticultural Sociefy^ 

^he annual racf's are held at the latter end of February, under the atf^mc^ of the 
Hongkong Jockey Clulx on the Race Course in Wong-nai Qiung Valley at the east e^ 
of thie t^wn, a beautiful spot enclosed bv fir-clad hills. On this 
qolony makes holiday, and the stands and course are crowded with one of the piosi 
paotley collections of numanity to be seen in any part of the world. A regatta is held 
in Deceinber in the harbour, but it does not evoke the same enthusiasm as the races, 
^^^h^^tic , Sports are ^also got ^p eve^ by the residents *iEkna the garrison, and 
occasionally swimming matches and boat races take place. There is an Amateur 
Dramatic Club, the members of which ^ve several performances in tlie CSty Hall 
Theatre during the season; the Choral Society alsopi^vides a series of entertainments; 
and the Musical Club gives occasional concerts. Tnere are two large Chinese Theatres 
in Taipingshan, where the Chinese drama is pretty constantly on view. The Tung 
Hing Theatre, which was only completed ana opened in 1892, is a fine building con- 
structed on modem principles, and with special r^|[ard to the safety of the auditors. 

There are three daily papers published in English: the Hongkong Daily PrcM, which 
appears in the morning, the China Mail and the Hongkong Telegraphy issued in the 
evening. There are two weekly papers, the ffonakong Weekly Press and China OverUmd 
Trade JK^ort and the Overland China Mail. The Chronicle ana Directory for ChinOyJapan^ 
Straits Settlements^ <&<?., appears annually, and is printed at the Daily Press o&ce. ^ The 
China Review^ which is devoted to reviews and papers on Chinese topics, is published 
once every two months. The native Press is rei)resented by five daily papers — the 
Chung Ngoi San Po. which is the oldest and most influential, published at the Daily 
Press Office ; the Wa Tsz Yat Po, or Chinese Mail ; the Tsun Wan Yat Po, the Yut Po, 
and the Wai San Yat Po. The Government Gazette is published once a week. There u 
a Portuguese weekly paper called 0 Extremo Oriente. 

There are several good hotels in Victoria. The principal ones in the city are the 
Hongkong Hotel, close to the Clock Tower, and extending from the Praya to (Queen's 
Roao^ a handsome building, six stories high, and containing 150 rooms : and the Victoria 
Hotel, facing the Queen's Road and the Praya. There is also the Kowloon Hotel on 
the opposite side of the water. Two larpe and handsome hotels have recently been 
erected at Victoria Gap, about 1,400 feet above the sea— the Mount Austin Hotel, about 
100 feet hiffher on the road to Victoria Peak, which provides extensive accommodation 
on a most luxurious scale, and the Peak Hotel, close to the Tramway terminus. 

Industribs. 

Manufactures are yearly increasing in importance. There are three 1aiJ[^ sugar 
refineries : the China Sugar Refining Co^ establishments at Rist Point and at Bowring- 
ton, and the Taikoo Sugar Refinery at Quarry Bay. In connection with the first- named 
Company thera is also a large Distillery, where a considerable quantity of rum is manu- 
factured. There is an Ice Factory at IJowrington, a large Ropo F^** ^tory in Belcher's Bay, 
Steam Saw Mills at Bowrington, a Clock Manufactory at Wanchai, and two or three 
Engineering Works. The works of the Hongkong^ Brick and Cement Company are situ- 
ated in Deep Water Bay, on the south side ot the island. A Paper Mill on a considerable 
scale, fitted with the best English machinery, was erected at Aberdeen in 189 1. The works 
of the Hongkong and China Gas Company are situated at West Point, and those of the 
Hongkong Electric Company at Wanchai. The citv is illuminated partly by gas 
and partly by the electric light, the latter being introauced at the end of 1890. Among 
the industries pursued bv the Chinese are slass blowing, opium boiling, soap making, 
Vermillion and soy manufacture, tanning, dyeing ; beancurd, toothpowder, and cigar 
making, boat building, &c., <fec. 

There is excellent Dock accommo lation. The Hongkoa? and Whampoa Dock 
Company, Limited, have t:ir^« extensive t^stibli-^limsT^ts, two at Kowloon, the other at 
Aberdeen on the South side of the Islaad. Tlie Docks of this company are fitted with 
all the best appliances for engineerins? and carpenter's work, and in the Admiralty Dock 
the largest ironclad can be received. The docks are of the following dimensions:— 
Kowloon:— Admiralty Dock— 500 feet in length, 88 fe^t in breadth at entrance at top 
and 70 feet at bottom, and 29 feet deep. No. 1 dock— Length overall, aiO feet; breadth 
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4t entrance, 74 feet; depth over sill at ordinarv spring tides, 18 feet. No. 2 dock — Length 
overall, 345 feet; breadth at entrance, 49 feet; aepth, 13 feet. Patent Slips : No. 1 — ^Len^h 
over all, 250 feet ; breadth, 00 feet; depth, 1 1 feet. No. 2— Length over all, 230 feet; breadth^ 
OOfeet ; depth at entrance, 1 1 feet. Tai Kok Tsui : C<^mopolitaji dock — Length over all, 465, 
feet: breadth at entrance, 85 feet; depth, 20 feet. Aberaeen: Hope dock— Length over all, 
433 feet; breadth at entrance, 84 feet; depth 24 feet. Lament dock — Length over all, 340 
feet; breadth, 64 feet; depth, 16 feet. There are other establishments at which ship- 
building and foundry work are carried on, and some good sized steamers have been 
launched in the Colony. Her Majestv's Naval Yard likewise contains machine sheds 
and fitting shops on a large scale, ana repairs can be effected to the machinery of the 
British men-of-war with great expedition. 

The Peak Distmctt. 

A well made but rather badlv graded mountain road leads up to the summit of 
Victoria Peak, with numerous otner paths branching ofi from it at Victoria Gap along 
the adioininff hills. A tramway, on the wire rope system, has been laid to the victoria 
Gap, where the stationary engine is fixed, the lower terminus being close to S. John's 
CathedraLand was opened to traffic on the 30th May, 1888. Passen^^ers can alight at the 
Kennedy ^cowen, ana Plantation Beads, where platforms are provided for their accommo- 
dation. Within the past few years the number of bungalows and houses on and about 
the Peak has increased so much that they now form quite a considerable alpine village. 
The Military erected a sanitarium on the heights in 1883; and in June of the same ^ear 
the Peak Church was opened for worship there. Comfortable accommodation for visitors 
is. now afforded by the Mount Austin and Peak Hotels. The road from Victoria Gap 
westward leads to Victoria Peak, which is 1,823 feet above the sea and rises almost 
abruptly behind the centre of the city of Victoria. On the summit is placed the 
flagstafir, from whence is signalled the api)roach of the mails and other vessels. An ex- 
cellent and well graded road, commencing on the Bowen road, leads to Magazine 
Gap. near which a second hill village of foreign residences has been formed on the 
soutnem side of the hills at an elevation of about 900 feet above the sea. 

The Rural Distkicts. 

There are several villages on the island, the largest of which is Shau-ki Wan, situate 
in a bay in the Ly-ee-min Pass, a great resort of Chinese fishing craft. Aberdeen, known 
to the Chinese as Shek-pai-wan, on the south of the island, possesses a well sneltered 
little harbour, also much frequented by fishing craft. Two large docks of the Hongkong 
and Whampoa Dock Company are situated there, and add to the importance of the 
place. Pokfolum, on the road to Aberdeen, about four miles from Victoria, was formerly 
a place of resort for European residents in the hot weather, and some elegant 
bungalows have been erected in pleasant and picturesque situations, commanding fine 
sea views and cool breezes, but since the development of the Peak district, Pokfolum 
has been comparatively neglected. The sanitarium of the French Missions is located 
at Pokfolum, and is a fine building with an elegant chapel attached. The Dairy Farm 
is also situated there. Wong-nai Chung is snugly located at the head of the valley of 
that name and is the most accessible of all the villages from Victoria. Stanley, situated 
in a small bay on the south-east of the island, was once the site of a militar}r station, but 
most of the barrack buildings were pulled down some years ago, and the village is now 
Etationary. A cemetery on the point contains numerous graves of British officers and 
soldiers. One of the places most in favour with pedestrians who are not afraid of a good 
long tramp is the little village of Tytam Tuk, nestling among trees at the mouth of the 
stream of the same name, which here enters Tytam Bay, the most extensive inlet on the 
southern coast. There are good carriage roads from Victoria both to Aberdeen and Shau-ki 
Wan, and bridle roads to Stanley and Tytam. Saiwan is a small village picturesquely 
situated in Saiwan Bay, just outside the Ly-ee-min Pass, and is also much frequented 
bv picnic parties. In the he] ief that it was a healthy locality, small barracks were erected 
tnere early in the forties, but the experiment proved most disastrous, for in five weeks 
out of a detachment of 20 English soldiers, five died and three more were removed in a 
dangerous condition. The buildings were therefore soon abandoned. Shek O is a small 
but prettily located village occupying a small valley shut in from the water on the 
northern coast, not far from Cape D'Aguilar. 

KOAVLOON AND OTHER DEPENDENCIES. 

Across the harbour is the dependency of British Kowloon, The peninsula 
was first granted in perpetual lease by the Kwangtung Government to Sir Harry 
(then Mr.) Smith Parkes, but was definitely ceded to Great Britain in 1860 by Article 
VI« of the Peking Convention. It has an area of four square miles, and has latterly made 
considerable prepress. Yau-ma Ti, the principal village, has increased in population, and 
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bids fair to some day become an important town. There is a considerable Chinese junk 
trade at this nlace. The Military and Police Rifle Ranges are at the back of and near 
the village. New Gas Works were erected here in 1892, and the settled portion of the 

¥3ninsula is now lighted with gas. A regiment of Indian infantry is stationed at 
sim-tsa Tsui, where barracks and officers^ quarters are located. At Tsim-tsa Tsui, 
too, a number of European houses, a hotel, and a club have been erected and numerous 
gardens laid out, and this portion of the peninsula, which faces Victoria, is gradually 
developing into a European residential settlement. A fine bund, with a massive granite 
wall, has been constructed there, and an extensive range of godowns built and several 
fine wharv^es made, for discharging cargo and coaling. A well equipped Observatory is 
situated on Mount Elgin ; and a large and handsome Police Station for the Water Police 
occupies an eminence iust above the new praya. In front of this Station is a Time Ball, 
which is dropped daily. A steam ferry plies regularly between Tsim-tsa Tsui ana 
Victoria ; feiTy boats also run between Victoria and Yau-ma Ti and Hung-ham, where 
the principal docks of the Honckong and Whampoa Dock Co. are situate. The 
Cosmopolitan Dock and works, also belonging to tne same Company, are situated 
at Fuk Tsun Heung, formerly known as Sam Shui Po. 

Of the islands and islets in the waters of the Colony the most important is Stone- 
cutter's Island, formerly known as Wong Chuen-chow, opposite to and^ about 
three-quarters of a mile from the nortn-westem extremity of the Kowloon 
peninsula. The island is an irregular ridge about a mile in length, and a little 
over a quarter of a mile broaa. The Gunpowder Depdt is on the eastern end, 
near the wharf ; the principal eminences are occupied by batteries more or less 
formidable, and no one is allowed to land without a permit. The Quarantine Sta- 
tion is also located here. After the great typhoon of September, 1874, two or three 
thousand bodies of the victims found afloat were interred on Stonecutter's Island 
Kellet's Island is a small rock near East Point, on which a fort formerly stood, but 
which has been replaced by a small magazine. Green Island, at the western entrance 
of the harbour, has been planted with trees and now justifies its name all the year round. 
A lighthouse has been placed on its south-western extremity. One Tree Island is a tiny rode 
near the entrance to Aberdeen. A Dynamite Dep6t has oeen erected on it. Aplichau is 
a considerable island opposite Aberdeen, of which narbour it forms part, and has a populous 
fishing villM^ on its northern shore facing Aberdeen. There appears to be consicferable 
doubt whether the large island of Lamma. on the southern coast, is British territonr, 
though it is obviously a geographical depenaency of the Colony, from which it is oniy 
about a mile distant in the narrowest part of the East Lamma Channel. It is sparselj 
populated by agriculturists and fishermen. 

Population, Garkison, and Defences. 
The total population of the Colony, according to the census taken in May, 1891, 
numbered 221,441 compared with 160,402 in 1881, an increase of 61,039. The population 
is composed as follows : — European and American resident civil population, 4,195; mili- 
tary (British), 1,544; navy (British), 1,356; Police, 157; European and American crews 
of mercantile shipping in harbour, 764 ; foreign men-oi-war in harbour, 453 • temporary 
residents, 53 ; prisoners, 23. Total of Europeans and Americans, 8^545. Indians ana 
others of Asiatic descent not Chinese, 1,206; Indian military, 215; Indian police, 224; 
crews of mercantile shippine in harbour. 252 ; prisoners, 4. Total British and Foreign 
community, 10,446. Total Cninese population, 210,995. Of the European and American 
population, 1,448 are British. 2,089 Portuguese, 208 German, 93 American, 89 French, 88 
Spanish, 38 Italian, 31 Turkish, 26 Austrian, 26 Swedish, 16 Danish, and the rest of 
other nationalities. The population of the City of Victoria is about 144,300, that of 
Kowloon peninsula, 20,600. The remainder is distributed among the villages andtlte 
floating pr»T- jl aion. 

Th(? (Jarrison, according to the Estimates for 1893-94, consists of one battery of 
Garn on Artillery, 272 of an ranks : two companies of Royal Engineers, 160 of all ranks: 
one battalion of infantry, 1,018 ; tour companies of Local Artillery, one company (k 
Local Engineers, and eight companies of the Hongkong Regiment, 1,509 of all 
ranks • 12 of the Ordnance Store, 3 of the Corps of Armourers, and 10 of the Medical 
Staff Corps. Total of all ranks, 2,996. There is also a Volunteer Corps consisting of one 
Field Battery and one Machine Gun Company. 

The approaches to the harbour are strongly fortified, the batteries consisting of 
well constructed earthworks. The western entrance is protected by three batteries on 
Stonecutter's Island and two forts on Belcher and Fly Points^ from which a tremendons 
converging fire could be maintained, completely commanding the Sulphur Channel 
Another small battery, on the hill above and west of Richmond Terrace, has a wide range 
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of fire. The Ly-ee-mun Pass is defended by two forts, and if vessels survived that fire 
they would then have to face the batteries at NoHh Point and Hunffham. which 
completely command the eastern entrance. Another battery on the bluff at Tsim-tsa 
Tsui, Kowloon, commands the whole of the centre of the harbour. The batteries are 
armed with the latest breech-loading ordnance. 

In addition to the fortifications the Colony possesses a small squadron fcr harbour 
defence. This consists of the turret ironclad Wiveniy 2,760 tons, carrying 4 guns, the 
gunboats Edc (at present detached for service on the Yangtsze) and Tweedy each 
carrying 3 guns, and four torpedo boats. The crews of these vessels are borne in the 
receiving snip Victor Umantiel, a hulk moored opposite to the Cricket Ground, and 
which is also the headauarters of the Commodore and his staff. The Naval Yard is an 
extensive range of workshops and offices east of the Artillery Barracks, and the Naval 
Authorities have another large establishment on the Kowloon side near to Yau-ma Ti. 

Climate and Temperature. 

As intimated in earlier paragraphs, Hongkong formerly enjoyed a most unenviable 
notoriety for unhealthiness, ana in years past the troops garrisoned here suffered 
grievously from malarial fevers. A great deal of the sickness in the early days 
of the Colony was caused bv excavating and otherwise disturbing the disintegrated 
granite of which the soil of the island mamly consists, and which appears to throw off 
malarious exhalations when upturned. At the present time, however, the Colony is 
one of the healthiest spots in the world in the same latitude. The influence of the 
young pine forests created by the Afforestation Department has no doubt been beneficial 
m checKing malaria, and the attention latterly bestowed on sanitation has not been 
without its due effect. The annual death rate per 1,000 for the whole population in 
1892 was 21.18, for the British and foreign population 17.37.

A total of 18»830 vessel&of 6,096,169 tons entered, and 19,471 vessels, of 5,921,977 tons, 
cleared with cargoes. There also entered in ballast 8,424 vessels, of 677,020 tons, ana 
there cleared 7,439 vessels with 791,062 tons. The total arrivals show an increase as 
compared with the previous year. 

The trade chiefly consists in opium, cotton, sugar, salt, flour, oil, cotton and woollen 
goods, metals, earthenware, amber, ivory, sandalwood, betel, vegetables, granite, &c., dbc. 
There is an extensive Chinese passenger trade, now chiefly restricted, however, to the 
Straits Settlements, Netherlands India, Borneo, the Philippines, Siam, and Indo-China. 

Hongkong possesses unrivalled steam communication. The P. O. S. N. Co. and 
the M. M. Co. convey the European mail weekly, the Norddeutscher Lloyd Co. maintain 
a regular monthly mail service oetween Bremen and Hongkong, the P. M. S. S. Co. and 
the O. & O. S. S. Co. maintain a mail service with San Francisco, the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Co. a regular mail service with Vancouver, B.C., a regular line has been estab- 
lished oy the Northern Pacific S. S. Co. to Tacoma, and the Eastern and Australian 
S. S. Co. and the China Navigation Co. keep up a frequent but rather irregular service 
with the Australian Colonies. In addition to all these, several ^reat lines of merchant 
steamers run between London, Liverpool, and Hongkong, of which the Ocean S. S. Co. 
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and the GIen» Shire, and Union lines are the most conspicuous. The Austro-Hungarian 
Lloyd's steamers also ply from Trieste to Hongkong, and the Navigazione Getierate 
Itauana Company's steamers run monthly from Genoa, There is frequent but irregular 
steam communication between Java ana F .nffkong. Between the ports on the eaat 
coast of China and Hongkong the steamers of tlie Douglas S. S. Co. ply regularly twice 
a week, and there is constant steam communication with Hoihow, Manila, SaigoiL 
Haiphong, Tourane, Bangkok, Borneo, cue. With Shanghai, Tientsin, and the ports oi 
Japan there is frequent communication in addition to the English and French mail 
steamers, which leave weeklv. Between Hongkong, Macao, and Canton there is a 
daily steam service. The telegraphic communioation of the Colony extends to nearly 
every part of the world.

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Macao is situated in 22 cleg. 11. min. 30 sec. N. latitude, and 113 deg. 32 min: 30 sei' 
E. longitude, on a rocky peninsula, renowned, long before the Portuguese settled on it, 
for its safe narbour for junks and small vessels. The Portuguese, who had already 
settled on the island of Lampacao, and frequented for trading purposes Chin-chew, 
Lianpo, Tamao, and San-choan (St, John's Lsland, where Francis Xavier, the celebrat«?d 
missionary died) first took up their residences at Macao in 1557. Shortly after their 
arrival pirates and adveuturei-s from the neighbouring islands commenced to molest 
them. The Chinese authorities were powerless to cope with these marauders, who went 
so far as to blockade the port of Canton. The Portuguese manned and arme<l a few 
vessels and succeeded in raising the blockade of Canton and dealing the &eas. The town 
of Macao soon afterwanls bepin to rise, and tluring tlie eighteenth century iraiit* 
flourished there, the dilliculty of residence at Canton gi*eatlv contributing towards it 
The Ea,st India Co. and the Dutch Co. had establisliments in Macao. 

Ilistoriarks are di\ ided in opinion as to whether tlie ivKssession of Macao by the 
Portuguese was originally due to Imperial bounty or to right of conque^^t. There can 
no doubt, however, that it was held at a rejital of 500 taels a yvar until Go\ ernnr Ferroira 
do Amaral in 1848 refused to pay the rental any longer and forcibly drov<^ out tlie 
Chinese Custom-house, and with it every vestige of Chinese authority. This lK»ld 
stroke cost him his life in Au.Liust, 1849, for he was waylaid and barbarously munlered 
near the Barrier of Porta Ce' et) and his head was taken to Canton. The sovereignty 
of Portugal over the peniiir^ula was, however, formally recognised by China in the 
Treaty signed with Portugal in 1887. 

The eolony is sejvn ated from the lai'ge island of Heang-shan by a wall built across 
the narrow connectie.Lr sandy isthmus. Two principal ranges of hills, one running from 
south to north, the other from east to west, may lx> considered as formitig an angle, the 
base of which leans upon the river or anchoring- place. The public aivil private 
buildings, a cathedral, and several churches, are raised on the decMivities, skirts, and 
heights of hillocks. On the lofty mount eastward, called Charil, is a fort., enelosing the 
hermitage of Na. Sra. de (luia, and westward is Nillau, on the top of which stands the 
hermitage of Na. Sra. da Pt*nha; entering a wide semi-circular bay, which faces the east, 
on the I'ight hand stands the fort San Francisco; and on the left, that of N. Sra. de Bom 
Parto. Seen from the roads or from any of tluj forts crowning the several low hills 
Macao is extremely picturesque. The jmblic and private buildings are gaily paint*^! 
and the streets kept vei-y clean. 

In the town ther e are several plaees of intei-est, apart from the Fan-tan or gambling 
saloons. The gaixiens and Grotto of Camoens, once thi; resort of the celebrated Portugue^ 
Poet Camoens, are worth seeing, as also the noble faciwle of the ancient Jesuit church of 
San Paulo, burnt in 1835. The Cathedral is a large plain structure having no archi- 
tectural pretensions, and the various ]>arish clmrehes ai'e stuceo edifices, ugly without 
and tawdry within. Plea>-ant excursions can be niatle to the Hot Springs oi' Yo-raak, 
about sixteen miles from Maeao, acci^ssible by steam launch. In winter snij^^e are 
plentiful in the neighbourhood aiul afford gocnl sjK»rt. 

After the cessiim of Hongkong to the P»ritisli, the trade of Macao dpcline<l rapidly' 
and the cov)lie irafiic suhst ipHMitly dm (4oikh1 there gave it an unenviable notoriety. This 
traffic, pregnant with al»u>rs, was ha]»]uly al)olislif'd in 1874. Tea continues to V»e an 
article of export, shewing the valu(; of about ?^1(M\()00 a year. Essential oils 
are also exported to sr>nu' <'xteitt. TlnM*e is likewise some trade ir\ o]>ium. Silk tilature, 
brick and cement woi'k^, aiul <»ther faetories hav(» also be^n estal)lish<Ml. The coinniemHl 
activity of the pinre, liowi m) far as the Portuguese ai-e conc»'j*Tied, is a thing of the 
past. There is still a fait- nati\ r t I'ade earned on, the value of whi<-h, according to 
the Cust«tms retntus fn»ni LapjM. in 18*)2 reached TLs. lK48.3,7."vl as ccanpannl with 
Tls. 0,9'.»4/:^21 in ls:'l. As tlir liailxMii- is fast silt ing up, how(i\t-r, most o! the native 
trade will siMHi dp.s« r-i ilu- pla< <- iihl« sr> < llicirnt dredging operali<>ns are inaugurated 
Owing to its being <»])eh to tin- >Mutli \\est breezes and tlu' quietude always prevailitig, 
Macao has become tlu* nci-asion.il n iit*at of invalids an<l ])iisiness men from Hongkoag 
and other nrighlxair ing ports, I'lin*' nw two hotels: i\u' I'oa X'ista, kept by Portuguese, 
and Hing Kee's Hotel. 
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The Hongkong, Canton, and Macao Steamboat Company runs a daily steamer 
(Sundays excepted) between Macao and Hongkong, leaving the former port at 8 
o'clock a.m. and Hongkong at 2 p.m., and a night steamer every alternate day. Another 
Company also runs a regular steamer daily between Hongkong and Macao. To Canton 
there is a steamer on every alternate day, Sundays excepted. The distance from Macao 
to Hongkong is 40j miles, and to Canton 88 miles. Macao is connected with Hongkong 
by telegraph. The population of Macao, according to returns made in 1879, was— 
(Chinese, 63,532; Portuguese, 4,476; other nationalities, 78; or a total of f)8,086.

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TONKIN 



Anciently an independent kingdom, but since 1802 a province of Annam, Tonkin is 
situated between lat. 19 deg. and 23 deg. N. and long. 102 deg. and 108 deg. 30 min. E., 
bounded on the north by China, on the west by the Laos country, on the south by Annain, 
and on the east by the Gulf of Tonkin. The country near the sea is a rich alluvial plain, 
well watered by numerous rivers, and produces large crops of rice, while sugar, cotton, 
spices, indigo, silk, and various other articles are also raised. It possesses valuable 
mines of silver, lead, antimony, and zinc, and gold and copper are also known to exist 
Concessions were granted in 1887 for the working of the coal mines at Kebao and 
Hongfay, and in 1890 to work the mines at Dongtrieu, and it is expected that coal of good 
quality will soon be largely exported. By the Treaty of Hue, dated the 6th June, 1884, 
tne Annamite Government placed Tonkin under a French Protectorate, and its 
affi^rs are now administered under the supervision of French Residents. It is, howew, 
now practically a French Colony, attached to Cochin-China, the two together being 
now officially termed Indo-CJhina. Tonkin is divided into seventeen provinces, 
namely, Quang-yen, Hai-duong, Bac-ninh, Thai-nguyen, Lang-son, Cao-bang, Tuyen- 
quan, Hong-hoa, Son-tay, Ha noi, Ninh-binh, H!ong-yen, Nam-dinh, Thanh-noa, 
Ngh^-an, Ha-tinh, and Bo-chinh. Hanoi, the coital, is the chief town of the province 
of the same name, and appears on old maps as Ke-sho. The population is estimated at 
from 10,000,000 to 12,000,000. A grant-in-aid is still required from France to meet the 
cost of administration. 



Hanoi, the capital of Tonkin, and now the seat of Government for Indo-China, ii 
situated on the Songkoi, or Red River. 110 miles from its mouth. The city is built closa 
on the river, here nearly a mile in width, and owing to the lakes and trees interspersed 
presents a rather picturesaue appearance. The citadel occupies the highest site, and is 
jsurrounded by a brick wall twelve feet high and a moat. It contains the banucks for the 
troops, arsenals, I '>spitals, magazines, Ac., and the Royal Pagoda stands within its enclo- 
sure. The ancient city is situated between the citadel and the river, and its streeU 
present a novel appearance, owing to the singular architecture of the houses. Since the 
occupation by the French in 1882 great improvements have been effected in the lajdng 
out of the town and the formation of roads and streets. The district nearest the river 
is gradually assuming the appearance of a Franco-Oriental city. Long wide new streets, 
planted with trees, and well lighted with kerosene lamps, have been construct^ed^of which 
the Rue Paul Bert is the princijwd business thoroughfare, con t fining the chief European 
shops, hotels, the Club, Ac. The Mairie, the Post Office, the Residence Sup^rieure. and 
the Bandstand are close to the Rue de Lac. The Cathedral, a large but ugly eoifioe, 
with twin towers, is situated in a narrow lane at the back of the Rue des Bordeurs, bal 
being very lofty is a conspicuous object from most parts of the city. A fine bronze statue 
of Paul Bert was erected in the PLice facing the Petit Lac. and unveiled on the 14th 
July, 1890. The Petit Lac is a sheet of water in the middle of the new city, rendered 
picturesque by the quaint pagodas occupying the small islands which adorn it 
There are two fairly good hotels, but the Hotel Alexandre is the largest and best 
The native city is more crowded, but under French rule the streets are well kept 
and verjr clean as compared with those of most Eastern cities. They are all lighted 
and drained. Some of the houses are very quaint and characteristic. Of the tempela, 
that of the Grand Buddha, on the shore of the Grand Lac, is perhaps the most important^ 
as it contains a colossal bronze figure of the saint. A new Racecourse, opened for use in 
1890, has been formed just outside the new town. The residences of tlie Qovemor- 
(Jeneral and Commander of the Troops, the Government Offices, and some other public 
buildings are situated on what was formerly " the Concession," near to the river o&nk. 
The estunated population is 150,000. 

There are two papers published three times a week, the Avenir du Tonkin and the 
IndSpendance Tonkinoue ; an Annamite paper, the x/ai Nam Dong Van Nhat Boo; 
and also the Journal OfficUL 
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When the French established themselves in Tonkin it was believed that the Song- 
koi was navigable into Yunnan and that a considerable trade could be conducted 1^ 
this routCy and a trial having proved that the rapids can be navigated by a light draught 
boat to Laokay a steamer called the Yunnan, drawing only two feet of water, was built 
in Haiphong in 1890, made her first trip in July of that year, and steamers of her typ« 
will be*, placed on the route when the obstructions to navigation in the shape of rocks 
liave been removed.

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This is the shipping port for Hanoi, Hai-duong, and Namdinh, the commercial 
centres of Tonkin. It is situated in lat. 20 deg. 51 min. N., and long. 106 deg. 42 min. E., 
on the river Cua Cam, which is connected by two or more channels or creeks with 
that great river connecting Yunnan with the Tonkin Gulf, called the Song-koi. The 
town of Haiphong is about sixteen and a half miles from the lighthouse. The light- 
house at the entrance of the river, on the island of Hon-Do, is visible at a distance of 
about six miles. The entrance to the port is obstructed by two bars • the outer one 
sand, the inner one mud. Haiphong is accessible, however, by vessels drawing from 19 
to 20 feet. There is plenty of water in the river. Vessels anchor about a quarter of a 
mile from the shore in from 40 to 60 feet of water abreast of a creek communicating 
with the Song-koi. The banks of the river are low and consist of alluvial mud, from 
which the present town has with great labour and expense been reclaimed. 

Haiphong proper is situated on both sides of the creek above referred to, and is in 
the midst of an extensive rice swamp with low lying, swampy land all around it for 
niiles, having in the distance the monotony relieved oy rugged ranges of low limestone 
hills, and beyond these to the northward, at a distance of some sixteen miles, is a range 
of mountains, the loftiest, knownasthe GrandSummit, being about 5,000 feet high. Most 
of the native buildings are wretchedly constructed of mud, bamboo, and matting, but a 
well built European town with broad boulevards has sprung up and is fast assgunms 
the aspect of a prosperous city. The H6tel du Commerce is a large and handsome 
structure, its loity mansard iwf dominating every building in the town. There is a 
church attached to the Roman Catholic Mission. A small dock and some fine wharves 
with extensive godowns, with some mile^ of Decauville railway, have recentlv been marie, 
but these are not much used at present. A Public Garden of rather limited area with a 
band stand in the centre has been neatly laid out at the end of the Boulevard raii ? 
Bert, The Cercte d^Haiphong, which is a well managed Club, has its modest domicile in 
the Boulevard Paul Bert. The Race Course is about a mile from the town on the Do 
Son road. The news is supplied by the Courrier d' Haiphong y published twice a week. 
The population of Haiphong in 1890 was 15,000, of whom 600 were Europeans, 6,6(K> 
Chinese, 8,700 natives, and 200 other Asiatics. A regular service of river steamers is 
maintained between Hanoi and Haiphong by the Messageries Fluviales. Haiphong in 
connected by submarine cable with Saigon and Hongkong.

ANNAM 



The kingdom of Annam, which also includes the ancient kingdom of Tonkin 
conquered and annexed by King Qialong of Annam in 1802, is bounded on the east by 
the Gulf of Tonkin and the China Sea, on the west by Siam, Cambodia, and the Shan 
States* on the north by the Chinese provinces of Yunnan and Kwangsi, and on tJie 
south oy Cochin-China. It is under French protection. Annam proper is a narrow 
strip of country between the sea and the mouiltains, the territory beyond wTiichi is 
occupied by aboriginal tribes who are practically independent. Annam is to Tonkin 
in native parlance as the girdle to tlie tunic, the latter oeing a broad and rich territ^^ry. 
Annam proper is a comparatively poor country, and is dependent for part of its rice 
supply upon Tonkin. The population of Annam is uncertain, but, including that of 
Tonkin, it may be roughly estimated at 20,000,000. 



HUE 

Hue, the capital of the kingdom of Annam, is situated on a small scardelv navigaUe 
river named Truong Tien and called by the French the Hu^ river, which delx>uche8 on 
the coast in about lat. 16 deg. 29 min N., and long. 107 deg. 38 min. £. Hu^ is a walled 
city and has been built on hnes similar to those of a fortified European town of the 
seventeenth century. It consists of two distinct parts — the city proper and the suburba. 
The former stands in the middle of a square island, separated from the latter on three 
sides by a river and on the fourth by a canal. It is defended by a fortified enceittUy six 
kilometres in circumference, constructed by French engineers after the system ot 
Vauban, and having six large mtes. Within this enceinte reside all the Gt)veriun^t 
officials. The walls are built of brick and are very lofty. Inside the outer enceuUe is 
the citadel, similarly but less solidly fortified, and having eight instead of six gates. 
The six offices of the Ministry are in this quarter, as well as the Library, the Mandarins' 
College, the Courts of Justice, the Observatory, and various arsenals and barracks. The 
palace of the Council of State, and numerous other edifices, all of an official chkract^, 
stand within the second emnnte. Behind these buildings is a wall of brick, which 
traverses the citadel throughout, separating it completely into two parts. This waU, 
which encloses the royal palaces and harem, has three gates; that in the centre being in 
the form of a f>affodiL gilt and adorned with elaborate carvings. The mass of the houses 
and even the puolic buildings in Hu^ are, however, very mean and in a bad state of 
repair. The Koyal palace, like that of Peking^ has yellow tiles; those of the nobles are 
red. The population of the city and suburbs is estimated at 100,000, of whom abottt 900 
ire Chinese. The only Europeans are the French Resident, his staff and guard, cotisi^ 
ina of 300 French soldiers. The mouth of tlir* Had river is defended oy forts, which weiB 
taken by the French in August, 1883, when th:* Hue Government at once capitulated.

TOUR AN E 

This port is situated about 40 miles south-east of Hud. Tourane has a fine liarbour 
capable of giving shelter to any amount of shinping, but only a portion of it is available 
as an anchorage, a great deal being shallow ana containing sandbanks. It is surrounded 
on three sides by high mountains, the other being open to the sea, into which the 
Tourane river flows. The river is navigable for junks only, and the town is built on 
the left bank, a few minutes* sail upon it. It consists for the most part of mud huts, 
but a new Custom House, Post and Telegraph Office, and a few other houses have 
sprung up, giving it a rather more imposing aspect. An ancient Annamite fort near 
the mouth of the river, now in the occupation of French troops, gives it an air of 
protection. The trade of the port is chiefly in the hands of the Chinese. The exports 
consist mostly of sugar, silk, l>etelnuts, and oil; the imports of rice, piece goods, <tc- 
The trade is chiefly with Hongkong. Ilice is imported from Haiphong, Haiduong, 
and Namdinh. Coal mines have been opened at Nong-son, forty miles up the river, only 
accessible by small sailing craft, and a European Company formed to work them, which 
has commenced exportation, but so far on a limited scale, the output being Kinall. 



QUINHON 

Quinhon was opened to foreign trade upon the conclusion of the treaty between 
France and Annam, si^ed in Marcb^ 1874. It is situated on the coast of Annam. in 
about lat. Id deg. 54 mm. N., long. 109 dcR. 02 min. £. The entrance to the port is 
obstructed by a nar, which may be crossed, however, by any vessel with a draught not 
exceeding 16 to 16i feet. The chief articles of export are salt, silk, crapes, Ixians, 
arachide oil and cakes, sugar, etc, Thepop^lation of the province is one million ; that 
of the port 3,000, of whom about 20 are French civilians. The country is well cultivai^d, 
and the commercial prospects of the port are improving every year, A considerable 
trade ia earned on, chiefly with HongKon^, Haiphong, Saigon, Singapore, and Bangkok. 
The trade m ft present chiefly in the hanas of the Chinese.

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COCHIN-CHINA 



Cochin-China is a French Colony. The province of Giadinh, of which Saigon is 
the chief port, was conquered by the Franco-Spanish fleet on the 17th February, 1859, 
but, LfOwer Cochin-China (comprising the provinces of Giadinh, Bienhoa, and Mytho, 
and the Islands of Pulo Condor) was not aefinitely occui)ied until 1862, when it was 
formally surrendered by treaty ; in 1867 three more provinces were conquered by the 
French and added to their possessions, viz., Chaudoc, Hatien, and Yinhlong. The 
actual boundaries of Cochin-Cnina now are : on the North the kingdoms of Annam and 
Cambodia, on the East and South the China Sea, on the West the Gulf of Siam and 
Cambodia. 

The Colony of Cochin-China is divided into seven large provinces, comprising in all 
twenty-one inspections. Besides Saigon, which is the capital of Cochin-China and at 
the same time of the province of Giacunh, the other chief towns bear the names of their 
respective provinces, JBienhoa, Mytho, Chaudoc, and Hatien. The country resembles a 
vast plain with small hills on the West and some mountains on the East and North, 
the three highest are Batlen 884 metres, Baria 493 metres, and the Mai mountains 550 
and 600 metres in height. The principal rivers are the two Vaico, th^ Saigon River 
and the Donnai river. The lower parts of Cochin-China are wrinkled with small 
creeks or arroyoSj giving easy and rapid communication to all parts of the country. Of 
late several canals have been openea. The magnificent river Meikong, which descends 
from the Thibetan mountains, after running through different territories, crosses 
Cambodia, enters the lower provinces of Cochin-China, by two branches, ana empties 
itself into the China Sea by five large outlets called respectively Cua Tieu, Cua Balai, 
Cua Cochien, Cua Dinh-an, and Cua Batac. 

The principal product of Cochin-China is rice. It is planted in almost every 
province except some of the northern districts. After this important grain the 
chief products are sugarcane, mulberry trees, pepper, betel-nut, cotton, tobacco, 
and maize. China grass^ sesamum, palma-christi, indigo, saffron, gum-lac, sapan wood, 
and cinchona also exist m pretty large quantities, with several other minor productions. 

The principal salt pits are in the province of Baria. The forests cont€dn large 
quantities of nne timoer and abound with^ game of nearly every description* 
amongst which may be named elephants, rhinoceros, tiger, deer, wild boar, ana 
elands, while amongst the featherea game the peacock, partridge, snipe, woodcock, 
jungle fowl or wilacock, pheasant, <kc.. may be mentioned. The rivers and creeks 
swarm with fish of every description, ana alligators abound in some. 

In the chief towns of each province there is a citadel sufficiently garrisoned, and 
numerous military posts in the interior maintain and watch over the security of the 
inhabitants. The Annamites are a race devoted principally to agriculture; they are not 
80 industrious as the Chinese and are indifferent traders. The Cninese have the largest 
proportion of the trade in their hands. 

The whole of the French possessions are now comprised under the title of Indo-China, 
and consist of the Colony of Cochin-China and the protectorates of Tonkin, 
Annam, and Cambodia, and are under the control of a Governor-General, who 
usually resides in Tonkin. The Government of Cochin-China is administered by a 
Lieutenant-Governor, who is assisted by a Privy Council composed of all the Heads of 
Departments as official members and two unofficial members. The Colonial Council of 
Cochin-China, some of the members of which are elected by the residents, consists of 
sixteen members, six of whom are natives. In the various arrondissements, moreover, 
councils have been introduced composed entirely of natives. The towns of Saigon and 
Cholonare ruled by Municipal Councils, the members of which bodies are partly French 
and partly native. The Chamber of Commerce at Saigon is also an official body elected 
by the merchants and traders, and is composed of French, foreigners, and Chinese. 

The population of Cochin-China in 1889 was 1,864,214, of whom 1,636,843 were 
Annamites, 153,509 Cambodians, 66,528 Chinese, 2,381 French (exclusive of the troops), 
and the rest Indians, Malays, and Mois. 



SAIGON 



Saigon, the capital of Cochin-China, is situated on the Saigon river, a branch 
of the Donnai,' in lat. 10 deg. 50 min. N., and long. 104 deg. 22 min. E. It is 
about 40 milea from Ca pe St. James and is accessible to the largest vessels. 
Since its occapatioa by t ne French the climate has undergone a very favourable 
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change, owing to different sanitary works in the town^ such as drains, the fiUmt 
of podls; marshes, <kc. The town presents a fine appearance, the roads ano 
thdroughfares being broad and r^ular. Amongst the pux>lic buildings Govenuneal 
House IS the most remarkable; several millions of francs have been spent upon it» 
construction and decoration. The other prominent public buildings are the new Pal«» 
of the Lii6Titenant-Govemor, the new and handsome Post OflB<^ on the Place de h 
Cathedrale, the Custom House, the ** Direction de Tlnt^rieur," the Treasury, tb 
hkhd Office, Publi(' Works Department, the School^ and the Supreme Court. Tin 
Military Hospital i.s a fine ana handsome building, as are also the Arsenal, Barracka, 
and Artillery Pare. There is also a stately Gothic Cathedral of large proportion! 
A fine bronze statue of Gambetta stands in the Boulevard Norodoni. &iigon nas two 
jmblic gardens, the ** Jardin de la Ville " which is maintained at the expense of ths 
>funicipalitv, and the Botanical Garden. There is good docking accommodation, 
the Bassin de Radaub being one the finest docks in the world, caj>able of recei%ing tb 
largest men-of-war, and there are two floating lifts. There are two steam rice milk 
The population of Saigon in 1891 was 19,000 (exclusive of the Naval and Militarj 
forc^. The French population numbers 1,763 and other Europeans 207. 

Tne M. ^f. steamers call twice a month at Saigon on their nomeward and outwari 
trips. Easy communication is aflPorded with the principal towns of the interior \/j 
subsidized mail steamers, and there is a railway to Mytho. All the principal towns d 
Cochin-China possess telegraphic communication, and a submarine cable unit« 
the colony with Singapore, Hongkong, Haiphong, &c. The postal oi^nization of the 
Colony is very complete and efficient. Correspondence can be sent daily to almost all 
j>;u rsof the country. The Journal Officid is published twice a week, and there are 
usually one or two other journals published, but they frequently change their titles, and 
lead a spasmodic existenr e. The Gia-dinh-bao is the native issue of the Journal OffiriH* 
Saigon is no longer a free port^ heavy Customs dues having been impeded sinct 
J uly, 1887, with exemptions in favour of French goods and shipping. The tariff is based 
on the General Tariff of France. The export of rice in 1892 reached 9,366,000 piajh, 
as against 6,722,357 piculs in 1891.

CHOLON 

This town, distant four miles from Saigon, with which it is connected by a steam 
tramway, is the seat of most of the Chinese trade of the Colony. Cholon may be said 
to be the granarv of Cochin-China, and is the seat of much commercial activity. Most 
of the rice mills are located in this place, there being no less than six worked by 
steam, and there are several large brickyards. The town, like Saigon, possesses a 
Municipal Council, composed partly of French, partly of Annamit^ ana partly of 
Chinese. The population in 1889 was 37.441, of whom 78 were Europeans, 22,322 
Annamites, 14,944 Chinese, 72 Indians, ana 24 Malays.

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CAMBODIA 

Cambodia, or the kingdom of the Khmer, as it is called by the natives, extends 
from 101 deg. 30 min. to 104 deg. 30 min. longitude, and from 10 deg. 30 min. to 14 deg. 
latitude. It was reduced to its present proportions in 1860 by the annexation of its 
two richest provinces, Angcor and Battamoang, to Siam. Its area is about 62,000 
square miles. It is bounaed on the south-west by the Gulf of Siam, on the south- 
east by Cochin-China, on the north by the Laos, and on the north-west and 
West by Battambang and Angcor. The noble river Meikonp flows through the 
kingdom^ and after passing through Cochin-China, empties itself, by a number 
of mouthsp into the sea. The Meikong is the grand waterway of Cambodia, and, 
like the Nile in Egypt, lays the greater part of the country under water annually, 
greatly increasing its fertility. The soil of Cambodia is rich and productive, and rice, 
pepper, indigo, cotton, tobacco, sugar, maize, and cardamoms are cultivated. Coffee 
and spices or all sorts could be grown. Among woods, ebony, rose, sapan, pine, iron, 
and other valuable sorts exist, no less than eighty different kinds of timfer being found 
in the forests. Iron of eooci quality has been discovered, and it is afBrmed that there 
are gold, silver, and lead mines in the mountains. The fisheries of Cambodia are very 
productive, and salt fish forms one of the chief articles of export. 

Cambodia was once an extensive and powerful state, and proofs that it possessed a 
much higher civilisation than now prevails are to be found in the architectural remnants 
of former grandeur. The noble ruins of the ancient city of Anffcor are monuments of » 
people much superior to the feeble race whicli now inhabits Cambodia. The Cambodians 
differ entirely from their neighbours the Annamites, both in features and customs. 
Polygamy is practised among them. The prevailing religion is Buddhism. The people 
are apathetic and indolent, and have allowed the trade to fall into the hands of Chinese. 
The entire population of tne kingdom in 1886 was 800,000, of which number 300,000 
are Annamites, Chinese, etc. There are about 140 French exclusive of the troops. 
Slavery was abolished by the French Treaty of 1884. 

The Government of Cambodia is a monarchy, under French protection. The 
present King, Somdach Pra Maha Norodom, succeeded his father King Ang Duong in 
I860. In June, 1884, King Norodom signed a new treaty with France by which the 
administration of the country is handed over to French Residents. 

Phnom-penh, the present capital of Cambodia and seat of the Government, i& 
situated on the river Meikong, nearly in the heart of the kingdom. The king's palace 
is a large building, and the portion devoted to his use is built and furnished in European 
style. Attached to the Palace, and inside the Palace walls, are the Hall of Justice, 
Audience Rooms, Treasury, Armoury, and some steam workshops and magazines. The 
workshops are superintenaed by European engineers, and a European has charge of the 
public works. Phnom-penh is improving under the present rule. Some good roads have 
been made, and brick nouses are gradually su{)erseding less durable structures. The 
French Resident-General has a handsome residence in the city. The population of 
Phnom-penh is estimated at 30,000. 

Trade at present is limited, and the country generally is entirely undeveloped. It is 
practically shut out from foreign commerce, and has no seaports of any importance. 
The port of Kamput can only be frequented by small coasting native vessels from 
Siam and by Chinese lunks. A railway from Saigon to Phnom-penh has been projected, 
but is at present in abeyance.

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SIAM 



The kingdom of Siam. of which Bangkok is the capital, extends from the latitude of 
about 23 deg. north to tne Gulf called after itself. It is bounded on the west by 
fiurmah and the Bav of Bengal, and on the east by the Lai Mountains. The kingdom 
proper lies in the Talley of the Menam, the country of the true Siamese. The boundaries 
of Siam on the Bay of Bengal reach from Burmah in a southerly line to the boundary 
between Perak and Quedah in the Malayan Peninsula in the latitude of 6 deg. south. 
The island of Junck Salong, containing enormous deposits of tin ore, is included in the 
territories of Siam. The boundary line runs nearly east from Perak across the Peninsula 
in about the same latitude between the provinces of Tringanu and Pahang to the China 
Sea, thence north to the head of the Gulf of Siam. The kingdom also comprises the 
greater part of the ancient domain of Lao and the rich and valuable possession of 
Battambang, once a mrt of the kingdom of Cambodia. The various dependencies and 
outskirts are peoplea by a variety of races, some sui generisy others illustrating every 
form and shaae of the transition "between the original race and the Annamites on the 
east, and the Malays and Burmese on the south and west. The former capital of Siam 
was Ayuthia, situated on the Menam river (literally the *' Mother of Waters about 90 
miles from its mouth. In 1767 a series of bloody and desperate combats between the 
Siamese and the Burmese culminated in the capture and destruction of that city by 
the victorious Burmese general and the consequent exodus of the conquered. They 
moved down the river about 60 miles and there founded the present populous and 
flourishing city of Bangkok. The chief of the Siamese Army rallied the scattered 
troops, and, building a walled city at Toutaboree, declared himself King under the title 
Fya Tak. In 1782 the reins of empire were seized by one of his most distinguished 
generals named Yaut Fa, who founded the present dynasty, of which His Majesty the 
present King [the 40th reigning monarch in Siam of whom we have any record] is the 
nfth in regular descent. The revenue of Siam is very large, and if properly collected 
would be enormous, but the inertness of the nobility and the frauds practised with the 
utmost boldness and impunity, have very seriously impaired it. The generaJ revenue 
is farmed out to Chinese, and a triennial tax is also imposed upon all foreigners 
unrepresented by a Consul, such as Chinese, Annamites, (fee. Siam entered the Universal 
Postal Union on the 1st July, 1885. The lirst railway line, from Bangkok to Paknam, 
was opened by the King on the Uth April, 1893. 

The army in time of peace is small, and is made up of the following. 1st. — The 
Royal Body Guard, which consists of one squadron of cavalry, two battalions of 
infantry, and one company of artificers and sappers. This body of troops is recruited from 
the sons of noblemen descended from the blood royal. 2nd. — The Palace Guard, which 
is composed of two battalions of infantry. 3rd. — The Royal Elephant Troops. 4th. — 
Royal Infantry, consisting of three battalions of four companies each. To this corps 
is attached a squadron of cavalry and a brigade of artillery. 5th.— The Royal Marines, 
numbering about 2,000, who serve on board the Royal yachts and gunboats. 

The native population of Siam, with Laos, Tavoyans, Peguans, &c., excluding those 
vider Consular protection, is variously estimated at from six to ten millions. The 
number of Chinese in the kingdom is estimated at about 1,300,000. 



BANGKOK 

The city of Bangkok is situated on both sides of the Menam about thirty miles 
from where this magnificent stream empties itself into the Gulf. On the east bank of 
the river is the citjr proper enclosed by a wall, the Roval palaces, the foreign hongs, the 
Consulates, the principal rice mills, and most oiE the Public Offices. The left is principally 
occupied by the Siamese, Chinese, and Mahomedan residents. The bulk of the business is 
tt^nsacted on the east. Herearoad, knownas the Charurn Krung, extends from the Palace 
walls to Bangkolem, and various other new streets and roads have been made recently. 
A telegraph line connects the Light-house at the Bar beyond the mouth of the river with 
the business portion of the city. Bangkok is connected, through Saigon, with the rest 
of the world by wire, and a line to L. wer Burmah has since been completed. The prin

cipal trade of Bangkok, and the foundation on which not only its prosperity but its actual 
existence mainly rests, is rice. This article is drawn in immense quantities, not only from 
the innumerable fields which line the fertile valley of the Menam, but from the adjacent 
rivers which flow into the Gulf from the enormous watershed of the mountain crescent 
which fringes the northern extremity of the kingdom. The outturn of this grain in 
favourable years is scarcely to be calculated. It not only furnishes support to the 
native population of Siam and the Malay Peninsula, but supplies China, Manila, the 
Straits, and even Java and Sumatra. There is also a large and flourishing trade in 
teak-wood and ivory, with very many other minor articles of native produce which are 
exported to China and the Straits. The steamers of the Scottish Oriental Steamship Co. 
keep up regular communication with Hongkong, (occasionally leaving and returning 
via Swatow and the Straits Settlements), besides special boats only running during the 
rice season; while another line of steamers connects the kingdom with the Straits Settle 
ments. 

The public buildings and institutions include the British Consular Cliurch, a Roman 
Catholic Cathedral, several Missionary Chapels both Protestant and Catholic, two 
Hospitals, a Ladies* Library, several Schools under Grovernment, and .Assumption 
College, managed by the French Roman Catholic Mission, liberally patronised by 
the King, and assisted by the community generally. There are two Hotek; 
also a club called the Bangkok United Club. The King's palace, the temples, and 
public buildings are magnificent and on a large scale. The architecture is of a kind 
peculiar to the country, and there is much more of novelty and interest to l>e witnessed by 
passing travellers in Bangkok than can be found in Chinese cities. The i-oads have been 
greatly improved, tramways were introduced in 1888, and have proved financially 
successful. The population of Bangkok is estimated at 350,000. There are about 400 
foreigners in Siam, most of whom are resident in Bangkok, and of whom 160 are British 
subjects. The number of Asiatic British subjects in Siam is estimated at about 30,000. 

The harbour and island of Koh-si-chang, which lie some 20 miles from the bar and 
about 50 miles from Bangkok, are fast risinjj into places of considerable importance. 
The harbour, formed by a strait of sea runmng between islands, offers a fine anchor^ 
for vessels loading rice and teak during the south-west monsoon, or from April to the 
end of October. The largest ships can take shelter there. A lighthouse serves to enable 
vessels to make the entrance. An hotel and a government sanatorium have lately been 
erected on the island, which is now regarded as the fashionable watering place of Siam. 

The value of the imports during the year 1892 amounted to £1,295.964 as compared 
with £1,440.673 in 1891 : that of the exi)orts to £1,386,560 as companwl with £l,696,8i7 
in 1891. The principal imports were piece goods, kerosine, and opium, the principal 
export rice.

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STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 



This CJolony — now consisting of the island of Singapore the province of Malacca, 
the island of Penang, the Dindings further south, Province Wellesley on the mainland, 
and the Cocoa or Keeling Islands, and Christmas Island, recently placed under the 
aame Qovemment — was transferred from the control of the Indian Government to that 
of the Secretary of State for the Colonies by an Order in Council dated the 1st April, 
1867. The revenue of the Colony for 1892 was $3,826^603, and the expenditure 
$4,598,978. The accumulated surplus balance to the credit of the Colony^ on the 31st 
December, 1892, was about $674,682. The total value of the imports m 1892 was 
$160,073,923 (including $12,688,973 in treasure) as compared witn $144,864,526 (in- 
cluding $16,043,007 treasure) in the previous year, and of the exports $143,011,967 
(including $20,179,871 treasure) as compared with $134,283,146 (including $19,794,964 
treasure) in 1891. About two-thirds of the trade belongs to Singapore. The popula- 
tion according to the census of 1891 was 506,984 as compared with 423,384 in 1881. 



The town of Singapore, situated on the southern shore of an island of the same 
name in lat. 1 deg. 16 min. N. and long. 103 deg. 53 min. E., is the seat of government of 
the Straits Settlements. 

Tlie Island of Singapore is about 27 miles long by 14 wide, containing an area of 
206, or, with the adjacent islets, 223 square miles, and is separated by a narrow strait 
about three-quarters of a mile wide from the territory or Johore, which occupies the 
southern extremity of the Malay Peninsula. Originally taken possession of in 1819 by 
Sir Stamford Raffles, it was, untU 1823, subordinate to our then settlement in Sumatra. 
In that year it became an appanage of the Indian Government, in which condition it 
remained until 1867, when it was placed under the (Joloiiial Office in conjunction with 
the other Settlements above mentioned. 

The town proper extends for about four miles along the south-eastern shore of the 
island, spreading inland for a distance varying from half to three-quarters of a mile, 
though the majority of the residences of the upper class Europeans lie much 
further back, within a circle with a radius of three and a half miles from the Cathedral. 
This portion of the Settlement is almost entirely level, the highest hill in the island, 
indeea, about seven miles from the town, only rising to a height of 500 feet. The 
country roads are well kept, and, thanks to t!io lu>Au-iance of tropical vegetation, 
abouna in sh;wie. The town streets, on the other hand, though wide and well metalleil, 
are, as regards architectural matters, drains, and gutters, not much credit to the Settle- 
ment. Dirt and obst'™uelions of all soi-ts distinguish the native portion of the town, 
while as compar.xl witli nearly every other Eastern city in European hands the build- 
ings of the business quarters are somewhat shabby and mediocre. Government House, 
the Government Offices, Police Barracks, Magistrates' Courts, Post Office, Library and 
Museum, and Town Hall, however, are fine buildings, while the Settlement possesses a 
handsome Club which compares favourably with any in the East. A fine bronze statue 



Andrews Cathedral, built in 1861 ; it is in the Gothic style, with a tower and spire 204 
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feet high. There is a neat Presbyterian Church, St. Qreffory's (Armenian) (Jhurck in 
Hill Street, and several mission cnapels. The Roman Catholics have a roomy Catheonl 
dedicated to the Good Shepherd, at the comer of Brass Bassa Road and Victoria Street, 
the (]!hurch of St. Peter and St. Paul in Queen Street, the Church of St. Joseph m 
Victoria Street, and other smaller churches in the outskirts. There is also a nest 
Jewish Synagogue in Waterloo Street. The principal schools are those of the Raffles 
Institute, the ()nristian Brothers, and the An^lo-CiJhinese School. The Raffles Girls' School 
and the Convent also provide for the education of girls of the Protestant and Ronuui 
( 'atholic persuasions. 

The Singapore Club has a gpod building in a central position. There are Recreation, 
Sporting, Rowing, Shooting, Cricket, Lawn Tennis, Art, and Reading (Jlubs, a Debating 
Society, Photomphic Society, and the (Jelestial (Chinese) Reasoning Association. There 
is a Country Qub with a well built bungalow situated some three miles out of town, 
at which dances and amateur theatricals are frequent! v given. The German community 
have a similar institution. The Raffles Library and Museum, moved in October, 1687, 
into the new building erected for them, are creditable and well kept institutions, the 
Museum having made very fair progress since its inception. The Library contains over 
16,000 volumes, chiefly of standai^ modem literature, and includes the valuable 
philological collection of the late Mr. Logan. 

Singapore boasts several hotels, but they are not equal to those in ports of similsr 
imj>ortanoe. The Press is represented by the Straits Times and Singapore Free Prm 
(daily), with weekly issues of both; the Law Journal and the Government Gazette^ both 
published weekly. There are also two Chinese daily papers called the Lai Pan and 
Si.i'f Pan, a Malay paper styleil the Jawi PeranaJchan^ and one or two papers in Tamil. 

Singapore is well oflF for Docks. The Tanjong Pagar Company's premises lie about 
a railo to tne westward of the town, a fine wharf afforaing berthage for a large number 
of \ essels at one time, with sufficient water alongside for vessels of the heaviest 
draught, and protected by a breakwater from the swell from the roads and from the 
strength of the tides. There are commodious godowns erected on the wharf for the 
storage of goods. (Joal sheds, cauable of storing 60.000 tons, adjoin the godowiis, 
while hand carts on rails essentiallv aid the labour ot unloading vessels. The usual 
.'(ccompaniraents are also to bo founa — two graving docks, the Victoria Dock 4r>0 feet 
1 >iig and 65 feet broad at entrance; and the Albert Dock, 486 feet long and 60 feet broad 
ill entrance — a machine shop, boiler and masting shears. <kc. The New Harbour Dock 
( umpany's premises, situate about three miles further West, include two docks of 375 
a. If 1 444 feet in length respectively, with sheds, workshops, <fec.. as at Tanjong Pagar. 
'i liere is also a Patent Slip at Tanjong Rhoo, which is 429 feet long and 76 feet broad 
over piers. The tnule of Singapore in 1892 amounted to $106,970,062 imports and 
? )7,850,449 exports. 

The population of Singapore Island, according to the census taken in 1891, wai 
1S4,544, ot whom 121,908 were Chinese and 36,992 Malays, an increase of 45,336 on the 
c'^^nsus of 1881. There are 5,254 Europenns and Americans, including 1,160 military. 
Tlie total Eurasian population is given as 3,580. Tli(> Indians total at wliom 12^^ 

ar(5 Tamils, 3,462 Bengalis, 26 Burmese, and 54 Parsees. Other nationaiiiit\^s total 1,776; 
tluj Arabs leading with 806, the Japwinese number 287, the Siamese 211, the Jews 190, 
th(? Sinhalese 159, and the Armenians 68. The population of the town of Singapore w 
ah. Hit 97,000. 

The climate of Singapore is remarkable for its salubrity, and the island has been 
df ('ril>ed by medical writers as the "paradise of children," infantile diseases seldom 
Im i \ir at all malignant. Despite its proximity to the Equator, under normal circumstanc«i 
a il.iily rainfall tempers the heat so thoroughly that many sleep bene^ith blankets. 
Drniignts, however, nave been experienced of from one to three months. The island 
is not exempt from the animal pests which usually infest intra- tropical locations. 
Tigers are occ;isionally seen; wild pigs, deer, and monkeys inhabit much of the jungle 
surrounding the country residences; while the much dreaded cobra has been killed in 
most of the compounds. The existence of the hamadryad has also been demonstrate^ 
though this tierce reptile is fortunately but very seldom met with. It should l>o added 
tluit specimens of the python, up to 24 feet in lengtli, are f«,aurl in tiu- jungle, and that 
aliipitors and sharks miij'bit the still water-s of tlie coast. 

Singapore offers but tew points of salif^nt interest to vislu rs, .he iiotanical Gardeni 
at Tanglin, the Waterworks in Thomson lu-iul,' and the Katiu s J.i)»rarv and Museum 
being its only show places. A railway across the island is in project, ft will probably 
be confttructod by the Colonial Government.

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The capital of the state is Pekan,,a town situated a few miles from the mouth of the 
river Pahang, where is also the seat of Qovenament. The state is under British 
protection, and in August, 1888, the Sultan, acting under the advice of the Sultan of 
Johore, applied for a British Resident to assist in the administration of the country^ 
which request was acceded to in October of that year. The revenue in 1892 amounted 
to $49,480 and the ordinary expenditure to $266,780, in addition to which there was an 
expencliture of $73,600 incurred in the suppression of the Semantan outbreak. There is a 
state debt of $786,340 bearing interest at 5 per cent. The imports amounted to $341,673 
and the exports to $331,196. The export of gold for the year was $^,500 oz. and of tin 
239 tons.

This is a group of five small states — Johol, Tambin, Sri Menanti, Jempol, 
and Rembau — which occupy some 2,000 square miles of the interior of the peninsula^ 
bounded on the north bv Sun^ei Ujong. on the west by Mala -e;!, on the east by 
Pahang, and on the south by Johore. Tney were brought uwh^v British protection 
by sir Frederick Weld in 1883 and by an agreement with the r(;s]jective chiefs, signed 
on the 13th JulVj 1889, they were confederated as one Residency. They are governed 
by the native chiefs or penghulua, asaisted b^ the British Resident and Magistrates 
under him. The chief industry is tin mining, in which a good number of Chinese and 
some few Europeans are engaged. The revenue in 1892 was 9117,948 and the 
expenditure 9111,901. The entire population of the five States in 18dl was 41,617, of 
whom about 6,000 Are Chinese.

MALACCA 

The settlement of Malacca excites more interest from an historical point of view than 
either of its sister towns, but has so completely fallen to the rear coinmercially since the 
establishment of Penang and Sinjg^apore as to merit but brief notice in this compilation* 
It is now seldom visited by foreigners except for purposes of relaxation. ^ Originally 
settled by the Portuguese in 1611, it retained its importance as the one foreign entrepdt 
in the East until the founding of Penang, when its fortunes as a port rapidly declined. 
The settlement^ however, has made considerable progress in agriculture since^ the 
formation of new roads. At the present moment it is the least European of all British 
Settlements in the East, though tne facts that it has given its name to the Peninsula 
and that it was the cradle of Anglo-Chinese study attest its former importance. Its 
area is embraced by boundaries some 42 miles in length, with a breadth of from 8 to 25 
miles. It is governed by a R'^sident Councillor in suoordination to Singapore. 

Its one point of interest is its location as a natural history centre, the majority of its 
casual visitors being attracted thither for sport or science. Beyond this it possesses no 
attractions except to those who like to visit scenes famous in the annals of discovery 
for the bloody fights they have witnessed between the natives and the European nations 
who contenaed for their poiv < ssion. Its x>opulation in 1891 amounted to 88,242 as 
compared with 93,579 in 188L sLiowing a decrease of 4,337. The population of the town 
of Malacca is 16,557. The value of the trade in 1892 was $3,168,985 against 93,132,077 
in 1891.

SUNGEI UJONG AND JELEBU 



This state, or two coinbi/.^d states, which is under British protection, is situated to 
the north-west of Malacca. Its area is about 660 square miles, and a range of hills in 
the north attain a height of about 3,800 feet, the slopt^s of which have been pronounced 
by Ceylon planters as most suitable for the cultivation of coffee, coc* s *fec. On the 
lower ground, nearer the coast, tapioca is successfully cultivated. Tin nuning is carried 
on to a considerable extent. The river Linegi is the only considerable stream in the 
state, and was formerly navigable for upwarils of 40 miles from its mouth. The principal 
town of Sungei Ujoug is Seramban. The British Resident i^. the virtual ruler of the 
state. The revenue for 1892 was $364,184 and the expenditure §361, 143. The popula- 
tion, according to the census taken in April, 1891, was :— Sungt-i Ujong, 17,167 ; Jelebu^ 
5,435. The Chinese form more than a third of the population and their numbers are 
steadily increasing.

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The protected native state of Selangor, containing a total area of about 3,000 
square miles, lies on the western coast of the Malay Peninsula, and is bounded by the 
protected native states of Perak on the north and Sungie Ujong on the south, extending 
mland to the mountains in the centre of the peninsula, whicn divide it from Pahang 
andJelebu. 

The Government consists of the Sultan, adWsed by the British Resident, who is 
directly responsible to the Governor of the Straits Settlements, and assisted by the 
State Council. The State is divided into the following^ six Districts: — 1. KivcUa 
Lumpvr^ tho centr.i! district where the Residency and principal Government Offices are 
situatt d, and wliich also contains the richest tin min^s that have yet been developed. 
%—KL fn{/, the principal poi-t, situated about 14 miles from the mouth of the Klang 
River. 3. — A'.w/A/ La/njaty an agricultural district, in which the Sultan resides. 
4. — Kwala St'/^nif/or, coat^iining the nuKst importiint fisheries in the State. 6. — Ulu 
Lamfftt^ an inland iiiiiiing district on the borclers of Sungie Ujong. 6. — Ulu SelangoTy 
ii flistrict adjoming Perak, coiitaiaing much valuable mining land, as yet comparatively 
undeveloped. 

Each district is under tlie charge of a European District Officer, from whom 
the Native P(?ng}mlus (in charge of the mutims into which each District is sulxlivi led) 
receive instrucliinis. Tlie Ih-w and pnx-edure adiaiiiisit-red in the Courts are practically 
the sanK^ as tliose in the Coloiiy of the Straits Settlements. The dt^^isions of the 
Magistr;d.ps are sul)ject to revision l)y tho Residnit, and again by the Sultan in Council. 
The Polic*^ Force consists of a sup(irintendeut, two European inspectors, and 629 native 
non-com inissiOi'iofl other rs and men, chiefly Malay. 

The population of Selaiigor in 1884, when the first census was taken, was 46,568 
According to the census Uiken in April, 1891, th^. total population of the State 
amounted to 81,592 persons, of whom 50,844 are Chinese, 23,750 Malays, 3,592 Indians, 
L224 Sarkeis (al:>original tribes), 357 Europeans and Eurasians, and the remainder 
Japanese, Arabs, Singhalese, Bataks, <kc. This return is supposed to be far below the 
real mrabcir. 

The principal industry of the State, and from which it derives the largest poHion 
of its revenue, is alluvial tin mining, on which a duty is charged of §12 per bhara (three 
picuhs). Th*^ o^-;M)rt in 1892 amounted to 208,164 piculs. 

In aciciitiOn to its mineral resources the State, however, possesses large tracts of 
land well arlapte<I for agricultural purposes, and the recent removal of restrictions on 
the free importation of Indian coolies into the Protected Native States renders it 
possible for European planters to obtiiin cheap labour and to open estates on a large 
scale. Small plantations of cofTee, cocoa, and pepper have already been successfully 
commenced, and rice, sugar, and other products of the Peninsula under native 
cultivation are doing well in various pares of the State, and to encourage pioneer 
planters, large grants of land have recently been made, on special terms, lor the 
planting of sago, pepper, and gam bier. 

The revenue, which has mui e than quadrupled during the last ten years, amounted 
in 1892 to $2,136,448 and the expenditure to $2,044,115. 

The principal exp<jrts are tin, hides, garmwood, tapioca, canes, nittans. and 
gutta percha. The principal imports are opium, salt, salt-tish, rice, oil, tobacco, 
and tea. At the commencement of the year 1885, all auties were abolished, with tho 
exception of those on tin, opium, and spirits. 

There is frequent and regular communication, by mefvns of coasting steamers, 
between the Straits Settl^iments and Selangor, and from Kwala Lumpor a system of 
cart and bridle roads extends to the boundaries of Perak, Sungi>» TTjong, and Pah.'ing. 
A line of m^^^^'e gauge railway, to connect Kwala Luiiipor and Klang (a distanci- of 
22 miles), has boon constructed, jv.d was form illy opon«Hl by Sir F. VVela on the 15th 
Sept., 1886. An extension of this line to Serendah, 2i miles north of Kwala Lumpor, 
has been c • 'n!ot(»'l, and will ultimitely he can-i'* 1 on to Kwala Kuhu, tho 
principal inland town. The first sod of the ext<!n.^i.»n was cut on the i'*>lu August, 
1889. Another extfMision is projected to Cheras, in t!ie Clu L mgat district. In 
connection with the railway a lino of toh^grai-Ii his b3 ^ri erectc^d bet\yeen 
the same terminal st-^i')- s and ext 'nrlod to Mabica f't' Siruie Ujoii*?, where 
it is connect ;d with t'-. alJ^^s of the E. E., A. tk i\ Toleicraph Co. There is also inland 
telt^grap'ii ; 2'Haia': ii Mtion l)t!twe.(M\ Kwitl i 1^" "U'>r, Kavvaiiir, and Kwala Kuh-i, whence 
it is carried oil tiO !\ L'lb in Pahaiig, ext. • 'li..; u]- cO the P* rak frontlT at Tompong 
Malim and ll^r.).i<<h P.>rik t'^ IVniaii^.

PERAK 

Perak is on the west coast of the Malayan peninsula and lies between Kedfth, or 
Queda» on the north and Selangor on the south. It extends alons the coast for about 90 
xniles, and includes, inland^ the greater part of the watershed of tne Perak river and iti 
tributaries, and of the Knan and Bemam rivers. The seat of government and the 
residence of H.M.'s Resident is Kwala Kan^sa, on the Perak river. The chief town and 
centre of the mining industrv is Thai^ng, in the province of Larat. 

The state is under British protection and the government is carried on under th« 
Sultaoi aided and advised by tne Resident, and a Council consisting of the Resident sod 
Assistant Resident and several native chiefs. A Military Police Force of 700 
mainly Sikhs and Pathans, is maintained. The most important province of Perak ii 
Larut, which has tin deposits of great richness ^thin a few niiles of the sea-coast ^ It m 
thus most advantageously situated in respect of commercial intercourse with the BiitiA 
port of Penang[, which is about 50 milos oil. Larut is under the charce of tiie Assstaot 
Resident^ and its chief town^ Thaipeiig, is the head-quarters of the Military Police 
of the chief departments of the SUite. British Officers (Magistrates and Oonector8)ain 
detachments of Police are also suaioned in othef imjportant districts. The Dinaiiigs> 
including the island of Pan^kor and the district of Dmding on the mainland, which is 
British territory, come under the administration of the Straits (Jovemment. In th« 
interior of PeraK, except in mining districts, the population is almost entirely Malay, 
the exceptions being a few Chinese shopkeepei^ and the Government estabfashmente, 
police^ (be, but tribes of Sakeis and Semangs, the supposed aborigines of the conntry^ 
mhalbit the distant hills. At Larut, and at the chief mining settlements in Uie interior, 
Kinta, Batang, Padang, &c., the Chinese form a large part or the population, and acoord- 
mg to the census of 1691 numbered 94,000^ the Malays numbering 96,000. Kuropeaofllft 
Eurasians 289, Tamils 13,000, and Aborigines 6,700. The totid poimbttion of tlie ftat» 
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was 214,254. The country is rapidly increasing in importance, and on the 1st June, 
1886, a railway, 8j miles in length, connecting Thaipeng with Port Weld, was formally 
opeii xi to traffic. This line has since been extended to the mining town of 
Kauj-iunting, and a further extension to filanda Mabok was opened to traffic in 1892. 
An ia:iportant line is being constructed from Teluk Anson (the port of Lower Perak) to 
Kintci, opening up some nch tin districts. There are about 402 miles of telegraph and 
telepli )ne wires in use. 

The country is well suited for coffee and there are two plantations owned by 
Europe ans doing well, besides smuiler ones owned by natives. Chinese tea of good 
quality is grown on the higher mountain ranges and pepper flourishes at lower levels. 
The Government are encouraging planting, and with the facilities of transit offered by 
the new railways and roads it is expectea that planting will become a very important 
industry in the State. The chief drawback at present is the cost of imported labour. 

The only duties levied on exports are a royalty of $10 per bhara (400 lbs.) on tin, 
and a royalty of one-tenth on timber, ataps, and other jungle produce. The value of the 
trade in 1892 was $18,568,689 against $17,159,330 in 1890. Tin is the principal export. 
The revenue in 1892 was $2,689,565 and the expenditure $2,049,490, besides a speciid 
expenditure of $1,045,366 on railway construction and roads. There is daily 
communication by trading steamers between Penang and Larut and also between 
Penang and Teluk Anson.

PENANG 



Penang, or Prince of Wales' Island (the latter name having only been officially 
abandoned within the last few years), is an island situated^ on the west coast of the 
Malay Peninsula in 5 deg. north latitude. With the Bindings and a strip of land on 
the opposite coast known as Province Wellesley, from which it is sefMiratea by a Strait 
varjring from 2 to 10 miles in width, it constitutes the second in importance of the 
three governments known as the Straits Settlements." The island contains an area 
of about 107 square miles, being 15 miles long and 9 broad at its widest portions, while 
Province Wellesley extends for a distance of 45 miles along the coast, and nas an average 
width of 8 miles, containing 270 square miles, and about 200 more for the Dindines. 
The chief town of Penang is Georpe Town, but the name of the island (which signifies 
^ Betol-nut island has become so identifiea with the town that the specific designation 
has almost dropped out of use. 

Penang was ceded to the famous Captain Light for the East India Company in the 

irear 1786 for an annual payment of $10,000 to the R^ijah of Kedah, a step which was 
oUowed 13 years later by the cession of Province Wellesley. In the year 1805 Penang 
was elevated to the rank of a presidency, its rising fortunes even then bidding fair to 
eclipse those of Malacca, while Singapore was as yet unknown as a settlement. In 1826 
Singapore and Malacca were incorporated with Fenang, and the three were designated 
by the title they still retain. But as the fortunes of bingapore brightened, those <rf 
Penang declined, until the former quite overshadowed her olaer sister, and in 1837 the 
principal seat of government was transferred to Singapore. 

The settlement of Penang is governed by a Resident Councillor, but is in efhct an 
appanage of Singapore, a resident merchant and a leading Province Wellesley planter 
representing it in the Singapore Council. An important department of its trade lief 
in the business transacted with the Dutch settlements in Sumatra, and much excitement 
has been caused during the Acheen war bv what its merchants deem the undue 
restrictions placed on their trade by the Dutcn authorities. Penang will always remain 
of a certain importance, although it is not likely to again assume the position in the 
commercial world it formerly held. It is a convenient coaling and man-of-war station, 
and is of yet greater necessity as the virtual seat of government for Province 
Wellesley, which must always be an important centre of British influence. The 
Tanjong ragar Dock (}a have rented the graving dock at Prye River in Provinoa 
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Wellesley, 250 feet in length and 50 feet broad at entrance ; also a slip for vessels 100 
feet long. Gteorge Town is built on a plain, at the back of which rises the hill which, 
as Penangites declare, renders life on the island more enjoyable than in any other 
part of the Colony. The town nossesses few attractions, and the public buildings are 
mediocre, with the exception of the Government Offices, a fine new block erected in 
1889 near the jetty. St. Qeorge's Church is an unpretending edifice of 80 years' 
standing, centrally situated. There is also a Roman Catholic Church and several 
mission chapels. The census of 1891 gave the total population of Penane and Province 
Wellesley as 235,618 as comi>ared with 190,597 in 1881. The population of Penang island 
was 123.886, that of Georpre Town 85,000, and of Province Wellesley 108,117. The value 
of the imports in 1892 was $41,421,576 as against $40,341,677 in 1891, and that of 
exports $43,674,818 as against $41,436,222 in 1891.

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The Philippines are a rich group of islands, situate between lat. 5 and 22 deg. N., and 
long. 123 and 133 deg. E., and form a Spanish colony. The islands are over five hundred in 
number and contain an area of 52,647 English square miles, with a population, in 1876, 
of 6,173,632 souls. At the end of 1883 the population, including the army and navy, was 
estimated at 7,636,632. The principal islands are divided into twenty-seven provinces, 
thirteen of which are on the Isle of Luzon, four on the Isle of Negros, three on Panay, 
and three on the Isle of Mindanao. The islands were formally annexed to the Crown 
of Spain in 1565. 

The early history of the Philippines is a record of continual trouble. Conflicts 
between the civil and ecclesiastical authorities led to internal contentions, while both 
Portugal and the Netherlands coveted these rich possessions and harassed the Spaniards. 
Attacks were also made at different points by powerful Chinese piratical fleets. In 1762 
the capital was taken by the English, but was restored to Spain two years afterwards 
for a ransom of £1,000,000, The ransom, however, was never exacted. 

After the discovery of the islands ecclesiastics flocked to them in large numbers, 
and undisturbed by the attacks on Spanish authority, the work of converting the natives 
was carried on with great vigour. The clergy at the present time number about two 
thousand, and most of the natives brought under subjection profess the Roman Catholic 
religion. In the Philippines there has been little of that cruelty to the aboriginal popula- 
tion which so often characterises the process of colonization, and the natives are in general 
contented and well conducted, the priests exercising the almost unbounded influence 
they possess with great effect in the preservation of order. In the inaccessible 
mountainous parts of the islands there are still tribes of xinsubdued sayaces, but their 
number is comparatively small and the authority of the Government is being rapidly 
extended over them. In the last census returns the number of natives not subject to 
the civil government and paying no tribute is given as 602,853, while the number of 
natives paying tribute is returned as 5,501,356. There is a considerable number of 
mestizos or half-castes, some of whom are the children of Snanish fathers by native 
mothers and some the children of Chinese fathers. The military forces of all arms 
number some 12,000 men, mcluding seven regiments of native infantry, mustering 3,780. 
A fleet, chiefly of small gunboats, aids in the preservation of order. 

The public revenue is about $12,000,000, of which the larger part is raised from 
direct taxes, Customs, monopolies, and lotteries. 

The chief articles of produce are sugar, hemp, tobacco, and coffee, the export of 
which in 1891 and 1892 was as follows : —

The foreign trade is confined to the ports of Manila, lloilo, Cebu, and Zamboanga. 
In 1892 the value of the imports was $23,817,373 and of the exports $27,976,569. 

The climate of the Philippines varies little from that of other places in the same 
latitude. The range of the thermometer during the year is from a little over sixty 
degrees to about mnety. The rainy season usually lasts six months, and during this 
time inundations of rivers are frequent and traveling in the interior almost impossible. 
Long-continued droughts, however, sometimes occur, when the ground becomes parched 
and the crops are utterly destroyea. Husbandry also suffers from the ravages of locustai 
which will sometimes almost entirely denude a whole province of herbage. The principal 
part of the group comes within the range of the typhoons, and terrific storms are of 
frequent occurrence. The islands are also the centre of great volcanic action. "The 
destructive ravages and changes produced by earthquakes," says Sir John Bowring, 
writing in 1869, are nowhere more remarkable than in the Philippines. They have 
overturned mountains, they have filled up valleys, they have desolated extensive 
plains; they have opened passages from the sea into the interior, and 
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from the lake into the sea. There are many traditional stories of theee 
territorial revolutions, but of late disasters the records are trustworthy. That of 
1796 was sadly calamitous. In 1824 many churches in Manila were destroyed, together 
with the principal bridge, the barracks, great numbers of private houses: and a chaan 
opened of nenrly four miles in length. Ihe inhabitants all fled into the nelda, and six 
vessels in the port were wrecked. The number of victims was never ascertained. In 
1828, during another earthquake, the vibration of the lamps was found to describe an 
arc of four and a half feet ; the huge comer stones of the prmcipal gate of the city wers 
displaced; the great bells were set ringing. It lasted between two or three minutes, 
rent the walls of several churches and other buildings, but was not accompanied by 
subterranean noises, as is usually the case. " In 1863 also a very disastrous earthquake 
occurred, and another fraught with disaster made 1880 memorable in the annals of 
Manila. 

Persons visiting the Philippines are required to obtain a passport from their own 
Qovemment and have it vised at the Spanish Consulate at the port of embarkation 
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Manila, the capital of the Philipi)ine8, is situated in the island of Luzon, at the 
moatb of lh(i river Pasig, which empties itself into the Bay of Manila. The city was 
founded in 1571. In 1645 it was almost entirely destroyed by an earthquake, in which 
upwards of three hundred lives were lost. In 1863 a great part of the city was again 
destroyt^ from the same cause, and in Jul^, 1880, another terrible upheava 
mode wreck of a great portion of it. The inhabitants are naturally in constant fear of 
thes 3 visitations. The awelling-houses are built with especial reference to safety under 
such circumstances, and, although large, possess few pretensions to architectural oeauty. 
The city proper within the walls is small and contains a scantv population, but the 
larger Government buildings and religious institutions are grouped there. The suburbs, 
of wliich Binondo ranks first in order of importance, are the centres of trade and in- 
dustry. The Escolta, the main business street, traverses this suburb, and in it most of 
the Eurojpean stores and bazaars are to be found. The Rozario, another broad 
thoroughfare in Binondo, is occupied chiefly by Chinese shops, and is a busy quarter. 
San Miguel is the aristocratic suburb, being the seat of the residences of the wealthy 
merchants and other residents. The architecture of Manila is not imposing, successive 
earthquakes having wrought much il^inage, and the city has an old world aspect tem- 
pered oy its tropical surroundings. The streets present the gn:^test animation in the 
evening, when the cigar factories ai*e closed and tne carriages of the upper clases are out 
for the customary promenade. There are several ancient churches which are worthy of 
notice. The Cathedml, founded originally in 1678, has been several time destroyea bv 
earthquakes and did not escape in 1863. It has been since rebuilt, but again sustaineo 
CO isiderable damage in 1880, when the tower was so much shattered that it had to be 
pulled down. There are several theatres, but none worthy of the place. The opera is 
well supported in Manila. A statue of Cnarles IV. stands in the centre of the ralacio 
. Square, and one of Isabella II. opposite to the Variedades Theatre. The Observatory, 
admirably managed by the Jesuit Fathers, is well worthy of a visit. There is a good 
En^jlish Chib. Of the notels the Hotel de Oriente is the principal and only well appointed 
one. The city and its suburbs contain a population of 300,000 and are the seat of a con- 
siderable and yearly increasing commerce. The principal articles of export are kemp, 
SQ^r, t«>bacco, cigars, coftee, and indigo, while or the imports cotton goods form the 
chief ittn\ The anchorage is distant some three miles from the shore. The river presents 
a scene of proat animation, being crowded with native craft interspersed with vessels 
of foreign b lild. The passport system is in force, and no one can enter or leave witiiout 
previously obtaining a pass. Before landing passengers are obliged to pull alongside a 
Custom-house f^uara boat station -d near the landing place to prevent smuggling. Tbt 
garrison of ^fanila consists of or • European and seveml native regiments. The police 
of the eity i ^ ako under militar disci pli?ie and is composed of natives. A very low 
avenijro cf «^rinn! is said to exist, ^ut the native classes are mneh addicte<l to gambling, 
an ollence "ishcable by law, a ' hough the GovernLment re ins a large portion of its 
r ivenue fro. a ih^, r^V • • ' ^oi t-rv ; jckiits. A race m'?^eting is \vAd in the spring. There 
are five daily papers, £!l Diario dc Manila^ La Oceania E^pailola^ La Voz de E$pana^ pub- 
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lidied in the morning, and El Comercio and El A ^igo del Pueblo, which appear in the 
eToning. The hot season commences in March and coatinaes untU J uly, when the rains 
^sommence and continue to December, during which time the ro:vds a:id etreets get into a 
Tery bad condition. The maximum annual rainfall recorded is 114 iacU^is swnd the mim- 
mnm 84 inches. The maximum of the thermometer ii about 92 ; a co^>! soa offX^ //^ sets in at 
night, reducing the heat to an endurable temperature for sl'>opiii.£r. Acco: aing to the 
census of 1883 there were residing in Manila 250 foreigners of Kur>p9an ori .:m, 4,189 
European Spaniards, 16,167 Chinese, 46,066 Chinese mestizos ^or half-briious), 3,S49 
Spanish mestizos, and 160,896 pure natives. 

In 1880 sx)ecial dues were imposed on the trade of the port for the construction of 
a new harbour, namely, 2 per cent, on imports, 1 per cent, on exports, tonnage due.^, ahd 
m tax on fishing boats. The total sum coUectea amounta now to a large total and the 
works are in progress. The imports in 1892 reached a total value of 921,844,708 tad 
the exports amounted to 918,774,011 as compared with $18,281,226 and 919,290,007 
respectively in 1891. 

Tramways run in the principal streets of the city, and a railway to Dagupan 
was opened to traffic throughout its entire length on the S3rd November, 18M. A 
patent slip has been laid at Cavite, and works constructed for repairs to veaada

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This port, which is the chief town of the populous province of the same name in the 
island of Panay, is situated in lat. 10 deg. 48 min. W., near the south-eastern extremity 
of the bland, close to the sea, on the border of the narrow channel formed by the 
opposite island of Guimaras. The town is built principally on low marsh v ground, 
partly fronting the sea and partly alon^ the left bank of a creek, or inlet, whicn runs 
towards Jaro, and after describing a semicircle again meets the sea near Iloiio. Although 
the principal seaport and seat of the government of the province, Iloilo is much smaller 
than many towns in its vicinity. ^ The harbour is well protected and the anchorage 
good, the island of Guimaras forming a sheltered passage. The depth of water on the 
bar at the entrance to the creek or nver Iloilo is about five fathoms at low water, but 
at a short distance within it decreases to fifteen feet and then deepens affain. At spring 
tides the whole town is covered with water, but notwithstanding this it is a very 
healthy place. The high ground of Guimaras torms a kind of funnel with the Panay 
shore, and the result is that a calm is of rare occurrence, there being almost always a 
breeze of some kind. The N. E. breeze blows very strongly. It is much cooler in iloilo 
than in Manila. The better class of houses in Iloilo are built on strong wooden posts, 
two or three feet in diameter, that reach to the roof, stone walls to the first floor, with 
wooden windows above and an iron roof. Thepoorer class of dwellingjs are flimsy 
structures of nipa, built on four stout posts. Tne means of communication with the 
interior are still very inadequate, and retaixi the devdopment of the port. 

The principal manufacture in Iloilo for local consumption and export to Manila is 
that of pma, a cloth very finely made from the fibre oi the pineapple leaf. Another 
cloth called jusi is woven from silk, and is made in white and colours. The country 
round Iloilo is very fertile and is extensively cultivated. The annual crop of sugar is 
estimated at about a million piculs. Tobacco is also largely cultivated. Rice is grown 
on a considerable scale, but locusts are very plentiful in the island and often do great 
damage to the cane and paddy. Typhoons frequently work great havoc. Earthquakes, 
however, seldom occur. Iloilo is about 250 miles distant from Manila. 

Iloilo has ^atly increased in importance of late years. The chief article of export 
is sugar, of which 166,236,996 kilograms, valued at $6,723,695, were shipped in 1892. The 
total imports in 1892 were $1,792,958 compared with $3,008,252 in 1891, and the exports 
$6,754,125 in 1892 as against $4,036,966 in 1891. The principal traders are Chinese 
mestizos, who are very numerous in the port. 

The island of Negros is extremely fertile and contributes three-fourths of the sugar 
shipped from Iloilo, the quality of which is excellent.

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After Australia this island is the largest in the world. It extends from about 
7 deg. N. to 4 deg. S. latitude, and from 109 deg. to 118 E. longitude. Its length is about 
760 miles, its greatest breadth 600 miles, andits average breadth is estimated at 360 
miles. Its vast interior consists of almost impenetrable forests, which teem with animal 
life, but are sparsely populated by man. The soil is fertile, and in some parts near the 
coast the land is marsny. It was discovered by the Portuguese in 1626, and they as well 
as the Spaniards, Dutch, and English formed settlements on different parts of the coast, 
but none of these were long maintained. The Dutch claim sovereignty over the greater 
part of the south and west (5 the island alonff the coast of which they maintain establish- 
ments; the territories of the British North Borneo Company, the Sultan of Brunei, and 
the Rajah of Sarawak extend over and alone the north and north-eastern coast. The 
native states are insignificant and in a backward condition. The total population of 
Borneo is roughly estimated at 3,000,000. The productions are many ana varied, and 
its mineral resources believed to be great. The Chinese, who have been settled in most 
Bomean towns for generations, conduct all the trading operations. The country gene- 
rally is in an undeveloped condition. The natives are of the Malayan type, and are, as 
a rule, indolent and wanting in enterprise. A British Protectorate has been established 
over Brunei and Sarawak, and a similar arrangement has since been come to with refer- 
ence to the territory of the British North Borneo Company. 



SARAWAK 

The territory of Sarawak comprises an area of about 40,000 square miles, with a 
population of about 300,000, composed of various races. It is situated on the north-west 
coast of the island of Borneo, is intersected by many rivers navigable for a considerable 
distance inland, and commands about 400 miles of coast line. The sovereignty of the 
district from Tanjon^ Datu to the entrance of the Samaharan river was obtained from 
the Sultan of Brunei in the year 1842 by Sir James Brooke, who became well known as 
Kajah Brooke of Sarawak. In 1861 a second cession was obtained, from the Sultan of 
Brunei, of all the rivers and land from the Samarahan river to Kaauronff Point; in 188^ 
a third cession was obtained of one hundred miles of coast line and all the country and 
rivers that lie between Kacjurong Point and the Baram river, including about three 
miles of coast on the nortn^«ast side of the latter: and in 1885 another cession was 
obtained of the Trusan river, sli^^ted on the north of the mouth of the Brunei river. 
In 1888 a British Protectorate was established, and in 1890 the Kajah took possession 
of Limbang. which was approved of by H. M. Government in August. 1891. The 
present Bajan, H. H. Sir Charles Johnson Brooke, g.c.m.g., is a nephew of Sir James 
Brooke, and was bom 3rd June. 1829, succeeded 1868, married 1869 to Margaret de 
Windt. His heir— the Kajah Muaah— Charles Vyner Brooke, was born 26th September}, 
1874. 

The country produces diamonds, gold, silver, antimony, quicksilver, coal, gutta- 
percha, india-rubber, canes, rattans, camphor, beeswax, birasnests, sago, pepner, and 
gambier. The principal towns are: — Kucning, the capital of Sarawak, situatea on the 
Sarawak river, about 23 miles from its mouth, in latitude 1 deg. 32 min. N., longitude 
110 deg. 38 min. E. (approximate). Claude Town, the principal town and fort. on the 
Baram river, is about 60 miles inland. Bintulu, situate at the mouth of the Bintulu 
river, is famous for its sago. Muka, a few miles up the river of that name, is also noted 
for its sago and billian timoer. Oya, which lies about 1^ miles up the Oya river, and Matu, 
about 5 miles up the Matu river, are both noted for their sago. Sibu is situated about 
60 miles, Kanowit about 100 miles, and Kapit about 160 miles up the Kejang river. 
Reiang village, at the mouth of Keiang river, is noted for its Bilian (iron wood) works. 
KADong is situated at the mouth of the Kalaka river. Saribas lies about 80 miles up the 
river of the same name^ and has a tidal wave or bore. Simang-^ang is about 60 miles 
up the Batang Lupar nver, and also has a bore. Simunjan is situated about 18 miles 
up the Sadong river, where the Grovernment work a coal mine. Trusan is about 18 miles 
up the Trusan Kiver and Limbang about 10 miles up the Limbang Kiver, the latter river 
being noted for its sago. 

The revenue for 1892 was $461,817 and the expenditure $425,606. The value of 
the tnide for 1892 amounted to $3,992,360; imports $1,769,237 as against $1,602,075 in 
1891^nd the exports $2,223,1 !>3 as against $1,330,884 in 1891. 

Harbour, buoy, and light dues:— Three cents per ton, payable on arrival, and 
chargeable to all vessels of 5 tons and upwards.

BRITISH NORTH BORNEO 

This territory, formerly known as Sabali, situated at the northern end of the island ol 
Borneo, has a coast line of about 500 miles. The indigenous population is o<yn-x>s^ 
principally of an inoffensive race known as Dusuns, who live a quiet lazy life, su' isistins 
on rice, t;ipior»a, bananas, Indian corn, sweet potati>es, and the like, cultivation t>f which 
makes the smallest call on their energies. The cliiof gooti^raphical feature in the 
territory is the mountain of Kina Balu, about 13,00 ) feet high. A lar^ lake until 
lately snown on all maps of Borneo has been proved to have no existence. The 
principal rivers on the West coast are tha^ of ICiraanis, Papar, and Pandassan; on the 
East there are the Kinabatangan, Labuk, Sibuku, Paitan, Sugut, Segaliud* Se^^amai 
and many others. 1 ho best harbours are those of U^ya on the West coast, Kudat oo 
the North, and Sandakan on the East. 

The climate is particularly^ pleasant for the tropica; the days are rarely very bot^ 
while a blanket is often required at ni^ht; and in many places, particularly on the 
East coast, very little inconvenience is experienced irom insect ^sts, such as 
mosquitoes and the like. Hurricanes, earthquakes, and other natural disturbaocos art 
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unknown. The seas are teeming with fish, and the prospects of an export trade 
in dried and salted fish are encouranng. A trade with Australia has already com- 
menced. Amongst the zoological productions of North Borneo are to be noted elephants, 
rhinoceros, deer of three kinds, buffalo {Bob Ohaur as well as Bob Banteng probably]^ 
pigs, bears, dkc. There are pythons of 20 feet and upwards in length ; but other snakeSi 
particularly poisonous varieties, are very rare. Of game birds there are a few. arguSi 
fire back, and Bulwer pheasants, three sorts of partridges, many pigeons ana dovesi 
snipe ana quail. 

Sandakan has a magnificent harbour and is the chief place of trade. The imports 
include cloth, rice, hardware, manufactured goods of all kinds, opium, Chinese tobacco, 
Chinese coarse crockery, matches, biscuits, oil, sugar, kc. The chief exports are rattans, 
gutta-percha, india-rubber, birdsnests, seed pearls, trepang, sharksfins, camphor, cutch, 
tortoiseshell, dried cuttle fish, beeswax, and other natural products. These are brought 
in from the numerous rivers, the neighbouring Sulu Archipelago, &c. The imports for 
1892 amounted to •1,356,864 as compared with ^1,936,547 in 1891 and $2,018,089 in 1890, 
the exports to $1,238,277 as compared with $901,290 in 1890. The revenue in 1891 was 
$381,147, the expenditure was $468,G44. Tobacco-planting promises to become a great and 
profitable industrv, and the tobacco already raised has secured a market in Amsterdam. 
The price of lana has doubled in consequence. The population of the town of San- 
dakan, the capital of the territory, was 7,132 in 1891, ot whom 131 were Europeans and 
3,627 Chinese. 

The territory of British North Borneo was acquired from the Sultans of Brunei and 
Sulu by cession for a small annual payment in 1879-80, and the British North Borneo 
Company was incorporated by Royal Charter on the 1st November, 1831. The area of 
the territory is 31,106 square miles, and the population, according to a census taken in 
1890, viras 120,000. In May, 1888, a British Protectorate was establidied. 



LABUAN 

This, the smallest British Colony in Asia, was ceded to Great Britain by the Sultan 
of Brunei in 1846, and taken possession of in 1858. It is situated on the north-west 
coast of Borneo in latitude 5 dee. 16 min. N., and longitude 115 deg. 15 min. E. It has 
an area of 30^ square miles, ana is about six miles from the Borneo coast. Although 
Labuan possesses a fine port, has extensive coal deposits, and by situation seemed 
likely to oecome a depdt for the trade of the north coast of Borneo, it has only partially 
fulfilled the expectations formed of it. The produce of Brunei finds a market in 
Labuan, but the volume of the trade is small. There are three sago manufactories on the 
island where the raw material is converted into flour, for export chiefly to Singapore. 
The Government is now administered by the British North Borneo Company, naving 
been handed over to it by the Imperial Government in 1889. The population in 1890 was 
5,853, of whom 25 were Europeans and 17 Eurasians, the remainder being chiefly Chinese 
and Malavs. The Chinese, who number oyer a thousand, ara the chief traders, and most 
of the industries of the island are in their hands. The European population consist 
mainly of Government officials. The Central Borneo ' Companv are lessees of the Coal 
Mines in the island and are developing a considerable trade in the coal, which is largely 
supplied to H. M's ships. The revenue is chiefly derived from the fanning out 
of licenses to sell tobacco, spirits, opium, and fish. The value of the exports in 1891 
was $363,022. that of the imports $265,107. Mr. C. V. Creagh, c.m.g., Governor of 
British Nortn Borneo, is also Governor and Commander-in-chief of Labuan.
